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GOVERNOR'S   MESSAGE. 


State  op  New  Jersey,  Executive  Chamber, 
Trenton,  January  18th,  1867. 

To  the  Senate  and  (xcneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  J^Tew  Jersey  : 

Havinfj:  assembled  for  the  performance  of  the  grave  and  responsible 
duties  of  legislating  for  the  general  welfare,  it  is  fitting  that  we  should 
invoke  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  and  Source  of  all  good  and  all 
knowledge,  and  ask  His  direction  in  all  our  deliberations. 

In  communicating  to  you,  by  message,  as  required  by  the  Constitu* 
tion,  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  in  recommending  such  measures 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  I  acknowledge,  with  feelings  of  pro- 
found gratitude,  the  blessings  vouchsafed  to  us  by  the  Great  Ruler  of 
the  Universe,  jn  the  auspicious  condition  of  our  State  and  country, 
and  the  measure  of  health  and  prosperity  which  has  marked  the  year 
just  closed.

By  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  I  find  that  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments on  tne  State  account  proper,  for  the  current  year  ending 
November  30,  1866,  wei'e  as  follows :

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  receipts  of  the 
State  from  all  sources  of  actual  revenue  during  the  year  nave  been 
$398,202.09,  although  other  payments  into  the  treasury  have  been 
made  to  the  amount  of  $215,383.65,  which,  with  the  balance  in  bank 
December  Ist,  1865,  make  a  total  of  $670,462^8.  The  amount 
i*eceived  from  all  sources  of  actual  I'evenue  for  the  fiscal  year  should 
really  be  stated  at  $449,421.73,  the  discrepancy  being  caused  by  the 
payment  of  the  tax  on  the  capital  stock  of  certain  railroads  of 
$51,219.64  in  November,  1865,  in  advance  of  the  time  when  payable, 
which  was  January,  1866.  It  properly  belonged  to  the  receipts  of 
the  last  fiscal  yeai%  but  went  into  the  account  of  the  year  before. 
The  actual  disbursements  of  the  year  have  been  $619,336.52,  show- 
ing an  actual  deficiency  between  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on 
the  State  account  proper,  of  $169,914.79.  This  has  been  met  by  the 
payment  of  certain  sums  to  the  State,  but  it  is  no  less  a  deficiency. 
Should  appropriations  of  a  similar  character  be  made  to  those  of  last 
year,  there  must  and  should  be  some  plan  devised,  either  by  taxation 
or  otherwise,  to  meet  the  liabilities  thus  created. 

During  the  last  year  the  transit  duties  paid  in  by  the  Camden  and 
Amboy  Railroad  and  Transportation  Company,  and  the  New  Jersey 
Railroad  and  Transportation  Company,  in  comparison  with  the  fiscal 
year  of  1865,  have  decreased,  to  wit:  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Rail- 
road and  Transportation  Company  $66,752.11,  and  the  New  Jersey 
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Railroad  and  Transportation  Company  $20,906.67,  which  is  owing 
undoubtedly  to  the  cessation  of  the  war  and  the  great  diminution  of 
the  military  and  other  travel  and  transportation  on  their  lines.  The 
aggregate  of  this  decrease  is  $87,658.78,-  whilst  the  duties  paid  in  by 
the  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal  Company  are  in  excess  of  the  last 
year  $33,893.05,  which  reduces  the  aggregate  decrease  to  $53,765.73. 
Prom  the  other  sources  of  ordinary  State  revenue  there  has  been  a 
small  increased  receipt. 

But  for  the  extraordinary  appropriations  made  by  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, tl^  receipts  from  the  ordinary  sources  of  revenue  would  have 
paid  all  the  civil  expenses  of  the  State  during  the  current  year.  It 
is  estimated  that  for  the  present  year  the  support  of  the  Executive, 
Legislative  and  Judicial  branches  of  the  Government,  the  public 
printing,  Lunatic  Asylum,  State  Prison,  Geological  Survey,  trans- 
portation,  criminal  costs  and  other  expenses  pertaining  to  the  civil 
service,  with  the  extraordinary  appropriations  before  referred  to, 
will  require  $500,000,  and  the  estimated  revenues  of  the  State  are 
given  at  $450,000.  A  State  tax  of  $50,000  will  thus  be  required  to 
meet  the  deficiency. 

WAR   DEBT. 

The  following  table  will  present  in  a  clear  and  concise  form  the 
condition  of  the  War  Debt  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  November 
30th,  1866:

Prom  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amounts  due  on  special 
loans  and  to  sundry  creditors,  December  1st,  1865,  have  been  paid 
by  the  issue  of  War  Bonds  as  well  as  the  pajrments  to  families  6t 
volunteers,  discharged  and  deceased  soldiers.  There  are  still  reg^s* 
tered  in  the  offices  of  the  Adjutant  General  and  Comptroller  tne 
names  of  3,358  naval  recruits,  and  2,516  colored  troops  who  are  fla 
the  service  of  the  United  States  from  New  Jersey.  The  families  of 
such  as  are  married,  and  the  widowed  or  dependent  mothers  of  those 
that  are  single,  are  entitled  to  the  State  bounty  of  six  dollars  a 
month.  There  are  still  unadjusted  accounts  as  to  bounties  and  State 
nay,  and  it  is  estimated  by  the  Comptroller  that  it  will  require  $150,- 
000  for  the  current  year  to  pay  oflF  the  bounties  and  State  pay,  the 
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unexpended  appropriations  to  the  cemeteries  at  Antietam  and  Gettys- 
burg, to  the  Soldier  s  Children's  Home  and  to  the  Home  for  Disabled 
Soldiers.  To  meet  this  the  Treasurer  has  $57,616.36,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  balance  will  be  met  by  a  payment  from  the  United 
States  on  the  lar^e  amount  due  the  State.  This  sum  of  $777,516.76 
is  due  to  New  Jersey  for  advances  made  to  the  United  States  in  arm- 
ing, equipping  and  transporting  the  soldiers  of  the  State.  If  we  add 
this  indebtedness  to  tlie  amount  reported  in  the  hands  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  $373,146.16,  the  bonded  war  debt  of  the 
State  would  be  reduced  to  $2,244,537.08. 

If  however  none  of  this  indebtedness  is  paid,  provision  will  have 
to  be  made  for  paying  the  interestvand  such  part  of  the  principal  as 
matures  during  the  year  1868.  It  is  estimated  that  $300,227.00  will 
be  thus  required.

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Fund,  and  Bank  Note  Redemption  Fund.  In  the  firet  two  the  State 
is  specially  interested.  The  property  and  income  of  the  School  Fund 
can  only  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  the 
Legislature,  by  the  Constitution,  can  appropriate  them  to  nothing 
else.  In  the  Agricultural  College  Fund,  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege have  the  beneficial  interest,  and  the  Bank  Note  Redemption  Fund 
was  contributed  by  the  several  banks  organized  under  the  General 
Banking  Law. 

The  aggregate  of  bounties  paid  and  indebtedness  incurred  in  the 
several  counties,  townships,  cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  as  far  as 
reported  to  the  Comptroller,  on  account  of  the  rebellion,  is  $23,41 7,- 
588.77,  but  several  townships  have  failed  to  make  returns.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  accounts  of  the  State  are  kept  under  five 
separate  heads,  to  wit :  the  State,  War,  School,  Agricultural  College 

Provision  will  have  to  be  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the  payment 
of  this  sum,  and  the  interest  for  January  and  July  of  that  year. 

The  Commissioners  ask  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  ex- 
aniine  their  books,  vouchers,  and  proceedings,  and  I  recommend  the 
appointment  of  the  same  as  requested. 

THE  TAX  LAWS. 

Our  e2d8ting  tax  laws  are,  I  think,  in  a  very  complicated  condition, 
and  not  easy  to  be  understood  either  by  the  Courts  of  Appeal,  by  the 
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asses^sors,  or  by  citizens.  Some  sections  in  statutes  passed  years  ago 
are  repealed ;  other  sections  in  the  same  statutes  are  still  in  force  ; 
some  statutes  repeal  all  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  the  repealing  statute,  when  it  is  no  easy  matter  to  determine  the 
point  of  inconsistency,  and  the  whole  subject  is  the  more  involved  by 
the  necessity  of  making  our  taxation  conform  to  the  laws  of  the  Fede- 
ral Government,  as  to  taxing  certain  kinds  of  capital.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  a  commission  consisting  of  five  persons  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Supreme  Court,  be  created  as  soon  as  possible,  that 
such  commission  may  prepare  the  draft  of  a  proper  tax  law,  and  re- 
port the  same  if  practicable,  to  ihe  present  session  of  the  Legislature ; 
and  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  Legislature,  by  joint  reso- 
lution, requesting  that  the  draft,  when  prepared,  and  before  being 
approved,  might  undergo  the  supervision  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

EDUCATION. 

The  subject  of  education  has  of  late  attracted  a  large  share  of  the 
attention  of  the  people  of  our  State,  and  I  regard  the  feet  as  worthy 
of  mutual  congratulations.  There  can  be  no  question  but  that  we  are 
steadily  advancing  in  the  work  of  making  public  instruction  one  of 
the  fundamental  ideas  of  this  government  The  wealth,  the  labor, 
the  enterprise  of  our  people  have  developed  our  material  prosperity, 
and  with  it  have  been  developed  clearer  ideas  as  to  our  duty  in  refe- 
rence to  education.  We  feel  that  republican  institutions  require  gen- 
eral intelligence,  and  not  simply  the  culture  of  the  few.  It  is  under- 
stood that  this  general  intelligence  can  only  be  secured  by  the  action 
of  the  State  in  establishing  a  system  of  public  insftruction  which  shall 
provide  for  the  education  of  all.  Entrusted  with  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  interests  of  the  State,  I  feel  confident  that  we  can  take 
no  surer  step  to  advance  its  permanent  welfare,  than  by  sustaining 
the  common  schools  in  which  its  children  are  prepared  for  lives  of 
usefulness  and  honor. 

There  is  no  expenditure  which  so  Soon  retui'ns  in  public  benefits, 
as  that  which  strengthens  the  State  in  all  which  constitutes  real  power, 
by  giving  it  an  intelligent  and  well  educated  people. 

By  the  act  of  the  last  session,  establishing  a  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, it  was  made  one  of  their  duties  to  submit  to  the  Legislature 
such  measures  as  were  deemed  necessary  for  perfecting  the  School 
System  of  this  State.  In  accorclance  therewith  it  was  thought  advi 
sable  to  codify  the  various  school  laws  of  the  State,  in  "  An  Act  to 
establish  a  system  of  public  instruction,"  which  will  be  submitted 
to  your  consideration  and  approval.  This  act  contains  all  that  was 
essential  and  useful  in  our  existing  laws,  with  such  additions  as  expe- 
rience has  proved  advantageous  in  other  States,  and  which  were  ne- 
cessary to  the  successful  working  of  our  system.  The  measure  has 
had  the  advantage  of  careful  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  it  has  been  sought  to  secure  through  it  all 
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the  advantages  which  method,  oversight  and  moderate  expenditure 
can  give. 

The  benefits  of  a  law  complete  in  its  details,  instead  of  the  scattered 
and  diverse  acts  which  now  rather  embarrass  than  aid,  must  be  gen- 
erally acknowledged,  and  I  doubt  not  you  will  give  the  subject  all  the 
attention  which  its  importance  demands. 

I  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  various  reports  which  have  been 
made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Nonnal  School,  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  State  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  as  evidencing  the 
progress  which  our  State  is  steadily  making  in  the  work  of  education, 
a  synopsis  of  which  is  herewith  given  : 

BOARD   OP  EDUCATION. 

By  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  you  will  learn  that 
it  has  been  organized  according  to  law,  and  a  code  of  by-laws  for  its 
government  adopted.  The  Board  unite  with  the  School  Superinten- 
dent in  recommending  that  the  laws  of  the  State  respecting  the  pub- 
lic schools  be  improved  and  codified.  The  suggestions  in  this  regard 
made  by  the  State  Superintendent  are  adopted  as  their  own  by  the 
Board. 

The  income  of  the  School  Fund  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1865,  from  all  sources,  including  the  $30,000  appropriated  by 
the  State,  was  $79,146.52.  To  this  fund  the  banks  of  the  State  were 
large  contributors.  The  receipts  from  this  source  alone  amounted  to 
$40,833.58  in  that  year.  But  all  the  banks  in  the  state  except  nine 
have  gone  into  operation  under  the  nactional  law,  or  have  surrendered 
their  charters,  and  the  amount  of  tax  received  from  this  quarter  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30, 1866,  was  but  $6,000.62 — show- 
ing a  diminution  of  nearly  $35,000  in  twelve  months.  The  last  Le- 
gislature appropriated  $40,000  and  the  School  Fund  a  like  amount, 
making  $80,000  in  all  for  the  public  schools.  But  it  is  evident  that 
the  School  Fund  cannot  continue  thus  to  pay  its  share  of  this  appro 
priation  and  at  the  same  time  invest  any  considerable  portion  of  its 
income  for  the  benefit  of  the  fund — the  income  from  the  fund  being 
for  the  year  1866  by  $48,077.38.  To  remedy  this  evil  it  is  suggested 
by  the  Board,  which  suggestion  I  recommend  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Legislature,  that  to  the  annual  appropriation  of  $80,000  the  State 
should  contribute  five-eighths  and  the  School  Fund  three-eighths, 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  report  of  the  State  School  Superintendent  fully  sets  forth  the 
<xmdition  of  our  public  schools  and  the  workings  of  our  system  of 
public  instruction  for  the  past  year.  An  increased  interest  in  the 
education  of  Ihe  children  of  the  State  is  everjrwhere  manifest  The 
per  centage  of  children  attending  school  in  1866  over  that  of  1865 
18  seventeen  percent. 
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More  money  has  been  appropriated  for  education,  larger  sums 
raised  by  tax,  the  number  of  schools  increased,  and  a  greater  portion 
are  kept  open  during  the  entire  year.

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STATE   NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

The  Normal  School  has  been,  during  the  past  year,  more  than 
usually  flourishing. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  under  instruction  during  the  last 

year  has  been 151 

(12  being  males  and  139  females).

The  number  of  persons  who  for  greater  or  lesser  periods  of  time 
have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  these  State  institutions  within 
the  past  year  is 778 

of  whom  291  were  males  and  487  females,  showing  an  increase  of  51 
over  the  number  of  pupils  last  year.  The  prosperity  and  success  of 
the  Normal  School  proper  is  marked,  there  being  a  large  increase  of 
151  pupils  this  year  against  125  last  year.  This  increase  is  attributed 
by  the  Trustees  almost  exclusively  to  the  additional  advantages 
extended  to  the  female  pupils  by  the  boarding  house  connected  with 
the  Normal  School. 

AGRICULTURAL   COLLEGE. 

The  State  Agricultural  College  at  New  Brunswick  is  fairly  entered 
upon  its  course  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  its  founders — the 
wneral  and  State  Governments.  There  are  twenty-six  students  now 
in  its  classes.  The  State  has  in  the  institution  forty  scholarships,  in 
which  the  tuition  is  free.  Some  of  the  counties  have  filled  the  num- 
ber of  places  assigned  them  promptly,  while  others  have  made  no 
appointments.  The  institution  is  thorough,  aud  I  think  well  designed 
for  training  up  a  body  of  useful  and  influential  men. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  have  visited  the  College  regularly,  and 
have  made  a  report  containing  details  of  the  condition  of  the  institu- 
tion, with  a  hearty  endorsement  of  its  plan  and  working. 

The  agricultural  interests  of  New  Jersey  are  well  worthy  the  fos- 
tering care  of  th^  Legislature.  Portions  of  the  State  have  enjoyed  a 
meet  enviable  reputation  for  their  production,  but  as  a  whole  our 
State  has,  most  unjustly,  been  thought  barren  and  unpromising  for 
agricoltural  improvement.  Our  own  people,  too,  have  shared  in  this 
opinion  ;  and  for  the  first  half  of  this  century  there  was  a  constant 
stream  of  emigration  from  the  agricultural  portions  ol  the  State. 
Within  the  last  fifteen  years  the  current  of  emigration  has  changed, 
tad  the  popalation  has  increased  very  rapidly,  faster  even  than  the 
average  of  the  whole  United  States ;  much  of  this,  too,  is  in  the  agri- 
^nltaral  districts;  a  single  township,  which,  in  1862,  contained  less 
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than  one  hundred  inhabitants,  now  contains  more  than  nine  thousand, 
and  one  or  two  others  show  an  increase  of  perhaps  one  half  this. 
Enterprises  for  bringing  our  unoccupied  lands  into  market  bid  fair 
to  multiply  such  instances  many  fold. 

Our  staple  crops  of  corn,  wheat,  potatoes,  &c.,  compare  well  in 
their  yields  with  any  of  our  newer  States,  and  in  those  vegetable  and 
fruit  products  which  require  both  a  congenial  soil  and  a  convenient 
market,  we  have  advantages  beyond  any  others.  The  value  of  the 
market  garden  products  of  our  State  increased  nearly  fourfold  in  the 
ten  years  between  1850  and  1860,  and  it  now  stands  below  only  one 
State  in  the  Union  ;  and  yet  our  resources  in  this  direction  are  only 
beginning  to  be  understood.  We  have  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
acres  of  land  admirably  adapted  to  such  products,  only  two  or  three 
hours  distant  from  the  best  markets  on  the  continent,  markets  ever 
unsatisfied  and  open  to  receive  all  that  our  farmers  can  bring  to  them. 

What  is  needed  is,  that  these  productive  soils  and  our  genial 
climate  should  be  properly  appreciated  ;  that  means  should  be  provi- 
ded to  encourage  making  good  roads;  to  give  every  facility  for 
opening  the  country  to  railroads ;  to  favor  enterprises  for  draining 
wet  lands,  and  generally  to  give  the  fullest  and  freest  scope  to  indus- 
try,enterprise  and  thrift. 

GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

The  geological  survey  of  the  state,  under  the  intelligent  and  energetic 
superindence  of  Prof.  Cook,  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  The  report  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  shows  that  the  expenses  are  kept  within  the 
original  appropriation,  and  the  report  of  the  State  Geologist, 'in  detail- 
ing the  advance  of  the  several  parts  of  the  work,  shows  that  it  may  rea- 
sonably be  expected  to  reach  its  completion  in  the  time  to  which  it  is 
limited,  which  ends  in  April,  1868.  The  map  of  the  cretaceous  forma- 
tion, including  the  green  sand  marl  beds,  is  engraved  and  printed. 

It  has  been  thou^t  best  not  to  publish  it  with  a  separate  report, 
but  to  retain  and  publish  it  in  connection  with  the  three  other  maps^ 
which  cover  the  whole  State,  and  with  the  final  report  in  one  volume. 
To  those  who  are  anxious  to  avail  themselves  of  the  map  now.  the 
State  Geologist  is  authorized  to  sell  copies.  In  addition  to  the  busi- 
ness matters  of  the  report,  attention  is  given  to  several  matters  which 
are  of  practical  and  passing  importance. 

The  operations  of  the  survey  are  to  the  State  what  the  taking  ac- 
count of  stock  is  to  the  manufacturer;  one  is  essential  to  the  prosper- 
ous management  of  business,  so  is  the  other  to  any  enlightened  action 
for  making  our  natural  resources  available.  The  rich  and  unfailing 
deposits  of  marl  are  just  beginning  to  be  understood.  In  addition  to 
the  half  million  or  more  tons  of  marl  hauled  from  the  pits  by  teams, 
thefe  are  now  facilities  for  digging  and  transporting  by  rail  more  than 
one  thousand  tons  daily,  carr}nng  fertility  and  wealth  to  the  soil 
wherever  it  goes.    This  trade  could  be  increased  ten-fold  with  profit 
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to  the  State,  and  if  the  almost  magic  influeuce  which  marl  exerts  upon 
the  soil  of  southern  New  Jersey  could  be  more  widely  known,  it 
would  greatly  increase  the  current  of  immigration  which  is  now  so 
fast  setting  towards  our  State.  The  large  extent  of  surface  in  salt 
marsh,  fresh  marsh  and  swamp,  is  becoming  of  much  public  interest. 
The  particulai-s  given  in  the  report  in  relation  to  the  depth  of  mud 
in  these  marshes,  also  to  the  improvements  and  the  high  value  set 
upon  them  in  some  portions  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the  extent,  value 
and  cost  of  improving  such  lands  in  foreign  countries,  are  worthy  of 
attention,  for  there  are  in  the  State  several  hufldred  thousand  acres 
of  such  lands,  which,  when  thoroughly  reclaimed,  will  be  the  most 
valuable  and  productive  in  the  State.  The  reclaiming  of  swamps 
and  meadows  by  drainage  is  also  presented  as  a  subject  of  great 
interest  to  some  sections  of  the  State. 

The  mining  interests  of  the  State  are  prospering.  There  has  been 
as  much  as  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  tons  of  iron  ore  mined  in 
the  State  during  the  past  year,  and  still  the  quantity  mined  is  not 
equal  to  the  demand. 

It  is  the  object  of  the  Survey  to  describe  and  publish  the  accounts 
of  our  agricultural  and  mineral  wealth,  and  to  exhibit  the  promising 
fields  for  industry,  enterprise  and  thrift  which,  from  our  relation  to 
markets,  our  climate,  our  warm  and  productive  soils,  our  rich  mines 
of  iron  and  zinc,  and  our  abundant  water-power,  we  possess  to  so  re- 
markable an  extent  beyond  any  of  our  sister  States. 

THE  STATE   PRISON. 

The  reports  of  the  Keeper  and  Inspectors  of  the  State  Prison  do 
not  present  financially  or  otherwise  so  favorable  a  condition  of  that 
institution  as  I  could  wish.  The  report  of  the  Inspectors  recommends 
a  change  in  the  Constitution  bv  which  the  oflScers  having  charge  of 
the  Institution  shall  be  selected  by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
They  believe  that  this  will  give  stability  and  good  management  to 
ibe  Institution,  and  remove  it  out  of  the  arena  of  politics.  I  cannot 
bnt  think  that  this  recommendation,  and  the  other  suggestions  con- 
tained in  their  report  in  reference  to  a  revision  of  the  prison  laws, 
insane  convicts,  and  a  system  of  graduated  remission  or  alleviation  of 
sentences,  to  be  dependent  upon  the  good  behavior  of  the  prisoners, 
are  entitled  to  your  consideration. 

If  an  amendment  of  tlio  Constitution  should  be  regarded  as  imprac- 
ticable, I  would  suggest  that  the  Treasurer  and  Comptroller  of  the 
State  should  be  annually  made  two  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Prison,  in 
addition  to  tliose  now  appointed  by  law,  thus  securing  to  the  State 
the  benefit  of  their  services.  If  then,  all  purcha^ps  made  for  the  In- 
stitution were  given  out  to  the  lowest  bidders,  it  would,  I  am  satisfied, 
r^ult  in  great  advantages  to  the  State.  What  we  all  desire,  is  an 
economical  administration  of  these  institutions,  and  if  this  can  be 
secured  we  can  carry  out  much  that  is  beneficial  to  the  people. 
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The  reports  of  the  Keeper  and  Inspectors  show  that  there  exists  a 
great  necessity  for  an  enlargement  of  prison  accommodations.  The 
number  of  convicts  now  in  the  Prison  is  543.  The  whole  number  ot 
cells  is  332.  Of  these,  132  are  only  four  feet  wide  by  seven  fef>t  long, 
and  cannot  possibly  receive  more  than  one  person  each ;  consequently 
two  or  more  must  be  placed  in  each  of  the  remaining  apartments, 
though  designed  and  suitable  for  one  only.  The  effect  of  this  crowded 
condition  of  the  Prison,  especially  in  its  moral  consequences,  is  lament-  * 
able  indeed,  while  the  theory  of  solitary  confinement,  upon  which  our 
system  is  based,  is  in  rib  wise  carried  out,  and  even  partial  solitude 
under  the  circumstances  is  impossible.  The  other  evils  resulting  from 
the  want  of  room  are  many;  proper  discipline  is  prevented,  the  moral 
improvement  of  the  inmates  is  interfered  with,  rendering  the  Prison  a 
school  of  vice  rather  than  reform,  and  preventing,  with  the  efforts  of 
the  oflScers,  economical  and  successful  internal  management. 

In  view  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  structures,  and  the  im- 
possibility of  properly  caring  for  the  convicts  now  in  the  institution, 
and  of  the  large  and  increasing  number  of  commitments  to  the  Prison^ 
T  cannot  but  renew  my  recommendation  that  it  be  enlarged,  under  a 
careful  and  judicious  plan,  or  another  prison  erected. 

The  reports  of  the  Physician  and  Moral  Instructor  of  the  Prison 
give  a  clear  and  succinct  statement  of  the  physical  and  moral  condi- 
tion of  its  inmates,  and  their  suggestions  are  valuable  and  important. 

The  report  of  the  Prison  Keeper  for  the  current  year  may  be  con- 
densed as  follows :

As  the  total  of  these  accounts  will  not  be  materially  changed  at  any 
'time,  it  is  evident  that  an  appropriation  of  $40,000  is  required  to  pay 
oflFthe  liabilities  existing  on  the  30th  of  November,  1866. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  expenditures  during  the  last  year  have 
been  heavy  from  a  variety  of  causes.  The  number  of  prisoners  has 
been  largely  in  excess  of  any  previous  year,  while  the  cost  of  every- 
thing which  enters  into  the  consumption  of  the  Prison  has  been  at  the 
highest  rates.  But  a  small  portion  of  the  convicts  has  been  employed, 
and  this  arises  in  a  measure  from  the  want  of  work  room,  and  from 
the  difficulty  of  making  contracts  applicable  to  this  species  of  labor. 
By  the  report  of  the  Keeper,  it  is  stated  that  the  whole  expenditures 
of  the  year  would  exhibit,  on  an  average  of  four  hundred  and  fifty 
prisoners,  a  cost  of  forty-three  and  a  half  cents  per  day  for  each 
person. 

STATE  REFORM   SCHOOL. 

Under  the  act  of  last  year  the  establishment  of  a  State  Reform 
School  became  a  certainty,  and  i  submit  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

That  body  purchased  a  farm  of  490  acres,  situated  about  two  miles 
from  Jamesburg.  Its  location  is  central  and  of  convenient  access 
from  all  parts  of  the  State ;  the  site  is  elevated,  the  soil  good  and  well 
supplied  with  pure  soft  water.  It  was  found  that  the  funds  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Trustees  were  insufficient  for  the  building  designed, 
and  subsequently  a  brick  edifice  was  agreed  upon  (65  x  37)  three- 
stories  high,  with  a  basement  finished  for  kitchen,  dining-room,  &c. 
A  tower  on  the  west  front  contains  principal  stairway,  and  it  is  cal- 
culated to  accommodate  the  superintendent  and  other  officers  and  fifty 
boys.  Smaller  buildings,  each  for  a  class  or  family  of  thirty  boys,  are 
to  be  erected  as  soon  as  possible,  all  to  be  united  in  chapel  services, 
and  in  a  common  graded  school.  The  building  is  expected  to  be  in 
readiness  for  occupancy  in  the  early  spring.  A  careftil  superinten- 
dent has  been  selected,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  success  of  the 
institution  will  attest  the  wisdom  which  has  provided  for  its  establish- 
ment It  is  designed  to  make  the  farm  the  main  dependence  of  labor, 
rattier  than  shop  work. 

The  Trustees  recommend  that  care  be  taken  to  prevent  too  large 
an  addition  to  the  number  of  those  sent  to  the  Institution  until  the 
regular  routine  of  duty  is  established,  and  ask  for  further  authority 
over  the  subject. 

The  subject  of  punishing  convicts  is  attracting  a  large  share  of 
public  attention.    There  is  a  growing  feeling  that  reference  should 
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be  had  to  the  age  of  the  offenders,  to  the  character  of  their  crimes, 
and  to  the  possibility  of  reform,  but  still  we  should,  as  guardians  of 
the  public  welfare,  protect  the  community  from  the  crimes  which 
affect  life  and  property,  by  making  punishment  certain  and  propor- 
tionate to  the  offence. 

The  State  Prison  presents  to  us  a  punishment  involving  the  depri- 
vation of  liberty,  the  deepest  personal  disgrace,  and  in  most  cases 
the  deprivation  of  the  rights  of  citizens.  That  we  should  send  to  t 
this  receptacle  of  advanced  crime  the  young  offender,  has  long  been 
a  subject  of  regret  to  the  public  sentiment  of  the  State,  and  I  am 
gratified  that  the  prospects  of  the  Reform  School  warrant  the  belief 
that  it  will  be  successfully  engrafted  upon  the  system  of  punishment 
in  our  State. 

CHARITIES  OF  THE  STATE. 

Let  me  commend  to  your  constant  cai-e  those  objects  of  State 
charity,  attention  to  which  in  the  past  affords  the  best  evidence  of  the 
elevated  and  Christian  character  of  our  people. 

After  a  careful  personal  inspection  of  our  State  Lunatic  Asyluth 
in  all  its  departments,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  appoint- 
ments of  the  buildings,  the  ability  of  the  oflBcers,  the  tender  regard 
for  the  afflicted  inmates,  excellent  system  of  arrangement,  together 
with  scrupulous  economy  in  expenditure,  render  this  an  institution 
which  has  no  superior,  and  this  estimate  of  our  asylum  I  find  is  enter- 
tained by  those  who  have  carefully  examined  like  institutions  in  this 
and  other  countries. 

I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  add  that  while  the  asylum  is  now  filled  to 
its  capacity,  affording  relief  to  four  hundred  and  nine  patients,  there 
are  in  the  State  at  least  as  large  a  number  who  are  now  the  inmates 
of  county  and  city  poor  houses,  who  are  suffering  for  the  want  of 
treatment  which  is  at  once  alleviating  and  curative,  and  which  can 
only  be  had  in  such  an  institution  as  our  asylum. 

It  is  difficult  to  know  what  recommendation  to  make  on  this  sub. 
ject.  I  am  satisfied  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  enlarge  the  existing 
asylum,  as  from  careful  inquiry  I  learn  that  a  larger  number  of  in- 
mates than  the  present  building  accommodates  cannot  advantageously 
be  kept  together.  The  condition  of  the  State  treasury  forbids  my 
recommending  at  this  time  another  asylum.  I  can  only  express  the 
desire  that  the  subject  be  kept  before  the  mind  of  the  Legislature 
sud  that  they  look  at  the  reports  which  will  be  submitted  by  the 
superintendent  and  managers,  and  by  the  State  Sanitary  Commission, 
and  until  such  time  as  more  permanent  relief  can  be  given  I  think  it 
desirable  that  the  greatest  amount  of  relief  that  the  poor  houses  can 
afford  should  be  secured  to  this  afflicted  class  of  our  fellow  creatures. 

I  have  visited  the  institutions  in  our  neighboring  States,  where  by 
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the  charity  of  New  Jersey  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind  cliildren 
of  parents  in  indigent  circumstances  are  cared  for,  and  I  find  their 
unfortunate  condition  is  being  alleviated  by  kind  care  and  improved 
by  skillful  instruction.  One  of  the  children  from  this  State  has  re- 
cently died  at  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum  in  New  York,  from  a 
malignant  fever  that  has  been  there  prevailing,  but  the  health  of  the 
institution  is  now  established. 

Tho?e  kno^Ti  as  "Feeble-minded  Children,"  sent  by  the  State  to 
institutions  for  that  class,  at  Media,  Pennsylvania,  are  doing  well, 
and  it  is  both  pleasant  and  wonderful  to  witness  how,  by  skillful  in- 
struction, an  intelligence  in  these  children,  at  first  scarcely  percepti- 
ble, is  developed  until  they  become  able  to  read  and  write. 

Active  sympathy  with  these  distressed  classes  of  our  race  is  a 
praise  to  our  State  and  an  honor  to  our  people. 

STATE   Ll'XATIC    ASYLUM. 

The  Superintendent's  report  exhibits  the  following  condition  of 
our  State  Lunatic  Asylum :

Of  the  appropriation  of  $100,000  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
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erection  of  wings  to  the  Asylum,  there  remains  unexpended  about 
$21,000.  This  it  is  expected  will  complete  the  building.  To  pro- 
cure the  necessary  furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  new  buildings, 
grade  the  ground,  provide  drainage,  erect  fences  and  make  other 
needed  improvements  will  require  a  further  appropriation.  The 
managers  ask  for  $35,000. 

It  is  represented  by  the  managers  that  the  great  extent  of  the 
buildings  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  render  it  neces- 
sary that  a  second  assistant  physician  should  be  added  to  the  resident 
officers  of  the  Asylum,  and  they  recommend  that  the  appointment  of 
such  officer  be  authorized  by  law,  and  that  the  amount  of  salaries  to 
be  paid  to  the  officers  of  the  Institution,  now  limited  to  $5,000,  be 
increased,  to  provide  for  the  salary  of  the  2d  Assistant  Physician, 
^and  for  such  increase  in  the  salaries  of  other  officers  as  the  present 
exigencies  of  the  times  may  require.  These  suggestions  contained  in 
the  Managers'  Report  recommend  themselves  to  the  favorable  consid- 
eration of  the  Legislature. 

SANITABV  COMMISSION. 

Under  the  law  of  the  last  Legislature  authorizing  me  to  appoint  a 
Sanitary  Commission,  to  consist  of  five  physicians,  whose  duty  it 
should  be  to  report  to  the  next  Legislature  such  information  as  they 
might  deem  important  respecting  the  general  sanitary  condition  of 
the  State,  I  selected  a  commission  which  has  performed  its  work  with 
promptness  and  fidelity.  Their  communications  to  the  public  during 
the  last  summer,  were  valuable  contributions  to  the  information  of 
the  mass  of  our  people,  and  the  report  which  they  submit  will  be 
found  to  contain  most  valuable  suggestions  and  recommendations. 
There  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  State 
is  a  subject  for  thoughtfiil  consideration,  careful  examination  and 
wise  legislation. 

Situated  as  our  Stat6  is,  with  unequaled  advantages  for  business 
and  residence,  it  is  most  important  that  we  should  carefully  guard  the 
public  health  by  removing  those  causes  of  disease  which  are  apparent 
to  the  intelligent  physician.  As  mere  local  reforms  produce  only 
local  advantages,  the  Sanitary  Commission  recommend  the  enactment 
of  a  general  health  code,  which  would  define  more  accurately  the 
powers  of  local  health  authorities,  secure  diffusion  of  proper  infor- 
mation, search  out  and  remedy  the  causes  of  disease,  procure  accurate 
statistics  and  generally  conserve  to  public  health.  I  recommend  such 
action  aa  will  tend  to  produce  the  results  aimed  at  in  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Commission,  whose  members  deserve  the  thanks  of  oui* 
people  for  their  efficient  and  valuable  services. 

ADJUTANT  AND  QUARTERMASTER-GENERALS. 

The  war  having  terminated  and  the  last  New  Jersey  regunent  in 
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the  service  of  the  United  States  having,  on  the  2d  day  of  May  last 
returned  to  the  State  and  been  mustered  out  of  service,  the  active 
business  of  the  ofiBce  of  the  Adjutant-General  has  been  much  reduced. 
He  has  been  engaged,  however,  with  a  diminished  clerical  force,  in 
perfecting  the  records  of  his  oflSce  and  in  attending  to  the  business  of 
returned  volunteers  and  the  militia  of  the  State.  He  urges  upon  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  the  importance  of  directing  the  publica- 
tion of  the  corrected  records  of  his  office.  The  reported  number  of 
active  militia  in  the  State,  is  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine.  He  is 
now  engaged  in  distributing  the  certificates  of  thanks,  authorized  by 
the  last  Legislature,  to  the  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors 
of  New  Jersey. 

For  the  number  and  condition  of  the  arms,  clothing,  camp  and 
garrison  equipage,  and  the  other  public  property  in  store  at  the  Ar- 
senal, and  for  the  issues  of  military  property  to  the  militia,  you  are 
referred  to  the  report  of  the  Quartermaster  General.  Your  attention 
is  respectftdly  called  to  his  recommendations  for  conversion  of  the 
Springfield  rifled  muskets  into  breech  loaders,  and  for  certain  altera- 
tions and  repairs  at  the  State  Arsenal.  The  accounts  for  expenses 
incurred  by  this  State  on  account  of  the  United  States  for  volunteer 
Iroops  furnished  during  the  war,  have  been  kept  by  the  Quartermas- 
ter-General, and  the  claims  for  reimbursements,  have  been  presented 
by  him  to  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement. 

The  total  amount  of  the  claim  as  appears  by  his  report  amounts  to 
the  sum  of  $1,181,427.12,  of  this  amount  as  follows,  viz:  $356,667.49 
have  been  allowed  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State ;  $144,740.39 
have  been  suspended  and  disallowed.  The  balance  of  the  claim  is 
now  undergoing  examination,  and  we  are  assured  that  it  will  be  ad- 
justed at  an  early  day.  For  the  amount  and  the  progress  made  in 
the  settlement  of  this  claim  you  are  referred  to  his  report. 

STATE  AGENCY. 

Soon  after  the  return  and  discharge  from  service  of  all  the  New 
Jersey  regiments,  I  directed  the  closing  of  the  military  agency,  which 
had  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  our  soldiere  at  the  natianal 
capitol. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States,  having  subsequently  passed  an 
act  equalizing  bounties  and  authorizing  the  payment  of  additional 
sums,  I  re-established  the  agency  at  the  city  of  Trenton,  on  the  13th 
day  of  Au^st  last,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting,  free  of  charge,  the 
claims  of  the  soldiers  of  New  Jersey. 

I  have  pleasure  in  saying  that  the  agency  is  wisely  and  economi- 
cally managed,  and  that  the  generous  action  of  the  State  is  highly 
appreciated  by  the  claimants. 
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NEW  JERSEY   HOME   FOH   DISABLED  SOLDIERS. 

The  Commissioners  have  located  the  Home  on  Mount  Pleasant  in 
the  city  of  Newark,  a  location  most  desirable  and  eligible,  as  well  for 
its  beautiful  and  healthy  situation,  as  for  the  economical  reasons 
which  led  to  its  selection.  Instead  of  purchasing  land  and  erecting- 
buildings  thereon,  the  site  adopted,  consisting  of  twenty-three  acres 
of  land,  was  leased  for  five  years  at  an  expense  of  $600  per  annum. 
The  Commissioners  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  secure  and 
purchase  the  buildings  erected  upon  this  land,  which  had  been  for- 
merly used  by  the  United  States  Government  as  a  hospital,  and 
which  were  admirably  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  the  Home. 

The  comfort  and  aid  already  extended  to  our  suflFering  soldiers,  and 
the  prosperjity  of  the  Institution,  are  an  earnest  of  the  success  of  thiff 
noble  charity  of  the  State. 

A  Commandant,  Superintendent  and  Chaplain,  and  Physician,  all 
intelligent  and  experienced  oflScers,  have  been  appointed*  and  on 
the  4th  of  July  last  the  Home  was  fitted  up  and  ready  for  the  recep- 
tion of  patients. 

Additional  legislation  is  asked  for  by  the  managers  to  secure  the 
more  perfect  working  of  the  institution. 

The  final  net  cost  of  the  buildings  purchased  for  the  use 

of  the  Home  is $8,562  5»

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THE  soldiers'  CHILDREN'S   HOME. 

This  Institution,  as  will  be  seen  by  th^  report  of  the  Managers,  is 
in  successful  operation,  and  there  is  at  the  present  time  under  its  care 
forty  children,  their  ages  ranging  from  four  to  twelve  years.  One 
hundred  applicants  are  said  to  be  waiting  for  admission,  but  they 
cannot  be  received  until  the  new  Home  is  completed. 

Under  the  act  establishing  the  Home,  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
dollars  was  appropriated  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a 
location,  and  for  the  construction  of  suitable  buildings  for  said  Home. 
The  site  selected  is  well  adapted  to  the  health  of  the  children,  and  to 
the  humane  object  for  which  the  Home  was  instituted,  while  it  is 
easy  of  access  to  all.  The  buildings  will,  it  is  thought,  be  ready  for 
occupancy,  about  the  15th  instant.  Thus  will  be  provided  a  home 
where  will  be  sustained,  educated  and  clothed  those  helpless  orphans 
who,  in  acknowledgment  of  the  priceless  service  of  their  fathers,  have 
been  adopted  as  children  of  the  State. 

THE  WAR   HISTORY. 

Under  the  joint  resolutions  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  "  in  rela- 
tion to  the  preparation  of  the  history  of  New  Jersey  in  connection 
with  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,"  it  was  made  my 
duty  to  appoint  a  suitable  and  competent  person,  who,  under  my 
direction,  should  prepare  a  succinct  history  of  the  part  borne  by  New 
Jersey  in  this  memorable  contest  for  the  life  of  the  nation.  In  fulfil- 
ment of  this  duty  I  appointed  John  Y.  Foster,  Esq.,  as  historian,  and 
I  snbmit  his  report  of  the  progress  of  the  work.  The  importance  of 
preserving  in  a  correct,  concise  and  durable  form,  the  deeds  and  hero- 
ism of  our  soldiers,  the  prompt  and  patriotic  action  of  our  State  Gov 
emment  and  local  authorities,  and  the  generous  and  noble  exertions 
of  those  citizens  of  our  State,  who  warmly  aided  all  that  was  done  to 
secure  the  victory,  cannot  be  over-estimated.  It  ought,  when  com- 
pleted, to  be  in  the  hands  of  all  our  loyal  people,  and  be  found  in  all 
the  public  libraries  of  the  country. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  historian  recommends  a  change  in  the  plan 
of  the  work  as  proposed  by  the  Legislature,  so  as  to  substitute,  in  cer- 
tain cases,  Brigade  for  Regimental  narratives. 

By  the  terms  of  the  Joint  Resolution,  I  was  requested  to  recom- 
mend to  the  ensuing  Legislature,  the  best  means  of  securing  the 
printing  and  distribution  of  the  history  among  ihe  people,  and  its 
preservation  to  the  State.  1  am  not  satisfied  what  plan  of  publica- 
tion it  will  be  most  for  the  interest  of  the  State  to  adopt.  A  volume 
thus  prepared  and  containing  the  history  of  a  State  ever  loyal  to  the 
Union  and  Liberty,  ought  to  be  published  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the 
public  spirit  which  prompts  it.  An  edition  of  1500  copies  of  a  vol- 
ume of  800  pages,  handsomely  bound,  can  be  published  for  from  $2 
to  $3  per  copy,  dependent  upon  the  arrangements  of  publishers  as 
to  copy-right. 
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NATIONAL   CEMETERIES. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  last  Legislature, 
I  commissioned  Grcneral  E.  A.  Carman,  Trustee  to  represent  this 
State  in  the  establishment  of  the  Antietam  Cemetery,  and  to  secure 
the  removal  and  deposit  therein  of  the  remains  of  our  soldiers  who 
were  interred  on  the  battle-field  of  Antietam,  and  the  fields  of  other 
battles  fought  in  that  part  of  Maryland, 

The  coflBning  and  removing  the  dead  from  the  field  at  Antietam, 
and  their  re-interment  in  their  appropriate  lots  in  the  Cemetery  is 
progressing.  It  has  been  foudd  very  difficult  to  obtain  definite  in- 
formation concerning  the'place  of  burial  of  most  of  those  who  fell  in 
Maryland,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  officers  and  soldiers  knowing 
where  their  comrades  were  buried,  will  give  such  information  as  may 
lead  to  their  recovery  and  deposition  in  the  grounds  provided  by 
the  State. 

Out  of  the  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  made  by  the 
Legislature  for  this  purpose,  there  has  been  expended  only  fifteen 
hundred  dollars,  which  has  been  applied  in  surrounding  the  Cemetery 
with  a  substantial  stone  wall,  laying  out  the  grounds,  &c. 

Two  appropriations  have  been  mtule  towards  defraying  the  expenses 
of  the  National  Cemetery  at  Gettvsburg,  one  in  1864,  of  $3,000,  and 
another  in  1865,  of  a  like  amount,  making  a  total  of  $6,000.  Of 
this  amount  $4,077.05  have  been  expended,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $1,922.95. 

soldiers'  certificates. 

Under  the  joint  resolutions  of  the  last  Legislature  which  authorized 
the  presentation,  to  the  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  of 
New  Jersey  engaged  in  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  of  a  certifi- 
cate containing  the  thanks  of  New  Jersey,  a  testimonial  has  been  pro- 
cured which  will  be  held  valuable  by  all  who  receive  it.  It  is  cer- 
tainly an  excellent  tribute  to  the  devotion  and  bravery  of  our  sol- 
diers, and  as  a  work  of  art  it  merits  high  praise.  Wherever  dis- 
tributed it  is  held  as  an  honor  not  to  be  lightly  esteemed,  and  as  a 
gift  which  it  was  creditable  to  the  State  to  confer. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  authorized  the  free  trans- 
mission of  these  certificates  through  the  mails — and  the  Adjutant 
Grcneral,  at  my  request,  has  assumed  the  distribution  of  them  to  the 
claimants. 

national  hall  of  statues. 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2d,  1864,  the  president  is 
authorized  "  to  invite  each  and  all  the  States  to  provide  and  furnish 
statues  in  marble  or  bronze,  not  exceeding  two  in  number  for  each 
State,  of  deceased  persons  who  have  been  citizens  thereof,  and  illus- 
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trioos  for  their  historic  renown,  or  from  distinguished  civic  or  mili- 
tary sei-vices,  such  as  each  State  shall  determine  to  be  worthy  of  this 
national  commemoration,  and  when  so  furnished,  the  same  shall  be 
placed  in  the  old  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  the  capital 
of  the  United  States,  which  is  hereby  set  apart,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  as  a  National  Statuary  Hall." 

The  dedication  of  this  old  hall,  which  has  been  the  scene  Of  so 
much  eloquence  and  patriotic  feeling,  and  which  is  associated  with 
the  fame  of  so  many  distinguished  Americans,  as  a  gallery  of  historic 
art,  must  commend  itself  to  the  favor  of  every  patriotic  mind.  I  re- 
commend appropriate  legislation  for  the  purpose  of  complying,  so  fer 
as  New  Jersey  is  concerned,  with  the  design  of  Congress. 

PILOTS. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  brought  into  port  827  vessels, 
of  which  525  were  boarded  ofF  shore — an  evidence  of  the  activity 
and  energy  of  our  bar  pilots.  Few  accidents  have  happened  to  ves- 
sels under  their  charge,  and  none  have  been  lost 

The  Board  of  Pilot  Commissioners  recommend  a  revision  of  the 
Pilot  Laws,  which  experience  has  suggested  as  necessary  for  the  eflB- 
cient  working  of  the  presentsystem. 

LANDS  UNDER  WATER. 

Some  two  years  ^ince,  a  suit  was  instituted  in  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  the  name  of  •»  The  People  of  the  State 
of  New  York,"  against  parties  who  had  erected  piers  and  bulk-heads 
below  low  water  mark  on  the  New  Jersey  side  of  New  York  Bay. 
The  claim  of  the  State  of  New  York  in  said  suit  was,  that  under  the 
compact  made  between  New  York  and  New  Jersey  in  1833,  the  abso- 
lute jurisdiction  of  New  York  extended  to  low  water  mark  on  the 
Npw  Jersey  side,  and  that  the  piers  and  bulk-heads  extending  beyond 
t^t  line  being  erected  without  permission  of  New  York,  were  ob- 
structions to  the  navigable  waters,  and  should  be  abated  by  the  Courts 
of  New  York  as  nuisances. 

The  Attorney-General  of  this  State  was  instructed  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  the  State  in  the  questions  involved  in  this  suit.  The  posi- 
tion taken  against  the  claims  of  New  York  was,  that  while  the  com- 
pact referred  to  did  give  New  York  jurisdiction  to  low  water  mark 
on  the  New  Jersey  shore,  that  the  jurisdiction  so  given  was  only  for 
police  purposes,  and  that  New  Jersey  and  not  New  York  had  the 
sovereign  jurisdiction  and  the  control  of  the  property  to  the  boundary 
line  of  the  State,  which  is  the  middle  of  the  Hudson  Bay  and  River. 
And  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
York  have  decided  that  the  construction  of  the  compact  as  insisted  on 
by  New  Jersey  is  correct,  and  have  given  judgment  accordingly. 

The  conflicting  claims  of  the  State  and  of  the  riparian  owners  to 
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the  *'  lands  under  water"  in  this  State,  have  given  rise  to  much  dis- 
cussion and  embarrassment.  Without  considering  what  extreme 
positions  in  behalf  of  the  rights  of  the  State  the  law  might  authorize 
us  to  assume,  I  think  it  might  be  safely  stated,  that,  admitting  that 
the  riparian  owner  has  rights  in  the  lands  under  water,  the  State  may 
nevertheless  claim  compensation  from  the  riparian  owner  for  tiie  right 
to  reclaim  and  own  such  lauds.  The  right  to  these  lands  I  consider 
a  mixed  right.  The  State  as  sovereign  has  control  over  and  can  for 
bid  the  filling  up  of  navigable  waters.  The  lands  under  water,  on 
the  other  hand,  can  only,  when  reclaimed,  be  made  available  in  con- 
nection with  the  bank  or  shore,  and  the  owner  of  lands  on  a  naviga- 
ble water  seems  to  have  a  right  that  his  frontage  on  such  highway  shall 
not  be  taken  from  him. 

I  consider  it  the  interest  of  the  State  and  of  the  shore  owner  that 
some  plan  be  adopted  by  which  the  shore  owner  can  for  a  moderate 
compensation  paid  the  State,  be  possessed  of  an  absolute  title  to  the 
lands  under  water  in  front  of  his  lands.  The  shore  owner  would  be 
benefited  more  than  the  amount  of  compensation  paid,  by  having  a 
perfect  title  to  the  lands  under  water,  and  would  then  be  at  liberty  to 
proceed  with  improvements,  and  the  treasury  of  the  State  would  not ' 
only  be  profited  by  the  amount  of  compensation  paid,  but,  what  to 
my  mind  is  of  much  greater  importance,  would  perpetually  receive 
large  sums  by  way  of  taxation  on  the  valuable  improvements  which 
Avould  then  be  made  upon  the  lands  under  water.  What  rule  of 
compensation  the  Legislature  should  adopt,  it  is  for  you  to  determine, 
in  view  of  the  impracticability  (even  if  it  were  lawful)  of  the  State 
disposing  of  those  lands  to  other  than  the  shore  owners,  and  in  view 
of  the  advantages  by  way  of  taxation  that  would  accure  to  the  State, 
my  opinion  is  that  after  looking  at  the  cost  and  value  of  the  shore  to 
the  riparian  owner,  and  after  looking  at  the  expenses  that  would  be 
incurred  in  the  suitable  improvement  of  the  lands  under  water,  the 
State  should  fix  the  compensation  in  that  spirit  of  liberality  and  fair- 
ness that  would  be  becoming  in  a  sovereign  State  when  dealing  witli 
its  citizens.  ^ 

My  recommendation  is  not  that  any  riparian  owner  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  perfect  his  title  to  lands  under  water  by  taking  a  grant 
from  the  State,  but  that  further  encroachments  upon  such  lands 
should  be  by  law  prohibited  until  such  grant  be  obtained ;  and  that 
a  commission  consisting  of  five  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  should  be  created 
with  full  power  to  execute  grants  to  the  riparian  owners  for  a  com- 
pensation to  the  State  to  be  by  them  fixed,  the  said  commission  in 
such  grant  'defining  as  well  the  exterior  as  the  lateral  lines  of  lands 
granted. 

The  State  has  received  the  sum  of  $114,725  from  the  American 
Dock  and  Improvement  Company  for  her  grant  of  lands  under  water 
defined  and  described  in  the  charter  granted  by  the  Legislature  to 
that  company. 
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WET  BASIN  BILL. 

A  bill  entitled  '« An  act  to  incorporate  the  Hudson  River  Wet 
Basin  and  Warehouse  Company  and  to  contract  for  a  lease  to  said 
company  of  lands  of  the  State  in  New  York  Bay,"  and  known  as  the 
"Wet  Basin  Bill,"  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  at  its  late  session 
shortly  before  the  adjournment.  After  careful  consideration  of  the 
bill  and  of  the  interests  of  the  State  in  relation  thereto,  I  felt  con- 
strained to  withhold  from  it  my  approval. 

My  reasons  for  so  doing  I  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
herewith  communicate  to  the  Legislature. 

The  Morris  Canal  and  Banking  Company,  with  such  investigations 
as  I  could  give  it,  appeared  to  me  to  possess  riparian  rights  which,  in 
my  opinion,  the  State  should  not  disregard,  and  at  the  same  time 
they  offered  the  State  a  larger  sum,  viz:  $20,000  instead  of  $15,000 
per  annum,  for  less  land  than  the  bill  submitted  to  me  provided  for. 
That  the  offer  of  the  Canal  Company  was  in  good  faith  I  had  no 
reason  to  question,  from  the  known  character  of  that  institution,  and 
besides,  the  offer  is  connected  with  the  surrender  of  all  her  riparian 
rights  to  the  lands  in  question  if  they  neglect  to  perform  their  agree- 
ment 

While  regretting  to  differ  fi'om  the  Legislature  in  reference  to  this 
bill,  1  have  acted  in  the  matter  as  my  sense  of  duty  required. 

REGISTRY  LAW. 

It  is  gratifying  to  me  that  the  Registry  law,  so  well  calculated  to 
protect  the  elective  frfyjchise,  has  been  enacted  by  the  Legislature.  - 
I  believe  it  will  commend  itself  to  the  citizens  of  the  State  generally, 
without  distinction  of  party.  While  the  present  law  contains  the 
principle  that  we  desire,  its  practical  working  has  suggested  the  pro- 
priety of  certain  amendments  in  the  details  of  the  law.  I  merely 
mention  the  subject  that  it  may  receive  your  attention. 

UNITED  STATES  SENATOR. 

Since  your  last  session  the  Son.  William  Wright,  Senator  in  Con- 
gress from  New  Jersey,  has  died.  It  being  my  duty,  under  the  Con- 
stitution, to  fill  the  vacancy,  I  have  done  so  by  the  appointment  of 
the  Hon.  Frederick  T.  Frelinghuysen. 

NATIONAL  AFFAIRS. 

The  condition  of  our  national  affairs  attracts  a  large  share  of 
public  attention,  and  is  a  source  of  anxiety  to  the  patriotic  and  loyal 
people  of  the  country.  When  the  rebellion  was  suppressed  by  the 
loyal  army  of  the  republic,  it  was  believed  that  an  adjustment  of 
existing  difficulties  would  be  easily  effected.  While  there  was  no 
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disposition  to  press  the  penalties  of  treason  upon  the  people  of  the 
rebellious  states,  no  intelligent  or  patriotic  citizen  supposed  for  a 
moment  that  the  government  and  control  of  the  rebellious  states,, 
would  be  suffered  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  those  whp  had  been  promi- 
nent in  the  attempt  to  destroy  the  life, of  the  nation.  The  Souths 
defeated  and  conquered,  would  have  gladly  accepted  the  terms  which 
the  honorable  and  loyal  people  of  the  Union  vouchsafed,  and  but  for 
the  treachery  of  the  President  to  the  principles  of  the  party  which 
elected  him,  we  should,  before  now,  have  been  a  united  people,  under 
a  restored  Union.  The  consequence  of  the  departure  of  the  Presi- 
dent from  the  line  of  honor  and  of  principle,  have  been  signally  dis- 
astrous to  the  country.  There  is  to-day  scarcely  a  semblance  of  vital 
loyalty  throughout  the  states  recently  in  rebellion.  Union  men  are 
proscribed,  and  the  race  which  the  magnanimity  of  the  nation  raised 
from  slaves  to  freemen,  are  without  the  protection  of  those  civil 
rights  which  alone  protect  the  weak  from  the  tyranny  of  the  strong. 
In  very  many  portions  of  these  states,  life  and  property  are  insecure^ 
and  violations  of  the  rights  of  citizens  are  as  frequent  as  when  the 
spirit  of  caste  was  most  powerful  in  the  land. 

The  Congress  of  the  nation  has  done  all  that  wisdom,  prudence  and 
patriotism  could  do  to  remedy  existing  evils.  The  plan  of  adjust- 
ment which  it  proposed  was  eminently  liberal  and  just  The  Consti- 
tutional Amendment,  whatever  may  be  its  fate,  must  ever  be  regard- 
ed as  in  the  highest  degree  honorable  to  those  who  framed  it.  It  has 
keen  adopted  by  New  Jersey  as  the  organic  law  of  the  land,  and  that 
action  has  be(5n  sanctioned  by  the  popular  approval.  If  it  shall  final- 
ly be  rejected  by  the  rebellious  states  in  their  madness  and  folly,  it 
will  remain  for  Congress  to  establish  in  those  states  Governments, 
Eepublican  in  form,  loyal  in  action,  and  just  towards  all  classes  rf 
citizens.  There  need  be  no  fear  but  that  the  wise,  prudent  and  deci- 
ded measures  adopted  by  Congress  will  be  sustained  by  the  people  of 
the  loyal  states.  Never  before  have  they  manifested  so  clearly  and 
decidedly  their  determination  to  make  their  power  felt  in  the  settle- 
ment Of  those  great  questions  as  in  the  recent  elections.  The  loyal 
masses  of  the  nation  are  determined  that  the  spirit  which  defiantly 
dared  the  power  of  the  Union  shall  not  again  be  put  in  the  halls  of 
Congress  and  in  places  of  trust  or  power.  And  Avhile  I  am  thus  clear 
in  my  expressions  of  confidence  in  the  people  and  in  Congress,  no  one 
is  more  desirous  that  all  existing  difi*erences  should  be  adjusted,  and 
that  we  should  be  once  more  a  people  united  in  attachment  to  the 
Union  and  Liberty.  1  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  peace, 
the  handmaid  of  social  order,  true  enlightenment  and  real  progress, 
may  fill  the  whole  land  with  its  blessings. 

There  is  another  subject  of  great  interest  to  the  nation  in  the  ques- 
tion of  properly  protecting  its  capital  and  industry.  We  were 
enabled  to  pass  throu.u:h  four  years  of  a  sanguinary  and  costly  war, 
the  magnitude  of  which  is  now  scarcely  realized,  by  the  simple 
development  of  our  natural  resources.     Let  these  resources  be  steadily 
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fostered  and  protected,  and  we  shall  continue  to  prosper  as  a  nation 
and  as  indiyiduals.  I  believe  in  an  American  system  which  recog- 
•  nises  the  duty  of  protecting  our  interests  and  our  labor  against  the 
foreign  policy  of  Free  Trade.  We  ought  to  have  no  sympathy  with 
those  false  and  pernicious  theories  which  would  make  us  tributary  to 
foreign  work-shops  and  foreign  labor.  True  national  prosperity  con- 
sists in  well  protected  capital,  in  well  educated  and  well  requited 
labor,  and  in  bringing  the  manufactory  into  close  proximity  to  the 
farm.  In  our  own  State  there  is  no  division  of  opinion  on  this  sub- 
ject. The  least  intelligent  farmer  knows  that  his  close  proximity  to- 
the  mine,  the  forge  and  the  workshop  is  the  secret  of  his  real  pros- 
perity. He  cannot  be  persuaded  that  any  foreign  market  for  his 
grain,  his  fruit,  his  cattle  or  the  produce  of  his  dairy  will  supply  the^ 
demands  which  these  various  branches  of  labor  now  create  at  home. 
Our  large  and  varied  interests  are  all  united  in  the  confident  expec- 
tation that  the  government  will  give  to  our  industrial  resources,  the^ 
protection  which  is  demanded  for  their  full  development. 

At  no  period  in  our  history  has  it  been  so  important  for  us  to  adopt 
the  doctrine  of  "Protection  for  the  sake  of  Protection,"  as  now. 
Every  dollar  of  gold  exported  from  our  country  is  a  rebuke  to  the 
extravagance  of  our  people  and  to  the  short-sighted  policy  of  our 
government.  We  are  without  adequate  security  that  the  investments- 
of  to-day  will  be  profitable  to-morrow.  We  feel  that  the  financial 
interests  of  the  country  are  so  largely  connected  with  the  prosperity 
of  our  home  industry,  that  any  neglect  of  this  industry  will  work  a 
Bure  and  lasting  injury  to  the  former. 

CONCLUSION. 

Permit  me  in  conclusion  to  express  the  hope  that  our  discharge  of 
the  duties  devolving  upon  us  may  result  to  the  welfare  and  honor  of 
the  State,  and  that  its  varied  interests  may  be  protected  and  guarded 
in  our  hands.  Honored  in  its  past  history,  and  its  present  claims 
fully  responded  to,  we  may  look  forward  to  the  future  of  our  Stato 
with  the  utmost  confidence.  It  thrill  be  our  highest  honor  to  have 
jealously  guarded  its  fame,  advanced  its  prosperity  and  developed  its 
resources.

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THE  GOVERNOR'S  OBJECTIONS  TO  THE  WET  BASIN  BILL. 


State  op  New  Jersey,  Executite  Department,  ) 
Trenton,  April  11, 1867.         j 

Senate  Bill  No.  259,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Hudson 
River  Wet  Basin  and  Warehouse  Company,  and  t6  contract  for  a 
lease  to  said  Company  of  lands  of  the  State  in  New  York  Bay,"  after 
having  been  discussed  before  the  Committees  of  the  Legislature,  and 
before  the  Legislature  itself  for  several  weeks,  was  presented  to  me 
at  so  late  a  period  in  the  session,  that,  although  I  improved  all  the 
hours  at  my  command  in  considering  its  provisions,  I  was  still  unable 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  to  come  to  the  conclusion 
either  to  approve  the  bill  or  return  it  with  my  objections. 

I  have  since  given  the  subject  involved  and  the  provisions  of  the 
hill  a  careful  examination.  Under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  the 
bill  cannot  become  a  law  by  the  lapse  of  five  days,  and  by  my  omis- 
sion in  that  time  to  sign  the  same,  but  only  by  my  certificate  that  I 
approve  its  objects  and  details.  With  the  views  I  entertain  of  this 
bill,  both  in  its  general  scope  and  its  specific  provisions,  1  cannot  give 
it  such  approval,  but  am  constrained  to  withhold  fix)m  from  it  my  sig- 
nature, and  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  The  bill  is  a  contract  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  lease  to  the 
persons  named  in  it  as  corporators,  certain  prcBaises  in  Jersey  City, 
adjoining  or  near  to  the  shore  of  the  Hudson  River.  Part  of  the 
premises  so  to  be  leased  are  now,  and  for  several  years  past  have 
been,  in  the  possession,  under  claim  of  title,  of  the  Morris  Canal  Com- 
pany, a  corporation  of  this  State.  They  constitute  the  terminus  de- 
pot of  a  valuable  public  improvement,  being  a  canal  across  the  State, 
more  than  one  hundred  miles  long,  which  they  have  enjoyed  for  sev- 
eral years,  and  upon  which  they  have  expended  considerable  sums  of 
money.  This  bill  proposes,  without  compensation  to  the  Company, 
without  the  intervention  of  legal  investigation,  immediately  to  dis- 
possess the  Company  of  such  terminus  depot.  No  grounds  are  alleged 
in  the  bill  invalidating  the  Company^s  claim.  It  does  not  seem  to  me 
that  the  Legislature  should  adjudicate  in  this  way  i^ainst  the  posses- 
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son  80  open  and  continned  and  on  which  interests  so  important  de- 
pend. 

2.  The  Morris  Canal  claim  to  be  possessed  of  what  is  known  as  the 
^re  or  riparian  right  to  the  premises  in  question.  The  natnre  and 
extent  of  this  right,  and  whether  it  arises  from  local  custom — ^from  ad- 
judications of  the  courts  or  from  statutes,  are  questions  which  it  is  not 
my  province  to  determine.  It  may  be  that  it  is  an  incomplete  right, 
or  a  mere  right  of  pre-emption,  but  whatever  it  may  be  it  appears  to 
me  that  the  owner  of  lands  adjoining  to  tide-waters  has  a  better  right 
to  those  waters  for  certain  purposes  than  other  citizens  of  the  nation. 
It  would  create  consternation  among  the  owners  of  such  lands  through- 
out  the  State  to  learn  that  no  respect  whatever  was  to  be  paid  to  the 
advantages  derived  from  their  adjacency  to  tide-water.  But  while 
not  disregarding  the  right  of  the  riparian  owner,  whatever  it  may  be, 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  shore-owner  has  no  right  to  extend  improve- 
ments beyond  low  water  mark,  without  the  consent  of  the  State;  and 
that  for  this  consent  the  State  is  entitled  to  receive  compensation, 
and  now  has  it  in  its  power  to  realize  therefrom  a  valuable  revenue- 
I  am  convinced  that  a  greater  revenue  can  be  derived  from  the  premi- 
ses in  question  than  this  bill  proposes,  without  doing  violence  to  the 
riparian  rights.  This  bill  proposes  to  give  to  those  having  no  claim 
as  shore-owners  a  lease  for  the  possible  rent  of  $15,000  per  year, 
while  the  Canal  Company  have  placed  in  my  hands  a  written  offer  to 
pay  for  the  State's  right  the  sum  of  $20,000  per  year;  making  a  dif- 
ference in  favor  of  the  State  in  the  proposed  term  of  sixty  years, 
without  calculating  interest,  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  If  it 
be  suggested  that  the  offer  made  to  me  by  the  Canal  Company  is  only 
intended  to  have  its  influence  in  preventing  this  bill  from  becoming^ 
a  law,  the  obvious  reply  is  that  the  premises  will  be  as  saleable  at' 
the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  as  now,  and  should  the  Canal 
Company  repudiate  this  offer,  they  could  not  object  to  a  grant  of  the 
premises  being  made  by  the  Stete ;  and  in  &ct  the  Company  have 
given  me  their  written  stipulation  that  should  they  refiise  to  rent  said 
premises  at  the  rent  of  $20,000  per  year — if  the  State  should  make 
such  grant — ^they  will  concur  in  a  grant  to  be  made  by  the  State  to 
others,  and  in  the  peaceable  possession  of  such  premises  by  the 
grantees  of  the  Stete.  It  need  hardly  be  said  that  the  title,  which 
in  this  event  would  be  given  by  the  consent  of  the  Company,  being 
freed  from  disputes^  from  litigation — would  command  a  better  rent 
than  a  grant  subject  to  the  litigation  which  this  bill  in  terms  contem- 
plates. The  extent  of  the  Caiml  Company's  property,  and  the  charac- 
ter of  its  credit,  are  a  suflScient  guarantee  for  the  payment  of  the  rent 

3.  In  addition  to,  and  independent  of,  the  objections  to  the  bill 
already  named,  there  are  others  which  should  not  be  overlooked. 

They  are  such  as  the  following: — ^The  rent  is  to  be  $15,000  per 
year.  There  is,  of  course,  no  individual  security  for  its  payment, 
and  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  required  to  be  paid  in  is  five 
per  cent,  or  12,500.    Again,  the  rent  itself  while  possibly  amounting 
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to  the  Bum  above  named,  may  in  fact  be  much  less,  the  company 
being  bound  to  pay  only  an  amount  proportioned  to  such  an  extent 
of  the  premises  leased  as  may  come  into  their  actual  possession. 
Again,  there  is  to  be  in  such  lease  no  provision  that  in  case  said 
premises  do  not  belong  exclusively  to  the  State,  the  lease  shall  be 
void ;  but  the  State  undertakes  to  lease  the  premises  and  by  such 
undertaking  makes  an  implied  warranty  of  its  title.  And  lastly,  the 
fact  that  all  excepting  the  corporators  may  be  excluded  from  partici- 
pation in  the  enterprise ;  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  period  when  the 
term  of  sixty  years  begins  to  run ;  the  question  as  to  when  the  State 
might  be  called  upon  to  make  compensation  for  improvements ;  the 
prohibition  as  to  creating  streets  or  other  improvements  on  or  over 
the  premises,  and  the  fact  that  the  State  may  be  adled  upon  after 
permitting  a  public  corporation  which  it  has  hitherto  fostered  to 
enjoy  and  improve  the  premises  in  question,  to  put  the  grantors  in 
possession  of  the  premises  without  the  adjudication  and  process  of 
'  tiie  law  in  breach  of  good  faith,  are  certainly  questionable  and 
objectionable  provisions  of  the  bill. 

The  reasons  above  stated  and  others  not  mentioned  have  con- 
strained me  to  withhold  my  signature  fVom  this  bill.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  SANITARY  COMMISSION. 


To  His  Excellency y  Marcus  L.  Ward : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  last  Legislature 
of  this  State,  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  Sanitary  Commission, 
we  now  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  our  report. 

The  general  subject  commended  to  us  for  consideration  in  said  bill 
is  that  of  the  public  health.  -None  has  to  do  more  intimately  with 
the  welfare  of  the  citizen  or  the  prosperity  of  the  State.  It  is  a  vital 
and  material  interest  in  the  highest  definition  of  those  terms — it  re- 
lates to  the  personal  concerns  of  every  family  to  an  extent  which  may 
well  bespeak  Tor  it  the  attention  of  all  intelligent  legislation. 

The  prevention  of  disease  is  a  grander  and  nobler  thing  than  its 
alleviation  or  cure ;  and  one  of  the  highest  functions  of  government 
is  to  secure  the  health  of  its  constituency.  Labor  and  capital  not 
less  than  intelligence  and  virtue  are  dependent  upon  health — for  all 
the  causes  that  deteriorate  the  physical  strength,  or  lower  the  robust 
life  of  communities,  strike  death-blows  at  political  economy  and 
national  progress.  It  is  only  the  assertion  of  a  self-e\ident  truth  to 
say  that  it  is  the  part, of  true  wisdom  to  legislate  m  this  behalf,  so  far 
as  may  be  necessary  to  remove  recognized  sources  of  disease;  to 
mitigate  the  power  of  contagion ;  to  enforce  such  laws  of  health  as 
are  fully  settled ;  to  give  information  as  to  existing  evils  and  the 
methods  of  abatement,  and  to  secure  'such  statistical  information  as 
will  instruct  as  to  the  origin  and  prevalence  of  influences  prejudicial 
to  vigorous  vitality.  Could  we  arrange  all  the  favorable  and  unfa- 
vorable forces  bearing  upon  a  city  or  State — so  far  as  its  prosperity 
and  the  happiness  of  the  citizen  are  concerned — in  an  account  of 
credit  and  debit  as  in  a  ledger,  not  only  would  the  sick  man  always 
fall  on  the  debtor  side ;  but  to  this  must  be  added  the  demand  made 
on  the  time  of  others,  the  unprofitable  expenditures  of  disease,  and 
besides  this,  all  those  results  of  diminished  vitality  which,  while  they 
may  not  confine  to  the  sick  bed,  yet  diminish  and  restrict  the  capa- 
bilities of  production  and  endurance. 

Independent,  then,  of  those  phifanthropic  impulses  and  benevolent 
mnpathies  of  human  nature  which  should  lead  governments,  not  less 
wan  individuals  to  alleviate  suflfering,  just  because  it  is  sufiering  even 
in  a  more  civic  aspect,  and  as  a  question  of  legislative  policy  and  ma- 
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terial  wealth — ^the  public  health  requires  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
governing  powers  as  a  great  and  weighty  public  interest.  With 
pleasure  as  citizens,  no  less  than  as  physicians,  that,  in  the  act  appoint- 
ing us  there  was  recognition  of  the  fact,  we  have  turned  our  attention 
to  the  general  subject  referred  to  us  for  brief  report,  and  to  the 
special  inquiries  suggested  in  connection  therewith. 

As  by  the  act  our  duties  were  not  meant  to  be  final,  but  introduc- 
tory to  and  suggestive  of  "  future  enlightened  action  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  public  health,'^  we  need  notice  only  a  few  leading  facts  as 
illustrated,  and  allow  these  to  serve  as  pointers  in  reference  to  what 
is  desirable  to  be  done  hereafter. 

I. — CHOLERA. 

As  the  Commission  was  requested  to  furnish  to  the  Governor  at  as 
early  a  day  as  practicable  such  information  and  advice  as  they  might 
deem  important  in  reference  to  Asiatic  cholera,  our  first  attention 
was  directed  to  this  subject.  After  availing  ourselves  of  the  best 
sources  of  information,  we  addressed  to  your  Excellency  a  letter  em- 
bodying such  precautionary  advice  and  suggestion  as  seemed  to  us 
most  expedient  to  be  given  to  the  public.  It  was  voluntarily  pub- 
lished by  the  entire  press  of  the  State,  and  thus  served  to  direct  the 
popular  mind  to  the  most  reliable  sanitary  antidotes  to  the  preva- 
lence and  extension  of  this  epidemic.  An  important  suggestion  as  to 
hygienic  improvement  on  lines  of  public  travel,  was  not  responded  to 
with  desirable  promptness,  but  a  second  reminder  secured  the  de- 
sired result. 

With  thanks  to  a  kind  providence  and  to  the  Metropolitan  board 
of  health,  we  are  able  to  rejoice,  that  cholera  did  not  become  a  wide- 
spread disease  in  our  State.  We  have,  however,  reliable  reports  as 
to  over  two  hundred  fatal  cases.  Hudson  City,  Hoboken,  Burling- 
ton and  Camden  suflered  most  severely,  while  seveml  other  places  on 
lines  of  public  travel  numbered  from  one  to  fifteen  cases.  The  de- 
tailed history  of  the  disease  as  manifested  in  each  locality  is  of  much 
interest,  but  too  extended  for  the  limits  of  this  report. — Its  history, 
its  mode  of  invasion  and  its  fatality  were  demonstrative  enough  to 
teach  us  salutary  lessons,  if  we  will  but  heed  them. — Where  it  did 
occur  it  was 'tis  virulent  as  in  the  more  crowded  haunts  of  the  metro- 
polis. In  nearly  all  cases  it  was  directly  traceable  to  some  nestling 
point  in  New  York  or  Philadelphia,  and  in  many  instances  the  first 
case  in  a  town  would  be  in  the  person  of  a  stranger  or  visitor  recent- 
ly arrived  from  one  of  these  cities.  The  portability  of  the  disease  is 
fully  established,  and  yet  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  ever  and 
only  thus  it  is  propogated.  Its  history,  however,  has  shown  beyond  the 
possibility  of  doubt,  the  power  which  sanitary  law  possesses  to  stay 
its  advance,  and  by  parity  of  reasoning,  it  teaches  us  the  control  that 
states  and  cities  may  exercise  over  other  epidemic  influences.  In 
New  York  city  there  were  not  five  cases  through  all  the  year,  which 
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did  not  occur  in  over-crowded  tenement  houses  or  were  not  tracable 
to  some  such  incubating  and  propogating  point.  The  same  fact  was 
illustrated  when  it  raged  with  greatest  intensity  in  our  own  State, 
and  in  every  case  where  prompt  and  well  directed  sanitary  police 
was  exercised,  the  disease  was  promptly  limited.  We  can  scarcely 
insist  too  much  upon  the  power  which  effectual  laws  and  prompt  sani- 
tary regulations  have  over  its  propogation.  Where  the  disease  in- 
vaded incorporated  cities  it  was  generally  thus  promptly  met  by  the 
municipal  authorities,  and  as  in  Elizabeth,  Newark,  Jersey  City,  &c., 
promptly  controlled.  This  was  not  universally  the  case,  and  in  some 
instances  much  disadvantage  resulted  and  expense  was  greatly  en- 
hanced by  the  want  of  antecedent  organization.  On  this  account 
alone  thousands  of  dollars  were  expended  where  hundreds  would 
have  sufficed  under  an  established  health  system,  and  none  felt  this 
more  than  those  who  by  their  promptness  and  efficiency  incurred  the 
outlay.  Besides  in  thus  getting  ready  just  when  the  enemy  has  in- 
vaded and  the  attack  commenced,  some  lives  were  sacrificed. 

Where  cholera  or  any  epidemic  occurs  outside  the  limits  of  munic- 
ipal authority,  there  are  still  greater  embarrasments.  It  occurred, 
for  instance,  to  the  President  of  our  Commission  to  be  summoned  by 
telegraph  to  g,  country  village  in  which  several  cases  of  Asiatic 
cholera  had  occurred,  and  yet  in  which  tor  the  want  of  any  health 
officer  there  was  undoubted  neglect  of  hygienic  measures.  Disinfec- 
tants were  not  at  hand,  sanitary  requirements  could  find  no  officer 
with  tjie  proper  authority  and  the  very  couch  and  furniture  of  the 
dead  was  sold  within  twenty -four  hours  at  auction.  We  believe  it 
was  only  the  prompt  action  of  physicians  sustained  by  your  Commis- 
sion and  the  ready  aid  of  a  prominent  railroad  company  of  the  State 
in  supplying  disinfecting  material  that  checked  the  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease. In  other  country  places  where  isolated  cases  occurred  precise- 
ly the  same  felt  want  was  experienced. 

The  reasons  we  had  for  expecting  cholera  the  past  year  are  as 
potent  for  the  coming  one.  It  is  not  exceptional  for  the  second  year 
to  be  more  fearful  than  the  first.  It  still  lingers  about  New  York 
city,  and  is  prevailing  at  foreign  ports.  Every  precaution  of  the  past 
needs  to  be  used,  while  now  is  the  time  by  law  to  correct  any  mis- 
takes that  have  occured.  This  is  more  practicable,  because  measures 
thus  adopted  are  such  as  are  indicated  on  grounds  of  general  hygiene, 
and  are  no  less  essential  and  operative  in  the  diminuition  of  typhoid 
fever,  cholera  infantum,  and  gymotic  diseases  generally.  We  believe 
that,  as  a  settled  principle,  every  city  sliould  be  required  by  legisla- 
tive enactment  to  have  its  permanent  board  of  health,  and  every' 
township  its  health  officer,  with  power  sufficient  to  decide  the  condi- 
tions  of  nuisance,  and  promptly  to  apply  the  needed  cleansing. 
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II. — THE  GENEBAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OP  THE  STATE, 

As  to  Other  items  alluded  to  in  the  act  creating  this  Commission, 
we  beg  leave  to  note  them  in  the  order  they  are  referred  to  in  said  act 

In  reference  to  "  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  State,"  we 
need  only  say  that,  while  we  can  claim  for  it  some  of  the  best  natural 
advantages,  it  is  not  exempt  from  those  prevalent  influences  which  in 
/-  all  rapidly  gi'owing  States  need  intelligent  attention.  As  a  great 
thoroughfare  State,  it  calls  for  all  that  healtli-fostering  and  health- 
protecting  guardianship  required  on  great  lines  of  public  travel  and 
mart.  As  everywhere  dotted  with  towns  and  cities  rapidly  filling 
with  a  mixed  population,  it  is  unavoidably  subjected  to  those  in- 
fluences modifying  natural  healthfulness  with  which  all  cities,  and 
especially  aU  manufacturing  cities,  abound,  while  its  variety  of  climate, 
of  elevation  and  of  soil,  its  sea  and  mountain  surroundings,  its  diversi- 
ties of  geological  formation  and  of  hygrometrical  exposure,  all  make  it 
important  that  these  be  recognized  and  investigated  in  their  relations 
to  public  health. 

The  same  intelligent  care  which  seeks  to  educate  the  masses  should 
do  all  in  its  power  to  secure  the  health  of  the  body  while  attempting 
to  develope  the  resources  of  the  mind. 

That  appreciation  of  practical  science  which  sends  forth  the  geolo- 
gist to  define  the  basic  structure  of  the  State,  and  locate  the  wealth 
of  its  deposits,  should  not  overlook  the  relations  of  structure,  drainage, 
Ac,  to  health,  and  should  be  on  the  alert  to  secure  such  definite  know- 
ledge as  will  not  fail  to  tell  practically  on  the  welfare  of  the  citizen 
by  the  limitation  and  diminution  of  disease. 

III. — EPIDEMIC   AND   CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

As  to  "the  prevention  and  curative  treatment  of  epidemic  and  con- 
tagious diseases,"  what  has  already  been  said  in  regard  to  cholera 
applies  to  these.  There  is  but  little  difi'erence  of  opinion  as  to  the 
availability  of  well-settled  hygienic  precautions ;  and  physicians  of 
every  grade,  and  sanitary  philanthropists  in  every  calling,  feel  more 
sensibly  each  succeeding  year  how  much  of  disease  might  be  pre- 
vented and  controlled.  This  result  can  only  be  secured  when  the 
governing  powers  encourage  and  provide  for  the  diflusion  of  sanitary 
knowledge  among  the  people,  and  enact  such  laws  as  will  secure  con- 
formity to  the  plain  necessities  of  the  public  good  in  this  regard. 

In  a  medical  report  for  1 864,  a  physician  of  a  village  in  a  north- 
western county  of  our  State,  whose  opinion  is  most  reliable,  says : 
"By  observation  it  convinces  me  that  typhoid  fever,  for  the  last 
twenty  years  in  this  locality,  has  been  chiefly  traceable  to  animal 
putrifaction,  the  result  of  the  vicinity  of  slaughter-houses  or  obstructed 
drains."  This  is  but  one  of  a  host  of  illustrations  of  whatjn  other 
instances  and  in  other  diseases  is  often  recognized  by  medfcal  men, 
and  yet,  practically,  there  is  the  greatest  difficulty  in  abating  the 
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evil — except  in  the  exercise  of  power  conferred  by  law.  Wise  legis- 
lative action  should  make  it  possible  to  spread  before  the  people  the 
plain  facts  of  public  hygiene,  and  in  city  or  country  promptly  to  abate 
any  disease-exciting  nuisance. 

IV. — VACCINATION. 

The  subject  of  "vaccination"  is  another  of  the  points  alluded  to  in 
the  act.  From  the  report  of  Dr.  Cooper,  to  whom  this  item  was  re- 
ferred and  as  adopted  by  the  Commission,  we  make  brief  abstract. 
We  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  making  some  pro-^ 
vision  whereby  the  entire  population  of  our  State  may  be  enabled  to 
secure  for  themselves  the  benefits  of  this  protection. 

The  lapse  of  three-fourths  of  a  century  since  its  discovery  has  but 
served  to  confirm  the  opinion  at  first  entertained  of  it,  as  being  one  of 
the  greatest  boons  ever  conferred  upon  the  human  family.  It  has 
been  the  means  of  saving  millions  of  human  lives,  as  well  as  miti- 
gating the  suflFering  from  one  of  the  most  loathsome  diseases  to  which 
mankind  is  liable.  Yet  strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  great  value  of 
this  discovery  is  still  unappreciated  by  numbers  of  our  citizens.  Its 
very  simplicity,  as  well  as  safety,  seems  to  have  rendered  many  per- 
sons indiflferent  to  its  great  value.  Nor  does  this  neglect  prevail  only 
among  the  indigent  or  ignorantj;  for  ivherever  the  disease  appears  in 
an  epidemic  form,  as  it  seems  to  do  every  few  years,  it  is  well  known 
to  physicians  that  many  families  of  children  are  found  entirely  unpro- 
tected by  vaccination. 

The  Commission  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  that  some  legislative 
action  should  be  had  to  make  attention  to  this  subject  obligatory 
upon  the  whole  population  of  the  State,  as  has  been  done  in  most  of 
the  European  countries,  a^  well  as  in  several  States  of  the  Union. 

The  most  feasible  way  seems  to  us,  to  make  it  obligatory  that  all 
children  entering  schools  in  this  State  should  be  vaccinated  and  at 
the  same  time  provide,  as  is  done  in  most  large  cities,  for  the  gratui- 
tous vaccination  of  the  indigent.  In  the  rural  districts  of  our  State- 
no  provision  is  made  and  whole  families  of  children  are  met  with,  none 
of  whom  have  been  vaccinated.  Were  some  plan  like  this  adopted 
throughout  the  State  and  faithfully  carried  ont,  all  would  in  due  time 
be  reached  and  the  general  mortality  be  sensibly  diminished.  Thus 
it  would  not  happen  as  it  did  some  two  years  since,  that  in  six  coun- 
ties and  three  large  cities  of  our  State,  small-pox  was  epidemic,  while 
in  Boston  by  virtue  of  their  perfected  system  of  vaccination  but  one 
case  occurred.  In  fact  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecti- 
cut boast  that  no  cases  now  originate  in  these  States.  The  past  year 
we  have  been  more  exempt  than  usual,  and  yet  one  city  reports  one 
hundred  and  sixty-five  cases.  The  public  good  requires  that  the  peo- 
ple should  not  be  exposed  to  so  loathsome  a  disease  when  an  effective, 
cheap  and  simple  remedy  is  so  easily  placed  within  the  reach  of  all. 
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V. — THE   INSANE. 

**  The  treatment  of  the  insane  in  county  and  township  poor-honses" 
is  another  subject  specified,  and  one  by  every  argument  of  philan- 
thropy and  christian  charity  claiming  your  distinguished  considera- 
tion. This  matter  was  especially  referred  to  Dr.  Ryerson  for  report, 
and  from  said  report  we  beg  leave  in  its  language  or  substance  to 
make  brief  extracts. 

The  Commission  in  order  to  learn  the  number  of  the  insane  in 
county  and  township  poor-houses  and  their  treatment,  issued  blanks 
to  the  proper  local  officers,  to  be  filled  up  and  returned  to  us.  But 
as  this  was  no  part  of  their  legally  assigned  duties,  general  retumfi 
from  the  'whole  State  were  not  secured,  and  the  Commission  is  con- 
sequently without  full  statistics  upon  these  subjects.  But  from  a  con- 
siderable number  received  and  from  other  sources  of  information,  the 
members  of  the  Commission  feel  authorized  to  report,  that  the  care 
of  the  insane  and  idiotic  in  the  almshouses  of  the  State  while  better 
tiian  it  once  was,  is  yet  far  ])ehind  the  demands  of  public  sentiment. 
The  admirable  ari^angements  and  happy  working  of  the  asylum  have 
so  educated  the  citizens  of  the  State,  that  there  is  very  general  and 
just  dissatisfaction  with  the  provision  made  for  the  insane  in  poor- 
houses,  and  as  deep  sympathy  for  the  indigent  but  not  pauper  class  of 
these  unfortunates,  who  either  have  never  been  to  the  asylum,  or 
whose  time  there  having  expired,  have  been  returned. 

We  beg  leave  to  assert  that  this  public  dissatisfaction  must  always 
exist  from  the  nature  of  the  case.  At  the  township  or  county 
houses,  if  the  insane  are  in  close  confinement,  their  place  of  seclusion 
is  generally  some  dark,  unhealthy  cell,  or  if  not,  they  are  placed 
where  they  can  not  but  be  subjected  to  the  gaze  and  torment  of 
others,  and  to  the  injury  as  well  as  discomfort  of  all.  Even  the  insane 
and  the  idiotic  should  not  thus  be  mingled.  These  two  classes  react 
injuriously  upon  each  other,  and  require  totally  different  methods  of 
training  and  treatment.  The  idiots  are  disgusting  to  the  insane,  and 
often  excite  them  to  phrenzied  outrages,  and  this  excitement  tends  to 
render  the  cases  of  the  insane  still  more  hopeless.  In  some  of  the 
poor-houses  the  idiots  are  sometimes  employed,  or  at  least  allowed,  to 
take  care  of  the  young  children,  or  to  mingle  indiscriminately  with 
them.  One  member  of  this  Commission  is  thoroughly  convinced 
from  personal  observation,  that  this  intercourse  has  a  most  disastrous 
effect  upon  their  young  minds,  and  impressions  are  made  of  lasting 
injury  to  them  and  to  society — morally,  socially  and  economically. 
From  the  census  of  1860,  and  the  partial  returns  made  to  your  Com- 
mission,  we  believe  that  the  number  of  insane  and  idiotic  pei-sons  in 
the  State,  who  cannot  be  accommodated  at  the  asylum  when  its  exten- 
sion is  completed,  will  be  greater  than  the  number  in  it:  and  it  will 
then  be  as  large  as  any  one  such  institution  should  be. 

But  while  your  Commission  is  satisfied  that  the  people  of  New 
Jersey  will  be  fully  prepared  to  sanction  any  provision  that  the  legis- 
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lature  may  make,  or  that  yonr  Excellency  may  recommend  or  approve 
for  these  unfortanateSi  it  is  convinced  that  farther  preliminary  investi- 
gations shonld  be  made,  because 

Pirst — No  appropriate  legislation  can  be  had  until  accurate  sta- 
tistics are  obtained  as  to  the  numbers  of  the  insane  and  idiotic  sepa- 
rately, with  a  full  statement  of  age,  sex,  condition,  and  an  accurate 
history  of  the  causes  of  their  insanity  or  idiocy,  that  thus  the  kind 
and  amount  of  provision  required  may  be  more  apparent.  These  sta- 
tistics cannot  be  gathered  without  an  organized  effort  and  discrimi- 
nating classification,  such  as  after  the  experience  of  the  past  we  might 
be  able  to  suggest 

Secondly — While  recent  and  chronic  cases  of  insanity  are  fire- 
quently  associated  in  treatment,  and  in  one  institution  with  advantage, 
the  management  of  the  insane  or  idiotic  is  so  entirely  different,  we 
feel  that  the  fullest  information  is  desirable  as  to  the  most  approved 
and  pi^ctical  methods  by  which  the  demented  and  feeble  minded  may 
be  cared  for  or  improved.  It  has  been  suggested  to  the  Commission 
that  it  might  be  practicable  to  include,  under  one  general  supervision 
within  our  limits,  this  class,  and  those  who  are  now  supported  by 
New  Jersey,  in  the  institutions  of  adjacent  States.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  as  to  the  need  of  some  provisions ;  and  just  what  it  should  be 
all  will  be  more  fully  able  to  judge  when  the  proper  facts  are  elicitod. 
Either  by  a  Commission — or  better  still,  by  the  provisions  of  some 
general  sanitary  and  statistical  law,  there  should  be  no  delay  in  • 
securing  these. 

Thirdly — ^Measures  for  a  different  disposal  of  the  idiotic  or  insane 
scattered  throughout  our  State,  cannot  now  perhaps  be  prosecuted 
without  embarrassing  the  authorized  improvements  now  in  progress 
at  the  asylum,  which  when  completed  will  accommodate  as  many  as 
shonld  assemble  in  one  institution,  and  will  make  it  so  commodious  as 
to  provide  for  nearly  all  needing  such  care,  if  the  idiotic  are  else- 
where sustained.  Your  Commission  has  visited  the  asylum  and  con- 
ferred with  the  Superintendent,  and  believe  that  an  entire  accordance 
of  view  exists  on  the  subject.  When  the  improvements,  now  rapidly 
advancing,  shall  be  fully  completed,  the  asylum  will  require  only  such 
appropriations  as  may  be  needed  for  current  expenses.  By  that  time, 
it  can  be  ascertained  precisely  what  further  provision  may  be  needed. 
Until  then  we  hope  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  return  any  of  those  at 

E resent  in  the  asylum  for  care  or  treatment  to  county  or  township 
ouses,  as  the  enlargement  will  for  a  little  time  relieve  this  well  con- 
ducted, model  institution  from  a  felt  embarrassment  In  the  mean- 
time the  State  should  perfect  its  plans  as  to  other  unfortunates. 

VI. — CONDITION  OP  POOR  HOUSES. 

In  connection  with  our  attempted  investigations  as  to  the  insane 
and  idiotic  in  county  and  township  poor  houses,  we  instituted  some 
inquiries  in  reference  to  these  institotions,  and  it  has  become  quit^ 
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ipparent  to  us  that  in  parts  of  our  State  "  the  poor  asylum  "  is  essen- 
tially defective ;  while  in  some  parts  the  poor  are  farmed  out  to  the 
lowest  bidder,  in  others  they  are  congre^ted  together  without  suffi- 
cient regard  to  the  use  of  those  means  which  prevent  pauperism  as 
well  as  provide  for  it. 

On  the  other  hand  we  are  not  without  models  in  our  own  State, 
wiiich  other  towns  and  townships  might  imitate,  and  our  error  is  in 
Laving  no  public  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  regard  these  and  other 
interests  of  public  hygiene,  and  to  bring  them  to  the  attention  of 
tiiose  who  are  themselves  conscious  of  defects,  but  for  the  want  of 
auch  correspondence  and  information  know  not  how  best  to  remedy 
existing  evils. 

It  is  noble  to  provide  for  the  afflicted  and  the  destitu  te,  and  rigkt 
to  punish  the  criminal,  but  the  philanthropist  who  see  »  one  &:enera- 
tion  of  paupers  providing  the  next,  who  beholds  insanity  too  often 
transmitted  or  originated  as  a  result  of  errors  in  marriage  or 'habits, 
and  who  sees  vice  spring  out  of  the  filth  and  bad  air  and  unfit  homes, 
and  then  subjected  to  punishment,  not  reformatory,  cannot  but  in- 
quire if  it  would  not  be  wiser  and  more  economical  legislation,  by 
sanitary  regulation  and  information,  to  dry  up  the  sources  of  degra- 
dation as  well  as  to  make  provision  therefor.  Ounces  of  such  pre- 
vention are  better  than  manifold  pounds  for  cure. 

VII. — ^VITAL    STATISTICS. 

Your  Commission  would  desire  to  call  executive  attention  to  the 
matter  of  vital  statistics.  Their  importance  like  that  of  a  census  in 
other  afiairs  has  long  been  recognized.  Their  important  bearing  on 
questions  of  human  health  and  vitality  as  in  the  records  of  births, 
.marriages,  deaths,  and  the  causes  and  character  of  diseases,  has  been 
appreciated  as  furtlishing  important  indications  as  to  influences  ope- 
rative  upon  the  conditions  of  life,  besides  their  value  for  reference 
as  records.  Our  own  State  in  common  with  mOst  others,  has  long 
regarded  this  fact,  but  these  statistics,  as  at  present  obtained,  at  large 
expense,  are  of  little  consequence.  The  last  report  of  the  State 
Secretary  deplores  this  fact,  and  we  do  not  know  of  a  single  physician 
or  public  statist  who  ever  refers  to  them  as  evidence,  or  regards  them 
of  any  value.  This  does  not  arise  from  the  unfaithfiilness  of  the  chief 
officers,  but  from  obsolete  forms  of  classification,  incomplete  returns, 
«id  from  their  being  merely  an  appendage  to  weightier  official  duties. 
These  should  be  procured  and  arranged  according  to  uniform  and 
scientific  schedules  under  the  superintendence  of  a  medical  or  expert 
statist,  and  this  could  be  done  with  economy  to  the  State,  and  so  as 
to  render  them  valuable  and  instructive  in  matters  relating  to  the 
common  weal. 
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Vin. — ^WORKSHIPS   AND    LABORERS. 

The  matter  of  workshops  and  in  general  the  exposure  of  the  work- 
ing classes  in  their  employments  has  attracted  the  attention  of  your 
Commission  and  from  a  report  by  Dr.  Coleman,  wc  subjoin  as  follows : 

"  If  it  were  necessary  at  this  time,  material,  is  at  hand  to  make  a 
detailed  report  on  this  as  well  as  the  other  subjects,  but  as  the  Sanitary 
Commission  at  this  early  stage  is  expected  merely  to  advise  the  pub- 
lic of  its  wants,  the  following  brief  report  is  given. 

Whether  in  the  workshop  or  the  iield,  the  time  of  the  laborer  is  at 
the  disposal  of  the  employer,  and  men  who  by  their  wealth  command 
the  labor  of  the  poor,  too  often  take  from  them  in  a  great  degree,  the 
means  of  protecting  themselves  against  the  injurious  agents  that  have 
to  be  encountered  in  their  occupations.  To  reach  these  difficulties 
that  may  arise  to  secure  the  employer  from  the  reproach  of  inhuman- 
ity, afid  to  do  justice  to  the  workmen,  there  should  be  some  provi- 
sion to  make  the  employer  protect  to  a  greater  degree  than  now  ob- 
tains the  comfort  and  health  of  the  employed.  So  little  is  this  im- 
portant matter  regarded,  that  in  almost  every  establishment  where 
men  are  congregated,  ventilation  is  neglected,  machinery  is  not  pro- 
perly fenced  or  guarded  to  prevent  accidents,  the  proper  degree  of 
heat  is  not  attended  to,  and  deleterious  materials  used  in  the  arts  are 
not  carefully  managed,  when  science  and  attention  would  make  them 
comparatively  harmless. 

To  secure  these  ends,  a  careful  examination  should  be  make  of  all 
manufactories  where  gases,  vapour,  or  effluvia  of  a  noxious  character 
-arevolvedj  of  establishments  where  poisonous  chemicals  are  used 
in  the  processes  of  their  art :  of  rooms  where  many  are  crowded  to 
work  at  some  branch  of  business  that  requires  but  little  muscular 
exertion  and  as  a  consequence  making  the  need  for  fresh  air  less  re- 
cognized ;  of  schools,  the  worst  of  all  places  for  undermining  the 
health  of  the  young,  if  not  most  carefully  warmed  and  thoroughly 
ventilated;  of  popular  churches  with  large  congregations  where  each 
individual  must  remain  for  a  time  exposed  to  an  unusual  temperature 
and  vitiated  atmosphere,  and  also  of  districts  of  country  and  locali- 
ties where  malaria  is  known  to  prevail. 

These  investigations  made  by  competent  persons  would  show  con- 
clusively that  a  great  amount  of  sickness  and  death  could  be  pre- 
vented, if  a  little  intelligent  humanity  were  exercised  by  proprietors 
or  those  having  these  matters  in  charge.  The  necessity  for  this  is  so 
obvious  that  these  brief  references  are  sufficient.  It  is  for  a  wise 
i^islation  to  work  it  to  a  proper  conclusion." 

There  are  various  other  practical  subjects  that,  even  in  a  casual 
inquiry,  have  suggested  themselves  to  your  Commission  as  of  great 
sanitary  importance  in  their  bearing  on  the  welfare  of  the  citizen  and 
the  prosperity  of  the  State,  and  as  worthy  of  being  presented  from 
time  to  time  to  the  people,  in  order  to  preserve  them  from  avoidable 
causes  of  depression  and  disease,  and  to  secure  that  prevalent,  vigor- 
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OU8  vitality  condnctive  of  prosperity  and  wealth,  and  to  unimpeded 
labor — the  joyousness  of  health — the  greatest  happiness  of  the  masses. 
But  the  subjects  already  so  briefly  alluded  to  must  suffice  as  speci- 
mens of  many  others  having  to  do  with  the  material  interests  of  all 


Every  physician  can  recount  cases  of  disease  and  death  directly 
resultant  from  prevalent  morbid  influences,  which  might  easily  be 
abated  by  proper  sanitary  provision ;  and  the  intelligent  man,  in  any 
calling,  who  marks  the  more  declarative  course  of  epidemics,  becomes 
no  less  enthusiastic  in  support  of  this  department  of  reformatory  law. 

We  believe  great  advantage  would  accrue  to  the  people  of  the 
State  from  the  enactment  of  a  general  health  code,  which  would  de- 
fine more  accurately  the  powers  of  local  health  authorities,  and  re- 
quire them  where  none  exist  to  secure  the  diflFusion  of  proper  inform- 
ation, search  out  and  remedy  prevalent  mortific  influences,  secure  ac- 
curacy and  uniformity  as  to  statistics,  and,  in  general  conserve  the 
greatest  physical  and  personal,  social  and  moral  interests  of  the  pub- 
lic. By  such  a  method  all  the  various  suggestions  made  in  this  re- 
port could  be  carried  out,  and  such  others  as  a  wise  legislation  might 
devise.  This  report  is  but  an  abstract  or  synopsis  of  views  and  facts 
which  the  Commission  are  ready  to  present  to  your  Excellency,  or  to 
the  honorable  legislature,  when  desired. 

We  feel  that  we  need  not  now  say  more  on  a  subject  which  speaks 
for  itself  in  language  as  importunate  as  the  pleadings  of  suflFering 
which  can  be  relieved  can  make  it,  and  in  tones  as  startling  and 
thrilling  as  the  groans  of  death,  which  might  be  averted,  can  utter  it 

It  is  our  pleasure  in  this  service  to  know  that  they  will  reach  the 
ears  of  an  executive  so  keenly  sensitive  to  every  call  of  human  suflFer- 
ing that  his  heart  only  needs  the  logic  of  facts  to  move  it  to  respon- 
sive and  efiFective  action,  and  that  through  him  we  address  a  Legisla- 
ture which  showed  a  unanimous  interest  in  the  objects  of  this  act  and 
which  by  its  past  beneficent  provisions  has  honored  us  among  the 
sisterhood  of  States.  We  only  ask  that  you  devise  and  execute  such 
laws  in  these  regards  as  shall  better  protect  us  all  as  citizens;  as 
shall  make  our  highways  free  from  the  contagions  of  disease;  our 
workshops,  places  where  labor  and  capital  may  be  aglow  with  health, 
and  the  homes  of  the  people  where  the  women  and  the  children  are 
freer  from  those  vitiated  influences  which  now  enfeeble,  endanger 
and  destroy. 

We  have  the  honor  as  a  State  Sanitary  Commission  thus  to  respond 
in  accordance  with  the  act  and  design  of  our  appointment.

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To  his  Excellency,  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Governor  of  the  Slate  of  JHetm 
Jersey  : 

Sir  : — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  second  annual  report  of  Rutgers 
Scientific  School,  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  fourth  para- 
graph of  section  fifth  of  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2d,  1862^ 
and  section  fifth  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey,  ap- 
proved April  4th,  1864. 

The  course  of  study  pursued  in  the  school  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  November  30th,  1866,  is  the  same  as  that  originally  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  approved  by  the  board 
of  visitors  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  and  reported  in  the  last  annual  report. 

The  school  during  the  past  year  has  been  under  the  direction  of 
the  following  faculty. 

FACULTY  OP   RUTGERS   SCIENTIFIC  SCHOOI^ 

Rev.  William  Henry  Campbell,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  President  and  Pro- 
fessor  of  Moral  Philosophy;  George  H.  Cook,  Ph.  D.,  LL.D.^ 
Vice  President  and  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Natural  History ; 
David  Murray,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  Professor  of  Mathematics,  Natural , 
Philosophy  and  Astronomy ;  Gustavus  Fischer,  Professor  of  Modem 
Languages  and  Literature ;  Rev.  Cornelius  Eltige  Crispell,  A.  M., 
Professor  of  Ancient  and  Modem  History;  Rev.  Theodore  Sanford 
Doolittle,  A,  M.,  Professor  of  Rhetoric,  Logic  and  Mental  Philoso- 
phy; Luther  H.  Tucker,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  Theory  and  practice 
of  Agriculture;  Colonel  Josiah  Holcomb  Kellogg,  Brevet  Major, 
U.  S.  Army,  Professor  of  Engineering  and  Military  Superintendent; 
Francis  Cuyler  Van  Duyck,  A.  B.,  Tutor  in  Chemistry;  John  H. 
Knight,  Superintendent  of  Experimental  Farm. 

The  school  was  opened  as  was  stated  in  the  last  report,  Sept.  20, 
1865.  The  class  consisting  of  seven  persons,  organized  at  that  time, 
pursued  during  the  collegiate  year  ending  June  *20, 1866,  the  study 
of  algebra,  geometry,  French,  line  surveying,  geometrical  and  mechan- 
ical draughting,  elementary  principles  of  zoology,  history  and  rhetoric 

Since  the  opening  of  the  second  collegiate  year,  Sept.  20, 1866^ 
•they  have  pursued  trigonometry  and  surveying,  descriptive  geometry^ 
German,  elements  of  chemistry,  rhetoric,  and  English  composition. 
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A  second  class,  consisting  of  fourteen  persons,  was  organized  Sep- 
tember 20, 1 866,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  course  of  study,  has  re- 
ceived instruction  in  algebra,  geometry,  French,  geometrical  draught- 
ing, zoology,  rhetoric,  and  English  composition. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Since  the  last  annual  i*eport,  the  students  have  passed  two  public 
•examinations  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  the  first  De- 
•cember  19,  1865,  and  the  second  June  12,  1866.  They  were  ex- 
^unined  in  all  the  subjects  of  study  above  named,  and  acquitted  thern^ 
selves  very  satisfactorily. 

MILITARY  TACTICS. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  a»  Professor  of  Engineering  and 
unitary  Superintendent,  Colonel  Jfisiah  H.  Kellogg,  Brevet  Major 
United  States  Army,  and  recently  Assistant  Professor  of  Natural 
Philosophy  at  the  West  Point  Military  Academy.  He  entered  upon 
Ills  duties  September  20, 1866.  The  students  of  the  State  College 
have  been  formed  by  Colonel  Kellogg  into  a  company,  and  have  been 
<irilled  during  the  present  term  one  hour  a  day  for  five  days  in  the 
"week. 

On  application,  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  State,  General 
Perrine,  has  furnished  fifty  muskets  and  other  equipments  for  the  use 
of  this  company.  A  number  of  the  students  of  the  college  not  con- 
nected with  the  Scientific  School  have  joined  this  company,  and  ai-e 
•daily  drilled.  All  such  are  required  to  drill  through  the  whole  year. 
-Military  drill  is  compulsory  upon  all  the  students  of  the  Scientific 
School  dui'ing  the  entire  course. 

AGRICULTURAL   LECTURES. 

During  the  winter  of  1866  the  trustees  instituted  a  short  course  of 
lectures,  free  to  the  students  and  friends  of  agriculture  who  might 
"wish  to  attend.  The  first  of  these  lectures  was  delivered  by  Professor 
Oook,  upon  the  chemical  principles  of  agriculture.  The  remaining 
lectures  were  delivered  by  Professor  Tucker,  upon  agricultural  edu- 
•cation  and  agricultural  science. 

The  trustees  are  making  arrangements  to  have  a  lecture  delivered, 
during  the  coming  winter,  in  each  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  on  the 
subject  of  agriculture. 

ACCOMMODATIONS,   ETC. 

.  Since  the  last  annual  report  the  accommodations  for  the  use  of  the 
€(chool  have  been  still  further  enlarged.  The  two  wings  of  the  Col 
lege  building,  formally  occupied  as  dwellings,  are  now  devoted  to  the 
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uses  of  the  Scientific  School,  and  the  geological  survey  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey.  The  chemical  laboratory  has  also  been  much  extended, 
80  as  to  give  ample  accommodation,  and  all  necessary  facilities  for 
the  students  in  practical  and  analytical  chemistry. 

The  astronomical  observatory  has  also  been  completed  and  is  now 
in  order  for  furnishing  practical  instruction  in  astronomy.  Its  equip- 
ments consist  of  the  following  instruments:  a  telescope,  mounted 
equatorially,  made  by  Henry  Fritz,  of  New  York ;  a  meridian  circle, 
four  feet  focal  length  and  eighteen  inch  circle,  made  by  Messrs.  Stack- 
pole  &  Brother,  of  New  York ;  an  astronomical  clock,  by  Bond  & 
Son,  of  Boston;  a  mean-time  clock,  made  by  E.  Howard  &  Company, 
Boston;  a  self-registering  and  printing  barometer,  made  by  Profes- 
sor Hough,  of  Albany ;  a  reflecting  circle,  made  by  Stockpole  & 
Brother.  The  institution  has  also  had  the  use  of  a  portable  transit, 
kindly  loaned  by  the  United  States  Coast  Survey,  Dr.  A.  D.  Beche, 
Superintendent. 

An  armory  for  the  storage  of  the  arms  and  equipments  of  the  mili- 
tary company  has  been  fitted  up. 

The  rooms  and  appliances  for  the  practice  of  geometrical  draught- 
ing, have  been  enlarged  and  increased. 

APPOINTMENT   OF   STUDENTS. 

The  trustees  have  taken  measures  to  make  known  to  the  public  the 
opening  of  the  Scientific  School,  and  the  terms  of  admission,  and  the' 
mode  of  appointment,  by  advertising  in  the  public  papers,  and  other 
methods  of  circulating  information. 

Under  the  autliority  of  the  law  enacted  by  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Professor  E.  A. 
Apgar,  has  appointed  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  Boards  of 
Examiners  before  whom  those  wishing  appointments  from  the  Boards 
of  Freeholders  might  appear  and  be  examined  as  to  their  qualifica- 
tions. These  Boards  of  Examiners  have,  in  many  counties,  faithfully 
attended  to  their  duties,  and  the  character  of  the  students  who  have 
beea  appointed  on  their  recommendation  bear  witness  to  the  faithful- 
ness of  the  examinations.  Appointments  have  been  made  and  the 
students  received  from  the  following  counties,  viz :  Cumberland, 
Mercer,  Monmouth,  Morris,  Passaic,  Sussex  and  Union.  We  believe 
that  the  influence  of  the  Scientific  School,  in  requiring,  as  it  does  a 
thorough  preparation  in  the  subjects  of  common  school  education,  is 
most  important  and  beneficial  on  the  schools  of  the  State. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  Scientific  School  is  steadily 
growing  in  favor  with  the  State,  and  that  we  have  nothing  to  do  but 
to  do  right,  to  secure  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  community. 

The  school  is  open  not  only  to  those  appointed  by  the  State,  but  in 
addition,  those  who  may  wish  to  attend,  on  the  payment  of  ihe  reg- 
ular dues.  The  whole  number  now  in  attendance  is  twenty-three,  of 
whom  eight  are  members  of  the  second  class,  and  fourteen  are  mem* 
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bers  of  the  third  class,  and  one  a  special  student  in  analytical  chem* 
istrj. 

TERMS   OF   ADMISSION. 

Both  State  students  and  others  desiring  admission  to  the  school  are 
required  to  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character, 
and  to  sustain  a  satisfactory  examination  in  arithmetic,  algebra,  to 
equations  of  the  second  degree,  English  grammar,  geography  and 
spelling.  Students  applying  for  admission  to  advanced  classes  will 
be  further  examined  upon  the  subjects  already  passed  over  by  the 
classes. 

It  is  with  great  regret  the  trustees  inform  your  Excellency  of  the 
resignation  of  Luther  H.  Tucker,  Esq.,  as  Professor  of  the  Theory 
and  Practice  of  Agriculture.  Mr.  Tucker's  duties  as  editor  of  the 
"  Country  Gentleman  "  had  become  so  burdensome,  that  he  found  it 
impossible  to  discharge  the  double  duty  of  editor  and  professor,  and 
much  to  the  regret  ot  the  trustees,  elected  to  resign  his  professorship. 
The  vacancy  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  fill.  A  ^ very  extensive  cor- 
respondence is  being  carried  on  both  in  this  and  in  other  States  to 
secure,  if  possible,  a  suitable  person,  but  as  yet  without  success. 

EXPERIMENTAL   FARM. 

When  the  farm  was  bought  it  was  in  an  extremely  low  state  of  cul- 
tivation. Of  the  hundred  acres  thirty-five  were  in  bushes  and  stumps, 
the  wood  having  been  cut  oft'  a  few  years  before,  and  then  left  to 
grow  up  without  any  attempt  either  to  clear  the  ground  or  favor  the 
growth  of  timber.  About  two  acres  were  in  wheat,  and  perhaps  fif- 
teen acres  of  bare  ground,  or  covered  with  weeds,  never  having  been 
seeded  to  grass,  and  being  naturally  very  poor.  The  rest  of  the 
ground  not  occupied  by  the  farm  buildings  was  mostly  in  grass.  The 
present  superintendent  took  charge  of  the  farm  April  1,  1865.  The 
season  was  too  far  advanced  to  prepare  largely  for  spring  crops,  but 
three  acres  of  oats,  five  acres  of  corn,  one  acre  of  potatoes,  one  acre 
of  carrots,  and  one  acre  of  cabbages  were  raised.  Poudrette  was  ap- 
plied in  the  hill  to  the  CQrn  and  cabbages,  and  the  drill  was  used  with 
the  carrots.  Fair  crops  were  raised,  though  only  the  carrots  and  a 
part  of  the  cabbages  and  potatoes  were  marketed,  the  rest  being  con- 
sumed by  the  teams  on  the  farm.  According  to  the  expense  of  cul- 
tivation the  cabbages  yielded  much  better  returns  than  the  other 
crops,  A  considerable  quantity  of  hay  was  cut,  but  it  was  of  inferior 
quality  being  more  than  half  weeds.  The  bushes  were  all  cut  oflF, 
and  the  ground  burned  over  to  prepare  it  gradually  for  cultivation. 
About  six  acres  of  heavy  wet  ground  were  under-drained.  One  acre 
was  sown  with  wheat,  and  well  manured. 

The  present  year  a  much  larger  area  has  been  cultivated.  Five 
acres  were  put  in  oats,  twelve  in  corn,  eight  in  wheat,  six  in  pota- 
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toes,  three  in  cabbages,  three  in  carrots,  three  in  turnips,  three  in 
buckwheat,  three-fourths  of  an  acre  in  strawberries,  two-thirds  of  bxx 
acre  in  beans.  The  only  crop  secured  thus  far  is  the  wheat,  which 
yielded  something  over  thirty  bushels  to  the  acre.  The  other  crops 
are  promising,  though  the  extremely  dry  weather  of  July  was  hurt- 
ftl  to  cabbages,  carrots,  and  that  part  of  the  com  which  was  on  heavy 
and  underdrained  soil. 

The  benefits  of  draining  are  very  plainly  seen  on  the  fields  where 
drains  have  been  put  down.  The  surplus  water  is  at  once  withdrawn 
from  the  surface,  and  the  ground  immediately  over  the  drain  can  be 
recognized  within  a  few  hours  after  a  rain  by  the  perceptibly 
greater  dryness,  and  by  the  more  vigorous  growth  of  vegetation. 
There  are  twelve  or  fifteen  acres  more  of  the  cleared  ground  which' 
ought  to  be  well  drained. 

The  amount  of  stock  kept  upon  the  farm  is  very  small  as  yet,  and 
but  little  manure  is  made.  A  considerable  quantity  of  barn-yard 
manure  has  been  bought  Night  soil  sufficient  for  making  compost 
for  the  cabbages,  carrots,  turnips  and  part  of  the  corn,  has  been  ob- 
tained from  the  town.  Some  lime  has  also  boen  used.  Several  car 
loads  of  marl  have  been  sent  to  the  farm  by  the  West  Jersey  Marl 
Company  as  a  gift.  A  car  load  has  also  been  given  by  S.  R.  Gaskill 
&  Sons  of  Pemberton,  Burlington  county.  New  Jersey.  Liquid  ma- 
nure, the  waste  liquid  left  from  wool  scouring,  has  been  largely  used 
upon  the  land.  In  regard  to  the  manures  used,  the  cost  of  manure 
upon  an  acre  of  wheat  was  $14,  and  the  crop  produced  was  worth  $84, 
while  last  year  upon  the  same  quality  of  ground,  but  with  scarcely 
any  manuring  the  crop  was  barely  worth  harvesting,  and  the  same 
wa«  true  the  preceding  year  on  the  best  land  of  the  farm.  This  ex- 
perience gives  satisfactory  proof  that  it  will  pay  to  buy  barn-yard 
manure  at  from  $2  to  $3  a  load,  the  price  which  it  now  brings  here. 
Night  soil  compost  is,  however,  cheaper,  and  for  cabbages  and  tur-^ 
nips  a  better  manure. 

An  acre  of  cabbages,  that  in  ordinary  seasons  will  sell  for  from 
♦200  to  $300,  can  be  manured  for  from  $50  to  $60.  The  crops  of  the 
aeeson  have  not  yet  been  harvested,  and  we  cannot  therefore  speak 
fiiUy  on  the  efiect  of  manures.  The  marl  was  applied  upon  meadow 
land  last  winter,  and  little  efiect  was  produced  upon  the  crop  of  hay ; 
since  the  fall  rains  have  come  on  the  growth  of  grass,  where  marled, 
is  much  more  luxuriant. 

The  liquid  manure  did  not  seem  to  produce  any  efiect  in  the  early 
part  of  the  season,  but  now  the  carpet  of  grass  upon  the  portion  of 
meadow  to  which  it  was  applied  is  twice  as  thick  as  on  the  rest, 
tiiough  last  year  it  was  the  thinnest. 

A  barrel  of  flour  of  raw  bone,  sent  from  the  manufacturers,  the  Eo3- 
ton  Company,  in  New  York,  has  been  tried. 

The  culture  of  small  fruits  will  almost  of  necessity  become  a  part 
of  the  farm  business.  A  beginning  has  been  made  in  this  culture  by 
■etting  out  three-fourths  of  an  acre  of  strawberries.     These  are  well 
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started,  and  will  bear  some  fruit  next  season.  A  considerable  add!* 
tion  will  be  made  next  year  to  the  area  now  in  this  fruit.  A  begin- 
ning has  also  been  made  in  the  raising  of  blackberries.  A  dozen 
plants  of  the  kittatinny  blackberry  were  given  to  the  farm  last  spritig 
by  E.  Williams,  Esq.,  and  by  proper  management  a  good  stock  can 
be  obtained  from  them.  The  berry  is  said  to  be  equal  to  the  LawtOn 
in  productiveness,  and  much  superior  to  it  in  quality.  Several  acres 
may  be  very  advantageously  devoted  to  this  fruit.  Asparagus  plants 
are  grown,  and  we  are  ready  to  set  out  two  acres  of  this  desirable 
market  vegetable. 

It  should  not  be  omitted  from  the  statement  of  work  done,  that  a 
half  mile  of  new  fence  has  been  made  this  year;  the  posts  for  this 
fence  were  cut  upon  the  land ;  for  some  portion  of  the  line  of  fence 
old  rails  were  used,  but  for  the  remainder  new  rails  or  pickets  were 
bought.  There  are  only  three  division  fences  on  the  farm,  and  all  the 
land  is  in  four  fields.  These  fences  were  made  new  or  rebuilt  last  year. 
The  only  live  stock  upon  the  farm,  aside  from  the  cow  belonging- 
to  t|ie  superintendent,  consists  of  the  teams  used  in  cultivation.  There 
ai'c  three  horses  belonging  to  the  superintendent,  and  one  horse  and 
a  yoke  of  oxen  belonging  to  the  farm.  In  addition  to  the  labor  of 
the  superintendent,  the  farm  has  been  worked  by  one  man  hired  by 
the  month,  and  other  laborers  hired  from  time  to  time  by  the  day. 

The  tools  and  implements  used  upon  the  farm  have  been  partly 
obtained  by  purchase,  and  partly  by  the  generous  contributions  of 

•  friends  of  the  Agricultural  College. 

Hon.  Isaac  R.  Cornell  gave  a  valuable  second-hand  mower  to  help 
out  the  equipments  of  the  farm.  General  N.  Norris  Halsted,  Presi- 
dent of  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  procured  for  the  farm  the  fol- 
lowing articles :  one  cart  harness,  one  single  working  harness  from 
George  Peters,  Esq.,  of  Newark,  one  set  double  harness  from  J.  E, 
Condi t  &  Company,  one  wheelbarrow  from  J.  H.  Ki9S,  one  wheelbar- 
row from  Crane  &  Company,  Newark;  garden  trowel,  digging  fork, 
spade  and  rake  from  L.  Littell,  Newark. 

Other  articles  have  also  been  received,  but  the  names  of  the  donors 
are  not  yet  known  to  us.  For  the  relief  of  the  teams  in  ploughing 
the  superintendent,  at  his  own  charge,  provided  a  steel  plough  for  the 
common  work  of  the  farm.  It  answers  the  end  desired  admirably. 
In  land  where  the  common  cast-iron  plough  will  not  scour  at  all,  this 
plough  keeps  bright  and  clean,  and  relieves  the  team  so  much  that 
the  superintendent  thinks  it  would  not  be  economy  to  use  the  cast- 
iron  plough  as  a  gift. 

The  amount  received  from  the  State  Treasu^y  since  the  opening  of 
the  school  down  to  the  present  date  is  $4,943  10,  which  has  been  ex- 

f  pended  exclusively  for  the  salaries  of  professors  in  the  Scientific  School.

To  His  Excellency,  Joel  Parker  y  Governor  of  the  Stale  ofJVew  Jersey:^ 

Sib  :-»-I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  report  of  Rutgers  Scientific  School, 
in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  fourth  paragraph  of  section 
fifth,  of  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2,  1862,  and  section  fifth 
of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Jlew  Jersey,  approved  April  4, 1864, 
The  paragraph  of  the  act  of  Congress  is  as  follows : 

'*  An  annual  report  shall  be  made  regarding  the  progress  of  each 
college  recording  any  improvements  and  experiments  made,  with 
their  costs  and  results,  and  such  other  matters,  including  State,  indus- 
trial and  economical  statistics,  as  may  be  supposed  useful ;  one  copy 
of  which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free,  by  each,  to  all  the  other 
colleges  which  may  be  endowed  underthe  provisions  of  this  act,  and' 
also  one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior." 

The  section  of  the  act  of  tiie  Legislature  is  as  follows : 

"•^rf  be  it  enacted^  That  said  trustees  shall  annually  make  anr 
distribute  the  reports  required  by  the  fourth  paragraph  of  section 
fifth  of  said  act  of  Congress." 

A  course  of  instruction  for  the  school  was  drawn  up  with  great 
care  by  the  Faculty,  after  visiting  the  principal  scientific  schools  in 
the  United  States,  and  extensive  correspondence  with  scientific  men 
in  different  parts  of  our  country,  and  was  then  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Kutgers  College,  subject,  however,  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  appointed  by  your  Excellency 
and  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  This  course  of  study 
was  then  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Visitors,  by  whom  it  was  very 
carefully  examined,  and  unanimously  approved.  A  printed  copy  of 
this  course  of  study  is  herewith  submitted.    (Appendix  A). 

The  school  went  into  operation  September  20,  1865,  under  the 
direction  of  the  following  Faculty: 
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FACULTY  OF  RUTGERS  SCIENTIFIC  SCHOOL. 

Rev.  William  Henry  Campbell,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  President  "and  Pro- 
fessor of  Moral  Philosophy ;  George  H.  Cook,  Ph.  D.,  Vice  President 
and  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Natural  History ;  David  Murray,  A.  M., 
PLD.,  Professor  of  Mathamatics,  Natural  Philosophy  and  Astronomy; 
Gustavus  Fischer,  Professor  of  Modem  Languages  and  Literature; 
Rev.  Cornelius  Eltinge  Crispell,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  Ancient  and 
Modem  History;  Rev.  Theodore  Sandford  Doolittle,  A.M., Professor 
of  Rhetoric,  Logic  and  Mental  Philosophy ;  Luther  H.  Tucker,  A.  M,, 
Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Agriculture ;  John  C.  Smock, 

A.  M.,  Tutor  in  Chemistry ; ,  Tutor  in  Mathematics, 

Civil  Engineering  and  Military  Tactics;  John  H.  Knight,  Superin- 
tendent of  Experimental  Farm. 

An  earlier  day  could  not  be  fixed  for  the  opening  of  the  school,  be-, 
cause  very  little  of  the  scrip  had  been  sold,  and  therefore  there  were 
no  funds  for  the  support  of  the  school;  and,  indeed,  when  it  did  begin 
the  amount  of  scrip  sold  would  not  yield  by  January  1,  1866,  a  larger 
sum  t)ian  $1,200  to  meet  all  the  salaries  of  the  professors  and  tutors 
employed.  Still  the  tmstees  thought  it  best  to  begin,  even  though 
they  were  ranning  the  risk  of  a  far  larger  expenditure  than  the  in- 
terest from  scrip  sold  would  in  any  event  cover.  And  they  further- 
more resolved  to  admit  to  the  school  one  from  each  county  of  tiie 
State,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders  of  each  county, 
respectively,  although  the  funds  were  not  provided  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  their  tuition. 

Thfe  school  will  close  its  first  term  on  December  19th,  and  has  had 
eight  students  in  attendance,  seven  of  whom  are  pursuing  the  regular 
studies  of  the  first  year  of  the  course,  and  one,  a  resident  graduate  of 
the  college,  is  pursuing  analytical  chemistry. 

Several  reasons  may  be  given  why  a  larger  number  of  pupils  am 
||t>t  in  att^dance : 

First — The  Boards  of  Chosen  Freeholders  who  are  to  amwint  the 
pupils  hold  their  meetings  in  the  spring,  and  the  notice  of  the  pro- 
posed  opening  of  the  school  was  not  sent  until  after  the  Boards  had 
met  and  adjourned. 

Second — This  appointing  of  students  is  quite  out  of  the  routine  of 
business  which  comes  before  the  Boards  of  Freeholders,  and  it  will 
therefore  require  some  little  time  for  them  to  get  acquainted  with 
their  new  duties,  after  which  we  apprehend  there  will  be  no  delay  in 
securing  for  each  county  the  great  advantages  which  the  Scientific 
School  offers. 

At  the  present  time  but  two  of  the  eight  in  attendance  on  the  school 
have  been  appointed  by  the  freeholders— one  of  them  is  from  Union 
and  the  other  from  Sussex  county.  Two  other  counties  made  appoint- 
ments, but  one  of  the'  persons  was  under  age  and  the  other  was  not

fiillj  prepared  to  stand  the  examination.  Both  of  these,  however,  will 
enter  the  school  hereafter.  Five  or  six  other  counties  are  known  to 
have  students  in  view  whom  they  propose  to  appoint 

The  examination  to  which  the  persons  applying  for  admission  are 
subjected  is  strict  The  subjects,  however,  upon  which  they  are  ex.- 
amined  are  all  taught  in  our  best  conmion  schools;  and  we  believe 
that  the  influence  of  the  Scientific  School,  in  requiring  as  it  does  a 
tiiorough  preparation  in  these  subjects  of  common  school  educati<nif 
will  have  an  important  and  most  beneficial  influence  on  the  schools  dt 
the  State.  The  examination  was  passed  in  a  very  commendable  man^ 
ner  by  the  young  gentlemen  who  have  been  admitted,  Their  atten- 
tion to  their  studies  during  the  present  term,  toge^e^  with  their 
thorough  preparation  on  entering,  give  high  hopes  for  the  future  of 
the  schooL  But  upon  this  subject  we  will  leave  the  Board  of  Visitors 
to  speak,  who  have  been  notified  to  attend  the  examination  of  the 
students  on  December  19th,  and  who  will  make  their  report  to  your 
Excellency. 

Full  provision  has  been  made  by  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College 
for  the  study  of  analytical  chemistry.  The  resident  graduate  and 
advanced  student  of  the*  Scientific  School  is  now  making  full  use  of 
this  provision,  and  it  will  make  a  part  of  the  course  of  study  of  the 
other  students  in  the  second  term  of  this  year,  as  laid  down  in  the 
printed  schedule.  Rooms  and  fixtures  for  the  advantageous  study  and 
practice  of  mechanical  and  architectural  drawing  have  been  provided, 
and  the  students  are  daily  employed  in  this  exercise.  .  The  expense 
in  procuring,  arranging  and  furnishing  these  various  apartments  has 
been  over  |§(X).  The  observatory  for  the  practical  study  of  astronomy 
will  soon  be  completed  and  furnished  with  all  necessary  instruments 
and  appliances  for  practical  instruction.  The  cost  of  the  building 
and  apparatus  when  fhUy  completed  and  furnished  will  reach,  and 
most  probably  exceed,  $5,000. 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  required  the  trustees  "  to  furnish  and  pnv 
Tide  a  suitable  tract  of  land  conveniently  located  for  an  experimental 
fimn."  A  £uin  of  one  hundred  acres  conveniently  located  was  pur- 
chased, and  in  the  judgment  of  eminent  and  practical  agriculturislB 
nrho  were  consulted  before  the  purchase,  it  is  thought  to  be  admirablj 
adapted  to  the  purposes  intended;  but  at  the  time  of  its  purchase  it 
iws  in  an  extremely  low  state — there  was  scarcely  any  fence  on  it, 
and  more  than  one-third  of  it  was  covered  with  bushes  and  stumps, 
the  timber  having  been  cut  off,  but  the  ground  not  cleared  for  culti- 
Tation.  During  the  year  some  portions  have  been  cultivated,  the 
whole  form  cleared  of  bushes  for  ploughing,  and  several  acres 
thoroughly  underdrained.  Between  twenty-five  and  thirty  acres — 
which  include  all  the  cleared  land  not  in  meadow — have  been  ploughed 
and  prepared  for  cropping  in  the  spring.  Everything  is  now  in  a  course 
of  steady  progress  to  make  the  feirm  what  the  friends  of  scientific  agri- 
culture in  New  Jersey  desire  it  should  be.  Provision  is  made  for 
securing  from  the  city  of  New  Brunswick  waste  fertilizers  of  all  sorts. 
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The  original  cost  of  the  farm  was  $15,000;  and  the  expense  of  the 
farm  this  year,  over  and  above  the  small  amount  received  for  crops, 
will  be  fully  $3,000. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  beg  leave  to  say,  on  bclmlf  of  the 
faculty  and  trustees,  that  the  purpose  of  both  is  to  do,  by  means  of 
the  Rutgers  Scientific  School,  all  that  can  be  done  for  the  intellectual 
and  moral  education  of  the  youth  of  New  Jersey*

While  entirely  help- 
lees  and  hopeless,  she  is  the  centre  of  much  natural  tenderness  from 
our  active  cnildren.    She  is  so  sensitive  to  surroundings,  that  it  would. 
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be  inhuman  to  commit  her  to  w  almshouse*  She  is  probably  not 
long  for  this  life. 

Case  2. — Mary  Morrison,  of  Union  county,  is  slowly  learning  to 
read,  and  has  been  taught  to  sew  imperfectly,  with  time  and  care, 
will  improve  considerably. 

Case  3. — Thomas  D.  Hatfield,  of  Union,  son  of  the  late  Major  Hat- 
field, continues  marked  improvement  in  schools,  owing  to  his  epilep- 
tic seizures,  I  fear  will  always  be  dependent 

Case  4,— James  Ashmead,  of  Burlington  county,  has  developed 
habits  of  industry  and  sobriety,  will  be  discharged  in  a  few  days,  and 
with  reasonable  guardianship,  will  be  useful  and  self  supporting  in 
community. 

Case  5. — Caddie  Durell,  of  Cape  May,  a  helpless  imbecile  child, 
slightly  improved.  The  removal  to  this  place,  permits  the  mother's 
care  to  be  extended  over  her  large  family.  The  benefit  of  the  State 
benevolence  is  thus  reflected  upon  the  educable  children,  and  the  op- 
pressed parents — the  stricken  little  one  has  care — is  happy  and  under 
the  best  circumstances  to  improve. 

Case  6. — Percy  Blythe,  of  Warren  county,  mute,  passionate,  de- 
structive. Too  young  for  schools.  Has  improved  but  little.  Only 
son  of  a  widow. 

Case  7. — James  H.  Picker,  of  Union  county.  Young,  is  improv- 
ing and  well. 

Case  8. — Anna  E.  Robbins,  of  Middlesex  county.  Very  gratifying 
improvement.  From  a  low  grade  of  "  moral "  imbecility,  has  grown 
into  habits  of  delicacy  and  usefulness.  Speech  has  developed.  She 
knits  well,  and  reads  simple  sentences.

STATE  GEOLOGIST'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kew 
Jersey,  and  President  oj  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Geo- 
U^ical  Survey : 

Sib: — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  my  annual  report  upon 
the  State  Geological  Survey,  showing  the  progress  made  in  the  work 
during  the  year  just  closing,  and  the  expenses  attending  the  same. 
With  high  respect,  your  obedient  servant,

State  Geologist. 

The  following  persons  have  been  engaged  with  me  in  the  work  of 
the  survey,  in  the  course  of  the  year : 

The  Assistant  Geologist,  John  C.  Smock,  A.  M.,  has  been  steadily 
engaged  either  in  the  field  or  in  the  laboratory,  in  carrying  forward 
the  work  throughout  the  year. 

Matthew  Damstadt,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Giessen,  has 
been  employed  for  about  two  months  in  the  laboratory,  in  analyzing 
clays  and  marls. 

Edwin  H.  Bogardus  has  been  steadily  engaged  in  the  laboratory, 
in  the  analysis  of  rocks  and  minerals,  since  February  1,  1866. 

Francis  C.  Van  Dyck,  A.  B.,  has  also  been  occupied  for  a  portion 
of  the  time  during  the  year  in  analyzing  marls,  mineral  waters,  &c. 

G.  Morgan  Hopkins,  C.  B.,  has  been  employed  a  portion  of  the 
year  in  collecting  materials  and  drawing  maps  for  the  survey. 

T.  A.  Conrad,  Esq.,  well  known  for  his  attainments  in  the  paleon- 
tology of  the  cretaceous  formation,  has  been  employed  in  making  a 
catalogue  of  the  invertebrate  fossils,  found  in  the  marl  region,  and 
has  completed  the  work. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Abbott  has  continued  his  work  of  perfecting  the  catalogue 
Of  vertebrate  animals  of  the  State. 

The  results  of  the  survey  will  be  given  in  four  parts,  each  of  which 
•  will  be  accompanied  by  an  accurate  geographical  and  geological  map, 
and  explanatory  sections. 
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These  four  parts  will  contain  descriptions  of  the  rocks  of  the  four 
very  distinct  geological  regions  of  the  State.  These  regions  are 
nearly  equal  in  area,  they  are  well  marked  by  natural  features,  and 
they  lie  almost  parallel  to  each  other  in  belts  which  cross  the  State 
from  northeast  to  southwest    They  are 

'    I.  The  Azoic  and  Paleozoic  Formations  ;  Including  the  Iron  Ore 
4ind  Limestone  Districts. 

This  includes  the  whole  of  Sussex  and  Warren,  the  western  parts 
of  Bergen  and  Passaic,  and  the  northwestern  parts  of  Morris,  Somer- 
set, and  Hunterdon  counties. 

2.  The  Tbiassic  Formation  ;  Including  the  Red  Sandstone  and 
Trap  Rocks  of  Central  Jfew  Jersey. 

This  formation  underlies  the  eastern  and  southeastern  parts  of  Ber- 
gen, Passaic,  Morris,  Somerset  and  Hunterdon  counties ;  the  whole 
of  Essex  and  Union,  and  almost  all  of  Hudson  county ;  and  th^  north* 
om  and  northwestern  parts  of  Middlesex  and  Mercer  counties. 

3.  The  Cretaceous  Formation;  Including  the  Green  Sand  Marl 
Beds. 

The  southern  parts  of  Middlesex  and  Mercer,  all  but  the  extreme 
southern  part  of  Monmouth,  a  little  of  the  northwest  part  of  Ocean, 
and  the  northwestern  and  western  parts  of  Burlington,  Camden^ 
Gloucester,  and  Salem  counties,  are  included  in  this  formation. 

4.  The  Tertiary  and  Recent  Formations  op  Southern  New 
Jersey. 

A  small  part  of  Monmouth,  the  larger  portion  of  Ocean,  the  east- 
om  parts  of  Burlington,  Camden,  Gloucester,  ajid  Salem,  and  the 
whole  of  Atlantic,  Cumberland,  and  Capo  May  counties,  are  included 
in  this  division. 

Of  this  work  the  finished  map  of  ^the  cretaceous  formation  was 
presented  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to- 
other with  special  maps  of  two  important  groups  of  iron  mines  in 
H^  Azoic  region  of  the  State.  In  the  progress  of  the  work,  during 
Ibe  year,  the  Cretaceous  Map  has  been  engraved  and  printed,  and  its 
<5oloring  is  now  being  done.  The  chemical  analyses  of  the  marls, 
<)Iay8,  &c.,  amounting  to  considerably  over  two  hundred,  have  been 
<x)mpleted,  and  the  descriptions  and  otlier  matter  relating  to  the  cre> 
itaceous  formation  has  been  written  out,  and  is  ready  for  the  printer. 
TTo-day  the  finished  map  of  the  red  sandstone  region  is4)resented. 
TThe  outlines  of  the  formation  are  traced  upon  the  map,  and  the 
"fcoundaries  of  the  trap  ridges  have  been  carefully  traced  out  and 
located,  and  actual  sections,  which  illustrate  the  structure,  have  be^i 
<lrawn  in  the  margin,  and  the  whole  made  plain  to  the  eye  by  the  use 
of  colors.  The  survey  of  this  portion  of  the  State  is  well  advanced; 
4he  analyses  of  peat  and  of  the  trap  rocks  are  nearly  completed ;  and 
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those  of  the  shales,  sandstones,  soils  and  copper  ores,  will  be  mad^ 
during  the  winter.  The  map  of  the  tertiary  and  recent  formations^ 
of  southern  New  Jersey,  which  is  here  shown,  is  completed,  but  not 
colored  to  represent  the  diflferent  geological  formations  of  that  part; 
of  the  State.  The  work  is  now  in  progress  there,  Mr.  Smock  being: 
engaged  in  tracing  out  the  Cumberland  marls.  The  coloring  of  th^ 
map  can,  without  doubt,  be  properly  done  in  the  early  part  of  the^ 
season.  The  map  of  the  northern  part  is  not  yet  drawn,  but  the  mar 
terials  are  collected,  and  the  work  is  to  be  done  within  the  next  twd^ 
months.  The  limestones,  slates  and  sandstones  of  this  district,  hay^ 
already  been  traced  out,  and  are  ready  to  be  delineated  on  the  map* 
The  work  of  next  year  will  be  mainly  in  studying  the  structure  of  th^ 
Highland  ranges  of  mountains,  and  in  describing  the  rich  deposits  of 
iron  ore  found  in  them. 

It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  there  are  no  accurate  determinations 
of  latitude  and  longitude,  upon  which  to  base  this  map.  The  latitude 
and  longitude  of  numerous  points  on  the  other  maps,  have  been  de- 
termined with  great  accuracy  by  the  United  States  Coast  Survey,  and 
furnish  fixed  points  around  which  the  numerous  maps  of  local  sur- 
veyors can  be  drawn,  so  as  to  make  a  reliable  map ;  but  iji  the  north- 
west part  of  the  State,  only  a  few  points  along  the  Hudson  have  beea 
determined  by  the  Coast  Survey;  and  three  points,  one  on  Mine 
Mountain,  one  at  Walnut  Grove,  and  one  at  Boonton,  by  this  survey. 
The  position  of  Carpenter's  Point,  of  one  or  two  points  on  the  line 
between  this  State  and  New  York,  and  as  many  along  the  upper 
Delaware,  would  be  very  useful,  giving  to  this  map  equal  accuracjr 
with  the  others,  and  in  correctness  in  uiis  particular,  making  the  set 
of  maps  geographically  more  accurate  than  those  which  have  been 
heretofore  published.  Since  the  report  was  read,  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  if.  E.  Hilgard,  Esq.,  assistant  in  charge  United 
States  Coast  Survey  Office,  to  have  some  of  these  points  determined* 

The  progress  of  the  work  is  such,  that  it  may  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected that  it  will  be  completed  by  the  time  originally  contemplated, 
April  1, 1868,  and  within  the  sum  appropriated,  $20,000.

Charges  for  engraving  the  map  of  the  cretaceous  formation,  a&2 
lor  paper  and  printing  one  thousand  copies  of  the  same,  $1,078.62. 

The  examinations  in  regard  to  the  use  of  marl  as  a  fertilizer,  jfreely 
SQstain  the  high  reputation  which  this  very  useful  substance  ha» 
gained ;  and  efforts  are  being  continuaUy  made  to  extend  the  are» 
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of  country  over  which  it  can  be  profitably  used.  The  West  Jerseys 
Marl  Company  are  finding  an  extensive  sale  for  their  marl  along  the 
railroad  lines  to  Salem,  Bridgeton,  and  Cape  Island,  and  on  the 
north  towards  Camden,  and  all  along  the  Delaware  River  and  Bay. 
They  have  this  year  sold  from  their  pits  at  Marlboro',  Gloucester 
county,  40,714  tons.  The  Marl  Company  have  not  furnished  a  list 
of  their  prices,  but  it  is  understood  that  they  will  supply  marl  -at 
,^  New  Brunswick  next  season,  by  the  Delaware  and  Rariten  Canal,  for 
,  twelve  and  a  half  cents  a  busheL 

Along  the  line  of  the  Camden  and  Atlantic  Railroad  marl  is  trains- 
ported  from  White  Horse  and  delivered  at  all  points  along  ihat  road, 
thus  benefiting  a  large  extent  of  country,  which  has  heretofore  been 
quite  unimproved.  There  has  been  12,000  tons  carried  over  this 
road  during  the  past  year.  The  average  cost  delivered  on  the  farm» 
if  it  lie  immediately  along  the  railroad  or  at  nearest  stations,  is  one 
dollar  per  ton. 

S.  R.  Gaskill  and  Son  have  extensive  marl  pits  near  Pemberton^ 
and  they  send  marl  to  all  parts  of  the  country  which  can  be  profitably 
reached  from  the  Burlington  County  Railroad,  the  Camden  and  Am- 
boy  Railroads,  and  by  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  and  Pennsylvania 
canals.  They  have  this  year  sold  20,000  tons  of  marl.  They  propose 
to  deliver  marl  along  railroads  wherever  it  can  be  afforded,  and  they 
offer  it,  by  the  ton,  at  Burlington,  for  $1,  at  Hightstown  $2,  fit  Tren- 
ton $1.90,  at  New  Brunswick  $2.70,  at  Philadelphia  $1.90,  at  Wil- 
mington, Delaware,  $2.10,  Schuylkill,  Pennsylvania,  $2,  at  Lumber- 
ton,  Pennsylvania,  $2.25,  and  other  places  in  proportion. 

The  cost  at  Freehold  is  11 J  cents  per  bushel,  at  Jamegburg  13| 
cents,  at  South  Amboy  16  cents,  at  Hightstown  15  cents,  at  Trenton 
16J  cents,  at  Princeton  15}  cents,  at  Monmouth  Junction  lij  cents,, 
at  New  Brunswick  16  cents. 

A  large  quantity  of  marl  is  carted  by  teams  from  Squankum  to 
Freehold,  and  from  thence  down  the  Freehold  and  Jamesburg  Agri- 
cultural Railroad,  to  be  distributed  along  the  line  of  that  road,  and 
on  the  Camden  and  Amboy  lines  438,493  bushels  have  been  carried 
in  this  way  the  past  year. 

The  Squankum  Marl  Company  has  located  its  machinery  for  dig- 
ging and  hauling  marl  on  a  little  stream  about  a  mile  from  Lower 
Squankum.  They  own  the  old  Manassee  Mill,  and  use  the  dam  and 
water  to  carry  out  their  plan  of  operations.  The  whole  of  the  ground 
they  operate  upon  is  laid  under  water.  They  have  a  large  steam 
dredging  machine,  which  will  float  in  two  feet  of  water,  and  will  ex- 
cavate to  a  depth  of  twenty-six  feet  beneath  the  surface,  and  to  a 
breadth  of  forty  feet  at  the  surface  of  the  water,  and  will  discharge 
the  material  excavated  at  a  height  of  twelve  feet  above  the  water.  A 
branch  railroad  connects  with  the  Raritan  and  Delaware  Bay  Rail- 
road at  Lower  Squankum.  The  tracK  from  this  branch  is  laid  along 
the  margin  of  the  pond,  and  the  cqjs  are  brought  up  to  be  loaded  di- 
"rectly  from  the  excavator.    In  this  way  the  water  is  to  be  made  use- 
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fal  instead  of  being  a  hindrance.  The  machine  is  floated  to  the  place 
where  it  is  required,  it  is  then  set  to  work  removing  the  top  dirt,  in 
the  present  work  six  feet  deep,  which  is  deposited  in  a  bank  along  the 
margin  of  the  pond.  The  track  can  then  1^  brought  up  and  the  marl 
dug  and  dumped  in  the  cars  to  be  carried  away.  The  work  is  very 
rapid,  a  ton  of  marl  can  be  dug  in  a  minute,  and  so  powerful  is  the 
excavator  that  it  gouges  out  the  marl  and  deposits  it  in  the  cars  as 
solid  and  almost  as  dry  as  when  in  the  marl  bed.  Should  this  plan 
in  its  workings  equal  the  expectations  of  its  projectors,  it  will  be  a 
great  advance  on  other  methods  in  use.  The  machine,  which  costs 
about  $10,000,  is  driven  by  a  sixteen  horse  engine,  is  operated  by  four 
men,  and  bums  a  cord  of  ^»t)od  a  day.  When  all  is  arranged,  it  digs 
about  a  ton  per  minute,  and  can  probably  do  half  of  that  for  the  day 
through,  which  would  be  three  hundred  tons  deposited  in  the  cars  in 
ten  hours.  An  allowance  must  be  made  from  this  for  the  stripping, 
which  may  amount  to  from  a  (juarter  to  a  third  as  much  as  the  ex- 
traction of  the  marl.  At  this  time,  November,  1866,  the  excavator 
is  in  successfnl  operation,  and  can  dig  from  six  to  eight  thousand 
bushels  (300  to  ^0  tons)  a  day.  Two  locomotives  and  twenty  cars 
are  constantly  employed  in  the  delivery  of  marl,  which  is  unloaded 
at  any  point  on  the  line  of  the  Raritan  and  Delaware  Bay  Railroad, 
or  on  boats  at  Port  Monmouth,  at  8  cents  a  bushel,  or  $1.60  a  ton. 

The  railroad  from  Hightstown  to  Pemberton,  which  is  in  process 
of  construction,  and  the  projected  roads  from  Squankum  to  Freehold, 
and  from  Jackson  to  Pennsgrove,  will  add  still  further  to  the  means 
of  supplying  marl  at  a  moderate  price,  and  of  extending  the  area 
over  which  it  can  be  used.  All  the  railroad  facilities  as  yet  furnished 
are  small,  compared  with  the  wants  of  the  State.  Immense  quanti- 
ties are  conveyed  by  teams,  probably  500,000  tons  a  year ;  but  the 
distance  to  which  these  can  carry  it  is  limited.  Its  use  should  be 
extended  over  all  the  southern  portions  of  the  State. 

In  collecting  some  testimony  in  regard  to  the  eflfects  of  marl,  strong 
and  decided  opinions  in  its  favor  are  obtained.  The  following  may 
be  taken  as  samples : 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  Judge  J.  G, 
J.  Campbell,  N.  S.  Rue,  Esq.,  and  the  State  Geologist,  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  collect  information  respecting  the  use  and  effects  of 
the  green-sand  marl.  This  committee  sent  out  circulars,  with  ques- 
tions, asking  information  concerning  the  source  of  supply  used,  char- 
acter of  soils  on  which  it  was  applied,  modes  of  application,  amount 
used  per  acre,  nature  of  crop  grown,  adaptation  to  particular  crop, 
its  cost,  and  its  value  compared  with  bam  yard  manure.  Some  very 
interesting  and  practical  observations  were  obtained  in  the  replies 
received.  Abstracts  of  a  few  of  them  are  presented,  showing  the 
value  of  marl  in  a  more  definite  and  striking  manner  than  any  gen- 
eral statements  could  convey. 

Judge  William  P.  Forman,  of  Millstone,  Monmouth  county,  has 
used  marl  for  the  last  thirty  years,  t  He  says  that  he  looks  upon  it  as 
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the  foundation  of  his  improvements  in  renovating  a  tract  of  worn  out 
land.  His  supply  was  obtained  at  Squankum  for  ten  years  or  more, 
costing  him  ten  or  eleven  cents  per  bushel  delivered  on  the  farm. 
For  a  number  of  years  past  he  has  used  marl  from  pits  on  his  lands 
at  home.  He  has  tried  it  upon  all  the  varieties  of  soil  between  a 
stifiF  clay  and  open  sand.  The  most  decided  effects  from  its  use  were 
seen  on  the  heavier  clay  soils,  the  sandy  soils  being  slightly  bene- 
fited by  it.  He  has  used  it  both  raw  and  composted,  but  prefers  it 
composted  with  an  equal  quantity  of  barnyard  manure.  When  the 
marl  is  acid  and  poisonous,  he  has  rendered  it  valuable  by  compost- 
ing with  slacked  lime  in  the  proportion  of  one  part  of  Jime  to  two  of 
marl,  allowing  it  to  remain  in  the  heap  foi*three  or  four  months,  being 
cut  down  once  or  twice  in  that  time.  His  plan  has  been  to  work  it 
into  the  surface  about  the  same  depth  that  wheat  is  covered.  About  two 
hundred  bushels  of  manure  and  marl  composted  was  applied  per  acre  on 
wheat,  corn,  rye  and  grass.  For  potatoes  about  three  hundred  bush- 
els was  preferred,  while  for  buckwheat  one  hundred  bushels  was 
deemed  suflBcient.  He  says :  "  There  is  scarcely  any  crop  that  would 
not  be  benefited  by  it.  Root  crops  of  all  kmds  delight  in  it,  partic- 
ularly onions,  beets,  turnips,  &c.  As  to  its  special  adaptation  to  any 
crop,  he  writes :  **  I  cannot  tell  out  of  three  particular  crops  to  which 
to  give  the  palm,  viz :  grass,  potatoes  and  buckwheat."  In  answer 
to  the  question  as  to  its  relative  value  compared  with  barnyard 
manure,  he  replies :  "  To  use  them  separately,  Squankum  marl  is 
worth,  in  my  estimation,  one  hundred  and  fifty  per  cent,  more  than 
the  manure,  the  quantities  being  equal,  but  the  value  of  both  may  be 
materially  advanced  by  composting."  For  renovating  worn  ont, 
loamy  or  clay  soils,  he  thinks  Squankum  marl  is  the  best  dressing 
that  can  bo  applied. 

Thomas  S.  Snedeker,  of  Jamesburg,  Middlesex  county,  has  used 
Squankum  marl  during  the  last  twenty-five  years,  at  the  rate  of  two 
thousand  to  seven  thousand  bushels  per  annum.  He  has  applied  it  upon 
clay  loam  or  a  clay  sub-soil,  at  the  rate  of  from  sixty  to  one  hundred 
'  bushels  per  acre.  His  mode  of  application  has  been  in  its  raw  state, 
on  the  surface,  except  for  wheat,  when  it  has  been  composted  with 
barnyard  manure.  He  has  tried  it  for  grass,  wheat,  corn,  potatoes 
and  turnips,  but  considers  it  best  for  grass.  It  costs  him,  at  the  rail- 
road station,  sixteen  and-a-half  cents  a  bushel.  Compared  with  barn- 
yard manure  he  thinks  it  is  the  cheapest  for  the  farmer,  provided  the 
manure  has  to  be  bought  and  carted  any  distance. 
•  William  Updike,  of  Dutch  Neck,  Mercer  county,  has  used  about 
twenty  thousand  bushels  of  Squankum  marl  during  the  last  ten  years. 
His  soil  is  rather  a  heavy  loam  on  clay  sub-soil.  He  has  applied  it 
at  the  rate  of  from  thirty  to  a  hundred  bushels  per  acre,  mostly  on 
the  surface,  except  a  small  portion  which  was  composted  for  wheat. 
His  experience  is  that  it  is  best  for  potatoes  and  buckwheat.  It  now 
costs  him  twenty-two  cents  per  bushel.  Formerly  the  cost  was  fifteen 
cents.  Before  the  use  of  marl  inWhat  neighborhood  very  little  barn- 
yam  manure  was  made.    The  main  object  of  their  marling  is  to  grow 
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cloYer,  which  goes  in  part  to  the  stock  for  food,  and  the  remainder  is 
plowed  under  as  a  green  manure ;  then  a  light  dressing  of  lime  is 
added,  after  which  they  expect  a  full  crop.  He  ftirther  states  that 
the  use  of  marl  has  increased  the  value  of  their  lands  ftdly  one-half. 

Judge  Thomas  B.  Jobes,  of  New  Egypt,  Ocean  county,  has  used 
marl  for  fifteen  years,  one  hundred  to  two  hundred  tons  annually. 
It  has  been  applied  to  "  bottom  meadows,  black,  sandy  muck,  rather 
a  wet  soil,  upon  loamy  up-land  too  cold  for  first  rate  com  ground, 
upon  dry  and  rolling  wheat  land,  and  also  upon  light  sandy  soil." 
He  has  generally  applied  it  as  a  top  dressing  upon  grass.  Of  late  years 
it  was  spread  on  the  com  ground  in  the  winter  and  plowed  under  in 
the  spring  following.  From  six  to  fifteen  tons  has  been  the  amount 
which  he  has  used  per  acre.  With  potatoes  it  was  put  in  the  hill,  a 
handful  to  each  hill.  He  says  that  he  has  never  known  it  to  fail  of 
benefiting  some  crop  in  the  rotation,  so  that  he  considers  himself 
repaid  for  expenses  of  application.  He  adds :  **  It  generally  increases 
the  yield  of  corn  and  clover,  and  I  think  wheat  is  helped  by  it,  if  it 
is  applied  to  the  grass  a  year  before  plowing  for  the  wheat."  The 
cost  at  present  is  one  dollar  to  one  dollar  and-a-half  a  ton,  spread  on 
the  ground.  He  further  states  that  "  a  field  limed  and  marled  with 
ten  loads  of  marl  will  not  wear  out  by  farming  in  the  regular  rota- 
tion for  twenty  years,  so  that  the  effect  of  the  improvement  could  not 
be  seen."  He  thinks  that  there  is  no  land  in  the  southern  portion  or 
the  Stat^  upon  which  it  will  not  pay  to  apply  marl  at  such  prices  as 
railroad  transportation  ought  to  afford  it. 

Philip  Withington,  of  Newtown,  Pa.,  has  tried  the  green-sand 
marl  upon  a  tough,  red-shale  soil  with  very  satisfactory  results.  He 
ased  the  Pemberton  marl,  and  thus  describes  his  first  experiment 
with  it:  "  I  obtained  five  bushels  of  the  marl  and  sowed  i  lipon  a 
quarter  of  an  acre  of  buckwheat,  and  I  certainly  believe  I  had  three' 
times  as  much  where  I  applied  the  marl."  The  next  application  was 
iqjon  com,  and  it  could  be  very  easily  seen  both  in  the  increase  and 
in  the  quality  of  the  crop.  On  wheat  it  produced  a  much  greatei* 
yield,  and  the  young  grass  following  the  wneat  looked  much  better 
than  that  where  none  was  applied.  Upon  potatoes  he  found  it  gave 
an  increase  of  crop  and  much  better  quality.  His  closing  sentence 
is,  »*  I  advise  all  farmers  who  can  get  it  to  give  it  a  trial  and  satisfy 
themselves." 

Joseph  Mason,  of  Springfield,  Burlington  county,  says,  that  "  for  a 
top-dressing  for  wheat  and  grass  it  acts  admirably  for  me.    On  my 
wheat  I  thmk  it  adds  ten  bushels  to  the  acre  more  than  anything 
else  I  have  ever  used.    And  not  only  in  the  wheat,  but  it  continues 
to  help  the  gra^  following  and  every  crop  for  at  least  six  or  seven 
years,  how  much  longer  it  would  show  good  I  cannot  say,  as  1  go 
over  the  field  again  in  that  time."    He  further  writes :  when  I  moved 
on  the  farm  of  eighty  acres,  I  now  live  on,  twenty  years  since,  I  kept 
two  cows,  and  had  to  buy  some  hay  at  that    Now  I  keep  twenty- 
three  cows  and  other  stock  in  proportion,  and  I  am  free  to  say  that^I 
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attribute  the  speedy  improvement  in  my  soil  to  lime  and  green-sand 
marl.  I  have  sandy  loam  and  heavy  clay  loam  on  my  farm,  but  I 
receive  a  like  benefit  on  either." 

James  A.  Fenwick,  of  Pemberton,  has  used  the  Pemberton  marl  of 
the  Upper  Marl  bed  for  many  years,  and  to  the  extent  of  several  hun- 
dred ^ns  each  year.    He  has  tried  it  upon  sandy,  loamy  and  drained 
swamp  lands,  mostly  applied  on  the  surface  in  raw  state.    Formerly 
he  put  on  twelve  tons  to  an  acre;  now  his  custom  is  to  use  about 
eight  tons.    He  has  applied  it  to  young  grass,  corn,  potatoes  (in  the 
hill)  and  once  upon  wheat.     Composted  with  ashes  or  stable  manure 
it  greatly  helped  the  potato  crop,  but  the  best  eflFects  of  its  use  were 
jseen  upon  grass,  when  used  without  any  ammoniacal  manure.    He 
-writes :  "  upon  land  that  has  never  had  lime,  or  marl,  or  plaster,  I 
iave  seen  it  more  than  double  the  potato  crop,  when  applied,  a  dou- 
ble handful  to  each  hill."    It  now  costs  him  sixty  to  seventy  cents  a 
ton.    Respecting  its  value  compared  with  barn-yard  manure  he  says : 
"  used  in  conjunction  with  barn-yard  manure  it  is  equal  with  it,  ton 
for  ton  and  more  lasting  in  its  effects.    One  half  of  a  liberal  dress- 
ing of  manure  from  stables  to  a  piece  of  land  that  has  been  marled 
will  do  as  much  good  as  the  whole  dressing  to  another  piece  that  has 
not  been  marled,  (the  soil  being  the  ^ame),  and  is  more  lasting.    But 
if  1  should  go  without  either,  of  course  I  should  drop  the  marl.    As  a 
testimony  to  the  value  of  marl  foi'  the  permanent  improvement  of 
soils,  he  adds :  "  I  know  of  a  farm  so  poor  that  it  would  not  grow  rye 
with  straw  long  enough  to  be  gathered  with  a  cradle,  that  is  now 
fich,  producing  large  crops  of  wheat,  clover,  com  &c.    And  I  know 
that  it  was  made  rich  by  applying  to  it  marl  alone,  and  sowing  clover 
seed  in  the  rotation.    The  farm  is  now  rich  for  any  country,  and  I 
am  epeaking-  of  a  period  of  twenty  years  at  most"    For  clover,  he 
says :  "  the  application  of  marl  to  young  clover  doubles  the  crop  and 
sometimes  more.    Lime  has  a  good  effect  upon  a  field  that  has  been 
marled,  but  plaster  and  sulphate  of  soda  do  not  make  any  show  in 
the  least.    The  same  is  true  of  phosphate  of  lime  that  is  not  highly 
^  ammoniated." 

Phillip  Sender,  of  Deerfield,  Cumberland  ccmnty,  say*  ifcat  he  has 
used  the  green-sand  marl  for  two  years  upon  wieat,  corn  itffd  grass. 
He  always  raises  double  the  amount  when  he  uses  marl.    He"  Writes  : 
I  compost  with  stable  manure  six  or  eight  loads  for  wheat,  plowed  in 
with  wheat  in  the  fall^  I  think  it  worth  twenty  loads  of  man&tire 
alone."    Its  stimulating  effects  on  buckwheat  are  shown  by  the  statier-' 
ments  of  Thomas  M.  Barradiff  also  of  Deerfield.    He  says :  "  I  applied 
about  two  loads  of  marl  to  the  acre  on  my  buckwheat  and  I  am  sur- 
prised at  its  action.    I  left  a  part  of  the  fiield  where  I  did  not  apply 
Wy,  and  the  result  was,  the  buckwheat  is  about  six  inches  high,  and 
where  I  put  on  marl  by  its  side,  the  buckwheat  is  three  feet  high.    I 
should  not  have  had  am^  buckwheat,  if  I  had  had  no  marl." 

The  most  striking  efiects  of  marl  have  been  in  Plttsgrove  township, 
Salem  county.    A  country  once  too  poor  to  sustain  even  its  sparse 
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population,  has  become,  through  the  persistent  use  of  green-sand  marl, 
one  of  the  best  portions  of  that  county.  Althoygh  all  of  the  marl  used 
had  to  be  hauled  by  teams  from  Woodstown  and  vicinity,  a  distance 
of  about  twenty  miles,  the  benefits  were  so  great  as  to  repay  the  labor 
and  expense  of  such  long  and  slow  transportation.  When  first  tried 
it  was  upon  buckwheat,  and  for  this  crop  it  was  not  spread  over  the 
surface,  but  sowed  as  guano  or  plaster.  Even  in  such  small  doses  the 
results  were  so  surprising  that  the  people  were  stimulated  to  further 
and  still  more  satisfactory  experiments  with  it 

In  Monmouth  county,  where  the  green-sand  marl  is  used  very  lib- 
erally in  consequence  of  the  great  number  of  places  where  its  extrac- 
tion is  easy  and  cheap,  the  benefits  are  equally  great  and  striking. 
Indeed,  the  enormous  amount  used  and  the  large  application  per  acre, 
are  the  best  testimony  in  its  favor.  As  has  been  said  by  a  good 
fermer,  "  The  best  farmers  use  it  most  largely,  and  conversely,  those 
who  use  most  of  it  are  the  best  of  farmers."  The  red,  sandy  soils 
which  constitute  a  large  proportion  of  the  farming  area  have  been 
raised  from  a  degree  of  barrenness  to  a  condition  of  unusual  produc- 
tiveness. The  million  and  more  bushels  of  Irish  potatoes  raised  in 
that  county  are  one  of  the  products  of  the  abundant  use  of  marl,  for 
before  its  introduction  the  number  raised  was  a  small  fraction  of  the 
present  product.  Thousands  of  'acres  that  were  formerly  out  of  the 
pale  of  even  poor  cultivation,  known  as  "  commons,"  now  command 
$100  per  acre  and  upwards.  This  was  especially  the  case  in  the 
vicinity  of  Freehold,  Blue  Ball,  and  Colt's  Neck,  although  such  im- 
provement is  common  to  all  parts  of  the  county.  Years  ago  farmers 
in  the  interior  of  the  county  depended  largely  upon  a  few  acres  of 
salt  meadow,  miles  away,  along  the  shore,  for  their  annual  supply  of 
hay  for  the  farm  stock;  now  the  salt  meadows  are  of  small  value 
compared  with  the  improved  upland,  and  the  acres  at  home  yield 
abundance  of  food  for  the  large  stock  yards,  besides  selling  a  consid* 
erable  amount  of  hay  to  the  Now  York  markets.  The  changes 
wrought  by  this  natural  fertilizer  are  not,  however,  so  specific  as 
general — the  great  change  is  in  the  permanent  improvement  of  the 
soil  of  nearly  the  whole  county. 

THE  RICH  PEAT  BEDS 

Of  our  state  have  attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention  within  the  last 
two  or  three  years,  or  since  the  high  price  of  coal  has  compelled 
the  public  to  look  carefully  for  supplies  of  fuel  other  than  coal. 
There  is  an  abundance  of  that  substance  to  be  found  in  almost,  if 
not  quite,  every  county  of  the  State.  We  find  it  in  quantities  in 
the  form  of  turf^  which,  when  cut  in  blocks  a  little  larger  than  a 
brick  and  then  dried,  can  be  handled  without  too  much  crumbling; 
and  also  in  the  form  of  muck^  which  is  tender  and  crumbling,  so 
that  it  can  only  be  put  in  convenient  form  by  means  of  machinery. 
In  either  form,  when  properly  dried  and  prepared,  it  makes  a  good 
fuel.  It  bums  freely  with  a  blaze  like  wood,  and  without  the  black 
smoke  of  bituminous  coal.    It  has  long  been  in  use  for  fuel  in  Chat. 
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ham  township,  Morris  county,  and  to  a  smaller  extent  in  many  other 
places,  and  is  well  liked.  It  has  usually  been  prepared  by  drainmg 
the  peat  by  ditches,  removing  the  sod  and  muck  from  the  surface, 
and  then  cutting  the  turf  into  blocks  of  convenient  size  for  drying 
and  handling.  The  turf  is  cut  by  a  peculiar  spade — light,  thin,  very 
long  in  the  blade  and  sharp,  and  having  a  projection  from  one  border 
of  the  blade  near  the  edge,  at  right  angles  to  it.  The  breadth  of  the 
spade  and  lip  may  be  about  five  and  four  inches,  respectively.  This 
spade  is  thrust  into  the  peat,  and  by  two  strokes  a  block  four  or  five 
inches  square  and  from  twelve  to  sixteen  inches  long  may  be  cut  out. 
After  the  first  row  of  blocks,  and  the  first  block  in  each  row  is  cut, 
every  stroke  of  the  spade  cuts  out  a  block.  These  blocks  are  drawn 
off  to  an  even  meadow  and  arranged  for  drying.  The  best  season  for 
drying  is  in  the  fall,  after  the  intense  heat  of  the  sunmier  is  past,  so 
that  the  turf  will  not  dry,  shrink  and  crack  upon  the  surface  before 
the  moisture  from  inside  can  dry  out.  When  well  dried  it  can  be 
handled  without  crumbling,  and  when  kept  under  shelter  is  always 
ready  for  use.  When  prepared  in  this  way  it  is  bulky  and  not  firm 
enough  for  the  frequent  and  rough  handling  of  public  transportation. 
Though  it  has  shrunk  very  much  in  drying,  and  has  lost  perhaps  four- 
fifths  of  its  weight  and  bulk,  it  is — even  in  the  very  best  kinds — 
lighter  than  water,  and  in  most  kinds  not  half  so  heavy. 

Much  ingenuity  has  been  expended  in  making  machinery  for  con- 
densing peat,  so  as  to  render  it  more  susceptible  of  transportation 
and  more  convenient  to  handle.  Of  the  numerous  machines  that  have 
been  devised  for  this  purpose,  those  upon  one  or  other  of  the  two 
plans  to  be  mentioned  are  in  use.  In  one  the  peat  in  the  bed  is 
stripped  of  sod;  and  the  upper  surface,  for  an  inch  or  two  in  depth, 
is  cut  and  harrowed,  or  raked  by  proper  machinery  till  it  is  made 
very  fine,  when  it  is  allowed  to  dry  in  the  sunshine.  The  dried  peat . 
is  then  collected,  conveyed  to  the  mill,  where,  in  small  quantities  at  a 
tipie,  it  is  subjected  to  powerful  pressure,  and  is  made  into  masses 
which  are  firm,  smooth,  shining,  and  heavier  than  water — ^not  liable 
to  crumble  or  soil  the  fingers  in  handling,  and  bear  transportation 
well.  The  machinery  devised  by  Dr.  Louis  Elsberg  is  used  for  work- 
ing peat  in  this  way.  It  is  in  use  near  Belleville,  in  Essex  county, 
and  extensive  preparations  are  now  making  for  its  use  next  season  at 
Beavertown,  in  Morris  county. 

The  other  process  is  to  take  the  peat  directly  from  the  bog  and  put 
it  in  a  mill,  where  it  is  beaten  and  ground  in  water  until  its  fibres 
are  thoroughly  broken  up  and  the  whole  reduced  to  a  fine  pulp. 
This  pulp  is  drawn  off  and  allowed  to  settle  and  drain,  and  is  then 
dried  in  the  sun.  It  shrinks  and  dries  solid  and  firm,  and  like  the 
other  is  heavier  than  water.  In  this  form  it  can  be  handled  and  car- 
ried to  distant  markets  without  inconvenience  or  damage.  Exten- 
sive works  for  carrying  on  the  manufacture  in  this  way  have  been 
erected  at  Allendale,  Bergen  county,  on  the  N.  T.  and  Erie  Railway 
above  Paterson.  The  machinery  useddn  this  process  is  made  under 
Leavitt's  patent 
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By  either  of  these  processes  peat  can  be  afforded  for  from  tlireo  to 
five  dollars  a  ton,  and  the  supply  which  can  be  had  is  suificient  for 
many  years  to  come. 

Its  absolute  value  for  heating  is  probably  not  more  than  half  that 
of  anthracite  coal,  and  is  somewhat  less  than  that  of  an  equal  weight 
of  hard  wood.  In  making  steam,  however,  it  is  liked  because  it 
gives  a  long  blaze  and  diffuses  the  heat  around  the  boiler  more  com- 
pletely than  hard  coal  does,  and  it  always  leaves  the  exposed  part  of 
the  boiler  clean  and  free  from  soot.  The  quickness  with  which  it 
kindles  is  also  in  its  favor,  both  for  making  steam  and  heating  dwell- 
ings.   It  has  found  large  use  in  Germany  for  fuel  in  metallurgy. 

There  is  a  peculiar  smell  about  burning  peat  which  is  unpleasant 
to  some  persons,  though  most  do  not  dislike  it.  The  ashes  of  peat 
are  much  more  bulky  than  those  of  wood,  and  in  some  varieties  are 
80  large  as  to  be  troublesome. 

The  following  specimens  of  peat  have  been  examined  for  ashes,  and 
the  results  are  given  in  the  appended  tabular  statement :

Peat  lias  been  much  used  as  a  fertilizer  in  agriculture,  and  those 
"varieties  which  crumble  easily  are  by  many  esteemed  of  as  much 
value  as  barnyard  manure.  When  composted  with  lime  or  manure, 
•or  when  exposed  to  the  weather  in  heaps  for  some  months  before 
wag  it,  it  is  thought  to  be  much  improved.  Varieties  of  peat  and 
Huck  which  contain  too  much  earth  to  be  used  for  fuel,  may  be  excel- 
lent for  the  soil,  and  such  kinds  of  peat  are  very  common  every  where 
through  the  State,  and  may  be  made  of  the  greatest  value  to  farmers 
who  wish  to  enlarge  their  supplies  of  manure.  In  small  deposits  it 
is  easily  managed  by  opening  in  dry  weather  or  by  inexpensive 
drains,  butin  large  tracts  it  is  very  troublesome  to  manage  so  as  to 
bring  the  peat  deposits  to  their  proper  value  either  as  sources  of  fuel 
or  manure,  or  when  drained,  as  among  the  richest  and  most  valuable 
soils  in  the  State.  There  are  in  various  marshes  of  this  kind  in  the 
middle  and  northern  parts  of  the  State  as  much  as  thirty  thousand 
acres  of  land  which  might  be  increased  from  five  to  twenty  fold  in 
yalae  to  the  owners  and  to  the  State,  if  properly  drained  and  im- 
proved. 

THE  TIDE  MEADOWS 

Along  the  jL?elaware  Bay  and  River,  and  those  along  the  Hacken- 
aack,  Passaic  aii4  Raritan  Rivers,  and  the  salt  marshes  along  the 
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sea  shore,  are  attracting  much  attention.  Some  of  them  have* 
formerly  been  swamps,  and  covered  with  a  heavy  growth  of  tim- 
ber, and  are,  to  a  considerable  depth,  made  up  of  muck  or  black 
earth,  formed  from  the  decay  of  leaves,  twigs,  branches  and  trunks  of 
trees.  Others  have  been  formed  by  the  fibrous  roots  of  sedges  and 
coarse  grasses,  which  grow  in  wet  ground  and  shallow  water,  and 
have  finally  accumulated  in  sufficient  quantity  to  form  a  complete  net 
work  of  roots,  which  holds  water  like  a  sponge.  Near  the  banks  of 
water  coupes,  where  muddy  water  is  constantly  passing  and  repassing 
with  every  change  of  tide,  the  net- work  of  roots  becomes  filled  with 
mud,  quite  solid,  and  a  little  higher  than  the  marshes  farther  from  the 
streams,  but  where  only  clear  water  comes ;  the  substance  of  the 
marsh  contains  scarcely  anything  except  the  fibrous  roots  of  coarse 
grasses.  Water,  at  high  tide,  runs  over  and  fills  these  marshes,  and 
is  held  in  their  fibrous  or  peaty  substance  just  as  in  a  sponge,  so  that 
their  upper  surface  is  kept  at  high  water  mark. 

In  their  natural  state  these  marshes,  at  the  best,  yield  only  an  in- 
ferior quality  of  hay  and  grass,  and  most  of  them  are  quite  useless^ 
By  ditching,  clearing'off'  coarSe  hassocks,  ifec,  and  opening  ponds  and 
Belt  holes  to  the  action  of  the  tide,  they  can  be  much  improved,  but 
are  still  far  less  valuable  than  upland. 

In  the  northern  and  eastern  part  of  the  State  very  little  has  been 
done  towards  efifectually  reclaiming  these  lands,  although  their  im- 
provement  has  been  much  discussed.  In  West  Jersey  the  reclaiming 
of  meadows  and  marshes  from  the  domain  of  the  tides,  has  been  thor- 
oughly studied  and  eff'ectually  practiced  from  the  earliest  settlement 
of  the  country.  In  Salem  county,  some  of  those  on  Alloways  creek 
were  banned  in,  so  as  to  shut  out  the  tide,  as  early  as  1700.  The 
successfdl  improvement  of  these  meadows  and  salt  marshes  has  been 
effected  by  shutting  out  the  high  tides  (or  flood  tide)  by  means  of  em- 
bankment and  draining  them  by  sluices.  By  this  means  they  are 
drained  to  low  water  mark,  and  thereby  rendered  valuable  farming 
lands.  This  work  of  banking  in  meadows  has  constantly  gone  for- 
ward— man  constantly  winning  new  Conquests  over  the  ocean — ^until 
the  territory  actually  rescued  from  the  sea  amounts  to  fifteen  thon- 
sand  acres  in  Salem  county  alone,  besides  large  areas  in  Gloucester, 
Cumberland  and  Cape  May  counties.  The  largest  tracts,  and  per- 
haps the  most  successfully  managed,  are  in  Salem  county.  Their 
area  is  constantly  enlarged  by  new  embankments  that  take  in  more 
and  more  of  the  marshes.  Nearly  all  are  the  enterprises  of  individu- 
als, owners  associated  together  for  this  purpose,  and  the  work  is  car^ 
ried  on  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  banked  meadow  law. 

Where  a  meadow  bordering  a  stream,  or  a  portion  of  the  salt 
marsh  along  the  bay  is  owned  by  several  individuals,  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  owned  acres  is  requisite  before  any  work  can  be 
legally  commenced.  This  being  obtained  the  ground  is  surveyed, 
the  banks  located,  and  the  courses  of  ditches  and  streams  arranged 
by  disinterested  parties  or  commissioners,  who  are  generally  men  of 
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large  experience  in  the  system  of  meadow  drainage.  Then  there  iff 
dng  what  is  termed  "  a  four  and  two,"  i.  e.,  a  trench  four  feet  in  width,, 
and  two  spits  or  about  twenty  inches  in  depth.  This  is  on  the  sur- 
veyed site  of  the  bank,  and  by  digging  such  a  trench  the  sward  and! 
grass  roots  of  the  surface  are  removed,  leaving  usually  a  firm  founda- 
tion of  mud  whereon  to  build  the  proposed  bank.  Then  a  ditch 
twelve  feet  wide  and  three  spits  deep,  is  dug  outside  of  the  trench, 
or  the  side  next  to  the  creek.  This  is  known  locally  as  a  "  twelve 
and  three,"  and  furnishes  the  material  for  the  bank.  The  spits 
thrown  out  of  the  ditch  are  cut  into  small  pieces,  and  then  fitted 
tightly  together  in  the  bank  by  the  '*  packer,"  as  stone  are  laid  up  in 
a  wall.  This  mud  when  well  packed,  forms  a  very  strong  and  durable 
bank  so  long  as  it  is  kept  moist.  If  it  gets  too  dry  the  bank  will 
crumble  down.  But  this  is  rarely  the  case,  since  the  flood  tides 
generally  keep  the  banks  on  the  outside  quite  moist,  and  even  wet. 
The  general  size  of  the  banks  in  Salem  county,  is  about  four  feet 
high  above  the  meadow  surface,  eight  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  and 
fliree  feet  on  the  top.  The  slope  is  commonly  one-half  to  one  on  the 
inside,  and  one  and  a  half  to  one  on  the  outside.  Exposed  situa* 
tions  demand  larger  and  stronger  banks — as,  for  example,  those  on 
the  losing  or  concave  shores  of  streams,  or  where  there  is  danger  of 
high  tides  from  water  and  wind  conspiring  together.  Thus  at  Finn's 
Point,  on  the  Delaware,  in  Lower  Penn's  Neck,  where  there  is  a  very 
exposed  shore  for  two  or  three  mil^s  on  the  Delaware  river,  the  bank 
is  usually  large  and  strong.  It  is  about  ten  feet  in  height,  twelve 
feet  wide  on  top,  aflfording  space  for  a  roadway,  and  about  thirty 
feet  at  bottom.  Then  the  mud  wall  is  protected,  on  the  sea  side,  by 
a  facing  of  stone,  which  secures  the  whole  against  any  dangers  from 
washing,  by  heavy  waves  and  high  tides.  This  wall  or  embankment 
-is  between  two  and  three  miles  in  length,  and  protects  a  meadow  of 
twelve  hundred  acres  from  the  sea.  In  Cumberland  county,  along" 
the  Cohansey  Creek,  the  banks  range  from  three  to  seven  feet  high, 
and  are  built  immediately  upon  the  surface  of  the  meadow. 

The  banks  are  built  at  a  little  distance  from  the  stream,  leaving  a 
width  of  marsh  outside,  of  a  rod  or  more  for  protection  to  the  bank 
and  also  for  supplying  the  mud  used  in  repairing.  This  space  is 
termed  the  "guard"  or  "shore."  The  cost  of  banking  meadow 
varies  greatly.  Banks  built  of  mud  from  a  ditch  twelve  feet  wide 
and  three  feet  deep  formerly  cost  $1  per  linear  rod  ;  now  about  $3 

Sjr  rod.  The  banking  of  Fishing  island  meadow.  Lower  Penn's 
eck  cost  $10  per  acre.  Another  tract  brought  in  this  year  has 
averaged  $15  per  acre.  The  first  is  about  the  present  average  cost. 
Along  the  Maurice  river,  banking  now  costs  $2  a  linear  rod  and  up- 
wards. These  estimates  by  the  acre  include  the  expenses  of  cutting 
drains  and  water  courses  in  addition  to  the  building  of  banks.  For 
the  proper  drainage  of  the  meadows,  ditches  are  cut  at  intervals  vary- 
ing with  the  needs  of  meadow.  These  are  generally  seven  feet  wide 
and  two  feet  deep.    Where  they  are  intended  as  boundaries  it  is 
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necessary  to  have  them  nine  feet  in  width  or  no  suit  for  trespass  can 
be  maintained.  Wide  drains  with  sloping  sides  are  found  the  best 
for  securing  complete  drainage.  These  meadows  need  constant  at- 
itention  and  require  annually  considerable  outlay  of  capital  for  the 
necessary  repairs  of  banks  and  drains,  and  improvements  of  surface. 
The  expense  attending  their  maintenance  in  proper  condition  depends 
however,  upon  the  locality.  Some  cost  scarcely  anything  while 
others  draw  heavily  upon  the  profits.  Generally  the  cost  for  repairs 
annually  ranges  from  fifty  cents  to  $1  per  acre.  The  Finn's  Point 
meadow  costs  on  an  average  $2  an  acre  per  annum.  Much  of  the 
expense  is  caused  by  the  depredations  of  the  muskrat  which  burrows 
into  and  through  the  banks,  rendering  them  peculiary  subject  to 
breaks  by  high  water.  The  ravages  of  these  animals  cost  Salem 
county  a  large  sum  every  year.  To  avoid  as  much  as  possible  inju- 
ries from  their  habits  it  is  considered  advisable  to  examine  the  banks 
at  frequent  intervals  and  to  dig  out  the  holes  found  in  them.  This 
is  the  more  expensive  as  work  can  only  go  on  when  low  water  favors 
the  workman'^  operations.  Some  companies  employ  a  man  one  day 
each  week  to  examine  the  banks  and  note  the  point  needing  immedi- 
ate attention,  thereby  preventing  breaks  in  the  banks,  so  apt  to  occur 
where  the  muskrat  has  been  at  work.  Another  source  of  danger 
to  the  banks  is  the  perforations  of  the  soldier  crab  or  "fidler." 
These  are  quite  numerous  and  bore  into  the  mud  of  banks,  rendering 
them  a  sort  of  sieve  through  which  the  water  issues  upon  the  mea- 
dows.  Constant  watching  is  needed  to  guard  against  their  ravages* 
Besides  these  living  enemies  the  meadow  owner  has  also  to  contend 
against  breaks  of  high  tides  in  exposed  locations  and  settling  of  banks. 
Nearly  all  banks  require  occasional  additions  to  the  top  caused  by 
crumbling  of  mud  or  more  frequently  by  the  settling  of  the  whole 
bank.  Where  they  are  built  upon  firm  mud,  as  is  commonly  the  case 
along  streams  the  amount  of  settling  is  not  very  considerable,  but 
where  they  cross  a  meadow  (** cross  banks")  or  run  across  an  old 
water  course,  this  settling  becomes  an  item  of  much  expense  and 
labor.  Some  are  known  to  have  sunk  down  as  much  as  ten  feet  in 
as  many  years.  The  cross  banks  are  more  liable  to  settle  because  of 
the  thinness  of  firm  mud  covering  the  peaty  mass  beneath.  Wherever 
built  upon  such  peaty  substratum,  settling  is  inevitable  and  contijcknes 
fintil  a  solid  bottom  is  reached.  This  settling  is  generally  a  ^a*ial 
process,  but  instances  are  occasionally  given  where  th.e  bowfc  ka& 
gone  down  at  once  out  of  sight 

As  long  as  these  tide-water  marshes  are  open  to  the  tides,  and  are 
kept  as  it  were  soaked  by  them,  they  remain  at  level  of  M/^h  water,  or 
nearly  at  that  height;  but  after  banking  and  draininr/  they  become 
quite  dry,  and  the  spongy  mass  slowly  decays  and  ig  consolidated^ 
thereby  losing  its  buUc  and  causing  a  sinking  of  the  whole  meadow 
surface.  Tillage  also  hastens  this  subsidence  \^y  opening  the  mass  to 
the  action  of  atmospheric  agencies,  and  by  a  \arge  withdrawal  annually 
in  the  form  of  crops.    From  these  cause^^  a  slow  and  gradual  settling 
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is  evident.  In  nearly  all  banked  meadows  the  diflFerence  in  heights 
of  the  outside  "guard"  or  "shore"  and  the  enclosed  meadow  is  very 
perceptible.  The  constant  sifting  of  fine  sediment  upon  the  areas  out- 
side the  banks  often  brings  them  nearly  up  to  the  height  of  the  pro- 
jecting bank.  And  after  long  series  of  years  of  cropping  the  meadow 
settles  down  to  low  water  mark,  so  that  it  becomes  unprofitable  for 
further  cultivation  in  consequence  of  imperfect  drainage.  To  remedy 
this  the  banks  are  opened  at  several  points  and  the  muddy  water 
allowed  to  enter  and  deposit  its  sediment  upon  the  surface.  The  thick- 
ness of  this  deposit  varies  exceedingly.  Some  streams  deposit  much 
more  than  others  in  the  same  time.  The  Maurice  river  and  Salem 
creek  carry  down  a  large  amount  of  mud,  while  the  Alloways  creek 
deposits  a  mere  film  on  the  surface  in  one  season.  The  meadows  are 
left  open  to  tide  water  for  a  period  of  from  five  to  ten  years,  according 
to  the  rapidity  of  deposit.  A  meadow  near  the  city  of  Salem,  which 
has  been  opened  for  ten  years,  has  now  a  mud  deposit  covering  it  to 
the  depth  of  two  feet  on  an  average.  By  this  covering  with  mud  the 
meadows  are  raised  so  as  to  be  drained  with  more  ease,  and  their 
character  is  much  improved ;  the  grasses  also  are  much  more  nutri- 
tious. This  operation  really  supplies  a  new  soil,  and  one  of  the  very 
best  character.  Some  meadows  settle  so  little  that  they  have  been 
tilled  constantly  during  the  last  seventy  years,  and  it  is  said  that  on 
some  the  banks  have  been  in  repair  for  over  a  century.  These  are 
exceptions  to  the  general  rule.  To  open  banks  to  tides  the  consent 
of  three-fourths  of  acres  owned  is  requisite. 

Another  mode  of  counteracting  the  settling,  and  also  of  improving 
the  meadow,  is  to  allow  the  tides  to  enter  during  the  winter,  by  opening 
sluices.  By  this  means  a  layer  of  mud  is  deposited,  varying  from  a 
mere  film  to  twelve  inches  in  thickness  annually.  The  best  and  most 
practical  meadow  managera  prefer  this  winter  flooding  of  their  mea- 
dows as  an  improvement  and  counteraction  of  settling.  By  this  mode 
there  is  no  loss  of  five  or  ten  years  ^n  cropping,  which  is  the  case 
where  flooding  is  not  practiced.  Some  farmers  think  this  winter' 
flooding  is  of  no  advantage  where  the  meadow  is  tilled  and^only  ben- 
eficial to  grass.  Others  think  that  flooding  is  altogether  useless. 
Lime  and  superphosphates  improve  them,  and  there  is  no  need  of  a 
fi^sh  mud  covering.  But  as  the  subsidence  is  certain  wherever  there 
is  a  peaty  substratum  of  much  thickness,  flooding  must  be  adopted, 
or  else  occasional  dressings  of  marl  or  upland  earth  will  be  needed 
to  keep  up  the  height  of  surface  above  low  water  mark.  The  fre- 
quent application  of  soil  from  the  adjoining  upland  would  be  a  cheap 
and  valuable  amendment  to  these  soils  wUch  contain  so  much  vege- 
table matter ;  and  besides,  it  would  maintain  the  level  of  tbe  surface 
above  low  water  mark. 

The  surface  of  most  of  the  banked  meadows  of  Salem  and  Cumber- 
land counties  is  a  fine  mud,  known  as  "  black  mud"  or  "grey  mud," 
generally  from  two  to  four  feet  thick,  resting  upon  a  black  peaty  mass, 
known  as  f*  horse  dung  muck"  or  turf.    The  latter  may  be  several 
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feet  thick,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  settling  of  some  banks  and  cause- 
ways. The  "grey  mud"  is  also  known  as  "  blue  mud,"  as  it  is  of  a 
blueish  color  when  freshly  dug.  This  is  mostly  found  in  the  higher 
parts  of  the  meadow,  or  where  the  deposit  is  thickest.  The  "  black 
mud"  contains  more  muck  in  it,  and  it  is  found  in  a  thinner  covering^ 
immediately  on  the  "  horse  dung  mud."  In  Elsinborough  township, 
Salem  county,  this  order  of  superposition  is  reversed,  the  peaty  mat- 
ter being  one  to  two  feet  thicK,  covering  the  mud.  It  makes  an  in- 
ferior meadow.  The  grey  mud  is  generally  found  bordering  streams 
where  deepest  the  mud  is  accumulated,  while  the  black  is  seen  further 
from  the  streams  where  the  least  sediment  is  deposited.  It  would  seem 
as  if  the  mud  deposits  of  all  these  meadows  is  of  quite  recent  origin — 
^ince  the  settlement  of  the  country  and  clearing  of  the  forests.  Streams 
now  hold  in  suspension  a  much  greater  amount  of  mud  than  when  the 
country  was  all  wooded.  By  settling  and  constant  additions  to  the 
surface,  it  is  probable  that  in  time  the  whole  depth  will  become  a 
solid  mass  and  the  settling  cease. 

These  banked  meadows  of  Salem  and  Cumberland  counties  are 
specially  adapted  for  pastures,  where  they  grow  white  clover  and 
good  grasses.  They  are  the  best  of  grazing  lands,  and  furnish  indi- 
rectly a  vast  amount  of  manure  for  the  upland  farms.  When  lowe^^ 
and  more  wet  they  will  grow  herds  grass,  which  is  raised  for  its  seed. 
An  immense  quantity  of  this  is  produced  annually  in  Salem  county. 
The  average  yield  is  about  thirty  bushels  per  acre,  now  valued  at 
seventy-five  cents  a  bushel.  The  stalks  are  used  for  fodder  and  litter 
for  cattle.  This  is  probably  worth  one  quarter  as  much  as  good  hay. 
As  tlie  cutting  of  grass  is  done  by  mowing  machines,  the  whole  ex- 
pense of  raising  herd  seed  is  small  and  the  profits  considerable.  In 
Cumberland  county,  along  the  Maurice  river  and  also  along  the  Co- 
hansey  creek,  the  meadows  are  largely  devoted  to  raising  timothy, 
and  grain,  and  root  crops.  Where  the  latter  are  grown  the  meadows 
are  more  profitable  than  the  adjoining  upland,  as  the  yield  of  crops 
is  fully  as  large  and  there  is  no  need  of  manuring.  At  Finn's  Point 
the  yield  of  wheat  is  from  thirty  to  forty  bushels  per  acre,  and  of 
potatoes  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  bushels  per  acre 
in  favorable  seasons.  For  corn  and  hay  they  are  well  adapted. 
Along  Maurice  River,  Cumberland  county,  the  meadows  are  consid- 
ered sure  for  a  crop  of  corn  in  any  season.  They  also  yield  good 
crops  of  potatoes.  For  wheat  they  are  not  so  well  adapted,  as  there 
is  danger  of  winter-killing.  For  hay  they  will  average  quite  two 
tons  per  acre.  In  Salem  county  it  is  said  that  grey  mud  makes  a  soil 
good  for  the  cultivation  of  any  crop.  The  black  mud  is  not  reliable  for 
wheat  or  broom  com.  The  maize  or  Indian  corn  thrives  on  both  of 
these.  Lime  works  like  a  charm  upon  meadow  everywhere.  It  is 
generally  applied  in  heavy  dressings,  even  up  to  one  hundred  bushels 
per  acre.  Superphosphates  also  produce  valuable  results.  The  efiFects 
of  marling  are  not  known,  as  no  instance  of  its  use  was  learned  to 
have  been  made. 
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The  banked  meadows,  in  Salem  coii|ies,  thus  far,  have  been  con- 
acre in  value.  Along  the  Cohansey  cre^  embankments,  and  then 
berland  county,  the  range  of  price  is  from  $^^  to  prevent  the  rising 
more  than  the  neighboring  upland.  PreviouHow  water  in  the  mea- 
marshes  were  comparatively  worthless.  They  yitsjnark. 
grass  or  sedge,  which  may  be  used  as  a  coarse  fodWter  in  the  water 
For  the  latter  purpose,  salt  grass  commands  $7  peJH^in  filling  the 
In  Lower  Alloways  Creek  Township,  Salem  county,  salt^ydfor  agri- 
dering  the  Delaware  river,  is  valued  at  from  $1  to  torWy  ha-i 
About  Leesburg,  Cumberland  county,  it  commands  prices  frora^iu 
to  $20  per  acre.  The  common  opinion  among  the  best  meadow  men  is, 
that  all  marsh  which  can  be  made  to  grow  herds  grass  can  be  profit- 
ably banked  where  the  cost  of  banking,  Ac,  does  not  exceed  $15  per 
acre.  Li  short,  all  meadow  or  salt  marsh  that  can  be  drained  by 
open  drains,  may  be  reclaimed  with  profit.  And  if  it  is  two  feet 
abpve  low  water  mark,  this  is  quite  generally  practicable,  where 
water  is  quite  salt,  as  is  the  case  near  the  ocean  or  mouth  of  the  bay, 
the  meadow  will  need  some  years  to  get  freshened  enough  to  grow 
anything  excepting  salt  grass.  Time  will,  however,  in  nearly  all 
cases  after  banking,  bring  about  such  a  change  that  herd  grass  may 
be  raised,  if  not  timothy  and  the  clovers.  The  great  desideratum  is 
eflFectual  drainage,  no  matter  how  high  tides  may  rise,  as  they  can 
be  shut  out  The  important  point  is  how  much  above  low  water  is 
the  meadow  in  question.  If  not  too  low  for  drainage,  banking  will 
be  practicable,  if  not  unusually  expensive. 

There  yet  remains  in  Salem  county,  about  15,000  acres  of  salt 
jnarsh  bordering  the  Bay  shore.  In  the  opinion  of  practical  meadow 
managers,  it  is  possible  to  bank  in  all  of  this  extent  of  ground  with 
profit  in  Cumberland  county  the  salt  marsh  is  of  still  larger  area, 
and  very  much  of  it  could  be  profitably  drained.

In  addition  to  this  large  area  there  is  in  Burlington,  Camden  and 
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feet  thick,  as  is  evidenced  h^^^^^  extent  of  tide  marsh  bordering  the 
ways.  The  "grey  mud"  i^i^utaries.  Of  all  this  vast  extent  of  marsh 
bineish  color  when  fresb^^^  acres  are  inclosed  by  protecting  banks, 
parts  of  the  meadow  "^^^^  ^^  nearly  all  in  Salem  and  Cumberland 
mud''  contains  more  ^ii^i^g  ^^  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres  (in 
immediately  on  tH'^  exposed  to  the  tides,  and  at  present  neai-ly  worth- 
Salem  county  ^'^^^^1  purposes.  These  marshes  cover  about  one- 
ter  being  op  f  *he  whole  area  of  the  State,  or  over  five  per  cent.  Com- 
^■%dorp^^^h  the  improved  land  in  farms,  it  is  as  about  one  to  eight. 
Bfence  the  interest  attached  to  the  subject  of  reclaiming  these  waste 
lands. 

The  depth  of  the  marshes  is  variable,  being  in  some  parts  only  a 
few  inches,  while  in  others  it  may  be  ten,  twenty,  thirty  or  more  feet 
deep.  The  bottom  has  the  same  kind  of  uneveness  with  the  present 
upland  surface,  and  like  it  is  composed  of  sand,  gravel,  clay,  or  loam.^ 
The  soft  material  of  the  marsh  is  easily  penetrated  by  a  sharpened 
iron  rod,  a  little  force  being  required  in  some  cases,  while  in  others 
it  sinks  by  its  weight,  as  if  the  marsh  were  fluid.  The  bottom  is  toW 
at  once  by  its  solidity,  and  by  the  grating  sound  which  the  rod  gives 
when  entering  it.  In  the  survey  of  Cape  May  county,  it  was  fourid 
that  the  marsh  deepened  very  gradually  outwards  from  the  upland 
and  somewhat  more  rapidly  from  the  beaches  inwards,  so  that  the 
deepest  part  was  towards  the  beach.  In  a  series  of  soundings  across 
from  the  upland  to  Five-Mile  Beach,  the  greatest  depth  found  was 
twenty-seven  feet.  The  marsh  between  Beesley's  Point  and  the 
Beach  is  in  some  places  thirty  feet  deep.  In  sounding  abross  the 
marsh  at  Tuckahoe,  for  the  Raritan  and  Delaware  Bay  Railroad,  the 
greatest  depth  found  was  seventeen  feet,  near  the  mouth  of  Dennis 
creek,  at  a  stopping  across  the  mouth  of  a  ditch  the  piles  struck  bot- 
tom at  twenty-nine  feet  below  the  surface.  The  marsh  between 
Jersey  City  and  Bergen  Hill  is  very  deep,  being  in  many  places  forty, 
and  in  at  least  one  place,  fifty  feet  deep.  Along  the  line  of  the 
Jersey  City  Aqueduct  from  Bergen  Hill  to  the  Hackensack,  the  depths 
at  each  hundred  feet,  are  eight,  nineteen,  twenty-seven,  thirty-four; 
from  thence  they  range  between  thirty-seven  and  forty-seven  feet,  the 
last  being  on  the  bank  of  the  river.  On  the  line  of  the  Newark  and 
New  York  Railroad  the  marsh  between  the  Passaic  and  Hackensack 
rivers  is  very  level  on  the  bottom,  fifteen  feet  deep.  The  marsh 
above  the  line  of  the  Morris  and  Essex  Railroad  is  much  shallower, 
the  greater  part  being  from  five  to  eight  feet  deep.  The  salt  mea 
dows  between  Elizabeth  and  Newark,  and  extending  down  to  the 
bay,  are  of  variable  depths,  from  three  to  thirteen  or  fourteen  feet. 
The  meadows  along  the  Raritan,  on  the  south  side,  between  South 
river  and  the  canal,  vary  in  depth  from  two  or  three  to  twenty-one 
feet.  On  the  north  side  the  depth  is  limited  between  the  above 
figures,  but  the  average  depth  is  perhapj  a  little  greater.  These 
soundings,  incomplete  as  they  are,  show  that  the  solid  bottom  of  these 
meadows  is  most  of  it  below  low-water  mark. 
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The  attempts  at  reclaiming  these  marshes,  thus  far,  have  been  con- 
fined to  snrronnding  them  with  ditches  and  embankments,  and  then 
placing  sluices  in  the  banks  in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent  the  rising 
tide  from  entering  the  meadow  and  so  as  to  allow  water  in  the  mea- 
dow and  ditches  inside  to  drain  out  to  low  water  mark. 

In  most  of  the  salt  marshes  in  the  State  the  tide  water  in  the  water 
courses  contains  too  little  mud  in  suspension  to  be  useful  in  filling  the 
marshes  by  depositing  its  sediment,  and  if  they  are  improved  for  agri- 
cultural purposes  it  must  be  by  allowing  them  to  settle  until  they  be- 
come solid,  which  will,  in  most  cases,  be  only  when  they  have  gone 
considerably  below  low  water  mark.  To  accomplish  this  they  must 
be  drained  by  pumping,  or  otherwise  lifting  the  water  above  tide 
level — a  work  which  has  not  been  attempted  in  thiq. country,  but  which 
experience  in  foreign  countries  shows  to  be  both  practicable  and  profita- 
ble. Holland,  which  is  about  twelve  thousand  square  miles  in  area,  has 
between  six  thousand  and  eight  thousand  square  miles  of  its  surface 
included  within  banks  or  dikes — and  it  is  kept  dry  enough  for  culti- 
vation by  raising  all  the  water  that  gets  on  it  from  leakage  of  banks, 
springs,  or  rains,  by  means  of  pumps,  to  the  height  of  five,  ten,  fifteen, 
and  in  some  extreme  cases  twenty-two  feet  high.  The  land  thus  re- 
claimed is  among  the  most  productive  in  the  world.  The  course  of 
improvement  there,  began  just  as  it  is  beginning  here.  At  first  the 
marshes  were  protected  by  dikes  and  sluices,  but  as  they  sank  away 
it  was  found  necessary  to  continue  the  work  by  draining  the  water  to 
lower  levels  by  pumps  driven  by  wind-mills — and  so  allowing  the 
settling  to  go  on  until  the  marshes  had  become  solid  ground.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  marshes,  they  have  drained  in  the  same  way  ninety 
lakes — the  last  of  which,  Haarlem  Lake,  covered  an  area  of  forty-five 
thousand  acres,  and  was,  on  the  average,  over  twelve  feet  deep.  This 
immense  work  required  the  raising  of  one  thousand  million  tons  of 
water,  which  was  done  in  about  four  years,  at  a  cost  of  $3,592,537,  or 
about  $80  an  acre.  The  first  sales  of  land  in  it  brought  $100  per  acre, 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  whole  amount  of  sales  will  equal  the  ori- 
ginal cost.  The  annual  drainage  hereafter  will  requii*e  the  raising  of 
fifty-four  million  tons  of  water. 

On  the  north  and  northeast  side  of  England  there  are  immense 
tracts  of  reclaimed  lands.  "The  Great  Bedford  Level"  extends 
over  an  area  of  six  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  acres  of  the  best 
land  in  England  which  has  been  converted  by  drainage  from  a  dreary 
waste  into  a  fruitful  plain.  These  lands  are  too  low  to  be  drained 
by  any  system  of  ditches  and  sluices  and  resort  is  had  to  pumps 
driven  formerly  by  wind-mills,  but  now  mainly,  by  steam.  The  drain- 
age is  very  eflFectually  done  and  the  power  required  to  do  it  has  been 
carefully  calculated.  The  annual  rain  fall  there  is  twenty-six  inches 
or  allowing  a  little  for  evaporation,  two  inches  a  month.  This  is 
seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty  cubic  feet  on  an  acre,  and  can 
be  raised  ten  feet  high  in  two  hours  and  ten  minutes  by  the  power 
of  one  horse,  or  a  one-horse  power  engine  would  drain  three  hundred 
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and  thirty-two  acres.  Coleman  says  that  "  two  steam  engines,  one 
of  sixty  and  the  other  of  eighty-horse  power  are  effectual  to  the 
draining  of  forty  thousand  acres  of  what  is  called  the  Deeping 
Fen.  The  upper  part  of  these  lands,  which  are  thus  drained,  was 
peat  meadow ;  the  lower  part  was  salt  marsh.  These  lands  are  now 
in  the  highest  degree  productive ;  producing  fine  crops  of  wheat,  oats, 
potatoes,  and  swedes,  besides  furnishing  the  very  best  of  pasturage 
and  hay  lands.  There  is  found  to  be  a  difference  in  the  qualities  o  f 
the  grass ;  the  lowest  lands  are  fed  with  sheep ;  and  the  highest  with 
cattle.  Barley  is  not  cultivated  on  these  lands;  but  besides  the  crops 
above  mentioned,  mustard,  woad  and  chicory,  are  extensively  cultiva- 
ted. Four  crops  of  wheat  have  been  taken  in  succession  from  these 
lands,  without  manure.  As  the  last  crop  was  less  than  the  former, 
the  land  was  then  laid  down  to  grass.  The  rent  of  these  lands  is 
38s.  and  40s.  ($8.55  and  $9.00)  per  acre;  but  this  must  be  considered 
as  a  moderate  rent  for  lands  so  valuable.  By  means  of  these  steam 
engines,  the  water  is  kept  down  to  the  desired  level.  It  is  not  found 
necessary  to  work  them  at  all  times,  and  the  power  is  suflBcient  for 
any  extraordinary  emergency. 

A  tract  of  land  of  about  six  thousand  acres,  in  Nottinghainshire,  or. 
the  northern  boundary  of  this  county,  called  The  Carrs,  has  been 
drained  in  a  similar  way.  The  general  impression  is  that  the  sea 
once  flowed  over  this  territory.  Half  a  century  ago  this  morass  was 
first  attempted  to  be  brought  into  cultivation.  At  that  time  it  was 
absolutely  a  bog,  and  no  horse  could  be  used  in  plowing  it.  The 
first  attempts  at  draining  it  were  not  successful.  In  1828  a  steam 
engine  was  erected,  of  forty  horse  power,  at  a  cost  of  <£6,000  ($30,000), 
for  lifting  the  water  by  a  wheel.  The  engine  is  placed  upon  the 
main  drain,  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  river  Trent,  into 
which  the  drainage  of  these  Carrs  empties  itself;  but,  unfortunately, 
when  high  tide  flowed  up  that  river,  there  was  frequent  interruption 
to  the  drainage,  from  the  water  in  the  river  being  higher  than  that  in 
the  drain ;  and  it  would  have  flowed  in  upon  the  Carrs  had  not  flood 
gates  prevented  it.  By  placing  the  engine  at  some  distance  from 
the  Trent,  a  reservoir  was  then  formed  in  the  main  drain,  within 
that  space  flanked  by  high  banks,  and  so  by  lifting  the  water  into 
this  reservoir,  to  a  higher  level  than  the  water  of  the  Trent,  it  is 
enabled  to  fall  into  that  river  at  all  times. 

*  The  wheel  for  lifting  the  water  revolves  between  two  stone  walls, 
in  a  space  of  about  twenty-seven  inches  wide,  through  which  the 
whole  of  the  water  is  driven.  The  wheel  itself  is  formed  of  cast 
metal  sides,  with  wooden  paddles  between,  placed  ingeniously  at  a 
certain  angle,  which  enables  the  wheel  to  lift  the  water  above  its  ojni 
centre ;  thus  a  wheel  of  thirty-three  feet  diameter  creates  an  artificial 
drainage  equal  to  more  than  its  radius  of  sixteen  and-a-half  feet. 
Flood  gates  are  again  placed  immediately  before  the  wheel,  to  pre- 
vent the  water  coming  back  on  the  wheel  ceasing  to  revolve.  Abso- 
lute command  of  the  water  is  now  effected,  and  a  provision  has  been 
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made,  of  incalculable  value  to  the  occupier  of  these  care,  by  intro- 
ducing, during  the  summer  months,  water  from  the  adjoining  river 
Idle,  as  a  supply  for  the  stock.  The  total  cost  of  two  engines,  for  the 
purpose  of  this  drainage,  has  been  little  less  than  $60,000,  and  the 
annual  expenditure  of  working  the  engines,  and  cleansing  the  drains, 

is  from  sixty-seven  cents  to  ninety  cents  per  acre CorringhanCs 

Report  of  JigrictUture  of  JSottirigham. 

Our  salt  marshes  in  New  Jersey  are  as  susceptible  of  improvement, 
and  as  productive  when  in  cultivation  as  those  of  England  or  Hol- 
land. 

For  making  computations  upon  the  cost  of  drainage  and  the  amount 
of  water  that  might  have  to  be  pumped,  the  rain  fall  at  New  Bruns- 
wick may  be  taken  as  a  representative  for  the  State :

The  mean  annual  fall  of  rain  on  the  east  coast  of  England  is  26 
inches,  which  is  much  less  than  ours.  The  atmosphere  of  England  is 
much  damper  than  that  of  the  United  States,  and  the  evaporation 
from  the  surface  of  the  earth  much  less. 

In  consequence  of  the  great  prospective  value  of  our  marsh  and 
swamp  lands  which  are  yet  unimproved,  the  many  futile  efforts  which 
have  been  made  to  secure  the  joint  action  of  the  numerous  owners 
who  hold  them,  together  with  the  interest  which  the  State  has  in 
their  improvement,  inquiries  have  been  made  as  to  the  mode  of  pro- 
ceeding in  such  case  in  foreign  countries.  In  England  all  such  mat- 
ters are  in  charge  of  the  Inclosure  Commissioners.  A  letter  ad- 
dressed to  them  brought  in  return  a  very  full  answer  to  the  questions 
asked,  together  with  many  documents  and  laws  in  relation  to  the 
subject,  together  with  blank  forms  of  the  proceedings  had  under 
them.

The  work  of  the  survey  during  the  year  has  not  extended  much 
into  the  mining  districts  of  the  State — the  survey  of  those  will  be  a 
large  part  of  the  work  of  next  season.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that 
our  rich  deposits  of  mineral  wealth  are  yielding  larger  and  larger 
returns  every  year.  The  amount  of  iron  ore  transported  on  the  Mor- 
ris Canal  during  the  past  season  was  217,561  tons.  This  is  by  no 
means  the  whole  amount  mined  in  the  State — a  large  amount  being 
transported  on  the  Central  and  Warren  Railroads — and  some  trans- 
ported by  teams  to  the  place  of  consumption. 

The  agricultural  interests  of  the  State  are  steadily  advancing.  The 
price  and  value  of  land  is  increasing  every  year,  ^ust  as  the  advan- 
tages of  our  admirable  location,  healthy  climate,  and  generous  soil 
come  to  be  better  known.  The  lands,  which  in  derision  have  been 
called  the  Jersey  barrens,  and  have  been  supposed  to  be  capable  of 
producing  only  scrub  oaks  and  yellow  pines  are  really  as  productive 
as  any  in  tlie  State.  I  can  point  to  a  farm  which  has  been  cleared  up 
from  the  yellow  pine  stumps,  which  is  now  regularly  yielding  crops 
of  corn  varying  in  diflFerent  years  from  fifty  to  seventy  bushels  to  the 
acre,  wheat  from  twenty  to  forty-five  bushels  an  acre,  and  other  crops 
in  proportion.  One  near  the  average  crop  on  thirteen  acres  was  forty- 
five  bushels  an  acre,  and  this  on  land  which  a  few  years  ago  was 
worth  only  one  or  two  dollars  an  acre.  Twenty  acres  of  land,  which 
four  years  ago  was  worth  not  more  than  three  dollars  an  acre,  sold 
this  year  for  five  hundred  dollars  an  acre,  the  whole  improvement  of 
which  is  in  the  growth  of  the  fruit  trees  and  vines  upon  it,  and  in 
opening  it  to  good  roads.  These  are  not  isolated  instances;  many 
such  can  be  shown. 

The  land  in  Southern  New  Jersey  was  formerly  held  in  large  tracts, 
and  the  wood,  upon  it  was  cut  off"  regularly  to  supply  fuel  to  glass 
houses  and  iron  furnaces.  Scarcely  any  good  roads  were  opened,  and 
the  country  was  traversed  only  by  the  tracks  of  the  teamsters.  Such 
tracks  soon  become  washed,  sandy,  and  forbidding  in  the  extreme. 
There  is  an  abundance  of  the  best  of  materials  for  road  making,  and 
no  better  roads  can  be  found  in  the  country  than  some  of  those  which 
have  lately  been  built  in  this  part  of  the  State.  The  new  settlements 
which  have  been  started  are  meeting  with  remarkable  success.  Ham- 
monton,  which  a  few  years  ago  contained  only  a  small  number  of 
dwellings  about  a  glass  house,  now  has  three  or  four  thousand  inhab- 
itBnts.    Yineland,  which  in  1862  contained  less  than  one  hundred  in- 
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habitants,  has  a  population  exceeding  nine  thousand.  Settlements  at 
Great  Egg  Harbor  City,  at  Shamong,  at  Manchester,  at  Bricksburg, 
are  fairly  under  way,  and  at  many  other  locations  like  enterprises  are 
projected.  To  carry  out  the  successful  cultivation  of  this  soil  requires 
both  skill  and  labor,  but  with  these,  success  is  certain  and  the  rewards 
are  ample. 

What  we  most  need  is  to  have  oui*  advantages  and  resources  well 
known  and  properly  appreciated,  and  this  knowledge  it  is  the  object 
of  the  Geological  Survey  to  further. 
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REPORT. 


To  the  Stockholders  and  Members  of  the  Jf.  J.  State  ^ricultural 
Society : 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  proceedings  during  the  past  year, 
your  Executiye  Committee  hare  to  speak  of  perhaps  the  most  erent- 
M  year  in  the  history  of  the  Society,  Though  we  have  not  to 
chronicle  the  eyents  and  incidents  of  an  annual  fair,  and  to  tell  yon 
of  what  tokens  we  had  therein,  of  the  advance  of  our  State  in  "  Agri- 
culture, Horticulture,  the  Domestic  and  the  Household  Arts,"  yet  we 
have  a  good  record  to  show  that  we  have  not  been  idle  nor  our 
labors  fiioitless. 

It  is  a  subject  of  regret  to  your  Committee  that,  notwithstanding^ 
the  Society,  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  gave  formal  expression  to 
their  sentiment  in  favor  of  holding  a  fair  during  the  past  year,  and 
instructed  your  Committee  accordingly,  yet  from  the  pressure  of 
work  incident  to  the  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Society,  and 
the  expectation  of  having  our  own  grounds  whereon  to  hold  the  fair» 
the  season  advanced  upon  us  so  rapidly,  that  we  found  it  impossible 
to  get  np  an  exposition  such  as  would  be  worthy  the  Society  and 
satis&ctory  to  ourselves.  We  therefore  judged  it  expedient  to  give 
up  all  idea  of  a  fidr,  and  to  devote  our  every  thought  and  energy  to 
the  great  business  we  had  in  hand,  namely,  the  changing  of  the  exist* 
ing  organization  of  our  Society  into  that  of  the  present 

JOINT   STOCK  ASSOCIATION. 

^  The  urgent  necessity  of  obtaining  for  the  Society  a  "local  habita* 
lion"  has,  with  each  succeeding  year,  pressed  itself  with  greater  force 
upon  the  convictions  of  your  Committee.  To  give  ample  scope  to 
the  energies  of  the  Society,  to  give  its  usefulness  a  proportionate 
field,  and  to  enable  it  as  an  institution  to  take  that  rank  among  tiie 
kindred  associations  of  the  country,  which  our  pride  as  Jerseymen 
demands,  it  has  for  several  years  past  become  a  settled  conviction 
that  nothing  short  of  a  permanent  location  would  answer.  This  mea- 
sure was  accordingly  suggested  to  the  Society  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee in  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1863.    The  subject  was  coor 
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sidered  at  the  succeeding  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
of  the  Society,  but  it  was  not  until  the  annual  meeting  of  1866  that 
the  matter  took  a  definite  shape.  At  that  meeting,  held  on  the  17th 
of  January,  it  was 

**  Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, consisting  of  not  less  than  three  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  proposals  for  grounds^ 
building^,  &c.,  and  donations  to  the  Society  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing a  suitable  location  for  the  annual  exhibitions  of  the  Society,  and 
that  the  said  Committee  be  further  authorized  to  ascertain  if  any  fur- 
ther legislation  is  necessary  to  enable  the  Society  to  hold  property, 
real  and  personal,  ovei*  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  And  if 
not  now  so  authorized  by  the  present  act  of  incorporation,  that  they 
apply  for  a  further  supplement  to  enable  them  to  own  property  not 
evceeding  $100,000,  and  that  the  Committee  report  thereon  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  have  power  to 
act  thereon." 

It  was  also  further 

•*  Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  secure 
a  permanent  location  for  the  annual  meetings  and  exhibitions  of  the 
Society,  and  should  they  deem  it  advisable,  to  form  such  an  associa- 
tion as  may  be  necessary." 

At  the  following  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Society  held  at  Rutgers 
College  the  8th  of  March,  1866,  the  Committee  appointed  under  the 
foregoing  resolutions  reported  that  they  had  obtained  from  the  State 
Legislature,  at  its  then  session,  the  passage  of  the  following  act,  ta 
wit: 

"A  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  *An  act  to  incorporate  the  New 
Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society,'  "  approved  Feburary  25, 1856. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  .State 
of  J^Tew  Jersey,  That  so  much  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, as  prohibits  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society  holcUng 
real  and  personal  estate,  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  the  society  is  hereby 
authorized  to  receive  by  donation,  or  acquire  by  purchase,  lease  or 
otherwise,  and  hold  such  real  or  personal  estate  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  enable  the  society  to  establish  a  permanent  location  and  maintain 
the  same,  and  from  time  to  time,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed 
best,  out  of  the  surplus  funds  of  the  society,  to  award  and  make  such 
premiums,  profits,  dividends  and  advantages  as  may  be  thought  advi- 
sable, and  for  the  benefit  of  the  society. 

2.  jind  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

At  the  same  meeting  a  committee,  consisting  of  Judge  D.  Naar, 
Messrs.  John  Rutherford  and  Isaac  S.  Buckalew,  was,  on  motion  ^ 
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appointed  "  to  draft  by-laws  and  plans  for  obtaining  suflScifent  funds 
to  secure  grounds,  buildings,  &c.,  for  the  permanent  use  and  occupa- 
tion of  the  society  in  future." 

At  a  later  meeting  of  the  society,  held  at  Rutgers  Collie,  New 
Brunswick,  on  the  19th  March,  1866,  this  last  named  committee, 
through  their  chairman,  Judge  David  Naar,  reported  a  set  of  "by-laws 
for  the  government  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society*" 
The  society  thereupon  went  into  committee  of  the  whole,  and  after 
the  most  mature  deliberation,  considering  the  by-laws  section  by  sec- 
tion, amended  and  adopted,  and  reported  the  same ;  whereupon  the 
following  resolution  was  passed,  with  but  one  dissentient  voice : 

RESOLUTION : 

Whereas,  the  Legislature  has  authorized  this  society  to  increase  its 
capital  stock;  and  whereas,  the  society  has  determined  to  cause 
stock  to  be  subscribed  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  permanent 
location  for  ihe  society,  and  deem  it  necessary  to  establish  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  society,  in  order  that  the 
subscribers  to  its  stock  may  have  an  understanding  of  what  they 
undertake — ^therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  By-Laws  reported  as  heinunder  stated  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  approved,  and  be  put  in  force  as  soon  as  the  nuta- 
ber  of  shares  provided  in  section  2,  article  2,  of  the  said  By-Laws,  be 
obtained,  and  that  meanwhile  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
existing  society  be  continued  in  force. 

BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name  and  title  of  the  society  shall  be  "  The  New  Jersey  State 
Agricultural  Society." 

article  il 

Sec.  1.  The  society  shall  be  composed  of  the  holders  of  shares  there- 
in, each  share  to  be  valued  at  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  As  soon  as  one  thousand  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  and 
twenty  per  cent,  thereon  paid  in,  the  society  shall  proceed  to  locate 
permanent  grounds  and  to  erect  buildings  thereon,  and  place  the  so- 
ciety in  active  operation. 

Sec.  3.  The  shareholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every 
share  held  by  them  respectively,  and  the  plurality  of  votes  cast  shall 
elect  all  elective  ofiBcers  or  agents  of  the  society. 
.  Sec.  4.  The  election  for  officers  shall  be  held  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  shareholders,  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Trenton  on  the  third  Wed- 
nesday of  January  in  every  year ;  and  the  voting  shall  be  by  ballot, 
the  polls  to  be  opened  at  12  o'clock  M.,  and  close  at  1  o'clock  P.  M, 
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,  ARTICLE  III. — OPPICEBS. 

Sec.  1.  The  elective  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  ft 
Vice  President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Corres- 
ponding Secretary ;  also,  a  Board  of  Directors,  to  be  composed  of 
twenty-one  members,  who  shall  be  shareholders,  and  the  President  or 
acting  President 

Sec.  2.  The  Directors,  at  the  first  meeting  after  their  election,  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  members,  who,  in  addition  to  the  Presi* 
dent  or  acting  President,  the  Treasurer  and  Secretaries,  shall  form  an 
Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  above  mentioned  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  All  other  officers,  servants  and  agents  of  the  society  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  with  authority  to  fix  the 
term  of  their  service  and  the  compensation  therefor. 

ARTICLK  IV. — MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  The  society  shall  hold  a  meetmg  on  the  third  Wednesday  of 
January,  in  each  and  every  year,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers, 
receiving  and  considering  reports  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  for 
ordaining  regulations  for  the  management  of  its  afifairs,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  Such  meetings  shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Trenton,  and 
shall  commence  at  11  o'clock  A.  M. 

Sec.  2.  At  least  fifteen  days'  notice  shall  be  given,  in  writing,  for 
all  special  meetings.  A  quorum  for  the  dispatch  of  business  at  suclr 
meetings,  shall  consist  of  members  holding  at  least  one-fourth  of  the 
shares  of  the  said  society,  or  a  majority  of  all  the  stockholders  for  the 
time  being. 

Sec.  3.  The  summons  convening  the  Special  Meetings  shall  express 
the  purpose  for  which  they  are  convened,  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  transacted  thereat. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directors  shall  meet  r^ularly  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
June  and  December  of.  each  year,  and  whenever  convened  by  the 
President  or  acting  President  of  the  society,  and  at  such  place  and 
hour  as  a  majority  of  them  may  agree  upon.  The  first  meeting  to  be^ 
held  at  the  city  of  Trenton. 

Sec.  5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  upon  the  call  of  tha 
President,  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  most  convenient  to  tha 
members  thereofl 

ARTICLE  V. — DUTIES  OP  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the 
business  of  the  society ;  shall  preside  at  tdl  the  meetings  of  the  so- 
ciety and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  ex-ojiao  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee, 
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Sec.  2.  The  Vice  President  shall  fulfil  the  duty  of  the  President 
in  his  absence. 

Sec  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  moneys  of  the  society  irom 
the  Recording  Secretary,  and  shall  disburse  the  same  in  accordance 
with  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  upon  orders  subscribed 
by  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary.  He 
shall  keep  an  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  make  a 
written  statement  thereof  at  the  regular  meetingof  the  Board  of 
Directors,  or  whensoever  required  by  the  Board.  He  shall  carefully 
keep  the  moneys  of  the  society,  and  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  his 
SQoeessor  in  office,  or  to  such  person  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
at  any  time  direct  him  to  pay  them  to.  He  shall  give  bonds  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duty. 

Sec.  4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  receive  all  moneys  due  the 
society,  and  pay  them  over  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  receipts  therefor, 
fle  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  society,  in  which  shall  be  entered 
all  moneys  received  to  the  debit  of  the  Treasurer,  and  all  orders  for 
payments  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  to  be  entered  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  keep 
full  and  ©orrect  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  society,  and  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  report  his  transactions  to  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  and,  under  its  direction,  prepare  reports  to  be 
laid  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders.  He  shall  give 
bonds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Directors  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duty,  and  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  the  books  and 
papers  of  the  society. 

Sec.  6.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  corres- 

Emdence  of  the  society  with  other  societies,  and  with  individuals, 
e  shall  issue  all  circulars  and  orders,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  Secre- 
tuy  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  attend  their  meetings  and 
keep  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  general  superintend- 
ence and  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  society,  and  may  establish  rules 
and  r^ulations  for  its  management,  and  may  from  time  to  time  alter 
the  same;  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  do  not  conflict  with 
the  laws  of  tins  State  or  with  the  provisions  of  the  then  existing  by- 
laws of  tiie  society. 

Sec.  7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall,  in  conformity  with  the  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  of  the  society,  manage  and  transact  its 
business;  they  shall  have  charge  of  its  grounds  and  buildings,  apdall 
other  property  belonging  to  it,  excepting  the  moneys  in  the  hands  of 
the  Recording  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  they  shall  have  the  collec- 
tion and  distribution  of  all  seeds,  plants  and  books,  and  shall  control 
all  matters  designed  for  publication,  causing  the  same  to  be  printed 
and  circulated  in  such  manner  as  in  their  direction  may  be  deemed 
expedient,  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same  out  of  the  funds 
of  flie  society;  they  shall  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the 
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stated  eidiibitions  of  the  society,  and  prepare  and  ordain  schedules  of 
premiums  to  be  awarded  at  said  exhibitions,  and  establish  the  neces- 
sary rules  for  the  management  thereof.  They  shall  defray  all  the 
necessary  expenses  of  such  exhibitions  and  the  cost  of  such  premiums 
out  of  the  receipts  of  such  exhibitions,  or  by  drafts  on  the  Treasurer; 
and  they  may,  whenever  they  deem  it  necessary,  appoint  a  superin- 
tendent and  other  agents  to  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  pro- 
niote  the  interests  of  the  society,  and  may  make  and  (establish  rules 
for  the  government  of  such  oflScials,  and  by  agreement,  fix  their  re- 
spective compensations,  which  shall  be  binding  upon  the  society; 
provided  that  such  agreement  shall  not  be  for  a  longer  period  than 
one  year,  unlejs  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  make 
publication  in  such  way  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient  of  the  pre- 
miums to  be  awarded  at  the  several  exhibitions  of  the  society,  at  least 
three  months  previous  to  the  holding  of  such  exhibitions. 

ARTICLE  VI. — EXHIBITIONS. 

Sec.  1 .  As  soon  as  the  society  shall  have  erected  the  necessary  build- 
ings, there  shall  be  held  semi-annual  and  other  fairs,  at  such  times  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  determine. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  fall  exhibition,  premiums  shall  not  be  awarded  for 
any  agricultural  or  horticultural  product,  or  for  live  stock  coming 
from  any  county  in  which  there  shall  be  established  an  agricultural  or 
horticultural  society,  excepting  such  as  have  competed  for  premiums 
in  such  county  societies,  unless  otherwise  specially  provided  for  by 
the  Executive  Committtee. 

ARTICLE  VIL — CAPITAL  STOCK. 

Sec.  1.  The  capital  stock  of  the.  society  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  be  paid  for  as  follows:  One-fifth  upon 
subscribing  therefor,  and  in  installments  of  one-fourth  of  the  remain- 
der every  sixty  days  thereafter,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  to  pay  either  or  any  of  the  install- 
ments mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  after  notice  for  thirty  days 
subsequent  to  the  said  failure  shall  be  given  in  writing,  the  stock  and 
payments  previously  made  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  society. 

Sec.  3.  The  stock  shall  be  registered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose,  in  the  name  of  the  subscriber,  and  shall  only  be  transferable 
by  the  holder  or  his  or  her  legal  attorney  or  representative. 

Sec.  4.  The  Directors  shall  annually,  or  from  time  to  time,  when 
the  income  of  the  society  shall  exceed  all  its  debts  and  expenses,  de- 
clare and  pay  dividends  out  of  the  net  profits  of  the  society,  to  be 
*  paid  to  the  shareholders  in  proportion  to  the  shares  held  by  them 
respectively ;  provided,  that  no  dividend  shall  be  made  whenever  the 
society  may  be  in  debt,  but  in  such  case,  the  surplus  income  shall  be 
applied  to  the  liquidation  of  such  debt,  or  a  part  thereof,  until  the 
same  shall  be  fully  liquidated. 
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Sec.  5.  The  Recording  Seeretary  shall  furnish  to  shareholdei^s  re- 
t»ipts  for  installments  of  stock  paid  in,  and  when  the  stock  shall  be 
paid  in  lull,  such  receipts  shall  be  substituted  by  certificates  of  stock 
for  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each  shareholder,,  signed  by  the 
President,  under  the  seal  of  the  society,  and  attested  by  the  Record- 
ing Secretary, 

ARTICLE  VIII. — SALARIES. 

Sec.  1.  The  salaries  of  all  elective  oflScers  shall  be  determiued  by 
the  annual  meeting  of  stockholders  previous  to  the  election  of  such 
^officers. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  Vice  President,  Directors,  and  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices, but  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  receive  all  their  traveling 
and  personal  expenses  when  going  to  and  from,  and  being  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  IX. — BY-LAWS. 

These  By-Laws  shall  remain  in  force  until  altered  or  amended  by 
the  votes  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  a  quorum  present  ^t  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  shareholders. 

ARTICLE  X SEAL. 

The  seal  of  the  society  shall  be  ,  and  shall  be 

kept  in  the  custody  of  the  President  of  the  society,  who  shall  aflSx  the 
aame  to  all  legal  contracts  or  agreements  which  he  shall  be  authorized 
losign. 

'To  determine  where  this  permanent  location  should  be,  was  a  prob- 
lem of  no  very  easy  solution.    Self-interest  is  the  ruling  passion  of 
our  race,  and  in  a  question  of  so  much  moment,  it  was  hardly  to  be 
expected  that  local  feelings  should  all  give  way,  in  one  spontaneous, 
magnanimous,  disinterested  emotion  for  the  general  good.     On  the 
contrary,  your  Committee  found  themselves  subjected  to  two  rival 
influences,  the  subscriptions  from  each  one  dependent  entirely  on  the 
^society's  resolve  as  to  where  they  would  locate.    If  your  Committee 
ever  had  before  them  a  question  calling  for  the  utmost  deliberation 
and  dispassionate  judgment,  certainly  this  was  one;  and  they  can 
.conscientiously  avow  that,  in  coming  to  a  decision,  they  endeavored 
honestly  to  keep  in  view  only  the  good  of  the  society ;  to  divest  them- 
selves of  local  prejudices  and  every  possible  self-interest,  and  to  ar- 
rive at  a  decision  which,  in  time,  should  be  vindicated  by  the  results  of 
•a  glorious  future  to  the  society.   Taking  all  things  into  consideration, 
and  the  inducements  offered  by  either  section,  your  Committee  deter- 
jnined  in  favor  of  the  vicinity  of  Newark,  and  so  reported  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  society  held  at  Rutgers  College  on  the  13th  of  June,  1866. 
11 
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This  decision  of  your  Committee  was,  on  the  same  day,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  society,  confirmed  by  them  without  a  dissentient  voice.  And 
now  it  is  our  privilege  to  say  to  you,  that  our  long  labors  have 
been  crowned  with  success ;  that  our  fond  hopes  and  expectations  have, 
to  an  extent,  been  realized;  that  more  than  one  thousand  shares,  as 
provided  for  by  section  2,  article  2,  of  the  by-laws,  have  been  sub- 
scribed for,  and  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  same  paid  into  our  treasury. 
Our  society  then  is  a  living  society ;  a  joint  stock  association,  with 
powers,  under  our  act  of  incorporation,  to  make  our  capital  such,  and 
to  hold  property  real  and  personal  to  any  extent  that  our  usefulness 
in  the  future  may  require.  And  who  can  tell  what  the  limit  of  that 
usefulness  shall  be  ?  Hitherto  we  have  had  a  "  name"  without  a  "local 
habitation" ;  now  we  are  to  have  both.  Heretofore  we  have  had  no- 
where to  place  contributions  of  agricultuml  science,  natural  history, 
or  mlneralogical  specimens ;  now  we  shall  have  halls  where  all  these 
may  be  aggregated  and  preserved  for  future  generations ;  upon  which 
we  look  to  build  up  a  bureau  which,  cut  loose  from  ^11  political  or 
partisan  influences,  shall  rival  in  its  usefulness,  if  not  in  extent,  the 
Agricultural  Bureau  at  Washington,  and  redound  to  the  greater  glorj' 
of  our  own  little  State.  We  deem  this  a  fitting  subject  of  congratu- 
lation to  our  fellow  members,  and,  as  such,  in  connection  with  our  best 
wishes  appropriate  to  the  season,  we  respectfully  present  it  to  your 
notice. 

THE   RINDERPEST. 

When  we  presented  our  last  annual  report  to  you,  Great  Britain 
and  the  northern  countries  of  Europe  were  sufiering  under  the  fearful 
scourge  of  the  cattle  disease  known  as  the  rinderpest.  It  seemed  as 
if  the  hand  of  the  Almighty  was  laid  heavy  upon  the  nations,  that  the 
cattle  upon  the  thousand  hills  were  to  disappear  even  as  the  vapors 
roll  away  and  unveil  their  heights,  that  gaunt  famine  was  to  stalk 
the  earth  with  its  attendant  train  of  evils.  Our  own  horizon  was 
dark  with  apprehension,  and  anon  the  cry  of  alarm  reported  the 
destroyer  as  among  us.  The  Legislature  of  our  State,  with  a  wise 
foresight,  looked  about  them  to  see  what  was  to  be  done,  and  remem- 
bering the  signal  services  done  the  State  in  the  investigations  made 
liy  our  Society  into  the  origin,  the  causes,  and  the  treatment  of  pleuro 
pneumonia,  placed  the  matter  entirely  within  the  hands  of  the  Society 
by  an  act  which,  while  under  ordinary  circumstances,  might  have  been 
considered  as  subversive  of  the  largest  liberty  of  the  American  citizen, 
yet  in  the  emergency  of  the  moment  was  dictated  by  the  soundest 
policy  and  the  most  enlightened  sagacity.    That  act  was  as  follows : 

"  Ajpl  act  to  prevent  Disease  among  Cattle,  approved  April  5th,  1866. 

"Whereas,  there  is  good  cause  to  fear  that  a  disease  among  cattle, 
known  as  "the  rinderpest"  may  be  introduced  into  this  State  unless 
proper  precautions  be  taken ;  therefore 
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"1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
^fjfew  Jersey,  That  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society  are 
hereby  authorized  to  take  such  measures  for  the  prevention  of  the 
introduction  or  increase  of  the  said  or  any  other  disease  among  bat- 
tle, as  to  the  said  Society  shall  seem  expedient,  and  that  the  expensea 
incurred,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  of  this  State  by  the  said 
Society  in  the  performance  of  said  service,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  State ;  provided  such  expenses  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

"  2.  Jind  be  it  enacted,  That  until  the  permission  to  that  end  of  the 
said  Society  shall  be  given  by  public  advertisement  in  the  newspa- 
pers of  this  State,  no  cattle  from  foreign  countries  or  from  any  part 
of  this  country  from  which  the  introduction  of  cattle  shall  l)y  the 
order  of  the  said  Society  advertised  or  as  aforesaid  be  prohibited, 
shall  be  brought  into  this  State,  and  any  cattle  brought  into  this 
State  contrary  to  this  provision,  shall  be  seized  by  the  authorized 
agent  or  agents  of  the  said  Society,  and  without  compensation  to  the 
owner,  be  killed  or  disposed  of  as  the  said  Society  or  its  agents  shall 
deem  proper,  and  the  person  or  pereons  bringing  or  causing  to  be 
brought  any  cattle  into  this  State  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
law,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  said 
Society  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  this  State ;  and  all  moneys 
received  by  the  said  Society  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  to 
be  pai(J  into  the  treasury  of  this  State. 

"  3.  ^nd  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately." 

"  New  Brunswick,  May  10th,  1866. 

"  At  a  meeting  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society,  held 
at  this  date,  on  motion  of  Judge  Naar, 

"  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  carry  into 
effect  the  law  in  regard  to  disease  among  cattle,  and  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  Gen.  N.  N.  Halsted,  Col.  Swords,  and  Judge 
Campbell,  constitute  such  committee. 

"  A  true  copy.  Wm.  M.  Force,  Recording  Secretary.^- 

The  matter  being  thus  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  society,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  consisting  of  General  N.  N.  Halsted,  Colonel 
Swords  and  Judge  Campbell,  to  carry  the  law  into  eflFect.  The  com- 
mitteee  immediately  had  a  large  number  of  this  act  printed,  and  dis- 
tributed over  all  the  counties  of  the  State,  and  took  such  precaution- 
ary measures  as  would  insure  information  of  the  first  appearance  of 
the  disease  within  our  State,  and  the  immediate  **  stamping  out"  of 
the  same.  We  are  happy  to  add  that  so  far  our  vigilance  has  been 
effective,  and  that  we  have  had  no  occasion  to  put  in  force  the  rigor- 
ous measures  of  the  act.  We  have  all  the  legislation  necessary  on 
tliis  subject ;  all  that  is  required  to  insure  us  against  danger  is,  to 
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put  these  laws  in  force.  And  we  would  here  incidentally  call  the  at- 
tention of  township  committees  to  the  act  passed  l^th  March,  1861, 
entitled  *'  An  act  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  amongst 
cattle  and  stock. 

THE   WORK  OP  OUR   ENTOMOLOGIST. 

/ 

We  come  now  to  speak  of  another  trust  committed  to  us  by  the 
State  Legislature.  We  refer  to  the  work  of  our  Entomologist,  Doctor 
I.  P.  Trimble.  You  have  from  time  to  time  listened  to  most  interest- 
ing statements  made  by  him  at  our  quarterly  meetings,  in  which  you 
have  learned  the  extent  of  his  researches,  and  his  progress  in  the 
work  undertaken  by  him  at  the  instance  of  the  society.  During  the 
pa^  summer  he  has  completed  one  volume  of  his  work,  on  the  subject 
of  the  "  Insect  Enemies  of  Fruit  and  Fruit  Trees."  This  volume  re- 
lates mainly  to  the  two  insects  most  dreaded  by  the  fruit  grower,  viz  : 
the  curculio,  a  native  American,  and  the  apple  worm  moth  or  coddling 
moth,  who  is  not  a  native,  but  an  imported  enemy.  In  the  prepara- 
tion of  this  work  your  Entomologist  has  employed  some  twenty  of  the 
best  years  of  his  life.  He  has  exhibited  an  enthusiasm  in  the  study, 
^nd  a  disinterestedness  of  purpose  in  the  maturing  of  his  work,  worthy 
of  all  admiration.  The  preparation  of  the  plates  which  are  thoroughly 
artistic,  has  cost  him  a  large  outlay  of  his  means,  long  before  the 
work  was  put  to  press.  Knowing  these  facts,  the  society,  at  a  meet- 
ing held  on  the  8th  day  of  March  last,  passed  a  resolution  requesting 
Legislative  aid  "  to  secure  the  continuation"  of  this  work  then  in 
press.  We  met  with  a  liberal  and  ready  response  from  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  assist  the  State  Agricultural  Soci- 
ety to  collect  and  publish  information  in  regard  to  the  insects  now  so 
^iestructive  to  fruit,  fruit  trees  and  grains"'  which  act  is  as  follows, 
viz.: 

*'  Whereas,  the  ravages  made  by  certain  insects  upon  the  fruits, 
fruit  trees  and  grains  within  this  State,  have  occasioned  great  loss  to 
fruit  and  grain  growers,  and  have  served  to  discourage  the  planting 
of  fruit  trees  as  a  business  connected  with  the  agricultural  industry 
of  the  State,  and  which  under  more  favorable  circumstances  would 
be  exceedingly  profitable,  and  have  also  rendered  the  cultivation  of 
cereal  grain  precarious ;  and  whereas,  the  State  Agricultural  Society, 
in  order  to  prevent  these  evils  if  possible  have  engaged  the  services 
of  an  Entomologist  of  considerable  experience  and  research,  to  ascer- 
tain the  source  of  the  evils  complained  of,  and  to  devise  a  remedy,  if 
any  there  be ;  and  whereas,  researches  have  been  made  for  a  series 
of  years,  and  a  work  prepared  on  the  subject  containing  a  vast  num- 
ber of  interesting  facts  both  as  to  the  habits  of  such  insects  and  the 
manner  of  their  destruction,  a  part  of  which  work  has  been  published 
with  undivided  public  approbation,  but  with  considerable  loss  to  the 
publisher;  and  whereas,  the  entire  work  ought  to  be  published,  and 
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the  State  Agricultural  Society  is  unable  to  furnish  the  means ;  tliere- 
fore 

**  1.  Beit  enaciedby  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  That  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  be  and  the 
san^  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  to  be 
paid  in  three  yearly  installments  of  one  thousand  dollars  each  to  the 
State  Agricultural  Society,  on  or  after  the  first  day  of  May  of  each 
year,  commencing  with  the  present  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
six,  and  to  be  appropriated  by  the  said  Society  for  the  preparing  and 
publication  of  the  said  work, 

"  2.  Jind  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  pay  out  of 
any  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Comptroller,  annually,  to  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  in  each  year  for  three  years,  as  stated  in  the 
foregoing  section  of  the  act. 

^*  3.  And  be  ii  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

"Approved  March  29th,  1866." 

As  we  have  stated,  the  first  volume  of  the  work  was  published 
during  th^e  past  summer,  and  whether  we  look  upon  the  work  as  a 
most  valuable  compilation  of  information  as  to  the  character,  the 
habits,  and  means  of  combating  these  insect  enemies,  or  as  a  most 
creditable  specimen  of  American  art,  we  have  as  a  Society  very  great 
reason  to  be  proud  of  the  work  as  an  honor  to  the  State  and  our 
whole  countrj'.  The  second  volume  is  well  in  progress,  and  from  the 
drawings  for  the  plates  which  have  been  exhibited  to  us,  we  can 
promise^  even  a  more  elegant  and  valuable  volume  than  that  now 
before  the  public.  The  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars,  as  author- 
ized by  the  act,  was  drawn  from  the  State  Treasurer  by  our  Record- 
ing Secretary,  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Society,  a  committee 
of  three  gentlemen,  viz :  Messrs.  Swords,  Force  and  Haines,  were 
appointed  to  disburse  the  appropriation  according  to  the  intent  of 
the  act.  This  committee,  after  mature  deliberation,  decided  upon 
the  plan  mentioned  in  a  circular  sent  by  them  to  the  various  County 
Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Societies  of  the  State ;  which  circular 
was  as  follows,  viz  : 

^ew  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society, 
Office  of  Secretary  f  Jfewark^  August  1st,  1866. 
Dear  Sir: — We  have  forwarded  to  you  a  copy  of  the  first  part  of 
a  work  being  published  on  the  "  Insect  enemies  of  fruit  and  fruit 
trees,"  prepared  by  the  Entomologist  of  this  Society.  A  State  appro- 
priation has  been  .made  to  aid  in  the  completion  of  this  valuable 
work  and  secure  its  general  circulation  and  useiulness. 

The  fund  thus  appropriated  enables  us  to  supply,  free  of  charge,  a 
copy  to  each  agricultural  society  and  other  society  in  the  State  whose 
object  is  wholly  or  in  part  the  encouragement  of  fruit  culture. 

We  also  propose  to  supply  agricultural  societies  copies  of  this  work 
for  the  payment  of  premiums  at  their  fairs,  at  half  the  usual  cost, 
12  ' 
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which  will  be  four  dollars  for  colored  instead  of  eight  dollars,  and 

two  dollars  and  a  half  for  copies  not  colored,  instead  of  five  dollars. 
The  undersigned  committee  hope  that  societies^  aforesaid  may 

avail  themselves  of  these  favorable  terms  until  the  supply  of  booli 

secured  by  the  fund  may  be  exhausted.

In  this  connection  your  committee  will  take  the  liberty  of  stating 
that  Doctor  Trimble  has  been  in  no  wise  benefited  pecuniarily  by  the 
action  of  the  committee  of  three,  beyond  what  small  advantage  might 
accrue  to  him  from  the  private  arrangement  between  himself  and  his 
publisher,  as  to  the  proceeds  of  thq  sales  of  the  book;  and  from  the 
fact  that  the  books  furnished  to  the  society  by  the  publisher,  are  at  a 
discount  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  from  the  retail  price,  we  know  that 
the  amount  of  profit  to  the  author  on  each  volume  purchased  by  us, 
is,  at  best,  but  a  pittance.  Your  committee  are  led  to  these  remarks 
from  the  fact,  that  the  author  of  the  book  being  an  officer  of  our  so- 
ciety, and  at  the  time  the  act  was  asked  for  and  granted,  a  member 
of  the  State  Legislature,  both  himself  and  our  society  are  placed  in  a 
somewhat  delicate  position.  We  wish  it  therefore  placed  on  record, 
that  not  one  dollar  of  the  one  thousand  dollars  so  granted  has  been 
disbursed  to  the  author,  but  that  the  whole  amount  has  been  expended 
in  the  purchase  on  the  most  favorable  terms  of  a  number  of  the  colored 
and  uncolored  volumes  of  this  book;  some  of  which  have  already  been 

distributed  to  county  societies,  to  be  given  as  premiums  at  their  fairs, 

.<and  the  balance  are  on  hand  in  the  possession  of  the  society,  for  a 
similar  distribution  dunng  the  coming  year.  The  trust  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  this  respect  shall  be  faithfully  and  profitably  administered. 

'  We  would  state  in  this  connection  that  the  State  of  New  York  has 
for  years  back  aUowed  to  Doctor  Pitch,  the  Entomologist  of  the  State 
Society,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.    His  reports  ac- 

.  company  the  transactions  of  the  society,  and  are  printed  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  State.  We  sincerely  trust  that  our  own  State  will  not 
be' behind  others  in  a  liberal  encouragement  of  our  Entomolc^'st  in 
the  prosecution  of  researches  and  labors  of  such  vital  importance  to 

^Dur  agricultural  interests. 

FRUIT  CULTURE. 

We  cOm^  now  to  speak  of  fruit  culture  in  gener^,  as  carried  on  in 

this  State.  .    ,   ^        u  w  ^ 

We  remember,  in  our  school  days,  how  our  geographies  were 
wont  to  describe  the  State  of  New  Jersey  as  *•  famous  for  its  fine 
fruits."  The  day  too  was,  when  New  Jersey  cider  was  synonymous 
with  Heidseck  and  Mumm,  (we  always  thought  far  ahead  of  either), 
but,  alas !  how  changed  we  are  in  this  respect.    The  more  truthful 
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description  now  a-days  would  be  **  famous  for  its  want  of  fine  fruit ;" 
for  its  ceasing  tp  be  a  f^ui^p^oducing  State.  Does  any  one  ever 
hear  of  the  smooth  skin  stone  fruits,  such  as  the  apricot,  the  gage,- or 
the  nectarine,  being  raised  anywhere  among  us  except  under  glass  ? 
How  is  it  with  the  cherry  ?  Year  after  year  our  farmers  tell  us  their 
cherry  trees  are  failing,  and  that  the  fine  show  of  fruit,  which  some 
of  their  trees  may  exhibit  early  in  the  season,  is  only  deceitful,  as  the 
whole  crop  rots  just  as  it  approaches  maturity.  This  calamity  we 
generally  hear  attributed  to  a  cold  wet  spell,  or  some  such  cause — 
rarely  to  the  right  one.  How  is  it  with  our  apples  ?  It  would  really 
seem  as  if  the  State  had  ceased  to  produce  any  good  apples,  for  the 
amount  of  perfect  fruit  seen,  compared  with  the  quantity  of  indiflFer- 
ent  or  worthless  stuflF  oflFered  in. the  markets,  is  almost  as  nothing. 
The  apple  has  become  in  household  use  almost  as  much  of  a  necessity 
as  the  potato.  We  can  better  dispense  with  all  the  other  fruits  com- 
bined than  with  this  one ;  and  yet  loo^  at  the  extravagant  cost  of 
this  fruit;  dearer  in  the  seaport  towns  than  the  fruits  of  the  tropics. 
In  the  city  of  Newark,  the  average  price  of  apples  for  the  last  five 
years  has  been  about  four  dollars  per  barrel ;  at  the  present  time  a 
barrel  of  ordinary  fair  apples  commands  seven  dollars.  Little  or 
none  of  this  fruit  is  the  product  of  our  own  State.  It  is  bought  in 
the  New  York  market,  where  it  is  sent  from  Western  New  York  and 
the  Western  States.* 

As  to  the  pear,  while  the  quantity  raised  is  much  greater,  and  the 
varieties  more  numerous  and  of  better  quality  than  formerly,  yet  we 
have  noticed  even  within  the  last  five  years  that  the  fruit  is  less  and 
less  perfect,  that  the  number  of  discolored,  stung  and  gnarled  speci- 
mens in  market  is  increasing,  and  that  thi^  fruit  too  is  rapidly  suc- 
cumbing to  the  power  of  the  enemy.  We  ask  ourselves  where  is  all 
this  to  end  ?  Are  we  to  abandon  entirely  the  culture  of  fruit  in  New 
Jersey?  Unless  the  evil  is  taken  in  hand  at  once,  we  cannot  but  see 
that  such  is  to  be  the  inevitable  result.  The  great  cause  of  this  evil 
is  the  insect  enemies  of  fruit  and  fruit  trees.  They  have  multiplied 
to  an  extent  which  threatens  the  annihilation  of  fruit  in  New  Jersey. 
Can  this  evil  be  arrested  ?  Our  Entomologist  bids  us  to  take  cour- 
age. He  shows  us  that  there  are  means  of  bafiSing  this  enemy.  He 
assures  us  that  "  the  protection  of  fruit  from  these  insects  can  be 
made  a  fixed  science,  so  that  the  man  who  chooses  to  go  into  the 
business  of  fruit  growing  may  be  sure  of  success,  provided  he  permits 
no  other  pursuit  to  interfere  with  the  proper  attention  to  this  at  the 
right  time."  There  is  no  question  but  that  very  much  of  the  decline 
of  our  fruits  and  fruit  trees,  particularly  the  apple,  is  due  to  the  ex- 
haustive system  of  agriculture,  and  the  negligent  and  slovenly  habits 
of  the  farmers  of  a  previous  day  in  the  treatment  of  their  orchards. 
But  that  day  is,  or  ought  to  be,  among  the  past ;  the  greater  amouni 
of  scientific  information  possessed  by  the  farmer  of  the  present  day, 
the  numerous  agricultural  societies  with  their  concerted  and  well 
directed  efforts  to  disseminate  useful  and  practical  knowledge  in  the 
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art;  and  the  grand  discoveries  of  the  day  in  marls,  limestones,  othfer 
special  manures,  and  the  proper  treatment  of  muck  and  similar  or- 
ganic manure  to  help  out  the  always  scanty  supply  of  the  barnyard, 
together  with  the  facilities  for  transportation  of  the  railroad  system  of 
the  day,  leaves  no  excuse  on  this  score.  We  believe  that  not  only 
the  climate,  but  that  the  soil  of  the  State  in  almost  every  county  is 
well  adapted  to  the  culture  of  fruit.  It  is  a  subject  which  your  Com- 
mittee have  very  much  at  heart,  and  we  feel  that  we  cannot  say  too 
much  on  the  importance  of  immediately  applying  ourselves  to  every 
means  which  can  restore  to  our  State  its  pre-eminence  as  a  fruit 
growing  State.  There  is  no  lack  of  the  means  of  proper  knowledge. 
What  we  want  is  the  wUl.  We  want  concerted  action.  The  single 
fruit  grower,  however  well  informed  and  intelligent  he  may  be,  how- 
ever enthusiastic  and  persevering  in  his  efforts,  will  labor  but  to  little 
effect  while  his  neighbors  take  no  precautions.  He  may,  to  be  sure, 
show  healUiier  and  more  comely  trees  in  his  orchard  than  his  neigh- 
bor, his  crops  may  be  better  and  his  fruit  finer,  but  as  long  as  his 
neighbor  neglects  his  trees,  allows  the  fallen  apples  in  June  to  lie 
upon  the  ground  and  breed  out  armies  of  the  curculig,  permits  the 
apple  moth  to  riot  on  his  crops,  and  to  find  a  safe  harbor  under  every 
scale  of  bark,  just  so  long  will  the  more  enterprising  neighbor  labor 
to  but  little  purpose  and  with  a  broken  heart.  Let  us  then  have  con- 
certed action,  let  all  labor  together,  and  to  this  end  let  us  see  horti- 
cultural and  pomological  clubs  formed  in  every  township  in  the  State, 
where  farmers  and  fruit  growei-s  can  meet  together,  tell  to  each  other 
their  individual  experience,  collect  and  spread  useful  knowledge,  and 
organize  concerted  systematic  action  against  the  enemy.  In  this  way 
alone  can  we  hope  to  sqo  any  good  accomplished.  We  can  send  to 
every  club  of  this  kind  a  copy  of  the  valuable  work  of  our  Entomolo- 
gist, and  will  be  glad  so  to  do.  Let  us  then  take  courage  and  at  least 
make  an  effort  becoming  men,  to  try  and  preserve  fruit  within  our 
State,  and  give  to  every  class,  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich,  a  share 
in  the  fair  bounty  of  Nature. 

THE   GEOLOGICAL  SURVEY. 

If  our  society  had  never  been  of  any  further  utility  to  the  State, 
the  one  fact  that  the  geological  surveys  of  the  State  have  been  con- 
tinued and  prosecuted  to  the  splendid  discoveries  of  the  marl  regions, 
solely  by  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  society,  in  bringing  the  matter 
continually  before  the  Legislature,  and  preventing  the  survey  being 
dropped  as  a  costly  and  wasteful  experiment,  is  enough  to  give  us  a 
claim  to  lasting  gratitude.  We  claim  this  as  our  own  work,  and  we 
believe  that  we  have  been  the  means  of  opening  to  our  State  mines 
of  incalculable  and  exhaustless  wealth.  The  forthcoming  report  of 
Professor  Cook,  the  State  geologist,  will  set  forth  facts  that  will  ex- 
cite the  wonder  and  admiration  of  all  concerned  in  the  development 
of  the  resources  of  our  State. 
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We  consider  the  progress  of  agricultural  science  in  the  State  as 
exceedingly  satisfactor}'^  and  encouraging.  During  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1866,  twenty-two  agricultural  patents  were  granted 
to  citizens  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  We  have  every  reason  to  be 
proud  of  the  rank  our  State  holds  among  the  agricultural  States  of 
the  Union.  Our  prosperity  is  always  on  the  increase.  We  are  only 
discouraged  respecting  our  larger  fruits.  The  peach  crop  last  season 
was  an  entire  failure,  owing  to  the  unprecedented  cold  of  the  pre- 
ceding winter — the  thermometer,  on  the  8th  day  of  January,  marked 
20  degrees  below  zero — a  temperature  fatal  to  the  peach  bud.  Should 
we  be  spared  a  similar  calamity  this  winter,  we  may  reasonably  look 
for  very  large  crops  of  this  delicious  fruit  the  coming  season.  The 
smaller  fruits  are  cultivated  with  very  great  success;  and  in  certain 
sections,  having  the  advantages  of  a  market  in  the  vicinity  of  the  large 
cities,  the  business  of  raising  these  small  fruits  has  become  not  only 
very  extensive  but  highly  remunerative. 

And  now,  in  closing,  your  committee  would  urge  upon  the  members 
of  the  association  the  duty  of  individual  co-operation  in  establishing 
our  society  on  t  firm  basis,  of  procuring  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  to  an  extent  that  shall  enable  it  at  once  to  commence  and  sue- 
cessinlly  carry  out,  those  great  plans  which  originated  our  new  or- 
ganization ;  to  place  us  in  a  sphere  of  usefulness  and  honor,  that  shall 
be  unrivalled  by  any  other  kindred  association.  And  to  this  end  we 
have  not  alone  the  incentives  of  State  pride  and  public  spiritedness, 
which  should  be  all-sufficient  in  themselves,  but  also  a  less  noble  one 
of  self-interest,  in  a  profitable  and  paying  investment. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by^  your  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

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To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  General  Jissernbly  of  JVetr  Jersey : 

The  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  New  Jersey  State  College,  for  the 
benefit  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  arts,  beg  leave  to  submit 
their  third  annual  report : 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  establishing  this  Board,  provided  that 
ti^o  visits,  annually,  should  be  made  by  the  Board.  During  the  year 
ending  December  31, 1866,  the  first  of  these  visits  was  made  June 
19, 1866,  at  which  time  the  students  of  the  State  CoUese  were  ex- 
amined upon  the  studies  of  the  term  then  about  to  end.  The  second 
visit  was  made  December  19,  1866,  and  an  examination  of  the  stu-. 
dents  of  the  College  again  held  in  their  presence. 

The  Board  have  likewise  instituted  inquiries  and  made  investiga* 
tions,  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  the  Institution,  and  the  character  * 
of  the  accommodations  furnished  for  its  use  by  the  Trustees  of  Rut- 
gers College.    Two  classes  are  now  in  the  College  pursuing  the  course 
of  study  recommended  bv  the  Faculty,  and  approved  by  this  Board. 
The  one  entered  the  College  September  1865,  and  consequently  are* 
pursuing  the  studies  of  the  second  year.    The  other  entered  Septem- 
ber 1866,  and  are  pursuing  the  studies  of  the  first  year.    During  the- 
two  terms  ending  June  1866,  the  former  class  completed  the  subjects- 
of  Geometry  and  Algebra,  studied  Mensuration  and  Line  Surveyine^ 
Meteorology,  Rhetoric,  History  and  French,  and  were  exercised  ur 
Composition,  Declamation,  and  in  Mechanical  and  Topographical 
Drawing. 

During  the  term  ending  December  20, 1866,  the  same  class  have 
studied  the  elementary  principles  of  Chemistry,  and  have  been  ex- 
ercised in  the  Laboratory  in  analysis  with  the  blow-pipe.  They  have 
also  completed  the  study  of  Church's  Descriptive  Geometry  andl 
Loomis'  Ti-igonometry  and  Surveying.  They  have  attended  lectures 
upon  English  Literature,  and  been  exercised  in  Composition,  Decla-^ 
mation  and  Topographical  drawing. 

The  class  which  entered  September  1866,  have,  during  the  term 
ending  December  19,  studied  Algebra,  Geometry,  Zoology,  Rhetoric, 
French  and  Geometrical  Drawing.     The  Board  of  Visitors  attended 
13 
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the  examination  in  these  subjects,  and  examined  the  drawings^f  the- 
members  of  the  class.  The  progress  of  both  of  the  classes  seemed 
from  tliese  examinations  to  have  been  satisfactory,  and  evinced  a 
commendable  diligence  on  the  part  of  instructors  and  students. 

In  addition  to  these  two  classes,  pursuing  the  regular  studies  of  the- 
course,  a  class  of  three  are  pursuing  a  course  of  Analytical  Chemistry 
in  the  Laboratory  of  the  College. 

The  instruction  of  the  pupils  of  the  State  College  in  military  tac- 
tics— which  is  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  institution-*— was 
begun  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  collegiate  year  in  Septem- 
ber. Tbe  department  is  under  the  care  of  Col.  Josiah  H.  Kellogg, 
Brevet  Major  U.  S.  A.,  who  holds  the  appointment  in  the  College  of 
Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and  Military  Superintendent.  The 
students  of  the  College  have  been  formed  into  a  company,  and  have 
been  drilled  daily  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  term.  The* 
Quartermaster  General  of  the  State  has,  on  proper  application,  fur- 
nished arms  and  accoutrements  for  the  use  of  this  company,  and  at 
suitable  armory  has  been  fitted  up  for  their  safe  disposition.  The- 
company  was  drilled  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  by  Col.  Kellogg; 
and  displayed  remarkable  proficiency. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  would  express  the  gratification  felt  by  then^ 
in  seeing  this  desirable  feature  of  educati  on  successfully  introduced' 
into  the  College  under  the  State  patronage,  and  believe  that  its  influ- 
ence will  be  beneficial,  not  only  in  fitting  these  young  men  to  take 
part  in  the  defence  of  their  country,  but  will,  in  the  meantime  prove 
a  most  useful  and  efiective  means  of  promoting^  physical  health  and< 
mental  activity. 

The  farm  provided  for  the  use  of  the  State  Agricultural  College^, 
has  remained  in  charge  of  the  same  Superintendent  as  last  year.  Pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  bnnging  it  into  better  cultivation  and  fittings 
it  for  its  future  destination  as  a  model  farm. 

The  Observatory,  which  was  in  progress  at  the  date  of  our  last  re- 
port, has  since  been  completed,  and  is  now  provided  with  a  full  set 
of  instruments  for  giving  instruction  in  Astronomy,  and  in  the  use  of 
astronomical  and  nautical  instruments. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  found  in  the  State  College  students  appointed 
from  the  following  counties,  viz. :  Monmouth,  Burlington,  Middlesex, 
Somerset,  Mercer,  Union,  Essex  and  Morris.  The  remaining  counties 
are  as  yet  unrepresented.  Information  in  regard  to  the  privileges 
of  the  institution  has  been  fully  circulated  by  the  authorities  of  the- 
College  and  by  the  Board  of  Examiners,  appointed  in  each  county  by 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools.  A  number  of  young  men  in 
these  counties  are  understood  to  be  in  course  of  preparation  for  en- 
trance at  the  School,  and  the  Board  anticipates  that  in  a  few  years^ 
the  privileges  provided  by  the  State  for  the  education  of  its  young 
men  will  be  fully  enjoyed. 

The  Board  append  to  this  report  the  table  given  in  their  last  an- 
nual report  of  the  number  of  students  to  which  each  county  in  the 
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State  is  entitled.  The  appointments  in  these  counties  ai*e  made  as 
before,  by  the  Boards  of  Freeholders ;  but  an  act  parsed  by  the  last 
Legislature  provided  that  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  should 
appoint  in  each  county  a  Board  of  Examiners,  who  shall  receive  and 
examine  the  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  College,  and  on  their 
report  of  fitness  the  appointments  by  the  Boards  of  Freeholders  shall 
be  made. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  desire  to  express  tlieir  conviction,  from  the 
examination  made  by  them  into  the  affairs  of  the  State  College,  that 
it  is  making  safe  and  steady  progress  in  the  important  work  assigned 
to  it  The  Faculty  of  Instruction  fully  appreciate  the  great  trust 
committed  to  them  by  the  State,  and  are  determined  that  this  insti- 
tntion  shall  be  second  to  none  in  the  Union. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  would  again  commend  the  College  to  the 
fostering  care  of  the  Legislature.

STATE  debt. 

The  debt  of  the  state  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  November  30, 
1866,  was  three  maiion  three  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars  ($3,395,200),  evidenced  by  the  sale  and  delivery  of 
certain  bonds,  authorized  by  law,  as  follows,  to  wit:  By  act  of  tenth 
of  May,  1861,  the  Governor  and  Treasurer,  for  purposes  of  war, 
were  directed  to  borrow  an  amount  of  money  not  exceeding  two  mil- 
lion dollars,  on  the  issue  of  six  per  cent,  bonds,  exempt  from  taxation, 
none  of  which  were  to  be  made  payable  at  a  later  date  than  the  first 
day  of  January,  1885.  The  bonds  were  issued  and  sold  to  the  limit 
prescribed  by  the  act.  By  supplement  approved  March  24, 1863, 
the  same  oflBcials  were  authorized  to  borrow,  for  the  same  purposes, 
an  additional  million  of  dollars,  issuing  therefor  the  bonds  of  the 
state,  at  the  same  rate  of  interest  and  with  similar  exemption  as  to 
tax,  and  no  bond  of  this  series  was  to  be  made  payable  later  ttian  the 
first  day  of  January,  1896.  By  a  further  supplement  approved 
April  14, 1864,  it  was  rendered  lawM  for  the  Governor  and  Trea- 
surer to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  state,  for  like  purposes,  such 
sums  of  money  which,  with  the  moneys  borrowed  under  preceding 
acts,  should  not  exceed  four  millions  of  dollars,  and  to  issue  and  nego- 
tiate the  bonds  of  the  state  at  six  per  cent.,  none  of  which  should 
have  a  longer  time  to  run  than  the  first  day  of  January,  a.  d.  1902 ; 
but  these  bonds  were  not  exempted  from  taxation,  and  none  of  them 
were  sold  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  April  4, 1866,  which  in 
in  its  preamble  stated  that  four  millions  of  dollars  had  been  appro- 
priated  by  the  former  acts  hereinbefore  referred  to,  for  paying  the 
expenses  incident  to  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  and  that  not 
more  than  three  millions  of  dollars  had  been  borrowed  by  authority 
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of  said  acts,  leaving  authority  to  borrow  a  million  of  dollars  more ; 
and  since  the  state  was  indebted  more  than  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  expenses  incident  to  said  suppression,  this  act  provided 
that  the  Governor  and  Treasurer  might  borrow  the  sum  of  one  mil- 
lion of  dollars  and  issue  bonds  therefor,  and  dispose  of  the  same  at 
public  or  private  sale,  as  they  might  deem  proper. 

Of  the  four  million  loan  thus  authorized,  bonds  for  three  million 
three  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($3,395^ 
200)  have  been  issued,  leaving  a  balance  unappropriated  of  six  hun- 
dred and  four  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($604,800)  or  bonds  for 
that  amount  remain  unissued.  The  first  law  passed  upon  this  subject, 
or  the  one  authorizing  the  creation  of  a  debt  not  exceedinff  two  mil- 
lions  of  dollars,  provided  that  not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  thereof  of  principal  moneys  should  be  paid  in  any  one  year. 
The  same  provision  is  found  in  the  supplement  of  1863,  except  that  in 
the  latter  it  is  enacted  that  no  part  of  the  principal  moneys  borrowed 
under  that  act  shall  be  paid  before  the  year  1886,  and  the  further 
supplement  of  1864  declares  that  not  more  than  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  of  principal  of  the  bonds  thereby  authorized  to  be  issued 
should  be  made  payable  in  any  one  year,  and  no  part  thereof  should 
be  payable  before  the  year  1897.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  these 
bonds,  which  compose  the  evidence  of  the  state  debt,  are  payable  in 
instalments,  and  at  diflFerent  times  between  the  year  1865  and  the 
year  1902.  The  assignment  of  payment  of  principal,  January  1, 1868, 
is  ninety-nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  To  this  must  be  added 
the  interest  which  will  accrue  on  the  principal  of  the  bond  debt 
January  1, 1867,  and  also  on  the  principal  not  due,  or  the  interest  pay- 
able July  1,  1867,  on  three  million  two  hundred  and  ninety-five 
thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  at  six  per  cent  by  the  year,  which 
amounts  to  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  dollars  and,  added  to  the  principal  money  to  be  paid  in 
that  year,  makes  an  aggregate  of  three  hundred  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-seven  dollars.  The  payment  of  these  sums  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  from  the  moneys 
of  the  fund  furnished  them  by  the  Treasurer,  whose  business  it  is  to 
pay  over  to  them  all  moneys  raised  by  law  arid  received  by  him  for 
the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  principal  or  interest  of  this  bond  debt. 


STATE  TAX. 

Last  year  the  amount  of  state  tax  levied  was  $350,000,  of  which 
$280,000  were  specially  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  bonds  matured 
and  interest  accruing.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  bond  debt  has 
been  increased  seven  hundred  and  twenty-two  thpusand  dollars 
and  hence  a  larger  appropriation  of  the  state  tax  for  the  redemption 
of  matured  bonds  and  the  pajrment  of  interest  will  become  necessary. 
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MUNICIPAL  DEBTS. 

By  act  approved  March  21;  1866,  the  counties,  cities,  towns, 
townships  and  other  municipal  corporations  of  this  state,  were  di- 
rected to  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Comptroller,  at  the  earliest 
practicable  period,  a  succinct  statement,  properly  certified,  of  all 
moneys  expended  by  them,  in  support  of  the  late  war  for  the  preser- 
vation  of  the  Union,  and  shortly  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  appli- 
cation was  made  to  this  office,  by  direction  of  one  of  the  official  de- 
partments  at  Washington,  for  information  as  to  the  aggregate  amount 
of  bounty  paid  by  the  local  authorities  of  New  Jersey  on  account  of 
the  rebellion.  Circulars  were  accordingly  sent,  of  date  March  30, 
1866,  to  all  the  corporations,  above  named,  earnestly  desiring  them 
to  report  to  this  office  before  the  first  day  of  May  then  next  ensuing, 
to  the  end  that  report  might  be  made  at  Washington,  in  hope  of  re- 
imbursement. 

Returns  came  in  from  every  county,  city,  township  and  town,  ex- 
cept the  following,  viz :  From  Hamilton,  MuUica  and  Weymouth,  in 
Atiantic  county ;  from  Centre,  Delaware  and  Gloucester,  in  Camden 
county ;  from  Millville,  in  Cumberland  county ;  from  Bloomfield,  East 
Orange,  South  Orange,  and  the  town  of  Orange,  in  Essex  county ; 
from  Bayonne,  Harrison  and  North  Bergen,  in  Hudson  county;  from 
Tewksbury,  in  Hunterdon  county ;  from  South  Amboy,  in  Middlesex 
county ;  from  Hanover,  JeflFerson,  Morris  and  Washington,  in  Morris 
county;  from  Raritan,  in  Monmouth  county;  from  Jackson  and  Staf- 
ford, in  Ocean  county ;  from  Manchester,  in  Passaic  county ;  from 
Lower  Alloways  Creek  and  Pittsgrove,  in  Salem  county;  from 
Hardyston,  in  Sussex  county ;  and  from  Greenwich,  Hope  and  Lopat- 
cong,  in  Warren  county.  And  with  these  exceptions,  the  returns 
show  the  aggregate  amount  of  bounties  paid,  or  indebtedness  incurred 
on  account  thereof,  in  each  county  and  the  townships,  cities,  or  towns 
therein,  except  Bergen  county,  in  which  no  bounties  were  raised  by 
townships,  as  follows,  to  wit :

moneys  absolutely  contributed  by  the  patriotism  of  the  people  to 
the  purposes  of  war,  and  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  which 
requires  heavy  taxation  in  the  several  counties,  cities  and  townships, 
and  added  to  the  state  debt  of  $3,395,200,  swells  into  an  aggregate 
of  $26,843,188.77. 

But  the  state  tax  is  by  no  means  so  oppressive.  Last  year  it  was 
$350,000,  which,  if  levied  in  the  shape  of  a  capitation  tax,  without 
respect  to  sex  or  age,  would  be  less  than  forty-five  cents  to  each 
person,  the  population  of  the  state  by  its  census  of  1865,  being  very 
nearly  eight  hundred  thousand,  or  if  assessed  upon  the  properly 
owners  therein,  the  rate  of  taxation  would  be  less  than  one-tenth  of 
one  per  cent  upon  $467,918,324,  which  is  the  valuation  by  the  United 
States  census  of  1860,  of  the  real  and  personal  property  in  this  State. 

In  the  Comptroller's  report  of  last  year  it  was  suggested  that  the 
state  tax  in  succeeding  years  might  be  diminished,  but  such  sugges- 
tion will  hardly  apply  to  the  current  year,  mainly  for  the  reasons 
that,  Jirstf  no  part  of  the  claim  which  the  state  holds  against  the 
United  States  on  war  account  has  been  paid  since  the  publication  of 
that  report,  and  at  this  time  that  claim  amounts  to  seven  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  and 
seventy-six  cents  ($777,516.76),  and,  second,  on  account  of  the  large 
extraordinary  appropriations,  some  of  them  continuing  for  years, 
made  by  the  last  legislature,  and  which  will  hereinafter  be  referred 
to  specifically. 

STATE  PAY. 

In  addition  to  the  war  debt,  which  is  the  only  debt  the  state  owes, 
certain  claims  incident  thereto  must  be  discharged.  It  is  true  that 
peace  has  returned  to  our  land,  but  the  expenses  of  war  must  be  pro- 
vided for,  for  they  still  continue.  There  remains  for  adjustment  in 
this  office,  claims  of  families  and  widowed  or  dependent  mothers  or 
soldiers,  amounting  to  seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($7,238.30).  The  whole  number  of  naval 
recruits  from  this  state,  recorded,  is  three  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty-eight.  The  single  men,  of  course,  receive  no  pay 
from  the  state,  but  the  families  of  married  men  and  the  widowed 
or  dependent  mothers  of  single  men  are  entitled  to  six  dollars  per 
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month  by  the  statute,  and  two  hundred  and  fifiy  of  such  'fGonilieB 
and  mothers  are,  at  tiie  present  time,  so  entitled.  The  whole^nmnber 
of  colored  troops  registered,  is  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  six- 
teen of  which  one  hundred  and  five  families  or  widowed  mothers 
are  equally  entitled  to  the  state  pay.  By  the  statute  of  last 
year,  tiie  First  Cavalry  and  Tenth  Infantry  were  included  in  this 
matter  of  bounty,  their  single  men,  being  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
state,  for  the  time  specified  in  the  statute,  $2  each  per  month  and  the 
families  of  those  married,  and  widowed  or  dependentj  mothers  to  $6 
per  month*  ^^ 

Of  the  single  men  of  these  regiments,  or  those  registered  as  fsuch,  ' 
four  hundred  and  thirty-three  (433)  are  yet  to  be  paid  off,  and  the 
fiunilies  and  mothers  entitled  are  three  hundred  and  sixty-three  (363). 

There  are  also  names  of  soldiers  on  the  roll  of  every  regiment  of 
New  Jersey  volunteers  filed  in  this  oflBce,  in  whose  behalf  no  claim 
has  yet  been  made  for  any  pay  or  bounty  whatever. 

To  liquidate  these  military  claims  will  require,  it  is  supposed, 
seventy  thousand  dollars  during  the  present  year. 

CIVIL  ACCOUNT. 

The  receipt  of  moneys  on  the  civil  account  of  the  state  asfiimished 
by  the  Treasurer,  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  for  there  is  no  accurate 
record  of  receipts  in  this  oflBce  for  reasons  hereinafter  stated,  was  six 
hundred  and  seventy  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars 
and  twenty-eight  cents,  ($670,462.28),  and  his  disbursements  on  the 
same  account  six  hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  three  hundred  and 
thirty-six  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents,  (619,336.52),  and  the  balance  of 
fiffcy-one  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  doUars  and  seventy-six 
cents  ($51,125.76)  is  in  favor  of  the  state. 

WAR  FUND. 

The  War  Fund  account  has  received  one  million  one  hundred  and 
fhirty-two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and  fifty-one 
cents  ($1,132,969.51,)  and  has  paid  out  one  million  and  sevenly-five 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  and  fifteen  cents,  ($1 ,075,- 
352.15),  and  the  balance  in  favor  of  the  fund  is  fifty-seven  thousand 
fflx  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents  ($57,617.36). 

SCHOOL  FUND. 

The  receipts  of  the  School  Fund,  including  the  balance  of  the  vear 
1865,  were  one  hundred  and  eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty 
dollars  and  ninety  cents,  ($108,340.90),  and  the  disbursements  were 
one  hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-six  dol- 
lars and  twenty-two  cents,  ($119,356.22),  or  the  latter  exceeds  the 
former  eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and 
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eighty-five  cents,  ($11,187.85),  four  thousand  dollars  of  this  excess 
were  adranced^by  the  state  to  and  in  aid  of  the  school  fund,  and 
charged  against  it,  which  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars 
and  fifty-three  cents,  ($172.53)  more  than  was  required  by  the  fiind, 
and  consequently  this  balance  in  bank  stands  to  its  credit.  ^^jj^ 

BANK   NOTE  BEDElCPTION  FUND. 

The  total  amount  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  several  banks  inter- 
ested in  the  Bank  Note  Redemption  Fund  at  the  commencement  of 
the  last  fiscal  year,  was  twenty-four  thousand  one  hundred  and  nine- 
teen dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents,  ($24,119.88)  and  the  amount 
disbursed  for  the  redemption  of  the  notes,  Ac,  during  that  year,  was 
\four  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents, 
j($4,454.35)  leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  fund,  of  nineteen  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents,  ($19,- 
665.53)  and  this  balance  has  been  deposited  in  bank  by  the 
Treasurer. 

AORICULTUBAL  COLLEGE  FUND. 

The  receipts  of  the  Agricultural  College  Fund  have  been  eighty- 
leight  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  and  five  cents, 
^uid  its  disbursements  eighty-eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  dollars  and  ten  cents,  the  balance,  five  hundred  and  forty-five 
dollars  and  ninety-five  cents,  ($545.95)  which  the  state  owed,  has 
been  deposited  in  bank  by  the  Treasurer. 

The  foregoing  cash  balances  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  respec- 
tive funds,  in  the  aggregate,  amount  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  thi^iieen  cents, 
<$129,127.13). 

Of  the  foregoing  receipts  and  disbursements  it  is  necessary  to  re- 
mark that  in  the  School  Fund,  Agricultural  College  Fund,  and  the 
IBank  Note  Redemption  Fund,  of  which  the  Treasurer  is  custodian, 
the  State  has  no  beneficial  interest,  or  rather  has  no  power  to  ap- 
propriate the  revenue  thereof,  except  in  the  direction  prescribed  by 
law,  but  with  regard  to  the  State  and  War  Funds  the  case  is  far  dif- 
ferent  Here  the  moneys  received  and  disbursed  are  state  moneys; 
ihej  belong  to  the  people,  and  it  becomes  important  to  know  whether 
the  receipt  or  disbursement  is  technical  or  real.  In  the  receipts  of 
tiie  state  account,  for  instance,  is  found  an  item  of  $96,084.61  trans- 
ferred from  the  War  Fund  for  balance  due  the  State  Fund  fixHn 
December  1, 1865.  But,  clearly,  this  transfer  fi*om  one  account  to 
another  has  not  enriched  the  treasury,  which  owns  both  funds,  one 
fund  has  her^  gained  as  much  as  the  other  has  lost,  but  the  treasury 
has  neither  gained  or  lost  a  dollar. 
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PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Last  year  eighty  thousand  dollars  were  appropriated  to  public 
schools,  forty  thousand  dollars  of  which  were  to  be  contributed  by 
the  School  Fund,  and  in  pursuance  of  this  law  the  trustees  of  that 
fund  made  the  following  apportionment,  payable  in  moieties  in  May 
and  November,  among  the  several  counties,  viz  :

But  the  School  Fund  could  not  pay  from  its  revenues  the  amount 
assigned  to  it  by  the  statute,  and  the  deficiency  of  four  thousand 
dolkirs  was  made  good  from  the  state  treasury.  The  reason  for 
Uiifl  deficiency  is  patent.  Two  years  since  there  were  fifty-five 
banks  doing  business  in  New  Jersey,  either  under  special  charters  or 
under  the  general  banking  law ;  at  the  date  of  the  last  report  from 
this  office,  but  nine  survived,  the  others  under  the  enabling  acts  of 
1865,  had  either  conunenced  operations  under  the  national  banking 
law  or  had  surrendered  their  charters.  Now  these  fifty-five  banks 
liad  all  paid  tribute  to  the  School  Fund,  the  general  law  banks  paying 
one-quarter  of  one  per  cent,  annually  upon  their  capital  to  the  fund, 
sjSA  the  special  banks  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  in  tiie  same  direction. 
In  1865  the  amount  received  was  forty  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-three  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents  ($40,835.58),  in  1866  but  six 
thousand  dollars  and  sixty-two  cents  ($6,000.62),  showing  a  clear  loss 
4»  the  fund  in  one  year  of  thirty-four  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
4hirty-two  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents  ($34,832.96). 
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The  income  of  this  fond  is  derived  from  interest  on  bonds,  divi- 
dends on  stocks,  &c.  The  largest  portion  of  this  income  is  de- 
rived from  mortgage  bonds,  which,  until  recently,  had  paid  but 
six  per  cent,  annually,  but  towards  the  close  of  the  last  legislature  a 
concurrent  resolution  was  adopted  directing  the  trustees  of  the  fund 
to  require  of  the  several  obligors  interest  thereafter  at  the  rate  of 
seven  per  cent  by  the  year.  On  the  fifteenth  of  March,  1866,  a  law 
was  parsed  fixing  the  legal  rate  of  interebt  throughout  the  state  at* 
seven  per  cent,  and  shortly  after  its  passage  a  resolution  was  adopted 
by  the  trustees  of  the  fund  requiring  all  those  bound  by  bond  and 
mortgage  thereto,  whose  obligations  had  matured,  to  enter  into  stipu- 
lations to  pay  the  increased  rate  of  interest  under  penalty  of  fore- 
closure. 

Accordingly  a  circular  was  prepared  in  tnis  office  containing,  sub- 
stantially, tiie  resolution  of  the  trustees,  with  form  of  stipulation, 
and  sent  to  every  obligor  whose  bond  was  secured  by  mortgage,  and 
sealed  stipulations  in  every  case  but  two  have  been  executed  and 
returned  to  Jthe  .Treasurer.  But  fhis  resolution  did  not  extend  \to 
other  securities  held  by  the  fimd.  The  trustees  of  the  fund  by  act 
of  March  7, 1837,  were  directed  to  lend  the  New  Jersey  Railroad 
and  Transportation  Company  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  at  six 
per  cent,  the  interest  payable  semi-annually,  and  the  principal 
payable  at  twelve  months  notice,  with  the  privilege  reserved  to  the 
state  of  investing  the  same  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  at 
par  within  seven  years  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  which  privilege 
is  now  forfeited  by  lapse  of  time,  so  that  it  appears,  that  of  the  secu- 
rities held  by  the  fund,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  thereof  pay 
an  annual  interest  of  only  six  per  cent. 

The  ordinary  revenue  of  the  scho«)l  fund,  during  the  last  year,  was 
forty-eight  thousand  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents 
($4:8,077.38).  During  the  present  year  the  income  may  be  increased 
somewhat  from  larger  investments  in  bonds  and  mortgages,  but  not 
sufficiently  to  enable  the  fund  to  contribute  forty  thousand  dollars 
to  the  general  school  appropriation  of  the  year,  repay  the  four  thou- 
sand  doUars  advanced  by  the  state,  maintain  the  teachers'  institutes, 
pay  incidental  expenses,  and  have  any  surplus  to  invest. 

If  it  is  the  intention  of  the  legislature  to  continue  the  appropria- 
tion of  public  schools  at  eighty,  thousand  dollars,  then  in  justice 
to  the  school  fund  the  state  should  at  least  contribute  five-eights 
and  the  school  fimd  three-eichths  of  that  sum.  That  is,  the  state 
should  appropriate  fifty  thousand  dollars  annually  to  this  most 
benign  and  gracious  enterprise,  the  education  of  its  children,  in 
comparison  with  which,  every  other  plan  of  state  aggrandize- 
ment, however  brilliant,  devised  by  the  wit  of  man  "  must  pale 
its  uneffectual  fire."  The  free  schools  of  the  state,  all  things 
considered,  are  most  excellent,  and  are  annually  conferring  upon  the 
people  benefits  more  precious  than  any  that  can  be  computed  in 
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federal  money  alone.  The  state  censns  of  1865  has  been  completed, 
and  returns  tiie  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  six. 
teen  years  at  one  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  seven  hundred  and^ 
eighty-seven.  The  school  moneys  are  apportioned  according  to 
the  number  of  children  between  itte  ages  of  five  and  eighteen  years, 
hence,  the  number  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  appropriation 
must  be  greater  than  the  number  above  indicated;  yet,  take  the 
number  as  it  stands  and  divide  it  into  forty  thausand  dollars  and 
you  have  a  quotient  of  something  less  than  twenty-one  cents  to  each 
child. 

PUBLIC  PRINTING. 

The  disbursements^yn  account  of  the  public  printing  are  less  by 
three  thousand  one  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  twenty-four  cento 
($3,111.24),  than  they  were  in  the  year  1865,  yet  they  are  four  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cento  ($4,690.88) 
beyond  the  amount  estimated  in  the  report  from  this  omce  of  last 
year.  This  is  owing  to  various  causes :  First,  to  the  increase  in  vol- 
ume of  the  pamphlet  laws,  journals  of  the  house  and  le^slative 
documente.  Second,  the  legislative  documento  are  now  printed  by 
persons  other  than  the  current  printers  of  the  legislature;  and.  Thirds 
to  an  increase  in  the  nei^rspapers  of  the  state,  which  publish  the  laws 
therein.  The  laws  of  the  last  year  were  not  delivered  to  the  Treas- 
urer, before  the  month  of  November,  at  least  seven  months  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  legislature.  This  is  all  wrong.  It  was  one  of 
the  crimes  charged  upon  a  Roman  Emperor,  that  he  issued  his  rescripte, 
and  then  hung  Uiem  so  high  upoiy)illars  that  no  one  could  read  them.. 
Our  plan  is  equally  disadvantageous  to  the  judges,  magistrates,  law- 
yers and  in  short  to  every  citizen,  for  there  is  a  statute,  that  no 
public  law  diaU  take  effect  until  the  fourth  day  of  July  ensuing  ite 
passage,  yet  it  is  most  common  to  add  a  section  to  the  bill,  that  the 
same  shall  take  effect  immediately.  Some  of  these  bills  contain  pen^ 
alties,  yet  they  take  effect  forthwith  according  to  their  terms.  It  fe 
submitted  that  this  ought  not  to  be  so. 

It  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  public  service,  if  the  printing 
of  the  laws,  journals  and  legislative  documente,  were  removed  from 
the  sphere  of  party  politics  and  given  to  the  man  or  men  who  would 
do  the  work  thoroughly,  accurately,  cheaply  and  with  despatch.  They 
should  be  persons  of  capital,  or  those  irho  could  command  it,  so  that 
the  state  should  not  be  importuned  from  time  to  time,  for  advances 
to  be  made  to  the  contractor,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  pay  for  the 
very  paper  upon  which  the  work  is  done,  and  as  long  as  they  perform 
the,  work  conscientiously  and  to  the  acceptance  of  the  legislature, 
they  should  not  be  disturbed,  whatever  party  should  happen  to  be  in 
the  ascendant. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble after  the  passage  of  a  law,  to  have  the  same  copied  for  the  press, 
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with  marginal  index ;  he  is  to  designate  the  laws  by  chapters,  deliver 
them  to  the  printers,  superintend  the  work  and  correct  the  proofe. 
If  the  secretary  and  the  printer  happen  to  live  in  diflFerent  parts  <rf 
the  state,  great  delay  must  ensue  from  the  transmission  by  mail  or 
otherwise,  backwards  and  forwards  of  the  proof  sheets.  Again,  it 
will  happen  if  the  printer  is  possessed  of  small  means  or  appliances 
of  doing  the  work,  that  he  will  be  behind  his  copy,  that  is,  will  not 
be  able  to  keep  up  with  the  copy  furnished  him  by  the  secretary. 
The  law  declares,  that  the  printer  shall,  within  two  months  after  he 
receives  copy,  deliver  to  the  Treasurer  as  many  volumes  of  the 
work,  as  shall  be  directed  by  law,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so,  he  forfeits 
one  quarter  of  his  compensation.  But  the  forfeiture  is  a  nullity  for 
the  reason  that  the  printer,  although  he  may  have  copies  of  a  hundred 
chapters  in  his  oflSce,  which  he  has  been  un  y -j  to  set  up,  can  always 
plead  that  the  two  months  begin  to  run  froi^  jJhe  delivery  of  the  last 
copy.  This  non-delivery  in  time  of  the  laws  to  the  state  treasurer 
has  been  growing  from  bad  to  worse  for  many  years,  and  the  legisla- 
ture should  apply  a  suitable  remedy.  Let  a  law  be  parsed,  direct- 
ing the  printer  to  deliver  his  work  complete  at  Trenton  within  thirty 
days  after  the  legislature  adjourns,  under  forfeiture  of  compensa- 
tion. It  is  certainly  true  that  the  ]^ws  are  more  voluminous  now  than 
formerly,  yet  it  is  believed  that  ample  time  would  by  allowed  by  this 
provision. 

gOSTS  AND  TRANSPORTATION. 

Tor  the  bills  of  costs  of  convicts  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison, 
and  their  transportation  thither,  during  the  last  year,  there  were  paid 
from  the  treasury  thirty-five  thousjftd  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars 
and  forty-two  cents  ($35,108.42).  This  is  far  above  the  estimate  of 
last  year,  and  is  owing  partly  to  the  increase  of  crime,  with  the  in- 
crease of  population  in  the  state,  and  in  the  large  cities  on  either 
side  of  it,  and  partly  to  a  law  passed  March  21, 1866,  which  enacts, 
that  sheriffs,  coroners  or  other  oflBcers  serving  compulsory  process, 
beyond  the  limits  of  their  respective  counties,  shall  receive  in  addi- 
^on  to  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law,  their  travelling  and  other  ex- 
penses, to  be  sworn  to  by  the  oflBcer,  certified  to  as  reasonable  by  the 
public  prosecutor,  and  to  be  included  in  the  taxed  bill. 

STATE  J»AT  TO  FAMILIES. 

For  the  year  ending  November  30,  1865,  there  was  paid  from  the 
treasury  for  the  families  or  widowed  or  dependent  mothers  of  volun- 
teers, and  to  discharged  soldiers  or  the  representatives  of  such  as 
were  deceased,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  forty-two  thousand  and 
eleven  dollars  and  fifty-four  cents  ($542,011.54),  whilst  last  year  the 
disbursements  on  the  same  accounts  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-four 
housand  fiye  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($164,-

576.30),  shoiinng  a  reduction  m  twelve  months  of  three  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars  and 
twenty-four  cents  ($377,435.24.) 

soldiers'  childrens'  home. 

By  act  of  March  7, 1866,  an  appropriation  of  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars was  made  to  the  Soldiers'  Childrens'  Home  for  the  purchase 
of  site  and  buildings,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  each  child  therein, 
at  the  rate  of  $37.50  for  each  per  quarter,  or  $150  per  annum  for 
each  pupil.  The  number  of  pupils  thus  far  has  averaged  forty,  and 
the  cost  to  the  state  is  therefore  about  six  thousand  dollars  a  year. 
This  provision  in  respect  to  the  pupils  is  limited  to  ten  years. 

ncmt  FOR  DISABLED    SOLDIERS. 

•  The  act  establishing  a  Home  for  Disabled  Soldiers,  approved 
March  23, 1865,  appropriated  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  procure- 
ment  of  a  site,  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  buildings,  and  ten  fhou- 
sand  dollars  for  furniture  and  fixtures,  and  by  a  supplement  thereto, 
approved  April  3,  1866,  the  conmpssioners  were  authorized  to  lease 
for  a  period  of  ten  years  a  suitable  site,  and  to  rent  or  purchase  any 
buildings  thereon,  and  to  enlarge,  alter,  repair  or  erect  buildings 
suitable  for  the  said  Home,  and  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum  were 
appropriated  for  the  rent,  and  the  3d  section  of  this  supplement  pro- 
vides that  the  moneys  heretofore  appropriated  by  the  act  of  1865 
might  be  applied,  as  far  as  necessary,  to  the  payment  of  the  said  rent 
and  support  of  the  institution,  and  under  these  laws  twenty-two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  se*renty-four  dollars  and  thirty  cents 
($22,874.30)  have  been  drawn  by  the  commissioners  during  the  past 
year. 

REFORM    SCHOOL. 

• 

The  Reform  School  was  created  by  act  of  April  6, 1865,  and  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  were  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  land,  build- 
ings, &c,  and  a  further  act,  approved  March  21,  1866,  appropriates 
sixty  thousand  dollars  more.  During  the  past  year,  forty-nine  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  twenty  cents 
($49,428.20)  have  been  paid  from  the  treasury  on  this  account. 

LUNATIC   ASYLUM. 

The  managers  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  were  authorized,  in  1865,  to 
build  wings  on  either  side  of  that  edifice,  and  the  cost  was  not  to  ex 
ceed  sixty  tiiousand  dollars.    By  act  of  March  20, 1866,  one  hundred 
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thousand  dollars  were  appropriated  as  the  cost  price,  the  money  to 
be  paid  as  called  for,  provided  that  not  more  than  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars  in  addition  to  the  thirty  thousand  dollars  already  expended, 
be  paid  during  the  current  year.  During  the  past  year  that  Imit  has 
been  attained.  ,  ^ 

STATE    PRISON. 

By  act'of  February  28,  1866,  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000) 
were  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  keeper  of  the  State  Prison,  for 
paying  the,  present  indebtedness  and  definaying  other  expenses  of  the 
prison  during  the  current  year,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  annually  loaned  to  him  by  a  former  law;  and  these 
sums  have  been  disbursed  on  this  account. 

BLIND,  DEAF  AND  DUMB,  IDIOTS. 

According  to  the  last  semi-annual  accounts  furnished  this  ofSce,  it 
appears  that  sixty-six  pupils  from  this  state  are  maintained  at  the 
public  charge,  in  the  asylums  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb,  and 
idiots,  in  other  states,  viz.:  In  the  Blind  Asylums  of  Philadelphia 
and  New  York,  twenty-five  persoiip;  in  those  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
in  the  same  cities,  tventy-six  persons ;  in  the  American  Asylum  for 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  two  persons ;  and  in 
the  Training  School  for  Feeble  Minded  Children,  at  Media,, Pennsyl- 
vania, thirteen  persons;  and  at  the  cost  in  the  aggregate  of  fifteen 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars  and  twenty  cenis 
($15,954.20)  for  the  past  year.  All  these  institutions  have  specific 
appropriations  made  to  them  annually  by  law :  To  the  bUna,  nine 
thousand  dollars  /$9,000);  to  the  ddaf  and  dumb,  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars ^$8,000);  ana  to  the  training  school,  three  thousand  dollarB 
($3,000),  yet  none  of  them  have  exhausted  the  annual  appropriations. 
m  the  case  of  the  blind  and  the  feeble  minded,  the  law  provides  that 
the  undrawn  balances  of  any  one  year  shall  be  added  to  the  appro- 
priation of  the  current  year.  It  is  believed  that,  for  several  years 
past,  the  disbursements  to  each  have  been  less  than  the  annual  appro- 
priation ;  but  these  institutions  have  not  been  credited  with  these 
Dalances,  although  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Treasurer  hereafter  to 
remedy  this  defect  Unless  this  is  done,  a  special  appropriation  for 
the  school  at  Media  will  become  necessary,  since  at  tiie  last  sesrion 
of  the  legislature  the  terms  of  tuition  and  maintenance,  including 
clothing,  in  that  school,  were  raised  from  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  to  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  each  pupil. 

The  cost  of  each  blind  pupil  is  three  hundred  dollars  annually, 
with  clothing,  and  that  of  eacn  deaf  and  dumb  pupil,  except  those  at 
Hartford,  is  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  annually,  and  if  the  Gov- 
ernor should  be  satisfied  that  the  parents  or  friends  of  the  benefidaiy 
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are  in  indigent  circumstances,  he  may  order  the  payment  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  more  per  annum  for  clothing.  At  Hartford  the  charge  is 
lower  than  the  rate  fixed  by  the  legislature. 

»     STATE  MILITIA, 

The  state  militia  cost  the  treasury  last  year  seventy-two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and.six  cents  ($72,131.06),  a  great 
advance  beyond  the  estimate.  It  is  not  probable  that  so  large  a  sum 
will  b€^ required  for  the  expenditures  of  1867;  for  the  uniforms,  in 
very  many  cases,  have  been  furnished  by  the  state  to  the  non-com- 
missioned oflBcers  and  privates,  the  wearers  of  which  can  receive  no 
pay  for  any  service  under  the  law  until  the  sums  charged  against 
them  for  such  imiforms  have  been  liquidated. 

ADDITION  TO  STATE  CAPITOL. 

In  1863,  ten  thousand  dollars  were  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
adding  a  wing  to  the  State  House,  for  the  use  of  the  library  and  com- 
mittee rooms,  to  be  disbursed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  State 
Library.  In  1864,  $16,000  were  added  to  this  appropriation  for  a 
library,  executive  chamber,  and  njpms  for  other  neediul  purposes  in 
this  wing.  In  1865,  $5,000  were  added  to  those  appropriations  for 
procuring  shelving  and  furniture  for  the  new  library  room,  for  alter- 
ing the  o^d  library  room  for  the  accommodation  of  the  United  States 
omrts,  to  set  apart  and  arrange  some  suitable  room  in  the  State 
House  as  a  jury  room  for  said  courts,  to  procure  the  necessary  fiimi- 
tore  for  the  executive  chamber  and  committee  rooms,  and  to  furnish 
the  office  of  Comptroller;  and  in  1866,  $8,000  were  added  to  the 
former  appropriations,  for  furnishing  the  executive  chamber,  for  fur- 
nishing and  ornamenting  the  library  room,  and  for  altering,  furnish- 
ing and  preparing  certain  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  courts  of  the 
United  States.  In  all  $39,000  were  appropriated  to  the  objects 
stated  above,  of  which  $36,320.43  have  been  expended,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $2,679.57  to  the  credit  of  this  fund,  and  which  may,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  be  hereafter  required  to  furnish  the  court  rooms, 
executive  chamber,  and  to  ornament  the  state  library. 

ORDINARY  REVENUE — WHENCE  DERIVED. 

The  ordinary  revenue  of  the  state  is  derived  from  few  sources — 
fix>m  transit  duties  on  raiboads  and  canals,  from  tax  on  capital  stock 
of  railroads,  from  fines,  forfeited  recognizances,  asiessments  on  pri- 
vate legislative  acts,  fi:om  fees  of  foreign  deed  commissioners,  from 
dividends  and  interest  on  stocks  and  bonds,  and  from  license  fees. 
The  transit  duties  on  railroads  and  the  Delaware  and  Baritan  Canal 
Company  are  fixed  by  law,  and  so  is  the  tax  upon  the  capital  stock  of 
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certain  railroads.  The  dividends  and  interest  upon  stocks  and  bonds, 
are  settled  by  the  directors  or  the  contract,  and  the  license  and  com- 
mission fees  by  law. 

Transit  Duties. — It  is  found  by  comparison  with  last  year  that  the 
transit  duties  of  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Railroad  and  Transporta- 
tion Company  and  the  New  Jersey  Ralroad  and  Transportation  Com- 
pany have  decreased,  while  those  of  the  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal 
Company  have  increased.  This  is  owing  probably  to  the  fact  very 
generally  understood  elsewhere  that  the  cessation  of  the  war  has 
occasioned  great  diminution  of  railroad  travel  and  transpoftation, 
whereas,  by  the  return  of  peace,  the  transportation  of  heavy  merchan- 
dise has  been  increased. 

Tax  an  Capital  Stock. — The  payment  on  the  capital  stock  of  cer- 
tain railroads  is  also  far  below  the  returns  of  the  preceding  year, 
which  is  owing  in  great  measure  to  the  receipt  in  November,  1865, 
of  $51,219.64  in  advance  of  the  time  when  payable,  which  was  Janu- 
ary, 1866,  and  which  properly  belonged  to  the  income  of  the  last  year» 

Other  Sources  of  Revenue. — From  the  other  sources  of  ordinary 
state  revenue,  which  are  fines  and  forfeited  recognizances,  assessments 
on  private  acts,  commissions,  fees  and  licenses,  the  aggregate  receipt 
exceeds  the  receipt  of  the  previous  year  by  nearly  six  thousand  dol- 
lars; and  it  is  computed  that  the  receipte  of  the  state  during  the 
current  year  from  the  ordinary  sources  of  revenue,  including  the 
balance  in  bank  and  excluding  any  portion  of  the  state  tax,  wUl  not 
be  less  than  $450,000. 

Assessments  on  Private  Acts. — Can  any  of  the  streams  flowing  from 
these  sources  of  revenue  be  increased  in  volume?  The  receipt  from  the 
assessment  of  private  legislative  acts  last  year  was  $7,872,  against 
$4,199.60  received  the  year  before.  This  is  a  large  increase,  but  no 
larger  than  it  ought  to  be  at  present  rates,  if  the  constantly  increasing 
bufi:  of  the  pamphlet  laws  is  considered.  In  1863  the  volume  con- 
tained 565  pages,  and  in  1866, 1,159  pages.  During  the  war  there 
were  large  numbers  of  bounty  acts  passed  for  the  several  coifiities^ 
townships  and  cities  of  the  state;  these  were  by  construction  public 
acts  without  any  clause  so  enacting,  and  helped  in  great  degree  to  in- 
crease the  size  of  the  book  which  contained  them.  But  it  is  found  by 
comparison,  that  although  the  last  legislature  convened  nine  months 
after  the  war  had  closed,  its  pamphlet  laws  were  nearly  one  hundred 
pages  more  than  those  of  1865,  and  more  than  double  those  of  1863. 
This  must  have  been  owing  to  the  increase  of  private  laws. 

Every  act  put  in  the  pamphlet  laws  increases  not  only  its  volume,, 
but  the  cost  to  the  state.  The  act  approved  March  6, 1858,  entitled 
"  An  act  to  increase  the  revenues  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,"  pro- 
vides that  no  private  act  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  office  of  the  S^re- 
tary  of  State,  or  published,  or  have  the  force  and  effect  of  law,  unless 
certain  fees  are  paid ;  and  a  supplement  thereto,  approved  March  18, 
1859,  declares  that  so  much  of  the  former  act  as  prohibits  the  enroll- 
ment or  publication  of  any  private  act,  is  thereby  repealed ;  and  in 
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the  second  section  of  this  supplement  it  is  provided,  that  if  the  parties 
interested  shall  fail  to  pay  the  assessment  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
ensuing  the  passage  thereof,  the  law  shall  be  void. 

Therefore  it  may  happen,  as  it  has  happened,  that  the  Secretary  of 
State  may  enroll  the  bill  and  give  copies  to  the  public  printer  before 
the  first  day  of  July,  and  yet  the  parties  interested  may  not  have  paid 
their  assessment  fees.  By  this  non-payment  of  assessment  fees,  laws 
may  be  found  in  the  printed  book,  which  are  declared  void.  But  how 
is  the  citizen  to  know  this  ?  He  finds  the  void  as  well  as  the  valid 
law  ig  the  book,  and  he  ascertains  from  the  revision  of  1846  that  all 
laws  heretofore  or  hereafter  printed  by  the  authority  of  the  state, 
shall  in  every  court  thereof  be  received  in  evidence,  anything  in  any 
law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  By  this  foisting  of  a  private 
law  declared  to  be  void,  into  the  statute  book,  the  public  are  deceived, 
the  size  of  the  book  is  increased,  and  the  officer  for  furnishing  copy 
and  making  marginal  index,  and  the  printer  for  his  materials,  com- 
position and  press,  work,  &c.,  are  paid  from  the  treasury. 

If  the  state  "  is  governed  too  much,"  as  the  world  is  said  to  be, 
then  this  is  one  of  the  appliances  by  which  the  thing  is  done,  the 
unnecessary  multiplication  of  the  laws.  Why  should  any  insurance 
company,  or  manufacturing  company,  or  banking  company  ask  of  the 
legislature  a  special  charter,  when  there  are  general  laws  under 
which  they  might  organize  ?  Simply  because  the  special  charter  is 
the  cheaper  and  more  expeditious,  and  perhaps  the  safer  expedient.       , 

If  they  make  this  choice  they  should  pay  for  it.    It  is  submitted,  / 
that  at  present  rates,  these  fees  do  not  reimburse  the  state  for  the  I 
expenses  which  are  annually  paid  out  of  the  public  fund  in  this  regard,  / 
and  that  the  legislature  cannot  go  amiss,  if  they  enact  a  law  raising  ■ 
the  rates  of  assessment  from  thirty  to  fifty  per  cent. 

Fines  and  Forfeited  Recognizances. — From  fines  and  forfeited  re- 
cognizances, the  receipts  of  last  year  have  exceeded  those  of  the 
year  before,  $1,468.71.  The  wonder  here  is  that  any  revenue  at 
all  should  be  derived  from  this  source,  owing  to  the  vagueness  of  the 
laws  upon  this  subject,  and  the  indifference  which  accounting  officers 
very  generally  feel  towards  the  discharge  of  duties  which  are  gratu- 
itous, not  encouraged  by  the  reward  of  fees  or  enforced  by  the  fear 
of  penalties. 

The  law  provides  "  that  every  sheriflF  shall  annually  at  the  close  of 
his  office,  or  within  one  month  thereafter,  pay  into  the  treasury  of 
this  state  such  sums  of  money  as  he  shall  have  collected  or  received 
in  virtue  of  executions  issued  against  recognisors,  or  arising  from 
fines  and  amercements  awarded  by  any  court  against  any  oflFender  or 
oflFenders,"  with  certain  exceptions  as  to  the  fines  and  amercements, 
under  penalty  of  forfeiting  $200  for  each  ofience.  But  why  should 
the  sheriff  pay  over  these  moneys  annually  at  the  close  of  his  office 
or  within  one  month  thereafter,  and  not  immediately  upon  their  re- 
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ceipt?  These  moneys  belong  to  the  state,  and  should  be  promptly 
transferred  to  its  treasury.  There  is  surely  no  good  reason  why  the 
sheriflF,  who  by  law  is  entitled  to  a  commission  of  five  per  cent,  upon 
the  ftind  received  by  him,  should  retain  the  residue  and  then  after 
the  lapse  of  three  months  or  thirteen  months,  at  his  option,  pay  it 
over  without  interest  to  the  state.  It  is  one  of  the  specified  duties 
of  the  Comptroller  to  institute  and  direct  prosecutions  against  officers 
who  are  delinquent  in  this  regard.  But  he  must  know  who  they  are 
before  he  can  report  their  names  to  the  Attorney  General  or  other 
prosecuting  officer.  The  law  is  very  explicit  on  this  point.  By  the 
9th  section  of  the  act  relating  to  county  clerks,  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  of  every  court  of  this  state,  within  ten  days  after  the  term 
ends,  to  make  out  an  abstract  of  fines  and  amercements  awarded,  and 
of  the  judgments  on  recognizance  for  the  use  of  the  state,  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November  annually,  and  for  every  neglect  or  refusal,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  $100.  This  abstract  is  to  contain  the  names  of  the  persons 
fined  and  amerced,  and  of  the  judgment  debtors  on  recognizance, 
with  the  names  of  the  sheriff  and  county  collector. 

By  the  6th  section  of  the  act  relative  to  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
State,  approved  the  same  day  with  the  act  last  above  referred  to,  it  is 
^-'uacted  that  the  clerks  of  the  Pleas  of  the  several  counties,  shall 
+j^  nsmit  a  similar  abstract  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  at  the  same  time 
gj^^  ^mder  the  same  penalties  as  designated  in  the  act  relating  to  the 
rcouttty  clerks;  and  the  act  creating  the  office  of  Comptroller  directs, 
that  tiie  a.^^*^^^^  required  by  the  law,  in  regard  to  the  .Secretary  of 
State  shall  ^®  transmitted  to  the  Comptroller  instead  of  the  Secre- 
tary. '  Very  tC^  ^^  these  abstracts  have  been  returned  to  this  office, 
and  for  the  rea8o^^»  ^^^^  ^^^  1^^  hitherto  has  never  been  enforced. 
Hence  there  is  no  fear  of  the  penalty,  and  as  the  clerks  receive  no 
compensation  for  thcii*  service,  it  is  generally  pretermitted.  If  the  law- 
were  enforced,  and  it  is  the  intention  hereaJter  that  it  shall  be,  and 
if  a  supplement  were  passed  allowing  sheriffs  to  retain  five  per  cent, 
of  all  moneys  collected  or  received  by  them  on  forfeited  recogni- 
zMices,  when  execution  has  not  issued  against  the  recognisors,  the 
income  from  this  source  might  be  materially  increased.  As  the  law 
now  stands  he  is  to  receive  this  commission  only  on  moneys  collected 
»  received  by  virtue  of  executions,  whereas  it  is  well  known  that 
parties  sometimes  settle  before  the  scire  facias  is  awarded,  and  at 
other  times  before  execution  has  issued.  ,    ^u  , 

RaUroads  and  Canals — Of  the  thirty  raiboads  and  canals  that 
made  report  to  the  last  legislature,  but  six  have  paid  anything  into 
the  state  treasury  during  the  past  year.  The  companies  and  amounts 
paid  were  as  follows,  to  wit:

In  the  aggregate  amounting  to $309,101  69 

being  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  entire  actual  revenue  of  the  state 
during  the  past  year,  if  in  that  revenue  are  reckoned  the  payment  of 
$51,219,64  made  to  the  late  Treasurer  at  his  request  and  before  re- 
ferred to,  and  excluding  therefrom  the  payment  of  $114,725  which 
the  American  Dock  and  Improvement  Company,  f br  shore  front,  paid 
into  the  treasury  as  principal  moneys,  and  which  they  were  not  bound 
to  pay  before  the  year  1885. 

Payments  from  other  railroads,  according  to  their  charters,  cannot 
J)e  much  longer  delayed.  The  second  section  of  the  supplement  to 
the  act  incorporating  the  Morris  and  Essex  Railroad  Company,  which 
supplement  was  approved  March  23,  1865,  provides  that  the  tax  im- 
posed in  their  charter  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  cost  of 
road,  and  to  be  paid  when  the  net  earnings  should  amount  to  seven 
per  cent,  upon  that  cost,  should  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of  one  year 
from  the  time  when  the  road  should  be  open  and  in  use  to  Phillips- 
burgh,  and  annually  thereafter.  This  provision  was  assented  to  oy 
the  company  under  its  corporate  seal  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1865, 
and  the  revenue  accruing  to  the  state  from  it,  when  it  tjdces  eflFect, 
will  be  over  $30,000  per  annum.

The  item  of  $250  for  the  state  library  in  the  foregoing  schedule  i3 
the  amount  appropriated  annually  to  that  oflSce  by  statute.  -By  a 
contract  made  between  the  United  States  and  New  Jersey,  and  now 
in  foixie,  the  former  agreed  to  pay  for  rent  of  rooms  in  the  State 
House,  to  accommodate  the  federal  courts,  $800  per  annum;  but 
this  money,  by  the  contract,  belongs  to  the  uses  of  the  state  library, 
and  not  to  the  state. 

To  meet  the  foregoing  estimate  of  $495,211.37,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  apportion  from  the  avails  of  the  state  tax,  as  belonging  to  the  uses 
of  the  state,  the  sum  of  $50,000,  instead  of  $70,000,  which  was  the 
amount  raised  last  year ;  and  this  sum,  added  to  the  receipts  of  the 
state  from  its  ordinary  sources  of  revenue  and  the  cash  balance  iA 
bank,  will  more  tlian  discharge  every  item  in  the  estimate. 

JOINT   companies'   STOCK. 

Tlie  state  is  now  the  owner  of  2,887  shares  of  the  stock  of  the 
Camden  and  Amboy  Railroad  and  Transportation  Company  and  of 
the  Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal  Company  or  of  the  Joint  Companies, 
which  at  par  is  worth  $288,700.00.  These  companies  intend  to 
enlarge  their  capital  stock,  by  permitting  their  stockholders  in  the 
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first  instance,  to  subscribe  for  this  proposed  enlargement  in  the  pro- 
portion of  one  share  of  stock  for  every  four  shares  held  by  the  stock- 
liolder ;  or  in  other  words  to  issue  stock  at  par  to  the  amount  of  one 
fourth  of  their  capitals.  This  option  to  subscribe  in  the  case  of  the 
state  expires  on  the  first  day  of  February  next,  and  if  the  legisla- 
ture intend  to  act  in  the  premises,  they  must  act  promptly.  The 
state  is  entitled  to  subscribe  for  seven  hundred  and  twenty-one 
shares,  which  at  par  will  cost  $72,175.  If  the  Treasurer  were 
authorized  by  law  to  make  this  subscription  he  has  no  funds  with 
which  to  discharge  the  payments ;  they  must  be  raised  by  tax,  or  the 
legislature  might  order  the  right  or  privilege  to  be  sold  or  might 
order  the  stock  to  be  subscribed  for,  filled  up,  then  sold  and  the 
moneys  received  from  such  sale  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State 
Fund. 

The  state  is  now  out  of  debt  on  civil  account,  and  by  the  constitu- 
tion the  legislature  is  prohibited  from  creating  any  debt  or  debts, 
which  shall  singly  or  in  the  aggregate,  exceed  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  except  for  the  purposes  of  war,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
authorized  by  a  law  for  some  single  specified  object  or  work  and 
providing  the  ways  and  means  of  payment.  This  law  must  also 
"be  ratified  by  the  people  at  a  general  election  before  it  can  take 
efiect.  Therefore,  to  borrow  the  money  to  pay  for  this  stock  as  a 
permanent  investment  would  seem  to  be  inexpedient  because  it  would 
curtail  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  create  debts  or  make  appro- 
priations beyond  the  exact  revenue  or  income  of  the  state,  without 
appeal  to  the  people. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  has  been  communicated  with  upon 
this  subject  and  his  views  are  herewith  subjoined : 

State  of  New  Jersey, 
Executive  Department, 
Trenton,  January  8th,  1867. 

Sir : — In  answer  to  your  mquiry  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  for  the 
interest  of  the  state  to  subscribe  for  the  new  or  increased  capital 
stock  of  the  Delav^are  and  Raritan  Canal  and  Camden  and  Amboy 
Railroad  and  Transportation  Companies,  I  reply  :  If  the  state  were 
in  condition  to  buy  and  hold  the  stock  I  would  certainly  advise  the 
purchase.  But  in  view  of  our  large  indebtedness  on  war  account 
and  our  inability  to  pay  for  the  stock  without  making  a  loan  for  that 
purpose,  I  would  prefer,  if  practicable,  to  sell  the  state  right  of 
subscription  for  such  sum  as  it  will  command  in  the  market.  If  this 
course  cannot,  for  any  reason,  be  adopted,  I  would  advise  a  special 
temporary, loan  to  the  amount  required  for  its  purchase.

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ESTIMATE  OF  EXPENDITURES — WAR  ACCOUNT. 

In  addition  to  the  decrease  during  the  last  year,  in  comparison 
with  the  year  before,  of  pa)nnents  on  account  of  discharged  and 
deceased  soldiers  and  the  families  of  volunteers,  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  war  disbursements  have  been  diminished  by  the  discontinuance 
of  the  military  agency  at  Washington,  and  with  it  the  military 
salary  account,  which  in  1865  was  $5,000.  The  state  military  ac- 
count also  shows  a  reduction  of  $14,500,  and  much  of  the  clerical 
aid,  which  in  the  year  before  was  absolutely  necessary  to  discharge 
the  public  business  at  the  State  House,  and  the  salaries  of  which 
were  payable  out  of  the  war  fund,  has  been  discontinued. 

An  estimate  of  the  moneys  required  during  the  current  year  to  be 
paid  on  war  account  is  hereby  furnished,  viz  :

One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  may  be  needed  therefore 
on  war  account  for  the  current  year,  and  towards  the  payment  of 
this  the  Treasurer  has  $57,617  36  cash  balance  in  bank.  The  resi- 
due of  this  estimate  may  either  be  paid  by  the  sale  of  bonds,  here- 
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tofore  unissued  or  by  receiving  from  the  United  States  the  whole  or  a 
portion  of  the  moneys  due  the  state,  ^d  which  now  amounts,  accord- 
ing to  the  treasurer's  statement,  to  $777,516.76,  or  according  to  the 
quartermaster-generars  report  of  last  year  to  something  less. 

ABSTRACTS  OP  RATABLES. 

It  is  the  duty  by  law  of  the  assessor  of  every  township  and  ward  in 
the  state,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  in  each  year, 
to  transmit  to  this  office  an  abstract  of  the  amount  of  all  the  ratables 
in  their  respective  townships  and  wards.  This  has  been  done  in  full 
by  fourteen  and  omitted  by,  seven  counties.  It  would  seem  to  be 
very  important  that  these  abstracts  should  be  filed,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  state  tax  is  levied  <<  on  the  inhabitants  of  this  state  and  on 
:Uieir  taxable  real  and  personal  property."  If  the  assessors  of  any  one 
county  omit  this  duty  the  value  of  the  property,  in  that  county,  must 
"be  reached  by  an  estimate  or  by  consulting  the  abstracts  of  former 
years  which  may  be  unfair  not  only  to  the  county,  whose  assessors 
4iave  omitted  to  make  return,  but  to  every  other  county  in  the  state. 
Not  does  it  appear  that  the  duty  cast  by  the  general  tax  law  uponi 
•each  county  collector  to  make  return  of  such  abstracts  to  the  legisla-^ 
tore,  at  all  absolves  the  assessors  from  the  performance  of  this  neces- 
sary and  imperative  duty. 

CONTRACT   FOR  COAL. 

The  contract  for  furnishing  coal  at  the  State  House  for  the  use  of 
the  legislature,  was  awarded  to  Bodine  and  Darrah  of  Trenton,  as  the 
lowest  bidders  therefor.  Proposals  were  published,  in  the  manner, 
and  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law.  Forty-five  tons  of  stove  coal  were 
delivered  at  the  cost  of  $7.23  per  ton  and  sixty-five  tons  of  egg  size 
at  the  cost  of  $6.98  per  ton.  In  all  one  hundred  and  ten  tons  at  the 
<X)8t  of  $779.05. 

COUITTERSIGNED  RECEIPTS. 

With  regard  to  the  treasury  disbursements,  this  office  has  worked 
efficiently  during  the  past  year.  Every  claim  made  against  the  state 
^B8  been  examined,  audited,  allowed,  ac^usted  or  rejected,  affidavits 
of  the  party  claimant  or  of  some  one  else  in  his  behalf  have  been  taken 
to  establish  the  justice  and  correctness  of  the  claim,  in  some  cases 
testimony  from  other  quarters  has  been  sought  for  and  obtained  by 
the  Comptroller,  and  where  there  is  an  allowance  of  the  bill  in  full 
or  partially  by  adjustment,  the  amount  declared  due  has  been  certi 
fied  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment,  the  warrant  designating  the  fund 
or  account  to  be  debited. 

This  plan  works  perfectly,  and  the  books  of  this  office,  in  all  mat- 
ters of  disbursement,  are  checks  upon  the  books  of  the  Treasurer. 
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But  this  is  not  the  case  with  the  receipts  ;  many  of  these  find  their 
way  into  the  treasury  of  which  this  office  has  no  cognizance.  For 
instance  a  bond  debtor  on  a  security  belonging  to  the  school  fund  and 
held  by  the  Treasurer,  calls  upon  that  officer  and  pays  the  interest 
due  upon  it  or  sends  the  money  or  check  by  letter,  and  the  amount 
paid  is  endorsed  upon  the  bond  but  no  notice  is  given  to  this  office. 
Now  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  audit  the  amount  due  upon 
the  bond  and  countersign  the  receipt.  It  makes  no  difference 
whether  the  money  paid  belongs  to  the  state  fund  or  the  school  fund, 
the  law  is  imperative  "  that  all  receiptg  for  money  paid  to  the  Trea- 
surer" shall  be  countersigned,  otherwise  they  are  of  no  validity. 

In  many  cases  appertaining  strictly  to  the  state  fimd,  payments 
large  and  small  are  made  and  no  receipt  is  asked  for.  Of  all  these 
cases  there  is  no  knowledge  in  this  office  until  it  is  obtained  from  the 
books  of  the  treasury ;  and  of  course  while  this  state  of  things  con- 
tinues the  receipts  are  less,  as  shown  by  the  Comptroller's  record, 
than  by  that  of  the  Treasurer. 

This  discrepancy  should  no  longer  continue.  The  Treasurer  should 
be  directed  by  law  to  receive  no  moneys  belonging  to  any  fund  in 
the  custody  of  the  state,  until  the  amount  justly  due  has  been  audited 
and  stated  by  the  Comptroller.  This  is  a  substantial  repetition  of 
the  suggestion  contained  in  a  former  report  from  this  office,  and  is  by 
no  means  intended  to  reflect  upon  the  Treasurer,  whose  competency 
and  integrity  are  beyond  all  question,  but  is  repeated,  to  the  end, 
that  a  system  of  checks  and  balances  may  be  established,  by  which  no 
moneys  can  either  get.  ipto  the  treasury  or  out  of  it,  without  the 
knowledge  of  two  departments  of  the  state  government,  instead  of 
one. 

BANK   TAX. 

It  appears  from  the  32d  section  of  the  act  approved  April  II, 
1866,  entitled  "  A  further  supplement  to  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  con- 
cerning taxes,'"  approved  April  14,  1846,  that  various  acts  and 
parts  of  acts,  in  relation  to  the  same  subject  matter  were  repealed, 
among  others  the  45th  section  of  the  act  of  1846,  entitled  "  An  act 
concerning  axes,"  and  a  supplement  to  that  act  approved  March 
23,  1859,  by  which  repeal  the  surviving  state  banks,  whether  created 
under  the  general  banking  law  or  by  special  charter,  are  relieved 
from  the  payment  of  any  tax  to  the  state.  If  this  is  so,  the  loss 
&ll8  upon  the  school  fund,  but  the  repealing  section  is  not  as  clear  as 
it  might  be,  and  the  question  is  reserved  for  further  consideration.

Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "au 
act  to  change  the  termination  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  several  Officer* 
and  Institutions,  and  to  regulate  the  making  of  their  reports," 
approved  March  24th,  1863,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith, 
statements  (in  which  are  included  the  receipts  and  disbursements  by- 
David  Naar,  Treasurer  to  the  7th  day  of  March,  1866)  showing 
the  financial  transactions  of  the  Treasury  Department  during  thp 
fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1866,  divided  under  the  follow- 
ing general  heads,  viz : 

Statement  A,  State  Fund, 
do        B,  War  Fund, 
do        C,  School  Fund, 
.  do        D,  Agricultural  College  Fund, 
do        E,  Bank  Note  Redemption  Fund. 

Also,  lists  of  securities  belonging  to  tho  State  School  and  Agricul- 
tural College  Funds.  The  receipts  of  the  State  Fund  during  the  past^ 
fall  short  of  those  of  the  previous  year,  by  about  $60,000-- the 
greater  part  of  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  amount  of  tax  on  thd . 
capital  stock  of  railroad  companies,  (due  January  1,  1866,  and 
properly  the  income  of  this  year,)  having  been  received  and  used 
before  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

,  An  extra  dividend  of  262  shares  (being  10  per  cent  on  2625., 
shares  less  |  share  sold  at  16  per  cent  premium)  of  stock  of  Joiol^ . 
Companies,  was  received  in  February  last  is  included  In  the  receipti) , 
and  also  in  the  disbursements  as  so  much  invested,  making  the  total '^ 
amount  of  said  stock  now  held  by  the  State,  2887  shares — par  valiid' 
1288.700.

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The  amount  ($114,725)  charged  on  the  books  in  this  office  to  the 
American  Dock  and  Improvement  Company,  for  lands  under  water, 
was  paid  (including  the  interest  due  on  the  same)  on  the  first  daj  of 
November  last. 

A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Joint  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Delaware  and  Raritan  Canal  and  Camden  and  Amboy  Railroad  and 
Transportation  Companies  in  July  last,  (a  copy  of  which  was  far- 
kished  me  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  companies,)  the  substance  of 
which  is  as  follows:  That  in  issuing  the  new  stock  of  said  companies 
tfie  original  stockholders  be  given  the  preference  to  subscribe  at  par 
for  an  amount  equal  to  25  per  cent  of  the  stock  held  by  each,  limit- 
ing the  privilege  thus  given  to  include  the  first  of  September  1866, 
except  that  of  the  State,  which  was  extended  to  the  first  of  February, 
1867,  in  order  that  the  matter  might  be  brought  before  the  Legisla- 
ture for  its  action.

The  indebtedness  of  the  War  Fund  (other  than  the  amount  of 
bonds  issued  up  to  December  1,  1865),  being  special  loans  $247,000, 
and  the  amount  ($123,319  33).  transferred  from  sumdry  creditors  on 
tte  books,  making  a  total  of  $370,319  33,  has  been  paid  by  issue  of 
other  bonds  as  follows,  viz:  Exempt  from  taxation  $128,000  (being 
the  balance  of  the  loan  authorized  by  the  act  approved  May  10th, 
1861,  and  the  supplement  thereto  approved  March  24th,  1863),  sold 
«t  par  and  "taxable;"  $593,400  'disposed  of  at  the  following

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Which,  in  consequence  of  the  vast  amount  of  other  stocks  in  the 
market  that  were  paying  higher  rates  of  interest,  was  the  highest 
market  price  for  securities  of  like  character. 

The  bonds  were  issued  as  the  fuuds  were  needed,  in  order  to  meet 
promptly  the  demands  on  the  treasury. 

Of  the  above  usue  of  bonds,  $33,700  *' exempt  from  taxation,"  and 
$100,000  "  taxable,"  were  sold  by  my  predecessor,  the  former  at  par, 
the  latter  at  95  cents. 

The  State  1  ax,  amounting  to  $280,000,  also  accrued  interest  on 
bonds  sold,  was  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund. 

In  January  last  a  temporary  loan  of  $80,000  was  made  of  the  Com- 
mifflioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  by  my  predecessor,  and  in  April  a 
loan  of  $50,000  was  made  of  Trenton  Banking  Company  for  three 
months,  both  of  which  have  been  paid  with  interest. 

Therefore,  the  War  Fund  is  indebted  only  on  account  of  bonds  un- 
redeemed, as  follows,  viz  :

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office,  I  found  that'  the  interest 
falling  due  on  bonds  secured  by  mortgages  had  not  been  promptly 
paid,  there  being  at  that  time  about  $11,000  due  and  over  due,  vary- 
ing from  one  to  six  years.  I  have  been  unable  to  collect  all  the 
alK>ve  amount,  but  after  having  given  the  parties  due  notice,  as  di- 
i^ected  by  the  Trustees,  the  bonds  and  mortgages  (amounting  to 
$41,2  7.89  of  those  who  were  still  delinquent)  were  sent  to  the  At- 
torney General  for  foreclosure. 

Stipulations  to  pay  7  per  cent  interest  have  been  filed  in  all  cases 
when  the  bonds  were  due,  with  the  exception  of  two  (2). 

The  conditions  of  the  loan  of  $100,000  to  the  New  Jersey  Railroad 
and  Transportation  Company  is  such  that  one  year's  notice  has  to  be 
given  before  any  change  can  be  made  in  the  rate  of  interest  (6  per 
cent.)  now  paid.  The  income  of  the  School  Fund,  after  consideriog 
the  additional  one  per  cent,  on  bonds  subject  to  such  increase,  will  be 
insufficient  to  meet  an  appropriation  equal  to  the  one  made  the  past 
year,  and  unless  other  means  are  devised  the  balance  will  have  to  be 
made  up  out  of  the  State  Fund.

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MANAGERS'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward^  Governor  of  the  State  of  JVw 
Jersey : 

In  pHrsuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  providing  for  the  organi- 
zation of  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  the  insane,  the  Managers  respectfully  present  their  twentieth  an- 
nual report,  detailing  the  operations  and  state  of  the  institution  for 
eleven  months,  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  last,  thus 
changing  the  termination  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  institution,  from 
the  last  day  of  December  to  the  last  day  of  November,  in  each  year, 
in  accordance  with  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  last  was  three  hundred  and  sixty-seven.  The  number  ad- 
mitted during  the  last  eleven  months,  was  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,  making  the  whole  number  under  treatment  during  that  period, 
fire  hundred  and  forty.  Of  that  number  fifty-eight  were  discharged 
recovered,  fifty-four  improved,  five  unimproved,  thirty-one  died,  and 
three  were  found  not  to  be  be  insane,  leaving  four  hundred  and  nine 
patients  in  the  institution  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-six.  Of  those  remaining  in  the  Asylum,  eighty- 
eight  are  private  patients,  supported  at  their  own  expense  or  that  of 
their  friends,  and  three  hundred  and  twenty-one  are  county  patients, 
supported  by  the  public  authorities. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Asylum  from  May 
15, 1848,  when  it  was  first  opened,  to  the  present  time,  is  two  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  seventy-four.  Of  that  number  four  hundred 
and  eight  have  died  or  escaped  from  the  Asylum.  Eleven  hundred 
and  one  have  been  completely  restored,  and  seven  hundred  and  sixty- 
four  have  been  discharged  more  or  less  improved,  while  only  eighty- 
eight  have  been  discharged  without  any  perceptible  improvement. 

Three  persons  were  sent  to  the- Asylum  during  the  year  who  were 
not  insane,  all  of  whom  feigned  insanity  in  order  to  escape  indict- 
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ment  or  conviction  for  criminal  offences,  and  were  sent  to  the  Asylum 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-seventh  section  of  the 
act  for  the  organization  of  the  Asylum.  Two  of  these  escaped  from 
the  institution,  one  of  whom  was  afterwards  re-arrested,  convicted, 
and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary,  and  the  third  was  returned  to  the 
county  whence  he  came.  The  managers  refer  to  this  fact  merely 
that  the  attention  of  the  courts  and  law  ofiScers  of  the  State  may  be 
called  to  the  subject,  and  greater  circumspection  used  in  guarding 
against  imposition  in  cases  of  tliis  nature.  The  friends  of  the  criminal 
sometimes  lend  themselves  to  the  imposture  in  order  to  screen  a  rela- 
tive from  just  punishment,  and  avert  the  resulting  disgrace  from  them- 
selves. 

It  is  believed  that  not  a  single  case  hag  occurred  where  a  person 
not  insane  has  been  sent  to  the  Asylum,  either  as  a  public  or  private 
patient,  upon  the  usual  certificates  of  a  judge  and  physician,  which 
speaks  highly  for  the  care  exercised  by  public  officers,  and  the  skill 
and  integrity  of  the  medical  practitioners  of  the  State. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  the  past 
eleven  months  amounted  to  five  hundred  and  forty.  Among  whom 
there  were  only  thirty-one  deaths,  mostly  the  result  of  chronic  disease 
or  exhaustion.  Notwithstanding  the  crowded  state  of  the  institution, 
a  kind  Providence  has  averted  all  epidemic  and  contagious  diseases, 
and  preserved  the  general  good  health  of  the  inmates  during  the 
whole  year. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  since  the  last  annual  report,  including 
a  balance  of  eighty  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents  remaining  on  the 
thirty-first  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  amount  to 
the  sum  of  ninety-two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and 
eighteen  cents  ($92,880.18).  The  payments  for  the  same  period 
amount  to  ninety  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars  and 
twenty-three  cents  ($90,499.23),  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  of  only  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and 
ninety-five  cents  ($2,380.95)  to  carry  the  institution  through  the  month 
of  December,  being  much  less  than  the  average  expenses  of  the  instil 
tution  for  that  period  of  time.  This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  in- 
creased compensation  for  county  patients,  authorized  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature,  did  not  take  effect  until  the  beginning  of  the 
second,  instead  of  the  first  quarter,  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Of  the  total  receipts  twenty-five  thousand  thi'ee  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents  ($25,332.92)  were  received  from 
private  patients,  fifty-two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-four 
dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  ($52,724.39)  from  the  several  counties 
for  the  pauper  and  indigent  insane,  and  fourteen  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  dollars  and  ninety -nine  cents  ($14,741.99)  from. 
the  State  Treasury  for  the  same  class  of  patients,  at  the  rate  fixed  by 
law,  no  special  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  institution  having 
been  made  by  the  Legislature  last  winter. 

The  annual  inventory  of  the  personal  property  belonging  to  the 
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Asylum  was  made  in  November,  as  now  required  by  law.  The  ap- 
praisement amounts  to  the  sum  of  forty-two  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  nine  cents  ($42,879.09),  being  an  in- 
crease over  that  of  last  year  of  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollars  and  one  cent  ($4,675.01).  The  apparent  value  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Asylum  is  of  course  enhanced  by  the  present  high  prices 
of  all  articles  in  use.  But  special  care  is  taken  not  to  swell  the  ap- 
praisement by  excessive  valuation,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  prop- 
erty specified  in  the  inventory  could  not  now  be  replaced  for  a  sum 
anywhere  near  its  appraised  value. 

There  are  now  in  the  Asylum  four  hundred  and  nine  patients, 
forty-two  more  than  at  the  close  of  the  last  year,  when  it  was  thought 
the  utmost  possible  limit  had  been  reached,  and  at  least  one  hundred 
more  than  can  be  properly  accommodated  in  the  present  building. 
But  the  ofiBcers,  unwilling  to  turn  any  away  from  the  door,  and  anxious 
that  all  needing  the  care  of  the  institution  should  share  in  its  bene- 
fits, have,  by  crowding  the  wards,  turning  the  sitting  rooms  into  dor- 
mitories, and  placing  beds  in  the  halls  at  night,  found  accommodation 
for  all  that  have  come.  It  has  been  done,  however,  at  great  increase 
of  labor  on  the  part  of  officers  and  attendants,  to  the  great  discom- 
fort of  all  ill  the  institution,  and  in  some  cases  to  the  positive  injury 
of  the  patients.  The  crowded  state  of  the  Asylum  renders  it  desira- 
ble that  the  new  extension  should  be  completed  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sihloj  and  it  is  hoped  that  part  of  the  east  wing  will  be  ready  for  the 
reception  of  patients  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  month.  When  fin- 
ished the  institution  will  afford  comfortable  accommodations  for  five 
hundred  patients,  with  the  necessary  officers,  attendants  and  assist- 
ants. * 

The  great  extent  of  the  buildings,  and  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients,  render  it  necessary  that  a  second  Assistant  Physician 
should  be  added  to  the  resident  officers  of  the  Asylum,  and  the  man- 
agers would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  appointment  of  such 
officer  be  authorized  by  law.  By  the  original  act  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Asylum  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  salaries  to  be  paid  to 
the  officers  was  limited  to  five  thousand  dollars.  This  sum  has  never 
been  increased  or  exceeded.  And  the  managers  would  further  recom- 
mend and  request  that  the  sum  be  increased  by  at  least  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  to  provide  for  the  salary  of  the  second  Assistant 
Physician,  and  such  increase  in  the  salaries  of  other  officers  as  the 
present  exigencies  of  the  times  may  require,  and  as  the  managers  may 
deem  proper,  subject  to  the  aipproval  of  the  Governor,  as  heretofore. 

During  the  past  season,  the  work  upon  the  new  building  has  been 
vigorously  p  osecuted.  The  walls  of  the  third  section  of  the  east 
wing  and  of  all  the  west  wing  have  been  erected,  and  the  whole 
building  is  now  uiKlcr  roof  and  enclosed,  so  that  the  interior  work 
can  be  pushed  forward  during  the  winter  season  without  regard  to  the 
inclemency  of  the  weather.  The  plasterjpg  on  two  sections  of  the 
east  wing  is  nearly  finished,  and  the  doors  and  wood  work  are  ready 
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to  be  put  in.  Floor  boards  of  the  best  Carolina  pine,  and  most  of  the 
lumber  needed  for  the  interior  finish  are  purchased  and  paid  for.  All 
the  materials  used  have  been  of  good  quality,  and  all  the  labor  done 
by  day's  work,  it  being  the  desire  of  the  Managers  tp  make  the  ex- 
tension in  the  best  and  most  substantial  manner,  without  incurring 
any  expense  for  unnecessary  ornament.  The  buildings  are  designed 
to  have  every  improvement  which  science  and  experience  can  suggest, 
including  Gold's  low  pressure  steam  heating  apparatus,  artificial  ven- 
tilation, hot  and  cold  water  baths,  water  closets,  &c.,  in  every  section, 
all  constructed  in  the  most  approved  manner  under  the^mmediate 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent,  who  has  devoted  a  large  portion 
of  his  time  and  energies  to  the  work,  and  saved  all  expense  in  the 
employment  of  an  architect,  or  the  payment  of  commissions,  as  is 
usual  in  such  cases.  And  the  Managers  respectfully  submit  it  to  the 
judgment  of  your  Excellency  and  the  Legislature  as  to  what  compen- 
sation should  be  made  by  the  State  to  the  Superintendent,  for  his  extra 
services  and  increased  labor  in  the  premises. 

Of  the  approjjr^ation  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  made  by  the 
Legislature  for  the  erection  of  the  wings,  about  twenty-one  thousand 
dollars  ($21,000)  remain  unexpended.  This,  it  is  expected,  will  nearly, 
if  not  entirely  complete  the  buildings  themselves.  To  procure  the 
necessary  furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  new  buildings,  grade  the 
ground,  provide  drainage,  erect  the  fences  and  make  other  needed 
improvements,  will  need  a  further  appropriation.  And  for  these 
objects  the  managers  would  respectfully  ask  the  sum  of  thirty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($35,000). 

In  addition  to  the  erection  of  the  new  wings,  considerable  work 
has  been  done  in  needed  repairs  and  improvements  to  the  various 
buildings  on  the  premises,  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
enlarged  institution  and  increased  number  of  inmates.  Among  the 
most  important  of  these  is  the  substitution  in  a  large  part  of  the  old 
building  of  Gold's  cast  iron  radiators  for  heating  the  building,  instead 
of  the  wrought  iron  tubing  heretofore  used  for  that  purpose,  much  of 
which  was  becoming  defective — the  enlargement  of  the  laundry  and 
drying  rooms,  and  the  procuring  of  a  new  steam  boiler  for  the  use  of 
the  laundry  and  for  raising  water  for  the  supply  of  the  Asylum — and 
the  enlarging  the  machine  shop  and  ice  house,  all  of  which  are  more 
particularly  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  which, 
with  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  is  herewith  submitted,  and  will  ex- 
hibit more  in  detail  the  business  operations,  progress  and  present  con- 
dition of  the  institution. 

In  conclusion,  the  managers  would  renew  their  acknowledgments  to 
the  Superintendent  and  all  the  resident  officers  of  the  Asylum,  for  the 
zeal  and  fidelity  with  which  they  have  performed  their  various  duties, 
and  for  their  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  institution  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  patients.  And  they  would  again  commend  to  the  kind 
consideration  of  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  fostering  care  and  liber-

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GENERAL   RESULTS   AND   OBSERVATIONS. 

This  report  is  made  for  the  period  of  eleven  months,  viz :  from 
January  1,  1866,  to  November  30,  inclusive;  the  object  being  to 
make  the  fiscal  year  of  the  institution  conform  in  future  to  that  of  the 
Stat^,  which  commences  on  the  1st  of  December,  and  closes  on  the 
30th  of  November  following.  ^ 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  at  the  close  of  the  last  year 
was  three  hundred  and  sixty-seven — one  hundred  and  seventy-four 
men,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  women.  The  number  re- 
ceived since,  viz:  from  January  1,  1866,  to  November  30,  inclusive, 
was  one  hundred  and  seventy-three — eighty -five  men  and  eighty-eight 
women. 

The  number  of  cases  under  treatment  during  the  same  period  was 
five  hundred  and  forty. 

Of  this  number  fifty-eio:ht  were  discharged  as  recovered ;  thirty- 
four  as  improved,  five  as  unimproved,  three  as  not  insane,  and  thirty- 
one  died. 

The  number  tinder  care  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  four  hundred 
and  nine,  of  whom  two  hundred  and  five  were  men  and  two  hundred 
and  four  were  women. 

Death  occurred  in  fourteen  cases  from  general  exhaustion  of  sys- 
tem in  feeble  and  worn-out  persons,  in  two  from  geneml  paralysis,  in 
four  from  consumption,  in  four  from  apoplexy,  in  one  from  epilepsy, 
in  three  from  exhaustion  of  acute  mania,  in  two  from  congestion  of 
the  lungs,  and  in  one  from  erysipelas  of  the  head  and  face. 

Eleven  more  patients  have  been  treated  during  iho  period  of  elevea 
months  than  during  the  whole  of  any  previous  year,  and  the  year 
closes  with  forty-two  more  patients  than  did  the  year  before,  or  one 
hundred  and  nine  beyond  the  proper  number;  thus  showing  that  all 
practicable  effort  has  been  made  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for 
room  for  the  insane  of  the  State. 

The  general  operations  of  the  institution,  both  intenially  in  regard 
to  the  health  and  mental  condition  of  the  patients,  and  externally  in 
reference  to  the  various  employments  and  amusements  resorted  to, 
have  been  about  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

Some  important  improvements  and  renewal  of  working  fixtures 
have  been  accomplished  during  the  year.  Of  the  former  may  be 
mentioned  the  introduction  of  a  "Solar  Gas  Machine,'*  patented  by 
O.  P.  Drake,  of  Boston,  and  furnished  through  the  agency  of  Messrs. 
Ferris  &  Co.,  Philadelphia.  By  this  arrangement  the  building  has 
been  successfully  lighted  at  a  considerably  diminished  cost  as  com- 
pared with  the  old  system  of  lighting  by  gas  made  by  the  heat  pro- 
cess. These  fixtures  consist  of  a  wrought-iron  tank  for  receiving  the 
gasoline  (which  is  a  high  proof  of  naptha,)  three  close  pans  or  vessels 
of  cast  iron  called  evaporators,  into  which  the  liquid  is  drawn  from 
the  receiving  tank,  and  a  largo  meter  wheel  driven  by  weights  which 
passes  the  air  over  the  liquid.    In  its  passage  through  the  evajora- 
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tors  and  over  the  naptha  the  air  becomes  so  charged  with  the  vapor 
that  it  burns  like  gas.  The  only  attention  demanded  by  the  appara- 
tus is  to  supply  the  liquid  and  wind  up  the  weights  once  in  twenty- 
four  hours,  requiring  from  five  to  ten  minutes  time. 

These  fixtures  are  placed  in  a  room  under  the  pavement  outride  of 
the  foundation  walls  of  the  centre  building,  where  they  are  considered 
quite  as  secure  against  accident  as  any  form  of  gas  works. 

The  most  important  renewal  of  fixtures  referred  to  was  the  substi- 
tution of  Gold's  cast-iron  Radiators  in  the  warm  air  chambers  of  the 
whole  building,  except  the  centre  structure,  for  the  wrought-iron 
tubes  or  steam  pipes  heretofore  used  for  wanting  purposes,  and  which 
had  become  much  worn  and  disordered  during  the  period  of  eighteen 
years  in  which  they  had  been  in  use. 

The  experience  thus  far  with  these  fixtures  is  such  as  to  justify  the 
expectation  that  their  working  will  be  efficient  and  economical. 

They  are  to  be  supplied  with  steam,  mainly  from  the  same  boilers 
as  heretofore  us^d,  but  under  low  pressure;  and  on  this  account,  as 
well  as  the  nature  of  the  material  of  which  they  are  composed,  cast- 
iron,  are  believed  to  be  indestructible. 

The  renewal  of  the  heating  fixtures  has  been  attended  with  much 
labor  and  considerable  expense,  though  it  was  accomplished  as  con- 
templated, and  suggested  in  the  last  annual  report  without  the  aid  of 
special  appropriation. 

In  addition  to  this,  a  new  steam  boiler  has  been  procured  as  a  dupli- 
cate to  the  one  in  use  at  the  laundry,  and  for  supplying  the  house 
with  water.  This  was  considered  a  necessary  safeguard  against  the 
possible  failure  of  the  single  boiler  in  use  for  these  important  purposes 
daring  the  last  fourteen  years. 

The  ice  house  has  been  enlarged  by  raising  the  walls  several  feet, 
and  a  new  roof  supplied  in  place  of  the  old  one,  much  decayed. 

The  machine  shop  has  been  raised  one  story,  to  provide  space  for 
a  turning  lathe,  used  in  making  bedsteads  and  other  furniture. 

A  new  road  bed  from  the  main  highway  passing  the  house  to  the 
entrance  gate  near  the  building  has  "been  laid-  The  change  in  the 
position  of  this  road,  also  of  the  fence  enclosing  the  building,  is  ren- 
dered necessary  by  the  extension  in  that  direction. 

To  make  arrangements  complete  at  that  point,  and  secure  a  neces- 
sary privacy  to  the  house  and  patients,  a  gate  house  and  gate  should 
be  built  at  an  early  day. 

Another  projected  improvement,  and  one  of  considerable  import- 
ance in  the  working  facilities  of  the  establishment,  is  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  laundry  room,  and  also  the  raising  of  the  whole  building 
one  story  and  covering  it  with  a  glass  roof,  introducing  many  side 
windows,  so  that  the  drying  of  clothes  can  be  effected  at  all  times 
under  cover,  and  with  plentiful  supply  of  air  and  light  instead  of  the 
usual  dark  closets  in  which  artificial  heat  is  used  for  the  purpose. 

Still  other  improvemer.ts  and  renewals'  of  out-buildings  are  much 
needed  to  conform  the  establishment  fully  to  the  requirements  of  its 
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enlarged  capacity,  and  which,  it  is  hoped,  may  be  secured  without 
much  delay. 

By  reference  to  abstract  of  Steward's  accounts  from  December  26, 
1865,  to  November  30,  1866,  inclusive,  i{  will  be  perceived  that  a 
balance  ii^  favor  of  the  Treasurer  remains  of  two  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents. 

This  balance  would  have  been  somewhat  larger  but  for  the  feet 
that  the  increased  charge  against  the  counties  for  the  support  of  the 
poor  and  indigent,  authorized  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session, 
did  not  take  eflfect  until  the  beginning  of  the  second  instead  of  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  that  the  expenditures  in  renewing  and 
improving  various  fixtures  were  unusually  large. 


BUILDING   EXTENSION. 

The  work  of  extending  the  building  for  two  hundred  additional 
patients,  one  hundred  of  each  sex,  and  which  was  commenced  in  the  j 
spring  of  1865,  has  progressed  favorably  during  the  past  year.  The 
remaining  section  on  the  east  side,  and  the  three  on  the  west  side, 
have  been  inclosed  so  that  the  work  of  finishing  may  go  forward  dur- 
ing the  winter.  So  much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  interior  fin- 
ish of  the  first  two  sections  erected,  that  additional  rooms  will  soon 
be  provided  for  female  patients. 

The  arrangement  of  Jbuildings  in  three  sections  on  each  side  of  a 
hollow  square,  as  shown  in  the  plan,  it  is  believed,  is  well  adapted  to 
perfect  the  separation  and  classification  of  the  sexes,  and  complete 
the  institution  for  the  accommodation  of  five  hundred  patients,  and 
their  attendants  and  other  employees.  The  whole  building  will  he 
warmed  by  Gold^s  system  of  low-pressure  steam,  supplied  throughout 
with  hot  and  cold  water,  lighted  by  gas,  and  ample  arrangements  for 
baths,  closets,  &c.,  &c.,  for  each  department.  The  ventilation  in  aQ 
parts  will  be  forced  by  fan  and  also  by  upright  shafts  of  brick  in  each 
section,  warmed  by  the  passage  through  them  of  twelve  inch  cast  iron 
smoke  pipes  leading  from  kitchen  and  boiler  room  fires. 

The  pure  warm  air  will  be  mainly  discharged  tlirough  registers  into 
the  halls  or  corridors,  and  the  foul  air  withdrawn  through  unglazed 
transom  sashes  over  the  doors,  and  thence  through  openin.gs  near  the 
floor  in  the  cross  partition  walls,  which  are  made  hollow  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

It  is  expected  that  by  this  arrangement  a  very  considerable  saving 
of  fuel  in  warming  will  be  efiected,  as  the  same  heat  that  warms  the 
corridors  will  also  warm  the  rooms  suflSciciitly,  through  which  it 
passes  outward.  Sitting  rooms,  bath  rooms,  &c.,  which,  from  their 
use,  require  it,  will  be  supplied  with  heat  directly  from  the  warm  zir 
chambers. 

It  is  believed  that  the  appropriations  heretofore  made  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  buildings,  amqunting  to  $100,000,  will  nearly  and  per- 
haps fully  cover  the  cost  of  erection. 
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For  fiirnishing  them  throughout,  for  supplying  all  the  needed  fix- 
tores  and  arrangements  connected  with  warming,  lighting,  drainage 
internal  and  external,  distributing  hot  and  cold  water  and  gas,  to- 
gether with  the  proper  grading  and  inclosing  of  surrounding  grounds, 
and  supplying  some  needed  out-buildings,  the  sum  of  $35,000  will  be 
required,  thus  making  a  total  expenditure  of  $135,000. 

This  sum  will  not  be  thouglit  excessive  for  buildings  for  two  hun- 
dred patients  and  their  attendants,  especially  in  view  of  existing  high 
prices  for  labor  and  materials. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  work  thus  far  accomplished  has  been 
done  with  good  materials,  in  a  plain  but  substantial  manner,  by  men 
employed  by  the  day,  under  the  direction  of  the  building  committee, 
without  cost  to  the  State  for  architectural  or  other  superintendence, 
except  a  charge  of  $60  for  drawings  in  the  commencement. 

When  completed,  the  buildings  will  aflFord  easy  accommodation  for 
five  hundred  patients,  and  with  arrangements  by  which  sixteen  sub- 
divisions can  be  made  of  each  sex  j  a  very  ample  provision  for  all  the 
purposes  of  classification. 

Should  the  State  at  a  future  day  require  additional  accommodation 
for  the  insane,  which  is  probable,  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that 
it  be  supplied  by  an  institution,  for  all  classes,  in  another  part  of  the 
State,  rather  than  by  farther  extension  of  this. 

With  the  increasing  number  of  patients  in  the  institution,  it  seems 
necessary  that  another  medical  officer  should  be  permanently  con- 
nected with  it.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  application  be  made 
by  your  Board,  to  the  Legislature,  to  create  the  office  of  second  assis- 
tant physician,  with  such  increase  in  the  standing  appropriation  for 
salaries  of  resident  officers  as  the  increased  extent  of  the  buildings,, 
the  number  of  inmates,  and  the  state  of  the  times,  call  for.

Or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their  friends,  are  admitted  to  the 
Asylum  when  there  arc  vacancies,  on  their  complying  witli  the  direc- 
tions and  forms  contained  in  chapters  nineteen,  twenty,  twenty-one 
and  twenty-two  of  the  by-laws  of  the  institution,  wliich  arc  in  sub- 
stance as  follows: 

That  patients  of  all  classes  be  made  perfectly  clean  and  free  from 
any  contagious  or  infectious  disease ;  that  they  be  provided  with  suit- 
able clothing,  and  sufficient  in  quantity  for  one  or  more  changes ;  that 
a  written  history  of  patients  be  sent  with  them,  or  that  they  be  ac- 
companied by  a  person  capable  of  giving  such  information ;  that  a 
''  request  for  their  admission"  bo  made  by  some  friend ;  that  a  ''cer- 
tificate of  insanity/'  by  one  respectable  physician,  be  brought  with 
the  patient;  and  lastly,  that  a  bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  be 
given  for  the  payment  of  their  expenses,  such  payment  being  made 
quarterly  in  advance,  and  for  their  removal  when  discharged.

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To  the  Senate  and  General  Jissembly  of  the  State  ofjfew  Jersey: 

The  Joint  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Gover- 
nor's Message  as  relates  to  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  they  have  visited  the  institution,  passed  through  and  ex- 
amined all  the  wards  occupied  by  patients,  the  heating,  ventilating, 
cooking,  lighting,  and  other  fixtures  connected  with  the  establishment, 
and  ascertained  that  the  general  arrangements  of  the  buildiog  and 
the  general  condition  and  working  of  the  various  fixtures  and  ap- 
pliances is  satisfactory^ 

Although  the  house  is  in  a  very  crowded  state,  having,  according 
to  reports  of  the  Managers  and  Superintendent,  upwards  of  one  hun- 
dred patients  in  excess  of  the  proper  number,  yet  a  general  state  of 
good  health  exists,  and  a  generally  tranquil  and  comfortable  state  of 
the  inmates  is  apparent  throughout. 

Your  Committee  also  directed  their  attention  to  the  new  buildings 
in  course  of  erection,  and  found  that  they  have  all  been  enclosed, 
and  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  interior 
finish  in  certain  sections,  giving  good  hope  that  at  no  very  distant 
day  additional  apartments  will  be  ready  for  use.  The  work  on  the 
new  structure  has  apparently  been  done  in  a  substantial  manner,  with 
no  needless  ornament  or  expenditure,  and  will  prove  a  most  valuable 
addition  to  the  character  and  extent  of  the  institution. 

The  Managers  report  that  of  the  one  hundred  thousand  dolhirs 
($100,000)  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  this  work,  seventy- 
nine  thousand  ($79,000)  has  been  expended,  and  that  twenty  one  thou- 
sand ($21,000)  remains;  which  sum,  it  is  hoped  and  expected,  will 
nearly  if  not  fully  cover  the  expense  of  finishing  the  building  proper. 

They  also  estimate  that  to  procure  the  necessary  furniture  and  fix- 
tures for  the  buildings  that  are  to  receive  two  hundred  patients  and 
their  attendants,  grade  the  grounds,  provide  drainage,  erect  fences, 
and  make  other  needed  improvements  to  place  the  establishment  in 
full  and  proper  working  order,  in  its  enlarged  form,  that  the  further 
8um  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000)  will  be  required.     The 
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appropriation  of  this  sum,  for  the  objects  named,  we  recommend  to  be 
made. 

In  consideration  of  the  increased  capacity  of  the  building  to  re- 
ceive patients,  from  three  hundred  to  five  hundred,  and  the  consequent 
increase  in  the  duties  of  supervision,  &c.,  the  managers  propose  the 
addition  of  another  officer  to  the  medical  staff  of  the  institution.  As 
this  is  no  doul)t  a  just  view  of  the  necessities  of  the  case,  we  recommend 
that  the  ofiBce  of  second  Assistant  Pfiysician  be  created  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature,  and  that  the  standing  appropriation  for  salaries  for 
resident  officers  and  Treasurer,  be  increased  from  five  to  eight  thous- 
and dollars. 

During  the  past  year  an  improved  method  for  ligliting  the  house 
has  been  adopted,  whereby  a  saving  in  the  expense  of  manufacturing 
gas  by  the  heat  process,  amounting  to  eight  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num is  effected.  The  expenditure  for  this  improvement,  (the  money 
for  which,  by  consent  of  the  managers,  was  advanced  by  the  Superin- 
tendent), was  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  and  we  recommend  that 
this  amount  be  reimbursed  by  an  appropriation  from  the  State 
treasury. 

Through  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  and  our  ob- 
servation in  visiting  the  premises,  your  Committee  find  that  the  public 
entrance  to  the  building  has  never  been  properly  enclosed,  and  that 
a  gate  lodge  and  gate  is  much  needed  to  secure  the  privicy  of  the  es 
tablishment  at  all  times,  For  this  purpose,  and  to  complete  the  new 
entrace  road,  rendered  necessary  by  extension  of  buildings  in  that 
direction,  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dollars  (|2, 000)  is  recom 
mended. 

In  the  report  of  the  managers  your  Committee  find  a  recommenda- 
tion that,  in  consideration  of  the  extra  services  of  the  Superintendent, 
as  one  of  the  Commissioners  for  extending  the  building,  that  he  re- 
ceive extra  compensation  for  such  service.  Wo  would  state,  how- 
ever, that  while  we  perceive  the  justice  of  such  recommendation 
for  extra  compensation,  yet  we  are  authorized  by  the  Superintendent 
to  state  that  he  does  not  desire  it,  and  would  prefer  that  it  should  not 
be  ofl'ered, 

In  these  circumstances,  your  Committee  would  suggest  to  the  Board 
of  Managers,  that  such  liberal  increase  be  made  in  the  annual  salary 
of  this  officer,  a,s  to  meet  the  obligation  of  the  State  to  him  for  in- 
creasing and  extra  services  required  by  the  institution  in  its  enlarged 
form. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  take  pleasure  in  expressing  their  con- 
fidence in  the  medical,  moral  and  financial  management  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  beg  to  commend  this  greatest  and  best  of  our  State  chari- 
ties, to  the  confidence  and  liberality  of  the  Legislature  and  people  of 
the  commonwealth. 

We  herewith  submit  bill  embracing  appropriations  for  the  objects 
before  mentioned,  viz :  for  furnishing,  fitting,  &c.,  <fcc.,  new  buildings, 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000);  for  increasing  appropriation  for 
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salaries  for  resident  ofiBcers  and  Treasurer,  three  thousand  dollars 
(3,000);  for  "  Solar  Gas  Machine"  for  lighting  building,  two  thousand 
dollars  (|2,000),  and  for  gate  house,  gate  and  entrance  road  to  build- 
ing, two  thousand  dollars  (2,000),  and  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
same.

This  is*( 
tainly  a  singular  fact,  and  one  that  could  not  very  easily  be  accoun 
for,  were  it  not  for  circumstances  to  which  we  desire  more  part 
larly  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.  In  our  last  annual 
port  we  spoke  of  the  Boarding  House  connected  with  the  Nor 
Sctiool,  and  belonging  to  a  company  of  gentlemen,  who  had  been 
corpomted  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  under  the  title  of  '*  The  i* 
mal  School  Boarding  House  Association''.  We  stated  that  the  bu 
ing  had  been  so  enlarged  as  to  be  capable  of  accommodating  all 
female  pupils  and  teachers  of  the  school,  with  the  exception  of  s 
as  resided  in  Trenton ;  that  the  Trustees  had  made  an  arrangen: 
with  the  Association,  by  which  the  Boarding  House  had  been  pla 
under  their  care  and  supervision ;  and  that  one  of  the  principal 
structors  of  the  School  with  his  family,  lived  in  the  building,  and 
charge  of  the  whole  establishment.  We  pointed  out  the  advants 
flowing  from  this  arrangement,  not  merely  in  a  pecuniary  poic 
view,  by  greatly  lessening  the  price  of  board,  but  in  other  impon 
respects ;  that  the  pupils  now  lived  together  as  one  large  family, 
dcr  the  eye  of  their  teachers,  and  within  sight  of  the  School,  insi 
of  being  scattered  through  the  city,  as  they  formerly  were,  in  pro 
cuous  boarding  houses,  at  a  distance  from  the  School,  and  witl 
control  or  supervision.  It  was  declared  to  be  the  greatest  impn 
ment  that  had  been  made  since  the  School  first  went  into  opera ti 
and  the  confident  belief  was  expressed  that  it  would  have  the  ei 
of  greatly  increasing  the  number  of  its  pupils.  The  experienc 
another  year  has  fully  confirmed  the  trutli  of  these  statements, 
has  sliown  more  clearly  than  ever  tlie  immense  importance  of  thi^ 
tablishment.  Every  room  in  the  Boarding  House  has  I>een  filled, 
a  more  happy,  contented,  well  regulated  and  harmonious  fami] 
would  be  diflicult  to  imagine.  In  addition  to  tlie  superior  coml 
enjoyed,  the  price  has  been  reduced  to  nearly  one  half  of  whi 
usually  paid  for  board  in  the  city  of  Trenton.  When  we  take 
consideration,  then,  the  fact  that  this  better  and  cheaper  accomm' 
tion  has  been  provided  for  females  alone,  and  that  it  is  only  the  fei 
pupils  that  have  increased  in  number  during  the  past  year,  it  will 
he  going  too  far  to  say  that  we  are  indebted  for  this  increase  mai 
if  not  entirely,  to  the  existence  of  the  Boarding  House.  The  Noi 
School  of  New  Jersey  has  taken  a  high  stand  among  similar  ins 
tions.  It  has  proposed  for  itself  an  elevated  standard.  It  has  ii 
duced  many  improvements.  It  has  now  demonstrated  that  a  boar* 
Louse  for  the  accommodation  of  all  its  pupils  is  an  indispensable 
iliary  to  a  normal  school. 

It  will  now  be  understood  why  it  is  that  the  number  of  male  pi 
in  the  Normal  School  is  so  small  and  so  stationary.  It  is  simpl} 
cause  no  boarding  house  has  been  provided  for  them.  Until  s 
such  provision  is  made,*no  increase  need  be  looked  for.  It  wi] 
seen,  by  the  report  of  the  Principal,  that  more  than  fifty  applical 
have  been  made  during  the  year  on  behalf  of  young  men  desiroi 
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entering  either  the  Normal  or  the  Model  School,  but  who  have  been 
obb'ged  to  relinquish  their  purpose  just  because  no  satisfactory  board 
could  be  obtained  at  any  price,  or  because,  when  obtained,  such  price 
was  higher  than  they  were  able  or  willing  to  pay.  Is  there  no 
remedy  for  this  state  of  things?  Can  nothing  be  done  to  add  to  the 
number  of  male  pupils  ?  It  is  desirable  thathere  should  be  a  lar^e 
proportion  of  female  teachers  in  our  common  schools,  but  a  certain 
number  of  male  teachers  is  also  required,  particularly  for  the  schools 
of  a  more  advanced  grade.  There  seems  at  this  time  to  be  an  unusual 
demand  for  them.  Higher  prices  are  offered  for  their  services  than 
were  ever  given  before.  But  it  will  be  diflScult  to  supply  this  de- 
mand, unless  we  can  educate  more  in  our  Normal  School  than  we  are 
now  doing. 

Can  we  not  then  have  a  boarding  house  for  male  as  well  as  for 
female  pupils  ?  and  for  those  of  the  Model  as  well  as  the  Normal 
School?  It  will  no  longer  be  an  experiment;  its  success  will  be 
certain.  There  is  land  enough  attached  to  the  school,  and  belonging 
to  the  State,  upon  which  to  erect  any  number  of  boarding  houses ; 
and  if  provision  were  made  for  the  pupils  of  the  Model  School,  as 
well  as  for  those  of  the  Normal,  there  is  little  doubt  that  such  an 
addition  would  be  made  to  the  number  as  would  enable  the  Trustees 
in  a  short  time  to  reimburse  the  State  for  any  expense  that  might  be 
incurred  iu  the  erection  of  the  necessary  buildings. 

Let  it  not  be  said  that  in  making  this  suggestion  we  are  importu- 
nate in  our  demands,  and  that  wc  are  disposed  to  tax  too  severely 
the  liberality  of  the  State.  New  Jersey  has  of  late  years  done  much 
for  the  cause  of  education,  although  not  more  perhaps  than  other 
States.  Of  the  extent  of  her  benefactions  to  the  Normal  School  we 
are  deeply  sensible.  But,  gentlemen  of  the  Legislature,  pemiit  us  to 
remind  you  that  the  education  of  the  people  ought  to  be  considered 
the  great  object  of  government.  By  the  side  of  this  almost  every 
thing  else  sinks  into  comparative  insignificance.  Even  in  a  pecu- 
niary point  of  view  its  importance  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated.  It 
h  cheaper  to  prevent  crime  than  to  correct  it — to  educate  men  than 
to  punish  them.  It  costs  less  to  support  schools  than  jails,  colleges 
than  penitentiaries. 

But  this  is  a  low  and  sordid  view  of  the  subject.  In  its  higher 
aspects,  tl)e  argument  becomes  irresistible.  The  virtue  and  intelli- 
gence of  the  people  are  the  only  foundations  upon  which  free  institu- 
tions can  safely  repose,  and  the  only  way  in  which  that  virtue  and 
intf^Uigence  can  be  secured,  is  by  education.  Let  those  faculties 
which  God  has  given  us — which  are  the  noblest  attributes  of  our 
nature — which  distinguish  us  from  the  brute  creation,  and  by  which 
we  arc  a,ssimilated  to  Him,  be  cultivated  to  the  full  extent  of  their 
capacity,  and  this  world  would  become  what  its  Creator  designed  it 
to  be,  the  abode  of  peace,  of  freedom,  of  virtue,  and  of  happiness. 
Why  is  it,  that  while  other  republics  have  enjoyed  only  a  brief  and 
fitftd  existence,  and  after  flourishing  for  a  season,  have  soon  faded 
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and  decayed,  we  hare  sustained  ourselves  amidst  dangers  and  difficul- 
ties, such  as  no  other  nation  has  ever  overcome,  and  have  just 
emerged  from  a  perilous  contest,  with  our  strength  undiminished, 
and  all  our  vigor  unimpaired?  Why  is  it,  but  because  our  pilgrim 
fathers,  beside  the  church,  erected  the  school  house,  and  in  laj'ing 
th?  foundation  of  our  great  republic,  inscribed  upon  the  corner  stone, 
"  Educate  the  people."  Let  this  continue  to  be  the  animating  spirit 
of  our  institutions,  and  neither  foreign  war  nor  domestic  discord  can 
check  our  growth,  or  impede  our  march  to  greatness  and  glory. 

We  have  adverted  to  the  increasing  number  of  pupils,  both  in  the 
Normal  and  the  Model  school.  But  this  is  not  the  only  indication  of 
their  prosperity.  In  the  course  of  instruction  pursued,  and  the 
methods  of  teaching  adopted,  there  have  been  some  marked  improve- 
ments. We  allude  more  particularly  to  the  new  and  admirable  way 
in  which  geography  is  now  taught,  to  the  facility  and  accuracy  with 
which  rapid  map-drawing  on  the  black-board  is  conducted ;  to  the 
abbreviated  methods  of  teaching  elementary  arithmetic,  introduced 
by  Professor  Apgar,  the  practical  results  of  which  have  been  so  strik- 
ing; and  to  the  Spencerian  system  of  penmanship,  which  has  been 
lately  introduced  under  an  accomplished  teacher,  and  which,  in  con- 
nection with  book-keeping,  is  likely  to  become  an  important  feature 
of  the  School.  For  interesting  details  with  regard  to  all  these  mat- 
ters, we  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Principal. 

Nor  can  we  omit  to  mention,  in  this  connexion,  the  harmony  which 
prevails  among  the  teachers  in  their  several  departments,  and  the 
cheerfulness  and  alacrity  with  which  they  co-operate  with  each  other. 
There  was  nothing  from  which  the  School  sutt'ered  more  in  former 
years,  than  from  the  want  of  this  harmonious  co-operation. 

There  have  been  some  important  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers 
during  the  past  year.  Professor  Ellis  A.  Apgar  having,  in  March 
la^t,  accepted  the  appointment  of  State  Superintendent,  his  brother 
Austin  E.  Apgar,  a  graduate  of  the  Normal  School,  was,  at  tlie  same 
time,  appointed  to  succeed  him  as  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Geog- 
raphy. By  this  change  the  State  has  secured  a  valuable  superin- 
tendent, and  the  School  a  teacher,  who  has  already  made  liis  mark, 
and  evinced  talents  of  the  highest  order.  In  June,  Professor  Street 
was  transferred  to  the  Beverly  School  as  resident  Principal,  and  in 
his  place,  Mr.  R.  R.  Hatch,  formerly  President  of  the  Commercial 
College  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  was  made  teacher  of  penmanship  and 
book-keeping.  This  gentleman  brought  witli  him  a  very  high  repu- 
tation as  an  instructor  in  these  really  useful  branches,  and  his  success 
thus  far,  fully  justifies  the  expectations  that  were  formed  of  him. 
The  public  will  not  be  slow  to  appreciate  the  value  which  the  servi- 
ces of  such  a  man  will  impart  to  the  course  of  instruction  in  the 
Model  School.  Mr.  Converse  having  resigned  his  position  as  teacher 
of  Latin  and  Greek,  Professor  J.  T.  Clarke,  of  Dudley,  Massachussetts, 
was  appointed  in  his  stead.  This  gentleman  received  his  education 
at  the  celebrated  Exeter  Phillips  Academy  in  New  Hampshire,  is  a 
graduate  of  Bowdoin  College,  and  for  the  last  five  years  has  been 
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Principal  of  a  classical  school  at  Dudley,  In  securing  the  servicoa 
of  one  with  so  much  experience,  and  of  so  high  a  reputation,  the 
Trustees  hope  to  give  an  elevated  character  to  the  classical  depart- 
ment of  the  Model  School. 

Tl>ere  have  been,  also,  some  changes  in  the  School  at  Beverly,  the 
most  important  of  which  is  the  appointment  of  Professor  J.  Fletcher 
Street  as  Resident  Principal,  which  has  already  been  alluded  to.  Ho 
succeeds  Miss  Walker,  who  resigned  hqj^  position.  She  was  an  excel- 
lent teacher,  but  the  friends  of  the  Scliool  at  Beverly  were  desiroua 
of  having  a  male  Principal  rather  than  a  female,  and  their  wishes 
were  acceded  to.  This  School  was  mainly  designed  as  a  preparatory 
one  for  the  Normal  School,  but  the  number  of  pupils  drawn  from  it 
has  heretofore  been  veiy  small.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the 
number  of  such  pupils  is  now  rapidly  increasing. 

The  question  is  often  asked :  *'  How  large  a  proportion  of  those 
graduated  at  the  Normal  School  fulfill  the  engagement  they  enter 
into  of  becoming  teachers?''  The  Trustees  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
jxive  a  satisfactory  answer  to  such  an  inquiry.  Professor  Phelps, 
during  the  last  year  of  his  connection  with  th^  School,  gave  to  this 
subject  much  attention,  and  made  a  very  careful  and  accurate  exami- 
nation with  regard  to  every  one  who  had  been  a  pupil  of  the  Normal 
School,  from  its  origin  down  to  that  time.  The  result  of  his  inquiries 
was,  that  of  those  who  had  attended  the  Normal  School  during  the 
whole  of  that  period,  ninety-five  out  of  every  hundred  had  been 
engaged  in  teaching.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  Professor  Hart 
that  he  ha^  made  a  similar  examination  with  j-egard  to  those  who  have 
graduated,  or  left  the  School  since  his  accession  to  the  Principalship, 
and  that  the  result  has  been  equally  satisfactory.  There  can  be  little 
doubt  that,  with  rare  exceptions,  every  one  who  comes  to  the  School,  and 
avails  himself  of  the  bounty  of  the  State,  does  so  in  good  faith,  and  with 
the  honest  purpose  of  becoming  a  teacher.  Of  course,  there  will  always 
be  some  who,  upon  trial,  are  found  not  to  possess  the  qualifications 
requisite  for  a  teacher.  And  with  regard  to  these,  it  is  certaiulybet- 
ter,  in  every  point  of  view,  that  they  sliould  abandon  a  pursuit  for 
which  they  are  not  fitted.  There  was  a  time  when  nothing  but  a 
sense  of  duty,  or  inability  to  obtain  any  other  employment,  could  in- 
duce any  one  to  engage  in  the  business  of  teaching.  But,  happily, 
that  time  has  gone  by.  The  increased  compensation  for  all  classes  of 
teachers,  and  the  high  prices  paid  for  really  good  ones,  make  it  the 
interest,  as  well  as  the  duty,  of  those  wlio  have  graduated  at  the 
Normal  School,  to  redeem  the  pledge  they  give  to  the  State  to  become 
teachers. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  is  hereto  annexed,  containing  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  School  for  the  past 
year.  The  vouchers  for  each  item  have  been  carefully  examined  hj 
a  Committee  of  the  Board,  and  found  to  l)c  correct.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Honorable  the  Trustees  of  the  State  formal  School  oj  J^ew 
Jersey : 

Gentlemen  : — In  obedience  to  the  regulations  of  the  institution,  1 
present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1866. 

I  had  the  pleasure  last  year  of  reporting  a  gratifying  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  State  institutions  under  your  care.  ' 
Duriugvthe  present  year  there  has  been  a  still  further  increase  upon 
the  attendance  of  the  last  year.    This  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
particulars  : 

1.  The  Normal  School. — During  the  twenty-first  term,  ending 
February  1 ,  1866,  the  attendance  in  the  Normal  School  was  six  males 
and  sixty-three  females,  total  sixty-nine.  During  the  twenty-second 
term,  ending  June  28, 1866,  the  attendance  was  five  males  and  seventy- 
eight  females,  total  eighty-three.  During  the  present  (twenty-third) 
term  there  has  been  an  attendance  of  ten  males  and  one  hundred  ana 
eleven  females,  total  one  hundred  and  twenty-o^e.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  difiFerent  pupils  during  the  year  has  been,  males  fourteen, 
females  one  hundred  and  fifty-one,  total  one  hxmdred  and  sixty-five. 
The  names  and  residences  of  these  pupils  are  given  on  a  subsequent 
page.  By  comparison  of  the  dates,  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  in- 
crease has  taken  place  during  the  last  two  terms.  In  fact,  in  the  term 
beginning  September  1865,  there  was  a  slight  falling  off  as  compared 
with  the  corresponding  term  of  the  previous  year.  The  present  D 
class,  the  one  admitted  this  term,  numbers  sixty-seven,  and  is  the 
largest  ever  received  in  the  School. 

2.  The  Model  School. — During  the  quarter  ending  February  1, 
1866,  there  were  in  attendance  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  males 
and  one  hundred  and  seven  females,  total  two  hxmdred  and  twenty- 
nine.  During  the  quarter  ending  April  14th,  there  were  in  attend- 
ance one  hundred  and  seventeen  males  and  one  hundred  and  four 
females,  total  two  hundred  and  twenty-one.  During  the  quarter  end- 
ing June  80th,  there  were  in  attendance  one  hundred  and  seven  males 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  females,  total  two  hundred  and 
tirirty.    During  the  quarter  ending  November  17th,  there  were  in 
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attendance  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  males  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  females,  total  two  hundred  and  eighty-seven.  The  whole 
number  of  diflferent  pupils  attending  the  School  during  the  year  in- 
cluded in  this  report,  has  been  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  males  and 
two  hundred  and  thirty-two  females,  total  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
four. 

3.  The  Parnum  Preparatory  School  at  Beverly.^ — The  number 
in  attendance  during  the  quarter  ending  February  1, 1866,  was  males 
sixty-six,  females  seventy-one,  total  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven. 
During  the  quarter  ending  April  7th,  there  were  in  attendance  fifty 
males  and  sixty-seven  females,  total  one  hundred  and  seventeen. 
During  the  quarter  ending  June  23d,  there  were  in  attendance  thirty- 
seven  males  and  sixty-two  females,  total  ninety-nine.  During  the 
quarter  ending  November  10th,  there  were  in  attendance  forty-eight 
males  and  seventy-seven  females,  total  one  hundred  and  twenty-five. 
The  whole  number  of  diflferent  pupils  who  have  attended  from 
November  11,  1866,  to  November  10,  1866,  has  been  eighty-seven 
males  and  one  hundred  and  sixteen  females,  total  two  hundred  and 
three. 

These  results  may  be  summed  up  as  follows :

The  whole  number  of  diflferent  persons  therefore  who  have  enjoyed 
the  benefit  of  these  State  institutions,  during  some  portion  of  the 
year,  has  been  no  less  than  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two.  For  a 
considerable  portion  of  this  benefit,  it  should  ever  be  remembered, 
we  are  indebted  to  the  liberal  munificence  of  our  late  fellow-citizen, 
Mr.  Paul  Famum,  of  Beverly.  It  is  a  note-worthy  fact  also,  that 
during  the  present  term,  beginning  September  3,  1866,  there  have 
been  four  hundred  and  eight  pupils  attending  the  Normal  and  Model 
Schools  at  Trenton.  In  consequence  of  the  rooms  in  the  Model 
School  being  over  crowded,  it  was  found  necessary  to  remove  the 
younger  children  to  an  unoccupied  room  in  the  Normal  School  build- 
ing. Here  they  have  been  organized  into  a  separate  Primary  depart- 
ment, under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Ophelia  D.  Tuttle,  a  lady  who 
has  given  special  attention  to  the  subject  of  primary  teaching. 

To  the  number  of  Normal  pupils  given  above  should  be  added 
elejen  in  the  Model  School  and  fifteen  in  the  Preparatory  School  at 
Beverly,  who  are  studying  to  become  teachers  and  applied  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Normal  department,  but  in  consequence  of  deficient 
preparation,  or  want  of  age,  or  other  satisfactory  reason,  were 
obliged  to  remain  for  a  time  in  the  lower  school.  These  pupils, 
though  not  registered  as  Normal  pupils,  are  received  both  at  Trenton 
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and  at  Beverly,  free  of  tuition,  on  making  known  their  intentions 
and  taking  the  customary  pledge. 

There  has  been  no  perceptible  increase  in  the  number  of  young 
men  attending  the  Normal  School,  nor  will  there  be  much  increase 
until  some  more  satisfactory  arrangement  can  be  made  in  regard  to 
their  boarding.  More  than  fifty  applications  have  been  made  during 
the  year  for  young  men  desirous  of  entering  either  the  Normal  or 
the  Model  School,  who  were  obliged  to  relinquish  their  plans,  because 
they  either  could  not  get  satisfactory  boarding  on  any  terms,  or  be- 
cause tlie  price  was  more  than  they  were  able  or  willing  to  give.  The 
current  price  is  from  $5  to  $7  a  week,  not  including  washing,  and  it 
is  frequently  difficult  to  obtain  accommodations  even  at  these  prices. 
In  connection  with  this,  I  have  to  report  that  the  demand  for  male 
teachers  is  on  the  increase,  and  that  in  many  parts  of  the  State  there 
is  a  growing  disposition  to  pay  for  the  services  of  male  teachers  bet- 
ter salaries  than  heretofore.  School  districts  which  formerly  paid 
$400  for  such  ser\-ices,  now  ofler  $600  and  $700.  At  these  ]-ates  for 
country  schools,  there  would  be  an  inducement  for  young  men  of  the 
right  character  to  attend  the  Normal  School,  if  we  had  any  adequate 
means  for  boarding  them  while  here.  If  they  could  live  here  at  the 
same  cost,  or  anywliere  near  the  same  cost  as  those,  of  the  other  sex 
now  do,  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  department  of  the  school  would 
soon  come  up  to  its  former  and  rightful  position.  A  similar  good 
result  would  follow  to  the  boys'  department  of  the  Model  schooL 
Prom  the  experience  of  the  past  year  in  regard  to  the  girls'  board- 
ing house,  T  am  fully  pei^suaded  that  a  similar  plan  for  young  men 
would  in  the  course  of  twelve  months  bring  us  an  addition  of  a  hun- 
dred pupils  to  those  two  departments.  I  receive  inquiries  continual- 
ly, all  the  year  round,  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  from  persons  who 
desire  their  sons  to  enjoy  the  advantages  of  these  State  institutions. 
Some,  whose  means  are  limited,  cannot  aflPord  to  pay  the  rates  that 
prevail  in  the  town.  Others,  to  whom  this  is  no  objection,  but  whose 
sons  are  still  of  immature  age,  are  unwilling  to  expose  tliem  to  the 
temptations  of  a  large  town,  while  there  are  no  arrangements  in  con- 
nection  with  the  school  for  keeping  them  under  proper  restraint  out 
of  school  hours.  I  feel  that  I  should  be  wanting  in  duty  not  to  press 
this  matter  somewhat  urgently  upon  the  attention  of  the  Trustees 
andoftlie  Legislatire.  Some  provision  of  this  sort  is  imperatively 
needed,  in  order  that  the  people  of  the  State  may  enjoy  the  full  bene- 
fit of  the  liberal  expenditure  which  they  have  already  made.  Our 
school  buildings  can  just  as  easily  accommodate  six  hundred  pupils 
as  four  hundred,  and  all  the  additional  expense  would  be  met  by  the 
additional  income  from  the  Model  School. 

What  I  have  to  say  in  regard  to  the  boarding  house  for  girls  has 
been  already,  in  a  measure,  anticipated  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 
The  experiment  has  been  entirely  successful.  Every  room  has  been 
filled,  and  I  have  been  obliged,  for  the  last  two  months,  to  decline 
applications  for  additional  boarders.     Thus  far,  liowever,  T  have  man- 
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aged  to  receive  all  who  desired  to  cuter  the  Normal  School.  Th 
applicants  refused  were  young  ladies  wishing  to  attend  the  Mode 
School.  Applications  are  already  coming  in  to  secure  in  advanc 
rooms  that  may  be  vacated  in  February  next.  A  very  general  feelin 
of  content  has  existed  among  the  boarders,  to  an  extent  that  I  hav 
never  known  elsewhere  in  a  boarding  establishment.  All  who^ 
busincds  has  made  them  acquainted  with  this  matter  know  that  thcr 
is  nothing  in  which  it  is  so  difficult  to  give  people  satisfaction  as  i 
regard  to  their  meals  and  their  lodging.  Dissatisfaction,  in  fact,  i 
the  rule  rather  than  the  exception,  in  boarding  establishments,  th 
world  over.  That  we  have  succeeded  so  well  in  this  vital  respect, 
feel  bound  to  say,  is  due  in  no  small  degree  to  the  ability  and  goo 
management  of  the  gentleman  and  lady  who  have  charge  of  that  d< 
partment.  I  take  pleasure  also  in  saying  that  the  discipline  of  tb 
house,  which  necessarily  falls  in  a  great  measure  on  the  Lady  Res: 
dent,  has  been  in  a  most  excellent  and  healthy  condition.  Indeed  i 
is  all  that  I  could  desire.'  It  is  still  an  experiment  whether  the  e^ 
tablishment  can  be  carried  on  at  the  rate  of  $3.50  a  week,  at  whic 
we  have  been  aiming.  Of  this  sum,  $1  a  week,  it  will  be  remem 
bered,  goes  for  rent  and  fuel.  Under  *'fuel"  is  included  all  that  i 
needed  for  cooking  and  washing,  and  for  heating  every  part  of  th 
establishment ;  and  under  "  rent"  is  included  all  that  is  nece^ary  t 
pay  interest,  taxes  and  insurance  on  the  cost  of  house,  furniture  an( 
ground.  The  Trustees  have  assumed  that  an  assessment  of  $1  a  weel 
on  each  boarder  will  cover  these  items.  The  items  that  are  to  b 
covered  by  the  remaining  $2.50  a  week,  aie  the  board,  washing,  lights 
water-rent,  and  whatever  is  needed  to  make  good  from  time  to  timi 
the  breakage  and  the  wear  and  tear  of  furniture.  I  doubt  whethe 
it  win  be  practicable,  during  tlie  continuance  of  the  present  prices 
to  meet  all  these  expenses  out  of  an  allowance  of  $2.50  a  week.  Dui 
ing  the  term  ending  June  30th,  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  ai 
additional  assessment  of  $5  each,  which  was  equivalent  to  an  additioi 
of  25  cents  a  week  in  the  rate.  We  shall  continue  steadfastly  to  air 
at  the  rate  proposed,  but  hope  the  Tmstees  and  the  patrons  of  th 
school  will  not  be  disappointed  if  we  do  not  fully  succeed.  The  fac 
that  the  very  cheapest  board  which  can  be  had  elsewhere  in  town  i 
$5  a  week,  not  including  washing  and  lights,  shows  that  we  probabl 
have  aimed  at  too  low  a  figure.  But  we  prefer  to  continue  aiming  h 
that  direction,  knowing  how  important  economy  in  board  is  to  th 
welfare  of  the  school.  It  would  be  easy  of  course  to  supply  the  tabl 
in  such  a  way,  in  respect  to  quality  and  variety  of  food,  as  to  rcduo 
the  expenses  25  or  even  50  cents  a  week.  But  tlic  dissatisfaction 
which  such  a  policy  would  produce  would  defeat  its  own  ends.  I 
would  empty  the  boarding  house  instead  of  filling  it.

I  would  take  occasion  also  briefly  to  call 
to  the  abbreviated  methods  of  teaching  elementary  Arith- 
roduced  by  Professor  Apgar.  It  is  difficult  to  speak  too 
the  merits  of  his  system.  It  has  for  its  object,  first,  to 
iren  rapid  and  exact  in  calculation,  and,  secondly,  to  put 
ands  of  the  young  teacher  the  key  to  a  course  of  exercises 
itic,  by  which  the  classes  in  school,  who  are  not  otherwise 
may  be  always  kept  pleasantly  and  profitably  employed, 
t  the  place  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  subject.  I  speak 
only  of  the  practical  results.  The  pupils  who  have  been 
in  these  methods,  and  who  ai'e  now  engaged  in  teaching, 
h  one  voice  that  they  have  derived  the  greatest  benefits 
ystera,  and  find  their  work  very  much  lightened  by  it. 
lave  been  some  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  during  the 
ofessor  Ellis  A.  Apgar  having  been  elected  State  Superin- 
i  March  last,  his  brother,  Austin  E.  Apgar,  was  at  the  same 
inted  to  succeed  him  as  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Geo- 
At  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board,  Professor  Street  having 
the  position  of  Resident  Principal  of  the  Beverly  School, 
Hatch,  President  of  the  Commercial  College  at  Springbeld, 
as  appointed  to  succeed  him  as  Teacher  of  Penmanship  and 
ring.  Professor  Hatch  came  to  us  with  a  very  high  reputa- 
ieacher  of  the  Spencerian  system,  and  his  success  thus  far 
ustified  our  anticipations.  The  pupils  under  him  in  all  the 
its  are  improving  rapidly  in  this  branch,  which  is  of  such 
itical  importance  to  our  students.  In  the  place  of  Mr.  Con- 
)  resigned  his  position  as  Teacher  of  Latin  and  Greek  in 
,  the  Trustees  have  secured  the  services  of  Professor  J.  T. 
Dudley,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Clarke  received  his  education 
le  Exeter-Phillips  Academy,  in  New  Hampshire — so  justly 
I  for  the  excellence  of  its  classical  course — and  afterwards 
in  College,  of  which  he  is  a  graduate;  and  he  has  been  for 
re  years  Principal  of  a  Classical  Academy  at  Dudley,  Massa- 
vhich  institution,  under  his  auspices,  rose  to  a  higli  degree 
'ity.  It  is  hoped  that  the  classical  department  of  our  Model 
ider  his  instruction,  will  in  time  become  an  ornament  to  the 
rofe^or  Clarke  has  but  just  commenced  his  duties,  having 
^ed  to  remain  in  Dudley  until  the  middle  of  November,  to 
engagement  there. 

Beverly  School,  at  the  close  of  the  last  term,  Professor  J. 
Street  succeeded  Miss  Walker  as  Resident  Principal  of  that 
1,  Miss  Walker  having  resigned.  Professor  Street  in  his 
ion  is  meeting  with  encouraging  success,  and  the  institution 
34 
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is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  number  of  pupils  from  that  Sol 
who  enter  the  Normal  School  is  increasing.  Five  have  been 
mitted  during  the  last  year.  Miss  Lydia  G.  Garwood,  a  pupil  of 
Beverly  School,  admitted  during  the  present  term,  received  the  higl 
admission  average  of  the  year.  Several  additional  pupils  from  1 
School  are  expected  in  February. 

There  were  the  usual  written  examinations  for  promotion  at 
close  of  the  several  terms,  and  the  customary  public  exercises  in 
Normal  and  Model  Schools,  niul  in  the  School  at  Beverly.  The 
suits  of  those  examinations  aio  iriven  in  the  appendix,  contain 
lists  of  those  who  were  distinguished,  those  who  graduated,  and  tl 
Ibrmer  graduates  who  received  diplomas. 

I  have  prepared  also  an  additional  list  of  those  who  havegradua 
or  left  since  my  accession  to  the  Principalship,  stating  after  the  m 
of  each  person  any  information  1  have  received  respecting  his  or 
(uigagements  after  leaving  school.  The  object  of  this  record  i 
make  known  to  the  Legislature  how  far  our  graduates  keep  the  pie 
made  by  them  in  consideration  of  their  receiving  tuition  free  of  chai 
Profes^r  Phelps,  in  the  last  report  which  he  made  to  the  Trust 
entered  into  this  subject  very  fully,  and  made  an  extended  exami 
tion  in  reoard  to  every  one  who  had  been  a  pupil  of  the  Noin 
School,  from  its  origin  down  to  the  time  of  his  leaving.  The  res 
of  the  incjuiry  was  very  satisfactory.  It  showed  that  not  less  tl 
ninety-five  per  cent,  of  those  who  had  attended  the  School  had  h 
(^ngaged  in  teaching. 

The  record  now  given  sliows  a  similar  result.  It  did  not  occui 
nio  to  prc])are  a  list  of  this  kind  for  each  of  the  two  ])recediDg  yes 
but  the  list  now  presented  covers  the  whole  ground-  I  have  kno 
the  history  of  almost  every  pupil  who  has  left  the  school  since  I  hi 
iioen  Principal,  and  I  know  that  in  almost  every  case  they  have 
gaged  in  teaching.  It  is  very  rare  that  they  come  to  the  sch 
except  in  good  faith,  and  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  themselves 
tlie  office  of  teachers.  Occasionally  pupils  come  to  us  from  ot 
States.  As  they  pay  for  their  tuition,  they  are  not  required  tot 
the  pledire.  But  even  these  generally  engage  in  teaching,  and  s 
cml  of  tliem  have  become  teachers  in  our  own  State.  Occasiona 
too,  pupils  fi»om  our  own  State  enter  the  Normal  School,  with  no 
tcntion  of  teaching,  ])ut  merely  because  they  prefer  the  method  adop 
in  the  Normal  School  as  a  means  of  mental  culture.  These  pay 
their  tuition  in  the  same  manner  as  if  attending  the  Model  Sc*h< 
and  are  not  required  to  take  the  pledge.  Of  those  who  attend 
school  with  a  view  of  becoming  teachers,  some  necessarily  are  foi 
on  trial  not  to  have  the  natural  gifts  and  qualifications  for  the  off 
Others  who  are  ([ualified  and  arc  anxious  to  engage  in  the  servi 
are  not  always  able  to  make  an  engagement  immediately  after  leav 
school.

The  buildings  occupied  by  the  State  Normal  School  of  New  Jersey,  are 
two  in  number,  one  of  which  is  occupied  exclusively  by  the  Normal  School 
proper,  the  other  by  its  adjunct,  the  Model  School.  The  lot  includes  over  four 
acres  of  ground.  The  original  cost  of  lot  and  buildings  was  $72,000.  They 
nrc  now  valued  at  $100,000,  and  are  the  property  of  the  State. 

The  plans  arc  drawn  on  a  scale  of  thirty-two  feet  to  the  inch.  Each  building 
B  in  the  form  of  a  Greek  Cross,  the  main  edifice  running  nearly  north  and  south 
«?itli  wings  or  projections  on  the  east  and  west.  The  front  wing  of  the  Normal 
School  on  the  east,  terminates  in  two  towers,  10  by  10  feet. 

The  great  objects  secured  in  the  adoption  of  these  piano,  are  the  highest  degree 
>f  convenience  and  adaptation  to  the  purposes  of  a  school  for  both  sexes,  symnu^ 
ry,  tastefulness,  economy  in  cost  of  eonstruction,  with  ample  foeilities  for  lighting 
uid  ventilation,  the  ingress  and  egress  of  pnpils,  tosjether  with  a  full  supply  of 
urater  in  the  proper  place,  and  for  every  desirable  purpose. 

The  rooms  are  all  large,  airy,  and  eornniodious.  The  uses  of  eiich  apartment 
vill  be  understood  by  reference  to  the  numbtM-s  indicated  on  the  diairrniijs,  and 
ho  accompanying  explanation.  Each  biiil^^ln;^  is  healed  by  four  r.t'  Roynton^s 
irst  class  furnaces,  and  ventilated  by  nu  ans  of  nir  p;i«aiiges  lea'l;n>r  tVo  .i  each 
•oom  to  a  large  chamber  for  the  purpose  in  the  altle,  under  the  ventll.itui  These 
lir  chambers  are  heated  by  stoves,  thus  creating  a  forced  draught  from  each  apart- 
nent  to  the  ventilator. 

The  furniture  is  of  the  latest  and  most  approv.d  ehaiucter,  and  there  are  fifteen 
landred  feet  of  the  best  Vermont  and  lx>hi^h  wall  slates.

CONDITIONS  OP   ADMISSION. 

First Applicants  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  of  un- 
questionable moral  character. 

Second, — They  must  be  in  sound  bodily  health,  and  able  to  sustain 
%  good  examination  in  spelling,  reading,  arithmetic,  geography  and 
grammar. 

Third. — They  must  declare  their  intention  to  teach  in  the  Public 
Schools  of  this  State  for  at  least  two  years. 

RATIO   OP   REPRESENTATION. 

By  the  terms  of  the  act  establishing  the  State  Normal  School,  "eadi 
county  is  entitled  to  fill  three  times  as  many  seats  in  the  school  as  it 
hos  representatives  in  the  Legislature".  In  case  any  county  is  not 
fully  represented,  additional  candidates  may  be  admitted  from  other 
counties,  on  sustaining  the  requisite  examination. 

DECLARATION  OP  INTENTION. 

The  candidates,  on  their  admission,  are  required  to  sign  the  fol- 
lowing Declaration  and  Agreement,  which  document  is  a  permanent 
record  with  the  Institution :  "  The  undersigned,  having  received  cer- 
tificates of  admission  as  pupils  in  the  New  Jersey  State  Normal  School, 
hereby  declare  that  it  is  their  intention  to  engage  in  the  employment 
Df  teachers  in  the  common  schools  of  this  State,  for  at  least  two  years, 
and  that  their  object  in  resorting  to  this  school  is  the  better  to  qualify 
themselves  for  that  responsible  duty.  The  undersigned  also  hereby 
agree  to  report  themselves  semi-annually,  in  writing,  for  the  aforesaid 
period  of  two  years,  to  the  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School,  in 
ease  they  enjoy  its  privileges  for  one  term  or  more." 

EXAMINATION   FOR   ADMISSION. 

Candidates  are  examined  by  the  Faculty  before  being  admitted  to 
the  school.  This  examination  is  confined  to  the  topics  named  above, 
namely,  spelling,  reading,  arithmetic,  geography  and  grammar. 
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Candidates  wishing  to  be  admitted  to  an  advanced  class,  are  like* 
wise  examined  upon  all  the  studies  which  have  been  attended  to  bj 
the  class  to  which  they  wi.sh  to  l)e  admitted.  The  stated  examination 
for  admission  takes  place  on  the  Friday  and  Saturday  before  the  first 
day  of  each  term,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  all  who  intend  to  enter 
should  apply  at  that  time. 

OTHEH    KXAMIXATIONK. 

During  the  week  preceding  the  cN^-^c  of  the  term,  there  is  a  written 
examination  of  the  several  classes  on  all  the  studies  of  the  term'

term.

For  the  use  of  books  and  a  limited 
umoiint  of  stationery,  a  charge  is  made  of  two  dollars  per  term,  pav- 
able  on  the  receipt  of  tlie  books.  It  is  op'tional  with  the  student, 
however,  to  find  his  own  books  and  stationery  if  he  prefer  to  do  so. 
Persons  not  taking  the  pledge  are  charged  twenty  dollars  a  term  for 
tuition  and  books.

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To  His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Governor  ofJSTew  Jersey: 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  School  for  juvenile  offenders  i 
fipectfuUy  report,  that  immediately  on  the  passage  and  approval 
the  law  of  March  2l8t,  1866.  placing  additional  means  at  their  di 
posal,  the  Board  proceeded  to  the  selection  of  a  farm,  and  short 
after  purchased  one  of  four  hundred  and  ninety  (490)  acres,  in  Mi 
dlesex  county,  lying  about  two  miles  fiom  Jamesbnrg,  on  the  hi) 
land  east  of  the  village. 

In  this  purchase  we  think  the  requircmcutd  of  the  law  have  be* 
fully  complied  with.  The  location  is  central,  and  of  convenient  g 
cess  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  by  the  Camden  and  Amboy  and  t 
Freehold  Railroads,  the  latter  of  which  crosses  the  former  at  Jami 
burg,  and  connects  with  the  Trenton  and  New  Brunswick  Railro 
at  Monmouth  Junction,  while  its  extension  from  Freehold  to  Squr 
kuni  will  connect  it  with  the  marl  region,  and  with  the  Delaware  a 
Raritan  Bay  road. 

The  site  is  elevated  and  healthy,  and  commands  a  fine  view  of  d 
tant  hills  in  almost  every  direction. 

The  buildings  can  be  abundantly  supplied  with  pure  soft  \rater 
a  hydraulic  ram,  which  has  been  in  use  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  soil  is  good,  and  varies  from  a  heavy  loam,  adapted  to  potato 
wheat  and  grass,  to  light  truck  land,  tlie  former  of  which  predoi 
nates. 

After  considerable  thought  and  consultation  with  persons  ex] 
ricnced  in  similar  institutions,  especially  with  Acting  Commissioi 
G.  K.  Howe  of  the  "Ohio  Reform  School,''  the  Trustees  agreed  up 
a  plan  for  building,  which  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Conti'ol. 

Attempts  were  made  to  have  it  executed  by  contract,  but  the  off 
were  at  prices  which  were  beyond  the  means  at  our  command.  ^ 
at  length  concluded  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  proposed  building,  a 
to  erect  it  by  the  emplojrment  of  mechanics,  under  the  supervision 
a  competent  builder.

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By  the  twenty-fourth  section  of  the  act  for  the  establishment 
the  school,  it  is  provided  that  when  the  buildings  and  premii 
shall  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  pupils,  the  Trustees  shall, 
resolution,  inform  the  Governor  thereof,  upon  which  he  shall  m 
his  proclamation  of  the  fact;  and  that  the  provisions  of  the  act 
relation  to  commitments  shall  not  go  into  effect,  until  such  proclai] 
tion  be  made. 

On  the  near  approach  of  the  completion  of  the  main  building,  ( 
minds  naturally  turn  with  some  degree  of  anxiety  to  the  que3tii 
how  the  school  may  be  opened  under  the  most  favorable  circumst 
cos.

We  would  therefore  respectfully  urge  that  authority  may  be  gi^ 
to  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  commit  to  the  ''  Refc 
School,"  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act,  such  and  so  many  bovi 
the  class  for  which  it  was  designed,  as  the  Trustees  may  be  prepa 
from  time  to  time  to  receive.  The  school  can  then  commence  mi 
earlier,  and  under  better  auspices,  and  its  success  be  more  certai 
secured.

In  the  above  comparisons  it  appears  evident  in  each  case  that  there 
is  a  decided  and  encouraging  increase  of  interest  in  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation, l>y  the  people  of  our  State,  during  the  past  year,  over  that  mani- 
fested the  previous  vear.  There  is  more  money  appropriated  for 
education,  kirger  sums  are  raised  by  tax,  the  number  of  schools  is 
increased,  and  a  greater  proportion  are  kept  open  the  entire  year, 
more  new  school  buildings  have  been  erected,  and  the  number  of 
children  attending  school  has  increased,  while  there  has  been  a  de- 
cided decrease  in  the  number  who  have  not  attended  school.

By  giving  to  the  Board  of  Education  power  to  prescribe  rule? 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  school  law,  the  law  may  be  n 
less  cumbersome,  and  all  the  minor  details  may  be  modifiec 
extended,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasions  demand  or  as  experi< 
suggests,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  additional  legislative  er 
ments  from  year  to  year,  except  in  cases  when  some  material  chai 
are  demanded.  The  law  may  provide  for,  and  in  general  terras 
scribe,  the  duties  of  school  officers  and  boards  of  examiners,  whi 
can  be  left  to  the  State  Board  oL  Education  to  determine  when 
how  those  duties  are  to  be  performed.

They  discuss  educational  topics,  inquire  after  educati 
interests,  become  acquainted  with  educational  men,  and  must  thu 
better  able  and  far  more  likely  to  appoint  first  class  men  to  hold 
important  office  of  county  superintendent  than  any  body  of  men  w 
regular  duties  are  in  no  way  connected  with  education.  And  ui 
we  can  secure  the  services  of  our  very  best  men  to  perform  the  di 
of  county  supervision  over  our  schools,  we  shall  not  be  the  gainers 
most  emphatically  the  losers,  by  making  in  our  school  governi 
the  changes  proposed. 
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;8t  dntjr  assigned  to  this  Board  is  a  most  important  one.  We 
to  ask  for  a  new  school  law  which  will  provide  for  a  more 
ic  supervision  of  our  schools,  in  order  that  uniformity  in  the 
lent  of  the  schools  may  be  secured  throughout  the  State, 
set  cannot  be  accomplished  as  long  as  each  school  continues 
J  own  peculiar  text  books.  A  uniform  system  of  public  in- 
will  necessitate  the  use  of  a  uniform  series  of  school  books, 
re  other  advantages  which  this  provision  will  secure.  We 
g  to  our  aid  the  united  judgment  of  the  largest,  wisest  and 
nterested  organized  body  of  school  ofiBcers  in  the  State  to 
e  which  are  the  best  text  books  used.  We  will  avoid  thos« 
uarterly,  and  sometimes  monthly  changes  ol  books  to  which 
len^^  changers  of  teachers  are  now  subjecting  the  people  of 
us^  districts.  The  expense  of  procuring  a  new  set  of  books 
es  who  remove  from  one  district  to  another  will  be  avoided, 
nt  the  teacher's  labors  are  multiplied,  and  rendered  less  eflfec- 
;he  necessary  increase  of  the  number  of  classes  in  consequence 
riety  of  books  used  in  the  same  school.  The  superiority  of 
schools  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  uniformity  of  the 
[s  in  use,  and  the  same  system  of  teaching  and  economical 
tion  of  pupils  can  be  secured  in  many  of  our  country  and 
schools,  by  a  like  uniformity  of  text  books.  This  provision

These  books  should  contain  a  brief  history  of  each  teacher 
state,  giving  his  name,  acquirements,  amount  of  salary  re- 
places in  which  he  has  taught,  the  date  and  grade  of  his  cer- 
etc.    They  should  also  contain  descriptions  of  each  school 
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district,  giving  the  condition  of  the  school  buildings,  the  branch< 
taught,  the  salaries  paid,  the  number  of  children  attending  the  school 
etc.  Such  a  statistical  record  would  be  found  of  incalculable  in 
portance  for  reference  by  teachers,  school  officers  and  patrons.  E 
means  of  such  a  record  schools  can  readily  be  supplied  with  prope 
teachers,  and  teachers  may  at  once  learn  where  to  apply  for  situs 
tions.  Each  county  superintendent  would  feel  a  personal  respons 
bility  and  a  pei*sonal  pride,  in  furnishing  all  the  interesting  items  i 
information  connected  with  the  schools  of  his  county,  by  which  h 
county  school  record  would  be  as  complete  and  valuable  as  possibl 
As  the  State  Superintendent  has  as  yet  never  had  a  fixed  office,  bi 
has  continued  to  do  his  official  business  in  any  little  tillage  of  tl 
State  where  he  might  happen  to  reside,  it  has  been  impossible  to  co 
lect  and  preserve  such  school  documents  of  importance  as  are  usual! 
found  in  the  superintendents'  office  in  other  States.  The  state  supe 
intendent  should  make  known  and  have  full  power  to  enforce  tl: 
observance  of  all  the  provisions  of  the  school  law.  He  should  V 
the  adviser  and  assistant  of  county  superintendents. 

COUNTY    SUPERINTENDENTS. 

It  is  imposBible  for  New  Jersey  ever  to  have  a  system  of  public  ii 
struction  until  she  engages  the  services  of  county  superintendent 
These  superintendents  should  receive  salaries  which  will  enable  thei 
to  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  supervision  of  the  schools.  The 
should  have  full  power  to  apportion  the  county  school  funds  among  tt 
several  districts,  to  license  teachers,  to  change  the  boundaries  of  scho< 
districts,  to  provide  for  graded  sthools,  to  organize  teachers'  institute 
to  deliver  public  lectures  on  subjects  connected  with  the  cause  of  educj 
tion,  and  in  every  way  to  give  such  aid  and  counsel  to  trustees,  teacher 
parents,  and  pupils,  as  will  tend  to  elevate  the  standard  of  educatio 
and  cause  uniformity  in  the  methods  of  instruction  throughout  th 
State.  Having  county  superintendents  we  should  no  longer  nee 
either  our  present  town  superintendents  or  county  examiners.  Th 
money  paid  to  these  officers,  which  is  now  almost  literally  throw 
away,  could  be  saved.  We  have  two  hundred  and  thirty  (230)  tow 
superintendents  receiving  yearly  from  the  state  a  sum  not  less  tha 
ten  thousand  dollars ;  we  also  have  forty-two  county  examiners  r( 
ceiving  annually  about  two  thousand  dollars.  By  the  change  ( 
supervision  we  propose  the  State  will  save  annually  a  sum  not  le« 
than  twelve  thousand  dollars,  which  will  almost  be  sufficient  t 
secure  the  constant  service  of  twenty-one  active  and  intelligen 
county  superintendents.  It  is  impossible  to  secure  uniformity  in  th 
methods  of  instruction  in  the  State  by  our  present  system  of  schoc 
government.

the  previous  year''.  Town  superintendents  are  elected  in  Marcl 
April,  dnd  required  by  law  to  report  by  the  15th  of  December, 
as  the  State  Superintendent  must  present  his  annual  report  to 
State  Board  of  Education  on  the  first  Thursday  in  December,  h( 
obliged  to  ask  the  town  superintendents  to  furnish  their  reports 
the  15th  of  November,  or  one  month  sooner  than  is  required  by  ] 
And  as  new  town  superintendents  are  elected  every  year,  we 
never  able  to  get  their  school  reports  for  a  period  of'  time  Ion 
than  from  seven  to  eight  months,  leaving  four  or  five  months  of  e 
year  unreported. 

Our  county  examiners  are  appointed  in  May,  and  required  to 
port  in  October;  sa  that  where  new  appointments  are  made  h 
year  to  year,  as  is  often  the  case,  their  official  duties  for  seven  moc 
of  each  year  cannot  be  reported. 

The  State  Superintendent  commences  his  duties  the  fii-st  of  M 
and  is  required  to  report  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  the  fi 
Thursday  in  December;  so  that  his  first  report  can  only  give  an 
count  of  his  official  duties  for  seven  months. 

Such  are  some  of  the  strange  provisions  of  our  present  heteroge 
ous  mass  of  legislative  enactments  which,  together,  go  by  the  name 
a  School  law.

If  the  tn 
were  to  regularly  visit  the  schools,  exchange  sentiments  wit] 
teachers,  and  examine  the  scholars,  much  good  would  result  there 
and  if  the  employers  would  form  themselves  into  a  committee 
occasionally  visit  the  schools  in  which  their  children  are  being  ta 
thus  showing  that  they  felt  an  interest  in  the  future  welfare  o 
rising  generation,  the  teachers  would  take  heart,  and  the  pupil 
encouraged.

a  much  better  feeling  exists.  It  is  diflBcult  to  say  how  many  do 
attend  school,  as  many  attend  privatQ  schools,  and  a  number, 
►ols  out  of  the  township.  The  average  number  of  children  that 
nd  the  public  schools  in  the  township  is  perhaps  not  more  than 
third  of  the  whole  number  enrolled.  Many  of  our  wealthy  citi- 
1  oppose  raising  school  money  by  taxation,  which  retards,  materi- 
,  our  educational  progress.  I  seldom  have  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
trustees  in  the  schools ;  after  they  are  elected  and  make  their  en- 
nent,  they  seem  to  think  their  important  work  is  done ;  but  what 
stake.  They  certainly  do  not  appreciate  the  visit  of  the  Super- 
ndent  as  he  does  the  pleasure  of  meeting  them,  and  the  pupils 
ently  feel  the  disadvantage  of  their  absence.

) ;  none  to  speak  of.  One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  now  experi- 
id  is  a  want  of  competent  teachers.  The  standard  of  qualification 
>ming  more  and  more  elevated  by  public  sentiment,  suitable 
hers  have  become  more  and  more  scarce,  until  it  is  almost  im- 
ible  to  obtain  properly  qualified  persons  to  supply  the  schools  in 
e  districts  which  pay  small  salaries.  We  have  no  teachers  from 
N'ormal  School,  but  some  of  those  who  have  taught  during  the 
are  experienced,  competent  and  successful, 
he  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  was  added  to  the  usual  appropria- 
for  schools  at  the  annual  town  meeting  last  spring.  I  have  long 
i  impressed  with  the  sentiment  that  our  public  schools  are  not 
rfently  made  the  means  of  improving  public  morals.  While  it  is 
)ubtedly  best  to  discard  all  sectarian  opinions  and  influences  from 
1,  yet  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  and  the  principles 
lorals  recognized  and  partially  enforced  by  law,  should  be  thor- 
rly  taught,  somehow  or  other,  in  them. 

lie  wide-spread  popular  dishonesty,  too  prevalent  among  business 
,  such  -as  speculation,  stock  gambling,  and  cheating  in  trade, 
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evinces  the  fact  that  school  learning  will  not  make  a  saint  of  a  sin 
nor  an  honest  man  of  a  rogue. 

Children  who  are  not  taught  at  home  that  lying  is  a  crime, 
thieving  is  dishonest,  that  cheating  is  contemptibly  wicked,  and 
impure  words  and  deeds  are  ruinous  to  both  body  and  soul,  shouh 
taught  so  somewhere.     Thousands  are  never  sent  to  chuixh,  and 
too  far  from  established  Sabbath  schools,  to  receive  any  material 
vantage  fi'om  their  iniSuences. 

These  children  all  receive  more  or  less  instruction  at  the  pu 
schools.  If  the  teacher  is  really  qualified  for  his  duty,  that  is,  i 
is  educated  in  his  heart  and  character  as  well  as  in  his.  head,  i 
may  derive  some  moral  benefit.

I  would  go  further  if  I  could, 
only  license  those  who  give  reasonable  evidence  of  a  christian 
and  character.  But  sufficient  moral  instruction  cannot  be  give 
the  public  schools  under  existing  regulations.  Let  it  be  made  u] 
Sabbath  schools.  Let  one  be  established  (by  law  if  need  be)  in  e^ 
school  district  in  the  State.  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  say  that 
recommendation,  made  to  my  fellow  citizens  of  this  township  at 
last  annual  town  meeting,  is  in  practical  operation.  Every  chiL 
our  township,  with  very  few  exceptions,  can  now  conveniently  ati 
a  Sabbath  school.  Let  the  Sabbath  school  go  hand  in  hand  with 
puclic  school,  and  our  rising  communities  shall  grow  up  honest, 
tuolis  and  prosperous.

What  coi 
to  pursue  to  overcome  this  I  am  unable  to  say,  but  probably  if  wc 
cure  persevering  and  competent  teacliers,  we  could  in  measure 
cite  them  to  action.  We  have  some  very  good  teachers  in  our  to 
ship  and  some  very  poor  ones.  We  have  some  which,  if  I  was 
only  one  interested  in  the  school,  should  say  leave,  but  those  mosi 
terested  say  to  me,  Oh  I  he  or  she  (as  the  case  may  be)  is  poor  ai 
or  we  think  fully  competent  to  teach  our  little  children.  I  tliink 
a  very  bad  way  of  showing  charity  to  the  poor.  If  the  teachers 
luded  to  are  poor  and  objects  of  charity,  I  say  to  their  employers 
your  hands  in  your  pockets  and  give  them  sufficient  to  subsist  u 
and  not  ruin  your  children  by  furnishing  them  with  very  poor  and 
competent  teachers. 
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e  have  in  our  township  eight  hundred  and  seventy-six  children 
een  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteen,  and  we  raise  money  sufficient, 
L  added  to  the  State  funds  to  amount  to  just  three  dollars  for 
T  child  in  the  township  between  five  and  eighteen,  and  will 
nt  to  $2,628.

imparting  instruction,  adopted  by  the  teachers  in  the  district  s< 
Parents  would  no  longer  be  annoyed  and  taxed  by  the  cha 
books  with  every  change  of  teachers.  A  greater  interest  woul 
be  infused,  and  a  just  and  laudable  emulation  would  rise  amo 
districts,  that  must  redound  to  the  good  of  all,  and  to  the  honor 
State.  This  will  be  my  answer  to  your  second  inquiry!  The 
answer  as  follows : 

\     The  School  Law  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  changed  in  the  1 
ing  particulars : 

1st.  Every  township  or  school  district  should  be  required  tc 
by  tax  a  sum,  which  in  addition  to  the  State  appropriation  f 
purposes  of  education,  would  be  sufficient  to  Jceep  the  schooh 
for  ten  ^months  in  the  year,  and  defray  all  the  necessary  inci 
expenses. 

2nd.  No  township  or  school  district  should  be  limited  by  ] 
the  amount  they  think  it  necessary  to  raise  in  addition  to  the 
appropriation.  An  intelligent  community  of  freemen  may  be  1 
to  manage  their  own  concerns. 

3rd.  To  insure  a  proper  visitation  and  superintendence  < 
schools,  I  think  the  trustees  should  be  required  to  visit  them  a 
once  a  month,  and  should  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensati 
their  services.  It  is  diflScult  to  get  men  of  leisure  to  interest 
selves  in  the  matter  of  education.  And  it  is  not  right  that  p 
ional  men  and  men  of  business  who  do  feel  a  laudable  desire 
courage  and  promote  it,  should  be  required  to  render  services  vi 
some  remuneration.  It  is  a  tax  upon  time,  judgement  and  pa 
that  renders  the  position  anything  but  a  sinecure. 

4th.  The  remarks  made  in  relation  to  trustees  will  apply  with 
force  to  the  town  superintendent.  To  be  sure  they  have  the  re 
able  privilge  of  charging  one  dollar  a  day  for  actual  servic< 
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d  tbej  have  reported  to  the  State  Superintendent  by  the  15th 
of  December  in  each  year  ;  while  for  neglect  of  specified  dnties

This  township,  as  you  may  know,  is  but  an  infa 
three  corporate  years,  and,  geographically  considered,  is  most  i 
tunately  unmanageable.  The  district^  are  too  large.  This  has  I;

**  What  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure  a  good  degree  of  interest 
[le  part  of  parents  in  regard  to  the  education  of  their  children  ?" 
ns.  I  might  reply  by  saying,  curtly,  educate  the  parents  so  that 
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they  may  exhibit  the  coveted  interest,  Ac;  but,  as  this  is  impr 
hlc.  the  next  best  thing  to  do  is  to  educate  the  children  as  h 
may,  so  that  future  parents,  experiencing  the  benefits  of  a  soub 
cation  themselves,  will  feel  deeply  interested  in  their  childre 
half.  It  is  a  hard  task  to  impress  ignorant  parents  with  the  i 
ance  of  giving  their  children  a  more  liberal  education  thai 
themselves  have  received.  Fortunately,  their  number  is  few, ; 
the  decrease.  ^ 

3.  "  What  changes  should  be  made  in  our  school  laws,  and 
1  propose  to  answer  at  length.  I  havoi  held  the  position  o: 
superintendent,  uninterruptedly,  since  the  office  was  create 
previous  to  that  was  a  member  of  the  school  committee  of  Uu 
ship,  and  during  the  time  have  carefully  observed  the  opera 
our  school  laws,  and  noted  their  defects. 

1.  The  tenth  section  of  the  act  of  1851  should  be  so  amende 
give  the  power  of  forming  new  school  districts,  or  of  chai)< 
altering  the  boundaries  of  existing  districts,  to  some  local  au 
in  the  township. 

2.  The  present  mode  of  apportioning  school  moneys  to  the  i 
districts  in  the  township  should  be  changed. 

3.  We  need  a  county  organization  of  some  kind. 

The  above  are  not  hastily  formed  opinions,  but  have  beer 
tained  many  years,  and  enlarged  experience  but  confirms  me  i 
soundness. 

I.  In  my  oflScial  report  to  the  State  Superintendent  in 
said:  **  The  prohibitory  clause  mentioned  above  needs  to  b 
fied.  Increase  of  population,  or  some  unforseen  cause,  may  ( 
an  alteration  of  districts,  but  the  township  committee  and  towi 
intendent  are  powerless  to  promote  an  obvious  good,  so  long 
arc  dependent  upon  the  volition  of  a  single  incorporated  ( 
Incorporated  districts  (all  ours  are  incorporated)  will  be  incl 
dissent  from  any  proposition  that  will  lessen  theii-^population,  1 
their  receipts  of  moneys  from  the  State  and  township  are  gn 
to  the  number  of  children  they  respectively  contain." 

In  my  report  in  1854  I  gave  a  case  in  this  township,  illus 
what  had  already  been  said. 

In  1862, 1  remarked  ^'  There  are  three  private  schools  in  thi 
ship,  all  well  conducted.  The  great  difficulty  of  forming  a  ney\ 
district  under  the  existing  school  law,  creates  the  necessity 
vate  schools.  *  *  *  "The  hardship  is  the  greater  to  the 
desire  a  new  district,  because  they  are  obliged  to  support  a 
school  without  any  aid  from  State  or  township,-^vhile  at  th 
time  they  are  taxed  to  sustain  the  very  school  from  which  t 
excluded  on  account  of  its  distance  from  their  homes." 

'^  I  will  state  an  existing  case  in  corroboration  of  the  abov( 
have  a  district  of  extensive  boundaries,  which  was  formed  man 
ago,  without  any  anticipation  of  the  great  changes^  that  hav 
occurred.

.  this  date,  this  place  (Englewood)  is  a  notorious  example  of  the 
ness  of  the  law  with  respect  to  forming  and  altering  districts, 
ithin  a  radius  of  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from  its  centre,  there 
25  or  more  dwelling  houses,  maijy  in  process  of  building,  and 
!  in  contemplation ;  four  churches,  four  sabbath  schools  with  an 
egate  attendance  of  about  two  hundred  pupils ;  one  boys'  gram- 
school  with  about  seventy  pupils ;  one  female  institute  with  sixty 
is,  and  a  private  school- with  twenty.  We  have  a  post  oflSce,  tel- 
ph  oflice,  many  stores,  shops,  &c.,  <.^c.,  constituting  ^very  appur- 
ace  to  a  large  and  prosperous  village,  except  the  most  necessary 
-a  free  public  school.  The  school  house  of  this  district  is  located 
t  two  miles  from  here,  and  in  a  comparatively  sparsely  settled 
)n.  Its  remoteness  prevents  the  attendance  of  the  majority  of 
portion  of  our  juvenile  population  which  most  needs  t}ie  conve- 
ne of  a  public  school,  and  therefore  they  make  the  bulk  of  those 
have  attended  no  school  at  all  the  past  year.

is  well  attended,  independently  of  this  place,  because  the  district  ft 
up  252  children  of  legal  school  age.  The  nearest  school  house 
too,  well  filled:  the  district  containing  127  resident  children, 
from  which  we  are  excluded,  because  but  a  small  part  of  this  plac 
in  that  district.  We  have  for  several  years  past  endeavored  to  f 
a  new  s(*hool  district  under  the  existing  laws,  but  have  failed  to 
complish  our  wish  for  reasons  already  given. 

These  complaints  are  not  made  in  a  fretful  spirit.  The  troui 
we  experience  growing  out  of  the  law  of  1851 ,  are  not  confined  tc 
isolated  instance,  but  extend  tliroughout  the  township  with  men 
less  virulence. 

It  is  hiphly  probable  that  two  applications  will  be  made  to 
incoming  Legislature  for  special  acts  incorporating  school  distri 
to  embrace  a  reasonable  and  ])roper  territory  t^nd  population, 
without  at  all  injuring  the  districts  already, established. 

2.  In  my  report  of  1855  I  said,  '-the  number  of  children  resic 
in  a  district  furnishes  no  true  index  to  the  number  that  attend  sch 
or  the  number  of  days  of  their  attendance,  and,  therefore,  establi: 
no  just  basis  for  the  apportionment  of  school  moneys."  The  foil 
ing  tables,  embracing  the  statistics  of  four  districts,  will  illustrate 
remark.  They  have  not  been  selected  to  exhibit  the  extremes 
number  and  attendance,  but  because  from  them  the  most  reliable 
tarns  were  received : 
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It  appears,  then,  that  of  tlie  aggregate  of  the  moneys  apportio 
to  these  from  districts,  viz:  $932,  60  pupils  with  12,660  days  of 
tendance,  received  $232  instead  of  $274,  an  apportionment  to^cor 
pond  witli  attendance. 

Ninety-four  pupils  with  12.300  days  of  attendance,  received  $ 
instead  of  $268,  an  apportionment  to  correspond  with  attendance 

Eighty-two  pupils  Avith  11,460  days  of  attendance,  received  $ 
instead  of  $249,  an  apportionment  to  correspond  with  attendance 

Thirty-seven  pupils  with  6,480  days  of  attendance,  received  $ 
instead  of  $141,  an  apportionment  to  correspond  with  attendance, 

In  each  of  the  three  first  mentioned  districts,  about  $500  are  ai 
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ly  paid  to  the  teachers.  The  deficiency  is  assessed  upon  the  pupils 
tending  school,  so  that  in  the  first,  $268  must  be  raised,  $122  in  the 
cond,  and  $278  in  the  third,  which  is  $4.64  per  annum  for  each 
holar  in  the  first,  $3.40  in  the  third,  and  only  $1.30  in  the  second. 
If  apportionments  were  re^G^ulatcd  V»y  the  actual  attendance  of  the 
holars  in  days,  $3.77  for  each  attondinf^  scholar  would  be  needed 
the  first  named  district,  $2.47  in  the  second,  and  $3.06  in  the  third. 
Noticing  these  facts,  there  certainly  is  a  discrepance  unfavorable 
the  present  bases  of  apportionment. 

The  opinion  is  steadily  gaining'  favor  that  the  township  should 
ise  money  suflBcient  to  maintain  free  schools,  and  to  apportion  it  to 
e  districts,  irrespective  of  resident  children  of  legal  school  age, 
it  so  as  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  as  they  now  are  or  here- 
ker  may  be  adjusted. 

In  1857  I  observed,  to  attempt  to  make  the  schools  free  under  the 
esent  mode  of  apportionment  of  school  moneys,  woidd,  manifestly, 
I  both  absurd  and  imjust.  We  will  assume  that  district  number 
n,  with  78  resident  children,  and  district  number  eleven,  with  123, 
y  annually  to  their  respective  teachers,  a  salary  of  five  hundred 
>llars.  In  furnishing  to  numlier  ten  the  needed  sum  of  $500,  num- 
ir  eleven  would  receive  $790  ;  $290  more  than  would  be  required. 
In  my  judgment  the  true  way  of  adjusting  these  matters  would  be 
constitute  a  township  department  of  education,  whose  duty  it 
ould  be  to  prepare  annual  estimates  of  tlie  township  school  tax  re- 
lired  (in  addition  to  the  moneys  derived  from  other  sources)  to 
untain  fr^  schools,  and  to  apportion  the  same  to  the  several  dis- 
icts  in  proportion  to  their  respective  wants,*  without  having  any 
gard  to  the  number  of  resident  children  in  each,  &c. 
In  1864, 1  remarked.  ''  A  populous  district,  according  to  the  pre 
Qt  mode  of  apportioning  school  moneys,  may  receive  more  than  is 
cessary  to  keep  the  school  free,  and  still  have  an  average  attend- 
ee less  than  a  contiguous  district  which  may  receive  less  of,  but 
ly  have  contributed  more  to  the  township  school  tax  than  its  more 
rtunate  neighbor." 

3.  We  need  a  county  organization  of  some  kind. 
In  1861,1  reported,  **To  give  it  (the  school  law)  greater  efficiency, 
county  board  in  each  county  should  be  established,  to  be  composed 
the  several  town  superintendents.  An  organization  like  this 
mid  be  inexpensive,  yet  productive  of  beneficial  results.  While 
5  have  an  affinity  of  schools  in  the  several  townships,  we  have  none 
townships.  Each  township  operates  independently  of  every  other 
the  county,  and  so  there  is  no  connecting  link  between  county  and 
ate. 

"  If  the  town  superintendents  should  meet  but  twice  a  year,  and 
ike  their  duties  and  practices  the  subject  of  discussion,  we  might 
isonably  expect  that  all  their  duties  would  be  better  discharged, 
d  uniform  practice  and  harmonious  action  introduced.  Any  measure 
3eiving  the  united  support  of  this  board,  would  command  attention 
d  respect  and  could  scarcely  fail  of  success. 
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'*  While  the  town  superintendent  of  the  schools  ol*  his  towi 
may  have  awakened  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  school  diatric 
the  necessity  of  employing  only  well  qualified  teachers,  and 
have  been  more  or  less  successful  in  suppl yin,u'  the  schools  in 
charge  with  such,  yet  his  eflforts  are  of  no  avail  beyond  the  lira 
his  township,  except  in  so  far  as  example  may  stimulate  otlic 
similar  eflforts.  Again,  the  practices  of  the  different  superintend 
though  intended  to  eflfect  the  same  object,  may  l)e  so  varied  ana 
flicting  as  to  defeat  instead  of  securing  the  end  in  view." 

In  1862,  I  said,  t*  I  still  adhere  to  my  opinion  expressed  in  ni) 
report,  of  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  county  lioard  of  ei 
tion  in  each  county,  to  be  composed  of  the  several  town  superin 
ents,  as  a  connecting  link  between  the  counties  and  the  State 
making  also  an  affiliation  of  townships,  of  which,  at  present,  we 
none  whatever.  The  advantages  to  accrue  by  forming  such  or 
zations,  are  so  obvious,  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  arn^ui 
in  their  favor.  Such  as  are  familiar  with  the  working  of  our  sj 
of  popular  education  will  at  once  admit  their  validity,''  &c. 

In  1864, 1  again  introduced  the  subject  and  said  '•  there  rei 
one  more  subject  to  which  your  attention  is  respectfully  invited 
is  that  of  establishing  a  county  board  in  each  county,  to  he  com}: 
of  the  several  town  superintendents.  Much  l^enefit  would  there 
-accrue  to  the  public  schools  without  increasin^:::'  tlie  number  of  s( 
officers  or  their  pay.  The  affiliation  of  townships  thus  cngend 
would  not  only  give  them  unity  and  strengtli,  but  g-reatly  pro 
uniformity  and  regularity  throughout  the  county  in  all  matters  t 
ing  the  educational  interests  of  the  State.  The  town  superintend 
assembling  twice  a  year,  would  necessarily  communicate  their  se 
<?xperiences,  which  would  thus  become  the  common  stock  o 
board. 

**  The  duties  of  the  State  Superintendent  would  he  matei 
facilitated  and  lightened,  if  he  were  authorized  to  prescribe  fn 
duties  than  tlie  law  might  impose.  For  instance,  hie  might  ma 
the  duty  of  the  town  superintendents  to  submit  their  annual  re 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  him  to  examine,  collate,  <fcc. 
then  make  his  report  to  a  full  meeting  of  the  Board  for  approval 
when  approved  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  State  Superintendei 
that  the  town  superintendents  by  conferring  with  the  Secretii 
the  Board,  would  make  more  complete  and  uniform  reports  tha; 
now  produced,  which  would  be  embodied  in  a  single  I'eport  coujii 
the  State  from  the  County  Board.  The  institution  would  sooi 
velop  its  own  usefulness  beyond  all  present  conjecture,  and, 
time  to  time  recommend  such  further  improvements  as  enlarged  t 
jiencc  might  suggest.^' 

If  1  were  asked  what  alterations  I  would  recommend  in  our  st 
laws,  I  would  say,  adopt  so  much  of  the  "Report  of  the  Commit 
ers  appointed  to  codify  the  school  laws,''  made  to  the  Leo^ish 
January  24,  1856,  as  is  calculated  to  carry  into  eiiectthe  sugges 
made. 
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n  examination  of  said  report  will  sliow  that  the  Coinmi.ssionerj* 
nmiended  the  establishment  of  County  Boards  of  Education, 
liere  are  two  objections  to  this  measure  as  presented  by  the  Com- 
iioners.     It  unnecessarily  multiplies  the  numlier  of  scliool  oflicefs 

may  bring  in  inexperienced  men. 

bould  the  Board  be  composed  of  the  several  town  superinteud- 

,  both  these  objections  would  be  met.     There  would  then  be  no 

ease  of  officers,  and  the  experience  of  the  Superintendents,  in-

Y  successful.     I  am  pleased  to  say  our  schools  are  progressiiSg.

lieen  repeated  before.  I  find  that  teachers  are  changed  too  often 
the  promotion  of  system  and  good  order.

my  report  is  not  entirely  accurate.  I  hope  to  icniody  this  in  a 
measure  in  the  future.

Dear  Sir:  Your  blank  for statistic^s,  mailed  at  Trenton  on  tl 
of  October,  through  the  neglect  or  carelessness  of  Tncle 
agents,  was  not  received  until  this  morning,  thus  allowino;  me  bii 
days  ere  it  must  be  on  file  in  your  office,  and  not  permitting  tl 
curate  prej>aration  it  should  have. 

Its  correctness  will  also  fail  from  another  source,  viz  :  I  su 
that  the  report  would  not  be  reijuired  until  the  l-lth  of  Decern 
usual,  and  hence  my  delay  in  tlie  collection  of  statistics. 

This  is  my  first  year  in  office,  therefore  my  experience  has  i 
been  sufficient  to  judge  whether  or  not  there  has  been  any  i 
improvement  in  the  character  of  the  schools  of  this  township, 
experience  has  been  sufficient  to  see  that  there  is  amj>le  room 
advance. 

The  best  conducted,  most  advanced,  most  punctual  in  attei 
and  best  supplied  with  text  books,  I  find,  are  those  scliools 
they  have  employed  the  same  teacher  for  a  period  of  yeai-s. 

In  some  districts  neither  parents  nor  trustees  appear  to  have 
terest  in  tlieir  school,  except  occasionally  to  find  fault  with  the 
er  because  their  children  do  not  learn,  or  they  are  iritatcd  I 
a  new  text  book  is  desired,  where  most  probably  tlic  children 
attend  more  than  two  days  in  a  week,  on  an  avei'age,  ant 
present  must  depend  on  borrowing.  Yet  there  is  some  ad  vane 
for  in  most  districts  salaries  are  on  the  increase,  and  by  it  a 
class  of  teachers  are  obtained. 

As  to  what  change  in  the  school  law  would  be  beuehciaL  pi 
if  tlie  State  Fund,  after  being  apportioned  to  tlie  towns  in  ] 
tion  to  the  number  of  children  between  five  and  eighteen,  v 
vided  among  the  districts  according  to  the  number  of  days 
tendance  found  on  the  school  lists,  without  regard  to  the  age  c 
berof  pupils,  it  would  cause  more  punctual  attendance. 

Let  teachers  and  trustees  make  a  list  of  the  attendance,  saj 
a  year,  and  send  this  to  the  Town  Superintendent;  as  the  basis 
division,  and  those  districts  where  no  school  has  been  kept 
ceive  anytliing  of  the  fund.  Also,  let  the  State  Superintend 
thorize  the  text  books  used.  This  would  save  exi)ense  when  » 
change  schools,  assist  teachers  in  classification,  and  require  ] 
to  procure  suitableones  for  their  children,  doing  so  because  of  t 
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to  securing  the  services  of  good  teachers,  let  the  Town  Super- 
lent  endeavor  to  fill  every  vacancy  with  those  whom  he  knows 
competent.

NEWTON. 

)  School  laws  of  this  State  require  that  Town  School  Superin- 
its  of  Public  Schools  shalL  on  or  before  the  15th  of  December, 
h  and  every  year,  make  out  and  transmit  to  the  State  Superin- 
it  of  Public  Instruction,  a  report  in  writing  showing  the  state 
)ndition  of  the  schools  in  their  respective  townships.     A  few 
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days  ago  I  received  your  circular,  requesting  me  to  have  my  an 
report  on  file  in  your  office  by  the  10th  inst.  You  also  solicit 
views  upon  the  School  laws,  and  upon  several  otiier  questions  reh 
to  educational  interests.  I  have  filled  up  the  statistical  report 
have  enclosed  the  same.  I  now  proceed  to  speak  more  in  dct< 
our  public  schools. 

Prior  to  the  spring  of  1865,  Newton  township  had  six  school 
tricts,  but  by  legislative  enactment,  the  township  was  divided  i 
in  the  year  1865,  forming  tlie  townships  of  Newton  and  Had 
'Haddon  taking  school  districts  Nos.  1,  2  and  3.  Newton  retai 
Nos.  4,  5  and  6.  Thus  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  School  Sup^ 
tendent  of  this  township  has  three  school  districts  under  his  juri 
tion,  although  a  portion  of  the  4th  district  now  lies  in  Haddon,  .n 
small  portion  of  the  2d  district  lies  in  this  township. 

Union  District  JVo.  4. 

This  is  a  rural  district,  and  lias  one  school  house;  it  is  Imilt 
brick,  is  oiie  story  high,  and  is  well  ventilated.  Tlie  school  is  ta 
by  a  female  teacher,  wlio  has  stood  by  the  interests  of  the  schoo 
seven  years.  The  discipline  of  the  school  is  good,  and  the  ave 
daily  attendance  is  35  scholars.  For  this  district  1  have  rece: 
from  all  sources,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollai-s 
twenty-two  cents  ($482.22);  of  this  amount  I  have  paid  on  orde 
the  Trustees,  three  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  ($320).  leaving  a 
ance  on  hand  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  twcntj 
cents  ($162.22).  As  all  the  school  funds  have  already  been  pa 
for  this  year,  there  will  not  be  enough  money  to  meet  the  expens 
this  school,  by  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250).  This  eom( 
raising  school  funds  by  township  tax,  and  being  restricted  h] 
three  dollar  clause. 

Liberty  District^  JVb.  5, 

This  district  lies  adjacent  to  the  city  of  Camden,  an* 
therefore,  more  populous  than  district  No.  4.  It  has  a 
substantial,  two  story  brick  school  house,  with  two  rooms  on 
gtory,  with  good  play  grounds  attached.  The  lots  upon  whicl 
school  house  is  built  are  not  paid  for.  This  school  has  three  teac 
one  male  and  two  female,  who,  I  believe,  give  general  satisfa^ 
This  district  has  416  children  between  5  and  18  years  old. 
daily  average  attendance  is  150.  This  school  has  not  been  opei 
whole  of  the  year,  it  having  been  closed  seven  weeks  on  accou 
the  financial  difficulties  which  had  been  brought  upon  if.  Of  the 
children  of  this  district,  J^7  are  colored.  The  Trustees  kept  oj 
school  for  these  colored  children  for  a  period  of  five  montlis,  bu 
colored  school  has  been  closed  since  the  1st  of  May  last. 

I  have  received  all  the  money  which  is  due  this  district  froi 
annual  township  and  State  taxes.    In  addition  to  this,  this  dis 
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a  ?jpecial  tax  of  eight  hundred  dollar^;.  Of  this  I  have  received 
ndred  and  seven  dollars  and  nine  cents  ($507.09),  leaving  a 
5  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents 
)1)  of  this  special  tax  as  yet  uncollected.  For  this  district  I 
eceived,  ff*om  all  sources,  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  nine 
and  forty-seven  cents  ($3,109.47 ).  I  have  paid  out  on  orders  of 
es.  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and 
?ven  cents  ($2,079.47),  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  four  hun- 
nd  thirty  dollars  ($430).  There  will  not  be  enough  money  to 
le  expenses  of  the  district  by  nine"  or  ten  hundred  dollars,  for 
;sent  year. 

CentrevtUe  District,  Jfo,  6,

ip,  having  460  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteen 
of  whom  125  are  colored.  The  school  house  of  this  district

^  in  all  throe  rooms.  This  building  is  a  deplorable  apology 
chool  house:  during  the  spring  and  summer  it  presented  a  for- 
linoiis  appearance — broken  fences,  broken  door  steps,  &c.,  and 
the  eye  was  offended  with  the  sight  of  broken  desks,  &c.;  during 
nation  the  trustees  had  the  school  house  and  furniture  cleaned 
spaired.  But  still  this  school  house  is  not  what  our  school 
ought  to  be ;  for  if  we  would  enlist  the  sympathies  of  the 
in  the  cause  of  public  schools,  we  must  have  a  better  class  of 
l)uil dings  than  this  one  presents.  We  do  not  value  as  we 
JO  do,  the  moral  effect  upon  the  children,  of  a  clean,  neat,  and 
ient  school  house.  Another  discouraging  influence  which  has 
?d  in  this  school,  has  been  the  frequent  change  of  teachers.  I 
lowever.  that  this  trouble  has  ceased,  as  this  school  now  has 
le  and  one  female  teacher,  who  are  experienced  teachers,  and 
mmand  better  wages  than  has  hitherto  been  paid  by  this  dis- 
There  is  also  one  female  teacher  in  the  primary  department, 
trustees  of  tins  district  keep  open  a  colored  school  all  the 
ir  (vacation  excepted) ;  the  school  room  is  provided  by  the  colored 
themselves.  The  trustees  employ  teachers,  furnish  books,  &c. 
erage  daily  attendance  is  fifty  scholars.

I  have  paid  out  on  orders  of  the 
s,  one  thousand  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  forty-iive  cents, 
g  a  balance  on  hand  of  sixteen  hundred  and  ten  dollara  and 
fi\(i  cents.    Enough  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  school  for  this 

^rct  that  I  have  not  space  enough  (as  ray  report  must  neces- 
be  limited)  to  fully  answer  all  your  questions.  I  will,  however, 
y  views  on  your  first  question,  and  incidentally  touch  upon  the 
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others.,   Should  there  be  any  change  in  the  school  laws?    If  we  torn 
to  our  school  laws  we  shall  undoubtedly  see  that  it  has  been  the 
TTiiention  of  our  law-makers  that  public  schools  shall  be  established, 
to  extend  the  blessings  of,  and  make  popular,  education,  amongst  the 
poor  as  well  as  the  rich  of  our  State.     Now,  do  our  present  school 
laws  answer  this  end  effectually  ?    1  think  not.    I  will  start  with  this 
axiom :  If  we  would  improve  and  elevate  the  statics  of  the  educational 
interests  of  JVew  Jersey,  we  must  separate  education  from  politics. 
The  present  school  law  is  radically  defective.     It  is  a  notorious  fSw* 
that,  as  a  general  tiling,  our  school  oflBcers  in  this  State  are  not  com- 
petent.   The  district  trustees  are  usually  elected  without  any  refer- 
ence  as  to  their  ability.     We  see  them  elected  merely  to  serve  the 
ends  of  party.     What  the  consequence  of  such  a  deplorable  state  of 
'  things  must  be  is  easy  to  see.     Whether  we  argue  a  priori  or  use  the 
argument  a  po^^morz,  our , conclusions  must  be  the  same.     Do  men 
gather  grapes  of  thistles?     Can  the  stream  rise   higher  than  the 
fountain?    Thus  we  often  see  men  serving  as  district  trustees,  good, 
honorable  men,  but  totally  unfit  to  have  control  of  a  school — men  un- 
acquainted with  the  elementary  principles  of  education.     The  same 
remarks  may  also  apply  to   our  system  of  choosing  Town  School 
Superintendents.    It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  many  of  our  Town 
School  Superintendents  accept  the  ofiBce  with  misgivings  as  to  their 
ability  of  conscientiously  discharging  the  duties  of  the  office.    And 
it  very  often  happens  that  a  man  is  run  for  the  office  merely  as  a 
political  compliment     And  very  often  the  sole  object  is  a  party 
question.    Surely  a  reflective  mind  must  be  forcibly  convinced,  how 
inadequate,  how  very  defective  such  a  system  of  public  education 
must  be.    It  also  often  happens  that  men  who  are  elected  as  superin- 
tendents are  engaged  in  business,  and  find  it  impossible  to  give  the 
schools  that  supervision  which  they  ought  to  receive.    As  a  remedy 
for  these  evils  I  would  suggest  that  the  law  be  changed.    If  we  would 
Iiave  good  schools,  the  school  officers  must  be  few  in  number,  but 
efficient.    To  this  end  the  office  of  Town  Superintendent  should  be 
abolished,  and^  instead,  a  superintendent  appointed  by  the  trustees  of 
the  State  School  Fund,  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Superintendent 
of  public  instruction.    And  the  superintendent  so  appointed  should 
be  a  man  of  ability  and  experience  in  school  matters ;  he  shouW  be 
assigned  to  one  county  and  paid  such  a  salary  which  would  enable 
him  to  devote  all  his  time  in  looking  to  the  interests  and  visiting  all 
the  schools  of  the  county.    And  instead  of  there  being  three  district 
trustees  there  should  be  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  five  per- 
sons for  each  and  every  township,  to  have  control  of  the  school  in 
their  respective  townships.    But  no  person  should  receive  an  ap- 
pointment to  said  board  unless  he  had  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion  as  to  his  ability.    This  board  of  trustees  could  direct  the  orders 
to  be  paid  by  the  Township  Collector.    The  main  idea  I  wish  to 
press  is,  few  officers^  bat  let  those  few  be  efficient. 
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I  would  further  suggest  that  we  must  have  eflBcient  teachers,  and  a 
miform  system  of  education  throughout  the  State.  All  teachers  cm- 
ployed  should  be  students  of  the  State  Normal  School,  or  pass  an 
examination  there,  and  receive  a  license  to  teach  in  the  State  from 
the  State  Superintendent  And  all  trustees  in  want  of  teachers  should 
notify  the  principal  of  the  State  Normal  School. 

If  the  State  has  a  care  for  the  education  of  her  rising  population, 
ought  she  not  to  extend  that  care  more  particularly  for  the  interests 
of  the  poor  man.  For  we  mi^t  bear  in  mind,  that  if  we  would  pre- 
serve our  political  status  in  the  world,  and  remain  preeminently  a 
free  people,  we  must  rely  upon  the  intelligence  of  our  people.  The 
present  parsimonious  school  policy  of  our  State  is  a  ruinous  one.  If 
New  Jersey  would  keep  up  with  the  progress  of  the  world,  she  must 
stir  in  the  cause.  Let  the  Legislature  of  our  State  provide  schools 
that  sliall  be  free  for  all.  Lqt  the  public  schools  of  our  State  be 
equal  to,  nay  better  than,  any  private  school.  Let  all  special  school 
laws  be  abolished.  Let  us  have  one  system  of  school  organization- 
throughout  the  State.  Another  defect  in  our  school  system  is  the 
great  variety  of  our  text  books.  Now,  I  think  if  our  Legislature 
were  to  authorize  a  free  school  system  that  would  be  entirely  free — 
ttfition,  books,  <fcc.,  all  free — this  diflSculty  could  be  obviated.  The 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  could  arrange  a  series  of  text 
books  which  would  be  uniform,  and^divested  of  unnecessary  verbiage. 
The  books  could  be  furnished  to, the  trustees  of  each  township  accord- 
ing to  the  ratio  of  their  pupils. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  each  public  school  in  the  State  be 
supplied  with  a  globe,  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  study  of  geography.  I 
have  found  that  in  our  schools  maps  do  not  convey  to  the  young  mind 
a  clear  idea  of  the  earth's  surface,  and  the  relative  position  of  one 
country  to  another.  A  map  presenting  2iflat  surface  tends  to  confuse 
the  young  mind,  when  we  tell  them  that  the  earth  is  round.  Whilst 
a  globe  would  show  a  more  practical  demonstration  of  the  fact,  it 
would  serve  to  rivet  in  the  mind  the  annual  and  diurnal  revolutions 
of  the  earth,  and  by  exciting  in  the  young  mind  an  interest,  they 
would  learn  more  rapidly  and  more  effectually  than  from  books  and 
maps.  The  globe  would  also  be  of  great  value  in  other  respects,  as 
while  geographical  knowledge  was  being  acquired,  the  first  lessons  in 
astronomy  might  be  taught;  for  instance,  the  earth's  orbit  in  the 
ecliptic,  and  the  centrifugal  and  centripetal  forces  might  be  described, 
and  thus  give  the  pupils  something  to  think  about,  and  create  in  them 
a  desire  for  knowledge. 

The  law  with  respect  to  the  mode  of  raising  money  for  school  pur- 
poses is  defective.  The  three  dollar  clause  is  a  stumbling  block.  No 
money  should  be  raised  for  school  purposes  by  township  tax.  Of  tha 
unfairness  of  this  we  have  a  practical  demonstration  in  our  township. 
In  District  No.  4,  there  is  raised  a  considerable  amount  by  taxation, 
yet  the  district  only  receives  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  as 
their  portion  of  the  township  school  fund  for  the  present  year.  Now, 
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if  this  district  had  the  privilege  of  raising  its  o\ni  school  money  (by 
ttie  district)  it  need  not  raise  any  more  money  than  it  does  now,  and 
have  enough  to  carry  on  its  school  comfortably.  It  has  been  urged 
by  some  in  our  township,  that  the  fourth  district  is  a  rural  district, 
and  that  the  farmers  ought  to  be  taxed  to  help  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  other  districts.  But  this,  I  think,  is  a  flimsy  argument,  unwortiiy 
of  any  man  who  pretends  to  any  intelligence ;  for  it  must  be  remefai- 
bered  that  there  are  some  poor  men  with  families  in  the  fourth  dis- 
trict. They  are  not  all  farmers.  Now,  if  a  portion  of  the  taxes 
raised  in  the  fourth  district  for  school  purposes  goes  to  support  other 
district  schools,  and  the  small  pittance  of  the  school  fund  allowed  for 
the  fourth  district  is  not  enough  to  carry  on  their  school  properly, 
whose  children  is  it  that  has  to  suflfer?  Is  it  the  children  of  the 
farmer  ?  No !  for  the  farmer  can  afford  to  send  his  children  to  a 
better  school  if  he  wants  to.  But  it  is  the  children  of  the  poor  men 
of  the  district,  who  must  get  an  education  the  best  way  they  can,  or 
go  without.  It  is  here,  as  in  most  other  cases,  unequal  laws  bear 
upon  the  poor.  Thus  I  would  urge  that  the  law  be  so  changed  that 
each  district  must  raise  its  own  school  money,  or  that  the  State  raise 
the  whole  school  fund  by  State  tax,  and  have  free  schools  in  very 
deed. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  so  long  as  we  have  town  superintendents, 
that  they  be  required  to  have  published  and  distributed  amongst 
the  taxable  injiabitants  their  annual  report,  so  that  the  people  may 
know  what  is  going  on  in  their  public  schools.  I  would  like  aU 
parents  to  become  interested  in  our  public  schools,  and  in  the  cause 
of  education ;  for  education  must  *  be  the  rock  upon  which  we  must 
build  the  social,  moral  and  political  amelioration  of  our  race.  Those 
who  never  had  the  advantages  of  a  school  education — who  have 
struggled  against  ignorance — know  and  appreciate  the  blessings  of 
an  education.  Of  that  number  I  am  one.  In  the  suggestions  I  have 
made,  I  have  an  earnest  desire  to  see  the  State  of  New  Jersey  take  a 
step  forward  in  the  cause  of  popular  education ;  and  may  the  time 
soon  come  when  intelligence  shall  become  universal,  and  men  shaU 
learn  to  think  and  assert  their  manhood.  When  ignorance  and  all 
its  concomitant  evils  shall  have  passed  away,  and  through  the  benefi- 
cent influence  of  our  public  schools  knowledge  shall  bless  and  elevate 
all  mankind ;  then,  indeed,  will  man  look  upon  man  as  a  brother,  and 
Monarchies  be  swept  from  the  face  of  the  earth ;  and  the  watv^  of  the 
ocean  shall  lave  none  but  the  shores  of  freedom,  and  the  sun's  rays 
illumine  not  a  spot  of  earth  unblessed  by  liberty.  •

Dear  Sir  : — Enclosed  please  find  my  statistical  report  for  this  year. 

In  reply  to  your  question  in  relation  to  changes  in  the  school  law, 
I  would  most  emphatically  urge  the  abolition  of  the  power  to  license 
teachers,  vested  in  the  town  superintendents,  so  as  to  place  it  beyond 
the  control  of  local  influences.  The  majority  of  the  applicants  for 
licenses  to  teach  have  either  a  relative  or  particular  friend  in  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  if  they  are  not  licensed  by  the  superintendent, 
a  great  deal  of  bad  feeling  is  excited  against  the  latter  officer.  Many 
of  the  aspirants  to  the  position  of  teacher  are  too  lazy  to  work  for 
their  living,  who  would  rather  sit  by  the  school  house  stove,  in  the  . 
winter  season,  than  work  upon  the  fai'm,  or  young  ladies  who  wish  to 
teach  a  quarter  or  two  to  enable  them  to  purchase  an^oattit  for  their 
expected  wedding.  In  fact  it  is  made  a  convenience  of  by  persons 
utterly  incompetent  to  teach  the  lowest  grade  of  schools.

CITY  OF   CAMDEN.  , 

In  making  out  the  annual  statistical  report  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  City  of  Camden,  for  the  year  ending  October  1, 1866,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  would  further  state : 

That  the  schools  under  the  control  of  the  Board  are  at  present 
attended  to  their  utmost  capacity,  and  are,  in  most  respects,  in  a 
highly  flourishing  condition. 

The  teachers  are,  nearly  all  of  them,  zealous  and  eflBcient ;  some 
of  them  are  thorough  and  successful  to  the  highest  degree.  The 
grading  of  schools  into  proper  divisions  and  classes  is  consistently 
carried  out. 

Quarterly  examinations  ai^e  held  in  all  the  schools,  and  promotions 
made  accordingly.  The  coui'se  of  study  is  judicious,  and  strictly  ad- 
hered to.  Tha  text  books  are  such  as  are  deemed  the  best  upon  each 
subject.  Every  advantage  which  the  means  of  the  Board  allow,  is 
furnished  to  each  pupil.  Geometry,  algebra,  book-keeping,  natural 
science,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  constitute  the 
highest  studies. 

It  is  proposed  during  the  coming  year  to  erect  another  large  build- 
ing, with  accommodations  for  twelve  schools  and  six  hundred  pupils, 
after  the  latest  and  most  approved  plans. 

In  replying  to  the  questions  propounded  by  the  State  Superintend- 
ent, the  Secretary  of  the  Board  would  answer :  \ 

1.  That  the  Board  of  Education  of  Camden  being  organized  under 
special  charter,  its  attention  has  not  been  particularly  called  to  the 
need  of  any  immediate  change  or  changes  in  the  general  school  law 
of  the  State. 

2.  It  is  worthy  of  consideration  whether  a  statutory  obligation 
made  binding  by  some  penalty  attached,  or  by  forfeit  of  some  com- 
mon advantage,  might  not  be  framed,  by  tenor  of  which  parents 
should  be  restrained  from  suflFering  their  children  to  grow  up  in  va- 
grancy and  idleness,  and  should  be  required  to  send  them  to  some 
place  of  instruction  public  or  private. 

3.  1st.  By  the  frequent  holding  of  teachers'  institutes  for  the  com- 
parison of  views  upon  teaching,  and  for  the  uniform  adoption  of  the 
best  modes.  2d.  By  the  holding  of  written  examinations  conducted 
by  thoroughly  competent  persons,  for  the  issuing  of  certificates  of 
ability  to  teach  schools  of  such  or  such  grades.     3d.  By  the  faithfal 
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performance  of  duties  on  the  part  of  county  superintendents,  direct- 
ors and  visiting  committees,  especially  by  frequent  conferences  of 
these  with  teachers  upon  the  condition  of  their  schools.  4th.  By  a 
rigid  adherence  to  judicious  rules  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and 
pupils.  5th.  By  carrying  out,  respecting  the  teachers  of  all  grades 
of  schools,  the  principle  believed  in  and  acted  upon  in  all  other  pro- 
fessions and  occupations,  that  the  highest  salaries  generally  secure 
the  best  services  of  the  best  minds.

UPPER   TOWNSHIP. 

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  circular  to  town  superintendents  you  state, 
**  You  would  be  glad  to  publish  any  general  remarks  the  superin- 
tendents feel  disposed  to  make  in  reference  to  the  educational  inter- 
ests of  the  township,  <fec.'' 

I  would  be  much  pleased  to  add  a, few  remarks,  if  by  the  addition 
of  words,  the  object  could  be  obtained.  It  occurs  to  me  that  less 
words  and  more  deeds,  would  be  far  preferable. 

In  answer  to  question  first,  "  What  changes  should  be  made  in  our 
school  law,  and  why  ?"  I  do  not  profess  to  be  any  part  of  a  lawyer, 
but  I  would  suggest,  that  our  public  schools  be  furnished  with  a 
library  filled  with  the  most  approved  series  of  books,  and  otheV  ^- 
paratus,  for  the  convenience  of  the  school-room,  selected  from  the 
best  authors,  by  the  superintendents,  trustees,  or  other  persons  com- 
petent  to  judge,  and /furnished  to  the  scholars  with  the  proviso — that 
if  returned  to  the  library  in  good  condition,  the  use  of  the  books  to 
be  free  of  charge,  if  defaced,  to  pay  the  wholesale  price ;  it  would  be 
quite  a  source  of  economy  to  the  parents,  a  blessing  to  the  scholar,  a 
very  great  convenience  to  the  teacher,  and  enable  him  to  properly 
class  his  scholars,  whereas,  he  cannot  now  do  it  for  want  of  the 
proper  books. 

Question  second,  "  What  is  necessary  to  secure  a  good  degree  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  parents  in  regard  to  the  education  of  their 
children  ?"  I  am  at  a  loss  to  throw  any  light  on  the  subject.  I  pre- 
sume it  depends,  in  a  great  measure,  upon  the  influence,  eloquence 
and  attraction,  the  teacher  may  possess,  to  interest  the  parents  in  the 
education  of  their  children. 

Question  third,  **  How  may  we  secure  the  services  of  active  and 
efiScient  teachers?"  I  can  think  of  but  one  way  that  will  secure  their 
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services,  and  that  is  to  give  them  such  salaries  as  will  enable  them  to 
live  better  than  they  could  at  ordinary  labor.  To  be  a  successfiil 
teacher  requires  talents  that  would  qualify  him  for  a  more  lucrative 
station  than  our  common  primary  schools  aflFord.  Thus  the  cause  that 
there  are  not  more  "  active  and  efficient  teachers,"  is,  the  salaries  are 
so  small  they  can  do  better  at  other  business,  which  is  better  for  their 
health  than  confinement  in  a  school-room,  and  not  so  harassing  and 
perplexing  to  the  mind.

LOWER   TOWNSHIP. 

Ih  accordance  with  law  I  present  my  annual  report. 

1.  You  see  by  the  report  that  there  are  many  delinquents  that  do 
not  attend  school.  It  seems  that  the^e  should  be  a  law  compelling 
children  to  attend^school,  since  the  law  now  requires  a  teacher  to 
be  provided,  a  house  also,  and  school  taxes  to  be  paid.  If  the  pub- 
lic school  system  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  in  the  community,  the  chfl- 
dren  should  also  be  compelled  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefit. 
Parents  and  guardians  should  not  be  allowed  to  withhold  those  ad- 
vantages from  their  children. 

•  2.  As  it  is  now,  the  public  schools  are  not  open  more  than  six 
months  at  the  most ;  children,  therefore,  make  Uttle  progress,  and 
fliey  become  themselves  indiflferent  on  the  subject  of  education,  and 
parents  do  not  feel  willing  to  fall  back  on  pay  schools  to  make  up  the 
deficiency;  and  although  there  are  some  who  wish  to  secure  a  pay 
school,  yet  not  a  sufficient  number  of  scholars  to  pay  a  teacher.  This 
is  particularly  the  case  in  country  schools.  If  something  could  be 
done  to  keep  the  schools  up  for  nine  months  in  the  year,  more  interest 
would  be  felt  on  the  subject  of  education. 

3.  Want  of  suitable  books  for  the  schools  is  another  hindrance  to 
the  progress  of  education.  In  very  few  schools  are  books  provided 
in  anything  like  .a  sufficient  number,  and  of  the  right  kihd,  to  form 
them  into  classes,  and  of  course  there  is  little  regularity  in  conduct- 
ing the  operaiions  of  the  school,  and  without  this  supply  little  interest 
is  taken  by  the  schools.

Sib  :  An  increased  interest  in  the  cause  of  education  in  our  town- 
ship is  apparent  Trustees  are  becoming  more  thoroughly  convinced 
tiiat  their  policy  is  to  procure  the  services  of  active  and  efficient 
teachers,  no  matter  what  the  expense  may  be,  or  whether  male  or 
female.  The  good  results  following  the  adoption  for  such  a  plan  is 
manifesting  itself  in  an  increased  and  more  regular  attendance,  better 
classifications,  and  a  higher  grade  of  scholarship.  The  following 
branches  have  been  introduced  in  a  number  of  our  schools  during  the 
past  two  years,  viz. :  algebra,  geometry,  physiology,  philosophy  and 
botany.  We  have  an  awwiemy  located  at  Shiloh,  where  students  are 
prepared  to  enter  the  first  or  even  second  year  in  college,  which  I 
consider  tends  much  toward  elevating  the  standard  of  common  schools 
in  this  vicinity.  The  statistical  report  was  sent  you  some  weehs 
ago.

LANDIS. 

I  hereby  forward  my  returns  as  town  superintendent  of  Landie 
township.  They  are  about  as  complete  as  I  can  make  them  from  re- 
turns received  by  myself,  and  good  skill  at  calculating. 

Three  new  school  houses  have  been  built,  and  still  two  of  the 
schools  are  kept  in  rooms  of  private  houses,  rented  by  the  districts 
for  this  purpose. 

The  increase  of  scholars  over  the  number  reported  last  year,  is 
432.  The  new  school  houses  built  during  the  year  are  very  fair, , 
with  one  exception,  which,  however,  was  built  by  individual  enter-, 
prise  and  not  at  the  expense  of  the  district.  Our  teachers  for  the 
most  part  are  females,  usually  have  taught  more  or  less  in  places 
from  which  they  have  come  to  this  settlement,  and  have  generally 
given  satisfaction.  We  have  a  just  public  sentiment  in  the  township 
relating  to  the  value  of  education,  and  first  class  public  schools. 
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There  is  no  serious  objection  to  reasonable  taxation  in  support  of 
schools. 

The  provision  made  by  the  State  for  supplying  each  school  with  a 
Webster's  Dictionary  is  a  wise  measure.  Permit  me  to  suggest  the 
inquiry  whether  it  would  not  also  be  a  wise  measure  for  the  State  to 
provide  a  register  for  each  school,  and  have  the  same  made  and  pub- 
lished under  the  direction  oPthe  superintendents  of  schools.  Th«^ 
would  then  be  the  advantage  gained  of  having  a  uniformity  in  regis- 
ters, quite  convenient  for  town  superintendents  in  making  out  their 
reports.  It  does  not  now  seem  to  be  well  understood  whose  duty  it  is 
to  provide  the  register,  and  it  is  somewhat  diflScult  to  secure  the  re- 
issuing of  any. 

The  motto  of  the  friends  of  public  education  in  New  Jersey  must ' 
be  "  Excelsior."

Sir:  I  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  the  schools  of  this  city  in  a 
Tory  flourishing  condition,  much  more  so,  I  think,  than  at  any  pre- 
vious period  within  the  range  of  my  opportunities  for  observation 
(the  paet  ten  years). 

W§,  have  an  energetic,  live  Board  of  School  Trustees,  and  eflBcient, 
faithful  teachers ;  the  pupils  have  caught  the  inspiration  and  labor 
with  praiseworthy  diligence,  whilst  in  every  department  the  greatest 
good  feeling  prevails ;  the  happiest  results  are  indicated,*  and  I  doubt 
not  our  expectations  will  be  iully  realized.  ' 

Since  our  previous  report  we  have  been  incorporated  as  a  city, 
and  important  benefits  to  our  educational  interests  are  confidently 
anticipated. 

In  reference  to  your  three  queries,  I  can  only  say  that  they  came 
too  late  for  the  consideration  their  importance  demands.  The  third 
One,  however,  "  How  may  we  secure  the  services  of  active  and  efiScient 
teacfiers?"  is  suggestive  of  many  speculations.  The  only  practical 
method  I  know  of  testing  a  teacher  is  by  trial  in  the  school  room. 
Assuming  that  scholarship  is  up  to  the  grade  desired,  1  know  of  no 

Erocess  by  which  the  other  elements  of  success  may  be  imparted.  I 
elieve  them  to  be  natural.  But,  further,  teachers  to  be  successful 
must  have  the  hearty,  sympathetic  co-operation  of  parents — ^the  luke- 
warm  "  wish-you-well "  lazy  apology  for  neglected  duty  on  the  part 
of  parents  will  not  suffice  the  great  work. 

We  must  pay  good  teachers  liberally,  or  they  will  seek  other  avo- 
cations where  their  services  are  better  appreciated ;  this,  I  admit,  is 
rather  an  old  suggestion,  but  has  lost  none  of  its  force  from  that  feet 
Trusting  that  your  labors  may  meet  their  full  reward,

Sir: — I  have  not  received  as  yet  my  school  funds  from  State, 
county  or  township,  for  the  present  year  1866;  and  as  the  amount 
when  received  will  be  appropriated  chiefly  for  the  fall  and  winter 
terms  of  the  year,  and  as  the  schools  in  the  former  part  have  been  in 
one  sense  private  or  pay  schools,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  make  an  esti- 
mate, the  best  I  can  in  my  report.  Having  been  Superintendent  for  a 
number  of  years  in  succession,  in  my  former  history  in  this  township, 
the  estimate  made  vrill  not  be  far  from  the  truths  When  I  ceased  to 
be  in  this  capacity  five  years  ago,  the  public  school  interest  was  in  a 
prosperous  (xjndition,  all  things  considered.  The  public  funds 
amounted  in  all  to  about  $3,000,  but  since  then  the  public  burdens 
imposed  by  the  war  have  diminished  the  amount  raised  by  the  town- 
ship, more  than  one-half,  so  that  the  free  system  has  fallen  oflF  in  the 
same  proportion ;  but  the  districts  generally  have  had  schools  open 
on  the  best  terms  they  could,  and  employed  teachers  for  the  former 
part  of  the  year. 

Your  second  question  in  the  report  is  the  great  problem  to  be 
solved;  with  parents  rests  the  great  responsibility,  but  there  is 
nothing  in  the  school  law  that  is  penal  to  enforce  it;  if  they  do  not 
feel  the  worth  and  importance  of  education  suflScient  to  send  their 
children  to  the  public  school,  if  not  otherwise  instructed,  they  grow 
up  in  ignorance,  and  others  get  the  benefit  of  what  belongs  to  their 
children.  I  have  thought  that  public  exhibitions  by  the  teachers 
once  a  year,  are  beneficial  to  excite  to  duty  delmquent  parents,  to  let 
them  see  the  difference  between  children  who  were  diligent  to  im- 
prove the  advantages  of  the  public  school  and  those  children  whose 
parents  neglected  to  send  them ;  these  call  the  attention  of  the  whole 
community  once  a  year  tg  the  subject  of  education.  I  have  witnessed 
the  benefits  of  it  in  former  years,  and  am  in  favor  of  it. 

To  your  third  question,  it  appears  to  me  that  eflScient  trustees  can 
only  make  eflBcient  teachers,  as  with  them  rests  the  power  chiefly  to 
employ  teachers,  hence  every  district  ought  to  be  careful  in  the  se- 
lectien  of  competent  men  for  the  oflSce,  as  the  superintendent  is 
expected  to  agree  to  their  selection,  for  if  he  dissent  it  raises  a  diffi- 
culty. Hoping  that  the  combined  wisdom  of  our  Legislature  may 
render  more  perfect  our  public  school  system,  so  important  to  the 
welfare  of  children,  parents  and  the  whole  commonwealtli,  is  the 
prayer  of  your  humble  servant.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  filled  up  the  blanks  you  sent  me,  to  the  best 
of  my  ability.  The  township  of  which  I  am  superintendent  is  un- 
favorably situated,  geographically,  for  making  out  an  accurate  report, 
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as  parts  of  some  districts  are  situated  in  two  townships,  and  Union 
Academy,  at  the  village  of  Shilob,  is  in  one  of  these  districts.  This 
is  a  chartered  institution,  having  been  in  operation  ten  years,  num- 
bering near  one  hundred  students,  and  now  employing  three  qualified 
teachers,  one  male  and  two  females,  for  both  sexes,  where  the  natural 
sciences  and  the  classics  are  faithfully  taught,  and  many  are  here  pre- 
pared for  school  teaching.  We  are  now  putting  up  a  new  building 
for  this  institution  that  will  cost  at  least  eight  thousand  dollars;  it  is 
built  of  brick,  two  stories  above  the  basement,  fifty  by  fifty-five  feet. 
Many  of  the  advanced  students  in  the  township  attend  this  institu- 
tion. One  new  school  house  has  recently  been  built  in  the  township, 
and  another  will  be  soon ;  two  more  are  very  much  needed.  The 
districts  that  are  willing  to  compensate  a  teacher  can  procure  those 
that  are  well  qualified,  those  that  are  not  suffer  the  consequences.  I 
think  that  the  more  intelligent  part  of  the  community  are  learning 
that  the  lowest  priced  teachers  are  not  always  the  cheapest. 

I  am  in  the  practice  of  visiting  the  schools  as  often  as  convenient, 
and  suggesting  any  change  or  improvement  I  may  deem  necessary, 
.  and  1  always  address  the  children,  and  commend  them  or  reprove 
them,  as  the  case  may  demand. 

I  think  there  is  a  visible  improvement  in  the  course  of  education 
in  this  township  and  county.

Dear  Sir  : — ^Your  esteemed  favor  of  the  7  th  inst,  has  been  received 
in  due  time.  I  return  you  my  thanks  for  kindly  extending  the  time 
in  which  to  make  out  my  report,  which  you  will  find  enclosed.  Owing 
to  the  frequent  change  of  teachers  in  all  the  public  schools  of  this 
township  (each  school  having  had  at  least  two  ^iflFerent  teachers  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  one  of  them  even  three),  I  have  had  considerable 
difficulty  in  obtaining  the  desired  statistics,  and  in  more  than  one  in- 
stance I  had  to  return  the  reports  of  the  teachers  for  correction. 
Quite  a  large  number  of  children  have  come  into  this  township  and 
attend  our  schools  since  the  last  census  was  taken  by  the  Trustees  in 
April  last.  The  schools  are  all  at  present  in  operation,  but  I  fear 
that  some  of  them  will  have  to  close  before  long,  unless  other  means 
are  devised  to  keep  them  open — the  amount  raised  by  taxes  is  alto- 
gether insufficient. 

I  regret  that  my  time  does  not  permit  me  at  present  to  give  you 
my  views  upon  some  of  the  questions  contained  in  your  circular ;  I 
have,  however,  in  my  previous  report,  already  touched  upon  some  of 
these  questions,  I  will,  however,  cheerfully  give  you  my  views  con- 
nected with  the  public  schools,  provided  you  do  not  require  them  im- 
mediately. My  duties  are  so  many  and  laborious  that  1  must  beg 
you  kindly  to  excuse  me  for  not  at  once  complying  with  your  request 

Your  explanation  in  regai*d  to  the  mistake  in  recognizing  Mr.  Un- 
derwood heretofore  as  Superintendent  of  South  Orange,  is  quite  satis- 
factory to  me-  There  is,  however,  a  little  error  in  your  statement 
that  Mr.  Woodruffs  the  County  Clerk  of  Essex  county,  returned  the 
name  of  Mr.  Underwood  as  the  Superintendent.

The  interest  of  parents  in  their  schools,  though  little,  coe 
with  what  it  should  be,  has  visibly  enlarged.  They  oftene 
their  school  rooms,  and  converse  concerning  what  is  done 
The  average  attendance  of  pupils  in  this  township  is  proportic 
greater  than  ever  before. 

A  system  of  marks  and  checks,  which  publishes  the  monthly 
ing  of  each  scholar,  has  been  introduced  into  one  of  our  school 
obvious  benefit. 

These  are  some  of  our  stars  of  hope  which,  as  usual,  have  ri 
gether,  and  harbinger  others.

R :  Herewith  please  find  my  annual  statistical  report  for 
many  instances  I  have  not  been  able  to  give  the  numbei-s 
;  I  do  not  receive  the  annual  report  from  the  several 
a  til  the  last  days  of  December  or  first  of  January,  when 
al  year  closes.  The  attendance  I  have  given  from  the 
report.  I  have  no  means,  except  such  as  any  person  en- 
owing  precisely  the  condition  of  the  private  schools  in  thia 

)ols  of  this  city  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  with  the 
:  two  primary  school  houses,  now  in  process  of  erection, 
accomodate  700  or  800  children,  will  receive  a  new  im- 
le  ensuing  year.  We  arc  very  well  provided  with  school 
ions,  except  for  the  primary  schools.  These  schools  are 
if  our  system,  and  when  this  is  made  sufficiently  broad  I 
?  shall  have  an  admirable  supcrstruction. 
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As  to  the  changes  necessary  in  ovtr  school  law,  I  am  not  as  well 
qualified  to  judge  as  those  who  have  experienced  its  operations  in 
the  country  schools.  Anything  I  might  say  would  be  only  a  matter 
of  opinion.  From  a  little  observation  during  the  present  autumn,  I 
judge  that  the  legislation  of  last  winter  has  aroused  in  some  good 
degree  both  school  oflScers  and  teachers,  and  if  your  county  ^exam- 
iners prove  faithful  men,  much  good  may  result. 

Your  second  question,  "  What  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure  a 
good  degree  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  in  regard  to  the  educa- 
tion of  their  children,"  like  many  other  questions,  is  more  easily  asked 
than  answered.  My  answer,  in  brief,  would  be,  give  thjem  good 
teachers  at  a  good  salary,  and  good  school  houses  at  whatever  cost 
The  teacher  is  the  first  thing  in  importance.  It  does  not  make  so 
much  (iifl^erence  as  to  what  you  pay  him  as  it  does  in  the  quality  of 
his  work,  so  far  as  the  effect  upon  parents  is  concerned,  but  a  good 
worker  ought  to  receive  good  pay,  and  he  will  if  he  does  not  work 
exclusively  for  the  pay. 

If  teachers  will  send  home  every  day  to  their  parents  children 
really  alive  to  the  cause  of  education,  children  who  will  draw  upon 
the  parents'  stock  of  knowledge,  be  it  great  or  small,  an  interest  wiD 
be  awakened  that  will  not  die  out  every  year  for  the  want  of  a  few 
dollars  ^n  money.  I  am  confident  in  the  belief  that  teachers  alone 
can  infuse  into  the  pi^blic  mind  the  necessary  stimulus  to  efiBcient 
action. 

In  order  to  do  this,  t<?achers  must  have  good  school  houses,  well 
furnished,  warmed  and  ventilated.  Make  them  places  where  child- 
ren love  to  be,  then  parents  will  love  the  place  also.  I  have  rarely 
seen  a  good  school  in  a  poor  house,  even  with  a  fair  teacher.  Where- 
ever  you  find  a  poor  school  house  and  a  cheap  teacher,  there  you  will 
find  the  people  complaining  of  heavy  school  taxes. 

Let  a  man  buy  a  suit  of  clothes  at  a  low  price,  merely  because  they 
cost  but  little,  and  he  is  always  dissatisfied  with  himself  and  resolves 
that  he  will  in  future  have  a  good  article,  notwithstanding  the  in- 
creased expenditure.  And  it  is  as  true  in  regard  to  education  as  to 
material  interests.  In  all  my  observations  I  have  found  that  good 
schools,  though  at  double  the  cost,  are  more  cheerfully  supported 
than  poor  ones,  generally  without  any  grumbling. 

Good  faithful  teachers  then  being  absolutely  essential  to  awaken 
an  interest  on  the  part  of  parents,  your  Third  question,  **  How  may 
we  secure  their  services?"  is  very  pertinent. 

We  may  secure  good  teachers  by  holding  out  suflBcient  inducements 
in  the  matter  of  compensation.  At  the  present  rate  of  salaries  no 
person  can  afford  to  give  his  life  to  the  work  who  has  not  a  fortune 
to  fall  back  upon.  For  a  man  or  a  woman  io  enter  upon  a  business 
that,  at  best,  affords  only  a  "hand  to  mouth"  living  in  this  enter- 
prising age,  can  hardly  be  expected.  An  old  age  to  such  must  look 
in  the  prospect  exceedingly  gloomy,  and  they  only  act  the  part  of 
wisdom  in  shrinking  from  it.     And,  besides,  there  is  not  sufficient 
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competition  in  this  field  to  make  good  selections.  We  must  make 
more  teachers.  Our  Normal  Schools  must  be  filled  up,  and  this  will 
never  be  done  until  men  and  women  can  see,  in  that  direction,  an 
adequate  support.  Of  what  use  is  a  first  rate  Normal  School  to  the 
cause  of  education  if  teachers  will  not  enter  it  ?  The  people  of  this 
State  may  be  aroused  upon  this  subject  by  this  simple  process :  Offer 
reasonable  salaries  for  teaching ;  this  will  fill  up  our  Normal  Schools, 
which  will  send  forth  teachers  who  will  keep  the  educational  interests 
in  a  constant  glow.  Simple,  however,  as  this  process  is.  the  question 
comes  back  upon  us,  who  shall  induce  the  people  to  offer  a  just  com- 
pensation ?  If  our  legislators  are  men  who  appreciate  public  educa- 
tion, they  will  appoint  men  qualified  to  stir  up  the  people,  and  so  pay 
them  that  their  whole  time  shall  be  devoted  to  this  work.  Once  get 
this  influence  in  operation,  and  it  will  feed  itself.    ^

LIVINGSTON. 

I  herewith  forward  the  annual  statistical  report  of  the  schools  of 
the  township  of  Livingston,  for  the  year  ending  October  1st,  1866, 
by  which  you  will  observe  that  I  report  three  schools  as  half  free  ; 
they  are  schools  in  which  one-half  the  pay  of  the  teacher  is  collected 
from  the  parents  as  tuition,  the  other  half  taken  from  the  public 
money,  I  also  report  all  the  school  houses  as  being  well  ventilated, 
one  of  them  is  a  modern  building  in  good  repair,  the  other  four  are 
in  need  of  considerable  repair  to  keep  out  the  blasts  of  the  coming 
winter.  In  reply  to  your  question  of  what  change  should  be  made 
in  our  school  law,  I  would  suggest  that  the  Sixth  section  of  the  sup- 
plement of  March  14th,  1851,  be  so  amended  that  the  inhabitants  of 
each  township  at  their  annual  town  meeting  be  required  to  raise  by 
tax,  in  addition  to  the  money  they  receive  from  the  State,  a  sum  of 
money  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  nor  less  than  two  dollai*s  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  child  as  at  present  tecited  in  said  sixth  section,  under 
penalty  of  forfeiture  of  the  township  proportion  of  the  State  appro- 
priation for  the  year ;  my  reason  for  said  alteration  is,  that  it  is  de- 
sirable to  have  competent  teachers,  and  to  have  free  schools,  that  all 
may  have  a  fair  chance  in  the  race  of  life  ;  the  State  appropriation 
being  less  than  fifty  cents  a  child,  an  appropriation  in  addition  of  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  would  be  less  than  three  dollars  a  child,  very 
few  of  the  couAtry  districts  numbering  more  than  one  hundred  child- 
ren (unless  they  employ  more  than  one  teacher)  while  many  districts 
number  from  fifty  to  eighty,  so  there  would  be  but  from  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  to  three  hundred  dollars  to  a  district,  to  keep  school  one 
year,  and  in  some  districts,  experience  has  proved  it  to  be  impossible 
to  make  up  a  deficiency  by  charging  -tuition,  for  in  many  cases  the 
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parents  prefer  keeping  their  children  home  to  paying  for  their  edn- 
cation. 

In  reply  to  what  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure  a  good  degree  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  parents  in  regard  to  the  education  of  their 
children.  I  would  suggest  that  each  teacher,  in  addition  to  the  other 
branches  taught,  should  once  a  week  exercise  the  scholars  in  writing, 
composition  and  in  declamation,  preparatory  to  a  public  examination 
of  the  school,  in  all  the  branches  taught  therein,  to  be  held  in  the 
school  house,  or  some  larger  place,  once  every  quarter  that  the  parents  v 
.  may  observe  the  improvement  of  the  children,  and  be  delighted  at 
the  same  time.  In  reply  to  your  question  of  how  may  we  secure  the 
services  of  active  and  efficient  teachers,  I  will  say,  pay  them  a  fan* 
equivalent  for  their  services  and  employ  no  other. 

I  shall  probably  receive  for  my  service  as  town  superintendent 
about  fifteen  dollars  for  the  year.

GLOUCESTER  COUNTY. 

MANTU4.  ' 

The  condition  of  the  schools  in  this  township  has  not  materially 
changed  since  my  last  report.  I  shall  be  compelled  to  say,  with  some 
regret,  there  is  not  interest  enough  felt  in  the  cause  of  education^ 
and  not  as  much  care  in  reference  to  our  school  houses,  furniture, 
shade  trees  and  play  grounds  as  would  be  desirable.  With  much 
care  and  taste  we  adorn  our  dwellings,  and  study  to  make  our  homes 
both  inviting  and  comfortable  by  all  reasonable  means,  cheerfully  in- 
curring all  necessary  expenses  with  a  feeling  of  honest  pride;  and  yet 
we  can  suficr  our  school  houses — where  we  expect  and  hope  the 
foundation  of  knowledge,  science  and  manly  dignity  to  be  laid  in  the 
minds  of  the  rising  generation,  on  whom  the  great  destiny  of  a  nation 
in  an  enlightened  age  must  soon  devolve — to  wear  the  same  olden 
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time  gloom,  without  painting,  without  proper  ventilation,  and  with 
the  same  old  forms  and  furniture  which,  perhaps,  our  fathers  used ; 
and  with  almost  as  scanty  pay  to  teachers  as  in  days  of  yore.  Con- 
sequently, children  do  not  feel  an  interest  in  attending  our  schools ; 
and  with  great  difficulty,  we  obtain  any  kind  of  teachers  to  spend 
their  time  in  some  of  those  forlorn  palaces.  The  branches  taught  in 
our  public  schools  comprise  a  moderate  English  education.  In  one, 
tinder  the  care  of  a  young  lady  of  first  grade  qualifications,  French 
is  taught.  In  addition  to  our  six  public  schools,  we  have  a  very  good 
private  school  well  attended,  where  the  best  discipline  and  order  pre- 
vails, greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  institution  and  of  the  worthy  prin- 
<^ipal,  who  superintends  with  special  care.  The  schools  have  been 
regularly  visited  during  the  year,  and  with  one  exception,  have  been 
kept  open  about  the  usual  length  of  time,  and  the  teachers  all  licensed. 

My  report  of  the  finances,  the  number  of  children  in  the  township, 
the  number  attending  school,  salaries  of  teachers,  and  other  matters, 
has  been  previously  forwarded  to  our  worthy  State  Superintendent. 

The  repeal  of  the  twelfth  section  of  the  school  law  will  somewhat 
affect  a  portion  of  the  children  of  this  township,  who  are  laid  off  as  a 
part  district  in  an  adjoining  township  to  a  school  which  is  under  the 
care  of  a  religious  society,  and  admitted  to  be  the  first  grade  school 
in  said  township.

Dear  Sir  : — Owing  to  the  lateness  of  receiving  your  blank  and 
having  a  very  sore  finger,  caused  by  absorption  of  poisoned  matter  in 
dressing  a  wound,  I  am  a  little  behind  time  in  transmitting  my  an- 
nual report 

2nd.  In  answer  to  your  second  interrogation,  I  regret  to  say  that 
but  very  few  parents  or  guardians  take  any  interest  or  ever  make  a 
visitation  to  the  schools  where  they  send  their  children,  shifting  en- 
tirely the  responsibility  upon  the  teachers,  who,  I  am  very  sorry  to 
say  it,  too  often  feel  as  little  interest  in  the  advancement  of  the  child- 
ren,  only  seeming  to  care  for  the  early  completion  of  their  labors  and 
their  pay ;  so  few,  whether  parents  or  teachers,  really  appreciating 
the  value  or  importance  of  education. 

3d.  To  secure  active  and  efficient  teachers,  so  far  as  our  town  is 
concerned,  we  should  have  at  least  six  less  school  districts  and  better 
houses.  Many  of  our  districts  are  so  small  that  they  are  not  self- 
sustaining,  and  capable  teachers  will  hav«  nothing  to  do  with  such. 
Good,  efficient  teachers  must  and  will  be  paid  for  their  services,  and 
Bmall  districts,^  with  poor  houses,  need  not  expect  the  services  of  such. 

The  standard  of  qualification  among  most  of  the  teachers  is  very 
low,  and  I  would  most  respectfiiUy  and  earnestly  advise  many  of 
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them  to  take  a  course  of  instruction  at  the  State  Normal  School,  or 
some  other  accredited  institute  of  learning.

Dear  Sir  : — Enclosed  find  statistical  report  for  present  year,  which 
I  trust  will  reach  you  in  due  season. 

I  would  suggest  such  a  change  in  the  School  law  as  would  compel 
parents,  guardians  and  persons  having  children  bound  to  service  un- 
der them,  to  give  to  their  children  at  least  one  quarter's  schooling 
each  year.  There  are,  unfortunately,  some  parents  so  regardless  of 
the  future  welfare  of  their  children  as  to  neglect  their  education  al- 
together, and  there  are  some  persons  who  have  bound  children  whose 
education  is  sadly  neglected,  because  their  masters  ai'e  too  grasping 
and  unprincipled  to  allow  them  the  time  necessary  for  going  to  school. 
While  it  must  be  said  for  the  credit  of  our  community  that  such  cases 
are  comparatively  few,  J  think  the  law  ought  to  be  made  to  meet  such 
cases. 

To  secure  an  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  in  the  education  of 
their  children,  I  would  recommend  that  the  County  Examiners  hold 
public  examinations  in  all  the  schools  at  least  twice  a  year,  to  which 
the  parents  should  be  invited.  The  parents  would  naturally  desire 
that  their  children  should  appear  well  at  such  examinations,  and  thejr 
would  assist  and  encouitige  their  children  in  their  studies  at  home 
much  more  than  they  now  do. 

To  secure  the  services  of  active  and  efiScient  teachers,  I  think  it 
will  be  necessary  to  so  increase  the  appropriation  as  to  make  the 
schools  entirely  free.  Good  teachei-s  are  not  willing  to  go  into  a 
strange  neighborhood,  and  take  the  trouble  and  run  the  risk  of  col- 
lecting their  own  school  bills. 

If  the  schools  were  entirely  free,  teachers  would  know  exactly  the 
amount  of  salaiy  they  were  going  to  receive,  and  that  they  would  get 
it  as  soon  as  they  closed  their  labors.  We  are,  I  think,  making  some 
progress  in  educational  matters.  We  have  increased  our  school  ap- 
propriation from  $800  the  past  year,  to  $1,000  the  present  year,  and 
I  think,  when  we  have  got  rid  of  the  war  debt,  we  shall  be  able  to  so 
increase  it  as  to  make  our  schools  entirely  free. 

Hoping  that  that  auspicious  time  may  be  not  long  delayed,

CLAYTON. 

Dear  Sir  : — Since  my  last  annual  report  there  has  been  but  little 
change  in  the  schools  of  the  township,  which  I  represent  as  town 
superintendent.     In  districts  Nos.  1  and  3  (Glassboro  and  Fisler.  . 
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ville)  there  has  been  one  department  added  in  each,  mnch  to  the  re- 
lief of  the  teachers  of  the  other  department,  and  we  trust  to  the 
benefit  of  the  scholars  of  both  schools,  which  comprise  more  than 
four-fifths  of  the  whole  number  of  children  in  the  township.  In  three 
of  the  districts  1,  3  and  5,  there  are  good  school  houses,  of  sufiScient 
size  to  accommodate  all  the  children  who  come,  except  part  of  the 
winter  term,  when  they  are  somewhat  crowded.  In  districts  Nos.  2 
and  4  the  buildings  are  very  old  and  in  poor  repair,  being  very  un- 
comfortable in  cold  weather.  You  ask,  **  what  is  necessary  in  order 
to  secure  a  good  degree  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  in  regard 
to  the  education  of  their  children?  That  is  a  hard  question,  and  one 
perhaps,  that  would  admit  of  various  answers.  A  great  many  seem 
to  think  that  an  education  is  a  kind  of  secondary  thing ;  hence  when 
there  is  nothing  for  the  children  to  do  at  home,  they  send  them  to 
school,  more  to  fill  up  the  time,  than  for  the  real  benefit  which  they 
should  derive  from  it.  I  think  if  we  could  get  the  patrons  of  the 
schools  to  feel  their  ovm  deficiencies  more,  then  they  would  try  to 
have  their  children  relieved  from  such  embarrassment  and  inconveni- 
ence. In  order  that  a  school  may  be  successfully  conducted,  the 
scholars  must  be  punctual  in  their  attendance.  Parents  often  com- 
plain that  their  children  "  don't  learn,"  when  at  the  same  time  the 
teacher's  register  shows  their  great  deficiency  in  punctuality.  The 
children  ought  to  be  sent  evefy  day  unless  necessarily  detained;  then 
if  they  do  not  make  advancement,  the  scholars  or  teacher  be  in  fault. 
But  from  personal  observation,  I  find  that  the  boy  or  girl  who  at- 
tends regularly  does  make  advancement. 

The  last  question,  "  How  may  we  secure  the  services  of  active  and 
efficient  teachers  "  is,  I  think,  more  easily  answered.  It  can  be  done 
by  the  people  being  more  liberal.  Young  men  are  very  apt  to  enter 
that  business  which  will  be  the  most  remunerative,  or  in  short,  that 
j^pays  besty  When  a  thousand  dollars  per  year  can  be  obtained  in 
a  counting  room,  and  only  about  half  that  amount  in  a  school  room, 
it  is  not  surprising  that  there  are  so  few  competent  teachers.  Let  the 
people  then,  wake  up  and  show  their  willingness  to  remunerate  the 
school  teacher  as  well  as  others  in  great  deal  less  responsible  and 
trying  positions.  Then  we  will  find  those  who  are  able  and  willing 
to  take  up  the  "  cross  "  of  school  teaching.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  the  blank  filled  out  as  well  as  I  could  with 
the  limited  time  allowed.  And  for  this  reason  I  am  unable  to  give 
my  views  in  as  concise  and  digested  a  form  as  I  should  like  to  have 
done  had  I  more  time  to  do  it  in.  The  questions  you  propose  are 
most  important,  and  require  a  well  thought  out  answer.    As  to  the 
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Brat,  changes  certainly  are  required  in  onr  school  law  to  render  it,  in 
some  parts,  more  explicit  and  definite.  Thus,  there  is  every  now  and 
tfien — I  hear  it  again  and  again,  and  notwithstanding  what  is  said 
hy  many  of  "  Interpretation  of  the  School  laws,"  it  must  therefore  be 
d  feet — every  now  and  then  a  dispute  at  a  district  meeting  as  to  what 
the  law  means  by  "  school  purposes"  and  *^  purposes  of  education." 
"  You  may  say  that  this  is  suflSciently  defined ;  I  only  remark  such 
18  the^c^,  that  the  language  is  not  understood,  nor  where  the  limita- 
tion implied  in  it  begins  and  ends,  exactly  seen.  I  have  seen  it,  feh 
It*,  heard  it.  Then  in  the  process  for  the  abolition  or  alteration  d 
school  districts,  there  is  a  want  of  proper  perspicuity  and  distind- 
lieBs,  and  of  a  plan  clearly  and  thoroughly  laid  out,  so  that  "  a  way- 
fering  man,"  as  many  are  for  whom  the  law  is  designed — I  refer  to 
the  country  places — *•  need  not  err  therein."  There  is  yet  another 
cbnnge  I  shall  speak  of  under  the  third  question. 

But  now  as  to  the  second :  What  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure  a 
'<56od  degree  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  parents  of  the  children  in 
regard  to  their  education  ?  I  wish  I  knew.  Something  is  necessary: 
perhaps  ministers  might  do  something  indirectly  from  the  pulpit  and 
m  their  ministrations.  The  education  of  the  mind  certainly  lies  next 
<b  that  of  the  soul,  and  indeed  the  scl\ool  itself  involves  and  calcn- 
'ihtes  on  a  moral  influence  and  bearing  as  well  as  intellectual  train- 
llig.  I  think  perhaps  if  a  town  superintendent  would  give  a  lecture 
(it  two,  or  many,  on  the  general  subject  of  education,  during  the  win- 
ter, when  the  farmers  and  laborers  could  be  got  out,  and  in  these 
lectures  have  a  very  distinct  reference  to  the  raising  of  the  tone  of 
'lilterest  and  appreciation  of  the  great  matter  of  education,  and  its  im- 
portance to  the  children  of  those  present  who  are  parents,  and  illos- 
trisite  in  an  interesting  and  winning  way,  and  bear  down  also  on  the 
imperativeness  of  the  claim  of  the  children,  superintendent,  trusteed 
fcachers  and  State  and  communitry  itself,  on  the  interest  and  concern 
bf  the  parents.  I  think,  if  something  like  this  were  imdertaken  and 
Auck  to,  and  carried  through,  something  might  be  done — something 
effected.  We  want  an  awakened  interest,  and  one  kept  awakened. 
'  Now  as  to  the  third  question,  let  me  say,  and  this  is  a  point  whicfc 
replies  also  in  part  to  the  first,  to  secure  the  services  of  active  and 
eflicient  teachers,  there  is  just  one  way,  and  that  is,  make  such  a 
change,  if  necessary,  as  it  seems  to  be,  in  the  school  law,  that  instead 
of  raising  three  (3)  dollars  per  child,  we  can  raise  five  (5)  or  six  (6) 
if  necessary,  for  about  everything  is  now  double  or  nearly  so,  m 
cost,  and  then  we  shall  have  money  to  pay  a  teacher,  who  like  a 
minister,  is  a  laborer,  or  ought  to  be  "  worthy  of  his  hire,"  and  good 
hire.  "  Poor  preach,  poor  pay,"  poor  teach,  poor  pay,  why  not? 
That  will  fetch  it.  For  why  not  ?  The  people  will  not  take  up  with 
the  inferior  and  second  rate,  if  they  ^re  able  and  have  the  money  to 
lay  for  firat  class.  That  is  what  we  want.  In  this  very  village  have 
'not  seen  the  best  teachers,  hearkening  to  a  louder  cau,  and  leaving 
for  it?    Yes  indeed.    And  I  intend  to  publish  a  notice  of  an  appli- 
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cation  to  the  legislature  at  its  next  session,  for  such  power  here. 
When  wd  get  a  graded  school  as  we  hope  now  shortly  to  have,  ^c 
want  the  iheans  to  sustain  teachers,  so  that'  they,  shall  be  divested  9I 
a  good  reason  for  leaving  on  tlie  first  louder  call  from  the  neighbor-^ 
i>ig  cifcy*  'A.nd  every  country  place,  to  apply  the  remark  generalljj, 
and  intimate  the  general  principle,  needs  to  be  able  to  pay  such  com- 
pensation, as  that  though  not  equal,  or  the  same,  of  course,  it  shall  be 
m  a  fair  proportion,  the  different  circumstances  taken  into  account,  to 
the  salaries  obtained  in  cities. 
There  are  other  things  to  be  said,  but  those  I  leave  to  others  to  difr 

CUS8. 

I  regret  to  see  such  a  variety  of  spelling  books  in  use  in  our 
schools,  and  where  words  are  divided  on  very  different  principles,  so 
that  a  child  has  really  no  guide  at  all.  I  might  give  instances  in  one 
book,  etymolog-et-y  mol-o-gy  in  another,  which  is  the  only  correct 
way,  taught  as  I  was  under  the  old  system,  every  syllable  as  far  a^ 
possible  to  begin  with  a  consonant  e-ty-mo-lo-gy.  But  I  find  bot|i 
ways,  the  suflSx  and  prefix  system,  which  I  abominate,  and  this  otheri, 
and  how  is  the  child  to  know  ?  ]' 

Trusting  that  this  imperfectly  prepared  and  crude  report,  will  not 
be  wholly  without  its  value,  at  least  in  the  way  of  suggestion,  I  rei

Dear  Sir  : — ^Your  circular  only  came  to  hand  this  morning,  and  1 
hasten  to  comply  with  its  requirements  with  as  much  accuracy  as  is 
at  my  disposal.  The  average  attendance  of  the  children  in  this  town,- 
ship  isnot  as  large  as  it  might  or  ought  to  be.  The  township  is  di- 
vided into  three  school  districts.  We  have  built  a  very  handsomp 
school  house  in  one  of  the  districts  since  the  date  of  my  last  repor;^ 
which  cost,  with  the  land,  $3,200.00.  We  have  another,  built  a  few 
years  ago,  which  cost  about  $5,000.00.  Still  the  cause  of  education 
does  not  seem  to  flourish  as  it  ought  to.  I  find  a  great  many  of  the 
larger  class  of  both  sexes  going  to  the  public  schools  of  the  city  ol 
New  York,  we  being  close  by  the  said  city.  I  find  that  in  the  selee-i 
lion  of  trustees  there  is  sometimes  a  great  evil;  men  without  knowl- 
edge or  experience  are  oftentimes  elected,  and  then  the  teachers 
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have  it  all  their  own  way.  There  ought  to  be  a  better  clasi 
selected  for  trustees ;  also,  I  think  the  board  of  examiners 
be  more  rigid,  and  not  to  license  any  man  or  woman  as  a  t( 
our  public  schools  who  would  not  have  the  proper  accent,  n 
how  good  scholars  they  otherwise  may  be.  It  may  have  so 
on  the  county  boards  of  examiners  if  you  should  call  their ; 
thereto.

Sir:  As  one  of  the  members  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
cation,  of  the  township  of  Greenville,  Hudson  county,  I  t 
apectfuUy  state  that  the  educational  interests  of  our  townsli 
as  relates  to  the  public  school,  cannot  be  said  to  be  in  a  fl' 
oonditix)n.    The  general  reasons  for  this  may  be  stated  as  fo 

First — A  lack  of  interest — ^not  to  say  necessary  enthusiasi 
gard  to  this  important  public  interest. 

Second — Very  insuflScient  accommodations  in  the  publi 
building,  making  it  impossible  to  give  to  each  child  a  desk 

Third — The  legal  barriers  to  a  reasonable  expenditure  < 
for  public  school  purposes. 

In  reply  to  your  questions,  first,  "  What  changes  should 
in  our  school  law,  and  why  ?"  I  would  respectfully  say  tli 
judgment,  a  change  is  needed  in  that  portion  of  the  law  wh 
the  amount  of  tax  for  school  purposes  to  three  dollars  for  e; 
from  five  to  eighteen  years  of  age,  in  tlie  township.  A  chan 
needed  in  that  portion  of  the  law  which  limits  the  cxpec 
money  for  keeping  the  school  clean,  for  the  purchase  of  fui 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  per  annum. 

These  clianges  are  demanded  because  the  sums  so  limite 
tirely  inadequate  for  the  purposes  named. 

Second — -*  What  is  necessary  to  secure  a  good  degree  o 
on  the  part  of  parents  in  regard  to  the  education  of  their  cl 
I  would  respectfully  say  that,  in  my  judgment,  a  thorou] 
school  would  secure  the  needed  interest  of  parents.  To  ha 
school  it  is  necessary  to  provide  an  earnest,  efficient  and  c 
oorps  of  teachers,  limiting  the  number  of  them  only  by  t 
wants  of  the  children.  There  should  be  ample  school  ac< 
tions  (as  regards  room),  which  should  be  kept  scrupulously  c 
there  should  be  proper  and  distinct  out-houses  for  the  use  of 
dren ;  there  should  be  a  supply  of  well  water  on  the  groun 
school,  and  accommodations  for  washing,  while  the  rules  o 
Hess  among  the  pupils  should  be  daily  enforced.  Weekly  ] 
the  conduct  and  progress  of  the  children  should  be  sent  to  p 
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Third — '»How  may  we  secure  the  services  of  active  and  efficient 
teachers?"  may  in  our  case  be  briefly  answered  by  saying,  that  the 
salaries  to  be  paid  should  be  such  as  to  induce  educated  and  practi- 
cal men  and  women  to  oflfer  their  services. 

It  would  afford  me  pleasure  to  give  a  more  detailed  statement  of 
our  public  school  affairs,  but  as  it  might  be  considered  a  matter  of 
local  rather  than  of  general  interest,  I  will  not  now  do  so.  As  a 
member  of  our  board  of  education,  I  feel  that  the  children  who  attend 
our  public  schools  do  not  and  cannot,  under  existing  circumstances, 
receive  that  careful  attention  and  instruction  that  they  need,  and 
which  it  is  the  duty,  and  should  be  the  pleasure  of  our  people  to 
bestow. 

In  conclusion,  1  trust  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  you  will 
receive  a  more  favorable  report  from  our  township.

Dear  Sir  : — Not  having  data  for  a  report  to  you,  I  have  been  de- 
layed in  forwarding  schedule  enclosed. 

In  answer  to  your  first  question,  I  answer  that  it  seems  to  me  de- 
sirable that  the  law  should  be  so  altered  that  trustees  shall  be  elepted 
to  serve  at  least  three  years  each,  thus  j?iving  educational  interests 
the  benefit  of  experience  gained  by  actual  observation.  I  have  full 
faith  also,  that  Trustees  being  elected  for  a  longer  term  than  at  pres- 
ent, the  people  will  look  upon  the  office  as  of  more  importance,  and 
select  mei;i  better  qualified  for  the  position  than  they  now  do. 

The  second  question  is  one  of  the  very  first  importance,  and  a  satis- 
factory answer  will  do  more  for  the  educational  interests  of  the  State 
than  all  the  laws  in  the  statute  books  in  the  State,  and  to  awaken  a 
full  interest  in  the  heart  of  the  parent  for  the  education  of  the  child, 
we  must  bring  it  home  to  his  or  her  understanding  direct,  and  show 
them  the  worth  of  an  education  to  the  child,  and  may  not  this  be  done 
by  an  authorized  State  agent  going  into  every  district  in  the  State  at 
least  once  a  year,  and  examining  the  school,  and  then  reporting  to 
the  parents  of  the  children  examined,  and  addressing  them  upon  edu- 
cational subjects  ?  I  would  urge  the  circulation  of  statistical  and  gen- 
eral reports  and  addresses  in  relation  to  common  schools  throughout 
the  State  with  a  liberal  hand.  This  may  be  done  through  the  prin- 
cipals and  teachers  of  the  schools,  as  well  as  through  ihe  town  super- 
intendent and  trustees. 

Your  third  question — "  How  may  we  secure  the  services  of  active 
and  efficient  teachers  ?"  I  think  it  can  be  answered  by  the  words, 
"  Pay  as  much  ag  for  any  other  equally  important  service."  Is  it  not 
notorious  that  teachers  are  the  poorest  paid  class  of  laborers  in  the 
country  ?  We  want  men  and  women  of  the  highest  qualifications  in- 
tellectually, morally,  socially,  and  with  good  business  habits,  to  teach 
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our  youth.  Raise  the  standard  rates  of  pay  equal  to  that  paid  for 
like  talent  in  other  pursuits  in  life,  and  there  will  be  no  lack  of  "  ef- 
ficient teachers." 

Please  send  me  nine  copies  of  last  report  for  use  of  our  Board  of 
Education,  and  any  other  matter  of  educational  import  you  may  have 
in  hand,  and  oblige.

WEST   HOBOKEN. 

Sir  :  The  undei'signed,  in  making  his  annual  report  upon  the  state 
and  condition  and^affairs  within  this  school  district,  has  but  little  to 
add  to  the  report  heretofore  rendered.  He  takes  pleasure  in  an- 
nouncing that  during  the  past  year  he  has  regularly  visited  the  schools 
of  this  district,  and  has  found  them  in  as  prosperous^a  condition  as 
circumstances  would  permit. 

The  chief  obstacle  to  our  prosperity  is  the  recognized  want  of 
proper  school  buildings,  those  we  Jiave  being  totally  inadequate  to 
the  wants  and  requirements  of  our  rapidly  increasing  population. 
We  have,  however,  recently  purchased  and  paid  for  a  building  site 
100  by  1 50  feet,  and  as  soon  as  we  can  raise  the  necessary  funds  we 
shall  erect  a  school  edifice  which  will  not  only  adorn  our  township, 
but  will  be  amply  sufficient  to  supply  our  present  wants. 

It  is  your  wish  and  desire  to  know  my  views  upon  the  changes 
that  should  be  made  in  our  school  law,  and  the  reasons  why  ? 

A  que'stion  of  this  character  requires  much  consideration,  aad 
should  not  be  passed  upon  lightly  and  without  mature  deliberatioD* 

One  idea,  probably  worthy  of  consideration,  has  always  struck  me 
with  much  force  and  emphasis,  and  that  is  the  total  abolishment  of 
the  "County  Board  of  Examiners,"  and  in  their  place  appoint  or 
elect  a  County  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  who  shall,  in  eon^ 
nection  with  the  township  superintendent,  examine  into  the  qualifica- 
tions of  teachers,  make  the  necessary  appointments  and  removals,  and 
do  all  and  every  thing  necessary — with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
trustees — to  the  proper  cai'rying  out  of  the  rules  and  regulations  pre- 
scribed for  their  guidance.  It  should  be  made  the  duty  of  the  county 
superintendent,  in  connection  with  the  town  superintendent,  to  visit 
the  schools  at  least  once  in  three  months,  or  oftencr,  if  possible;  ex- 
amine into  the  workings  of  the  different  schools,  and  if  anything  is 
discovered  that  may  be  improved,  to  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  do  it. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  add  that  something  more  than  one  dollar  per 
day  should  be  paid  to  defray  their  legitimate  expenses. 

I  might  discuss  more  fully  these  ideas,  but  I  thinly  they  will  strike 
you  with  sufficient  force  for  you  to  give  them  your  serious  attention. 

As  the  law  is,  tlie  township  superintetident  is  nothing  but  a  dia. 
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borsing  oflBcer  of  the -school  fund,  can  exercise  no  power,  or  exert  any 
inflaence  by  which  he  can  remedy  any  evils  that  may  be  brought  to 
his  notice. 

Trusting  these  thoughts  worthy  of  your  attention,  I  respectfully 
submit  them  to  you.

Dear  Sir  : — Enclosed  you  will  find  my  annual  statistical  report 
for  the  year  ending  October  1st,  1866. 

The  condition  of  the  schools  in  my  township  is  very  good.'  Not 
as  good  as  I  could  wish  but  still  such  as  to  merit  a  good  share  of 
praise.  The  discipline  is  greatly  superior  to  what  it  was  -wflien  I  was 
an  urchin,  and  very  much  better  than  any  1  have  seen  in  other 
schools.  I  wish  the  standard  of  scholarship  could  be  raised.  I  have 
never  been  able  to  see  any  good  reason  why  the  "  Public  Schools  "" 
of  our  State  should  not  be  qualified  to  give  a  thorough  English  edu^ 
eation.  The  classics  are  of  little  real  pi-actical  business  value.  But 
all  branches  of  English  studies,  it  seems  to  me,  should  be  taught.  I 
.think  the  State  Normal  School  should  get  up  some  system  of  teach- 
ing the  English  language  which  would  embrace  a  history  of  words^ 
the  changes  they  have  undergone,  their  derivations,  their  numberless 
shades  of  meaning  &c.  Everything  about  them,  just  as  thorough 
classical  schools  now  teach  the  dead  (in  more  senses  than  one)  lan- 
guages. Mathematics  should  take  a  higher  position,  and  above  all  I 
think  every  teacher  should  be  required  to  drill  his  school  in  English 
Composition  and  Declamation.  This  is  neglected  by  a  great  majority 
of  schools.  I  hav^  tried  with  but  partial  success  to  have  such  exer- 
cises in  all  the  schools  under  my  supervision.  The  benefit  of  such 
instruction  you  well  know  are  incalculable. 

I  think  the  law  should  be  changed,  so  ^s  to  compel  every  teacher 
to  make  out  a  "  report  of  attendance,"  and  present  the  same  to  the  town 
superintendent  every  term.  His  salary  for  the  last  month  being  with' 
held  until  such  report  was  presented. 

The  trustees  should  be  required  to  provide  record  books  for  each 
teacher.  Such  books  being  of  such  a  character  as  the  State  Superin- 
tendent might  specify,  the  record  books  throughout  the  State  bein^ 
uniform. 

The  object  of  such  a  law  is  apparent.  The  securing  without  an 
immense  deal  of  trouble,  of  correct  statistical  reports. 

How  to  make  parents  mindful  of  the  duties  they  owe  to  their  child- 
ren is  a  hard  question  to  answer. 
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They  certaiDly  do  not  sufiSciently  prize  education.  They  do  not 
understand  the  necessity  of  sending  their  children  regularly  to  school. 
But  what  can  we  do  ?  It  is  a  very  delicate  matter.  It  is  a  subject 
of  the  greatest  importance.  I  know  it  seems  hard  to  interfere  with 
the  regulation  of  the  family.  I  know  such  regulations  are  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  sacred.  I  know  that  many  would  feel  greatly  aggrieved 
to  have  their  family  affairs  disturbed  even  in  the  most  trifling  manner. 
And  yet  I  can  but  think  that  where  parents  are  careless  concerning 
the  education  of  their  children  the  law  should  step  in  and  compel 
what  natural  affection  does  not  prompt. .  In  some  of  the  New  Eng- 
land States  every  parent  is  obliged  by  law  to  send  all  the  children 
they  may  have,  of  suitable  age,  to  some  school  one  quarter  each  year. 
There  is  quite  a  heavy  penalty  attached  to  the  law.  1  think  it  would 
work  well.  The  better  portion  of  our  citizens  do  not  need  such  a 
law,  but  all  laws  are  made  for  transgressors,  and  those  who  do  not 
care  to  give  their  children  every  advantage  which  our  free  institutions 
are  calculated  to  bestow,  I  do  not  believe  can  be  influenced  by  *^  moral 
suasion,^'  5r  by  any  thing  but  the  strong  arm  of  the  law. 

To  secure  active  and  efficient  teachers,  1  can  see  no  other  way 
than  for  every  district  to  look  for  them  until  they  are  founds  No 
discipline  can  make  a  man  an  efiicient  teacher.  A  whistle  cannot 
easily  be  made  out  of  a  "  pig's  tail.''  There  are  active  and  eflScient 
teachei^,  would  to  God  their  number  was  greater.  I  believe  God  is 
the  pnly  one  who  can  increase  the  number.  If  it  is  not  in  a  man  to 
teach,  no  rules,  regulations,  training,  nothing  can  put  it  in.  If  it  is 
in  him,  education  properly  directed  will  bring  it  out.  In  my  own 
township  the  schools  are  blessed  with  teacliei^s  of  the  verj-  best 
quality.  Active  and  efficient,  they  could  not  be  better.  We  secured 
them  by  looking  for  them,  by  demanding  a  high  order  of  scholar- 
ship, by  requiring  the  very  best  attendance,  above  all  by  paying  good 
salaries.     To  other  districts  I  would  say,  "  Go  ye  and  do  likewise.''

HUDSON    CITl'. 

Tlie  schools  of  Hudson  City  are  kept  open  during  the  year,  with 
about  six  weeks  vacation,  including  holidays,  ifec.  We  do  not  divide 
the  year  into  quarters. 

We  have  four  school  houses ;  their  several  departments  make  twelve 
schools,  allowing  each  teacher  to  represent  a  school.  According  to 
your  suggestion,  we  have  as  above  stated  twenty-six  schools. 

The  actual  amount  appropriated  by  the  city  for  public  schools  is 
$17,000,  which  includes  repairs,  &c. 

So  far  as  I  know,  all  our  teachers  may  be  called  successful.  It  is 
next  to  an  imossibility  to  get  the  attendance  correctly  in  our  graded 
schools,  I  have  accordingly  omitted  it.

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HUNTERDON  COUNTY. 

LAMBERTVIl.LE. 

There  are  872  children  in  the  tovm  of  Lambertvijle  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  eighteen  years,  according  to  the  annual  census  taken 
April  13,  1866. 

There  are  two  public  schools  and  two  school  houses,  with  a  regu- 
lar daily  attendance  of  tlie  pupils  in  all  the  departmeAts. 

The  school  year  is  about  forty-four  weeks,  divided  into  four  terms 
of  eleven  weeks  each,  with  a  long*  vacation  of  five  weeks  in  midsuih- 
mer,  and  a  shorter  vacation  about  the  close  of  December. 

Care  has  been' taken  in  the  selection  of  the  latest  and  best  books, 
snch  as  are  well  calculated  to  advance  the  pupil  with  the  greatest 
facility,  and  many  old  ones  thrown  out. 

One  of  the  school  houses  is  well  built,  large,  well  ventilated,  with 
the  later  improvements  throughout,  with  ample  play  ground,  in  a 
reserved  part  of  the  town,  and  has  six  teachers,  one  male  and  five 
female,  of  which  James  M.  Robinson  is  principal,  with  a  salary  of 
$900  per  annum.  This  school  is  well  regulated  in  each  department. 
The  other  school  house  is  less  in  proportion,  and  rates  an  average 
with  the  school  houses  in  the  vicinity ;  has  two  good  teachers,  one 
male,  the  other  lemale,  and  is  well  attended. 

There  are  in  all  eight  teachers,  all  of  which  were  before  tlie  county 
board  of  examiners  at  a  public  examination  held  in  this  place  early 
in  the  season,  at  which  time  each  one  passed  a  creditable  examination 
and  were  licensed. 

More  interest  is  manifest  on  the  part  of  school  officei^s  and  teach- 
ers than  by  those  who  have  their  children  to  send  to  the  schools. 
Many  of  our  pupils  are  making  a  creditable  advance,  while  others 
would,  if  parents  would  make  proper  eflbrt  to  sustain  a  punctual 
attendance. 

We  receive  from  State  appropriation   $326.53;  from  the  town, 
$2,700.00;  from  other  sources,  $47,00,  and  $500  for  the  purpose  of 
payings  expenses  in  improvements  and  repairs ;  making  the  total  sum . 
of  $3,573.53  for  872  children,  which  would  give  to  eacli  more  than 
$4.09  for  educational  expenses  for  the  current  year.

Sir: — Enclosed  I  return  the  report,  &c.,  filled  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  not,  however,  claiming  perfection.  Our  schools  are  not  gen- 
erally entirely  free ;  a  portion  of  the  public  money  is  appropriated 
each  term,  and  the  employers  assessed  by  the  trustees  for  the  balance

of  the  teachers'  fees ;  and  I  have  estimated  that  assessment  one-half 
tiie  amount  of  the  public  money,  viz. :  $1,353.00,  as  going  to  makeup 
the  total  amount  appropriated  to  school  purposes.  Of  the  Amount 
reported  for  building  and  repairing  school  houses,  $2,000.00  are  as- 
sessed on  the  inhabitants  of  an  incorporated  district  for  the  purpose 
of  finishing  a  school  house  built  last  year. 

In  addition  to  my  statistical  report  of  the  schools  of  Lebanon 
township,  permit  me  to  say,  that  while  we  have  a  few  well  regulated 
and  well  conducted  schools,  made  comfortable,  and  attractive  for 
youth,  a  majority  of  them  are  far  otherwise,  being  uncomfortable  and 
repulsive  to  child  nature,  and  usin^  up  the  little  funds  grudgingly 
meted  out  to  them,  without  encouragement  to  teacher  or  profit  to 
scholar;  and,  what  is  infinitely  more  to  be  deplored,  using  up  that 
part  of  life  designed  by  nature  for  mental  and  moral  development,  or 
the  formation  of  character  for  life.  How  this  state  of  things  is  to  be 
overcome  in  some  neighborhoods,  and  a  good  degree  of  interest  be 
secured  on  the  part  of  parents  in  the  education  of  their  children,  is^ ' 
in  my  mind,  a  difficult  question,  to  which  1  have  no  clear  and  satis- 
factory answer.  While  no  known  or  probable  means  should  be  left 
untried,  perhaps  time  alone  can  effect  it.  I  have  thought,  possibly 
school  teachers  might  do  something  to  accomplish  this  desirable  end, 
by  visiting  the  families  in  their  respective  districts,  showing  the  pa- 
rents that  they  feel  an  interest  in  their  children,  and  soliciting  their 
co-operation ;  and  let  this  not  be  feigned  but  real  interest.  Make  the 
palls  frequent,  pleasant  and  inspiring. 

We  have  a  zealous,  enterprising  young  man  teaching  iu  our  nefgh- 
borhood,  who  entertains  the  community  with  lectures  on  education, 
from  time  to  time.  Some  teachers,  however,  would  not  be  able  to 
make  public  lectures  sufficiently  instructive  and  interesting,  and  this 
brings  us  to  the  inquiry  as  to  how  we  may  secure  active  and  efficient 
|»achers?  To  which  I  would  suggest,  that  we  hold  out  reasonable 
inducements.  Offer  a  salary  that  a  man  competent  to  the  task  of 
forming  the  mind  and  character  of  the  rising  generation — the  future 
hope  of  our  country — can  command  in  other  positions,  then  give  him 
a  comfortable  place  in  which  to  ope|*ate,  with  the  necessary  appli- 
ances, and  probably  we  would  have  teachers  whose  intentions  would 
be  to  follow  teaching,  in  the  place  of  inexperienced  youth,  teaching 
for  the  mere  purpose  of  working  their  way  up  to  a  more  lucrative 
position,  &c. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that,  though  I  believe  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation to  be  on  the  advance,  yet  I  do  not  regard  it  as  keeping  pace 
with  the  financial  and  political  interests  and  enterprises  of  the  day 
(at  least  in  this  vicinity) ;  and  I  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
as  our  country  increases  in  wealth  and  power,  that  there  be  a  corres- 
ponding degree  of  intelligence  and  virtue  to  direct  and  control  them, 
for  though  blessings  in  themselves,  yet  in  the  hands  of  ignorant  or 
designing  men,  they  become  the  ready  and  effective  means  of  mischief. 
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P.  S, — I  am  aware  of  the  diflBculty  of  feeing  competent  teachers, 
.,  while  so  little  interest  exists  among  so  large  a  portion  of  the 
nmunity.    I  rather  suggest  the  want  than  the  means ;  nevertheless, 
Iding  up  the  one  may  induce  the  other.

Dear  Sib: — In  filling  up  the  blank  you  iiave  sent  me,  a  few  words 
explanation  are  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  condition 
our  schools. 

I  have  given  as  the  whole  number  who  have  attended  school,  two 
ndred  and  sixty-four,  while  the  number  of  children  in  the  township 
tween  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteen,  is  six  hundred  and  fourteen. 
le  principal  reason  that  the  proportion  is  so  small  is  this :  there  are 
:  districts  adjoining  our  township  that  report  two  himdred  and  fif- 
m  children  from  East  Amwell,  and  get  the  credit  of  them,  while  I 
port  for  only  thirteen  from  other  townships,  therefore  I  really  only 
[Kwt  for  four  hundred  and  twelve  children.  One  of  the  districte 
porting  eighty-five  children  only  has  an  average  attendance  of 
teen,  leaving  three  of  the  districts  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
Our  school  houses  are  aU  nearly  new,  two  of  them  two- story,  good 
e,  and  well  arranged.  x 

If  our  school  law  could  be  so  changed  that  when  the  pupils  stayed 
^m  school  say  ten  days  during  a  term,  they  could  not  attend  again 
it  term,  I  think  it  would  have  a  tendency  to  cause  a  more  regular 
tendance ;  at  least  it  would  save  the  teacher  from  the  annoyance  of 
irregular  school.  However,  when  parents  once  take  sufiicient  in- 
•est  in  our  schools,  this  difliculty  in  a  great  measure  will  be  over- 
ne.  Time  will  work  wonders  in  this  respect.  In  proportion  as 
)  masses  become  educated,  so  will  our  schools  become  popular,  and 
i  people  will  be  satisfied  with  nothing  but  the  best  olass  of  teache% 
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and  will  be  willing  to  pay  them  welL  The  supply  of  teachers  is  now 
up  to  the  demand ;  a  great  many  districts  demand  cheap  teachers, 
and  they  get  them ;  some  few  require  good  ones,  and  they  get  them. 
I  do  not  see  how  legislation  is  to  help  us  much  in  this  respect.  A 
great  many  eflScient  teachers  are  now  licensed  and  employed  in  our 
schools,  and  will  continue  to  be  until  the  various  districts  refuse  to 
employ  them.  That  the  time  may  soon  arrive  when  our  schools  may 
be  just  what  all  lovers  of  our  race  desire,  is  my  heartfelt  desire.

Sir  :  Perhaps  the  most  glaring  evil  in  connection  'with  our  school 
is  the  badness  of  the  building  occupied.  It  is  very  inconvenient ; 
but  its  worst  feature  is  the  entire  lack  of  ventilation.  The  air  be- 
comes so  utterly  vitiated  as  to  be  almost  unendurable.  That  the 
children  are  not  entirely  stupefied  in  mind,  and  broken  down  in 
health,  is  due  to  no  intelligent  provision  of  their  parents  for  their 
comfort  and  well-being  while  at  school.  Certainly,  with  properly 
ventilated  rooms  the  children  would  learn  much  more  than  they  now 
do,  and  they  would  have  better  health.  To  use  such  a  building  as 
the  one  now  occupied  for  school  purposes  is  very  bad  economy,  and 
it  is  cruel  to  teachers  and  children.

Female 
achers  have  been  employed  in  each  district  during  the  past  summer

[arch,  only  two  of  the  districts  have  kept  the  schools  open,  and  been 
>le  to  employ  and  support  male  teachers.  i 

Three  of  the  school  houses  arc  in  good  repaii*,  and  one  is  almost 
itirely  unfit  fpr  any  purpose.  There  are  four  school  houses  in  the 
►wnship,  and  three  ol  them  receive  scholars  from  other  townships,. 
id  the  four  parts  of  districts,  sending  to  schools  in  other  townships^ 
•e  about  the  same  as  those  sending  from  other  townships,  to  the 
hools  where  the  school  house  is  in  this  township. 

The  attention  given  by  parents  to  the  subject  of  education,  county 
stitutes,  &c.,  is  very  limited,  compared  with  their  importance ;  and 
know  of  no  better  method  to  arouse  the  public  to  this  subject  than 

hold  institutes  in  each  township  frequently,  compel  the  attendance 
'  teachers,  trustees  and  superintendents,  and  invite  all  others  to 
;tend,  and  thereby  enlist  an  interest  in  many,  who  give  no  attention 
ren  to  the  education  of  their  own  childi^en.

I  of  the  schools  in  the  township  of  Monroe, 
inco  my  last  report  there  has  been  two  parts  of  districts  added  to 
disttict,  numbering  in  all  seventeen  districts  and  parts  of  dis- 
ts.  The  various  schools  are  supplied  with  competent  teachers, 
[i  having  a  certificate  of  license,  and  I  believe  the  majority  of 
li  give  very  general  satisfaction.    The  various  school  houses  are 
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in  comfortable  condition,  some  having  suitable  play  grounds  attached. 
The  books  used  in  our  schools  are  of  a  heterogeneous  character. 
Oould  there  be  a  regular  system  introduced,  in  my  opinion  it  would 
be  advantageous  to  both  teacher  and  scholar.

Dear  Sir: — In  my  statistical  report  I  have  endeavored  to  give  as 
correct  answers  to  your  questions  as  possible,  under  the  present  ci^ 
cumstances,  my  connection  with  tho  'schools  having  been  only  from 
April  last,  but  i  trust  it  is  an  approximation  of  the  desired  effect. 

In  reference  to  your  first  question,  as  respects  a  change  in  the 
school  law.  Were  there  a  shadow  of  encouragement  to  hope  that  the 
State  would  provide  money  for  the  object,  argument  would  not  be 
wanting  to  urge  it  as  a  most  important  and  profitable  investment ;  but  it 
might  not,  perhaps,  be  asking  too  much  ol  our  law-making  power  that 
a  statute  be  appended  to  our  sehool  law,  requiring  of  teachers  that 
they  shall  visit  the  pai'ents  of  all  the  children ;  that  they  request  and 
urge  it  upon  the  parents,  and  upon  the  people  generally;  that  they 
visit  the  schools  occasionally  or  frequently,  and  that  a  day  shall  be 
appointed  during  each  quarter  when  all  shall  be  particularly  invited, 
and  that  no  teacher  shall  be  paid  without  performing  this  service,  afld 
the  extent  to  which  he  shall  perform  it  might  be  fixed  by  law.  Th« 
people,  by  this  means,  might  easily  become  more  interested  in  schools, 
and  money  would  be  forthcoming  for  the  support  of  schools.  Then 
better  teachers  could  be  secured  by  means  of  the  liberal  and  cheerful 
aid  flowing  from  every  quarter.  Better  school  houses  could  be  secured 
also.  We  need  some  here,  for  we  have  but  four  good  school  houses, 
and  nine  school  districts.  In  two  districts  the  school  houses  are  unfit 
for  use,  though  used,  and  in  two  districts  they  have  none  at  all ;  thej 
depend  upon  renting  a  miserable  and  insufficient  place,  entirely  unfit 
for  school  purposes.  Let  it  be  required  of  the  teacher  that  he  shall 
iBe  the  means  to  interest  the  people  in  the  cause  of  education,  then 
Toluntary  means  may  secure  what  the  State  neglects  to  do. 

To  your  second  question,  I  would  remark  that  I  know  of  no  better 
way  to  secure  the  interest  of  parents  than  that  it  be  made  the  busi- 
ness and  the  duty  of  teachers  to  visit  tliem  and  solicit  their  visiting 
the  schools,  urging  this  visitation  upon  others  as  well  as  the  parents, 
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5  endeavoring  to  make  the  school  a  matter  of  general  interest 
)u^h  each  district. 

'o  the  third  question,  *'  How  to  secure  better  teachers?^'  I  would 
lark,  in  the  first  place,  that  this  system  of  school  visitation  would 
iraliy  make  the  teachers  that  we  have  better  teachers,  and  have 
influence  on  the  scholars,  for  all  would  be  moved  with  the  desire 
aake  a  good  appearance  when  they  were  visited.  In  that  teach- 
would  be  more  attentive  to  their  duties.  This  wouki  be  an  im- 
vement  that  is  practical  under  our  present  circumstances.  In  the 
>nd  place,  in  order  to  secure  better  teachei*s,  let  our  chosen  free- 
iers,  as  the  law  requires,  appoint  county  examiners,  and  so  relieve 
town  superintendent  from  the  difficulty  and  delicacy  we  may 
letimes  have  concerning  a  doubtful  case.  This  might  secure  to 
le  schools,  where  they  have  more  money,  better  teachers,  and  to 
srs,  perhaps  none.  In  the  third  place,  better  teachers,  no  doubt, 
Id  be  had  if  we  had  more  money.  I  think  if  the  State  undertakeB  ' 
sducate,  she  ought  to  see  the  absurdity  of  providing  forty  cents  per 
d  per  annum  for  the  education  of  her  children,  leaving  it  to  tlie 
ision  of  a  town  meeting  whether  any  thing  more  shall  be  done  or 
,  then  limiting  them  to  a  sum  not  more  than  Imlf  sufficient  to 
are  good  teachers.  As  long  as  things  remain  in  this  way,  wo  can- 
expect  much  improvement  in  our  common  school  system.

)ear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  series  of  questions,  I  submit  the 
owing : 

..  I  am  not  sure  we  need  further  change  in  our  school  law  at 
sent,  as  the  people  generally  do  not  seem  to  be  ready  for  a  law 
re  liberal  and  stringent.  But  we  need  a  school  register,  prepared 
the  State  Superintendent,  adapted  to  the  questions  usually  sent 
the  town  superintendents. 

I.  A  variety  of  influences  may  be  brought  to  bear  upon  parents, 
Lpted  to  interest  them  more  in  the  education  of  their  children ;  but 
cannot  expect  them  generally  to  be  so  deeply  interested  in  the 
tter  as  they  should  be,  without  more  education  themselves.  But 
;  indifference  of  parents  to  the  education  of  their  children  will 
dually  give  way,  as  education  becomes  more  general,  and  as  the 
Idrcn  come  up  to  take  the  place  of  their  parents.  This  indiffer- 
e,  however,  cannot  be  overcome  m  a  day,  or  in  a  year. 
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3.  The  services  of  active  and  eflBcient  teachers  may  be  secured  bj 
giving  them  an  education  adapted  to  this  end ;  by  refusing  to  give  a 
license  to  every  applicant  who  is  not  competent  to  teach  a  pubhe 
school ;  and  by  increasing  the  pay  of  teacliers.

I  have  reported  two  hundred  children  as 
not  attending  public  schools  at  all,  perhaps  some  of  them  may  havi 
attended  school  for  a  few  days  during  the  year.

We  raise 
no  more  school  money  than  we  did  six  years  ago,  and  consequently 
are  unable  to  pay  our  teachers  any  greater  salary.  The  expenses  of 
living  however,  have  greatly  increased,  and  teachers  will  not  and 
eannot  work  for  the  same  wages.  We  must,  therefore,  provide  more 
money,  or  we  cannot  receive  the  services  of  tlie  best  teachers.

As  you  request,  I  accompany  my  statistical  report  with  the  follow- 
ing answers  to  your  inquiries : 

To  the  first  question  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  tho  la^ 
Aould  stipulate  the  amount  which  must  be  raised  by  township  tai 
for  educational  purposes,  meaning  by  that  tlie  actual  payment  of 
teachers.  As  the  case  now  stands,  a  township  may  raise  any  sam 
which  the  irresponsible  may  vote,  or  no  sum,  which  the'  indifferent 
may  not  vote;  i,  e.  the  minimum  may  be  $0,  or  the  maximum  may  be 
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►  per  child.  Then,  as  to  reaping  the  benefit — a  district  may  lie  in 
''o  townships,  so  that  the  one-half  that  pays  nothing  may  enjoy  the 
>erality  of  that  which  pays  all  the  State  permits.  Here  the  parsi- 
ony  of  the  one  defeats  the  object  sought  by  the  other,  which  wa(s  to 
ve  to  its  children  free  schooling. 

Further  upon  this  point,  the  school  moneys  :  I  think  the  present 
w,  which  makes  the  town  superintendent  the  custodian  and  pay- 
aster  of  the  teacher,  is  calculated  to  keep  out  of  that  im^iortant 
>sition  naen  whom  it  is  desirable  should  be  so  employed.  Such  as 
ant  the  oflSce  in  order  to  handle '  the  funds,  are  hardly  likely  to 
ake  the  best  officers,  and  those  who  dislike  this  feature  of  the  duties 
•e  just  the  ones  to  decline  because  of  the  obnoxious  necessity  of 
ving  bonds.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  local  collectors  might  pay  the 
'ders,  such  orders  having  first  the  signatures  of  a  majority  of  the 
ustees  of  the  district,  and  in  addition,  that  of  the  town  superinten- 
mt  also. 

To  your  second  question,  "  How  to  secure  the  interest  of  the 
irents?"  I  suggest  an  annual  examination,  (not  exhibition — they 
•e  generally  shams.)  If  possible,  let  one  of  tne  county  visitors  be 
resent,  and  let  the  town  superintendent,  as  being  conversant  with 
le  facts,  point  out  the  real  progress,  or  otherwise. 
To  the  third  question,  1  think  efficient  teachers  can  only  be  secured 
the  following  way : 

First — Remuneration  must  be  adequate  to  the  service  rendered, 
his  would  be  met  by  the  suggestion  first  given.  But  it  is  not  enough 
ofi*er  inducement  The  drones  will  come  where  the  honey  is  pro- 
ded.  The  next  step  is  to  secure  ability,  so  that 
Second — I  would  suggest  the  grading  of  teachers  according  to  pro- 
ssional,  not  intellectml  ability.  I  draw  this  distinction  because  the 
5st  educated  men  are  not  always  the  best  instructors — they  are  often 
)t  "  apM;  to  teach."  Moreover,  the  grade  should  be  specified  in  the 
eense.  A  teacher  of  a  second  or  third  grade  may  do  efficient  and 
jceptable  service  in  a  school,  whose  wants  are  correspondent.  But 
)  teacher  fs  worthy  of  the  name,  who  does  not  aspire  to  excellence, 
ence  the  aim  should  be  to  possess  and  deserve  the  grade  No.  1. 
urther,  to  secure  this,  those  not  possessing  a  No.  1  license  should 
5  regarded  as  progressive  candidates  for  that  honor,  and  should  be 
?ld  subject  to  periodical  examinations,  until  that  end  is  gained, 
he  result  of  this  would  be,  that  the  class  of  teachers  who  only  teach 
r  the  time  being  would  decrease,  and  the  class  of  professionals 
ould  become  increased,  and  an  esprit  du  corps  established,  to  the 
3ry  great  advantage  of  education. 

As  to  my  own  township,  I  will  only  add  that  our  schools  have  not 
reraged  the  present  year  their  full  time,  that  we  have  had  consid- 
•able  change,  perhaps  to  some  advantage,  and  that  our  present  corps 
'  teachers  are  noble  spirits,  endeavoring  to  do  their  duty  in  their 
spective  fields.

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MIDDLETOWN. 

Enclosed  will  be  found  correct  answers  to  your  several' questions 
concerning  the  schools  of  this  township.  I  regret  that  this  report 
has  been  delayed  until  this  late  date,  but  if  a  school  report  is  worth 
anything  it  should  certainly  be  correct ;  and  the  only  reason  I  can 
give  for  not  sending  it  sooner  is,  your  blank  was  not  received  until 
within  five  days  of  the  time  you  asked  to  have  it  returned,  which 
made  it  utterly  impossible  for  me  to  collect  the  required  statistics 
from  the  difi*erent  schools  in  the  limited  time  given. 

To  the  first  question,  viz :  What  changes  should  be  made  in  the 
school  law,  and  why  ?  I  can  only  answer,  that  from  an  experience  of 
twenty  years  as  teacher  and  four  years  as  Town  Superintendent,  I 
have  found  the  greater  part  of  our  school  law  utterly  im^practical» 
and  if  a  town  superintendent  should  attempt  to  enforce  the  law  to 
its  full  letter,  it  would  almost  at  once  stop  the  whole  machinery  of 
our  common  schools.  The  law  requires  the  appointment  of  county 
examiners,  who,  with  the  several  town  superintendents  form  a  board, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  and  license  teachers.  Now  no  teacher 
(according  to  law)  has  a  right  to  engage  in  a  school  without  first  pro- 
curing a  license  from  this  Board  of  Examiners,  and  to  procure  this 
license  the  Town  Superintendent,  with  the  teacher,  must  perhaps 
travel  from  one  end  of  the  county  to  the  other,  in  order  to  meet  the 
county  Examiners,  or  the  latter  officers  must  visit  a  township  every 
time  a  new  teacher  is  engaged.  The  consequence  is,  teachers  are 
often  employed  without  having  a  license,  and  perhaps  teach  terms  in 
gross  violation  of  the  law,  and  yet  the  superintendent  is  pledged, 
under  heavy  bonds,  to  perform  his  duties  according  to  law,  and  see 
that  the  law  is  faithfully  and  impartially  enforced.  Then  again, 
town  superintendents  and  county  examiners  often  disagree,  one 
utterly  ignoring  the  authority  of  the  other,  thus  producing  discord 
and  confusion.  Superintendents  are  required  to  \isit  every  school 
once  a  quarter,  for  which  the  law  allows  him  the  meagre  pittance  of 
one  dollar  per  day,  which  is  scarcely  enough  to  pay  for  his  horse's 
feed,  allowing  him  nothing  for  the  responsibility,  his  time  and  labor. 
How  can  school  oflScers,  more  than  any  other  class  of  men,  be  ex- 
pected to  give  their  time  and  labor  without  due  compensation? 

The  fact  is,  we  have  too  many  offices  and  too  little  pay.  We  should 
either  dispense  with  the  town  superintendents,  or  county  examiners. 
I  think  that  the  school  law  should  be  so  amended  that  instead  of 
having  county  examiners  and  a  superintendent  for  every  township, 
have  one  superintendent  for  three  or  four  townships,  he  to  visit  the 
schools  as  now  required,  examine  and  license  teachers,  and  who  shall 
be  required  to  devote  his  whole  time  for  the  benefit  of  schools,  and 
for  which  he  should  be  allowed  a  liberal  compensation.  This  super- 
intendent should  be  appointed  by  the  freeholders,  instead  of  being 
elected,  as  other  town  officers  arc,  as  it  would  undoubtedly  avoid,  in 
a  great  measure,  bringing  our  school  interests  in  contact  with  politi-

)ur  third  question,  "  How  may  we  secure  the  services  of  active 
sfiScient  teachers  ?"  Select  a  number  of  suitable  young  men  frond 
7  county,  educate  them  at  the  public  expense,  either  at  normal 
her  schools,  and  then  let  their  compensation  be  sufficient  to  in- 
them  to  follow  the  profession  of  teaching  in  preference  to  all 
•s. 

hat  is  the  use  of  training  females  for  teachers,  when  we  know 
in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  public  will  be  benefited  by 
services  as  public  school  teachers  but  for  a  short  time  ?  Not 
I  am  opposed  to  female  education,  but  we  all  know  that  matri- 
'•  is  the  great  end  for  which  most  of  them  live,  and  when  once 
ied,  their  career  as  teachers  is  at  an  end. 
vcral  of  our  common  schools  have  beea  vacant  a  greater  part  of 
ear,  owing  to  the  fact  that  male  teachers  could  not  be  procured, 
the  people  were  not- willing  to  have  any  other.  Where  are  all 
^aduates  of  our  Normal  School  ?  1  believe  we  have  never  as 
ad  the  services  of  one  in  this  township,  and  I  believe  there  have 
but  very  few  in  the  county.  The  fact  is  but  few  Normal  teach- 
ver  follow  the  profession  after  they  graduate,  but  finding  them- 
s  qualified  for  almost  any  other  avocation,  they  go  in  pursuit  of 
which  affords  them  a  more  liberal  compensation. 
)w,  sir,  we  may  recommend  and  advise,  but  it  is  for  our  legisla- 
to  act;  in  them  lies  the  power  to  bring  our  educational  interest 
higher  standard,  and  unless  they  do  something  to  awaken  a 
;er  interest,  and  improve  the  facilities  for  educating  the  young, 
lommon  schools  will  be  common  indeed.

2AR  Sir: — Enclosed  find  annual  statistical  report  for  Ocean 
ship,  Monmouth  county,  which  has  been  made  from  the  most 
)ugh  research  among  the  records  of  the  various  districts  of  the 
ships,  and  will  ^ve  a  fair  estimate  of  the  educational  interest 
utizens  are  possessed  of.    Your  circular  having  arrived  so  re 
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cently  that  I  have  not  gained  the  time  to  ventilate  ray  ideas  of  the 
changes  in  our  present  law,  that  would  seem  necessary,  but  would 
remark  that  in  a  general  sense,  there  is  much  of  our  present  law 
that  fails  to  conform  itself  with  the  advanced  rates  of  expense  that 
is  necessarily  incurred  by  the  institutes  of  the  various  districts,  which 
for  so  long  had  been  able  to  maintain  fiee  schools  where  it  now  bo- 
come  necessary  to  have  a  long  vacation  or  partial  payment  by  the 
patrons  of  the  school.  It  would  therefore  seem  necessary  to  90 
change  the  present  law,  that  the  school  fund  be  increased  to  a  pro- 
portionate rate  of  the  present  expense  incurred,  and  to  secure  the 
earnest  co-operation  of  the  parents.  A  sufficient  salary  should  be 
guaranteed  to  competent  teachers,  that  will  make  the  profession  of 
teacher  the  honorable  position  that  educated  men  occupy  in  the  so- 
cial scale  of  existence.  This  is  tiie  method  I  would  su^rgest,  and 
close  this  short  report  with  a  promise  in  behalf  of  our  citizens,  that 
a  corresponding  liberality  of  the  law  makers  will  incite  a  like  in- 
terest ill  those  that  are  to  be  the  recipient.

MILLSTONE. 

I  regret,  sir,  that  I  am  unable  to  respond  in  full  to  the  questions 
presented  for  the  annual  report  from  Millstone  township. 

There  has  not  a  single  report  been  lianded  to  me  from  the  teacheis 
of  this  township'  for  the  past  year,  save  one.     Many  of  them  who 
know  what  the  law  requires,  look  upon  it  as  an  unnecessary  and  un- 
'  meaning  thing. 

The  views  smd  feelings  of  the  people  are  far  behind  the  age,  on  the 
importance  of  good  public  schools.  With  some  few  exceptions,  thet 
seem  to  think  that  any  kind  of  a  building  is  good  enough  for  their 
children,  and  any  kind  of  a  teacher  is  good  enough  to  impart  instruc- 
tion, provided  it  is  done  cheaply.  Notwithstanding  the  great  advance 
of  living  expenses,  and  the  utter  impossibility  of  manning  our  schools 
with  competent  teachers  at  the  old  rates,  they  are  still  voting  to  raise 
two  dollars  per  scholar,  as  they  did  years  ago.  They  wish  free 
schools,  grumble  at  taxes  laid  upon  them  even  for  fuel  and  necessary 
repairs,  and  then  wonder  why  it  is  that  we  cannot  have  better  schools. 
I  think  that  it  would  be  an  excellent  thing  if  our  Legislature  would 
take  some  action,  to  increase  the  State  appropriation  and  to  compel 
the  townships  to  raise  at  least  three  dollars  per  scholar  more  if  neces- 
sary to  get  competent  teachers.  The  people,  for  the  most  part,  are 
able ;  but  it  seems  as  if  they  want  some  power  to  push  them  on  to 
that  which  involves  alike  their  duty  and  interest.^  Not  more  than  - 
two-thirds  of  those  who  are  of  schoolable  age  attend,  even  when  there  ■ 
is  school.  We  have,  in  one  district,  some  thirty-five  or  forty  colored  " 
children,  of  which  number  not  nioic  than  three  or  four  get  any  ad- 
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atage  of  the  public  school  fund.  -They  are  not  strong  enough  to 
re  a  separate  district,  and  it  is  difficult  to  know  what  to  do  with 
5m. 

One  ofour  districts  embraces  nearly  one-third  of  all  children  in  the 
vnship,  and  employs  two  teachers,  having  a  primary  and  secondary 
partment.  The  school  is  conducted  on  the  graded  principle.  But 
Bn  this  district  hardly  dares  go  a  dollar  oeyond  the  public  fund,  so 
it  they  are  limited  for  the  most  part  to  female  teachers- 
We  have  one  district — rather  small — that  has  tasted  of  the  sweets 
our  State  Normal  School.  They  have  a  graduate  from  that  school, 
d  so  impressed  are  the  people  with  his  worth  that  they  put  their 
nds  in  their  pockets,  nobly  and  cheerfully,  and  come  up  to  the  tune 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  quarter,  whereas,  with  common, 
iinary  teachers,  they  were  satisfied  with  the  old  tune  of  seventy  or 
^hty  dollars  per  quarter.  What  better  argument  can  we  have  for 
urishing  and  sustaining  that  noble  State  institution,  the  Normal 
hool?  I  wish  all  the  schools  in  our  township  were  filled  with 
aduates  from  it — I  should  look  for  a  far  brighter  future  from  the 
ling  generation.  We  should  have  better  men  and  better  women  to 
orn  and  bless  the  State  and  church.  Larger  salaries  will  command 
tter  teachers,  and  better  teachers  will  enlist  a  deeper  interest  on 
3  part  of  parents. 

You  ask  "  What  amount  of  compensation  I  expect  for  the  year?" 
mswer  from  thirty-five  to  forty  dollars.  The  law  requires  us  to 
;it  each  school  once  a  quarter j  oftener  if  necessary.  I  take  time, 
rse  and  carriage  and  dinner,  and  then  can  scarcely  make  two  visits 
I  ay ;  and  for  this  the  State  allows  me  one  dollar  a  visit.  I  think 
it  if  school  superintendents  were  better  paid,  that  they  would  take 
leeper  interest  in  their  work.  Hpping  for  more  enlarged  views, 
d  a  more  liberal  spirit  towards  our  common  schools,  so  important 
d  necessary  for  the  honor,  safety  and  prosperity  of  our  liberties, 
il  and  religious,

In  addition  to  the  statistical  reportj  permit  me  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing remarks : 

Tlie  schools  in  this  township,  with  some  few  exceptions,  have  had 
efficient  teachers  during  the  time  they  have  been  kept  open.  In  some 
instances  we  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  licensing  teachers  of 
limited  acquirements,  to  accommodate  districts  that  thought  they  had 
not  the  ability  to  employ  a  well  qualified  teacher — for  good  teacher? 
always  demand  good  salaries.  In  the  examination  of  teachers,  1  have 
generally  preferred  the  school  room  for  the  place  of  examination,  a? 
experience  has  taught  me  that  a  man  or  woman  may  be  possessed  of 
good  literary  attainments,  and  yet  not  well  qualified  to  govern  and 
impart.  Those  schools  in  the  township  that  have  good  teachers  are 
in  a  flourishing  condition;  in  these  tlie  progress  of  the  pupils  is  per- 
ceptible ;  others  are  in  a  low  state,  owing,  in  a  great  measure,  to  a 
lack  of  educational  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  tlie  districts  in 
which  they  are  located.  I  am  convinced  that  a  general  difl'usioH  of 
proper  information  among  the  people  can  only  be  accomplished 
through  the  instrumentality  of  free  scliools,  and  mj  experience  during 
the  past  season  confirms  me  in  this  conviction.  The  system  of  apply- 
ing the  public  money  to  the  partial  discharge  of  school  bills  could  not 
be  avoided,  inasmuch  as  the  money  was  insufficient  to  maintain  the 
schools  free,  except  during  a  small  portion  of  the  year.  I  hope  the 
time  is  not  distant  when  the  public  schools  of  the  State  will  all  be 
free ;  when  every  child  within  her  borders  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
receiving  an  education.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  send  you  a  report  of  the  public  schools  in 
this  township,  for  the  year  ending  November  10,1866.  School  i5 
now  open  in  all  the  districts.  There  appears  to  be  an  increased  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  parents  to  have  their  children  educated. 

Schools  have  been  kept  open  twelve  months,  allowance  being 
made  for  vacations,  in  Districts  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  7  and  11 ;  nine  months 
in  Nos.  4,  5  and  6.  The  whole  number  of  children  in  the  township 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteeen,  as  reported  by  the  trustees 
of  the  several  districts,  is  1x197,  an  increase  of  thirty-six  over  last 
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ir;  of  this  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  are  colored,  a  de- 
asc  of  eighteen  from  last  year.  There  are  eight  entire  districts 
this  township,  all  of  which  are  supplied  with  good,  faithful,  labo- 
us  teachers.  This  township  also  furnishes  parts  oi  four  districts 
adjoining  townships.  Schools  have  been  free  in  all  the  districts 
jept  two  in  this  township,  for  the  last  year.  ; 

Fhe  amount  of  money  paid  into  my  hands  since  the  15th  of  De- 
aber  last,  by  William  B.  Sutphin,  former  township  collector,  is 
700,  township  money  raised  by  tax  for  school  purposes ;  and  by 
omas  Newell  present  township  collector,  $253.76  State  pioney,and 
)9.00  county  surplus  money,  all  of  which  has  been  appropriated  to 
I  several  districts.

VVe  need  larger  appropriations  for  school  purposes,  more 
ive  trustees,  more  energetic  and  efiScient  teachers,  and  a  more 
nerous  co-operation  on  the  part  of  parents,  to  insure  that  degree  of 
3gress  and  attainment  in  our  schools  wliich  every  good  citizen 
►uld  certainly  rejoice  to  see. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  "  What  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure 
^ood  degree  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  in  regard  to  the 
ucation  of  their  children?''  I  will  say  that  there  are  many  parents 
our  township  who  do  feel  a  "  good  degree  of  interest"  in  relation 
this  subject,  while  there  are  others  who  seem  to  manifest  but  little, 
any,  concern  in  this  respect.  Would  it  not  be  good  policy  to 
tke  it  obligatory,  by  statutory  enactment,  upon  all  such,  to  send 
3ir  children  to  school  for  at  least  a  certain  part  of  the  time  ?  By 
lat  other  influence  they  can  ever  be  reached  I  know  not 
To  secure  the  services  of  more  active  and  eflScient  teachers,  I  know 
no  plan  but  to  ofier  increased  pecuniary  inducements,  and  this  can 
ly  be  done,  if  the  schools  are  kept  in  operation  as  heretofore,  by 
lans  of  larger  appropriations.

Sir  :  The  condition  of  the  wschools  in  this  township  has  not  c 
to  much  extent,  since  my  last  report.  We  have  a  cousideralile 
more  of  public  money  to  distribute,  and  by  so  much  there  is  i 
improvement.  Some  pf  the  districts  in  this  township  embraci 
ulation  scattered  widely  over  the  county,  so  that  the  schools  a 
uncertain  and  irregular.  This  would  not  be,  however,  if  its  fi 
sure  of  importance  were  attached  to  the  subject  oC  education  ; 
first  step,  or  rather  the  first  object,  must  be  to  awaken  the  n( 
interest.  But  before  this  can  l)e  accomplished,  there  is  nnot 
that  must  be  overcome.  The  pay  of  teachers  in  these  coun 
tricts  is  generally  like  the  schools,  very  uncertain,  and  scant 
best.  Now,  is  it  to  be  supposed  that  well  educated  and  q 
teachers  (and  of  such  there  is  no  superfluity,)  will  be  con  ten 
such  circumstances  to  assume  what  is  always  an  arduous,  and 
very  thankless  task  ?  It  is  well  known  that  the  most  forward 
are  the  most  easily  taught,  while  those  that  consist  of  scholi 
beginning  to  spell  or  read  are  comparatively  uninteresting 
profit^tble.     Thus  it  results,  that  where  a  competent  teacher 
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jded,'  the  people  are  obliged  to  take  such  as  offer,  or  none  at  alL 
ay  needed  the  most,  for  in  such  places  where  an  educational  inter- 
seems  unafoused,  the  administration  of  untaught,  unsystematized 
n,  will  always  keep  it  so.  If  we  would  change  the  state  of  things, 
nust  be  done  by  amply  rewarding  the  good,  practical  teacher,  who 
y  convince  parents,  by  their  children's  improvement,  that  there  is 
ne  reason  and  purpose  in  supporting  schools  among  them.  The 
fa,  which  so  strongly  exists  in  some  places,  that  a  scholar  is  suflS- 
ntly  educated  when  he  has  learned  to  read  the  Testament,  and  has 
ved  the  mystery  of  numbers  as  far  as  the  rule  of  three,  must  be 
we  away  with.  I  am  speaking  more  particularly  of  the  rural  dis- 
3ts — and  they  must  be  made  to  apprehend  that  the  march  of  educa- 
n  is  onward ;  that  the  man  who,  twenty  years  ago,  would  have 
?sed  for  a  good  scholar,  with  the  acquirements  twenty  years  henco 
uld  be  decidedly  "  behind  the  age."  Let  the  youth  of  our  country 
leive  a  sound  and  intellectual  education ;  let  their  minds  be  im- 
>ved,  and  richly  furnished  with  the  material  for  National  thought, 
i  our  glorious  Union  will  be  safe,  our  laws  revered,  because  estab- 
led  injustice,  and  the  braying  of  Northern  fanaticft,  with  the  howl- 
f  of  Southern  hotspurs,  will  pass  away  with  the  idle  breeze,  which 
sensible  man  regards.

Vo  marked  improvement  has  taken  place  within  the  past  year, 
lools  are  kept  open  while  the  public  money  lasts,  and,  with  few 
lorable  exceptions,  close  when  that  is  expended.  The  township 
fjoses  a  tax  of  two  dollars  per  scholar,  which  is  utterly  insufficient 

the  maintenance  of  proper  schools.  For  three  years  our  taxation 
account  of  bounties  will  be  heavy,  but  at  the  expiration  of  that 
le  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  our  school  tax  will  be  materially  in- 
ased  and  cheerfully  paid. 

We  need  a  competent  and  efficient  county  superintendent,  whose 
ary  shall  be  such  that  he  can  devote  himself  entirely  to  the  duties 
his  office.  It  requires  one  who  has  himself  been  an  excellent  and 
^^ssful  teacher,  to  visit  schools  with  any  benefit  to  the  teacher  or 

pupils.  A  county  superintendent  could  awaken  an  interest  in 
lalf  of  public  education  when  every  effort  of  a  town  superintendent 
uld  fail.     The  latter  officer,  in  most  townships,  has  become  entirely 
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identified  with  politics.     Some  seek  the  position  possessing  tl 
quisite  capacity,  are  elected,  but  cannot  attend  to  its  duties  w 
materially  injuring  their  private  business.     In  all  such  case 
chools  must  suflFer. 

Can  no  standard  of  text  book  be  established  either  througho 
State  or  a  county  ?  Half  the  time  of  our  teachers  is  wasted  1 
nous  editions  and  authors  upon  the  same  subject.  I  have  tr 
remedy  the  evil  in  this  township  but  have  utterly  failed. 

I  believe  a  judicious  course  of  study,  and  the  text  books^ 
should  be  used,  should  be  established  by  those  high  in  authority 
a  manifest  improvement  would  be  speedily  exhibited  both  in  t( 
and  scholar. 

Our  teachers,  for  the  most  part,  teach  but  three  or  six  months. 
do  not  intend  to  make  it  a  vocation,  and  never  acquire  the  expe 
requisite  to  success. 

Until  a  sufficient  sum  shall  be  annually  raised  to  procure  ab 
experienced  teachers,  the  schools  in  this  township  will  remain  ii 
present  condition,  and  all  who  desire  that  their  children  shall  r 
even  a  fair  education,  must  send  them  away  from  home.

as  such,  to  address  you  in  reference  to  a  cause  dear  to  my  hef 
whose  interests  I  feel  bound  by  no  trival  considerations  to  si 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  hoping  through  you  to  reach  a  c 
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Ima  MateVy^  in  order  that  she  may  extend  over  all  her  wonted, 
tering  care,  and  adopt  her  resources  to  their  necessities. 
My  statistical  report  you  doubtless  received  some  four  weeks  ago. 
^m  that  report,  though  not  in  all  points  accurate,  owing  to  the  im- 
•fection  or  lack  of  school  registers,  you  may  gather  pretty  conclu- 
ely,  that  although  much  has  been  done,  the  aim  of  the  State  in 
>viding  so  liberally  for  the  educational  interests  of  her  children,  is 
i  reached  in  this  township,  and  that  there  is  much  room  for  im- 
)vement.  It  is  easier  to  see  and  regret  evils  in  individual  schools, 
i  in  the  working  of  our  public  school  system,  than  to  suggest  prac- 
il  remedies.  However,  as  you  ask  my  views  as  to  what  is  neces- 
y,  in  order  to  secure  a  good  degree  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
•ents  in  regard  to  education  of  their  children,  how  we  may  secure 

services  of  active  and  efficient  teachers,  and  what  changes  should 
made  in  our  school  laws. 

[  will  state  that  our  township  measures  in  length  some  twelve  or 
rt^en  miles,  with  an  average  width  of  four  or  live  miles,  and  in 
3  limited  territory,  with  a  sparse  population  in  the  mam,  we  have 

less  than  twelve  whole  districts  and  eight  parts  of  districts.  In 
I  of  these  districts,  the  inhabitants  are  mainly  farmers  in  moderate 
cumstances,  and  the  public  money  is  barely  sufficient  to  pay  a  good 
cher  one  quarterns  salaiy,  while  in  several,  it  is  insufficient  for  two 
irter^s  salary.  My  opinion  is  that  several  of  the  districts  are  un- 
lessarily  small,  and  as  a  mean  salary  is  in  general  a  sure  mark  of  a 
nt  of  appreciation  of  the  services  of  a  good  teacher,  so  it  is  un- 
ibtedly  a  standing  obstacle  to  the  success  of  our  school  system.  I 
nk  the  district  ought  to  te  large  enough,  or  the  inhabitants  able 
1  willing  to  maintain  a  competent  teacher  three  quarters  in  a  year. 
d  as  privileges  always  bring  corresponding  obligations,  and  as 
rs  are  only  salutary  as  their  violation  is  penal,  I  think  a  wilful 
.ure  to  keep  a  school  open  three  quarters  during  any  year,  should 
law  be  made  sufficient  cause  for  tlie  dissolution  of  such  district. 
We  have  at  Somerville  an  efficient  Board  of  Examiners,  who  meet 
the  last  Saturday  of  each  month  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  their  office, 
d  although  every  licensed  teacher  is  not  necessarily  a  good  teacher, 
•  every  imlicensed  teacher  a  bad  one,  yet  my  experience  in  school 
iting  satifies  me  as  to  the  necessity  of  licenses.  And  as  teachers 
an  commence  a  term  with  a  view  to  being  licensed,  or  perhaps 
;h  a  view  to  dodging  out  of  it,  1  would  suggest  whether  it  would 
;  be  better,  instead  of  ijjaking  the  want  of  a  license,  shut  out  all 
im  on  the  public  money,  simply  make  it  unlawful  to  teach  a  public 
ool  without  a  license,  inasmuch  as  there  is  at  present,  in' various 
7S,  and  often  for  very  plausilile  reasons,  much  evading  of  the  law, 
1  that,  too,  with  decidedly  bad  results.  I  think  in  this  as  in  other 
tters,  an  ounce  of  preventive' (of  evil)  is  ])etter  than  a  pound  of 
e,  A  teacher  needs  not  only  a  certain  amount  of  intelligence  and 
sUectual  culture,  with  good  moral  character,  Imt  he  must  have  a 
e  for  his  work,  an  engagedness  in  it,  and  an  aptness  for  it — and 
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as  the  latter  qualities  are  only  discoverable  in  the  practica 
ings  of  the  school  room,  I  think  there  should  be  a  close  relat 
and  a  hearty  co-operation  between  county  examiners  and  towi 
intendents.  I  dwell  thus  upon  the  necessity  of  securing  gooc 
ers,  on  account  of  its  vast  importance  in  itself  not  only,  but  1 
I  find  it  has  much  to  do,  somehow,  with  the  punctuality  of  t 
dren.  Every  community  needs  to  be  instructed  as  to  the  imp 
of  a  good  education,  and  it  would  doubtless  be  a  wise  o\ 
money,  if  the  services  of  some  competent  person  could  be  sec 
lecture  statedly  on  the  subject  in  every  school  district ;  ye 
failure  of  such  a  course,  I  would  recommend  good  tcache 
remedy  for  the  evils  resulting  from  the  want  of  interest  on  1 
of  parents,  and  the  consequent  want  of  punctuality  on  the 
children.-  I  might  touch  upon  the  desirableness  of  pleasan 
ties  for  good  school  houses,  the  variety  of  modern  furniture  p 
for  them,  and  withal  the  importance  of  a  little  fashionable  nius 
as  the  possession  of  all  of  these  cannot  compensate  for  l)ad  ti

I  cannot  say  that  I  have  anything  of  special  interest  to  noU 
my  report  to  you,  concerning  the  condition  of  the  schools 
cause  of  education  in  the  township  of  Sparta  during  the  past  ] 

Our  schools  have  been  kep  t  open  more  regularly,  and  tl 
Ijcen  a  better  attention  on  the  part  of  the  children  than  the 
fore.  Our  teachers  are  all  attentive,  were  licensed  by  the  1 
County  Examiners,  and  arc  considered  capable  to  teach  in  the 
districts  in  which  they  are  engaged.  In  this  particular  I  thi 
is  a  decided  improvement  on  the  plan  hitherto  practiced, 
the  instrumentality  of  the  Board  of  County  Examiners,  I  ar 
much  good  to  the  cause  of  education.  It  will  have  the  effect 
to  drive  out  all  would-be  teachers,  and  leave  the  way  clear  f< 
who  intend  to  maKC  tea^  blng  a  profession,  and  they,  too,  I 
will  be  prompted  to  so  prepare  themselves,  by  diligent  appli( 
their  studies,  as  to  be  an  honor  to  their  calling. 

With  regard  to  your  first  question,  concerning  our  Scho( 
M' ould  say  that  I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  if  our  pres 
were  executed  as  they  were  designed  to  be,  they  would  suffici 
time  being. 

Second — How  to  create  an  interest  on  the  part  of  the  peopi 
work  of  educating  their  children,  appears  to  be  a  problem  of 
solution.  It  seems  as  though  it  were  next  to  impossible  for  j 
take  an  interest  in  what  they  do  not  admire,  and  they  ca 
mire  that  which  they  will  not  appreciate.  I  sometimes 
our  schools  were  made  entirely  free,  it  might  have  the  desire 
l)ut  on  the  other  hand,  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  tha 
vantages  which  are  already  within  the  reach  of  all,  are  not  ii 
prized  as  they  deserve  to  be. 

Third. — In  order  to  secure  the  services  of  more  active  and 
teachers,  I  think  it  necessary  and  advisable  to  recompense  1 
their  labors  better  than  at  present,  for,  at  the  rates  no\i 
teachers,  the  best  can  hardly  be  secured,  and,  in  a  pecuniary 
view,  one  well  calculated  to  teach  school  can  do  much  better 
other  avocation.

Yet 
this  wealth,  and  talent,  and  mechanical  skill,  we  are  obliged  i 
the  humiliating  confession  that  there  is  no  public  school  housi 
the  property  of  the  district,  and  no  public  school  that  is  woi 
name.  True,  there  is  an  old  academy  that  is  used  for  distr

I  good  of  the  schools ;  and  the  diflSculty  of  obtaining  suitable  per- 
iri  should  all  the  more  induce  those  in  power  to  hold  such 'as  are 
lly  competent.  A  few  dollars  should  not  stand  in  the  way  of  em- 
ying  a  snitable  person  to  occupy  the  highly  important  position  of 
chcr  of  a  public  school. 

rhe  County  Examiners  have  done  me  good  service  in  assisting  to 
imine  and  license  teachers.  The  amount  of  money  raised  by  taxa- 
a  in  the  township  for  the  school  year  1866,  is  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
s,  and  the  amount  of  State  and  revenue  fund  is  eight  hundred  and 
enty-two  dollars  and  twenty  cents;  making  in  all,  two  thousand 
ee  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars  and  twenty  cents, 
rhey  have  raised  for  repairing  and  building  school  houses  one 
lusand  dollars.  We  have  in  our  township  twenty-two  districts. 
[  but  one  of  the  schools  have  been  kept  open  for  the  year,  and  that 
trict  has  built  them  a  good  school  house. 

rhe  average  number  of  months  the  schools  have  been  kept  open 
ring  the  past  year  are  nine.  Five  of  the  schools  have  been  kept 
?n  twelve  months ;  fourteen  have  been  kept  open  nine  months ;  four 
re  been  kept  open  six  months. 

[  have  visited  the  schools  once,  and  some  of  them  tAvice  the  past  six 
nths.  The  books  used  for  instruction  in  reading,  are  Sander's 
ond,  third  and  fourth,  and  some  of  To^vn's  series.  The  principal 
thmetics  are  Colbern's  and  Stodard's  mental,  Thompson's,  Davis' 
1  Robinson's  series ;  geography,  MitchelFs,  Morris's  and  Smith's;

rhe  number  of  scholars  attending  for  some  part  of  the  year,  be- 
3en  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteen,  is  one  thousand  and  three. 
The  number  of  teachers  employed  for  the  past  year  was  thirty-eight, 
rteen  males  and  twenty-four  females.     Some  of  the  females  were 
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hired  fr'^  three  months.    The  average  wages  of  the  males  was

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  progress  of  public  education  in 
of  the  State  is  very  much  retarded  for  the  want  of  suitah] 
buildings.

far  inferior  to  the  buildings  erected  at  this  time,  for  the  prot 
cattle  or  hogs.  They  are  void  of  play  grounds  and  the  n( 
that  civilization  demands. 

Our  school  law  should  require  each  school  district  to  have 
buildings  and  grounds;  school  houses  and  their  surroundim 
be  enticing  to"  children.  Another  great  obstacle  is  the  1 
teachers  that  will  work  for  the  least  money,  without  consu 
applicant's  ability ;  these  dilTculties  exist  and  must  be^i 
Trustees  should  demand  well  cpialified  and  experienced  teac 
willing  to  give  them  a  fair  c<^impensation  for  their  services ;  i 
parents  take  an  interest  in  tlicir  schools  hitherto  unknowTi. 
of  no  good  school  in  which  its  patrons  do  not  take  an  intei 
trasting  greatly  to  that  manifested  in  districts  where  poor  bcI 
through  the  incapacity  of  teaeliers. 

Our  State  is  far  behind  soiiu^  of  her  sister  states  in  her  edi 
system.  AVe  have  too  many  school  officers,  they  merely  ( 
hinder  the  working  of  Our  educational  machinery.  Tnsteac 
county  examiners  and  a  superintendent  in  each  township,  the 
be  but  one  efficient  superintendent  for  the  county,  having  t 
charge  of  all  the  public  schools,  making  this  his  only  bnsii 
receiving  a  salary  that  will  amply  repay  him.  The  salarii 
town  superintendents  are  inad<'(piate ;  if  he  wishes  to  visit  a  i 
van  hire  a  horse  for  al>out  three  dollars  a  aay,  and  at  the  clo 
year  will  receive  one  dollar  for  each  day^s  service,  provide 
made  less  than  fifty  visits:  under  such  circumstances  it  caun 
jjected  that  they  will  add  mucli  to  the  progress  of  education, 

In  my  opinion  it  would  be  better  for  the  cause  of  educs 
tlie  health  of  children,  to  have  some  well  qualified  pei*son  to  1 
the  condition  of  our  school  houses,  than  so  raanv  useless  anc 
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Brintendents  and  other  ofScers  to  attend  to  the  schools.  Although 
as  been  detrimental  to  my  pecuniary  interest,  I  have  endearored 
lo  my  dnty*  in  visiting  the  schools.  Notwithstanding  the  many 
piers  in  the  way,  we  have  some  active  and  persevering  teachers ; 

I  wish  to  express  my  entire  satisfaction  for  the  untiring  energy 

ability  of  a  portion  of  our  female  teachers, 
'eacher's  institutes  have  been  of  great  benefit  to  this  county,  and 
igret  we  have  been  unable  to  hold  one  this  year.

The  condition  of  our  school  houses  is  the  same  as  when  last  re- 
ported. Our  tcjachers  are  all  lic'ensQd,  and  are  efficient  and  satisfac- 
tory in  the  performance  of  their  laborious  duties  The  usual  branches 
taught  are — spelling,  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  English 
grammar  and  algebra.  There  has  been  some  changes  in  teachers,  but 
the  most  of  them  are  the  same  as  tlie  three  last  years,  and  one  of  the 
male  teachers  has  taught  public  schools  in  the  township  over  twelve 
years. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  I  have  endeavored  to  answer  the 
law  in  the  foregoing  report,  not  having  received  circulars  as  usually 
famished  by  State  Superintendents.

I  have  visited  regularly  each  school  once  a  quarter,  and  someti 
twice.  Some  of  the  trustees  visit  the  school  frequently,  and  some 
at  all.  Registers,  according  to  law,  are  regularly  kept  in  each 
trict.  We  have  maps  and  blackboards  in  all  the  schools,  globe 
three. 

We  have  five  school  houses  in  our  township  ;  one  of  brick,  an 
two  rooms ;  one  frame  building,  of  two  rooms,  in  good  repair ;

Dear  Sir  : — In  making  my  second  animal  report  of  the  com 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  our  township,  1  am  happy  to  say  that 
more  interest  manifested  in  the  cause  of  education  than  the  pre 
year,  more  particularly  in  districts  Nos.  4  and  5,  while  in  dk 
Xos.  1,  2  and  3,  owing  to  a  want  of  co-operation  among  the  Tru 
there  is  not  that  interest  felt  that  should  Ije.  In  district  No.  3,  £ 
has  been  taught  three  quarters — last  winter  by  a  male  teacher 
was  employed  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of  part  of  the  district 
consequently,  had  a  small  school,  and  taught  only  one  quarter 
April  last  a  very  excellent  female  teacher  took  the  school,  and  t 
two  quarters,  had  a  large  school,  and  was  quite  successful ;  but  ( 
to  causes  mentioned  above,  the  school  is  now  vacant.  District 
is  small,  with  hardly  scholars  enough  to  support  a  school.  The 
ploy  a  female  teacher,  and  have  kept  the  school  open  two  qua 
In  district  No.  2  there  has  been  no  school  all  summer,  but  they 
just  engaged  a  male  teacher  for  the  winter.  In  districts  4  and 
have  good  teachers,  both  female,  and  keep  the  school  open  a 
year. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  employed  two  male  and  six  difi 
female  teachers,  the  latter  proving  the  most  competent  and  su 
ful.  I  am  in  favor  of  employing  female  teachci*s  generally  in  p 
ence  to  males,  all  my  experience  and  observation  proving  th£ 
former  are  better  adapted  by  nature  as  teachers  of  the  young. 

Our  school  houses  are  entirely  unsuital)le  to  the  wants  of  th 
being  old,  uncomfortable,  inconvenient,  and  constantly  wantir 
pairs — without  play  grounds,  and  destitute  of  the  attractions  so  i 
sary  to  the  minds  of  tire  young.  I  have  visited  the  schools  onc( 
in  some  cases  two  or  three  times  each  quarter,  and  with  good  r 
to  both  teacher  and  scholars,  and  have  endeavored  to  induce  pi 
and  trustees  to  do  the  same.  I  require  each  teacher  to  keep  a 
ter,  and  make  out  a  report  at  the  end  of  each  term. 

When  I  entered  upon  my  duties  as  Superintendent  last  year, 
commended  singing  in  the  schools  as  a  recreation,  and,  as  fai 
has  been  complied  with,  has  had  a  pleasing  and  beneiicial  eiTe< 
wish  it  might  be  adopted  by  every  school  in  the  State.  Thi 
nothing,  to  my  mind,  that  so  relieves  the  monotony  of  the  school 
as  to  strike  up  a  lively  melody,  requiring  all  the  children  to  jc 
This,  at  times,  might  be  varied  with  pieces  of  a  sacred  charact 
circumstances  should  require.

raise  them  to  a  much  higher  standard. 
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In  answer  to  question  second — We  must  make  our  schools  attrac- 
ve,  l)y  having  comfortable  and  pleasant  school  houses,  with  suitable 
lay  grounds  attached,  and  kind  and  efficient  instructors,  who  will 
evote  their  whole  energies  to  their  work,  and  thus,  by  interesting 
le  child  we  enlist  the  intetest  of  the  parent.

ich  department  have  lacked  nothing  of  the  energy  and  vitality  of 
>rmer  years. 

Through  the  whole  curriculum  of  study,  by  all  the  teachers,  *'excel- 
or^'  seems  to  be  the  watchword,  and  such  being  the  case,  improve- 
lent  is  not  of  course  by  any  means  problematical. 

My  time  is  so  limited  on  account  of  pressing  business  duties  that 
n  elaborate  answer  to  your  interrogatories  will  be  out  of  my  power 
t  present.  Should  I  have  the  opportunity  shortly,  I  will  with  plea- 
are  communicate  my  opinions,  derived  from  practical  observation,  on 
ae  questions  propounded,  and  whether  these  opinions  are  Avorth  much 
r  little,  or  nothing,  you  will  be  welcome  to  them ;  concisely,  how- 
ver,  and  without  argument,  I  would  say  that  our  school  law  shoidd 
ot  limit  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  for  school  purposes,  and 
lie  pulpit  and  the  press  should  be  used  vigorously,  with  other  accom- 
anying  appropriate  local  helps,  to  secure  a  good  degree  of  interest 
n  the  part  of  parents  in  regard  to  the  education  of  their  children, 
f  all  these  means  should  fail  of  accomplishing  the  result  desired, 
hen  we  may  as  well  write '•  Ichabod"  on  our  educational  institu- 
ions,  but  that  I  hold  to  be  impossible. 

To  secure  the  services  of  active  and  efficient  teachers,  we  must  pay 
hem  a  suitable  compensation  for  their  brain  labor,  and  respect  the

I  was  elected  Town  Superintendent  last  April,  in  the  tow 
Hardwick,  Warren  county,  and  immediately  entered  upon  tl 
entrusted  to  me.  Our  township  is  not  situated  for  making  a 
vorable  report,  as  a  part  of  it  is  connected  with  districts  in  t 
townships.  There  are  in  the  township  five  entire  districts, 
parts  of  districts.  In  those  parts  of  districts  connected  with 
huysen  township  are  good  school-liouses,  where  good  schools  e 
tained  the  most  of  the  year.  Of  the  five  entire  districts,  a 
have  two  quarters  per  year,  and  three  only  one. 

There  is  but  little  interest  manifested  for  the  advancemer 
cation  in  our  town.  We  have  four  frame  and  one  stone  scho 
cheaply  constructed ;  they  are  on  the  old  plan,  but  all  con 
except  one,  which  is  about  gone  down. 

We  have  but  a  small  amount  of  public  money ;  State  fum 
and  $22.40  left  over  from  last  year,  which  makes  $113.60  for 
rent  year.  We  raise  no  money  by  tax  for  schools.  The  vott 
township  say,  by  their  actions,  *•  We  like  our  money,  and  \\ 
like  to  be  compelled  to  pay  it  for  schooling."  Some,  how 
willing  to  school  their  own  children,  but  arc  not  wiling  to  he 
to  school  theirs. 

We  have  257  children,  according  to  the  reports  of  tru 
tween  the  ages  of  five  and  eighteen  years  capable  of  attendii 
200  of  whom  do  not  attend  school  some  part  of  the  year. 

Our  teachers  are  competent  for  their  tasks,  as  far  as  book 
is  concerned,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  what  children  si 
taught,  outside  of  book  learning,  should  be  learned  from  thei 
or  guardians — at  least  the  most  of  it ;  and  further,  that  ui 
best  interests  are  looked  after  at  home,  book  learning  will 
gross  very  profitably.

2.  Parents  are  anxious  to  have  their  children  educated,  t 
anxiety  does  not  manifest  itself  in  works,  and  our  schools  ar 
means  what  they  should  be,  consequently  some  are  obliged 
their  children  away  from  home.  Here,  we  are  a  scattered 
village,  and  daily  several  of  the  children,  within  a  circuit 
miles  from  our  depot  on  the  Erie  road,  go  to  Paterson  t 
schools,  returning  every  day.  We  need  a  select  or  high  scho 
and  while  the  people  would  favor  it,  no  one  feels  like  makin] 
business  to  see  that  one  is  established.  Should  the  right  ki 
man  come  to  organize  a  school,  and  procure,  under  his  directi 
able  buildings,  he  would,  I  think,  be  welcomed,  and  the  peopl 
respond.  If  you  know  of  such  a  man,  I  should  be  happy  to  e 
acquaintance.

2.  ."  What  degree  of  interest  is  manifested  by  parents  in  re, 
the  education  of  their  children  ?" 

Answer. — About  half  of  the  parents  manifest  no  interest 
remaining  half  may  be  divided  into  various  classes,  viz : 

First. — Some  of  the  parents  are  very  warm  friends  of  ed 
and  are  always  ready  to  put  their  shouldei^  to  its  massive  wh€ 
roll  it  forward,  crying  "  Excelsior."     They  visit  the  schools 
much  good  by  encouraging  the  faithful  teacher.     These  do  i 
grudgingly  to  the  cause  of  education. 

Second. — This  class  displays  some  change.  They  are  over 
to  know  when  the  teacher  commences  to  teach  on  the  **  publ 
ey,"  and  when  they  ascertain  that  point  they  will  send  in 
children  they  can  find,  whose  age  will  admit  them  by  law,  an 
times  they  strain  the  law  pretty  well ;  thus  giving  one  teac 
work  of  three  or  four  teachers  while  this  fund  lasts.  But  as 
this  fund  is  exhausted  their  interest  is  suspended  till  the  next 
priation .  is  due.

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that  eyery  man  should  pay  for  the  education  of  his  own  children,  or 
it  them  go  without  it  I  that  it  was  not  just  to  have  free  schools." 
rill  such  expressions  come  from  the  heart  of  a  true  philanthropist  ? 
think  you  will  readily  coincide  with  me  in  answering,  No !  Their 
leory  will  not  bear  the  test,  yet  it  adds  to  the  discouragement  of  the 
^her.  I  will  give  you  one  instance  of  the  non-appreciation  of  the 
lacher's  labors,  by  some  men  of  other  professions,  from  whom  we 
ight  expect  something  better.  About  a  year  since,  I  heard  a 
lacher  say  to  a  minister:  "My  labors  are  very  rigid."  "Hal" 
id  the  D.  D.,  "  your  work  is  nothing  in  comparison  to  mine.  Why, 
r,  I  almost  have  to  work  my  brains  out  here,  you  don't  know  any- 
dug  about  working  with  the  mind,  you  have  your  hours,  and  then 
>u  ar*  ''  igh,  while  I  must  be  at  it  all  the  time."  How  did  that 
ncharitable  D.  D.  know  the  teacher's  duties  were  not  as  arduous  as 
is  ?  Perhaps  he  was  once,  one  of  those  "  careless,  lazy,  stand  still" 
achers,  who  never  think  of  training  the  rising  generation  in  such  a 
anner  as  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  dissipated,  and  worse  than 
ieless  appendages  to  the  surface  of  the  earth,  and  judged  from  that, 
lat  the  teacher  had  nothing  to  do.  1  am  sorry  there  are  any  such 
achei^.  But  this  teacher  was  not  one  of  that  kind ;  he  was  an 
lergetic  man,  whose  heart  was  in  the  cause  of  education.  "  Thank 
roviclence,"  the  number  of  such  teachers  is  increasing. 
Teachers,  to  be  efficient  in  their  calling,  and  an  honor  to  their  pro- 
ssion,  must  work  with  a  zest,  that  will  not  only  make  them  equal 
>,  but  surpass  the  requirements  of  the  day  in  which  they  live.  They 
lould  constantly  and  ardently  labor  to  throw  oflF  the  yoke  of  bond- 
fe  from  the  youthful  mind,  which  makes  them  slaves  to  vice  and 
norance.  They  should  zealously  endeavor  to  break  the  hard  tough 
aks  of  mental  oppression,  and  give  the  rising  generation  freedom  to 
rink  deep  of  the  pleasant  waters  of  the  "  pierian  spring,"  and  bask 
.  the  smiling  rays  of  the  light  of  wisdom  and  virtue. 
3.  "  What  is  the  condition  of  your  dchool  buildings?" 
.Answer. — About  one-fourth  of  them  are  so  poor  as  not  to  be  worthy 

■  the  name  of  a  school  house,  another  fourth  will  do,  three-eights  are 
X)d,  and  one-eighth  are  very  fine  buildings,  and  a  credit  to  our 
)unty.    These  are  approximate  estimations. 

4  "  Should  any  changes  be  made  in  our  school  law  ?" 
Answer. — I  think  there  should.  I  would  suggest  that  an  act  be 
assed  repealing  the  acts  providing  for  town  superintendents  and 
)mmissioner8 ;  not  that  I  feel  ungrateful  to  them  for  their  services, 
»r  some  of  them  Mye  done  much  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools,  yet 
il  are  not  as  actiw ;  and  in  lieu  of  them,  for  the  general  promotion 

■  the  cause  of  education,  providing  a  county  superintendent  for  each 
)unty,  whose  salary  should  be  a  sufficient  support  to  enable  him  to 
ive  his  entire  attention  to  the  public  schools  of  his  county,  and  that 
3  need  not  cn«,nige  in  other  occupations  to  procure  a  living.  His  du- 
es should  be  to  hold  at  least  one  examination  in  each  township  in 
le  eounty,  each  year.    This  examination  to  be  conducted  in  writing 
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to  avoid  all  partiality  among  the  applicants  for  examinatioi 
county  superintendent  should  grant  three  grades  of  cert 
Further  it  should  be  his  duty  to  visit  every  school  in  the  com 
times  each  year,  taking  about  four  schools  in  a  day,  making  tv 
private  suggestions  to  the  teacher  he  may  deem  necessary,  i 
remarks  to  the  pupils  and  parents,  if  present,  he  may  think  be 
He  should  also  see  that  the  schools  have  everything  which 
vided  by  the  law  for  the  promotion  of  education.  It  should 
}u8  duty  to  report  to  the  State  Superintendent,  and  meet  th 
Board  of  Education  as  often  as  required  by  them.  He  shou 
his  oflBce  the  same  length  of  time  as  the  State  Superintendent 
removed  by  the  State  Superintendent  for  incompetency  or  un 
ness  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Further,  to  remove  all  political  intrigues,  the  county  Superi 
should  be  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  or  by  tl 
Superintendent.  The  county  Superintendent  should  be  a 
strictly  virtuous  and  temperate  habits,  who,  while  he  should 
troduce  sectarian  principles,  which  in  some  cases  have  pr< 
deleterious  to  the  cause  of  education,  should  insist  upon  the 
degree  of  morality,  and  the  highest  respect  for  the  benign  bei 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  county.  He  should  be  one  of  tl 
active  and  efficient  teachers  of  the  county  in  which  he  is  ap] 
Other  duties,  than  those  I  have  named,  might  be  assigned  hin 
State  Superintendent  or  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Second — I  think  an  act  should  be  passed  to  provide  an  ad 
amount  to  the  school  fund  sufficient,  to  make  the  schools  free  t 
out  the  State  during  that  part  of  the  year,  or  the  same  time  t 
mal  School  is  open  (allowing  the  month  of  July  or  August  f( 
tion).  The  money  should  be  paid  from  the  State  Treasury 
funded  by  laying  a  tax  on  the  real  estate  and  personal  propert 
State. 

There  are  a  great  many  teachers  in  the  State  who  have  ne 
the  benefit  of  a  Normal  training,  many  of  whom  are  very  goo( 
ers.  I  suggest  for  their  good,  and  for  the  benefit  of  every  teac 
child  in  the  State,  and  to  avoid  trouble  when  children  move  fi 
district  to  another — that  the  State  Board  of  Education  mai 
course  of  study  and  a  general  programme,  that  may  be  adapte 
grades  of  schools  and  to  every  school  in  the  State.  They  shoi 
make  out  a  catalogue  of  the  most  systematic  and  best  text  bool 
found,  for  the  use  of  schools. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  or  the  State  Superintendent 
make  out  a  form  of  an  agreement  between  teachers  and  trus 
protect  teachers  from  being  defrauded  by  knavish  trustees,  w 
fortunately  for  all  in  the  district,  are  sometimes  elected — t 
about  one  teacher  in  a  hundred  has  a  written  agreement  ^ 
trustees.  Much  has  been  done  tliis  year  in  Hunterdon  count 
1  suppose  as  much  more  in  other  counties),  to  awaken  an  intc 
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Tents,  schools  and  teachers,  and  to  arouse  the  teachers  to  action, 
hope  the  time  will  soon  come  when  every  hindrance  to  the  cause  of

emarks  RelaUng   to    the  Condition  of   Schools  in   the  County  of 

Hunterdon, 

There  has  been  more  attention  given  to  the  subject  of  education 
iring  the  past  year  than  has  usually  been  manifest  in  this  county, 
id  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  continue  to  increase.  The  organ- 
ition  of  the  Teachers'  Society  for  the  county  of  Hunterdon,  which 
ok  place  in  January,  1865,  was  an  act  that  has  done  more  toward 
wakening  teachers,  and  the  people  generally,  to  a  sense  of  the  ne- 
ssity  of  a  better  system  of  popular  education  in  our  county  than  any 
,e  thing  ever  established  here.  Through  this  instrumentality  teach- 
s  are  l3ecoming  more  enthusiastic  in  their  business,  devoting  more 
ne  to  perfecting  themselves  in  the  art  of  teaching,  and  spend  more 
ne  in  conversing  with  parents  and  friends  of  education  generally, 
ereby  drawing  the  attoFntion  of  the  populace  more  particularly  to 
e  necessity  of  a  more  liberal  dissemination  of  knowledge  among  the 
sing  "generation. 

In  the  county  of  Hunterdon  there  are  about  10,692  children  be- 
tween the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen.  For  the  education  of  these 
lildren  there  is  raised  by  tax  the  sum  of  $16,913,00;  amount  re- 
ived from  State,  $4,005.99 ;  amount  received  from  other  sources, 
,627.98 ;— $22,546.97. 

The  approximate  number  of  public  schools  in  the  county  is  116,  of 
hich  38  maintain  a  teacher  four  quarters  in  a  year;  18  are  kept 
)en  three  terms  in  a  year,  while  the  remaining  64  are  closed  the 
-eater  part  of  the  year.  If  we  had  a  smaller  number  of  school  dis» 
icts  it  would  be  better  for  the  cause  of  education.  At  present  many 
stricts  are  so  small  and  contain  so  few  pupils,  that  it  is  with  diffi- 
ilty  that  a  school  can  be  kept  up  by  it — hence  so  many  vacancies. 
In  regard  to  the  series  of  questions  asked  the  examiners  and  visit- 
's, I  submit  the  following  as  my  opinion : 

1st.  "  Do  you  succeed  in  securing  the  services  of  active  and  effi- 
ent  teachers  ?    If  not,  why  ?" 

In  answering  this  question  I  hardly  feel  safe  in  saying  that  one- 
nrth  of  the  teachers  in  this  county  are  fully  qualified  for  their  busi- 
5S3 ;  and  yet  I  am  quite  sure  we  have  as  good  a  corps  of  teachers 
I  our  neighbors.  The  reason  of  this,  it  appears  to  me,  is,  that  until 
lis  year  there  has  been  no  particular  literary  qualifications  demanded 
'  applicants  for  schools,  and  the  people  have  employed  as  teachers 
lose  whom  they  could  hire  for  the  least  possible  salary.  This  has 
rought  into  our  school  houses  many  who  are  too  young  to  be  success- 
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fill  teachers,  even  if  they  had  the  literary  attainments  to  do  we 
properly  matured.  Yet  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  tl 
general  thing  our  poor  teachers  are  the  young  alone.  Th 
many  individusds  who  claim  to  have  tauglit  for  many  years, 
upon  examination  they  are  tound  to  be  as  illy  qualified  for  t 
as  it  is  possible  to  be.  The  want  of  a  standard  of  qualifica 
gether  with  the  smallness  of  the  sum  ofiFered  to  teachers,  has 
about  this  state  of  affairs,  and  the  only  way  to  remedy  it  is 
the  standard ;  to  require  every  person  to  be  able  to  pass  a 
examination,  and  show  ability  to  teach  before  he  or  she  can 
sidered  an  applicant  for  a  public  school.  The  standard  was 
in  this  county  not  quite  six  months  ago,  but  the  benefits  of  it, 
this  early  hour,  are  quite  apparent  and  very  encouraging, 

2nd.  "  What  degree  of  interest  is  manifested  by  parents  in 
to  the  education  of  their  children?" 

In  regard  to  the  education  of  the  rising  generation,  the  pec 
in  a  state  of  lethargy.  The  farmers  and  mechanics  think, 
children  go  to  school  one  quarter  in  a  year,  they  have  a  chan 
enough  to  acquire  all  the  learning  that  will  be  of  any  use  1 
and  the  opinion  universally  prevails  that  too  much  learning 
thing.  Professional  men,  with  a  few  rare  exceptions,  are  as 
-ooncerning  the  general  education  of  the  rising  generation 
farmers  and  mechanics,  although  a  respectable  proportion  gi 
children  the  advantages  of  the  higher  schools. 

3d.  "  What  is  the  condition  of  your  school  buildings?'' 

Although  a  large  number  of  our  school  houses  are  old,  and 
fit  for  use,  yet  wo  have  much  to  encourage  us  in  this  di 
Within  a  few  years,  there  has  been  a  large  number  of  old  bi 
torn  down,  and  new  ones,  of  good  size,  and  substantial,  bu 
the  most  improved  plans,  erected  in  their  places.  The  new  b 
generally  are  very  well  supplied  with  blackboards  and  mi 
globes  are  rarely  found  in  the  school  buildings  of  this  county. 

4th.  "  Should  any  changes  be  made  in  our  school  law?" 

At  present  the  school  law  requires  that  the  Board  of  Chose 
holders  shall  elect  and  choose  two  persons,  who  shall  cons 
Board  of  Examiners  and  Visitors,  and  who,  in  common  ^i 
town  superintendents,  shall  examine  and  license  suitable  pe] 
teachers  of  the  public  schools. 

Now,  under  such  circumstances,  the  best  recommendation  i 
date  for  county  examiner  can  have  is,  that  he  is  a  good  politi 
qualification  rarely  possessed  by  a  person  fit  for  this  office 
Board  of  Freeholders  are  rarely  qualified  to  ascertain  who  j 
who  are  not  fit  for  the  business  of  examining  and  licensing- 
say  they  would  not  put  themselves  to  any  trouble  to  ascertain 
could.  The  consequence  of  this  frequently  is — and  so  far  a 
ascertain  generally  is — that  the  individuals  appointed  are 
qualified  for  their  business,  some  of  them  never  having  been 
ers,  or  if  they  have  taught  it  has  been  a  long  while  since,  and 
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aye  taken  no  interest  in  teaching,  and,  as  a  nataral  consequence, 
annot  tell,  even  if  they  try  to  examine  an  individual,  whether  he  or 
fie  is  fitted  for  the  })usine88  in  which  he  or  she  wishes  to  engage, 
'his  evil  ought  to  be  remedied  by  legislation.  I  am  satisfied  that  an 
ct  authorizing  the  teachers  of  the  several  counties  to  form  themselves 
ito  societies  (which  societies  shall  be  subject  to  regulations  approved 
y  the  State  Board  of  Education),  and  to  elect  from  their  number,  by 
allotj  a  board  of  experienced  teachers,  who  shall  oflSciate  as  exam- 
lers  and  visitors  in  and  for  the  several  counties,  will,  to  a  great  ex* 
mt,  remedy  this  diflBculty.

Dear  Sir  : — I  regret  very  much  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  for 
le  county  of  Monmouth  were  not  able  to  complete  the  work  assigned 
lem  by  the  middle  of  October,  when  duty  made  it  necessary  for  me 
)  change  my  residence  as  above  indicated.  The  Board,  as  soon 
3  they  were  notified  of  their  appointment,  opened  a  correspond- 
ace  with  the  Superintendents  of  the  several  townships,  assuring 
lem  of  their  willingness  to  consult  their  convenience  as  to  the  time 
nd  place,  but  at  the  same  time  urging  the  necessity  of  prompt  and 
nergetic  action  in  securing  to  their  teachers  the  required  credentials, 
^e  are  happy  to  report  that,  with  one  exception,  the  Superintend- 
nts  responded  favorably,  and  gave  their  cordial  co-operation  in  pros- 
cuting  the  work  of  the  Board.  This  plan  once  organized,  the  Board 
^ere  enabled  to  visit  all  the  townships  in  three  or  four  weeks,  and 
fford  an  opportunity  of  being  examined  with  very  little  inconve- 
ience  to  themselves.  A  few  neglected  their  opportunity,  and  made 
irther  provision  necessary.  We  were  not  aware  that  certificates  for 
sachers  of  difierent  grades  were  provided.  It  would  have  relieved 
8  of  considerable  perplexity.  The  few  who  were  quite  deficient  we 
censed,  with  the  condition  expressly  stipulated  that  they  were  to  be 
B-cxamined  in  a  short  time,  which  was  specified  in  writing  and  ap- 
ended  to  their  certificates  The  examinations,  on  an  average,  con- 
inued  about  four  hours.  In  four  of  the  townships  the  teachers  were 
n  all  respects  admirably  proficient.  In  several  places  prominent  cit- 
?ens  were  present  and  witnessed  the  examinations,  very  much  to  our 
ratification  and  encouragement.  We  think  that  if  a  similar  course 
hall  be  pursued  for  a  few  years,  an  enthusiasm  and  emulation  will 
esult  which  could  not  be  expected  from  the  old  system.  We  do  not 
now  what  compensation  the  Freeholders  will  consider  our  work  en- 
itled  to.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  our  functions  were  new  to  the  i 
could  not  make  our  examinations  for  the  first  time,  anythiu 
to  make  them  severe  would  upturn  established  things,  a 
conviction  is,  that  next  year  many  of  the  teachers  of  the  c 
be  competent  for  higher  usefulness. 

One  difficulty  we  labored  under  was  that  the  i)lank  li 
not  admit  of  grades,  consequently  there  was  an  apparent 
second  rate  teachers  holding  the  same  license  with  the  fii*st 

We  find  the  degree  of  interest  held  by  parents  in  educi 
on  the  increase,  although  in  too  many  instances  the  condll 
school  buildings  is  anything  but  reputable.

SUSSEX  COUNTY. 

Dear  Sir: — As  this  is  the  first  year  examiners  have  been  ap- 
inted  in  the  county  of  Sussex,  we  had  not  much  reason  to  expect 
it  the  educational  machinery  would  readily  adjust  itself  to  this  long 
glected  part  of  the  State  system.  The  result  has  proved  an  agree- 
le  surprise.  With  two  exceptions  (one  on  account  of  absence)  all 
5  town  superintendents  have  co-operated  with  us  promptly  and  cor- 
illy.    The  desire  to  pass  creditable  examinations  has  incited  the 
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teachers  to  application,  and  thus  increased  their  efficiency,  whi 
incorrigibly  stupid  ones  have  been  ^-ejected  or  deterred  from 
tion.  Many  who  took  a  second  or  third  grade  certificate  ] 
pressed  a  determination  to  qualify  themselves  for  a  first  gra 
year.  This  is  a  good  beginning ;  it  must  result  in  a  short 
very  appreciable  advantages. 

With  regard  to  our  school  houses,  we  would  report  that  s( 
of  them  are  good,  others  passable,  but  many  of  them  positii 
graceful.

Accidents  fob  the  Year  1866. 

January  9. — The  engine  "  Granville,"  built  at  the  New  Jersey  Lo- 
comotive Works,  exploded  her  boiler  while  standing  on  side  track  at 
Janction  Station,  waiting  for  the  7:20  A.  M.  passenger  train  from 
Easton  to  paas,  causing  the  instant  death  of  George  M.  Rogers,  en- 
gineer; Thomas  Snyder,  fireman;  and  injuring  Benjamin  Bates,  one 
of  the  brakemen,  so  severely  that  he  died  within  twenty-four  hours. 
March  26. — John  Marvin,  laborer  on  track,  was  run  over  and  in- 
stantly killed  at  Bay  Cemetery,  by  fast  line  bound  east. 

April  17. — At  Phillipsburg  Station,  Mrs.  Caroline  Kaufinan,  while 
engaged  in  picking  up  coal  on  the  track,  stepped  in  front  of  some 
coal  cars  that  were  being  drilled,  and  was  knocked  down,*run  over, 
and  so  injured  that  she  died  on  the  21st  inst.  No  blame  is  attached 
to  the  trainmen.  James  Vandergrift,  engineer ;  still  in  the  employ 
of  the  company. 

April  30. — ^A  colored  woman  named  Nancy  Terrell,  while  engaged 
in  picking  up  coal  on  the  track  at  Elizabeth,  near  Meadow  street, 
stepped  from  the  south  to  the  north  track  to  let  train  pass,  and  was 
struck  by  the  pilot  of  the  engine  of  the  11  A.  M.  train  from  New 
York,  thrown  from  the  track,  and  so  injured  that  she  died  in  a  short 
time.  No  blame  is  attached  to  the  trainmen.  Edward  Scott,  en- 
gineer; T.  C.  Littell,  conductor;  both  still  in  the  employ  of  the  com- 
pany? 

May  30. — At  Junction  Station,  Mr.  Joseph  Beaver,  brakeman,  in 
the  employ  of  the  Company,  in  attempting  to  couple  two  cars  was 
caught  between  them  and  instantly  killed. 

June  4. — A  girl  nine  years  old,  named  Eliza  OarlauflF,  was  run  over 
on  one  of  the  side  tracks  at  Elizabeth,  by  some  coal  cars,  while  the 
engine  was  shifting  them  in. 

July  17. — John  Cattegon,  while  walking  on  the  track,  was  run 
over  by  the  4:30  P.  M.  train  from  New  i  ork,  near  Bergen  station, 
and  instantly  killed.  No  blame  attached  to  the  Company  by  the  cor- 
oner^s  jury.  J.  C.  Little,  conductor ;  James  Clark,  engineer;  both 
still  in  the  employ  of  the  company. 

July  18 — A  Mrs.  N.  Robins,  while  walking  over  Bound  Brook 
Bridge,  was  struck  by  the  6:15  P.  M.  train  from  New  York,  and 
knocked  off  the  bridge;  both  of  her  feet  had  to  be  amputated.  She 
was  about  sixty  years  of  age,  and  resided  in  Rockland  county.  No 
blame  attached  to  the  Company.  William  M.  Smith,  engineer ;  G. 
P.  Doughty,  conductor ;  both  Still  in  the  employ  of  the  Company. 

July  21. — A  Mrs.  Riley  while  walking  on  the  track,  was  run  over 
opposite  Warren  Foundry,  Phillipsburg,  by  an  extra  train,  and  in- 
stantly killed.  No  blame  attached  to  the  Company.  E.  Champlain, 
conductor,  ahd  engineer  still  in  the  employ  of  the  Company. 

August  .16. — Mr.  John  Devlin,  Section  Master  on  Bound  Brook 
section,  while  walking  on  his  division,  stepped  from  south  track  on  to 
north  track  to  avoid  down  train,  and  was  run  over  and  instantly 
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killed  by  an  up  train  which  he  did  not  notice  cq[>proaching;  he  had 
been  in  the  employ  of  the  Company  some  ten  years,  and  was  the 
best  track  master  on  the  road.  M.  Martines,  conductor,  and  engi- 
neer still  in  the  employ  of  the  Company. 

August  20. — A  Mrs.  Mary  GalTney  was  found  on  the  track  by  the 
watchman,  atSomerville  station,  dead,  at  3  o'clock;  si^>06ed to  have 
been  struck  by  the  engine  running  D.  L.  &  W.  express  freight,  whioii 
passed  there  about  12  o'clock.  John  Clark,  engineer ;  H.  H.  Bishop, 
conductor;  still  in  the  employ  of  the  Company. 

August  24. — Mr.  Metoger,  a  German,  employed  at  Warren  Fom- 
dry,  while  walking  on  uie  track  was  run  over  by  tiie  9  A.  M.  line 
from  New  York,  on  the  sharp  curve  near  Stucker's  Crossing,  and  ia- 
stantly  killed.  Verdict,  accidental  death.  B.  F.  Libby,  ^igineor; 
P.  J.  Nichols,  conductor;  both  still  in  the  employ  of  the  Company. 

August  28. — ^At  Spence  Run,  Mr.  A.  A.  McNair,  while  attemi^Bg 
to  jump  on  to  engine  *'  Middlesex,"  as  it  was  passing  the  station,  iidl 
over  some  k^s  of  spikes  on  to  tiie  track,  the  tender  run  oyer  one  of 
his  lejgs  and  otherwise  injured  him  so  that  he  died  the  next  day.  L 
A.  Kite,  conductor  and  engineer ;  still  in  the  employ  of  the  Compaiij. 

September  24. — Bernard  Downy,  in  charge  of  one  of  the  drillii^f 
engines,  in  attempting  to  uncouple  a  freight  car  from  tiie  engine,  on 
the  first  street  crossing  at  Elizabethport,  while  the  engine  was  rui- 
ning, caught  his  foot  between  the  rail  and  guard  rail  of  the  frog 
which  held  him  fast,  and  he  was  run  over  and  instantly  killed.  0e 
left  a  wife  aiid  five  children;  no  blame  attached  to  engineHiaD. 
Charles  Tilsen,  engineer ;  still  in  the  employ  of  the  Company. 

October  6. — Mr.  Rodenmeyer,  quite  an  old  man,  was  nm  over  by 
a  coal  train,  near  the  glass  factory  in  Elizabeth,  and  instantly  killed. 
He  was  picking  up  c<^  on  the  track  and  was  somewhat  deaf.  Lewii 
A.  Rites,  conductor  and  engineer ;  still  m  the  employ  of  the  Con- 
fiany* 

October  13. — ^At  junction,  Mr.  Wilson  Cool,  brakeman,  in  the  en- 

eay  of  tjie  Company,  in  attempting  to  get  on  the  engine  "  Nov 
arket "  while  in  motion,  slipped  under  the  wheels  and  had  both  kgi 
cut  off,  and  died  in  about  seven  hours  after,  he  was  19  years  of  age. 

November  30.— Near  Communipaw,  Philip  Hearty,  employed  at 
the  stock  yard,  was  walking  on  tiie  south  track  and  stepped  on  the 
iHMrth  track  to  avoid  3:15  train  from  Elizabeth,  and  was  struck  by  the 
engine  of  the  3:30  P.  M.  train  from  New  York,  died  within  foi^ 
fight  hours  from  effect  of  ii\juries  received.

— An  unknown  man  attempted  to  cross  the  track  at 
Edgewater,  in  front  of  the  3:30  A.  M.  line  from  Amboy,  and  was 
struck  by  the  engine,  injuring  him  slightly.  Joseph  0.  Stratton^ 
conductor ;  F.  Peacock,  engineer ;  both  retained  by  the  Company.

— As  the  engine  No.  29  was  backing  from  the  engine  house, 
Jersey  City,  to  the  depot,  a  boy  named  Peter  Keeney,  in  attempting 
to  get  on  the  draw  bar  in  the  rear  of  the  engine,  unbeknown  to  the 
engineer,  fell  from  it  and  was  instantly  killed.    B.  Rossell,  engineer. 

April  21. — A  brakeman  named  Hendrickson,  of  the  12:10  freight 
train  from  New  York,  fell  from  the  top  of  a  car  near  Centre  street^ 
and  died  shortly  after.     George  Woolsey,  engineer. 

May  4. — A  Mr.  Henry  White,  attempting  to  cross  ^tife  track  at 
West  End,  near  Bergen  Cut,  his  wagon  was  struck  by  the  A.  M. 
Philadelphia  train.  Mr.  White  was  throwi  out,  injuring  his  head. 
He  was  admonished  by  the  flagman  that  the  train  was  approaching. 
Allen  Grinstead,  conductor ;  Charles  Hutten,  engineer. 

March  13. — As  the  1:45  P.  M.  train  from  Elizabeth  was  approach- 
ing Waverly,  in  consequence  of  the  switeh  being  misplaced  the  engine 
ran  in  on  the  coal  track  at  tl^at  station ;  the  brakeman,  named  Geoige 
Ash,  had  two  of  his  toes  cut  oflF  between  the  bumpers.  James  Mor- 
risen,  conductor ;  P.  Mofiatt,  engineer. 

June  5. — A  man  named  John  Riley  jumped  from  the  9:30  train 
when  approaching  Centre  street,  while  the  train  was  in  motion;  tie 
wheels  ran  over  one  leg.  He  was  sent  to  his  residence.  James  E. 
Field,  conductor. 

June  11. — As  the  2:10  P.  M.  freight  train  from  Chestnut  street, 
Newark,  was  proceeding  toward  Market^street,  a  little  boy,  named 
John  Wolfyer,  about  eight  years  old,  was  killed  while  attempting  to 
get  on  the  cars  while  in  motion,  unbeknown  to  the  conductor,  N.  Bar- 
ring. 

June  19. — As  the  6:20  P.  M.  (Adams  Express)  train  was  passing 
out  of  BergCA  Cut,,  James  Houghton,  the  fireman,  fell  from  the  engine 
while  oiling  and  was  killed.     Bergen,  conductor. 

July  4. — A  man  jumped  from  the  3:30  P.  M.  train  from  New  York, 
near  Hamilton  street,  Newark,  while  the  tmin  was  in  motion ;  slightly 
injured  in  the  head  and  one  foot ;  he  said  he  was  from  Chatham. 
Robert  DeGraw,  conductor. 

July  11. — A  man  named  William  Dugan  was  struck  by  the  11:15 
train  out  at  Prospect  street,  Jersey  City ;  he  lived  but  a  few  minuteB 
after.    Thomas  B.  Cox,  conductor ;  E.  Page,  engineer. 
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July  13. — ^A  man  named  McD6rmott,  of  Elizabeth,  in  attempting  to 
cross  the  track  at  South  Broad  street,  Newark,  was  struck  by  the 
engine;  horse  killed;  McDermott  slightly  injured. 

July  26. — ^A  man  was  killed  by  the  5:45  train  from  Rahway,  south 
of  the  Market  street  depot,  Newark,  while  walking  on  the  track. 
Robert  DeGraw,  conductor. 

August  21. — ^A  man  named  Littleheiser,  was  struck  by  the  engine 
of  the  6  A.  M.  train  from  New  York,  while  walking  on  the  track 
near  Linden.  The  train  was  stopped,  the  man  picked  up  and  taken 
to  Rahway ;  one  arm  broken.    J.  S.  Bragg,  conductor. 

August  27. — N.  B.  D.  Hart,  conductor  of  construction  train,  was 
killed  near  New  Brunswick  by  train  running  oflF  the  track,  caused 
by  a  cow  coming  suddenly  from  the  bushes;  one  or  two  other  em* 
ployees  were  slightly  injured.

Oct.  9. — ^Two  men,  named  J.  Messier  and  J.  Herrman,  attempted 
to  cross  the  track  ahead  of  the  4:30  P.  M.  Philadelphia  train  in  a 
wagon,  were  struck  by  the  engine ;  both  horses  killed  and  both  men 
injured.  Herman  has  since  died.  They  were  admonished  not  to 
cross.

Dec.  13. — ^As  the  7:10  P.  M.  train  was  entering  the  Market  street 
depot,  two  men  jumped  from  the  train ;  one  of  them,  named  Patrick 
Clark,  had  the  calf  of  his  leg  cut  by  the  wheeL  Robert  Degraw, 
conductor. 

Dec.  11. — As  the  1  P.  M.  train  from  Newark  was  approaching  the 
Hackensack  bridge,  the  conductor  advised  two  men  who  were  stand- 
ing on  the  platform  to  go  inside  of  the  train,  but  they  refused ;  in  a 
few  minutes  they  both  fell  off,  one  of  them,  named  William  Carrigan* 
ftlling  through  the  bridge,  and  the  other,  a  Mr.  S.  L.  Reed,  from 
Newark,  was  killed. 

Dec.  25. — A  man  named  Theodore  Woodruff,  of  Newton,  fell  froa 
the  5:45  P.  M.  train,  near  the  Fish  House,  and  was  killed.  Bobot 
DeOraw,  conductor.  r

ACCIDENTS. 

On  the  evening  of  July  19,  1866,  when  near  Cress  Kill  station,  the 
engineer  of  the  mail  train  saw  a  man  walking  on  the  track ;  the  en- 
gine struck  him,  but  he  was  caught  by  the  fireman  and  prevented 
firom  passing  under  the  train.

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VETO  MESSAGE.

Trenton,  January  30, 1867.       \ 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  State  of  Kew  Jereey : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  return,  with  my  objections,  Senate  Bill, 
No.  15,  entitled  <<  A  further  supplement  to  the  act  entitled  '  An  act 
for  the  Punishment  of  Crimes.'  " 

This  bill  is  intended  to  repeal,  and  to  be  a  substitute  for,  the  second 
and  third  sections  of  the  act  now  in  force  on  the  same  subject,  and 
entitled  "  A  supplement  to  the  act  entitled  <  An  act  for  the  Punish- 
ment^ of  Crimes,'  "  approved  April  3,  1855. 

The  second  section,  so  repeaJed,  prohibits  as  a  crime  the  giving  or 
offering  of  any  bribe  to  any  member  of  the  Senate  or  General  As- 
sembly, to  influence  his  opinion,  behavior  or  vote.  It  also  prohibits 
as  a  crime,  the  acceptance  of  such  bribe.  The  provisions  of  this 
second  section  appear  to  be  substantially  '^e-enacted  in  the  first,  sec- 
ond and  third  sections  of  the  bill  now  proposed  as  a  substitute. 
These  three  sections,  standing  by  themselves,  I  entirely  approve. 
The  fourth  and  fifth  sections,  liowever,  appear  to  me  of  so  objection- 
able a  character,  that  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  assent. 

First — ^The  third  section  of  the  act  now  in  force  is,  by  the  pro- 
posed bill,  repealed,  and  at  the  same  time  no  substitute  or  similar 
provision  is  enacted.  This  third  section  is  intended  to  prohibit  an 
offence  not  apparently  within  the  terms  of  any  other  section  of  the 
law,  viz. :  the  offence  of  giving  or  withholding  a  vote  upon  one  legis- 
lative proceeding  or  measure  in  consideration  of  a  vote  to  be  given  or 
withheld  upon  another,  lliis  offence  is  made  by  the  third  sectiiin 
now  proposed  to  be  repealed  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  imprison- 
ment or  fine.  It  is  evidently  a  mode  of  bribery  more  insidious  and 
dangerous  than  the  direct  offering  and  acceptance  of  a  gift.  It  in- 
duces, in  fact,  corrupt  action  on  two  matters  or  proceedings,  while  a 
direct  pecuniary  bribe  operates,  or  may  operate,  but  upon  one.  The 
section  in  question  is  intended  to  promote  impartial  action  upon  every 
legislative  matter  by  itself,  upon  its  merits,  and  unbiasf^ed  by  agree- 
ments to  vote  for  or  against  another,  with  which  the  matter  to  be 
acted  on  has  no  proper  or  legitimate  connection.  I  can  see  no  good 
reason  why  this  third  section  should  be  repealed,  and  the  corrupt 

1>ractice  it  is  designed  to  prohibit  become  exempted  from  express 
egal  restraints. 

Second — The  fourth  section  of  the  proposed  bill  provides  that  any 
person  charged  with  either  of  the  offences  specified  in  the  first  or 
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second  sections  thereof,  may,  if  indicted  and  tried  for  such  offence,  be 
a  witness  in  his  own  behalf  on  such  trial.  This  is  an  innoyation 
upon  the  established  mode  of  procedure  in  criminal  cases,  which,  if 
adopted  at  all,  should  be  of  general  application.  It  may  well  be 
doubted,  I  think,  if  the  prevention  of  crimes  and  the  administration 
of  justice  would  be  aided,  by  allowing  accused  persons  on  their  trial 
to  testify  for  themselves.  But,  however  this  may  be,  I  cannot 
assent  to  a  law  which  confers  upon  the  persons  named  in  this  bill, 
and  indictments  for  the  crimes  it  is  intended  to  punish,  privileges  or 
rights  not  conferred  upon  others. 

It  does  not  appear  why  a  Governor  or  a  member  of  the  Senate  or 
Assembly,  when  indicted  for  bribery  in  his  office,  should  have,  or 
should  expect,  privileges  in  his  defence  not  granted  to  those  charged 
with  no  public  confidence  or  trust.  A  distinction  would  thus  be  made 
hitherto  unknown  in  our  legal  tribunals,  and  at  variance  with  the  re- 
cognized principle  that  all  men  arc  to  be  held  "  equal  before  the  law." 

The  corruption  of  legislation  by  bribery  is  most  dangerous  to  oar 
republican  institutions,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  those  guilty  of  that 
crime  should  be  favored  above  all  other  criminals.  Few  of  those  who 
would  take  a  bribe  in  violation  of  their  oath  would  hesitate  to  take 
the  oath  that  would  rid  them  of  the  punishment. 

Third — ^The  fifth  section  of  the  proposed  bill  repeals  the  secoad 
and  third  sections  of  the  act  now  in  force,  and  thereby  exempts  from 
punishment  those  persons,  if  any  there  be,  who  may  have  become 
guilty  ot  the  crimes  which  these  sections  prohibit.  No  reason  ap- 
pears why  any  person  now  liable  to  be  punished  for  bribery  under 
either  of  these  sections  should  be  exempted  by  the  Legislature  from 
the  penalty  of  his  crime.  That  this  exemption  is  but  incidental  to, 
and  not  the  primary  object  of  such  repeal,  is  a  reason,  I  think,  why 
the  repeal,  if  made  for  the  purpose  of  substituting  other  and  similar 
provisions,  should  be  more  guarded  in  its  terms  and  effect 

F<mr/A— The  fifth  section  of  the  proposed  bill  further  enacts  "  that 
all  and  every  provision  of  the  statute  or  common  law  within  the  pur- 
view of  said  second  or  third  sections  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed." 

A  repeal  so  general  and  broad  in  its  terms  may  include  in  its  ope- 
rations results  and  inconveniences  not  intended  and  not  apparent 
from  the  bill.  An  indiscriminate  abrogation  of  all  adjudications 
heretofore  made  by  our  courts  and  included  in  the  terms  "  common 
law,"  by  which  bribery  as  a  crime  has  been  expounded  or  defined, 
seems  not  to  be  required  to  correct  any  existing  error  or  to  supply 
any  existing  defect  in  the  law  as  it  stands.  If  any  specific  correction 
is  to  be  made  or  any  defect  to  be  supplied,  legislative  provision  to 
that  end  may  be  readily  made  in  such  form  that  its  precise  scope  and 
effect  can  be  better  seen  and  considered. . 

For  the  reasons  above  stated  I  have  been  constrained  to  withhold 
my  assent  from  the  bill,  and  do  accordingly  return  it  herewith.

Trenton,  March  27, 1867.         ) 

To  the  Honorable  House  of  Assembly: 

Gentleken  : — ^I  have  received  the  accompanying  communications 
in  relation  to  the  alleged  illegal  action  of  the  Central  Railroad  Com- 
nany  of  New  Jersey,  in  the  manner  in  which  their  bridge  across 
Newark  Bay  has  been  built  and  is  maintained. 

Petitions  upon  this  subject  from  citizens  of  the  State  have  already 
been  presented  to  the  Legislature,  and  I  have  deemed  it  proper  to 
transmit  these  additional  statements  for  your  consideration. 

The  subject  is  one  of  great  importance  to  the  population  of  all  the 
counties  of  the  State  interested  in  the  navigation  of  the  Passaic  and 
Hackensack  rivers ;  and  if  wrong  is  really  being  done  as  alleged,  the 
authorities  of  the  State  should  interfere  before  the  injury  becomes 
irreparable. 

Official  action  on  the  part  of  the  public  officers  of  the  State,  how- 
ever,  should  not  be  based  upon  mere  ex  parte  statements,  but  should, 
in  all  cases  where  great  public  interests  are  aflfected  on  either  side, 
be  founded  only  on  positive  and  official  information.  I  would  there- 
fore suggest  that  an  investigation  be  had  as  to  the  real  ground  of  these 
complaints,  either  by  means  of  a  committee  of  your  own  body,  with 
power  to  procure  the  assistance  of  a  competent  engineer,  and  make  a 
report,  as  a  guide  for  the  action  of  the  State  officers,  or  in  such  other 
effective  manner  as  may  seem  best  to  your  honorable  body.

Dear  Sir: — We,  the  undersigned,  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  enclosed  petition  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  this  State  at 
its  present  session,  in  regard  to  the  bridge  erected  by  the  Central 
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Railroad  Company  of  New  Jersey  across  Newark  Bajr.  We  deem  it 
wise  to  suggest  that  the  facts  set  forth  in  said  petition  are  not  biased 
by  prejudice  against  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  New  Jersey, 
but  are  truthful  statements  of  those  things  which  our  necessary  ac- 
quaintance with  Newark  Bay  has  brought  to  our  notice ;  and  that  our 
opinion  of  the  injurious  effects  of  said  bridge  as  at  present  situated, 
upon  the  commercial  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  city  of  New. 
ark,  is  shared  by  a  large  majority  of  the  respectable  citizens  thereol 

We  beg  to  call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  the  following  facts, 
not  set  forth  in  said  petition  : 

The  Central  Railroad  Company  of  New  Jersey  have  been  for  a 
long  time,  and  are  still  depositing  large  quantities  of  mud  in  the 
mouth  of  Kill  Von  Kuil,  and  thereby  have  decreased  the  depth  of 
water  at  that  point  to  an  alarming  extent.  They  have  also  deposited 
large  quantiiies  in  the  Souad  between  Elizabeth  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Rahway  river.  Here,  where  there  were  formerly  ten  feet  of  water, 
there  is  now  none  at  all — we  speak  of  what  we  know.  Is  it  not  im- 
perative upon  us  to  consider  how  long  this  may  be  continued  befoie 
navigation  at  this  point  becomes  impossible  ?  Certainly  their  charter 
gives  them  no  right  to  make  these  deposits  to  the  permanent  injury  of 
navigation. 

We  therefore  most  respectfully,  but  earnestly,  express  our  hope 
and  desire  that  your  Excellency  will  use  your  influence  with  the  Le- 
gislature of  this  State,  to  the  end  that  such  legislation  may  be  secured, 
that  these  evils  shall  be  effectually  and  immediately  remedied ;  and 
we  also  request  that  the  Attorney  General  shall  be  commanded  to  in- 
quire by  what  right  said  bridge  has  been  erected  as  at  preseat  lo- 
cated, and  to  take  such  action  in  the  matter  as  the  premises  warrant 
We  do  this  in  the  confident  assurance  that  the  interests  of  law,  and 
the  security  of  the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  this  State,  will  ever  find  in 
their  present  Governor  a  ready  and  willing  advocate.

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To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
.  JVetr  Jersey : 

Gentlemen  : — ^I  most  respectfully  ask  your  considerate  attention 
to  a  few  plain  remarks  in  regard  to  the  mischievous  effects  produced 
by  the  bridge  erected  by  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  New  Jer- 
sey across  Newark  Bay.  It  is  with  reluctance  that  I  desire  the 
attention  of  your  honorable  body,  not  only  because  your  considera- 
tion of  this  subject  has  been  before  solicited,  but  also  because  it  may 
seem  as  if  I  was  somewhat  presumptuous  in  undertaking  thus  single- 
handed  to  combat  the  operations  of  a  powerful  and  wealthy  corpora- 
tion. I  find  my  excuse  (if  indeed  any  excuse  is  needed),  for  exposing 
the  illegal  operations  of  the  Company,  in  a  serious  conviction  of  the 
great  damage  which  the  city  of  Newark,  and  through  it  other  parts 
of  the  country,  are  sustaining  by  reason  of  this  erection.  I  assert, 
without  fear  or  possibility  of  contradiction,  that  the  bridge  erected 
by  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  New  Jersey  across  Newark  Bay 
is  an  illegal  structure.  Your  honorable  body,  on  the  23d  of  April, 
1860,  passed  an  act  authorizing  this  corporation  to  extend  its  road, 
and  also  to  construct  bridges  over  any  navigable  waters  that  they 
might  cross.    The  act  provides  as  follows  : 

"  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  Railroad  Company  shall  construct 
a  suitable  bridge  over  any  navigable  water  that  they  may  cross,  with 
a  pivot  draw  with  two  openings,  each  of  seventy-five  feet  in  width,  at 
right  angles  to  the  main  channel,  located  at  a  point  convenient  for 
navigation." 

You  will  therefore  observe  that  the  bridge  thus  authorized  must 
be  a  suitable  bridge,  at  right  angles  to  the  main  channel. 

You  will  remark,  gentlemen,  that  any  bridge  built  by  this  company 
must  conform  strictly  to  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. This  act  confers  privileges,  and  the  privileges  conferred  are  of 
such  a  character  that  if  the  acts  authorized  do  not  conform  to  the 
letter  of  the  statute,  great  injury  must  be  done.  Thus,  a  bridge 
erected  as  authorized,  at  right  angles  to  the  main  channel,  would  be 
alike  beneficial  to  the  traveling  public  and  the  Central  Railroad 
Company,  without  inflicting  any  serious  injury  upon  navigation.. 
While,  if  the  brdge  were  built  at  an  angle  of  seventy-five  degrees 
with  the  channel  of  the  river,  the  safety  of  navigation  would  be 
seriously  aflfected.  Hence  it  is  evident  that  it  was  never  intended 
that  this  grant  should  work  any  injury  to  the  rights  of  others ;  that 
the  managers  of  the  road  should  consult  their  own  interests  in  its  con- 
struction to  the  disadvantage  and  disregard  of  the  interests  of  others. 

Indeed,  were  there  no  directions  in  this  act  as  to  how  the  bridge 
should  be  erected,  the  mere  naked  grant  would  seem  to  imply  that 
the  privileges  conferred  should  be  used  in  such  a  way  as  to  injure  as 
little  as  possible  the  rights  of  others. 
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Has  then,  the  bridge  across  Newark  Bay  been  constructed  accorf- 
ing  to  the  requirements  of  the  statute  ?  Is  it  at  right  angles  to  the 
main  channel  ?  If  it  is  not,  it  is  an  illegal  structure.  I  submit  that  it 
18  not  At  the  point  where  the  bridge  crosses  the  channel  the  chan- 
nel runs  N.  E.  by  N.  and  S.  W.  by  S.  The  bridge  runs  E.  i  S.  and 
W.  i  N.  Hence  instead  of  crossing  the  channel  at  right  angles,  which 
is  an  angle  of  90  degrees,  the  bridge  crosses  the  channel  at  an  angle 
of  61  degrees,  being  28  degrees  30  seconds  less  than  a  right  angle— 
a  difference  of  nearly  three  points  in  the  compass  from  that  required 
by  the  charter.  In  regard  to  this  matter  I  speak  with  authority.  Mr. 
Johnson,  President  of  the  Central  Railroad  Company,  in  receiving 
your  honorable  body  on  your  late  visit  to  the  Wet  Basin  in  Jcrsej 
City,  remarked  that  the  draws  of  said  bridge  could  not  be  suited  to 
the  ebb  and  flow  of  the  tide,  and  that  they  had  to  be  placed  in  suchs 
way  as  best  would  meet  both  cases.  Truly,  a  most  surprising  way  of 
attempting  to  excuse  the  fact  that  the  bridge  is  not  built  in  conformity 
with  the  charter  I  Besides,  from  time  immemorial,  tides  have  alwaj^ 
run  in  regular  ways — the  flood  always  adverse  to  the  ebb.  Indeed, 
if  Mr.  Johnson's  statement  is  correct,  the  act  of  the  Legislature  author- 
izing a  bridge  at  right  angles  to  the  channel  confers  no  powere, 
because  it  is  impossible  so  to  construct  it  If  it  is  not  correct,  he 
has  at  least  admitted  that  the  bridge  is  not  at  right  angles,  and  there- 
fore not  in  conformity  with  the  statute. 

Thus,  it  is  evident  that  the  bridge  is  not  legally  built  Whether 
its  ei-ection  as  at  present  arose  from  wilful  abuse  of  its  charter  or  im- 
proper neglect,  it  is  not  necessary  to  inquire.  It  is  suflScient  that  it 
is  by  its  present  position  doing  a  great  injury  to  the  business  interests 
of  Newark,  that  boats  of  large  size  cannot  safely  pass  through  it,  and 
that  while  it  may  be  true  that  objections  are  growing  less,  it  is  not 
because,  as  Mr.  Johnson  says,  boatmen  are  becoming  used  to  the 
navigation,  but  because  there  are  so  few  boatmen  who  are  willing  to 
pass  the  draw.  Indeed,  those  coal  boats  that  venture  to  pass  the 
draw  receive,  in  view  of  the  hazard,  extra  freight  and  tonnage,  for 
which  the  consumer  at  last  has  to  pay.  Thus,  this  bridge  is  not  a 
suitable  bridge,  interfering  with  and  impairing,  as  it  does,  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Bay. 

There  are  other  reasons  why  this  is  not  a  suitable  bridge.  The 
company  have  built  the  bridge  over  cribs,  4  east  and  12  west  of  the 
draw,  which  they  are  filling  with  stones.  This,  augmenting  the  rapid- 
ity of  the  current  already  rapid  at  that  point,  causes  an  immense 
quantity  of  sand  to  be  washed  away  ;  "  to  counteract  which  tendency 
to  undermine,"  as  Mr.  Johnson  calls  it,  they  are  depositing  stones 
around  these  cribs,  thus  aggravating  the  very  evil  which  with  every 
tide  is  doing  us  much  injury.  Notwithstanding  the  short  time  that 
this  evil  has  existed,  already  the  alarming  eflects  of  this  "  tendency 
to  undermine  "  are  visible.  This  debritus  is  being  rapidly  deposited 
on  the  oyster  bed  on  the  east  side  of  the  bridge,  which,  in  conse- 
quence, has  encroached  on  the  channel  nearly  100  feet.    And  here 
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J  there  used  to  be  thirty  feet  of  water  at  low  tide,  there  is  now 
in  feet,  showinj^  a  deposit  of  twenty  feet  in  depth,  thus  rendering 
isfc  draw  of  the  bridge  almost  useless  for  vessels  of  large  draft.

ct.  The  details  of  the  great  loss,  damage  and  detention  of  ves- 
frcquenting  our  port,  must  be  well  known  to  you  as  a  business 
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man  of  our  city,  and  need  not  be  here  repeated  in  detail,  but  in  i 
condensed  statement. 

The  bridge  is  located  in  the  worst  spot  that  could  have  been  cho9ei 
for  the  purpose,  being  near  the  outlet  of  the  Bay  at  Bergen  Point, 
where  no  true  current  exists,  but  a  constant  eddying,  whirling  cor- 
rent  prevails  at  all  times,  but  more  or  less  at  particular  times  of  the 
tide,  and  always  dangerous.  Their  charter  demands  the  erection  of 
the  bridge,  "  at  a  point  convenient  to  navigation,  and  with  a  piTot 
draw  with  two  openings,  each  75  feet  in  width,  ai  right  angles  totht 
mainchanneiy  As  before  observed,  they  could  not  have  chosen  i 
worse  point  for  crossing.  About  three-fourtlis  of  a  mile  above  the 
present  location  the  channel  assumes  a  straight  course,  and  woald 
have  been  far  easier  to  pass  through  with  vessels;  therefore  weinast 
that  the  bridge  is  not  located  "  at  a  point  convenient  to  navigation; 
but  directly  the  reverse. 

Again,  as  to  the  draws  or  openings — they  are  far  from  being  at 
right  angles  to  the  channel  or  current,  which  whirls  through  them  in  all 
directions  so  that  a  vessel  may  enter  a  draw  with  a  straight  enrrent 
for  a  moment,  and  in  a  moment  or  so  a  side  or  oblique  current  strikes 
her  and  she  gets  dashed  against  the  sides  of  the  draw,  often  with 
great  damage  and  detention.  This  is  constantly  occurring,  and  deters 
many  vessels  from  visiting  our  port,  and  when  done  it  is  alwajsata 
j^reatly  increased  rate  of  freight.  The  draws  are  incompetent  as  well 
as  illegally  constructed.  There  being  two  is  scarcely  of  any  advan- 
tage. If  we  are  to  be  saddled  with  this  curse  to  our  navigation,  let 
us  have  but  one  draw  of  160  feet  opening.  There  is  no  diflScultyin 
having  this  done,  it  is  merely  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents,  and  to  a 
wealthy  company  like  the  Central  would  not  be  felt.  But  the  eastern 
end  of  the  bridge  should  be  changed  further  up  the  Bay,  where  the 
current  runs  more  true.  The  channel  through  the  draw  is  fast  filling 
up.  Many  thousand  tons  of  stone  have  been  thrown  in  it  to  support 
their  tottering  pivot  pier,  and  the  channel  will  soon  be  nearly  orquit« 
impassable  by  vessels  of  such  draft  of  water  as  our  rapidly  increasing 
city  and  its  manufacturing  interests  require.  Tens  of  thousands  of 
dollars  losses  have  occurred  since  this  nuisance  has  been  erected.

Sir  : — You  are  hereby  notified  that  I  shall  contest  your  right  to  a 
seat,  as  a  member  of  the  next  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  from  the  Second  Assembly  District  of  Middlesex  county,  upon 
the  grounds  and  for  the  reasons  as  follows : 

1.  Undue  and  illegal  influences  were  used  at  the  election  precincts 
of  Woodbridge  and  Perth  Amboy,  by  one  Cornelius  Arquit,  and  one 
William  Meshrow,  especially,  and  others  generally,  in  the  employ  of 
the  New  Jersey  Railroad  and  Transportation,  and  the  Perth  Amboy 
and  Woodbridge  Railroad  Companies,  whereby  many  legal  voters 
were  deprived  of  the  right  of  free  choice  for  member  of  A^embly  in 
said  district,  and  forced  to  vote  contrary  to  their  wishes — to  my 
disparagement  and  your  advancement. 

2.  By  your  individual  procurement,  directly  and  indirectly,  and  by 
the  procurement  of  your  friends  at  the  Perth  Amboy  and  Wood- 
bridge  election  precincts,  votes  were  illegally  obtained  and  deposited 
against  me,  who  was  then  and  there  a  candidate  for  a  seat  in  the 
General  Assembly  from  said  Second  District  of  Middlesex  county. 

3.  The  whole  number  of  votes  polled  at  the  Perth  Amboy  election 
precinct  for  the  oflBce  of  Member  of  the  General  Assembly,  were  423, 
out  of  which  number  222  were  counted  for  Alfred  W.  Jones,  and  201 
were  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell — that  of  the  said  number  so 
counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  were  two  certain  unlawful  ballots, 
on  which  was  written  the  word  *'  Tyrrell,"  without  any  preceding 
nattie  or  initials — ^which  said  two  unlawful  ballots  should  have  been 
rejected,  and  deducted  from  the  count  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  by 
the  Judges  of  said  election  precinct. 

4.  That  on  the  afternoon  of  the  6th  of  November,  being  the  day  of 
election,  and  after  the  polls  had  been  closed,  the  ballots  counted,  and 
the  number  of  votes  dafy  reckoned  for  member  of  Assembly  and  other 
officers,  the  result  was  publicly  announced ;  wherein  it  was  declared 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Perth  Amboy  election  precinct,  in  figures,  and  to 
the  effect  as  above  stated  in  the  third  cause  of  contest ;  yet,  notwith- 
standing, on  the  7th  day  of  November,  the  same  ballots  were  re- 
opened and  re-counted,  without  the  consent  or  presence  of  all  the

That  the  said  returns  were  duly  made  out,  signed,  and  attested,  as 
by  law  in  such  cases  required — ^wherein  it  is  exhibited  that  Alfired 
W.  Jones  was,  in  fact  and  in  law,  elected  member  of  the  General 
Assembly  by  a  majority  vote  of  one  over  the  said  Nathaniel  H.  Tyr- 
rell. Tet,  notwithstanding,  the  said  Board  of  Canvassers,  in  session 
at  New  Brunswick,  on  Friday,  November  9,  1866,  in  violation  of  the 
feet  and  law,  by  a  majority  vote  of  said  Board,  declared  Nathaniel 
H.  Tyrrell  elected  to  said  oflSce. 

6.  <'  The  Board  of  Canvassers  must  make  their  statements  of  the 
result  of  an  election  only  upon  the  statements  produced  and  laid  be- 
fore tbem" — and  that  said  Board  did  not  so  make  their  statement, 
but,  in  violation  of  said  law  and  the  statements  produced  and  laid 
before  them,  and  in  excess  of  the  power  lodged  in  them,  they  then 
and  there  added  two  more  ballots  to  the  number  returned  for  N.  H. 
Tyrrell — being  the  same  two  unlawful  votes  already  counted — ^thereby 
making  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  for  member  of  Assembly  two 
more  than  the  returns  certify  were  polled  for  that  office  in  the  said 
district.

That  you  are  not  elected  member  to  the  General  Assembly  from 
the  Second  District  of  Middlesex  county,  either  by  a  majority  or  a 
plurality  vote  cast  for  that  office ;  that  the  Board  of  Canvassers  erred 
in  so  declaring  you  elected ;  that  the  Board  erred  in  going  behind 
the  statements  laid  before  them  ,*  that  the  Board  erred  in  counting  for 
you,  and  in  signing  a  statement,  two  more  votes  than  the  returns 
called  for,  making  two  unlawful  votes  count  four  ;  that  the  Board 
erred  in  refusing  to  declare  Alfred  W.  Jones  elected  by  a  majority 
of  one  vote,  as  by  the  returns  exhibited,  although  so  requested  to  do 
by  a  written  protest  against  their  declaration,  signed  by  four  mem- 
bers of  said  Board,  and  then  and  there  filed  with  the  statements  of 
said  Board  in  the  County  Clerk's  office  of  Middlesex  county. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  and  grounds,  you  are  hereby  notiied 
that  I  will  urge  my  right  to  a  seat  in  the  next  Geneitd  Assembly  of 
New  Jersey,  as  a  lawfully  elected  and  qualified  member  frcon  the 
Second  Assembly  District  of  Middlesex  county.

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DEPOSITION'S. 


Depositions  taken  at  Perth  Amboy^  on  Wednesday  evenings  December 
19,  1866,  on  behalf  of  Alfred  W.  Jones,  Contestant,  Present — 
the  Contestant,  with  his  (  ounsel,  Leon  Abbett ;  and  Respondent, 
with  his  Attorney,  Charles  F.  Mawbey,  and  Counsel,  John  David- 
son. 

Luther  J,  Tappen,  being  duly  sworn,  deposeth  and  saith : — I  reside 
at  Bonhamtown,  in  Woodbridge  township ;  I  had  an  interview,  on 
the  morning  of  6  th  November  last,  with  Carle  ton  Arquart,  commonly 
called  "  Yank" ;  had  a  conversation  with  him  in  my  house  ;  some  of 
his  men  were  there  when  he  came  there,  men  who  worked  under  him 
on  the  gravel  train  of  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company ;  was  not 
in  the  house  when  Arquart  came  in ;  when  I  came  in  Arquart  was 
talking  to  his  men ;  I  asked  him  where  he  was  going  with  his  train 
that  day,  he  said  to  Millstone ;  I  asked  what  time  he  was  coming 
back ;  he  said  three  or  four  o'clock ;  I  told  him  he  would  not  be  in 
time  to  vote ;  he  said  he  thought  he  would ;  he  then  said  the  truth  is 
I'll  be  damned  if  one  of  these  men  shall  vote  to-day ;  if  they  do,  I'll 
give  them  their  discharge ;  he  said  he  had  his  orders  from  the  Rail- 
road Company — (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  here  objected  to  hearsay 
evidence  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Jones,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  .not  the 
best  evidence  the  party  can  produce) — Patrick  Doran  said  to  Matthew 
Brown,  we  might  as  well  go  if  this  is  the  case ;  I  then  asked  Arquart 
what  was  the  matter,  that  these  men  could  not  go  to  the  election ;  he 
said  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  wanted  their  services ;  there 
was  some  talk  about  the  right  and  privilege  of  voting ;  he  then  said 
he  did  not  care  a  damn  about  any  of  the  ticket  except  Mr.  Jones — 
that  his  men  might  go  to  the  election  if  they  would  erase  off  Mr. 
Jones,  and  should  have  pay  for  their  day's  work ;  he  said  that  the 
Railroad  Company  wanted  Mr.  Tyrrell — wanted  him  elected ;  I  asked 
him  what  the  New  Jersey  Company  wanted ;  he  said  he  was  not  at 
liberty  to  tell  me  that  day ;  he  would  tell  me  the  next  day ;  he  said 
politics  had  nothing  to  do  with  it ;  that  was  about  the  end  of  that 
conversation  with  him  until  Stephen  P.  Mockridge  and  William  Van 
Sicklen  came  to  my  house  together ;  then  Mr.  Mockridge  and  Mr, 
Arquart  went  into  a  general  conversation — (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell 
here  objects  to  the  witness  detailing  any  conversation  that  took  place 
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between  Mr.  Mockridge  and  Mr.  Arqaart) — ^I  cannot  follow  them  in 
their  conversation  fully. 

Quest.  State  the  substance  of  the  conversation  between  them  ? 
(Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects  to  the  witness  stating  the  substance 
of  any  conversation).  Counsel  for  Mn  Tyrrell  here  requested  the 
Master  to  emphasize  the  word  "  substance  "  in  the  objection  as  raised 
by  him,  which  the  Master  declined  to  do. 

Jlns.  Mr.  Mockridge  asked  Mr.  Arquart  what  all  this  meant;  Mr. 
Arquart  said  these  men  were  at  work  for  the  New  Jersey  Railroad ; 
they  got  their  bread  and  butter  from  the  New  Jersey  Railroad ;  Mr. 
Mockridge  told  him  he  thought  they  earned  all  they  got;  he  told  Mr. 
Mockridge,  if  he  could  do  any  better  by  the  men  than  he  could,  to 
take  them ;  at  this  time  they  were  pretty  well  excited,  and  I  then 
said  to  them  what  Arquart  said  to  me,  that  they  might  go  and  vote, 
if  they  would  erase  off  the  name  of  Mr.  Jones;  After  considerable 
talk,  that  was  what  was  finally  done ;  Arquart  asked  me  to  be  here, 
have  some  democratic  tickets,  and  pen  and  ink;  I  did  so,  and  he 
erased  off  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones,  and  wrote  the  name  of  the 
man  who  was  to  vote  it  on  the  back  of  it ;  he  told  the  men  if  they  did 
not  vote  those  tickets  they  would  be  discharged — that  he  would  have 
•men  at  the  ballot  box  to  watch,  to  see  if  those  tickets  were  in  the 
box;  soon  after  they  left,  and  he  went  with  them — I  mean  Wm.  Van 
Syckles,  Mockridge,  Arquart,  Patrick  Doran — do  not  know  that  I 
can  name  them  all,  there  were  some  eight  or  ten  in  the  wagon — all  I 
mentioned,  and  five  or  six  others  were  in  the  wagon ;  they  started  to 
go  to  Woodbridge ;  it  was  something  like  1 1  o'clock ;  I  did  not  go 
with  them ;  I  went  to  the  polls  that  day — it  was  about  one  o'clock 
when  I  started,  and  two  when  I  reach  the  polls;  Arquart  and  his 
men  were  getting  in  the  wagon  to  start ;  I  had  no  other  conversation 
that  day  with  Arquart;  I  only  saw  him  as  he  was  getting  in  the 
wagon. 

Quefit.  Did  Arquart  tell  you  next  day,  or  any  day  subsequent,  why 
flie  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  wanted  Tyrrell  elected  and  Jones 
defeated  ? 

Jlns.  No,  sir,  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects  to  witness  stating 
anjrthing  or  any  conversation  that  occurred  subsequent  to  the  day  of 
election). 

Being  cross-examined,  witness  says : — I  live  at  Bonhamtown ;  have 
lived  there  fifty  years :  I  keep  a  hotel ;  I  sell  liquor ;  it  is  called  the 
«  Travelers'  Rest." 

Quest.  Are  you  a  member  of  the  Democratic  party  ?  (Witness  in- 
quired, "  What  do  you  mean  by  being  a  member  of  the  Democratic 
party  ?"  Counsel  states  to  the  witness,  one  who  supports  or  votes 
for  the  Democratic  nominees.) 

Ans.  I  am  a  member  according  to  your  definition ;  I  spent  no 
money  in  the  late  election ;  no  money  was  put  in  my  hands  during 
that  election ;  I  do  not  know  of  any  money  being  spent  to  aid  the 
election  of  Mr.  Jones. 
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Quest  Did  you  hear  of  any  person  spending  any  money,  or  making 
any  promises  which  would  tend  to  the  election  of  Mr.  Jones  ? 

Jlns.  I  did  not ;  Ivoted  for  Mr.  Jones ;  was  working  in  favor  of 
the  Democratic  ticket ;  I  talked  for  it — that  was  my  work ;  I  went 
after  men  on  the  morning  of  election ;  nothing  was  said  as  to  how 
they  were  going  to  vote — I  supposed  the  Democratic  ticket;  Mr. 
Jones  spoke  at  Bonhampton  daring  the  election ;  he  spoke  there  once 
at  the  academy ;  Mr.  Jones  was  at  my  house  that  night,  both  before 
and  after  the  meeting;  I  can't  say  that  he  asked  persons  to  drink 
that  night ;  I  was  not  much  in  the  bar ;  I  saw  Mr.  Jones  in  the  bar ; 
there  was  a  crowd  of  men  in  the  bar  room,  should  suppose  fifty  or 
sixty ;  Mr.  Jones  was  talking ;  had  no  bet  or  held  no  stakes  on  the 
election ;  was  subpoenaed  at  New  Brunswick  yesterday,  and  here  to- 
night ;  received  fifty  cents  each  time,  but  no  mileage ;  distributed  no 
Democratic  tickets  on  election  day,  except  those  to  Arquart ;  believe 
1  gave  no  other  ticket;  I  got  to  the  polls  about  two  o'clock,  and  left 
about  four ;  I  was  talking  as  people  generally  do  at  elections ;  do  not 
think  1  talked  politics  or  asked  a  man  to  vote ;  do  not  think  I  asked 
any  man  that  day  to  vote  the  Democratic  ticket;  Arquart  said  he 
and  his  son  were  going  to  Millstone  that  day;  he  did  not  say  why: 
I  did  not  go  to  see  Arquart ;  he  came  to  my  house. 

Quest  You  said,  on  your  direct  examination,  that  Arquart  said  to 
you,  "  I'll  be  damned  if  one  of  these  men  shall  vote  to-day ;  if  they 
do  I'll  give  them  their  discharge,"  do  you  mean  to  say  that  these  were 
the  exact  words  used  by  Arquart  ? 

^ns.  I  believe  they  were ;  I  am  sure  Arquart  said  the  New  Jersey 
Railroad  Company  wanted  their  services  or  work  on  that  day ;  Ar- 
quart said  they  should  be  allowed  their  day's  wages  if  they  went  to 
election,  he  did  not  say  if  they  voted  Mr.  Tyrrell ;  if  they  voted  the 
ticket  he  handed  with  Mr.  Jones  erased  they  would  be  allowed  their 
day's  wages.  Mr.  Arquart  said  he  did  not  asked  the  men  to  vote  for 
Tyrrell.  Arquart  gave  no  reasons  why  the  Company  wanted  Mr. 
Tyrrell  elected.     The  Company  wanted  the  services  of  Mr.  Tyrrell. 

Quest  Did  not  Arquart  tell  you  that  the  reason  he  opposed  Col. 
Jones  was  that  he  was  once  a  Colonel  in  the  Rebel  army  ? 

Jins.  He  did  (witness  explains);  asked  the  objections  to  Mr.  Jones ; 
he  said  the  Company  wanted  some  favors,  and  I  asked  him  if  Mr. 
Jones  was  opposed  to  these  favors  ?  he  said  he  did  not  know  that  he 
was,  he  said  that  Mr.  Tyrrell  was  their  man ;  the  first  objection  to  Mr. 
Jones  was  that  he  was  in  the  rebel  army,  the  next  was  in  reference 
to  the  New  Jersey  Railroad. 

Quest  Do  you  know  any  thing  about  Col.  Jones  going  to  the 
oflScers  of  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  and  ofiering  to  soil  out 
or  be  their  man  ? 

^ns.  Never  heard  anything  about  that  before.  Arquart  and  Mock- 
ridge  talked  pretty  loud  ;  they  seemed  to  be  excited. 

Quest  Are  you  sure  he  used  the  expression  that  he,  Arquart. 
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would  have  men  at  the  ballot  box  to  watch  and  see  if  these  tickets 
were  put  in  the  box  ? 

^ns.' Redid. 

Qiiast.  Did  he  not  use  these  words  on  that  occasion,  "  I  will  be  at 
the  ballot  box  to  watch  and  see  if  these  tickets  were  put  in  ?" 

Ans,  He  said  both ;  he  said  first  he  would  have  men  there ;  the 
wagon  in  which  the  men  went  belonged  to  Mr,  Van  Sycklen,  who 
drove  it — Van  Sycklen  is  a  Democrat ;  Arquart  started  with  them — 
he  got  in  at  my  house;  it  was  about  11  o'clock;  did  not  see  the 
wagon  return ;  I  did  not  remain  at  the  polls  until  the  result  was 
announced ;  1  have  had  no  conversation  with  Mr.  Jones  in  reference 
to  the  testimony  I  am  to  give  here. 

Re-direct  examination I  have  heard  there  was  money  used  at  the 

last  election  in  aid  of  Mr.  Tyrrell.  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects 
to  the  witness  giving  hearsay  evidence  without  stating  from  whom  he 
heard  it,  and  that  Mr.  Tyrrell  can  subpoena  those  parties  to  prove  or 
disprove  the  assertion  of  the  witness ;)  I  have  heard  that  the  New 
Jersey  Railroad  Company  furnished  money  to  aid  in  the  election  of 
Mr.  Tyrrell — ^no  others  that  I  remember ;  I  do  not  know  who  dis- 
bursed the  money  for  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company ;  I  beard 
that  the  money  was  furnished  by  that  Company  to  Mr.  Tyrrell  and 
he  spent  it — I  supposed  or  understood  so  ;  I  have  heard  of  persons 
receiving  pay  for  voting  for  Mr.  Tyrrell. 

Quest.  You  stated  in  your  cross-examination  that  Arquart  said  the 
New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  wanted  the  services  of  Mr.  Tyrrell ; 
where  were  these  services  to  be  rendered  ? — (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell 
objects  that  a  party  cannot  cross-examine  his  own  witness). 

Jins.  In  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey. 

Quest.  What  measure  did  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  wish 
passed  by  the  Legislature  that  they  required  the  services  of  Mr. 
Tyrrell  there  ?  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects  to  the  propounding 
of  the  question  for  five  reasons :  1st — ^The  contestant  cannot  give  evi- 
dence  of  any  matter  not  contained  in  the  notice  of  the  grounds  of  con- 
test, and  that  according  to  the  last  clause  of  Sect.  103,  of  the  election 
law  of  New  Jersey,  in  the  words,  **  that  no  testimony  shall  be  taken 
which  shall  not  relate  to  some  ground  of  contest  specified  in  the 
notice,  which  shall  be  given  as  hereinbefore  directed."  2d — Because 
it  is  hearsay  evidence.  3d — He  is  not  a  director  or  oflScer  of  the 
Company.  4th — That  he  has  not  shown  that  he  has  had  any  conver- 
sation with  the  president,  superintendent  or  directors  of  the  Company. 
5th — ^The  contestant  has  not  laid  the  foundation  for  such  a  question). 

Witness  answers  the  question  by  saying  he  understands  it  to  he 
the  extention  of  the  Millstone  Railroad — to  what  point  I  cannot  say. 
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Gross-examination  resumed. 

Quest  Where  did  you  hear  that  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Com- 
pany famished  money  to  aid  in  the  election  of  Mr.  Tyrrell  ? 

^ns.  It  has  been  a  common  rumor — I  heard  it  in  several  places,  I 
cannot  say  where ;  but  I  say  now,  on  reflection,  it  has  been  talked  of 
in  my  house. 

Quest.  Were  the  men  who  were  talking  about  that  drunk  or  sober  ? 

Jlns.  Sober,  I  should  think. 

Quest  Were  those  men  who  were  thus  talking  Democrats  or  Re- 
publicans? 

^ns.  They  were  Democrats. 

Quest  When  did  you  hear  this  rumor? 

^ns.  I  cannot  state  the  time. 

Quest,  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  whether  they  gave 
money  to  Mr.  Tyrrell  or  not? 

^ns.  I  do  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  whether  they  gave 
money  to  any  one  to  aid  in  the  election  of  Mr.  Tyrrell  ? 

Jins.  1  do  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  whether  any  was  dis- 
bursed. 

^ns.  I  do  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  whether  N.  B. 
Tyrrell  spent  any  money  to  aid  in  his  election  ? 

Jins.  1  do  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  whether  Mr.  Tyrrell  made  any  promise  or 
pledges,  verbally  or  in  writing,  to  any  person  or  persons,  corporators 
or  companies,  to  vote  for  or  against,  sustain  or  oppose,  any  matter  in 
the  Legislature? 

Ans.  I  do  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  if  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company,  or  the 
Woodbridgeand  Amboy  Railroad  Company,  aided  Mr.  Tyrrell  to  the 
extent  of  one  cent  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not. 

Quest.  And  the  testimony  you  have  given  in  relation  to  the  Rail- 
road Company  aiding  Mr.  Tyrrell,  or  that  he  would  vote  for  any 
measure,  is  mere  rumor? 

Ans.  I  think  there  is  some  truth  in  it. 

Quest.  State  what  truth  there  is  in  it? 

Ans.  I  believe  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  wish  an  exten- 
sion of  the  Millstone  branch,  and  Mr.  Tyrrell  would  vote  for  it;  and 
1  am  in  favor  of  it,  if  the  people  wish  it. 

Quest.  Would  not  the  extension  of  the  Millstone  Railroad  to  the 
Delaware  river,  connecting  with  the  Woodbridge  and  Amboy  Rail- 
road, be  highly  beneficial  to  Perth  Amboy  and  Woodbridge  ?  (Coun- 
sel for  Mr.  Jones  objects  to  the  question  because  it  is  entirely  imma- 
terial to  any  point  stated  in  the  notice  of  contest.) 

Jins.  I  think  it  would. 
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Quest.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  whether  any  one  re- 
ceived any  pay  for  voters  for  Mr,  Tyrrell  ? 
^ns.  I  do  not.

Depositions  taken  at  Perth  Arnboy  on  Thursday  evening,  December  20, 
1866,  on  behalf  of  Alfred  W.  Jones,  pursuant  to  adjaummeni.  Par- 
ties present  as  before. 

Wm.  H.  P.  Benton,  sworn : — I  reside  in  Perth  Amboy  ;  was  one 
of  the  judges  of  election,  November  6,  1866,  with  Patick  Con  very 
and  John  Arnold. 

Quest.  Did  you,  with  the  other  judges,  sign  the  poll  list  of  Perth 
Amboy  upon  the  evening  of  November  6,  1866,  after  the  polls  had 
closed.  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects,  on  the  ground  that  the 
poll  book  speaks  for  itself,  and  parole  evidence  cannot  be  given  to 
prove  an  instrument  in  writing,  without  first  proving  the  origioal  to 
be  lost  or  mislaid.) 

Ans.  No. 

Quest.  Did  you  sign  the  poll  list? 

Witness  said,  I  do  not  think  I  signed  any  poll  list  at  all,  and  asked 
*«  what  do  you  mean  by  a  poll  list  ?" 

Witness  was  then  asked  "  what  he  understood  a  poll  list  to  be  ?' 
and  he  says,  "  a  list  of  all  those  who  voted  without  regard  to  how 
they  voted." 

Quest.  Has  not  that  poll  list  a  certificate  attached,  stating  that  the 
names  above  it  are  the  whole  number  of  the  names  of  the  persons 
whose  votes  have  been  received  during  said  election,  and  also  stadi^ 
what  that  number  is  ?  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects,  that  the  poll 
list  being  a  written  document,  and  easily  attainable,  parole  evidence 
of  its  contents  cannot  be  given.) 

Witness  says :  I  do  not  know. 

Quest.  What  party  do  you  belong  to  ? 

Ans.  I  cannot  tell  you  that — do  not  profess  to  belong  to  any  party. 

Quest.  At  the  last  election,  did  you  vote  the  Democratic  or  Re- 
publican ticket  ? 

Witness  said,  I  voted  the  Republican  ticket. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  how  many  persons  voted  at  the  election  hi 
Perth  Amboy  on  the  6th  November  last?  (Counsel  .for  Mr.  Tynrdl 
objects  on  the  same  ground  as  made  to  the  poll  list) 
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Witness  says:  I  cannot  recollect;  yon  will  find  mj  name  on  the 
certificate. 

Quest  What  certificate  do  you  mean  ? 

^ns.  I  mean  of  the  voters  who  voted  at  that  election,  and  the  par- 
ties they  voted  for. 

Quest.  Do  you  mean  the  statement  of  the  result  of  the  election  7 

^ns.  Yes,  I  mean  that 

To  the  question.  Do  you  mean  the  poll  book  ?  he  said,  No ;  I  may 
have  signed  the  poll  book,  but  do  not  remember.  (Counsel  for  Mr. 
Jones  protested  against  the  Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  suggesting  to  the 
witness  that  he  ought  to  correct  his  statement.) 

Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  state  that  they  have  not  interfered  m  any 
way  with  the  witness. 

Quest.  Is  that  the  poll  list  of  the  city  of  .Perth  Amboy  ?  (Poll  list 
here  shown  to  the  witness). 

Jns.  It  is,  and  I  signed  it. 

Quest.  Who  else  signed  it  ?  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects  to  Hxe 
question  on  same  ground  as  last). 

Witness  says :  Patrick  Convery  and  John  Arnold. 

Quest.  Say  whether  it  is  attested  by  the  City  Clerk  ?  (Counsel  for 
Mr.  Tyrrell  objects  as  before). 

Witness  says  it  is. 

Quest.  "What  did  you  certify  to  ?  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  makes 
the  same  objection). 

Witness  said  the  whole  number  of  the  names  of  the  persons  whose 
votes  have  been  received  during  this  election,  is  423. 

Quest.  Is  that  certificate,  signed  by  you,  true  ? 

^ns.  I  believe  it  to  be  correct 

Quest.  Have  you  any  doubt  about  it  at  all  ? 

Witness  says :  I  have  no  doubt 

Quest.  What  did  you  do  with  the  ballot  box  after  the  election  ? 

^ns.  It  was  left  in  charge  of  the  City  Clerk,  who,  I  suppose,  was 
the  proper  person  to  take  charge. 

Quest.  When  it  was  left  with  the  City  Clerk,  was  it  locked  ? 

•^ns.  I  suppose  so. 

Quest.  Was  it  not  your  duty,  as  a  judge,  to  lock  it?  (Counsel  for 
Mr.  Tyrrell  objects,  because  the  law  specifies  the  duty  of  the  judges 
of  election  in  sections  38  and  39  of  the  election  law). 

*^ns.  I  suppose  so. 

Quest.  Do  not  you  know  it  was  your  duty? 

Jins.  Yes. 

Quest.  Did  you  perform  that  duty  ? 

^ns.  I  think  I  did. 

Quest.  What  did  you  do  with  the  key  with  which  you  locked  it  ? 

>^ns.  Put  it  in  my  pocket  ? 

(^uest.  When  did  you  next  take  the  key  out  of  your  pocket? 

^ns.  1  cannot  tell ;  I  may  that  night  or  the  next  day — I  may  when 
1  changed  aiy  pantaloons  next  day. 
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Qtiest  Did  you  ever  unlock  that  ballot  box  with  it  again? 

^ns.  I  think  I  did. 

Quest.  When? 

^ns.  On  the  next  morning. 

Quest  Did  yon  not  know  you  were  doing  an  illegal  act  in  unlock- 
ing the  ballot  box  the  day  after  election  ?  (Council  for  Mr.  Tyrrdl 
objects  to  the  witness  being  asked  his  construction  of  the  law). 

^ns.  I  did  not  know. 

Quest.  You  stated  that  you  signed  a  protest  appended  to  the  8tal»- 
ment  of  the  result  of  the  election — when  did  you  sign  it?  (Counsel 
for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects,  on  the  ground  the  witness  did  not  say  lie 
signed  a  protest,  but  that  he  signed  a  statement). 

^ns.  1  signed  a  statement — it  will  show  for  itself;  you  may  call  it 
what  you  like — at  ten  o'clock  at  night,  the  day  after  election. 

Quest.  When  did  you  sign  that  poll  list ;  was  it  not  before  yoo 
commenced  to  count  the  votes  ? 

^ns.  I  think  not — I  do  not  recollect  when  I  signed  it 

Qu£st.  Was  it  not  your  duty  to  sign  the  poll  list  before  commenc- 
ing to  count  the  votes?  (Counsel  for  Mr.  TyrreU  objects,  because  the 
law  defines  the  duties  of  Judges  of  Election). 

^ns.  1  do  not  know :  I  suppose  if  it  was,  the  list  was  signed  at 
that  time. 

Quest.  Did  you  sign  or  not  with  the  other  Judges,  at  the  same 
time  ? 

Jlns.  I  suppose  I  did — I  do  not  remember. 

Quest.  Did  you  count  the  votes  that  night? 

Jins.  They  were  counted. 

Quest.  Was  the  result  of  the  election  in  Perth  Amboy  announced 
that  night  ? 

Ans.  Yes. 

Quest.  For  each  of  the  candidates  voted  for  at  that  election?  (Ob- 
jected to  as  a  leading  question). 

^ns.  Yes.  ^ 

Quest.  What  was  the  vote,  as  announced  that  night,  for  member  of 
General  Assembly  in  this  district?  (Objected  to,  that  the  question 
does  not  state  by  whom  announced). 

Ans.  I  do  not  recollect — I  do  not  carry  figures  in  my  head. 

Quest.  Do  you  recollect  how  many  votes  were  given  at  that  elec- 
tion for  Alfred  W.  Jones,  as  member  of  the  Assembly  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Do  you  recollect  how  many  were  given  for  N.  H.  Tyrrell  ? 

Jlns.  I  think  I  do,  from  making  a  memorandum  on  the  bottom  of 
the  cei*tifieate. 

Quest.  Do  you  mean  the  memorandum  made  by  you,  after  you  had 
unlocked  the  ballot  box  on  the  morning  after  election  ?  (Objected  to 
as  leading;  the  question  should  be,  What  memorandum  do  you  meaa?( 

j?n^.  Yes. 
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Quest  What  time  did  you  finish  counting  the  ballots  the  night  of 
the  election  ? 

^ns.  It  might  have  been  seven  and-a-half  or  eight  o'clock — do  not 
remember  the  exact  time. 

Quest  What  did  you  first  do,  after  counting  the  votes  ? 

Ans.  The  result  was  announced,  the  box  locked,  and  I  went  home. 

Quest.  How  long  did  you  stay  home  ? 

^ns.  All  night — did  not  go  out  that  night  again. 

Quest  Did  any  one  call  to  see  you  that  night  ? 

.^ns.  I  think  not. 

Quest  What  time  did  you  go  out  next  morning  ? 

^ds,  I  do  not  know — ^perhaps  8  or  9  o'clock. 

Quest  Where  did  you  go  ? 

^ns,  I  do  not  recollect  exactly,  except  I  recollect  meeting  Mr. 
Arnold  coming  to  my  house,  about  10  o'clock. 

Quest  Did  any  one  call  to  see  you  the  morning  after  election  ? 

^ns.  Not  that  I  recollect. 

Quest,  What  time  did  you  go  to  this  ballot  box  on  the  morning 
after  election  ? 

Jns,  From  10 J  to  11  o'clock. 

Quest.  Did  you  string  the  ballots  on  the  night  of  the  election? 
(Objected  as  a  leading  question.) 

Ans.  Strung  the  tickets. 

Quest.  Did  you  see  any  person,  between  the  time  you  left  the  polls 
to  go  home,  on  evening  of  election,  and  the  time  you  met  Mr.  Arnold 
on  the  morning  after  election,  with  whom  you  had  any  conversation 

Am.  I  cannot  recollect,  I  might  have  seen  some  one ;  I  do  not 
know. 

Quest.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  during  that  time  with  Mr. 
Tyrrell? 

Ans.  I  think  not — 1  may  have  met  him,  but  do  not  recollect. 

Quest.  Did  you,  during  that  period,  have  any  conversation  with 
Mr.  Boggs  ? 

Ans.  I  may  have  had — I  recollect  seeing  him. 

Quest.  Did  you  say  anything  to  him  about  the  election  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not  recollect. 

Quest.  Where  did  you  see  him  ? 

Ans.  In  the  court  house,  down  stairs. 

Quest.  At  what  time  did  you  see  him  ? 

Ans.  Probably  about  the  time  we  were  to  meet  to  count  the  votes, 
it  was  in  the  morning. 

Quest.  Who  else  was  there  ? 

Am.  The  two  Arnolds,  John  and  Ezra,  John  H.  Tyrrell,  Isaac  D. 
Ward,  Patrick  Convery. 

Quest.  Was  that  outside  of  the  court  house  ? 

Am.  It  was  inside ;  Mr.  Arnold,  I  think,  may  not  have  come  in ; 
he  went  away,  he  said  he  trusted  the  matter  to  us. 

Quest.  Give  the  exact  language  of  Mr.  Arnold  ? 
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Am.  I  give  the  purport — do  not  remember  the  exact  words. 

Quest.  Did  he  say  that  to  you  ? 

Jlns.  He  said  it  to  myself  and  the  other  judge ;  I  presume  it  was 
addressed  to  the  whole  of  us. 

Paper  exhibited  to  witness,  when  he  was  asked :  Is  that  a  state- 
ment of  the  result  of  that  election  ?  (Objected  to  as  leading;  the 
question  should  have  been,  what  statement  does  that  purport  to  be?) 

Witness  answers :  Yes,  it  is. 

Quest  How  many  votes  appear  by  that  statement  to  have  hmt 
given  to  A.  W.  Jones  for  member  of  Assembly  from  this  district? 
(Objected  to  on  the  ground  that  the  paper  will  show  for  itself— 222 
in  the  upper  part  of  it) 

Quest.  Is  there  any  number  in  any  other  part  of  it  for  Mr.  Jones? 

Ans.  There  is  not 

Quest.  Is  that  the  vote  as  annouced  for  Mr.  Jones  on  the  night  of 
the  election  ?    (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

Ans.  I  presume  it  is. 

Qu£st.  Do  you  remember  the  majority  that  was  announced  f(ff 
Jones  at  the  polls  here,  on  the  night  of  the  election  ? 

Jlns.  No. 

Quest.  Who  took  the  ballots  from  the  ballot  box  after  the  election? 

Jlns.  Patrick  Convery. 

Quest.  Were  they  taken  out  one  by  one  ? 

Ans.  Yes. 

Quest.  What  did  Convery  do  with  the  ballots  as  he  took  out  each 
one? 

Ans.  He  read  aloud  the  names  of  the  candidates  oa  the  tickets. 

Quest.  What  did  he  do  then  with  each  ballot  ? 

Jlns.  He  passed  it  to  Arnold,  who  numbered  them,  and  Arnold 
passed  them  to  be  strung. 

Quest.  After  all  the  ballots  had  been  publicly  read  aloud,  num- 
bered and  strung,  what  did  you  do  with  them  ? 

Ans.  Put  them  in  the  box,  locked  the  box,  and  gave  it  to  the  cleA, 
Isaac  D.  Ward. 

Being  cross-examined — (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  gives  notice  to 
counsel  for  Mr.  Jones  that  he  shall  insist  tliat  he  shall  apply  the  roles 
of  evidence  strictly  to  the  examination  of  this  witness,  and  for  him  to 
exhaust  the  testimony  of  the  witness)  I  am  fifty-five  years  of  age; 
my  eye-signt  is  not  good;  I  use  glasses — I  cannot  read  withont 
glasses,  unless  there  is  a  strong  light ;  Patrick  Convery,  myself,  and 
Mr.  Arnold,  were  the  judges  of  election  at  the  last  election  here; 
Mr.  Convery  is  a  Democrat,  Mr.  Arnold  is  too ;  the  common  coundl 
of  Perth  Amboy  appointed  the  judges  above  named ;  the  council  is 
Democratic;  did  not  ask  to  be  appointed  ;  Mr.  Hall  came  to  me  last 
summer,  and  asked  if  I  would  serve,  because  he  said  1  was  not  a  radi- 
cal Republican — (objected  to,  because  no  question  was  asked  on 
direct  examination,  in  reference  to  this  matter) — I  mean  the  young^ 
•Mr.  Hall,  Eber ;  I  believe  Mr.  Hall  is  a  member  of  the  council,  and 
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is  a  Democrat;  the  election  was  held  in  the  city  hall,  in  this  room; 
the  room  is  about  twenty-five  feet  square ;  the  votes  were  counted  in 
same  room ;  the  building  is  about  one  hundred  years  old ;  I  came  to 
the  election  at  sunrise,  or  about  the  time  that  the  election  ^^as  re- 
quired to  be  opened ;  think  I  was  here  before  the  other  judges ;  was 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  polls,  and  until  the  adjournment ;  I 
locked  the  box  with  my  key,  and  the  other  judges  did  the  same ;  the 
box  was  taken  by  me  to  my  house,  by  agreement  of  the  judges ;  the 
lid  was  so  arranged  that  no  ballots  could  be  taken  out  or  put  in ;  the 
other  judges  had  their  keys,  and  I  mine ;  the  box  was  not  unlocked 
in  my  house ;  it  was  an  hour  in  my  house ;  I  left  it  in  Mr.  Forbe/ 
room,  who  was  sick  at  my  house,  and  I  went  to  dinner ;  I  was  at  din- 
ner about  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes ;  I  then  went  up  to  Mr.  Forbes? 
room  and  remained  there  till  I  returned  to  the  polls ;  I  brought  the 
box  with  me ;  do  not  recollect  whether  the  other  judges  returned  be- 
fore'or  after  I  did;  Patrick  Convery  received  and  deposited  the 
votes  during  the  morning,  until  the  adjournment,  and  also  after  the 
adjournment,  until  the  polls  closed;  I  checked  the  tally  list;  I  de- 
clare I  forgot  what  position  Mr.  Arnold  occupied ;  the  room  was 
pretty  well  crowded  during  parts  of  the  day. 

Qtcest  Was  not  this  room  crowded  from  the  time  you  began  to 
count  the  ballots  until  the  final  announcement? 

^ns.  Yes,  more  than  any  other  part  of  the  day;  the  room  was 
crowded  round  the  box  during  the  count ;  there  wa^  considerable 
noise  and  conversation,  and  excitement  about  the  result,  during  the 
count;  there  were  plenty  of  smokers  about  and  considerable  smoke; 
I  smoked  myself,  but  not  during  the  count ;  there  was  a  great  pres- 
sure in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  box ;  Patrick  Convery  took  die 
ballots  from  the  box. 

Quest.  Was  he  the  person  who  announced  the  tickets  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  When  a  straight  Republican  or  Democratic  ticket  was  taken 
out  of  the  box  by  Mr.  Convery,  did  he  not  simply  pronounce  the  word 
**  democratic "  or  "republican,''  as  the  case  may  have  been? 

^ns.  I  believe  he  did. 

Quest.  When  a  split  ticket  was  taken  out  of  the  box  by  Mr.  Con^ 
very,  did  he  not  use  these  very  words,  or  words  similar  to  them« 
«*  Jones  gains  "  or  "  loses,"  or  "  Tyrrell  gains  "  or  "  loses,"  as  the  case 
may  have  been  ? 

^ns.  Yes,  I  think  that  was  the  form. 

Quest.  When  you  were  stringing  the  tickets  did  you  make  a  criti- 
cal examination  of  them  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Did  you  make  any  examination  whatever  of  the  tickets  as 
you  strung  them  ? 

^Hs.  No,  I  had  not  time. 

Quest.  Why  had  not  you  time  ? 

Jlns.  They  came  so  fast,  and  Mr.  Arnold  did  make  mistakes  in 
53i 
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numbering  the  tickets  tliat  I  had  to  watch  him  and  attend  to  my  ovn 
part  too;  have  known  .Mr.  Arhold  well  for  thirty  years;  Mr.  Aniold 
ift  about  my  age  1  should  think,  say  fifty-five ;  do  not  know  how 
old  Mr.  Convery  is;  he  is  tax  collector ;  do  not  know  that  he  keeps  a 
tavern. 

Quest,  When  you  say  Mr.  Arnold  was  making  mistakes,  what  mis- 
takes do  you  mean  ? 

Ans,  He  would  occasionally  put  the  wrong  number  on  the  ballot- 
I  watched  him  as  he  numbered  them,  and  thus  occupied  had  no  op- 
portunity to  examine  the  tickets;  the  room  was  lit  with  candles;  I 
think  there  were  three. 

Quest.  Were  the  ballots  simply  counted  but  once  that  night? 

^is.  But  once — I  locked  the  box  with  my  key  after  the  count;  the 
ballot  and  list  were  put  in  the  box ;  the  other  judges  also  locked  tte 
box  and  left  it  with  the  Clerk  ;  it  was  left  with  him  by  agreement. 

Quest,  Did  not  Mr.  John  Arnold  come  to  you  or  meet  you  the 
morning  after  the  election,  and  ask  you  to  go  with  him  and  recount 
the  tickets  in  the  ballot-box  ? 

Ans,  That  I  cannot  recollect. 

Quest,  Was  it  not  agreed  between  you,  the  judges,  after  aDnounc- 
ing  the  result  of  the  election  on  the  night  of  the  6th  of  November 
last,  that  you  would  meet  again  to  have  a  recount  ? 

Ans,  Yes ;  that  was  the  understanding ;  I  do  not  recollect  having 
my  conversation  with  Mr.  Arnold  that  morning  about  a  recount 

Quest,  Could  the  box  have  been  unlocked  without  Mr.  Arnold's 
key  ? 

Ans.  I  think  not. 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Arnold  use  his  key  in  the  opening  of  the  box? 

Ans,  That  I  do  not  recollect ;  I  do  not  recollect  of  Mr.  Arnold's 
unlocking  the  box ;  1  think  all  three  judges  were  present  when  the 
first  ballot  was  taken  out ;  Mr.  Convery  took  out  the  ballots ;  it  was 
about  11  o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  7th  November  last;  he  examined  them 
and  passed  them  to  me  and  I  examined  them  carefully ;  the  ballots 
were  not  taken  off  the  string,  merely  slipped  along  and  counted. 

Q:uest,  You  discovered  two  ballots  with  the  name  of  ''Tyrrell  "on, 
Mid  not  you,  without  any  initials,  on  a  democratic  ticket,  and  the 
name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  scratched  out?  (Objected  to  because  it  is 
a  leading  (luestion,  and  does  not  relate  to  any  matter  of  examination 
in  chief) 

Witness  says,  I  did ;  Mr.  Convery  saw  them. 

Quest,  Were  these  two  ballots  counted  for  Mr.  Tyrrell,  when  the 
announcement  was  made  on  election  night? 

Ans.  I  cannot  tell  what  tickets  Mr.  Convery  counted  on  election 
night ;  I  was  at  the  other  end  of  the  table ;  he  might  or  might  not 
kave  counted  those. 

The  further  examination  of  this  witness  was  adjourned  until  Thnrs- 
4ay,  the  27th  instant,  at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.    The  parties 
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agreed  to  meet  at  Crowell  Hotel,  in  Rahway,  on  Friday  evening, 
2l8t  instant,  for  examination  of  other  witnesses.

^ns.  That  I  do  not  recollect ;  he  was  coming  up,  I  suppose,  for  that 
purpose.  (Counsel  for  contestant  here  objects  to  the  witness  stating 
his  suppositions — but  what  he  knows). 

Quest  What  understanding  do  you  allude  to  about  a  recount  the 
morning  after  election  ? 

jJtw.  It  was  understood  by  arrangement  we  were  to  meet  the  next 
day  at  10  o'clock,  to  count  the  votes. 

Quest.  Did  the  three  judges  meet  on  the  morning  after  election  ac- 
cording to  appointment  ? 

.^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Did  not  Patrick  Con  very,  one  of  the  judges,  say,  on  the  night 
of  the  election,  after  the  count,  *'  Gentlemen,  let  us  meet  here  in  the 
morning  and  recount  the  ballots,"  or  words  to  that  effect  ?  (Objected 
to,  1st,  as  leading,  and  2d  no  question  was  put  on  the  direct  exami- 
nation relating  to  this  matter.) 

^ns.  He  did. 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Boggs  come  in  the  room  the  next  morning,  when 
yon  were  counting  the  ballots  ? 

^ns.  He  did. 

Quest.  When  you  were  counting  the  ballots  on  the  night  of  Ae 
election,  did  you  see  John  Forbes  Morris  standing  near  the  judges  of 
election  ? 

Jins.  I  do  not  recollect. 

Quest.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  when  you  were  recounting  the  bal- 
lots next  morning,  Mr.  Arnold  went  away  and  said  he  would  trust 
the  matter  entirely  to  you  and  Mr.  Convery  ? 

JIns.  1  do  not  recollect  that  we  had  begun  to  count  the  votes  or 
not,  when  ho  said  he  would  trust  the  matter  to  our  honor. 

Quest.  Why  did  you  make  the  statement  in  these  words :  "  Upon 
counting  votes  on  the  7th,  there  appear  to  be  two  more  votes  for 
•  Tyrrell,'  for  the  Assembly,  without  the  initials  *  N.  H.,'  making,  if 
counted  for  N.  H.  Tyrrell,  two  hundred  and  three.  Signed,  William 
H.  P.  Benton  ?"  (Objected  to  on  the  ground  that  it  is  entirely  im- 
material why  lie  did  it) 
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^ns.  Because  that  was  the  fact 

Quest.  Is  that  all  your  answer  ? 

^ns.  Yes,  to  that  question. 

Quest.  Was  the  recount  on  the  morning  after  election  proceeded 
with  with  greater  care  and  deliberation  than  on  the  night  ol  the 
election  ?    (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

^ns.  It  was ;  we  went  over  the  count  twice,  and  I  examined  every 
ticket  myself. 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Con  very  examine  them  with  you? 

^ns.  Yes ;  he  examined  them  first,  and  Mr.  Ward  kept  the  account; 
Mr.  Ward  is  clerk  of  the  election. 

Qu£st.  Did  Mr.  Ward's  count  and  Mr.  Convery's  result  in  making 
the  vote  for  N.  H.  Tyrrell  two  hundred  and  three  ?  (Objected  to  as 
leading.) 

^ns.  Not  without  the  two  votes  with  the  word  "  Tyrrell,"  withoat 
*'  N.  H."  upon  them ;  with  them  it  did. 

Quest.  Where  those  two  votes  deducted  from  the  vote  of  A.  W. 
Jones  ?    (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

^m.  Tney  were ;  they  were  not  the  two  tickets  with  tiie  name  of 
"  Tyrrell ;"  had  the  name  of  Jones  erased  from  them. 

Quest.  Did  you  know  what  was  the  whole  number  of  votes  oast  at 
the  late  election  ? 

^ns.  I  do  not. 

Quest.  What  number  of  votes  did  A.  W.  Jones  have  on  the  recount? 

^ns.  I  do  not  recollect ;  I  do  no  know  when  the  statement  (here 
shown  to  witness)  was  sigiied  by  Convery  and  Arnold. 

Direct  examination  resumed : 

Quest.  Is  not  John  Arnold  assessor  of  this  city  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest  Is  not  Patrick  Convery  collector  of  this  city? 

JIns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Were  you  not  opposed  to  the  election  of  Alfred  W.  Jones 
as  member  of  Assembly  ?  (Objected  to :  1st — ^As  leading.  2d— The 
question  was  put  for  the  purpose  of  impeaching  his  own  witness.  Sd— 
It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  cross-examination.) 

Ans.  1  voted  against  him. 

Quest.  Did  you  not  talk  against  him  ?  (Objected  to  for  same  rea- 
sons as  the  last.) 

Ans.  I  may  have  politically ;  1  know  nothing  about  Colonel  Jones 
except  as  a  politician. 

(^st.  What  did  you  say  against  him?  (Objected  to  for  same 
reasons.) 

Jlns.  I  do  not  recollect  that  I  said  anything,  though  I  may  bare 
spoken  against  him  politically. 

Quest.  Then  you  did  talk  against  him  politically  ?  (Objected  on 
same  ground.) 
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Jins.  I  may  have ;  but  I  do  not  recollect,  as  I  am  not  much  of  a 
politician. 

Quest  Did  Patrick  Convery  ask  you  to  sign  the  statement  of  the 
result  of  the  election.    (Objected  to  for  same  reasons.) 

^ns.  Yes ;  he  asked  me  to  go  down  to  Ward's  to  sign  a  statement 
with  him,  and  I  went. 

Quest.  That  is  what  you  did,  tell  us  what  you  said  in  reply  to  that 
request? 

^ns.  I  do  not  recollect  what  I  said. 

Quest  When  Patrick  Convery  asked  you  to  sign  the  return,  did 
not  you  say  you  would  do  so,  with  a  protest,  as  you  did  not  want  to 
defeat  Tyrrell  ?    (Same  objections  continued.) 

^ns.  No;  I  do  not  think  1  said  anything  about  defeating  TyrrelL 

Quest  If  the  statement  had  been  presented  to  you  on  the  night  of 
the  election,  would  you  not  have  signed  it  ?    (Same  objections.) 

^ns.  1  think  not,  without  going  over  the  count  again. 

Quest  Did  you  make  any  objection  to  the  count  on  the  night  of 
election  ?    (Same  objections.) 

Jlns.  No. 

Quest  When  the  vote  was  announced  on  the  night  of  election  by 
the  judges,  after  the  ballots  had  been  counted,  did  you  dissent  from 
that  statement  ?    (Same  objections.) 

^ns.  No. 

Quest  Did  you  enter  or  sign  any  protest  or  dissent  from  the  state- 
ment as  made  in  the  poll-book  at  that  election  ?  (Same  objections 
continued.) 

^ns.  I  do  not  understand  the  question. 

Quest  Do  you  know  what  a  poll-book  is? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest  Do  you  know  that  the  law  provides  that  if  any  of  the  judges 
of  election  shall  dissent  from  any  decision  of  the  Board,  that  he  may 
record  his  dissent  in  the  poll-book,  and  sign  his  name  thereto  ?  (Same 
objections  continued.) 

^ns.  I  do  not. 

Quest  Did  you  sign  any  dissent  or  protest  entered  in  the  poll- 
book  ?    (Same  objections.) 

•^ns.  No. 

Quest  Where  was  the  ballot  box  when  the  votes  were  being 
counted  on  the  night  of  the  election  ? 

^ns.  In  this  room  on  this  table. 

Quest  This  room  is  in  the  second  story  of  the  city  hall,  is  it  not? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest  You  said  there  was  a  crowd  in  the  room,  did  you  not  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest  Was  not  that  crowd  outside  of  the  rail  surrounding  this 
table?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  Yes. 
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Quest.  This  table  was  in  the  centre  of  the  enclosure  formed  by  the 
railing,  was  it  not? 

^ns.  Yes.  ^ 

Quest  How  far  is  it  from  the  edge  of  the  table  to  the  railing  ? 

Jlns.  About  three  feet,  I  should  say. 

Quest.  Was  tliis  the  condition  of  things  you  intended  to  describe 
when  you  stated  in  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Davidson  that 
there  was  a  pressure  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  ballot  box  ? 
(Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  mean  by  a  pressure,  this  place  was  open,  Mr.  Convery  stood 
here,  and  a  number  of  people  were  looking  over  his  shoulder,  of 
course,  all  around  here  they  could  not  get  any  nearer  than  the  raO- 
ing. 

Quest.  Did  any  one  interfere  with  the  ballot  box  excepting  the 
judges  ?    (Objected  to.) 

.^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Arnold,  with  your  assistance,  number  the  ballots 
correctly  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  You  have  made  a  statement  that  there  was  an  agreement 
between  the  judges  about  a  recount ;  tell  us  what  each  one  said  and 
did? 

^ns.  I  cannot,  I  do  not  know. 

Quest.  Can  you  tell  anything  that  was  said  or  done  on  the  night 
of  election  with  reference  to  t^t  matter  ?  (Objected  to  and  qu^tim 
withdrawn.) 

Before  the  question  was  withdrawn,  the  witness  had  answered— 
yes ;  I  asked  Mr.  Convery  what  was  to  be  done  next,  he  said  he 
would  meet  the  next  morning  at  ten  o'clock  to  recount  the  ballots. 

Quest.  Did  he  not  say  they  would  meet  to  sign  the  returns  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Where  is  the  key  of  the  ballot  box  which  is  now  in  the 
possession  of  Mr.  Ward,  Clerk  of  Perth  Amboy? 

^ns.  I  have  a  key  of  the  box — the  one  I  had  on  election  night— it 
is  now  in  my  house. 

Quest.  Whereabouts  in  your  house  ? 

^ns.  In  .the  drawer  of  one  of  my  desks. 

Quest.  Where  is  this  desk? 

Ans.  In  my  bed  room  in  the  second  story. 

Quest.  Is  the  drawer  locked  ? 

Ans.  No. 

Quest.  How  long  has  this  key  been  in  that  drawer 

^ns.  It  was  m  my  pocket  some  five  or  six  weeks,  1  got  tired  of 
carrying  it  and  put  it  in  this  desk ;  I  took  it  from  my  pocket  and  pw 
it  in  that  drawer;  I  think  it  has  been  in  that  drawer  ever  since  I  p^^ 
it  there ;  it  is  there  now. 

Quest.  When  did  you  see  this  key  last 
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^ns.  Three  or  four  days  ago,  I  had  occasion  to  go  to  the  drawer 
and  saw  the  key  there. 

Quest,  Did  you  ever  take  that  key  out  of  your  pocket  while  yon 
were  carrying  it  there  ? 
Jins.  Probably  I  did. 

Quest  When  did  you  take  it  out,  and  what  did  you  do  with  it 
when  you  did  take  it  out  ? 

^ns.  As  to  time  I  cannot  tell,  and  suppose  I  put  it  back  in  my 
pocket  until  I  put  it  in  the  desk. 

Quest.  Is  your  bed  room  door  kept  locked  ? 
^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Do  you  not  know  that  under  the  election  laws  you  are  only 
to  keep  this  key  until  after  a  statement  of  the  result  of  an  election 
has  been  made  and  certified.    (Objected  to.) 
Ans.  No. 

Qaest.    Do  you  not  think  it  is  your  duty  to  inform  yourself  of  what 
the  duties  of  a  judge  of  election  are  ?    (Objected  to.) 
Ans.  1  do.  • 

Quest.  Why  then  do  you  not  inform  yourself  and  act  in  accordance 
with  the  law  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  depended  on  the  instructions  I  got  from  the  other  judges ; 
they  have  been  judges  a  number  of  times,  and  I  supposed  were  capa- 
ble of  giving  the  necessary  information. 

Quest.  Have  you  asked  them  specially  for  any  information  on  this 
matter?    (Objected  to.) 
^ns.  I  asked  them  nothing  about  the  key. 

Quest.  If  you  depended  upon  the  action  of  the  other  two  judges, 
as  they  have  both  given  up  their  keys,  why  don't  you  give  up  yours? 
(Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  did  not  know  they  had  given  theirs  up,  and  had  never  been 
asked  for  mine.  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Jones  requests  the  witness,  Wm. 
H.  P.  Benton,  one  of  the  judges  of  the  late  election,  held  in  the  city 
of  Perth  Amboy  on  the  6th  of  November,  1866,  to  deliver  to  Isaac 
D.  Ward,  clerk  of  the  city  of  Perth  Amboy,  the  key  of  the  ballot 
box  containing  the  ballots  deposited  in  the  late  election,  which  key 
is  now  kept  by  witness,  in  an  open  drawer,  in  his  own  bed  room.) 

Quest.  Will  you  deliver  that  key  to  the  city  clerk  tonight  or  to- 
morrow.   (Counsel  for  Mr.  'Jyrrell  objects  to  the  question,  and  re- 
quests the  witness  not  to  answer  that  question.) 
^ns.  I  will,  if  I  am  satisfied  the  law  compels  me  to. 
Qust.  Then  you  intend  to  retain  that  key  unless  you  are  coi^- 
pelled  by  law  to  deliver  it?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  I  refuse  to  give  it  up  until  I  am  satisfied  the  law  compels  me 
to  deliver  it  up. 

Quest.  What  interest  have  you  in  that  key  in  keepiog  it  until  the 
law  compels  you  to  deliver  it  up  ?    (Objected  to.) 
Ans.  None  excepting  as  getting  at  a  fair  result  in  this  contest. 
Quest.  Do  you  not  know  that  the  citv  clerk  is  the  proper  party  to 
have  that  key?    (Objected  to.) 
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Jins.  He  is  I  know  after  this  trial  is  determined. 

Quest.  With  whom  have  you  conversed  about  this  key  ?  (Objected 
to.) 

Jlns.  With  a  gentleman  in  New  Brunswick ;  1  do  not  know  ins 
name,  he  is  a  prominent  republican,  he  asked  if  I  had  a  key,  and  he 
told  me  to  keep  it 

Quest.  Was  he  a  member  of  the  Board  of  County  Canvassers  ? 

Jlns.  No,  but  he  seemed  to  take  quite  an  interest  in  the  matter. 

Qtiest.  You  mean  to  say,  that  you  have  kept  this  key,  not  because 
yoQ  were  advised  to  do  so  by  one  of  the  judges  of  election,  bat  be- 
cause you  were  advised  to  do  so  by  a  prominent  republican  ?  (Ob- 
jected to.) 

^ns.  I  mean  to  say  I  have  not  thought  much  about  it ;  I  was  neyer 
tisked  for  it  by  Mr.  Ward,  although  I  have  seen  him  a  number  of 
times. 

Quest.  If  Mr.  Ward  were  to  ask  you,  would  you  give  it  up  to 
him? 

Jtns.  1  do  not  know. 

Quest.  Then  the  reason  why  you  do  not  give  it  up,  is  not  because 
Mr.  Ward  has  not  asked  you,  is  it?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  That  is  one  reason. 

Quest.  Are  there  any  other  reasons? 

^ns.  Yes;  I  do  not  think  I  ought  to  give  it  up  until  this  case  is 
settled,  or  under  present  circumstances  ? 

Qtiest.  State  what  you  mean  by  present  circumstances  ? 

^ns.  1  mean  the  trial  that  is  going  on  as  to  who  is  elected,  Mr. 
Jones  or  Mr.  Tyrrell. 

Quest.  With  whom  have  you  talked  in  this  town  about  that  key? 
(Objected  to.) 

Jlns.  I  do  not  recollect;  I  have  talked  to  several,  I  may  have 
talked  to  Mr.  Boggs  and  Mr.  Tyrrell. 

Quest.  Have  you  talked  to  either  of  Mr.  Tyrrell's  attorneys. 

•Ans.  No,  I  have  not. 

Quest.  You  say  you  have  talked  to  several,  were  they  republicans 
or  democrats  ? 

Jlns.  Probably  republicans. 

Qiiest.  Have  any  doubt  they  were  republicans  ? 

Jhs.  No,  I  have  not. 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Boggs  or  Mr.  Tyrrell  tell  you  to  keep  that  key? 

Jlns.  I  admit  1  have  been  told  to  keep  this  key,  perhaps  they  may 
have  told  me  to  do  so. 

Quest.  Have  not  you  been  talked  to  about  this  key  since  five 
o'clock  this  afternoon  ? 

^ns.  No,  1  have  not 

Quest.  When  was  the  last  time  Mr.  Boggs  or  Mr.  Tyrrell  talked  to 
you  about  this  key  ? 

^ns.  I  do  not  know  they  have  talked  to  me  about  it ;  they  may 
have,  but  I  remember  nothing  about  the  time. 
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Quest  Have  either  Mr.  Boggs  or  Mr.  Tyrrell  visited  your  house 
since  election  ? 

^ns.  Mr.  Tyrrell  was  at  my  door  yesterday. 

Quest.  At  what  time  ? 

^ns.  In  the  morning  between  ten  and  eleven. 

Quest.  Did  he  say  any  thing  to  you  about  this  case  ? 

Jlns.  He  said  something  about  the  right  of  a  son  of  Matthew  Smith, 
who  had  been  to  California,  to  vote. 

Quest.  How  long  wafe  he  there? 

.^ns.  Not  to  exceed  ten  minutes ;  he  did  not  go  in  the  house. 

Quest.  Did  he  take  ten  minutes  to  ask  this  question  ? 

^ns.  No,  we  talked  about  something  else. 

Quest.  Did  you  talk  about  this  case? 

^ns.  Yes;  I  said  I  thought  the  report  of  the  trial,  and  my  testi- 
mony in  particular,  in  the  New  Jersey  Era,  was  unfair. 

Quest.  Did  it  take  ten  minutes  to  ask  this  question  and  to  make 
this  remark? 

Ans.  No,  but  probably  I  enlarged  upon  it ;  this  was  all  we  talked 
about. 

Quest.  Was  this  the  only  converation  you  have  had  with  Mr.  Tyr- 
rell since  election  day  ? 

Ans.  No;  I  have  had  a  great  many. 

Quest.  Were  not  these  conversations  with  reference  to  this  trial? 

Ans.  No,  not  all;  1  have  had  other  matters  besides  political  with 
him. 

Quest.  Then  you  mean  to  say  that  some  of  the  conversations  were 
about  this  trial? 

Ans.  Of  course. 

Quest.  Have  you  not  stated  to  Mr.  Tyrrell  what  testimony  jou 
wo^d  give  in  this  case  ? 

Ans.  I  have ;  I  told  him  I  made  the  statement  at  the  bottom  of  the 
certificate,  and,  generally,  what  I  have  said  here,  without  going  into 
details. 

Quest.  Did  you  tell  Mr.  Tyrrell  what  this  prominent  republican  in 
New  Brunswick  had  said  about  the  key  ? 

Ans.  I  think  I  did. 

Quest.  Do  yen  know  Martin  A.  Howell  ? 

Ans.  Yes. 

Quest.  What  was  the  conversation,  as  near  as  you  can  state,  be- 
tween you  and  Mr.  Tyrrell  about  this  key? 

Ans.  I  do  not  say  it  was  Mr.  Tyrrell ;  it  may  have  been  him ;  1 
cannot  remember ;  I  have  had  conversations  with  several  in  town. 

Quest.  Did  you  not  state  that  the  party  with  whom  you  had  the 
conversation  asked  you  if  you  had  the  key? 

Ans.  Yes. 

Quest.  What  did  you  reply  ? 

Ans.  I  told  him  I  had  it. 

Quest.  What  did  you  say  about  keeping  the  key? 
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^ns.  I  was  told  or  advised  generally  to  keep  it ;  that  was  the 
general  advice  I  had  from  those  I  talked  to  who  were  republicans. 

Quest  Where  were  these  conversations  with  Mr.  Tyrrell  ? 

^ns.  What  conversations  ? 

Quest.  Any  conversations  about  this  matter. 

^ns.  I  have  met  him  in  the  street ;  I  rode  in  a  'Wfagon  to  New 
Brunswick  with  him ;  I  may  have  talked*  to  him  at  his  stable. 

Quest.  Has  Mr.  Boggs  ever  called  at  your  house  about  this  matter? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Where  have  you  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Bogga 
about  this  matter  ? 

^Tis.  At  the  post  oflSce  and  custom  house ;  Mr.  Boggs  is  collector 
of  the  customs;  I  went  to  New  Brunswick  with  Mr.  Boggs  and  Mr. 
Tyrrell. 

Quest.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Boggs  about  this 
case? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  The  same  as  you  had  with  Mr.  Tyrrell  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Boggs  ever  say  anything  to  you  about  this  kej  ? 

^ns.  1  cannot  say. 

Quest.  What  is  your  best  recollection  ? 

^ns.  My  impression  is  he  has  not. 

Quest.  Have  you  ever  had  any  conversation  with  other  persons 
about  your  testimony  in  this  case  ? 

^ns.  Yes ;  I  dare  say  I  have. 

Quest.  Who  are  these  persons  ? 

^ns.  I  talked  with  Mr.  Joseph  D.  Forbes;  may  have  talked  with 
John  Hall ;  do  not  recollect  any  others. 

Q^est.  Were  both  these  persons  Republicans  ? 

^ns.  Yes,  they  are. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  that  the  ballots  are  by  law  open  to  public 
inspection,  after  a  statement  of  the  result  has  been  made  and  certified? 

•^ns.  No,  1  do  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  not  know,  by  keeping  this  key,  you  prevent  anj 
inspection  of  those  ballots  ? 

jins.  Of  course  if  the  box  is  locked,  no  one  else  can  get  in. 

Quest.  What  do  you  mean  by  **if  the  box  is  locked,"  is  it  not 
locked  ? 

•^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Can  it  be  opened  without  that  key  ? 

JJns.  I  think  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  not  know  that  it  cannot  be  opened  without  that  key  • 

^  s.  Another  key  like  it  would  unlock  it. 

Qu£st.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  key  like  it  ? 

jlns.  No. 

Quest.  Then  so  far  as  you  know  it  can't  be  unlocked  ? 

^ns.  So  far  as  I  know,  it  cannot.

Quest.  You  say  you  found  on  the  morning  of  the  7th  of  November, 
two  ballots  with  the  word  *'  Tyrrell "  written  on  them,  and  the  uame 
of  Jones  scratched  off;  how  was  the  word  "  Tyrrell "  spelled  on  those 
ballots. 

^ns.  The  same  as  the  others — Tyrrell — I  believe,  only  they  begun, 
I  think,  with  a  small  "  t." 

Quest,  Whereabouts  on  tlie  ticket  was  this  word  "  tyrell "  written  ? 

^ns.  Mr.  Jones'  name  was  scratched  out,  and  the  name  of  "  tyrell " 
written  on  the  blank  space  alongside  of  it,  1  think. 

Qtcest,  How  was  the  name  of  Jones  scratched  out  ? 

^ns.  In  lead  pencil. 

Quest.  With  one  stroke  of  the  lead  pencil  ? 

^ns.  I  do  not  recollect. 

Quest.  Did  you  read  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  upon  the  ticket? 

Jins.  I  could  see  that  it  was  erased  or  marked  out;  it  was  a  demo- 
cratic ticket  with  Jones'  name  marked  out  and  "  tyrell,"  put  in  the 
blank  space. 

Quest.  Could  you  not  read  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  distinctly 
on  the  ticket  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  If  you  could  not  read  it,  how  did  you  know  the  name  of 
Jones  was  the  name  scratched  out  ? 

^ns.  Because  it  was  a  full  democratic  ticket,  and  they  all  had  Mr. 
Jones'  name  on  them ;  Mr.  Convery  and  Mr.  Ward  agreed  with  me 
that  they  should  be  counted  for  Mr.  Tyrrell — counsel  for  Mr.  Jones 
objects  to  the  last  clause  of  this  answer  as  not  being  responsive  to 
the  question. 

Quest.  These  votes  were  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  were 
they? 

Jim.  Do  you  mean  the  first  count  or  the  count  next  day. 

Quest.  You  have  sworn  already  that  you  did  not  know  whether 
they  were  counted  the  first  day  or  not,  therefore  my  question  refers 
to  the  alleged  recount,  on  the  morning  after  election. 

Ans.  They  were  counted  as  I  stated  in  the  memoranda  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  certificate,  counting  those  two  they  would  give  Mr.  Tyrrell 
203  votes — counsel  for  Mr.  Jones  moves  to  strike  out  the  last  part  of 
the  answer  as  not  responsive. 

Quest.  Were  those  two  votes  counted  by  you  for  Nathaniel  H.

Quest.  Who  were  they  counted  fdr  ? 

^m.  They  were  counted  for  "  Tyrrell "  if  at  all ;  I  cannot  tell 
what  votes  were  counted  the  first  night,  Mr.  Convery  called  off  ihe 
names  then;  I  was  at  the  other  end  of  the  table,  and  I  did  not  know 
what  names  he  called  off. 

Quest.  Did  not  you  count  these  two  votes  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  ? 

^^m.  No.

Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects  to  and  asks  that  all  the  redirect  ex- 
amination of  this  witness,  William  P.  Benton,  be  stricken  out  for  the 
fbllowiug  reasons:  1st.  Because  a  party  cannot  cross-examine  his 
own  witness.  2d.  Because  the  whole  tenor  of  the  redirect  examina- 
tion is  intended  as  an  impeachment  of  the  witness,  that  a  party  call- 
ing a  witness  cannot  impeach  him.  3d.  The  whole  redirect  exami- 
nation is  irrelevant.  4th.  The  redirect  examiuation  has  no  bearing 
whatever  on  any  of  the  grounds  of  contest  specified  in  the  notice 
served  by  Alfred  W.  Jones  on  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell.  5th.  That  the 
contestant  having  been  notified  to  exhaust  the  testimony  of  the  wit* 
ness  on  his  direct  examination,  cannot  now  examine  the  witn^s  €■ 
matters  not  brought  out  by  the  cross-examination.  6th.  The  ques- 
tions are  leading. 

Cross-examination  resumed — Qu^est.  Did  Mr.  Arnold,  on  the  night 
of  the  election,  examine  the  names  on  the  ballots  ? 

•>9n9.  No ;  he  had  not  time. 

Qu£st.  Were  there  not  quite  a  number  of  persons,  besides  tiie 
judges  of  election,  inside  the  railing,  and  were  not  the  persons  out- 
side the  railing  leaning  over  as  far  as  they  could? 

^ns.  There  were  quite  a  number  of  persons  looking  over  Mr.  Con- 
very's  shoulders,  as  he  took  the  ballots  out  of  the  box. 

Qu£st.  Did  Mr.  Con  very,  or  any  of  the  judges,  on  the  night  of 
election,  and  while  the  ballot  remained  in  his  or  their  hands,  audiblf 
and  publicly  read  the  same  ? 

^ns.  He  did. 

Quest.  Were  all  the  names  on  each  ticket  read  by  Mr.  Convery? 

^ns.  That  I  cannot  say ;  he  was  here  and  I  was  at  the  other  end 
of  the  table ;  I  suppose  he  did ;  I  think  Mr.  Convery  read  the  names 
in  a  loud  and  audible  manner;  I  cannot  answer  how  the  name  of 
"  Tyrrell "  was  spelled  on  those  ballots ;  I  suppose  they  were  spelled 
as  he  spelled  his  name. 

Examination  of  William  H.  P.  Benton  adjourned  to  Friday  ewt 
ing,  28th  of  December,  at  same  place,  at  seven  o'clock,  P.  M. 

December  28th.    Parties  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Quest  In  your  cross-examination,  this  question  was  put  to  yon : 
"  Were  those  two  votes,"  meaning  the  two  votes  with  Tyrrell's  name

you  answered  "  They  were ;"  also  you  answered  "  They  were  not ;'' 
now,  what  do  you  mean  ? 

•^ns.  I  mean  they  were  not. 

Quest.  Is  there  any  thing  else  you  know  about  the  re-count  which 
you  have  not  stated  ? 

JIns.  If  these  two  votes*  were  counted  for  Mr.  Tyrrell,  it  would 
of  course  make  two  less  for  Mr.  Jones. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Quest.  Has  any  one  spoken  to  you  about  this  case  since  the  ad- 
journment  last  night  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Who? 

^ns.  Mr.  Davidson,  counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell ;  no  one  else  that  I  re- 
collect ;  he  spoke  to  me  as  I  was  going  out  of  the  court  house  last 
night;  he  said  I  had  made  a  mistake  in  saying  that  the  names  of  all 
the  candidates  were  read  off  on  the  night  of  the  election ;  (witness 
asks  if  he  shall  tell  what  he  said  to  Mr.  Davidson,  as  that  is  material 
to  make  sense ;  the  counsel  asked  what  Mr.  Davidson  said,  and  wit- 
ness  answers,  "  I  thought  so ;"  he  did  not  tell  me  of  any  other  mis- 
takes I  had  made ;  he  said  something  about  the  key,  at  least  I  asked 
him;  I  asked  him  what  I  should  do  with  the  key;  he  told  me  to 
keep  it. 

Quest.  Give  his  exact  words  as  nearly  as  possible  ? 

.^Tis.  I  asked  him  what  1  should  do  with  the  key,  and  he  told  me 
to  keep  it,  not  to  give  it  up. 

Quest.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  about  the  two  votes  with  the 
name  of  **  Tyrrell "  on  them  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  since  last  night  with  any 
person  about  those  two  votes? 

JJns.  No. 

Quest.  Did  you  not  state,  in  your  direct  examination,  that  you  did 
not  know  whether  these  two  votes  were  counted  for  Mr.  Jones  on  the 
night  of  the  election  ? 

^ns.  I  do  not  know  what  votes  were  counted  for  Mr.  Jones  on  that 
night 

Question  repeated. 

^ns.  I  think  they  were  counted  for  them ;  (counsel  for  Mr.  Jones 
moves  to  strike  out  the  answers  to  the  last  two  questions,  as  not  re- 
sponsive  to  the  questions  asked). 

Quest.  Did  you  not  swear  on  your  direct  examinatiofi  that  you  did 
not  know  whether  or  not  these  two  votes  were  counted  for  Alfred 
W.  Jones  on  the  night  of  election  ? 

^ns.  I  think  I  did. 

Quest.  Did  you  not  also  swear  that  you  did  not  know  how  many 
votes  there  were  in  the  ballot  box  for  Alfred  W.  Jones  ?  (Objected 
to  as  leading,  and  as  a  cross-examination  of  his  own  witness.) 
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Arts.  I  think  I  did ;  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  here  notifies  the  irit 
ness,  that  if  he  discovers  any  error  in  the  testimony  about  to  be  read 
to  hira,  he  has  the  right,  and  is  at  liberty  to  correct  any  part  of  it 
before  signing  it.) 

The  witness  desires  to  correct  his  testimony  by  saying  that  all  the 
names  on  each  ballot  were  not  read  on  the  night  of  election.

John  Arnold,  sworn. — I  reside  in  Perth  Amboy,  was  one  of  tiie 
judges  of  election  on  the  6th  of  November  last ;  Mr.  Con  very  and  Mr. 
Benton  were  the  other  judges,  the  election  was  held  in  this  room ;  I 
was  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Canvassers  and  put  the  questions;  1 
numbered  the  ballots ;  they  were  taken  from  the  box  by  Mr.  Con  very, 
who  handed  them  to  me,  he  called  off  the  names,  would  say  "  Demo- 
cratic ticket "  or  "  Republican  ticket,"  as  the  case  may  have  been, 
"  Jones  loses,"  or  "  Tyrrell  gains,"  I  examined  the  tickets  when  th^ 
were  handed  to  me,  I  believe  each  one,  when  Mr.  Convery  called  (rff 
"  Jones  loses,"  or  "  Tyrrell  gains,"  I  would  look  at  it,  but  if  he  caltei 
democratic  or  republican,  1  would  simply  mark  it. 

Quest  Do  you  remember  seeing  two  ballots  with  the  name  ol 
Alfred  W.  Jones  scratched  off  and  the  word  Tyrrell  written  on  the 
margin  opposite  ? 

Ans,  I  think  I  do. 

Queftf.  For  whom  were  those  two  ballots  announced  ? 

Ans,  For  Tyrrell. 

Quest.  For  whom  were  they  counted  ? 

Ans.  Counted  for  Tyrrell ;  Mr.  Tyrrell's  full  name  is  Nathaniel  H. 
Tyrrell. 

Quest,  Were  there  any  other  ballots  except  these  two  with  the 
name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  erased  and  the  word  "  Tyrrell  "  merely, 
written  on  the  margin  opposite  ? 

Ans.  I  think  not,  but  am  not  positive,  there  were  423  votes  polled 
at  the  election  ;  222  were  for  Alfred  W.  Jones,  I  think  ;  1  signed  a 
statement  of  the  result  of  the  election — paper  shown  witness,  he  says 
it  is  the  statement. 

Quest.  Is  that  the  statement  of  the  result  of  the  election  in  Perth 
Amboy  on  the  6th  of  November,  1866  ?  (Objected  to  on  the  ground 
that  the  statement  of  the  result  of  the  election  wiil  speak  for  itself.) 

Ans.  It  is. 

Quest.  How  many  votes  does  that  statement  announce  to  have  been 
given  for  Alfred  W.  Jones  ?  (Objected  to  as  leading,  and  same  ob- 
jection also  as  before.) 

Ans.  222  for  Col.  Jones.  (The  witness  read  from  the  paper 
"  Alfred  W.  Jones  received  222  votes.") 
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Quest,  How  many  votes  does  that  statement  show  that  Nathaniel 
H.  Tyrrell  received  at  that  election  ? 

Arts,  "Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  received  201  votes,"  as  read  from  the 
paper;  I  know  that  to  be  the  number  of  votes  he  received,  amd  be- 
lieve it  to  be  so. 

Quest,  Were  those  votes  announced  after  the  ballots  had  been 
counted  on  the  night  of  election  ?    (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

Ans.  Yes. 

Quest,  Did  you  have  any  understanding  or  agreement  with  either 
or  both  the  other  judges,  that  the  ballots  were  to  be  recounted  the 
morning  after  election.     (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

Ans.  I  think  not. 

Quest,  Did  you  ever  agree  to  count  those  votes  ?  (Objected  to  as 
leading). 

Ans,,  I  think  not,  but  am  not  positive. 

Quest,  Did  you  ever  say  to  Mr.  Benton,  that  you  would  leave  the 
recount  of  the  votes  to  himself  and  Mr.  Convery,  and  trust  it  to  their 
honor?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans,  I  do  not  recollect  it,  it  might  have  been  so. 

Qv£st,  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Benton  the  morn- 
ing after  election  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans,  Yes,  we  talked  about  the  candidates ;  T  could  sec  that  Mr. 
Benton  was  very  anxious  to  have  Mr.  Tyrrell  elected ;  I  do  not  exactly 
know  what  he  said  about  the  candidates;  he  said  he  was  anxious  Mr. 
Tyrrell  should  be  elected,  and  spoke  rather  against  Mr.  Jones ;  I 
was  coming  up  the  street  and  met  him,  he  walked  down  the  street  to 
Ward's  office. 

Quest,  Were  you  present  at  the  recounting  of  the  ballots  on  the 
morning  after  election  ? 

Ans.  I  was  there  a  few  minutes  in  the  building  below,  only  a  very 
short  time ;  I  think  the  ballots  were  recounted  in  the  room  below ; 
I  think  I  was  down  below ;  1  was  not  in  the  room  above. 

Quest.  Did  you  have  anything  to  do  with  the  recount  of  the  bal- 
lots ?    (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

Atis.  No,  I  am  not  positive  whether  I  was  invited  by  either  of  the 
judges  to  recount  the  ballots ;  I  had  one  of  the  keys  of  the  ballot 
box  on  the  6th  November. 

Quest.  Did  you  lock  the  ballot  box  on  the  night  of  election  after 
the  ballots  had  been  counted  ?    (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

Ans,  I  think  not ;  1  left  the  key,  I  think  in  the  box ;  was  left  on 
this  table,  in  the  custody  I  think  of  the  clerk,  Mr.  Ward  and  Mr. 
Convery,  and  Mr.  Benton ;  1  have  not  had  that  key  since ;  there  are 
other  persons  by  the  name  of  Tjrrrell,  except  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell; 
Mr.  Tyrrell  has  two  brothers,  two  couisins,  two  sons,  and  a  father, 
these  are  all  named  Tyrrell ;  the  statement  of  the  result  of  the  elec- 
tion was  signed  on  the  7th  at  night  by  Mr.  Convery  and  myself,  Mr. 
Benton  was  not  there,  it  was  at  Mr.  Ward's  office ;  the  statement  was 
not  signed  on  the  night  of  election  because  it  was  not  made  out,  it 
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-was  late  at  night,  eight  or  nine  o'clock ;  I  do  not  recollect  whether 
any  arrangements  was  made  on  the  night  of  the  election  for  signing 
the  statement ;  Mr.  Convery  and  I  m^t  next  evening  to  sign  the  re- 
tarns,  some  one  requested  me  to  come  up  and  sign  the  returns,  and  I 
went  and  did  so.

Martin  Howell,  a  director  of  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company;  I 
saw  him  on  the  day  before  the  last  election ;  I  saw  him  talking  to 
"Yank"  in  Newark;  it  was  on  the  railroad,  near  Chesnut  street;  I 
heard  nothing  that  was  said  by  either ;  I  did  not  see  Mr.  Howell  p?e 
"  Yank "  anything ;  this  was  in  the  afternoon,  not  very  early;  all 
the  men  on  the  gravel  train  were  there,  Michael  Burns,  and  o^er  of

He  said  any  of  the  men  who  did  ilot  vbte  that  ticket  he  would 
discharge  them. 

Cross-examined — 1  am  about  thirty  years  old ;  I  cannot  tell  the 
day  of  the  month  or  the  year  I  was  born ;  I  cannot  tell  within  five 
years  when  I  was  bom ;  I  was  bom  in  Ireland ;  will  have  been  in

Quest  If  you  have  resided  in  Bonhamtown  for  the  last  six  years, 
what  right  had  you  to  go  to  New  York  or  Elizabethtown  to  get 
ttturalized? 
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.^hu.  Some  of  my  comrade  boys  said  they  were  going,  and  I  thoog^t 
I  would  go  with  them ;  I  can  neither  read  or  write. 

Quest.  When  you  got  your  second  naturalization  papers  at  Eliza- 
beth,  did  you  swear  that  you  resided  in  Union  county? 

•^.  I  do  not  understand  what  you  mean. 

QttesL  When  you  got  your  second  naturalization  papers,  did  not 
you  swear  that  you  lived  in  Union  county  ? 

^ns.  I  did  not 

Quest  Did  you  swear  to  any  paper  or  document,  or  take  any  oath, 
when  yon  got  your  second  papers  ? 

^n$.  Yea. 

Quest.  What  did  you  swear  to  ? 

^ns.  I  swore  that  I  was  liable  to  my  papers  to  be  a  citizen. 

Quest.  What  fiwjt  or  facts  did  you  swear  to  when  you  got  your 
second  papers? 

^ns.  I  forget  all  about  it  now. 

Quest.  How  do  you  spell  your  name  ? 

^ns.  A  sort  of  way  I  have  of  my  own  of  spelling  it  is  Brina. 

Direct  examination  resumed — Quest.  What  was  it  you  meant  wh^ 
you  said  Mr.  Davidson  called  it  " e,"  and  you  called  it  "a." 

^ns.  I  told  you  I  was  no  scholar  and  could  not  pronounce  my 
name  right 

Quest.  Do  you  really  know  how  to  spell  your  name  ? 

^ns.  No.  (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects  here  to  any  re-opening 
of  the  direct  examination.

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The  conductor  goee  by  tiie  name  of  <<  Tank/'  but  1  do  not  know  his 
right  name.  I  was  with  that  conductor  on  the  day  before  election; 
it  was  at  New  Brunswick,  he  was  my  boss ;  he  did  not  say  anything 
to  me  that  day  about  election ;  I  was  with  him  that  day  at  Newark ; 
he  had  no  conyersation  with  me  there ;  1  saw  him  on  the  morning  of 
Section  at  Mr.  Tappen's  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock;  he  said 
nothing  to  me  personally,  about' going  to  the  polls;  he  said  in  my 
hearing  he  wanted  4;he  men  to  vote  that  ticket,  the  ticket  was  a 
democratic  ticket  with  Mr.  Jones'  name  off;  he  said  he  would  dis- 
charfi:^  the  men  if  they  Toted  the  full  democratic  ticket ;  the  full 
democratic  ticket  had  on  it  Mr.  W.  Jones ;  I  do  not  know  Mr.  Jones' 
first  name ;  I  could  not  say  what  was  the  first  name  of  the  Mr.  Jones 
who  was  on  that  ticket.

Yes;  he  gave  others  at  that  time  the  same  kind  of  ticket ;  he 
gave  one  to  Pat  Casey — that  is  all  1  saw — ^Pat  Casey  works  in  the 
gravel  pit;  I  went  down  to  the  polls  at  Woodbridge  and  voted  there 
that  day ;  this  conversation  with  Yank  was  at  Mr.  Tappen's,  at  Bon- 
hamtown ;  I  went  in  a  wagon  from  Bonhamtown  to  Woodbridge ;  Mr. 
Wm.  Yansicklen,  John  Shelly,  Edward  Dwyer  and  Yank,  went  with 
me  in  the  wagon ;  Shelley  and  Dwyer  were  workmen  in  the  gravel 
pit;  Yank  said  nothing  in  the  wagon  about  election ;  after  getting  to 
Woodbridge  I  went  to  the  bar-room  and  from  there  to  the  poll-room ; 
1  voted ;  Yank  was  present  when  I  voted ;  1  voted  the  democratic 
ticket  with  Mr.  Jones'  name  off. 

Quest.  Was  that  the  ticket  Yank  gave  you?     (Objected  to  as 
leading). 
Jlns.  Yes ;  I  am  democratic  in  politics. 

QMcst.  What  induced  you  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket  with  the 
name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  scratched  off?    (Objected  to). 

^ns.  Boss  Yank  said  he  would  discharge  me  if  1  voted  the  full 
democratic  ticket. 

Quest.  Was  this  the  reason  you  voted  as  you  did  ? 
^ns.  Yes ;  Yank  might  have  talked  to  mQ  about  the  testimony  I 
am  giving  in  the  case,  but  I  cannot  recall  it  to  my  mind  now. 

Gross-examined — I  am  thirty-two  years  old  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge ;  I  was  born  in  Ireland ;  I  have  been  in  this  country  thir- 
teen years  or  more  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge ;  I  cjEpuiot  tell  the 
day,  the  month,  or  the  year  when  I  was  bom ;  I  cannot  write ;  I  can 
readalittie;  I  can  not  read  writing;  I  live  in  Middlesex  county; 
have  lived  there  three  years  next  April;  I  am  naturalized;  I  took  out 
my  first  papers  in  1862,  in  Elizabetiitown,  and  my  second  papers  at 
the  same  place  in  1864 ;  1  resided  in  1862  in  Rahway ;  I  have  voted 
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9$l  three  elections  to  the  best  of  my  opinion ;  1  cotdd  not  say  who 
told  me  to  get  in  the  wagon  to  go  to  the  polls. 

Quest.  You  had  been  (prinking  quite  freely  on  election  day,  had 
you  not? 

^ns.  It  was  a  ci»tomary  thing ;  1  drank  on  election  day,  not  yerf 
freely;  I  could  not  say  how  often/,  I  drank  whiskey  at  Tappen^ 
before  getting  in  the  wagon ;  I  took  one  drink  at  Woodbridge  belhre 
I  voted ;  Van  Sicklen  drove  the  wagon ;  he  is  a  democrat. 

Quest  On  your  direct  examination  you  said,  "my  boss  said  he 
would  dischai^  me  if  I  voted  the  full  democratic  ticket,"  do  yo« 
nafMn  to  say  he  said  this  to  you  personally  ? 

•Aw.  Not  personally. 

Quest.  Did  he  say  one  word  to  you  personally  about  voting  Of 
^N)ut  the  election  ? 

^ns.  Yes,  he  told  me  he  wanted  me  to  vote  that  ticket. 

Quest.  Are  you  positive  he  used  the  words,  "  I  want  you  to  vote 
that  ticket  ?" 

^ns.  Yes,  this  was  after  he  said  he  would  discharge  me. 

Qu£st.  Tell  me  all  that  was  upon  that  ticket  ? 

Jlns.  I  cannot  tell  you,  to  the  best  of  my  opinion,  I  went  to  IBll- 
stbne  the  day  after  the  dection  with  the  gravel  train  for  a  load  of 
wood,  the  wood  was  on  the  dock ;  there  was  a  canal  boat  loaded  wift 
wood  along  side  of  the  dock ;  the  wood  on  the  canal  boat  could  not 
he  taken  off  until  that  on  the  dock  was  removed ;  I  do  not  know 
whether  the  canal  boat  was  in  a  sinking  condition ;  I  did  not  best 
Tank  say  he  wanted  the  men  on  the  morning  of  election  to  go  to 
Millstone  for  that  wood ;  did  not  hear  Yank  say  anything  to  the  men 
alwut  going  to  Millfirtone;  Van  Sicklen,  Taiq)en  and  Yank  were  at 
tile  hotel  on  the  morning  of  election ;  I  was  not  close  to  them  when 
they  were  talking,  they  were  considerably  excited,  they  were  talking 
very  loud  to  each  other,  they  did  not  appear  to  be  angry,  1  heard  no 
.^wearing ;  I  was  abbut  twenty-two  feet  from  them  at  one  time ;  I  wMf 
in  the  bar-room  and  they  were  out  doors;  there  were  a  good  many  in 
1^  bar-room ;  a  good  deal  of  talking  was  going  on ;  I  read  fte 
ticket  Yank  gave  me,  read  the  whole  of  it;  I  cannot  say  whose  name 
wm  on  it  for  member  of  Congress  or  sheriff;  I  cannot  think  of  any 
names  now. 

Quest.  Whose  name  was  on  that  ticket  for  member  of  Assembly  ? 

jfns.  To  flie  beet  of  my  opinion,  "Jones;"  I  can't  thitfk  of  flie 
names  for  ootoners,  Mk*.  Tyrrell's  name  was  not  on  that  ticket;  I  do 
nnfi  know  that  George  Hl^ftey's  name  was  on  that  ticket  for  Gon- 
;g?e08 ;  I  don't  know  i^y  of  the  names  asked  me  was  on  that  ticket; 
I:  kiow  the  heacKng  of  Afe  ticket,  it  wa»  Mr.  Jones ;  I  did  not  att^ 
:mf-  of  the  demo^ratio  oleetings  in  my  place ;  I  Imow  Golonel  Jones, 
1|9ir«  known  him  einee  the  day  of* election,  iJiat  is-  all;  never  talked 
uMi^ faim^,  I  know  Jas.  J.  Btinn  by  eyesight;  he  served  me  vrfA  sob- 
pftffia;  I  have  beeni  setved  Uttm  titaes ;  I  was  paid  witness ftes bil^ 
Mmrileage;  I  have^seen  Ooi^  Joae&  in:  New  Bronswiek  and  Babwiy 
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since  election ;  I  have  not  been  speaking  with  Tappen  or  Van  Sick- 
len  or  Bunn  about  the  case ;  I  have  spoken  to  no  one  about  it  to  my 
knowledge ;  1  do  not  know  how  often  the  gravel  train  went  to  Mill- 
stone after  elections,  or  went  there  the  day  after ;  "  Yank  "  hired  me; 
I  am  subject  to  his  orders,  and  do  what  he  tells  me  in  the  line  of 
work,  no  one  gives  me  orders  or  interferes  with  my  work  but  Yank. 

Direct  examination  resumed — Qtiest  Mr.  Davidson  asked  you 
what  was  the  heading  of  the  ticket  Yank  gave  you,  and  you  said 
"  Mr.  Jones;"  what  do  you  understand  the  words  **  heading  of  the 
ticket"  to  mean?  (Objected  to,  first,  because  it  is  a  cross-examina- 
tion of  his  own  witness,  and  a  re-opening  of  the  direct  examinatimi.) 

^ns.  I  understand  the  words  '<  heading  of  the  ticket"  to  mean 
Qiat  his  name  should  be  at  the  head  of  the  ticket ;  I  could  tell  that 
ticket  if  I  saw  it. 

Quest.  Is  that  the  same  ticket  [exhibiting  the  ticket]  you  voted, 
except  that  yours  had  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  scratched  off? 
(Objected  to  as  leading,  and  as  reopening  the  direct  examination.) 

•/^Tw.  Yes,  that's  the  ticket. 

QttesL  Is  that  the  regular  democratic  ticket  in  Woodbridge  town- 
ship ?    (Object  to  on  the  same  grounds  as  the  last!) 

.Aw.  Yes — the  ticket  shown  to  the  witness  is  here  inserted.

Quest  Did  you  vote  for  John  Foot  for  coroner? 

^ns,  I  don't  think  of  those  names  you  have  been  asking  me,  <HiIy 
an  odd  name  in  my  mind  since  election. 

Quest  There  are  eight  names  on  the  ticket,  is  Jones'  name  first, 
second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  or  eight? 

Xns.  Show  me  the  ticket  and  I  will  tell  you ;  I  do  not  know  whether 
it  was  third,  fourth  or  fifth.  (Counsel  for  contestant  desires  a  note 
to  be  made  that  the  ticket  was  not  shown  witness.) 

Direct  examination — Quest  Look  at  the  ticket  and  tell  me  whether 
Jones'  name  is  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  or 
eightii?

Carlton  Arquit^  sworn — (Counsel  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  objects  to  this 
witness  being  called,  sworn  or  examined,  on  the  ground  that  he  is 
not  named  in  the  notice  required  to  be  served  bylaw  on  Mr.  Tyrrell) 
— I  reside  at  Metucjhin ;  I  am  conductor  of  the  gravel  train  of  the 
New  Jersey  Railroad  Company ;  I  have  been  such  conductor  from 
the  14th  of  April  last ;  I  have  the  hiring  of  the  men  on  the  gravel 
train  and  directing  them  what  to  do ;  I  cannot  give  the  names  of  all 
the  men  on  that  train  on  the  5th  or  6th  of  November  last ;  I  remem- 
ber Mat.  Brian,  James  Welsh,  John  Torby,  Fenton  Fell,  James  Mur- 
phy, Michael  Powers,  Tom  Boney,  Jerry  Hays,  John  Shelley,  Je£ 
Clinch,  Michael  Byrnes ;  I  was  at  Bonhamtown  on  the  morning  of 
election. 

Quest.  Did  you  take  any  regular  democratic  tickets  and  scratdi 
oflF  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones,  on  the  morning  of  election?  (Ob- 
jected to  as  leading.) 

Ans.  I  do  not  know  as  they  were  democratic  tickets. 

Quest.  Did  you  scratch  oflF  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  from  any 
ticket?    (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

Ans.  I  believe  I  did;  I  cannot  tell  you  what  ticket  that  was ;  I 
did  not  vote  at  the  last  election ;  I  know  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  ,•  I 
believe  he  was  the  republican  candidate  for  Assembly  in  the  second 
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district  of  Middlesex  connty:  I  was  told  Alfred  W.  Jones  was  the 
democratic  candidate  opposed  to  him  in  the  same  district :  I  believe 
I  saw  a  ticket  with  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  for  Assembly ;  I 
cannot  tell  who  gave  me  the  tickets  from  which  I  scratched  off  the 
name  of  Jones ;  some  one  at  Bonhamtown  gave  them  to  me ;  [being 
«hown  the  ticket  heretofore  exhibited,  witeess  says  it  looked  some- 
thing like  that;]  1  could  not  swear  it  was  the  same  one;  after  I 
scratched  the  name  off  the  ticket,  some  of  the  men  came  round  and 
took  them ;  I  don't  remember  who ;  I  went  down  to  the  polls  on  elec- 
tion day  with  Mr.  Vansicklen  and  another  man,  and  some  of  the  men;

Quest  Did  you  not  have  a  conversation  with  Mockridge,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  wanting  Mr.  Tyrrell 
elected  ?  ^Objected  to  as  leading). 

jJtw.  1  nad  a  conversation  something  about- that. 

Quest  What  was  the  reason  why  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Com- 
pany wanted  Mr.  Tyrrell  elected  ? 

Ans.  It  was  said  Mr.  Tyrrell  was  a  loyal  man,  and  Mr.  Jones  was 
a  rebel  General,  and  had  not  been  pardoned  out. 

Quest  Did  you  state  this  to  Mr.  Mockridge  as  the  reason  why  the 
Company  wanted  Mr.  Tyrrell  elected  ? 

^ns.  I  do  not  know  that  I  did. 

Quest  Did  you  not  give  Mockridge  a  reason  why  the  New  Jersey 
Railroad  Company  wanted  Mr.  Tyrrell  elected  ?  (Objected  to  as 
leading,  and  that  there  is  no  allegation  in  the  notice  served  on  Mr. 
Tyrrell  by  Alfred  W.  Jones  that  the  New  Jersey  Raiboad  Company 
interfered  in  the  election  in  any  way  whatever).  * 

jf 7w.  I  cannot  recollect  anything  particular  about  it ;  there  was  a 
good  deal  of  excitement  and  several  talks ;  the  exact  words  I  can't 
recollect  at  all. 

Quest.  Did  you  not  give  as  a  reason  that  Mr.  Tyrrell  was  in  favor 
of  the  Millstone  extension  ?    (Objected  to  as  leading). 

^ns.  There  was  something  of  that  talked  about. 

Quest  Did  you  not  give  as  a  reason  why  the  Company  desired  Mr. 
Tyrrell's  election  was,  because,  if  elected,  he  would  vote  for  the  Mill- 
stone extension  ?    (Objected  to  as  leading). 

^ns.  I  do  not  think  the  word  vote  was  used  between  us  at  all ;  I 
think  the  words  used  were  "  in  favor  of". 

Quest  Then  the  reason  why  they  wanted  Mr.  Tyrrell  elected  was 
because  he  was  in  favor  of  the  Millstone  extension  ?  (Objected  to,  Ist, 
as  leading ;  and  2d,  as  a  cross-examination  of  his  own  witness). 

^Tis,  I  said  I  believed  it  was. 

Quest  Did  not  you  say  that  Mr.  Tyrrell  was  their  man,  meaning  by 
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the  word  "  their"  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  ?  (Objected  to, 
1st,  as  leading;  2d,  as  a  cross-examination  of  his  own  witness;  and, 
3d,  the  alleged  interference  of  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  is 
is  not  specified  as  a  ground  of  contest  in  the  notice  required  by  the 
contestant  upon  the  respondent). 

^ns.  I  don't  recollect  of  any  word  "  their"  being  used ;  there  were 
three  men  arguing  with  me. 

Qtcest,  Were  any  words  used  about  Mr.  Tyrrell  being  anybody's 
man  ?  (Objected  to  as  leading,  and  as  a  cross-examination.  Defend- 
ant's counsel  here  entered  a  general  objection  to  ail  the  testimony 
thus  far  taken,  and  which  may  be  taken  hereafter,  going  in  any  man- 
ner to  show  that  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  in  any  manner 
interfered  in  the  recent  election  as  regards  the  contestant  and  respond- 
ent, on  the  ground  that  no  allegation  of  such  interference  was  speci- 
fled  in  the  notice  served  by  A.  W.  Jones  on  N.  H.  Tyrrell). 

^ns.  "  Anybody's  man,"  I  don't  understand  it. 

Quest.  I  understand  the  meaning  of  these  words  to  be,  that  Mr. 
Tyrrell  was  pledged  to  support  the  legislation  desired  by  the  Com- 
pany ;  with  this  explanation,  what  is  your  answer  to  the  question  ? 
(Counsel  for  contestant.here  desired  or  noted  that  counsel  for  respond- 
ent said  these  words  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  the  witness,  viz.: 
that  if  he  were  the  witness  he  would  not  answer  that  question  ;  couhs 
sel  for  respondent  states,  that  he  had  the  honor  and  felicity  to  have  a 
private  conversation  with  the  master,  Wm.  Patterson,  and  the  remark 
about  answering  the  question  was  directed  to  Mr.  Patterson,  and  that 
counsel  for  contestant  has  unfairly  attempted  to  place  a  part  of  his 
remarks  on  record,  without  giving  any  explanation  of  the  preceding 
or  succeeding  words — Objected  to.) 

*^ns,  I  think,  as  nearly  as  I  can  recollect,  I  told  Mr.  Mockridge 
that  the  Company  wanted  Mr.  Tyrrell  elected ;  I  won't  be  positive  I 
said  Mr.  Howell  or  the  Company ;  1  am  not  positive  which ;  I  do  not 
know  Mr.  Howell's  first  name  positive,  only  as  I  see  it  signed ;  Mar- 
tin A.  Howell,  I  think;  I  believe  he  is  an  ofiBcer  of  the  New  Jersey 
Railroad  Company ;  I  am  told  he  is  a  director ;  I  understand  him  to 
be  such ;  I  have  had  conversations  with  Mr.  Howell  about  the  elec- 
tion ;  some  at  Newai'k ;  I  was  sent  for  to  go  to  Newark ;  one  of  the 
conductors  told  me  there  was  a  despatch  or  letter  at  the  office  for  me 
to  go  to  Newark ;  I  think  his  name  was  Bergen  ;  he  might  have  said 
at  the  office  or  New  Brunswick ;  I  did  not  see  the  despatch  at  all ;  he 
said  the  despatch  was  at  the  depot  or  Now  Brunswick ;  I  was  at 
Millstone  Junction  at  the  time ;  the  Company  has  a  telegraph  office 
at  the  depot  in  Brunswick.  I  went  to  Newark;  1  reached  there 
at  three  or  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon ;  I  cannot  swear  it  was  the 
day  before  election  >  as  near  as  I  can  recollect  it  was ;  I  did  not  meet 
Mr.  Howell  there ;  I  met  him  at  Elizabeth ;  Mr.  Howell  got  on  the 
engine  at  Elizabeth,  and  rode  to  Newark;  I  was  on  the  engine  too; 
I  had  no  conversation  with  him  on  the  engine;  the  engineer  and 
fireman  were  there;  John  Sindells,  engineer,  Wm.  DonoUy,  fireman; 
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Mr.  Howell  got  off  the  engine  at  Ghesnut  street  in  NewariL:  I  do 
not  know  where  he  went;  1  had  the  conversation  in  Newark  with 
him  aside  the  engine  at  Chestnut  street  depot,  the  compfuiy  has  a 
depot  there;  I  cannot  recollect  all  the  conversation;  I  think  Mr. 
Howell  asked  how  many  voters  1  had  on  the  train;  he  said  he  wanted 
Mr.  Tyrrell  elected;  I  cannot  recollect  just  what  Mr.  Howell  said. 

Quest  Give  the  substance  of  what  Mr.  Howell  said  ?   (Objected  to.) 

.^ns.  He  said  he  wanted  me  to  use  my  influence  to  have  him 
elected;  as  near  as  I  can  recollect  Mr.  Howell  repeated  those  words 
I  have  used,  that  Tyrrell  was  a  loyal  man,  and  Jones  was  reported  to 
be  a  rebel  general ;  I  believe  there  was  something  said  about  nis  being 
a  railroad  man — I  mean  Mr.  Tyrrell;  there  was  nothing  particular, 
only  the  matter  was  talked  over  in  the  way  of  conversation;  Mr, 
Howell  wished  to  have  Mr.  Tyrrell  elected— as  I  said  before,  he 
wished  me  to  use  my  influence  to  have  him  elected;  there  was  some- 
thing said  about  Mr.  Tyrrell  being  in  favor  of  the  New  Jersey  Rail- 
road Company;  I  cannot  exactly  repeat  the  words;  I  cannot  say  that 
Mr.  Howell  said  he  was  a  New  Jersey  Railroad  man ;  I  do  not  recol- 
lect what  he  said  about  it. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  the  substance  of  what  Mr.  Howell  said  to  you? 

Jlns.  We  got  off  the  engine,  and  Mr.  Howell  asked  how  many 
votes  I  had,  and  I  told  him  I  had  about  eight  or  ten,  and  he  said  he 
widied  me  to  use  my  influence  to  have  Mr.  Tyrrell  elected;  I  told 
him  I  would  see  the  men  and  talk  with  them;  I  do  not  recollect 
what  Mr.  Howell  then  said,  he  went  away;  there  was  nothing  passed 
between  me  and  Mr.  Howell  but  that  one  time,  before  the  election; 
I  do  not  think  1  could  state  all  the  conversation  that  occurred  at  that 
time;  I  thought  no  more  about  it  until  recently;  I  have  stated  all  the 
conversation  that  occurred  at  that  time  that  I  can  recollect  now ;  I 
have  generally  voted  the  republican  ticket;  I  did  not  spend  any 
monev  in  the  last  election,  only  to  get  a  drink  with,  for  some  others 
as  well  as  myself,  as  any  other  man  would  do  at  such  times ;  I  re- 
c^ved  no  money  from  any  person  to  spend  in  the  last  election ;  I 
have  not  been  repaid  any  money  I  spent  in  treating  at  the  last 
election;  it  was  all  spent  out  of  my  own  pocket. 

Cross-examined. — Quest.  Did  not  Mr.  v  ansicklpn  and  Mockridge 
come  in  a  wagon  where  you  and  the  men  who  worked  on  the  gravel 
train  were,  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  of  November,  and  insist  on 
taking  your  men  away  to  the  polls  in  Woodbridge  to  vote  ? 

^ns.  Mr.  Tappen  had  taken  some  of  the  men  to  the  bar-room,  an^ 
3f  ockridge  and  Vansicklen  came  in  a  wagon  with  two  or  three  more ; 
they  did  not  come  to  the  pit;  they  came  to  carry  the  men  off  in 
Tvagons ;  I  had  orders  to  go  to  Millstone  that  morning  for  a  load  of 
-wood ;  I  told  most  of  the  men  I  wanted  them  to  go  with  me  to  Mill- 
stone—Millstone is  about  thirteen  miles  from  Bonnamtown. 

Quest.  If  you  and  the  ihen  had  gone  to  Millstone  as  you  directed 
themj  could  not  they  have  loaded  the  train  with  wood,  left  it  at  New 
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Brunswick  and  got  back  to  Bonhamtown  in  time  to  go  to  the  p(Xk 
and  vote  ? 

Jlns.  Yes ;  they  could  have  got  back  about  three  o'clock ;  Mock* 
ridge,  Vansicklen  and  myself  were 'much  excited  when  we  were  talk- 
ing about  the  men  going  to  vote ;  I  insisted  on  the  men  going  to  Mill- 
stone, and  they  on  the  men  going  to  vote ;  this  led  to  a  dispute 
between  us. 

Quest  Was  it  your  intention  after  the  train  returned  firom  M3I- 
stone,  to  let  the  men  go  to  the  polls  and  vote  as  they  saw  proper?

Q^est  After  some  exciting  conversation  with  Mockridge  and  Van- 
sicklen, and  after  insisting  the  men  should  go  to  Millstone  to  work, 
and  these  two  men  insisting  they  should  then  go  and  vote ;  did  not 
you,  under  these  circumstances,  say,  if  these  men  will  not  work  as  I 
want  them,  I  will  give  them  their  time  ? 

Jlns.  Yes. 

Qitest  Did  you  use  the  word  discharge  ? 

^ns.  I  did  not,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

Quest  There  was  a  load  of  wood  at  Millstone,  was  there  not? 

jJn*.  Yes. 

Quest  Had  not  you  orders  from  the  Company  to  get  the  wood  that 
morning? 

Ans.  I  had  positive  orders  to  go  after  the  wood  that  morning. 

Quest  Did  you  go  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest  What  prevented  you  from  going? 

Jlns.  Yansiclden,  Tappen  and  Mockridge  insisted  on  taking  awtj 
tbe  men  that  morning,  and  prevented  me  from  going. 

Quest  When  did  you  go  to  Millstone  ? 

^ns.  The  next  morning;  the.wood  at  Millstone  was  on  the  dodc; 
there  was  a  vessel  with  wood  alongside  of  the  dock ;  the  wood  conld 
not  be  got  from  the  vessel  without  first  removing  the  wood  from  tbe 
dock;  the  boat  was  a  canal  boat. 

Quest  Was  not  the  boat  in  a  sinking  condition? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest  What  means  were  used  to  keep  her  afloat  until  the  wood 
could  be  got  off? 

^ns.  The  captain  told  me  he  had  to  pump  night  and  day. 

Quest  Had  you  any  power  or  authority,  verbal  or  written,  to  use 
the  name  of  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  in  this  election  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest  Did  you  have  any  orders  from  the  New  Jersey  Railroad 
Company,  or  did  they  request  you  to  use  your  influence  either  for  or 
against  Colonel  Jones  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Qu£st  Who  gave  you  the  order  to  go  to  Millstone? 

j9ns.  Israel  Smith,  chief  engineer  of  the  New  Jersey,and  superinten- 
dent of  the  Millstone  Railroad ;  Mr.  Smith  gives  me  orders  tiie  same  as 
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John  C.  Herrick,  and  is  the  proper  authority  to  give  such  orders ;  I 
have  full  power  over  the  hiring  and  discharging  tiie  men  on  the 
gravel  train. 

Quest  Did  you  receive  orders  from  any  person,  or  from  any  officer 
or  company,  to  discharge  your  men,  or  any  of  them,  if  they  did  not 
vote  as  you  desired  them,  or  if  they  went  to  the  polls  to  vote  ? 

^ns.  No ;  no  one  ever  spoke  about  discharging  the  men. 

Quest.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  if  Mr.  Tyrrell  was 
pledged  to  any  person  or  company  to  vote  for  or  against  any  measure 
whatsoever  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  whether  Mr.  Tyrrell 
received  any  pecuniary  aid  even  to  the  extent  of  one  cent,  from  any 
person  or  company  to  aid  in  his  election  ? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Did  the  conversation  you  had  with  Mr.  Howell,  mentioned 
in  your  direct  examination,  occupy  more  than  a  minute  ? 

jJtw.  I  should  think  it  did — about  two. 

Qtiest.  Was  it  not  a  common  rumor  that  Colonel  Jones  had  com- 
mand, under  Sterling  Price,  in  the  State  guard  of  Missouri? 

Jlns.  Yes. 

Qtiest.  Was  that  one  of  the  reasons  why  you  opposed  his  election 
personally  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  When  Mr.  Howell  asked  you  to  do  what  you  could  to  aid 
Mr.  Tyrrell,  did  he  not  urge  it  as  an  objection  to  Colonel  Jones  that 
he  had  been  in  the  rebel  army  in  Missouri  ? 

.^ns.  He  said  Jones  had  boen  in  the  rebel  army ;  I  do  not  know 
as  he  said  in  Missouri. 

Quest.  Did  you  remonstrate  with  Jj.  J.  Tappen  and  S.  P.  Mock- 
ridge,  or  William  Vansicklen,  about  taking  off  your  men  on  election 
day? 

.^ns.  Yes ;  there  would  not  have  been  a  word  said  about  discharge 
if  it  had  not  been  for  those  men ;  I  mean  Tappen,  Vansicklen  and 
Mockridge ;  I  think  I  know  Sheriff  Acken ;  he  lives  on  the  meadows 
below  Mr.  Tappen's  towards  South  Amboy  ;  Mr.  Acken  is  a  demo- 
crat, as  I  have  heard  his  politics  talked  at  Tappen's. 

The  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  adjourned  to  a  ftiture 
time  and  place,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties — Monday  evening, 
Slst  inst.,  at  same  place.

registry  and  election,  marked  Exhibit  A,  on  part  of  contestant.  AlaOr 
a  certified  copy  of  a  statement  of  the  result  of  said  election  held  in 
said  township,  marked  B,  on  part  of  contestant  Also,  a  certified 
copy  of  the  names  of  voters  at  an  election  held  in  the  township  of 
Piscataway,  in  said  county,  on  the  same  day  and  for  the  same  offices,  ^ 
and  a  certified  copy  of  the  statement  of  the  result  of  such  election  in 
said  township,  marked  respectively.  Exhibits  9  ^°d  D,  on  part  of 
contestant. 

John  Henry  Campbell,  Qworn. — Hive  in  the  village  of  Woodbridge; 
1  ^as  present  at  the  election  in  Woodbridge  on  6th  of  November  last; 
■Alfred  W.  Jones  was  democratic  candidate  for  Assembly,  and  Na- 
thaniel H.  Tyrrell  the  republican;  I  was  at  the  polls  during  electiai; 
I  stood,  by  the  ballot  box  pretty  much  all  day,  once  in  a  while  ww 
down  stairs ;  I  did  not  know  a  man  by  the  name  of  Carlton  Arquart, 
until  lately,  he  was  called  Yank,  he  was  conductor,  I  believe,  oo 
the  gravel  train  of  the  N.  J.  R.  R.  Co ;  Yank  was  present  part  of 
the  time  at  the  polls ;  he  is  not  a  voter  in  the  township. 

Quest.  What  was  he  doing  at  the  polls  ? 

An*.  He  was  trying  to  hinder  his  men  from  voting  for  Alfred  W. 
Jones ;  1  mean  by  his  "  men  "  those  he  had  working  on  tiie  gravel 
train. 

Quest.  What  did  he  do? 

^ns.  He  took  some  tickets  and  had  them  marked,  and  gave  th«n 
to  the  men,  and  told  them  to  vote  that  ticket;  this  was  on  election 
day,  and  was  down  stairs;  the  election  was  held  up  stairs ;  he  said  if 
thev  did  not  vote  those  men  he  would  discharge  them  next  momiog; 
he  had  the  name  of  Mr.  Tyrrell  put  on,  in  place  of  Mr.  Jones  scratchai 
off;  he  came  and  stood  by  the  ballot  box  in  the  election  room,  and 
told  the  men,  if  they  did  not  vote  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  he  would  discbarge 
them  next  morning;  I  do  not  know  as  I  saw  anything  more  he  did  np 
stairs ;  I  do  not  recollect  everything ;  I  was  present  when  Uie  votes 
were  counted ;  I  kept  a  tally ;  1  went  out  of  the  house  as  soon  as  the 
votes  were  counted ;  I  did  not  hear  the  result  announced ;  I  kept  a 
tally  of  each  vote  as  it  was  read  off  by  one  of  the  judges ;  the  judges 
were  George  G.  Hancock,  Ellis  B.  Freeman  tod  Jotham  Coddington; 
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Hancock  put  the  tickets  in  the  box  part  of  the  time,  and  Jotham  Cott- , 
dington  also ;  Hancock  took  the  ballots  firom  the  box  when  they  were  * 
counted ;  he  gave  them  to  Charles  M.  Dally,  and  Dally  to  Codding- 
ton ;  Dally  is  a  republican ;  Coddington  numbered  the  ballots,  Free- 
man strung  them ;  383  votes  were  read  off  for  Alfre.d  W.  Jones  as 
member  of  Assembly ;  I  do  not  remember  how  many  were  read  off 
for  Mr.  Tyrrell,  355  or  356, 1  do  not  remember  which ;  I  have  ex- 
amined the  ballots  since  the  election ;  Hancock  was  with  me ;  A.  W. 
Jones  was  present ;  there  were  others  in  the  room ;  it  was  at  the  house 
of  Lafayette  Reid,  the  township  clerk  and  clerk  of  election ;  he  was 
present  at  the  time,  a  Mrs.  Drake  was  there  also,  and  a  young  lady 
trhom  I  did  not  know ;  this  was  to-night  between  5  and  6  o^clock : 
Hancock  read  them  off,  and  A.  W.  Jones  and  myself  tallied  them,  I 
mean,  kept  the  account ;  the  ballots  were  on  a  string ;  we  did  not 
remove  them  from  the  string ;  we  shoved  them  all  down  to  one  end  of 
tiie  string  and  pulled  one  up  at  a  time. 

Quest  How  many  ballots  did  you  find  numbered?  (Counsel  for 
respondent  objects  to  any  evidence  as  to  the  contents  of  the  ballot 
box  on  the  3d  of  January  1867.) 

jfn*.  749 ;  I  found  two  others  besides  those  numbered,  they  were 
tied  up  on  the  end  of  the  string ;  one  of  these  ballots  was  a  double 
republican  ticket — the  other  ticket  was  a  piece  of  paper  written  on  it 
*«  for  sheriff,  J.  Manning  Clarkson  " — the  last  numbered  ticket  Was 
/^publican,  Nathaniel  H,  Tyrrell  was  on  it  for  (general  Assembly — 
the  ticket  numbered  748,  was  republican,  and  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell 
^WuB  on  it  for  General  Assembly — the  ticket  marked  747,  was  laepubli. 
^m,  and  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  was  on  it  for  General  Assembly— 
number  746,  was  republican,  and  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  was  on  it  for 
General  Assembly — ^number  745,  was  republican,  and  Nathaniel  H. 
Tjrrrell  was  on  it  for  General  Assembly — No.  744  T<ras  a  republi- 
ean  ticket,  and  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  was  on  it  for  General  Assem- 
Wy;  there  were  356  votes,  I  think,  on  that  string  for  Nathaniel 
H.  Tyrrell,  I  have  not  my  memorandum  with  me,  it  is  at  my  house, 
in  another  coat — I  do  not  count  in  this  the  double  republican 
ticket;  I  mean  by  a  double  republican  ticket,  two  that  came  out 
together,  they  had  on  them  the  name  of  Nathaniel  Tyrrell — ^thc 
piece  of  paper  I  spoke  of  had  no  name  on  for  member  of  Assem- 
bly; there  were  383  votes  on  that  string  for  Alfred  W.  Jones;

^uesL  Did  you  find  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  scratched  off  of 
any  regular  democratic  ticket  ?    (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

^7is.  Yes ;  off  of  two ;  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  was  written  in  their 

Slace ;  1  cannot  say  whether  there  were  any  democratic  tickets  witir 
ofies'  name  erased  and  no  other  put  on. 
Quest  [Paper  shown  to  witness]  and  asked,  if  it  was  the  memoran- 
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dum  made  by  you  wKen  you  kept  tally  of  the  votes  that  evenhig. 
•  (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  It  is ;  there  are  some  other  figures  on  the  bottom  that  do  DOt 
belong  to  the  tally. 

Qu^t.  Explain  this  paper.  (Objected  to  both  as  to  the  paper  and 
as  to  the  explanation.) 

Ans.  Down  to  the  word  "  Tyrrell "  is  the  count  for  Alfred  W. 
Jones,  and  from  Tyrrell's  name  to  the  bottom  is  the  count  for  Nathan- 
iel fl.  Tyrrell. 

Qu^t.  What  do  those  straight  marks  under  the  word  "  Jones,"  at 
the  bottom  of  the  paper,  mean  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  They  were  losses  for  A.  W.  Jones ;  when  I  came  to  a  ticket 
list,  I  put  it  down  there. 

Quest  How  many  have  you  there  for  Jones'  loss  ? 

Ans.  There  are  six  marks. 

Qiiest.  Have  th<^se  marks  down  here,  under  the  name  of  Jones,  at 
the  bottom  of  the  paper,  anything  to  do  with  ttie  tally  of  the  votes 
you  kept  for  Jones  and  Tyrrell  ? 

Ans.  No. 

Quest.  Does  this  tally,  without  any  reference  to  those  votes,  show 
the  exact  number  of  votes  on  that  string  for  A.  W.  Jones  and  N.  B. 
Tyrrell  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  Yes,  if  I  counted  them  straight 

Quest.  Is  this  a  correct  tally  of  the  votes  as  given  you  by  Mr.  Han- 
cock ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  Yes.  (The  memorandum  of  the  witness  was  here  offered  in 
evidence  by  the  counsel  for  contestant,  and  objected  to  by  counsel  for 
respondent,  and  marked  Eidiibit  C  on  part  of  contestant)  I  cannot 
say  whether  the  name  of  A.  W.  Jones  is  on  any  republican  tickets; 
751  tickets  came  out  of  the  ballot  box  on  the  night  of  the  electi(»u 

Quest.  Did  these  751  votes  include  the  double  republican  tidL^ 
and  the  piece  of  paper  with  the  sheriffs  name  on  ?  (Objected  to  as 
leading.) 

A'ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  To  make  up  the  751  did  you  count  the  double  republican 
ticket  as  one  or  two  ballots  ? 

Ans.  As  one. 

Quest.  How  many  of  these  751  ballots  were  numbered  ? 

Ans.  749  were  numbered  ;  the  piece  of  paper  was  not  numbered ; 
do  not  think  the  other  was,  but  am  not  positive. 

Cross-examination. — Counsel  for  respondent  objects  to  and  moves 
to  strike  out  all  the  evidence  as  to  the  contents  oi  the  ballot  box  on 
January  3,  1866.  2d.  Because  all  the  evidence  of  the  witness  has  do 
bearing  directly  or  indirectly  upon  any  of  the  grounds  of  contest 
specified  in  the  notice  served  by  Alfred  Jones  on  Nathaniel  H.  Tyi^ 
roll.  3d.  The  evidence  sought  to  be  given  by  this  witness  is  not  the 
best  evidence  that  can  be  produced  on  the  part  of  the  contestant 

Witness — 1  am  engaged  in  digging  clay ;  I  am  supposed  to  be  a 
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democrat;  I  am  a  democrat;  I  attended  democratic  meetings  during  ^ 
the  campaign  in  Woodbridge,  two  or  three  times ;  I  live  within  a 
mile  or  mile  and  a  half  of  Col.  Jones,  I  am  acquainted  with  him  in- 
timately; I  do  not  know  where  he  came  from  into  New  Jersey,  more 
than  what  I  have  heard  said. 

Quest.  ^PTiere  have  yon  heard  it  said  he  came  from  ?  (Objected  to, 
miless  the  witness  heard  Mr.  Jones  himself  say). 

Jns.  He  eame  from  tiie  south ;  I  do  not  know  as  I  heard  said  what 
part  of  the  south. 

Quest  Have  you  heard  he  was  a  Colonel  in  the  rebel  army  ?P(Ob- 
jeeted  to  as  hearsay,  unless  the  witness  can  state  he  heard  Mr.  Jones 
say  so). 

.Sns.  I  have  heard  so ;  I  voted  for  Mr.  Jones  for  member  of  Assem- 
bly; I  had  no  bet  or  wager  depending  on  the  result  of  the  election. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  a  man  by  the  name  of  Prank  Moore  ?  (Ob- 
jected to  as  not  relative  to  tiie  direct  examination). 

Ms.  Yes. 

Quest.  Did  you  have  any  bet  or  wager  with  him? 

Ans.  Yes ;  I  bet  a  hat  with  him ;  I  did  not  recollect  it  at  first,  but 
i  did  when  his  name  was  mentioned ;  I  made  the  bet  before  the  elec- 
tion, a  day  or  two  before,  I  think ;  I  bet  Moore  that  Jonesjwould  beat 
Tyrrell. 

Quest.  Is  that  bet  still  pending  on  the  result  of  this  contest? 

Ans.  I  do  not  consider  it  as  yet  determined;  I  did  not  spend  any 
money  to  aid  in  the  election  of  Col.  Jones,  and  did  not  give  money  to 
Miy  one  to  spend;  I  gave  five  dollars  for  the  general  benefit  of  the 
democratic  party  in  Woodbridge ;  I  took  a  drink  once  in  a  while  on 
the  day  of  election,  with  democrats  and  republicans ;  I  was  at  the 
ixdifl  when  they  opcfted  and  remained  till  they  closed,  excepting  I 
went  home  at  noon  to  dinner ;  I  was  distributing  democratic  tickets ; 
I  was  electioneering  for  Col.  Jones  and  the  whole  democratic  ticket; 
I  have  thirteen  men  in  my  employ ;  did  not  ask  tiiem  to  vote  the 
democratic  ticket;  I  talked  with  them  about  the  election;  I  heard 
them  say  how  they  were  going  to  vote,  and  that  was  the  reason  I  did 
not  ask  fhem  to  vote  for  Col.  Jones ;  the  men  in  my  employ  said  they 
▼ere  going  to  vote  for  Col.  Jones. 

Quest  Were  you  anxious  to  have  CoL  Jones  elected? 

Ms.  Yes. 

Quest.  Are  your  sympathies  with  Col.  Jones  in  this  matter  ? 

.^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Did  you  say  "  111  be  God  damned  if  I  vote  for  Col.  Jones  ?" 

Ans,  I  do  not  think  I  ever  said  so ;  I  do  not  think  I  made  any 
such  remark ;  I  think  I  told  Mr.  Tyrrell  I  would  not  vote  for  Clark- 
son  or  Jones ;  Mr.  Tyrrell  y^as  in  the  wagon  at  the  time,  and  he 
asked  me  if  I  would  not  vote  for  him. 

Q^est  Did  you  not  say  this  to  John  Hall,  instead  of  Mr.  Tyrrell? 

Ans»  John  Hall  was  in  the  wagon. 

Qaestion  repeated. 
55 
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Ans.  I  do  not  recollect  of  having  said  it  to  John  Hall ;  I  might 
have  8aid  it  to  him. 

Quest.  After  you  said  you  would  not'Tote  for  Jones  or  Clarkson, 
did  not  Mr.  Tyrrell  say  to  you  « then  I  suppose  you  will  give  me  your 
vote?" 

Ans.  Ye^  he  said  that  to  me. 

Quest.  What  church  do  you  attend?    (Objected  to  as  immateriaL) 

Ans.  I  do  not  go  to  any. 

Quest.  Do  you  believe  in  the  existence  of  a  God  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  I  do. 

Quest.  Did  you  spend  $300  in  attempting  to  get  the  nomination  for 
sheriff  of  Middlesex  county  ?    (Objected  to  as  immaterial.) 

Am.  I  do  not  know  as  I  am  bound  to  answer  that  to  you. 

Quest.  Do  you  refuse  to  answer  that  question  ? 

Ans.  I  am  not  ashamed  to  tell  you;  I  spent  some  moneys  I  will 
answer  the  question ;  I  spent  $300 ;  I  did  not  get  the  nomination  for 
sheriff? 

Quest.  After  you  were  defeated  in  your  attempt  to  get  the  notnina- 
tion  for  sheriff,  did  you  use  these  words,  or  words  similar  to  them, 
"  I^ui  defeated,  now  I'm  for  sale  ?" 

Ans.  Yes ;  I  do  not  know  whether  Arquit  lives  in  this  towndiip 
or  not  ? 

Quest.  Do  you  positively  state,  of  your  own  knowledge,  that  Arquit 
was  trying  to  hinder  his  men  from  voting  for  Jones? 

Ans.  Yes ;  he  said  they  worked  in  the  gravel  pit ;  he  said  if  they 
voted  for  Jones  he  would  discharge  them  next  morning ;  I  told  tlw 
men  I  would  hire  them  if  they  discharged  them ;  I  never  spoke  to  lie 
men  more  than  that;  I  did  not  know  the  men;  he  was  here  some 
time  trying  to  hinder  the  men  from  voting ;  I  only  spoke  to  his  mwi, 
knowing  them  as  such,  once ;  I  did  not  see  Yank  and  his  men  come 
in  the  wagon ;  I  do  not  know  how  many  men  Yank  had  with  him, 
whether  seven  or  nine ;  I  saw  him  marking  tickets  in  the  bar  room 
of  the  Pike  House,  at  Woodbridge ;  did  not  see  him  give  them  to  the 
men ;  he  marked  the  tickets  with  a  pencil ;  I  did  not  see  him  give 
the  men  those  tickets ;  I  saw  him  erasing  Col.  Jones'  name  from  the 
tickets  ;  I  did  not  see  him  mark  them  on  the  back,  not  those  tickets; 
after  he  marked  them  he  went  around  among  the  men ;  I  went  op 
stairs ;  I  heard  him  tell  some  men  to  vote  for  Tyrrell ;  I  do  not  know 
his  men. 

Quest.  Is  ticket  No.  167  a  democratic  or  republican  ticket? 

Ans.  I  cannot  say. 

Same  question  as  to  ticket  No.  245. 

Ans.  I  cannot  say. 

Same  question  as  to  ticket  301,  340,  J512,  542,  570,  610,  680, 700. 

An^.  I  did  not  look  at  the  numbers  at  all ;  I  cannot  say ;  I  do  not 
know  how  many  scratched  tickets  there  were ;  Mr.  Hancock  called 
them  off;  I  was  at  one  end  of  the  table  and  he  was  at  the  other;  1 
could  not  see  the  face  of  the  tickets  on  the  election  night ;  I  examined 
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the  face  of  a  few  of  the  tickets  to-night — the  la3t  nine  that  were 
counted;  I  think  three  hundred  and  eighty-three  votes  were  an- 
nounced for  Jones  on  election  night,  and  three  hundred  and  fifly-five 
for  Tyrrell,  if  I  am  not  mistaken  ;  I  do  not  know  who  announced  the 
vote— I  was  not  here ;  tl^at  was  what  my  paper  called  for. 

Direct  examination  resumed : 

A.  W.  Jones  lives  in  the  township  of  Woodbridge ;  he  has  lived 
here  about  three  years ;  do  not  recollect  the  time  precisely. 

Quest.  Were  ttiese  stories  that. you  heard  about  Alfred  W.  Jones 
being  in  the  rebel  army  told  to  you  during  the  campaign  between 
Jones  and  Tyrrell  ? 

^ns.  I  heard  them  from  the  republican  party. 

Quest  Was  it  circulated  by  members  of  that  party  for  the  purpose 
of  defeating  Mr.  Jones  ?  (Objected  to  by  counsel  of  respondent,  be- 
cause witness  could  not  testify  as  to  the  purposes  of  the  republican 
party  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Did  A.  W.  Jones,  or  any  one  for  him,  pay  you  any  money, 
give  you  anything,  or  make  any  promise  to  you,  to  induce  you  to  vote 
or  electioneer  for  him  ?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Did  you  have  these  ballots  to-night  in  your  hands  ?  (Ob- 
jected to.) 

Am.  I  had  hold  of  nine  of  them — the  nine  last ;  they  were  all ;  I 
did  not  look  at  the  rest  of  them  singly ;  the  clerk,  Lafayette  Reid, 
gave  the  tickets  to-night  to  Mr.  Hancock ;  none  of  the  ballots  were 
removed  from  the  string — they  were  left  on  the  table ;  Mr.  Reid  said 
he  would  take  charge  of  them. 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Reid  say  anybody  had  been  there  before  you  went 
there,  to  examine  the  ballots  ?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  Yes,  Isaac  Inslee,  Jr. ;  do  not  think  he  sard  any  one  else ; 
Isaac  Inslee,  Jr.,  is  a  son  of  William  Inslee ;  he  is  called  captain ;  he 
is  a  republican. 

Quest.  What  did  Reid  say  about  Inslee  ?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  He  said  Inslee  took  some  of  the  names  off  of  the  backs  of  the 
tickets  ;  I  forget  what  else  he  said  •,  i  was  busy  keeping  my  count. 

Cross-examination  resumed : 

Quest.  Did  not  you  hear  these  reports  about  Colonel  Jones  being 
in  the  rebel  army  a  year  ago,  and  long  before  he  was  a  canXlidate  ? 

jlns.  I  do  not  think  I  did. 

Quest.  When  did  you  first  hear  the  reports  about  Colonel  Jones  be- 
ing a  colonel  in  the  rebel  army  ? 

^ns.  I  cannot  say  how  long  it  was — it  was  not  a  great  while  before 
the  election ;  I  heard  the  reports  after  his  nomination ;  I  do  not  think 
I  heard  it  on  4th  of  July  occasions  two  or  three  years  ago ;  I  have 
never  spoken  to  Colonel  Jones  about  being  in  the  rebel  army. 
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Quest.  When  you  say  Mix  Inslee  took  some  of  the  names  oflF  the 
backs  of  the  tickets,  do  you  mean  copied  or  erased  them? 

Ans.  I  do  not  know  what  Mr.  Reid  meant  by  it — ^he  said  he  took 
the  names  from  the  back  of  the  tickets ;  the  memorandum  I  made  this 
afternoon  is  in  lead  pencil ;  no  republican  was  present  when  the  list 
was  taken.

The  Contestant  oflFers  in  evidence,  certified  copies  of  the  poll  list 
and  statement  of  the  result  of  the  election  held  in  the  city  of  Perth 
Amboy  on  the  6th  of  Novemljier,  1866,  which  were  received  and 
marked  respectively  E  and  F,  on  part  of  Contestant. 

George  G.  Hancock,  sworn. — I  re^de  in  Woodbmdge ;  I  am  col- 
lector  and  constable  of  the  township,;  I  was  at  the  polls  on  the  6th  of 
November  last ;  1  was  a  judge  of  election  and  inspector  of  registry; 
I  received  the  tickets  and  put  them  in  the  box  part  of  the  time ;  I  was 
at  the  polls  all  day ;  I  saw  a  man  they  called  Yank,  he  has  charge  of 
the  men  on  the  New  Jersey  I^ailroa^  gravel  train ;  he  said  he  was 
there  to  see  how  his  men  voted ;  he  was  near  t#  the  ballot  box,  close 
up  to  the  table  on  which  the  ballot  box  stood ;  I  had  a  ticket  in  my 
hand,  and  was  about  putting  it  in  the  box  when  he  demanded  to  see 
it ;  I  told  him  neither  he  or  any  one  else  could  see  it ;  he  said  it  was 
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his  business  to  see  how  his  men  voted,  he  came  for  that  purpose ;  the 
Company  sent  him  here  to  see  how  his  men  voted,  and  if  they  voted 
for  Jones  he  would  discharge  them  next  mommg;  the  New  Jersey 
Hfilroad  Oompany  he  meant ;  there  was  so  much  talking  going  on 
that  I  cannot  remember  all  that  was  said ;  Manning  Freeman  and 
others  were  talking  with  him  and  said  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Com- 
paiw  Hor  an^  other  could  not  rule  gur  ballot  boxes;  the  tieket  be 
-di^nanded  of  me>  was  t^at  of  one  of  hism^nnl  suppose;  I  took  the 
tickets  out  ctf  the  box  aftet  the  poll  T«as  closed ;  I  examined  them 
and  handed  them  to  Charles  M.  Dally,  who  gave  them  to  Jotham 
Coddington,  by  whom  they  were  numbered  ;  Coddington  gave  them 
to  Ellis  B.  Freeman,  who  strung  them ;  Coddington  and  Freeman 
also  were  judges  of  election ;  Charles  M.  Dally  is  a  republican,  I  be- 
lieve ;  in  jtaking  out  the  tickets  1  observed  two  with  names  written 
on  the  backs ;  Mike  Bums  and  Mat  Brian  were  the  names  written  on  ^ 
the  back  of  the  tickets ;  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  was  scratched  * 
from  off  the  face  of  those  tickets.  (Counsel  for  respondent  objects  to 
witness  stating  what  name  was  scratched  off  the  ticket,  as  the  ticket 
would  be  the  best  evidence  to  shew  that) ;  383  votes  were  counted 
for  Alfred  W.  Jones  for  member  of  Assembly;  357  votes  were 
counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  for  same  office ;  the  statement  of 
the  result  exhibited  382  votes  for  Alfred  W.  Jones,  for  member  of 
Assembly ;  the  reason  of  the  difference  between  the  votes  counted 
and  those  returned  in  the  statement  for  A*  W.  Jones,  is  that  one  was 
deducted  from  the  democratic  count  by  reason  of  a  voter's  name  not 
being  on  the  register ;  the  name  of  that  voter  was  James  Compton ; 
his  name  is  on  the  poll  list ;  his  ballot  was  deposited  in  the  box  and  ^ 
came  out  it ;  I  was  present  with  John  H.  Campbell  and  A.  W.  Jones, 
on  Thursday  evening  last  at  the  house  of  Lafayette  Reed,  the  clerk 
of  the  election ;  (Counsel  for  respondent  here  objects  to  any  testimoiy^ 
I^ing  given  as  to  the  contents  of  the  ballot  box  of  the  Woodbridge 
poll,  on  the  3d  January  instant);  I  called  off  th6  ballots  while  Mr.- 
Campbell  tallied ;  no  one  but  myself  handled  those  ballots ;  1  found 
383  ballots  on  the  string  for  Alfred  W.  Jones  for  member  of  Assem- 
bly ;  I  found  752  ballots  on  that  string,  two  of  which  were  together — 
one  was  a  small  piece  of  paper  with  the  name  of  J.  Manning  Clark- 
son  on  for  sheriff;  I  observed  a  ticket  on  the  string  marked  in  this 
way — exhibiting  a  fac  simile  ticket ;  (Counsel  for  respondent  objects 
to  this  testimony,  the  tickets  being  the  best  evidemce.  The  fac  simile 
of  the  ticket  which  the  witness  stated  he  found  upon  the  string  is 
here  attached :

I  think  the  name  of  "  John  Davidson  "  upon  that  ticket  was  writ 
ten  in  pencil ;  the  names  were  scratched  with  the  same  thing;  we 
left  the  ballots  on  the  table,  and  Mr.  Reed  the  clerk  of  the  election 
said  he  would  take  care  of  them. 

Cross-examined : 

Counsel  for  respondent,  before  proceeding  to  cross-exwnine  ttie 
witness,  gave  notice  to  contestant  to  exhaust  the  testimony  of  the 
witness,  and  that  he  should  object  to  any  reopening  of  the  direct 
examination.  ' 

Quest  What  is  your  business? 

^ns,  I  have  several  kinds,  hotel  keeper,  collector,  constable,  fir- 
mer— my  hotel  is  called  the  Pike  House ;  I  have  talked  to  Mr.  Mawbey 
and  Mr.  Paterson  about  the  evidence  I  should  give  in  this  cause  *,  I 
have  not  talked  to  Mr.  Jones  about  the  evidence'  I  was  to  give;  I 
never  had  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Abbett  about  it;  Yank  was 
talking  with  a  good  many  on  election  day ;  he  was  not  assailed  as  I 
saw  until  after  he  came  up  and  demanded  to  see  the  ticket  I  held  in 
my  hand ;  Manning  Freeman  then  said  we  must  clear  the  way  for  fte 
voters  to  get  to  the  polls ;  I  did  not  hear  persons  threaten  to  whqp 
or  fight  him;  there  was  quite  a  crowd  and  confusion  at  that  time; 
Mr.  Freeman  said  no  New  Jersey  Railroad  must  come  there  to  rule 
our  ballot  box ;  Yank  was  treated  as  well  as  any  other  person  aronod 
the  box;  the  piece  of  paper  which  I  exhibited  on  my  direct  exami- 
nation with  the  names  of  Bums  and  Brian  on,  was  not  a  memoran- 
dum, it  was  merely  a  piece  of  paper  on  which  I  took  down  the  names; 
the  count  was  not  announced  until  after  we  counted  the  ballots,  and 
that  was  not  done  until  after  supper ;  the  first  count  that  was  an- 
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xioonoed  that  night  for  Jones  was  388 ;  1  cannot  say  whether  the  re- 
turns show  that  one  vote  was  deducted  from  the  list;  Mr.  Reid  said 
others  had  been  there  to  look  at  these  ballots,  he  said  Isaac  Inslee,  Jr. 
and  0.  F.  Mawbey  had  been  there;  I  did  not  keep  tally ;  I  swear 
positively  of  my  own  knowledge  there  were  383  votes  on  liie  string 
for  A.  W.  Jones. 

Quest.  Do  you,  of  your  own  knowledge,  know  that  the  ticket  which 
fank  demanded  was  that  of  an  employee  of  the  railroad  company  ? 

Jlns.  I  do  not  of  my  own  knowledge ;  the  poll  was  closed  at  snn- 
down ;  we  took  sapper  before  we  counted  all  the  votes ;  we  com* 
menced  the  count  before  supper,  stopped  in  the  middle  to  take  supper, 
and  finished  it  after  supper ;  [foe  simile  ticket  shown  witness] ;  the 
location  of  the  names  "John  Davidson"  and  "  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell"" 
y^BS  the  same  on  the  original  as  on  this  ticket;  I  cannot  say  as  to  the 
number  of  marks  across  the  names  of  Sitgreaves  and  Jones ;  "  Na- 
thaniel H.  Tyrrell"  was  in  two  lines  and  the  letter  " H"  was  in  the 
upper  line ;  I  had  nothing  bet  on  the  result  of  the  election. 

Direct  e;scamination  remmed. 

Quest.  When  you  say  that  you  adjourned  to  supper  before  the  count 
was  finished,  do  you  mean  to  say  before  the  result  was  summed  up  or 
before  the  ballots  were  counted?    (Objected  to.) 

^Tis.  I  mean  to  say  before  the  result  was  summed  up. 

Quest  To  the  best  of  your  knowledge  and  belief,  and  from  informa- 
tion obtained  from  the  party  himself,  was  not  the  man  whose  ballot 
was  demanded  by  Yank,  one  of  Yank's  men,  and  a  workman  on  the 
New  Jersey  Railroad  gravel  train  ?    (Objected  to  generally.) 

Ans.  He  said  he  was ;  Mr.  Inslee  and  Mr.  Mawbe j  are  republicans 
in  politics. 

Quest.  The  memorandum  referred  to  on  the  cross-examination,  was 
it  a  memorandum  kept  by  you  to  remember  the  names  of  the  persons 
written  on  the  backs  of  the  tickets  ?  (Objected  to,  first,  as  leading, 
and  second,  as  a  reopening  of  the  direct  examination.) 

^ns.  Yes. 

Qtiest.  What  was  the  political  complexion  of  the  last  six  tickets  on 
the  string  for  Woodbridge  election  precinct?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  The  last  six  that  were  numbered  and  strung  were  republican; 
the  name  of  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  was  on  those  tickets  for  member  of 
Assembly. 

Gross-examination  resumed : 

Quest.  Do  you  know  what  is  the  provision  of  law  contained  in  the 
54th  section  of  the  election  laws  of  New  Jersey,  as  regards  your  du- 
ties in  canvassing  and  counting  the  ballots  ? 

^ns.  No.

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The  contestant  here  states  that  John  Arnold,  one  of  the  witnesses 
for  contestant,  who  was  examined  in  chief  at  Perth  Amboy  on  Fridaj, 
the  28th  December,  1866,  is  now  present  at  this  investigation,  and  is 
the  witness  of  respondent,  on  cross-examination,  and  Sie  contestant 
requests  that  the  coimsel  for  respondent  proceed  with  his  examination. 

The  counsel  for  respondent  declines  to  examine  tiie  witness  at  this 
time  and  place  for  the  following  reasons:  By  an  express  stipulati^li 
between  tiie  parties  ^d  the  counsel,  it  was  agreed  that  the  cross-ex- 
amination of  Mr.  Arnold  should  take  place  at  Perth  Amboy  on  some 
time  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  and  that  we  are  now 
ready  to  proceed  to  Perth  Ainboy  for  that  purpose. 

The  contestant  for  himself  has  no  recollection  of  any  such  stipula- 
tion, or  any  stipulation,  other  than  that  noted  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Master. 

The  contestant  requires  that  Mr.  Arnold  shall  sign  his  examinaticm 
ai  taken  in  chief,  as  the  counsel  for  the  respondent  refuses  to  cross- 
examine  that  witness  at  this  time  and  place,  and  for  the  further  rea- 
son that  the  contestant  notifies  the  respondent  that  he  will  close  his 
ease  with  the  evidence  of  this  witness. 

The  contestant  here  notifies  counsel  for  respondent  that  he  closes 
his  case  in  the  contest  of  the  right  of  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  to  a  seat 
in  the  General  Assembly  of  New  Jersey  for  the  Second  Assembly  Dis- 
trict of  the  County  of  Middlesex,  pursuant  to  a  notice  heretofore 
given,  19th  November.  1866,  dated  at  Woodbridge,  and  pursuant  to 
a  further  notice  given  8th  December,  1866,  according  to  the  law  in 
such  case  provided,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  evidence  taken  before  J.

I,  William  Paterson,  a  Master  in  Chancery  of  New  Jersey,  do  cer- 
tify hereby  that,  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  Committee  oil  Elections 
of  the  General  Assembly,  without  date,  but  annexed  hereto,  made  in 
the  matter  of  the  contested  election  in  the  Second  Assembly  District 
of  the  county  of  Middlesex,  wherein  Alfred  W.  Jones  is  contestant 
and  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  is  respondent,  I  have  proceeded  to  take  the

James  Mien,  swom Counsel  for,  respondent  objects  to  the  testi- 
mony of  this  witness,  on  the  ground  that  the  name  of  '<  James  Allen'' 
does  not  appear  in  the  list  of  witnesses  served  on  the  respondent  by 
the  contestant.  On  referring  to  the  4ist  of  such  witnesses  as  pro- 
duced by  the  respondent,  the  name  of  *•  William  Allen"  appears 
thereon,  and  the  contestant  avers  that  he  is  the  person  intended  to  be 
examined,  in  whose  name  he  was  mistaken,  and  that  the  subpoena 
served  upon  the  witness  was  in  the  name  of  **  James  Allen",  and  the 
witness  says  the  same. 

I  reside  in  Perth  Amboy ;  I  know  Matthias  Johnson ;  he,  Johnson, 
said  he  did  not  mean  to  vote  for  Nathaniel  Tyrrell ;  he  told  me  that 
John  Henry  Tyrrell  came  down  to  his  house,  talking  to  him  about 
voting, *and  he  then  told  him  he  did  not  calculate  to  vote  for  his 
father  at  all ;  he  said  John  Henry  Tyrrell  was  talking  to  him  for  quite 
a  time  to  prevail  upon  him  to  vote  for  his  father,  Nathaniel  H. 
Tyrrell. 

Counsel  for  respondent  objects  to  any  examination  of  this  witness, 
as  to  how  Matthias  Johnson  voted,  or  what  he  told  him  about  his 
voting,  1st,  because  there  has  been  no  evidence  taken  on  the  part  of 
the  respondent  of,  about,  or  in  relation  to  Matthias  Johnson ;  and  fur- 
ther, that  the*  contestant  had  said  Johnson's  name  was  on  his  first 
list  of  witnesses,  and  he  should  then  have  examined  him,  his  being 
the  best  evidence ;  and  further,  that  the  counsel  of  responclent  knows 
of  his  making  diflFerent  statements,  and  he  will  be  unable  to  show  the 
same  at  this  day,  his  evidence  being  all  in,  and  this  not  being  rebut- 
ting testimony,  but  in  the  nature  of  new  evidence. 

Mr.  Johnson  told  me  that  he  begged  very  hard  for  him  to  vote  for 
his  father ;  he  said  he  could  not  or  would  not ;  John  Henry  Tyrrell 
talked  to  him  a  considerable  about  being  down  in  the  war  together  j 
he  begged  of  him  to  vote  for  his  father,  as  it  would  save  his  situation 
as  a  keeper  in  the  State  Prison ;  he  said  he  wQjild  not,  but  as  he 
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helped  him  in  the  war,  he  would  not  mind  helping  him,  John  Henry, 
if  he  could;  John  Henry  then  told  him  that  if  he  could  not  Tote  for 
his  fether,  to  vote  for  him,  and  he  said  he  would  vote  for  him,  John 
Henry,  if  he  could  do  him  any  good ;  John  Henry  said  that  was  right 
-and  he  then  made  him  out  a  ticket,  and  as  he  told  me,  crossed  all  the 
names  out  with  the  exception  of  Tyrrell ;  that  was  the  ticket  Matthias 
Jobnscm  told  me  he  wted ;  the  ticket  which  Jojm  Hefirj  put  in  hs^ 
hand;  3'ohn  Henry  Tyrrell  is  said  to  be  the  son  of  Nathaniel  H. 
Tyrrell ;  I  beliey^  he  does  not  reside  in  Perth  Amboy ;  I  und^tstand 
he  |s  a  keq)er  in  the  State  Prison  at  Trenton ;  he  was  home  at  the 
election ;  I  thought  he  was  very  fictive  at  the  election,  and  run  about 
a  good  deal ;  this  conversation  between  Mr.  Johnson  and  myself  oo- 
curred  after  the  election;  I  do  not  recollect  that  it  was  in  reference 
to  two  tickets  with  the  name  "  Tyrrell"  upon  them;  Mr.  Johnson 
told  me  that  he  did  not  vote  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  and  did  not 
intend  to  vote  for  him ;  he  told  me  that  he  said  he  would  vote  for 
him,  John  Henry  Tyrrell,  because  he,  Tyrrell,  had  done  him  a  kind- 
ness during  the  war,  and  he  would  vote  to  keep  him  in  his  present 
positioD. 

The  counsel  for  respondent  having  read  over  the  evidence  of  the 
witness,  finds  no  evidence  in  rebuttal  of  any  testimony  heretofore 
taken  by  the  respondent,  and  therefore  declines  to  cross-examine 
him.

John  F.  Johnson,  sworn— (Counsel  for  respondent  objects  that  the 
name  of  "John  P.  Johnson"  does  not  appear  on  the  list  of  witne^es 
served  by  the  contestant  upon  the  respondent. 

Contestant  having  stated  that  the  testimony  of  this  witness  will  be 
of  the  same  nature  as  the  preceding  one,  the  counsel  for  the  respon- 
-dent  here  enters  the  same  objection  as  before. 

The  contestant  desires  it  to  be  noted  likewise  that  the  name  of 
^*  — —  Johnson"  appears  upon  the  aforesaid  list  of  witnesses,  and  that 
this  witness  proposed  to  be  examined  is  the  person  so  named,  and 
that  the  subpoena  served  on  him  is  in  the  name  of  John  F.  Johnson, 
and  the  subpoena  being  produced  by  the  witness  shows  that  to  be  the 
fact. 

I  know  Matthias  Johnson,  and  also  John  Henry  Tyrrell ;  I  had  a 
conversation  with  Matthias  Johnson  the  day  after  election ;  he  told 
me  how  he  was  going  to  vote;  he  told  me  in  the  conversation  that 
John  Henry  Tyrrell  urged  him  to  vote  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  and 
that  he  refused  to  do  it ;  this  happened  on  the  day  after  the  election. 

The  counsel  for  the  respondent  moves  to  strike  out  the  evidence 
of  this  witness,  it  being  different  and  contrary  to  what  the  contestant 
stated  it  would  be,  and  not  in  the  nature  of  rebutting  testimony,  no 
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testimony  having  been  taken  by  the  respondent  to  which  this  can 
relate,  and  therefore  the  counsel  declkies  to  cross-examine.

Hugh  Smithj  sworn : — I  reside  in  Perth  Amboy ;  when  I  left  Perth 
Amboy  and  went  to  California,  I  did  not  leave  with  any  intention  of 
changing  my  residence  permanently ;  I  have  regarded  Perth  Amboy 
always  as  my  place  of  residence ;  I  never  claimed  a  residence  in  any 
other  place ;  during  my  absence  from  California  I  was  only  a  so- 
journer from  one  place  to  another ;  I  have  always  claimed  and  re- 
garded Perth  Amboy  as  my  home ;  I  do  not  know  positively  for  whom 
I  voted  as  member  of  assembly  at  the  last  election. 

Cross-examined : 

I  reside  in  Perth  Amboy ;  I  am  a  machinist;  I  do  not  know  much 
about  Congress,  and  do  not  know  whether  I  support  them  or  not;  I 
could  not  say  positively  what  ticket  I  voted  at  the  last  election ;  I 
can  read  and  write ;  I  know  the  diflFerence  between  black  and  white ; 
I  had  my  eyes  open  on  the  day  of  election ;  I  left  Perth  Amboy  several 
times;  the  last  time  I  went  away  from  tiiere  was  in  1863;  I  almost 
forget  what  time  of  the  day  I  went  away — ^it  was  in  the  daytime, 
though  I  cannot  say  it  was  in  the  morning  or  afternoon ;  it  is  very 
seldom  I  travel  at  night ;  I  went  by  the  Staten  Island  railroad ;  I 
crossed  over  to  it  in  a  small  boat ;  I  do  not  remember  what  train  I 
took ;  I  went  then  to  New  York ;  I  staid  there ;  I  went  from  there  to 
San  Francisco,  by  the  way  of  Panama;  I  went  by  a  steamer,  the 
Ocean  Queen ;  it  was  on  the  23d  or  24th  of  August,  I  think,  as  nearly 
as  I  can  remember;  I  do  not  remember  what  day  I  arrived  at  San 
Francisco ;  if  I  left  New  York  on  the  23d  of  August  I  arrived  at  San 
Francisco  about  the  25th  of  September;  when  I  got  to  San  Francisco 
I  vent  ashore;  I  walked  around  and  saw  the  city^  I  remained  there 
some  five  or  six  day^;  I  was  away  from  Perth  Amboy  not  quite  three 
years;  when  1  left  San  Francisco  I  shipped  on  board  of  the  steamer 
Golden  Age ;  I  was  gone  on  that  trip  five  weeks ;  I  was  on  iiiat  rfup 
about  seven  months;  1  never  was  engaged  nor  had  an  interest  in  any 
oyster  fealoon  in  San  Francisco. 

Quest.  ^Had  you  any  connection  while  in  San  Francisco  with  any 
hotel,  eating  saloon  or  restaurant  ? 

j3rw.  Yes :  it  was  my  boarding-house ;  when  I  was  out  of  a  situa- 
tion, I  generally  went  behind  the  bar  to  tend  it;  the  longest  time  I 
ever  did  so  was  between  three  and  four  weeks;  I  do  not  remember 
what  I  received  for  so  doing ;  I  was  boarding  at  such  an  house  for 
three  or  four  months  from  the  first  time  I  went  there  until  I  left  there ; 
I  left  there  two  or  three  times ;  I  was  in  San  Francisco,  off  and  on, 
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for  seven  months ;  I  voted  in  California ;  I  do  not  remember  for  whom 
I  voted ;  I  think  I  voted  for  Greorge  B.  McClellan ;  if  I  did  not,  such 
was  my  intention ;  I  do  not  remember  what  other  names  were  on  the 
ticket ;  there  were  some ;  the  election  was  held  in  San  Francisco,  in 
the  Seventh  ward ;  I  suppose  it  was  a  democratic  ticket ;  I  thonght 
,  Gen.  McClellan  was  a  democrat,  and  I  thonght  I  voted  for  him ;  it 
was  my  intention  at  the  time  to  vote  for  Gren.  McClellan ;  it  was  mj 
intention  on  the  6th  November  last  to  vote  for  Col.  Jones  for  Assem- 
bly ;  but  I  cannot  say  that  I  did  vote  for  him ;  I  was  in  Oregon  some 
three  or  four  weeks,  and  then  went  to  Idaho,  and  remained  there  nine 
or  ten  months ;  I  then  went  to  Utah ;  I  was  mining  in  Idaho  and 
ranching ;  I  did  several  things  while  I  was  there,  among  others  stage 
driving ;  I  did  not  vote  in  Idaho ;  I  did  not  know  they  had  elections 
there ;  I  did  nothing  in  Utah ;  I  was  there  some  two  or  three  weeks 
the  first  time ;  I  was  there  only  a  short  time ;  I  did  not  drive  a  stage 
while  I  was  in  Idaho  for  any  length  of  time ;  I  was  station-keeper 
while  I  was  there,  but  cannot  say  how  long;  I  received  fifty  dollars  a 
month ;  1  cannot  say  now  how  much  it  cost  me  to  go  from  New  York 
to  San  Francisco ;  it  cost  me  nothing  ^or  my  fare ;  I  know  John  Ten- 
brook;  1  know  Augustus  Smith;  they  called  down  to  see  about  their 
engine  at  the  Perseverance  Iron  Works  where  I  work ;  I  did  not 
have  any  particular  conversation  with  them ;  they  might  have  asked 
me  a  question,  but  1  had  no  particular  conversation ;  I  do  not  remem- 
ber of  a  conversation  about  Col.  Jones,  but  think  I  heard  the  word 
Jones  mentioned,  though  who  by  I  cannot  say;  1  did  not,  to  my 
knowledge,  say  to  them  (Smith  and  Tenbrook),  thati  had  voted  for 
<joh  Jones,  and  would  do  so  again ;  I  remember  of  their  being  there, 
but  not  the  time. 

The  further  examination  of  this  witness  was  adjourned  until  to- 
morrow evening  the  2nd  March,  at  7  o'clock  at  the  same  time  and 
place,  and  for  other  witnesses  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.

This  examination  was  continued  pursuant  to  adjournment  Present 
the  contestant  and  Charles  F.  Mawbey  and  John  Davidson,  counsel 
for  respondent. 

John  Manning,  sworn — I  reside  in  Perth  Amboy ;  I  know  John 
Tenbrook  and  J.  L.  Boggs ;  I  was  present  during  their  examination 
relative  to  a  letter  written  by  one  George  Carter  to  me ;  I  was  in 
Perth  Amboy  on  the  6th  November  last ;  I  saw  that  letter  then  at 
the  entrance  of  the  City  Hall ;  Mr.  Jacob  L.  Martin  had  the  letter: 
Mr.  Martin  asked  me  at  that  time  what  I  was  paying  for  votes;  1 
told  him  1  did  not  do  such  business  or  buy  votes ;  I  said  I  believed 
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buying  Totes  belonged  to  his  party  not  ours ;  Mr.  Martin  said  he  had 
a  letter  in  his  pocket  from  me  to  Geoi^e  Carter  in  New  York  that 
would  show  diflferent ;  I  said  if  he  had  one  it  was  a  forgery ;  he  pro- 
duced and  read  a  letter ;  there  were  present  John  L.  Boggs,  Augus- 
tus B.  Smith,  John  C.  TuUy  and  several  others,  they  heard  me  pro- 
nounce it  to  be  a  forgery,  this  was  about  three  o'clock  on  the  day  of 
election,  this  was  the  first  I  had  seen  or  heard  of  the  letter;  they 
gaid  they  had  caught  me  this  time ;  Mr.  Martin  said  so ;  I  pronounced 
it  a  forgery  and  said  they  could  not  have  caught  me,  because  1  had 
not  written  any  letter  on  the  subject  of  politics  to  voters ;  I  said  I 
supposed  it  was  got  up  as  a  ruse  or  a  joke  upon  me ;  when  he  said 
no,  that  it  was  a  letter  which  had  been  received  really  in  New  York 
by  George  Carter ;  I  then  pronounced  it  a  forgery,  and  said  to  him 
thai  I  should  consider  him,  if  he  circulated  the  letter,  no  better  than 
the  one  who  forged  it ;  I  saw  him  a  few  nights  after  that ;  I  said  to 
him ;  I  understand  you  have  been  circulating  that  letter  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  election  and  since ;  he  said  he  cUd  and  made  a  very  good 
electioneering  document,  and  used  it  as  such ;  that  is  aU  the  convei*sa- 
tion,  I  think  that  occurred  then ;  he  exhibited  the  letter  another  time 
at  the  post  office  when  the  mail  was  coming  in,  in  presence  of  a  good 
many  persons,  Mr.  Boggs  and  Mr.  Tenbrook  among  others ;  my  at- 
tention was  called  to  it  again  at  that  time,  and  I  pronounced  it  a  for- 
gery ;  I  met^Mr.  Martin  after  that  time ;  Mr.  Boggs  and  Mr.  Tjolly ; 
the  letter  was  alluded  to  in  conversation,  and  I  then  declared  that  I 
knew  nothing  about  the  letter,  and  the  first  I  saw  of  it  was  when 
Mr.  Martin  showed  it  to  me  on  the  day  of  election ;  Mr.  Martin  he 
had  an  affidavit  of  George  Carter  that  he  had  received  ^e  letter,  he 
did  not  say  from  whom,  that  is  all  that  occurred  in  this  interview; 
during  that  interview  I  said  if  I  had  written  the  letter  I  should  own 
it,  for  there  was  nothing  criminal  in  it;  I  stated  this  at  the  last  inter- 
view also ;  a  few  days  afterwards  I  met  Mr.  Martin  and  asked  him  if 
he  would  let  me  have  that  letter,  as  he  had  a  certified  copy  of  it ;  he  ^ 
said  yes,  as  the  copy  would  shield  him ;  a  short  time  after  this  I  met^ 
him  in  Squire  Ward's  office,  and  asked  if  he  had  the  letter  with  him ; 
he  said  no ;  he  said  I  could  hav,e  it  by  calling  for  it ;  I  called  at  his 
residence  that  afternoon  to  get  the  letter ;  I  told  him  I  had  called 
for  the  letter ;  he  said  he  co^d  not  let  me  have  it ;  I  asked  for  the 
certified  copy  so  that  I  could  see  what  the  letter  contained ;  he  re- 
fused to  let  me  .have  that ;  I  ihen  asked  to  see  the  original  and  he 
refused,  I  then  a^ked  what  he  meant  by  such  tifcatment;  he  said  he 
had  been  advised  by  J.  L.  Boggs  so  to  do,  and  Mr.  Boggs  had  gone 
to  see  John  Davidson  about  it;  I  said  I  thought  he  was  trying  to  in- 
jure my  character ;  and  if  he  did  undertake  it,  I  should  hold  the 
guilty  party  accountable ;  that  ends  the  conversation  on  the  letter. 
Quest.  Did  you  or  did  you  not  write  the  letter  ? 
Jins.  I  did  not ;  I  did  not  authorize  any  one  to  write  such  a  letter. 
CcHQtestant  oflfers  further  testimony  by  this  witness  in  rebuttant  of 
what  was  sworn  to  by  Wm.  H.  Benton,  a  witness  for  respondent  at  a 
prior  examination. 
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Quest.  Bo  you  know  Wm.  H.  Benton  ? 

Jins:  I  do. 

Quest.  Is  he  the  son  of  Wm.  H.  P.  Benton  of  Perth  Amboy? 

Ans.  He  is. 

Qtcest.  Do  you  recollect  about  the  time  when  Wm,  JEL  Benton  left 
Perth  Amboy  for  Califomia? 

Ans.  I  cannot  give  the  exact  date — ^it  was  about  1864. 

Quest.  When  Wm.  H.  Benton  left  Perth  Amboy  at  that  period, 
did  he  state  to  you  any  thing  about  where  he  was  going  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  What  did  he  say  ? 

jJtw.  He  said  he  was  going  to  Califomia  in  business,  1  think  witi 
his  uticle. 

Quest.  What  occasioned  this  conversation  between  you  an^  him  ? 

^ns.  He  was  in  my  store  and  owing  me  a  bill,  he  had  a  good  offer 
in  Califomia  which  would  enable  them  to  pay  me  shortly. 
/     Quest.  In  this  conversation,  did  you  not  understand  from  Mr.  Ben- 
ton that  he  was  going  there  to  embark  in  business  for  himself,  and 
would  make  that  place  his  home  ? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Counsel  for  respondent  objects  to  the  whole  of  the  examination  o( 
this  witness,  and  particularly  to  that  part  of  the  same  relative  to  Wm. 
H.  Benton's  right  to  vote,  and  declines  to  cross-examine  the  witne^ 
or  in  any  manner  to  interfere  "trith  his  examination,  because  the  Con- 
testant has  not  conformed  to  the  order  made  by  the  Conmiittee  on 
Elections,  in  relation  to  the  taking  of  rebutting  testimony.

Contestant  here  offers  to  recall  George  G.  Hancock,  a  witnesg 
heretofore  offered  and  examined  in  this  case,  to  prove  by  said  witness 
such  &cts  as  regards  the  legality  of  the  vote  of  Thomas  Smith,  and 
Contestant  claims  that  he  has  the  right  to  recall  said  witness  to  prove 
such  &cts,  being  strictly  in  rebuttal,  and  avows  that  he  can  prove  bjr 
said  witness  that  Thomas  Smith  was  a  legal  voter  in  this  Assembly 
district ;  the  Master  having  declined  to  take  the  testimony  of  aDj 
person  whose  name  doeir  not  appear  upon  the  list  of  witnesses,  tbi 
Contestant  intended  to  examine  in  rebuttal  of  the  testin«>ny  of  the 
Respondent,  under  the  order  made  by  the  Committee  on  Electioos 
for  that  purpose ;  the  name  of  George  G.  Hancock  not  appearing  on 
such  list. 

Lafayette  Reed,  sworn — I  am  township  clerk  of  the  township  of 
Woodbridge ;  I  was  clerk  of  the  last  election  in  that  township  on  the 
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6th  of  November,  1866 ;  the  ballots  and  ballot  box  were  left  with  me 
after  the  election ;  I  brought  the  ballots  home  with  me,  but  left  the 
box  with  Mr.  Hancox  to  save  the  trouble  of  getting  it  home ;  I  have 
kept  the  ballots  locked  up  in  my  desk .  since  that  time,  excepting 
when  some  one  called  to  look  at  them,  when  I  brought  them  out; 
Capt.  Isaac  Inslee,  Charles  M.  Dally,  Charles  P.  Mawbey,  Col.  Jones, 
Mr.  Hancock,  R.  A.  Smart,  a  brother-in-law  of  Col.  Jones,  examined 
them ;  I  remember  of  Col.  Jones,  John  Henry  Campbell,  and  George 
G.  Hancock  calling  together  to  look  at  them ;  there  was  so  much 
looking  at  them  it  was  hard  to  keep  the  run  of  them ;  I  think  I  was 
present  when  Capt.  Inslee  called  to  examine  the  ballots  the  first  time, 
which  it  was  my  impression  he  examined  for  the  purpose  of  seeing 
whether  there  were  ballots  with  certain  marks  upon  them ;  I  did  not 
pay  much  attention  to  him  while  so  examining  them ;  I  was  present 
when  Capt  Inslee  and  C.  M.  Dally  came  together  to  examine  the 
ballots ;  I  was  by  the  table  during  their  examination,  and  they  looked 
them  all  over  that  evening ;  I  asked  them  no  questions ;  I  cannot  say 
what  time  this  was ;  I  have  no  idea  and  cannot  say  a  word  with  re- 
gard to  it;  I  am  not  certain  whether  Mr.  Mawbey  came  before  CoL 
Jones  or  not;  he  came  once  alone,  and  that  is  all  I  remember  about 
it;  Mr.  Mawbey  looked  over  the  tickets;  Mawbey,  Dally  and  Inslee 
were  considered  to  be  republicans,  although  I  cannot  say  how  thej 
vote;  they  always  seemed  to  me  to  work  hard  for  the  republican 
ticket 

Quest.  At  the  time  the  contestant  and  R.  M.  Smart  were  looking 
over  the  tickets  were  you  not  present  ? 

^ns.  Yes,  1  was  sitting  in  the  room ;  the  tickets  were  examined 
by  them  by  one  calling  them  off  and  the  other  marking  or  keeping 
tally ;  I  do  not  think  any  of  the  tickets  were  taken  from  the  string — 
not  that  I  could  perceive ;  the  tickets  were  counted  by  slipping  theme 
along  the  string ;  I  put  the  tickets  on  the  table  and  they  counted 
them ;  I  took  them  away  after  they  got  thrqjigh. 

Quest.  Please  state  how  the  tickets  were  handled  by  Hancock  and 
John  H.  Campbell  when  they  counted  them  ? 

^ns.  Mr.  Hancock  took  the  tickets  and  run  over  them,  while  Mr, 
Campbell  and  Colonel  Jones  kept  tally ;  he  run  them  down  the  string 
the  same  as  the  others  had  done ;  I  delivered  the  tickets  to  the  parties 
npon  a  table,  and  they  remained  there  until  they  were  counted ;  after 
they  were  so  counted  I  took  possession  of  them — blocked  them  up  in 
the  drawer;  the  tickets  were  nowhere  else  than  on  the  table  when 
they  were  being  examined  by  Campbell,  Hancock  and  Jones. 

Q^est.  Have  these  ballots  been  in  the  possession  of  any  one  save 
your  own,  excepting  as  above  stated  ? 

•4jw.  Only  in  this  instance ;  a  short  time  ago  Captain  Inslee  and 
Mr.  Dally  called  to  see  them,  when  I  was  siek  in  this  room ;  I  sent 
down  to  the  room  below  where  the  ballots  were  kept,  had  them 
brought  up  to  this  room,  and  carried  back  when  Inslee  and  Dally 
were  through  with  them ;  they  were  on  the  string;  I  did  not  have 
56 
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tbe  ballot  box  in  this  house ;  I  had  the  key  of  Hhe  desk  in  which  the 
ballots  were  kept  in  my  pocket  until  Mr.  Inslee  and  Dally  called 
when,  being  sick,  I  took  the  key  out  of  the  pocket  of  my  pantaloons 
and  sent  it  to  the  room  below  to  unlock  the  desk ;  no  one  knew  whici 
was  the  particular  key  but  myself— there  were  three  or  four  keys  ot 
the  bunch. 

Quest.  Have  you  any  doubt  in  your  mind  but  that  these  ballots  aw 
the  same  in  every  respect  as  when  delivered  to  you  by  the  judg^  « 
election  ? 

Jlns.  I  have  no  doubt  but  they  are  just  the  same. 

Cross-examined : 

Quest.  When  Mr.  Inslee,  or  any  of  them,  were  examining  the 
tickets,  did  any  of  them  come  ofiF  the  string? 

^ns.  Not  that  I  know  of — they  might  have  come  oflF  without  mj 
knowing  it ;  I  was  not  looking  at  them  all  the  time ;  I  did  not  watt^ 
tiie  persons  particularly  who  examined  the  tickets ;  I  knew  the  parties 
and  both  sides,  and  had  confidence  in  them,  and  knew  they  did  not 
want  watching ;  I  do  not  say  that  Mr.  Hancock  and  Mr.  Campbell  dki 
not  take  any  tickets  off  the  string ;  I  watched  all  alike ;  the  parties 
might  have  scratched  names  oflF  the  ballots  and  put  on  others  withwit 
my  knowing  it ;  Mr.  Campbell  and  Mr.  Hancock  left  the  ballots  od 
the  table  where  they  counted  them ;  my  sister  and  two  children  were 
in  the  room  at  the  time ;  there  were  times  when  the  parties  might 
have  slipped  tickets  from  the  string  and  put  others  on  without  my 
knowing  it. 

Re-direct  examination : 

Quest.  From  your  knowledge  of  the  parties  looking  at  these  tickets, 
and  your  presence  during  their  examination,  have  you  the  least  doubt 
but  that  the  ballots  remain  the  same  now  as  when  strung  by  tbe 
judges  and  delivered  to  you  ? 

^ns.  I  have  not ;  I  have  no  reason  to  suspect  that  any  of  the  tickets 
fell  from  the  string,  or  were  changed  by  any  of  the  persons  who  ex- 
amined them ;  when  Hancock,  Campbell  and  Jones  examined  the 
tickets  it  was  in  the  family  room ;  none  of  my  family  interfered  during 
the  examination — the  children  were  simply  looking  on  to  see  the  Ibn. 

Cross-examination  resumed : 

Mr.  Campbell,  Hancock  and  Jones  examined  the  ballots  partly  by 
daylight  and  partly  by  night — ^they  began  by  daylight  and  finished  by 
light.

lo  received  it,  before  we  could  tell  him  it  was  not  on  the  list :  I 
en  got  up  and  asked  if  Mr.  Compton  had  gone ;  Mr.  Hancock  said 
\  had  just  ^one  out  of  the  room;  I  went  in  the  hall  where  he  then 
as ;  I  asked  him  if  he  voted  last  fall,  when  he  said  "  no",  and  I  said 
lat  accounts  for  your  name  not  being  registered  ;  I  then  told  him  he 
as  not  entitled  to  vote,  and  he  should  not  have  voted  ;  he  said  he 
as  sorry,  he  was  not  aware  of  it,  and  then  remarked  that  he  voted  a 
emocratic  ticket,  that  the  last  time  he  had  voted  was  for  the  repub- 
cans — those  arc  the  words  he  told  me. 

Quest.  After  the  polls  were  closed,  the  ballots  all  counted,  and  the 
otal  vote  found,  was  not  one  vote  deducted  from  the  democratic 
olumn  on  account  of  Mr.  Compton's  vote  ? 

•^Tw.  One  vote  was  cut  oflF  or  deducted  from  the  democratic  count 
)n  account  of  his  vote — the  returns  shewed  one  vote  less ;  the  returns 
vould  have  shown  one  more  vote  for  the  democratic  side  if  that  vote 
lad  not  been  struck  out ;  the  judges  made  this  deduction  jointly  as 
nearly  as  my  memory  serves  me ;  this  course  was  agreed  upon  by  all 
the  judges :  I  do  not  know  that  1  would  know  the  signature  of  James 
Compton  now ;  I  have  known  him  a  number  of  years ;  he  is  an  old 
resident  of  Woodbridge  township,  living  at  the  Six  Roads :  1  have 
known  Mr.  Compton  to  be  a  legal  voter  in  the  township ;  he  was  de- 
prived of  his  vote  at  the  last  election  because  his  name  was  not  on 
registry. 

Cross-examined : 

I  am  a  little  over  60  years  of  age  ;  my  eye-sight  is  poor ;  I  have 
used  spectacles  for  ten  years — my  hearing  is  hard  and  memory  some- 
times is  treacherous ;  I  do  not  recollect  the  total  number  of  demo- 
cratic votes  cast  at  the  last  election,  nor  the  total  number  of  republi- 
can votes  in  Woodbridge ;  I  cannot  say  what  majority  Mr.  Tyrrell 
had  in  Woodbridge ;  I  was  assisting  Dr.  Freeman  to  check  the  reg- 
ister list;  after  the  one  vote  was  deducted  from  the  democratic  side

The  moment  the  name  was  called  out  I  turned  to  Dr.  Fn 
man  and  helped  him  to  find  the  name  on  the  registry,  and  as  I  es 
not  find  it,  when  we  looked  up  and  said  it  was  not  on,  Mr.  Hai^ 
said  he  had  put  the  ballot  in ;  there  was  no  question  raised  nntil  d 
the  ballot  was  in  the  box. 

Quest.  Do  you  recollect  distinctly  the  facts  relative  to  the  tc^ 
of  James  Compton,  and  the  deduction  of  his  vote  from  the  democni 
column,  as  stated  in  your  direct  examination. 

Ans.  I  do ;  1  was  assessor  of  Woodbridge  township  last  year: 
cannot  say,  positively,  how  long  I  have  been  assessor,  some  foiir^ 
or  fifteen  years,  oflT  and  on.

three  or  four  weeks,  and  that.wasinthe  house  where  I  was  boarding; 
I  was  working  during  the  period  I  feft  for  California  until  I  returned 
to  Perth  Amboy ;  I  was  working  over  six  months ;  I  was  driving  stage 
part  of  the  time ;  I  returned  to  Perth  Amboy  in  the  latter  part  of 
July,  1866 ;  I  do  not  know  that  Mr.  Ezra  Arnold  touched  my  foot 
last  night  while  I  was  being  examined;  if  he  did,  it  was  without  any 
understanding  with  me.

The  counsel  for  respondent  states  that  Thomas  Smith  was  not  pro- 
duced, sworn  or  examined  on  the  part  of  the  respondent,  and  that  the 
contestant  can  subpoena  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  if  he  be  upon  the  list 
of  witnesses  as  served  by  the  contestant  upon  the  respondent 

The  contestant  offers  his  statement  under  oath  in  rebuttal  of  testi- 
mony taken  by  the  respondent,  which  the  master  declines  to  allow, 
for  the  reason  that  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  does  not  appear 
upon  the  list  of  witnesses  to  be  examined  as  rebutting  evidence  during 
this  hearing,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  contestant,  made  6th  of  Marchr 
refers  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Elections  of  the  General  Assembly.

Depositions  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Respondentia  commencing  at  the  Cit^ 
Hally  in  the  City  of  Perth  Amboy,  on  the  22d  day  of  January,  1867, 
in  the  matter  of  claim  to  represent  the  Second  Assembly  District  of 
the  county  of  Middlesex  in  the  General  Assembly  of  Jfew  Jersey j 
wherein  Alfred  W.  Jones  is  Contestant  and  JVdthaniel  H,  Tyrrell  is 
Respondent,  on  behalf  of  the  Respondent,  in  pursiuince  of  an  order  of 
the  Committee  on  Elections  of  the  General  Assembly,  made  on  the 

' day  of  January,  1867.     Present — Charles  F.  Mawbey,  John 

Davidson,  Counsel  for  Respondent,  and  the  Contestant, 

Isaac  D.  Ward,  sworn : — I  am  city  clerk  of  Perth  Amboy ;  I  acted 
as  chief  of  election  and  as  town  clerk ;  the  number  of  votes  polled  at 
the  last  election  was  423 ;  that  was  all  on  the  poll  book,  and  all  that 
were  cast ;  I  was  present  when  the  votes  were  counted ;  I  was  pres- 
ent when  they  were  counted  the  next  day ;  there  were  423  ballots  on 
the  string — that  was  the  same  number  as  they  were  strung  the  night 
before ;  when  we  counted  next  day  there  were  201  votes  for  Nathan- 
iel H.  Tyrrell  and  2  for  Tyrrell,  making  203  for  Tyrrell ;  on  the 
night  of  election  201  votes  were  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell, 
and  222  for  Alfred  W.  Jones ;  on  the  next  day  we  found  201  for 
Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  and  2  for  Tyrrell,  making  203  for  Tyrrell ; 
taking  them  altogether,  the  201  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  and  the  2 
for  "  Tyrrell,"  made  203 ;  I  found  220  votes  the  next  morning  for 
Alfred  W.  Jones ;  I  made  out  a  statement  of  the  result  of  the  election 
as  ascertained  on  the  7th ;  I  am  not  positive  whether  I  showed  it  to 
any  of  the  judges,  but  I  am  positive  that  I  was  directed  to  make  out 
a  statement  of  the  result  as  announced  on  the  night  of  the  election ; 
Mr.  Arnold  came  to  my  office  and  directed  me  to  make  out  such  a 
statement :  I  think  Mr.  Convery  was  with  him — I  am  pretty  positive 
Mr.  Benton  was  not ;  it  is  my  impression,  after  being  directed^  that 
I  made  out  the  statement,  aad  Mr.  Convery  went  after  Mr.  Benton 
and  brought  him  to  my  office  that  evening,  and  that  Mr.  Arnold  and 
Convery  signed  it,  and  Mr.  Benton  signed  it  also,  after  making  a 
note  of  explanation  over  his  signature ;  it  was  after  the  recount  that 
Mr.  Arnold  told  me  he  did  not  recognize  the  right  to  recount,  and 
that  the  statement  must  be  made  out  as  announced  the  night  of  elec- 
tion ;  there  is  a  Hugh  Smith  in  Perth  Amboy,  the  son  of  Matthew 
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Smith ;  I  know  him ;  he  left  some  time  ago  for  I  know  not  where;  1 
do  not  remember  how  long  ago  it  was — it  was  about  three  years,  as 
nearly  as  I  can  remember ;  I  do  not  know  whether  Hugh  Smith 
voted — ^he  might,  or  he  might  not;  I  do  not  know  where  he  went;  1 
•should  think  he  was  about  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  years  old, 
though  I  am  not  positive ;  I  am  a  democrat. 

Contestant  here  objects  to  all  that  part  of  the  evidence  of  the  wit 
ness,  relating  to  the  ballots  in  the  box  on  the  morning  after,  the  elec- 
tion, or  to  any  evidence  pertaining  to  those  ballots,  unless  the  same 
are  produced ;  the  production  of  the  box  and  the  ballots  are  the  best 
evidence,  the  same  being  under  the  control  of  the  counsel  for  respon- 
dent 

Cross-examined : 

There  were  no  ballots  the  next  day  that  were  not  on  the  string, 
and  none  that  were  rejected ;  on  the  night  of  election  it  was  an- 
nounced that  Alfred  W.  Jones  received  222  votes,  Nathaniel  fl. 
Tyrrell  received  201 — nothing  was  stated  as  to  the  difference  be-- 
tween  them ;  Mr.  Arnold  was  not  present  all  the  time  during  Ihe 
recount ;  I  tallied  on  the  recount  as  I  did  the  night  before ;  I  could 
tell  how  many  votes  there  were  on  the  string  in  the  same  way  as  I 
knew  that  423  were  there  the  night  before  ;  on  neither  occasion  did 
I  count  them  myself— I  only  kept  the  tally  as  the  others  counted 
them ;  I  knew,  from  the  fact  that  I  made  a  tally  as  each  ticket  was 
called ;  I  do  not  know  further  than  that  there  were  423  votes  count- 
ed ;  I  know  of  my  own  knowledge  there  were  two  votes  for  Tyrrell 
without  any  preceding  initials ;  I  do  not  know  whether  those  votes 
were  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  on  the  night  of  the  election; 
I  did  not  know  there  were  two  such  ballots  on  the  night  of  election- 
did  not  know  it  until  the  recount  next  day ;  from  the  time  of  the  close 
of  the  count  on  the  night  of  election,  the  City  Clerk  had  charge  of 
the  ballot  box  indirectly ;  I  directed  the  janitor  to  carry  it  down 
stairs,  and  I  would  put  it  in  the  office  when  I  went  down ;  the  bal- 
lot box  now  is  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  I  believe  ;  the  janitor 
left  the  box  in  the  lower  room,  and  gave  me  the  keys  of  the  room : 
the  box  remained  there  all  night;  it  was  there  the  next  morning; 
the  room  below  is  a  school  room,  and  there  was  where  the  box  was 
left — no  one  sleeps  there;  I  do  not  think  the  ballots  have  be«i 
-counted  or  handled  since  the  7th;  I  have  not  had  possession  of  all 
the  keys  since  the  7th ;  I  have  two  of  them,  Mr.  Benton  has  the 
other-^he  has  never  given  it  to  me.  I  keep  the  keys  of  the  ballot  in 
my  possession,  in  my  office  on  Smith  street ;  they  are  not  locked  up: 
it  is  almost  impossible  for  me  to  tell  whether  any  one  besides  myself 
knows  where  they  are,  sometimes  I  don't  know  myself;  if  any  one 
has  had  possession  of  those  two  keys  it  has  been  by  stealing  them. 

Ques^t,  When  Mr.  Benton  was  brought  to  your  office  by  Mr.  Oon- 
very,  on  the  evening  of  the  7  th  November,  to  sign  a  statement  of  the 
result  of  the  election  in  Perth  Amboy  on  the  6th,  did  he  not  refuse  to 
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sign  with  the  other  judges,  assigning  as  a  reason  that  it  would  defeat 
Mr.  Tyrreirs  election  ? 

^ns.  He  did  not  refuse  on  those  grounds. 

Quest.  State  as  nearly  as  you  can  recollect  on  what  ground  he  did 
refose  ?  • 

Ans.  Mr.  Benton  said  he  wanted  to  do  what  was  right,  and  that  he 
did  not  want  to  injure  Mr.  Tyrrell. 

Quest.  Td  injure  Mr.  Tyrrell  or  his  election  ? 

Ans,  To  injure  Mr.  Tyrrell  in  being  elected;  I  do  not  know 
whether  Mr.  Boggs  or  Mr.  Clark  kept  a  tally  on  the  night  of  the  elec- 
tion ;  I  think  I  saw  them  keeping  tally,  but  am  not  positive. 

Re-direct  examination. 

Quest.  Were  the  two  tickets  with  the  word  "Tyrrell"  written 
thereon  full  democratic  tickets,  with  Jones'  name  erased  ? 

Ans.  I  am  not  positive ;  my  impression  is  they  were ;  I  did  not 
look  at  the  tickets  in  particular;  Patrick  Con  very  called  off  the 
tickets  on  the  night  of  the  election,  and  also  on  the. re-count  the  next 
day ;  the  ballot  box  was  locked  on  the  night  of  election ;  I  gave  it  to 
the  janitor  to  carry  down  stairs ;  as  far  as  I  know  the  box  has  not 
l)een  unlocked  since  the  re-count,  and  has  not  been  out  of  my  posses- 
sion officially ;  Samuel  Zeller  is  janitor ;  he  told  me  he  was  a  demo- 
crat. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

Quest.  Was  there  a  ticket  on  that  string  with  all  the  names  erased 
and  simply  "  Tyrrell "  written  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not  know  about  that :  there  were  two  tickets  with  simply 
•'  Tyrrell "  on  them. 

Quest.  Was  there  a  ticket  on  that  string  with  all  the  names  erased, 
and  simply  "  N.  H.  Tyrrell "  or  "  Tyrrell "  written  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  am  not  positive,  but  I  think  there  was  one  of  that  kind,  with 
all  the  names  erased,  except  N.  H.  Tyrrell. 

Qu£st.  Was  not,  also,  all  the  title  of  the  offices  erased  from  that 
ticket  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  am  not  positive,  because  I  did  not  inspect  the  ticket  closely; 
I  do  not  know  whether  that  ticket  was  democratic  or  republican.

Patrick  Convery,  sworn: — I  was  one  of  the  judges  of  election  in 
Perth  Amboy  at  the  last  election  ;  I  called  off  the  names  on  the  tick- 
ets; there  were  423  votes,  I  believe,  polled  at  that  election;  I  was 
present  at  the  recount  on  the  7th  of  November,  and  called  oflF  the 
names  then ;  222  votes  were  announced  by  Mr.  Ward  on  the  night  of 
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the  election  for  Mr.  Jones  and  201  for  Mr.  Tyrrell ;  I  do  not  recol- 
lect how  many  votes  were  found  next  morning  for  Mr.  Jones ;  there 
were  two  more  tickets  found  for  Mr.  Tyrrell  next  day  than  on  the 
night  of  election ;  I  have  been  judge  of  election  before  on  two  occa- 
sions; I  know  a  yotfng  man  named  Bugh  Smith,  a  son  of  Mattiiew 
Smith ;  I  do  not  know  his  age ;  he  may  be  twenty-three  or  twenty- 
five,  or  twenty-four ;  I  received  pretty  much  all  the  votes ;  I  believe 
Hugh  Smith  voted  on  the  6th  of  November  last;  I  believe  Hngh 
Smith  has  been  absent  from  Amboy  a  good  deal,  at  least  I  have  not 
seen  home  much  lately ;  I  cannot  tell  when  he  went  away,  about  two 
years  ago ;  do  not  know  why  he  went  away — I  have  heard  several 
reasons  why  he  went  away,  but  do  not  know  the  correct  reason :  I 
have  heard  of  his  being  in  California ;  I  heard  of  his  being  mixed 
up  in  a  scrape,  there  was  a  female  concerned  in  the  aflfair ;  I  do  not 
know  when  Hugh  Smith  returned  to  Amboy ;  I  do  not  remember 
of  a  warrant  being  out  for  the  arrest  of  Hugh  Smith,  nor  do  I  know 
what  his  politics  are,  whether  he  is  a  democrat  or  republican. 

Contestant  here  makes  the  same  objection  as  to  the  evidence  of 
this  witness  relating  to  the  recount  of  the  ballots  as  to  that  of  Isaac 
D.  Ward. 

Cross-examined: 

I  do  not  know  of  my  own  personaj  knowledge  when  Hugh  Smith 
went  away  from  Amboy,  where  he  went,  or  how  long  he  was  away ; 
he  was  registered  as  a  voter  at  the  election ;  I  have  no  recollection 
of  his  vote  being  challenged,  do  not  think  it  was  when  he  offered  to 
vote ;  there  are  two  votes  in  the  ballot  box  with  the  word  "  TyrrelF' 
written  in  without  any  initials ;  I  found  no  new  votes  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  7th  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  than  appeared  on  the  election 
night;  1  believe  the  whole  number  of  votes  on  the  day  after  election 
was  found  to  be  the  same  as  on  the  night  of  election. 

Re-direct  examination : 

I  was  not  herp  when  Hugli  Smith  was  registered  and  cannot  say 
whether  Mr.  Tenbrock  entered  an  objection  to  his  being  so  rois- 
tered ;  I  called  the  ballots  on  the  string  and  the  Clerk  kept  the 
tally,  and  on  the  recount  he  said  he  had  201  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell 
and  two  for  »' Tyrrell"  without  any  initials;  there  were  201  for 
N.  H.  Tyrrell  and  two  for  Tyrrell — there  were  203  votes  for  Tyrrell 
for  member  of  Assembly — that  is  201  for  N.  H.  Tyrrell  and  two  for 
Tyrrell ;  I  believe  I  am  a  democrat. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

I  believe  that  all  the  ballots  cast  for  each  candidate  on  the  night  of 
election  were  counted  for  him ;  I  firmly  believe  so.

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John  F.  Tenbroeck,  sworn. — I  objected  to  the  name  of  Hugh  Smith 
being  put  upon  the  registry  list  of  Perth  Amboy  for  the  last  election ; 
I  urged  my  objection  to  the  Inspectors  of  Registry  on  registry  day ;  I 
did  not  consider  him  as  being  entitled  to  being  registered  on  Account 
of  absence  from  the  State ;  I  think  he  had  been  absent  about  three 
years,  as  nearly  as  I  can  tell ;  I  do  not  know  the  reason  of  his  going 
away;  I  have  heard  of  several  reasons;  I  have  heard  of  a  female 
being  concerned  in  the  matter  which  caused  his  going  away ;  I  do 
not  remember  to  have  heard  of  a  warrant  being  out  for  his  arrest ;  he 
said,  at  or  about  the  time  he  was  being  registered,  he  had  voted  in 
California;  he  said  so  to  the  persons  present  in  the  room,  to  the 
judges  of  election;  one  ©f  the  judges  objected  to  Hugh  Smith's  name 
being  put  on  the  register ;  Patrick  Convery  administered  the  oath  to 
him ;  Mr.  Benton  was  present ;  Mr.  Arnold  was  present  also. 

Quest.  Did  Hugh  Smith  return  to  Amboy  a  year  previous  to  the 
last  election  ? 

Jlns.  No ;  he  came  back  to  Amboy,  as  nearly  as  I  can  tell,  about 
three  or  four  months  before  election ;  I  considered  him  a  democrat 
always ;  I  do  not  know  in  what  business  he  was  engaged  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

Quesrt.  Did  not  Hugh  Smith  say  that  he  voted  at  the  last  Presi- 
dential election  in  California  and  that  he  voted  for  General  McClel- 
Ian? 

^ns.  He  did. 

Cross-examination. 

I  am  a  republican  in  politics ;  1  voted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  for 
member  of  Assembly ;  I  most  assuredly  desire  to  see  Mr.  Tyrrell 
retain  his  place,  or  I  should  not  have  voted  for  him. 

Quest  Will  not  you  do  all  in  your  power  to  prevent  Alfred  W. 
Jones  from  ousting  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  from  his  seat  in  the  General 
Assembly,  and  is  it  not  your  wish  that  he  shall  succeed  in  this  con- 
test? 

^ns.  Yes,  I  should  use  all  honorable  and  legitimate  means ;  Hugh 
Smith  is  a  single  man,  I  believe ;  I  should  suppose  him  to  be  twenty- 
three  or  twenty-five  years  old,  somewhere  along  there ;  his  father 
and  femily  reside  in  Perth  Amboy ;  he  has  been  absent,  I  should 
ftink,  about  three  years. 

Quest  Do  you  biow,  of  your  personal  knowledge,  that  Hugh  Smith 
tw  not  resided  within  the  State  of  New  Jersey  within  one  year  before 
the  6th  of  November  last? 

^ns.  He  has  been  absent  frx)m  the  State ;  I  know  he  has  been  ab- 
sent from  the  State  for  the  ladt  year ;  I  saw  him  to-day  about  twelve 
0  dock;  I  saw  him  the  day  before  eleaj^n ;  I  have  seen  him  witMn 
t|iree  years  in  Amboy ;  I  saw  him  th^^y  but  one  before  the  elec- 
tion. 

^uest  Prom  the  time  that  Hugh  Smith  first  left  Amboy  to  the 
period  when  you  next  saw  him,  how  long  was  it? 
67 
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\j^ns.  1  should  think  it  was  about  three  years. 

Quest  Of  your  personal  knowledge,  do  you  know  where  Hugh 
Smith  was  during  that  period? 

Jins.  I  was  not  with  him — ^I  took  his  word  for  it;  he  told  me  lie 
was  in  California,  also  that  he  was  in  Salt  Lake ;  he  said  he  was  in 
California  in  1864;  I  do  not  know  he  told  me  the  year  be  was  in 
Salt  Lake ;  I  do  not  remember  he  mentioned  any  other  places. 

Quest.  If  you  do  not  know  the  year  he  was  in  Salt  Lake,  and  lie 
did  not  tell  you  where  he  was  the  preceding  years,  how  do  you  knaw 
tliat  he  was  not  in  New  Jersey  ? 

^ijis.  I  have  his  word  for  it. 

Quest,  Did  Hugh  Smith  tell  you  he  was  not  or  had  not  been  in 
New  Jersey  for  the  period  of  one  year  prior  to  6th  November  last? 

^Sns,  He  said  so  on  the  day  of  registration,  when  I  raised  the  ob- 
jection; Wm.  H.  P.  Benton  wrote  his  name  on  the  registry  list ;  Mr. 
Benton  was  the  only  judge  who  objected  to  registering  the  name  of 
Hugh  Smith ;  the  objection  was  made  to  his  being  registered  on  ibe 
second  day ;  I  did  not  raise  any  objection  to  his  registration  on  the 
day  for  correcting  the  register ;  no  one  did  to  my  knowledge  or  in 
my  presence. 

Quest.  Are  you  aware  that  the  first  session  of  the  registers  is  for 
enrolling,  and  the  second  session  for  correcting  the  registry  list  ? 

..ins.  Yes,  I  was  aware  of  it,  my  objection  was  to  the  name  being 
enrolled. 

Quest.  Did  not  Hugh  Smith  state  to  the  registers  that,  when  he 
voted  in  1866,  in  California,  hd  was  m  service  on  board  of  a  v^sel, 
iind  voted  as  a  seaman  ? 

Jlns.  He  did  not  state  it  in  those  words,  he  did  not  say  he  had 
been  in  service,  he  stated  he  had  voted  in  California  in  1864  as  & 
sailor  having  a  right  to  vote  in  any  port  he  was  in ;  the  question  <rf 
his  right  to  vote  there  as  a  sailor,  and  to  vote  here,  was  discussed  by 
the  judges  of  election  and  the  persons  around  the  registry;  ht 
claimed  Perth  Amboy  as  his  place  of  residence ;  I  do  not  know  as 
the  vote  of  Hugh  Smith  was  challenged  on  the  day  of  election;  he 
was  sworn  as  to  his  residence  when  he  was  registered,  he  swore  he 
Jived  in  Perth  Amboy. 

He-direct  examination. 

He  did  not  state  he  was  in  any  service — he  was  simply  on  a  steamer, 
and  happened  to  be  there  on  election  day ;  1  do  not  know  that  he 
kept  an  oyster  saloon  in  California ;  Mr.  Arnold  and  Mr.  Convery 
decided  that  his  vote  should  be  registered;  I  did  not  appear  and  ob- 
ject at  the  time  of  connecting  the  list,  because  I  thought  it  would  be 
time  lost,  as  Smith  had  sworn  his  right  to  be  registered,  and  the 
judges  had  ordered  his  name  to  be  placed  on  the  list — it  had  been 
decided  against  me  once. 

Cross-examination  i^esumed : 

I  appeared  before  the  registers  on  the  day  of  correction ;  I  do  not 
recollect  that  I  moved  to  strike  the  name  of  John  Isdell  from  off  the 
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register,  though  I  may  have  done  bo  ;  Mr.  Tomlinson  decided  he  had 
left  and  gpne  to  Mew  Brunswick.

Present 
as  on  preceding  evening. 

/.  Lawrence  Boggs,  sworn. — I  reside  in  Perth  Amboy ;  I  was  at 
the  election  when  the  votes  were  counted ;  I  was  there  until  the 
count  was  finished ;  Mr.  Con  very  called  oflF  the  tickets ;  I  kept  a  tally ; 
nineteen  split  tickets  were  announced  by  Mr.  Ward,  the  clerk ;  I 
mean  in  this  case,  the  tickets  on  which  Mr.  Jones'  name  was  scratched 
oflf  and  Mr.  Tyrrell's  put  on ;  I  was  present  next  day,  during  the  re- 
count, but  not  all  the  time ;  when  I  went  in  the  room  about  fifty 
tickets  had  been  counted ;  Mr.  Arnold  was  there  when  I  went  in  the 
room ;  he  was  sitting  by  them  when  they  were  re-counting;  I  mean 
Mr.  John  Arnold,  the  judge  of  election;  and  there  were  fifty  or  sixty 
votes  counted ;  Mr.  Ward  was  keeping  the  tally,  and  Mr.  Benton  and 
Mr.  Convery  were  slipping  the  tickets  along  the  string ;  Mr.  Ward  said 
there  were  twenty-one  split  tickets  on  the  re-count,  and  there  were 
only  nineteen  the  previous  night;  Mr.  Ward  said,  "  Gentlemen,  by 
the  count  this  morning,  there  appears  to  be  twenty-one  split  tickets, 
on  the  count  last  night  there  were  but  nineteen,  you  had  better  count 
the  split  tickets  over,  to  see  which  count  is  correct" ;  they  began  in 
my  presence  to  recount  them,  but  I  was  called  away  before  they  fin- 
ished ;  when  I  came  back  they  had  got  through  and  were  going  away; 
I  know  nothing  about  Mr.  Ward  having  made  out  a  statement  of  the 
result  on  the  second  count. 

Contestant  here  enters  the  same  objection  with  regard  to  any  evi- 
dence pertaining  to  the  ballots  as  before.  He  also  moves  to  strike 
•out  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Boggs  qs  heresay. 

Cross-examined. 

I  kept  a  tally  which  corresponded  with  the  tally  of  the  clerk ;  I  do 
not  know  whether  it  did  with  the  one  kept  by  Mr.  Clark ;  I  was 
present  during  the  entire  count  on  the  night  of  election  and  heard 
^very  ballot  called ;  according  to  my  tally,  A.  W.  Jones  received  222 
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votes  for  member  of  Assembly ;  423  was  the  entire  number  of  vote? 
for  the  oflSce  of  member  of  Assembly. 

Quest.  You  state  that  Mr.  Ward  informed  you  there  were  nineteen 
split  tickets  on  the  night  of  election,  do  you  mean  to  say  there  were 
nineteen  tickets  with  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  erased  and  Na- 
thaniel H.  Tyrrell  inserted  for  member  of  Assembly  ? 

jJtw.  Mr.  Ward  did  not  inform  me  there  were  nineteen  split  tickets, 
he  stated  that  he  made  nineteen  split  tickets,  and  asked  if  that  cor- 
responded  with  my  tally,  and  I  told  him  it  did ;  I  did  not  see  the 
tickets,  and  can  state  nothing  farther  than  as  Mr.  Convery  called 
them  off. 

Quest.  You  state  in  your  direct  examination,  that  you  mean  by  a 
split  ticket,  the  ticket  on  which  Mr.  Jones'  name  was  scratched  off, 
and  Mr.  Tyrrell's  put  on,  do  you  say  now,  that  there  were  ninete^ 
tickets  with  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  erased  and  Nathaniel  H. 
Tyrrell  inserted  for  member  of  Assembly  ?  (Counsel  for  conntestant 
objects  to  the  question.^ 

Jins.  I  not  did  see  tne  tickets,  I  only  know  as  Mr.  Convery  called 
them  off;  1  mean  by  nineteen  split  tickets,  that  Jones'  name  was 
scratched  off  that  number  and  Tyrrell's  was  put  on ;  I  do  not  know 
whether  it  was  Tyrrell  or  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell ;  it  was  Jones  who 
was  running  for  member  of  Assembly ;  on  the  ticket  it  was  Alfred 
W.  Jones ;  Mr.  Tyrrell,  who  was  running  for  member  of  Assembly, 
was  named  Nathaniel  H. ;  Mr.  Convery  would  call  off  democrat  or 
republican  ticket,  and  would  say,  if  a  split  ticket,  Jones  loses  and  Tyr- 
rell gains,  if  it  was  a  republican  ticket  he  would  say  Tyrrell  loses 
and  Jones  gains ;  but  there  were  no  such  tickets,  I  believe. 

Quest.  Do  you  of  your  personal  knowledge  know  that  there  were 
any  split  tickets  ? 

Jlns.  Yes,  some  two  or  three  the  night  of  the  election ;  I  only 
know  the  split  tickets  as  Convery  announced  them ;  I  saw  the  two  or 
three  split  tickets  that  night ;  I  do  not  think  1  erased  the  name  of 
Alfred  W.  Jones  and  inserted  the  name  of  Nathaniel  H.  TyrrelL 

Quest.  Was  Mr.  Arnold  present  at  the  beginning  of  the  recount? 

Jlns.  I  do  not  know ;  I  was  not  there  at  such  banning  to  my  pe^ 
senal  knowledge ;  Mr.  J.  Arnold  was  present  at  the  recount,  certainly 
half,  if  not  thr^-quarters,  of  an  hour — ^he  went  out  while  I  was  there ; 
Mr.  Arnold  was  sitting  by  Mr.  Ward,  and  was  witiiin  four  feet  of  Ae 
latter ;  in  my  opinion,  Mr.  Arnold  was  participating  in  the  recount, 
as  he  ma^e  several  remarks  to  the  other  judges. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  Thomas  B.  Liddel  ?  (Counsel  for  respondent 
objects,  because  it  is  going  into  matters  not  drawn  out  qn  the  direct 
examination.  2d — ^There  is  nothing  about  Mr.  Liddel  in  the  no^ 
of  contest  served  by  Mr.  Jones  on  Mr.  Tyrrell.) 

^ns.  I  do. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  (Jeorge  Liddel?  (Counsel  for  respondent 
makes  the  same  objection  as  before.) 

^ns.  1  do. 
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Quest.  Do  you  know  whether  Thopias  B.  Liddel  and  George  Lid- 
del  were  challenged  on  their  oflfering  to  vote  on  the  day  of  election  ? 
(The  same  objections  continued,  and  further,  the  notice  served  by  the 
committee  of  elections  on  Mr.  Jones  does  not  permit  him  to  go  into 
new  matters,  but  simply  allows  him  the  right  to  cross-examine  on 
matters  brought  out  on  the  direct  examination.) 

Ans.  I  do  not. 

Quest,  Did  you  receive  any  money  from  any  person  or  party,  or 
corporation,  to  aid  in  the  election  of  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  ?  (Coun- 
sel for  respondent  objects  generally ;  and  further,  that  the  contestant 
lias  no  right  to  go  into  this  matter  at  this  late  day,  and  same  ob. 
.jections  as  before  continued.) 

Jlns.  I  did  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  beihg  received  from  any  person, 
party  or  corporation,  to  be  used  in  the  election  of  Nathaniel  H.  Tyr. 
rell?    (Objected  to  on  same  grounds  as  the  previous  question.) 

^ns.  I  do  not  know  it. 

Quest.  Did  you  ever  hear  of  any  ?    (Objections  as  before.) 

^7is.  I  have  heard  by  common  report  that  Mr.  Tyrrell  was  aided 
in  his  electioD. 

Quest.  Who  aided  him  ? 

Jins.  I  do  not  know. 

Quest.  Who  did  you  hear  aided  him  ?  (Same  objections  to  the  last 
two  questions.) 

JIns.  I  heard  that  I  did  myself. 

Quest.  Who  else  ?    (Objections  as  before.) 

Jlns.  The  New  Jersey  Railroad  Co.  and  George  T.  Cobb. 

Quest.  Who  else  ?    (Same  objections  as  before.) 

Jlns.  Well,  I  think  I  have  heard  something  said  about  the  Camden 
and  Amboy  Railroad  Company. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  any  one  else  ?    (Objections  as  before.) 

^ins.  I  do  not  know  as  I  do ;  there  are  flying  rumors  or  reports, 
and  I  do  not  know  of  my  own  knowledge  that  he  received  the  first 
dollar. 

Quest.  Did  ever  Mr.  Tyrrell  say  to  you,  or  any  one  in  your  hear- 
ing, or  communicate  to  you  through  any  one,  that  he  had  received 
any  money  to  aid  in  his  election  from  any  source  at  all  ?  (Same  ob- 
jections continued.) 

Jins.  No. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  being  paid  by  Mr.  Tyrrell,  or 
any  friend  of  his,  dii-ectly  or  indirectly,  to  obtain  votes  for  Nathaniel 
H.  Tyrrell  ?    (Same  objections  continued.) 

*^ns.  I  do  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  any  votes  being  obtained  for  N.  H.  Tyrrell, 
or  against  Alfred  W.  Jones,  by  any  undue  influence,  promise  of  re- 
ward or  intimidation,  by  any  party,  persons,  or' corporations?  (Same 
objections  continued.) 

Jlns.  I  do  not. 
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Contestant  here  states  that  he  desires  to  strike  out  the  evidence  of 
Mr.  Boggs'  hearsay,  for  the  additional  reason  that  Mr.  I.  D.  Ward 
referred  to  in  Mr.  Boggs'  evidence,  was  a  witness  of  respondents, 
and  was  examined  previously,  and  is  the  proper  party  and  best  en- 
dfence  to  prove  these  facts,  and  also  for  the  reason  that  Patrick  Cos- 
very  was  a  witness  for  respondent,  previously  examined,  and  was  the 
proper  party  and  the  best  evidence  also. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

I  have  acted  as  judge  of  election  in  Perth  Amboy  as  often  as  nine 
or  ten  times ;  we  made  several  recounts  after  the  night  of  electioo, 
when  I  was  judge,  on  several  different  elections,  with  the  consent  of 
the  judges,  and  no  objection ;  I  am  not  aware  that  any  objections  were 
made;  John  Arnold  is  about  fifty-five  years  of  age;  I  think  he  wear? 
glasses,  but  am  not  positive ;  Mr;  Convery  was  calling  off  tickets,  and 
there  were  some  two  or  three  blurred  or  indistinctly  crossed  off,  and 
could  not  be  seen  without  a  close  examination  by  candle  light,  and  L 
with  others,  looked  at  them,  and  in  this  way,  I  saw  two  or  three  split 
tickets  on  election  night;  Mr.  Arnold  was  in  the  room  when  I  veni 
in  to  the  re-count  next  morning,  and  was  sitting  there  with  his  hat  off: 
Ik  now  John  Manning;  he  professes  to  be  a  democrat 

Quest.  Did  not  you  see  a  letter  signed  John  Manning,  directed  to 
one  or  two  men  in  the  city  of  New  York,  asking  them  to  come  to 
Perth  Amboy  and  be  registered,  and  that  he  would  pay  them  two 
dollars  each  for  so  doing  ?    (Contestant  objects  to  the  question.) 

^n*.  I  saw  a  letter,  but  not  addresseed  to  two  or  three  men. 

Quest  State  the  contents  of  that  letter,  and  to  whom  directed,  ss 
nearly  as  you  can  ? 

^ns.  The  letter  said, "  Friend  George,  ain't  you  coming  down  to  be 
registered — Thursday  will  be  the  last  day — come  down,  your  ex- 
penses will  be  paid,  and  you  will  receive  two  dollars — bring  them/^ 
mentioning  two  names,  I  think  Frank  and  Joe,  "  with  you,  and  they 
will  receive  the  same.  Yours,  truly,  Jno.  Manning" ;  I  know  Mr. 
Manning's  hand-writing ;  I  have  seen  a  good  deal  of  his  writing,  and 
I  believe  it  was  his  signature ;  I  do  not  know  whether  the  two  pe^ 
sons  named  in  the  body  of  the  letter  were  registered  or  voted. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  whether  any  persoo 
or  persons,  company  or  corporation  gave  any  money  or  used  any 
undue  and  illegal  influence,  to  the  extent  of  one  cent,  to  aid  Mr. 
Tyrrell  in  his  election  ? 

•>?rw.  I  do  not ;  I  heard  it  as  rumor  that  Mr.  Jones  offered  to  aid 
the  New  Jersey  Railroad  if  they  would  assist  in  his  election. 

Cross-examination  resumed. 

The  letter  to  John  Manners  stated  that  the  persons  would  rec«iTft 
two  dollars  and  expenses  paid  for  being  registered ;  Mr.  Jacob  L 
Martin  had  the  letter — he  said  he  got  it  from  Greorge  Carter  whotraa 
in  his  employ,  and  that  it  was  directed  to  George  Carter :  I  did  not 
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see  the  envelope,  I  only  saw  the  letter  itself;  1  did  not  see  the  name 
o€  George  Carter  on  the  letter— it  was  simply  addressed  "  friend 
C^eorge,"  that  letter  was  first  produced  on  the  day  of  the  election. 

Quest.  Was  it  not  circulated  among  the  voters  for  the  purpose  of 
influencing  votes  for  the  republican  ticket  ?  (Objected  to,  that  the 
witness  cannot  give  his  belief  for  what  purpose  the  letter  was  circu- 
lated, but  can  only  state  the  fact  that  it  was  circulated). 

^ns.  I  do  not  know ;  I  saw  it  in  the  afternoon  for  a  few  minutes 
only,  and  what  was  done  with  it  afterwards  I  do  not  know,  I  think  it 
was  shown  to  Mr.  Manning,  he  came  up  I  think  as  I  was  reading  it. 

Quest,  Did  not  he  publicly  pronounce  it  a  counterfeit  or  a  forgery  ? 

^ns.  I  did  not  hear  him  say  so ;  I  left  while  the  matter  was  being 
talked  about. 

Quest.  Did  not  you  hear  afterwards  that  he  had  pronounced  it  a 
forgery  ? 

^ns.  I  heard  him  say  some  ten  days  or  two  weeks  afterwards,  that 
the  signature  was  not  his. 

Quest.  Was  it  not  generally  understood  on  the  day  of  election, 
that  John  Manning  had  denied  it  was  his  signature  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  do  not  know. 

Quest.  Did  you  hear  Mr.  N.  H.  Tyrrell,  or  any  political  friend  sup- 
porting his  election,  say  that  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company 
would  instruct  or  influence  in  any  way  whatever,  the  workmen  on 
their  road,  or  any  one  of  them,  to  vote  against  Alfred  W.  Jones  ? 

^7iA\  No. 

Quest.  Did  you  hear  directly  or  indirectly,  prior  to  the  election,  that 
any  of  the  workmen  on  the  New  Jersey  Railroad  would  be  influenced, 
or  attempted  to  be  influenced,  to  erase  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones 
from  a  democratic  ticket? 

Jlns.  There  was  a  report  that  the  workmen  on  the  gravel  train 
were  going  to  vote  for  Mr.  Tyrrell;  I  cannot  say  from  whom  T 
heard  it  particularly. 

Quest.  Was  is  not  understood  by  yourself  and  the  friends  of  Mr. 
Tyrrell,  that  a  move  had  been  made  by  the  New  Jersey  Railroad 
Company,  or  some  one  connected  therewith,  to  influence  the  voters  on 
the  gi'avel  train  against  voting  for  A.  W.  Jones?  (Objected  to.) 

^Tis.  No,  I  do  not  think  it  was ;  I  had  no  understanding  about  it : 
I  do  not  know  how  it  was  with  Mr.  Tyrrell  and  his  friends. 

Quest.  Did  any  of  Mr.  Tyrrell's  friends  tell  you  that  such  a  move 
would  be  made  ?    (Objected  to.) 

^7w.  No ;  I  remember,  when  acting  as  judge  of  election,  of  varia- 
tions being  found  in  the  number  of  the  ballots  when  counted  over, 
different  from  that  on  the  night  of  the  canvass. 

Quest.  On  such  occasions,  was  the  statement  of  the  result  made  up 
from  the  count  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  or  from  tlie  recount? 

^ns.  From  the  actual  result ;  if  the  result  of  the  recount  differed 
from  the  canvass,  it  was  made  out  from  the  recount ;  each  judge  kept 
his  key,  and  the  clerk  kept  the  box  with  the  ballots  and  poll  book ;  I 
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do  not  know  that  it  was  ever  done  when  any  of  the  judges  objected, 
because  I  do  not  know  that  any  of  them  did  object ;  in  every  instance 
it  was  done,  it  was  done  witliout  anv  objection  on  the  part  of  the 
judges.  '  J.  liAWRENCB  BOGGS.

— I  live  at  Metuchin,  have  lived  there  seven 
years  next  April ;  I  know  a  man  by  the  name  of  Smith,  a  carpenter, 
in  Metuchin  ;  he  lives  there  now;  I  see  him  there,  and  think  his  family 
is  there,  though  not  positive  about  it. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  if  this  Mr.  Smith,  the  carpenter,  raided  in 
Pennsylvania  prior  to  the  last  election  ? 

(Objected  to  for  the  reason  that  tlie  wituess  does  not  know  Thomas 
Smith,  as  specified  in  the  notice,  and  any  evidence  given  as  to  any 
other  Smith  is  inadmissible.) 

Jlns.  1  do  not  know  where  he  resided ;  I  had  some  conversation 
with  this  Smith,  the  carpenter,  about  removing  from  the  State  of  New 
Jersey;  it  was  when  he  Avas  about  to  leave  Metuchin,  last  Winter  or 
Spring  a  year  ago ;  I  remember,  because  my  partner  went  out  to  the 
oil  regions  at  the  same  time ;  I  did  not  ask  him  particularly  where  he 
was  going,  it  was  generally  understood  to  the  oil  regions ;  I  think  1 
asked  Mr.  Smith,  on  the  railroad  platform,  if  he  was  going  to  leave 
Metuchin  permanently,  and  he  said  he  was,  and  that  is  about  all  I 
know  about  it  now;  I  presume  his  wife  and  family  went  with  him. 
though  I  do  not  know  ;  I  cannot  say  how  long  he  was  gone  or  when 
lie  returned. 

(vross-examincd. 

I  do  not  know  how  long  he  was  gone  or  when  he  come  back,  nor 
can  I  say  within  one  or  two  days  of  tlie  time  he  went  away :  I  do 
not  know  but  what  Mr.  Smith  was  a  permanent  resident  of  New 
Jei-sey  within  one  year  before  the  6th  of  November  last ;  I  do  not 
know  of  my  own  knowledge  that  Mr.  Smith  ever  removed  his  family 
out  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey :  I  was  not  at  the  polls  when  Mr.

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Lewis  Thomas,  sworn : — I  live  at  Metuchin ;  I  know  Thomas 
Smith,  a  carpenter — ^he  is  the  same  man,  I  have  no  doubt,  just  men- 
tioned by  Isaac  Cathcart ;  there  is  no  other  carpenter  of  that  name 
there  that  1  know. 

Qu^st.  Mr.  Thomas,  please  tell  us  in  your  own  words,  and  in  your 
on^  way,  and  as  correctPj^  as  possible^  all  you  kpow  about  this  Thomas 
Smith  removing  from  Metuchin,  ^hat  he  said,  where  he  went,  the 
tune  when  he  left  and  returned,  antt  his  occupation  when  in  Pennsyl- 
vania? 

Jins.  I  have  known  Smith  for  some  ten  years — he  boarded  in  my 
family  for  some  weeks;  two  or  three  years  ago  last  fall,  through  the 
influence  of  one  of  his  neighbors,  he  concluded  to  go  to  the  oil  regions 
— he  went  out  in  the  fall  of  the  year  to  Titusville,  Pa.,  as  I  under- 
stood him ;  his  wife  lived  near  neighbor  to  me,  and  said  she  had  let- 
ters from  him,  and  was  frequently  in  my  house,  is  the  reason  I  know : 
she  said  to  mo  several  times  she  was  expecting  to  move  out  as  soon  as 
Mr.  Smith  got  things  fixed — she  said  in  the  spring ;  he  did  come  from 
Pennsylvania  about  March;  he  owned  a  shop  and  lot  in  Metuchin, 
and  advertised  and  sold  it  shortly  after  he  came  back,  and  also  all 
his  household  furniture,  and  pretty  much  all  he  had  except  a  few 
things ;  he  was  particular  in  settling  up  all  his  business,  because  he 
did  not  expect  to  return ;  he  went  away  two  or  three  years  ago  last 
spring,  as  nearly  as  I  can  remember,  and  remained  away  over  a  year ; 
I  cannot  say  how  long  exactly — it  might  have  been  eighteen  months 
or  two  years ;  Mr.  Strong,  for  whom  he  had  worked,  sent  for  him  to 
come  back  about  a  year  ago  now,  and  he  came  back  about  the  1st  of 
March,  1866 :  he  returned  and  went  to  work  with  Mr.  Strong,  and 
has  resided  there  since ;  his  wife  returned  with  him ;  I  speak  to  him 
frequently,  and  often  have  talked  about  the  oil  regions;  he  told  me 
he  was  employed  there — and  I  think  he  told  me  the  company,  whicji 
I  believe  was  the  John  Anderson  Petroleum  Company ;  he  was  ahvays 
understood  to  be  a  democrat — he  never  talked  any  politics  but  de- 
mocracy to  me  ;  he  voted  at  the  last  election  at  the  Woodbridge  pre- 
cinct— Metuchin  is  in  that  precinct ;  I  did  not  sec  his  ticket — I  un- 
derstood he  voted  the  democratic  ticket;  his  vote  was  challenged, 
and  I  made  objection  with  others  that  he  was  a  non-resident,  and  not 
entitled  to  vote. 

Contestant  moves  to  strike  out  all  that  part  of  the  evidence  of  this 
witness  not  of  his  own  personal  knowledge  and  not  told  him  by 
Tliomas  Smith  personally. 

Cross-examined. 

Quest,  Do  you  know  of  your  personal  knowledge  that  Thomas 
Smith  was  ever  in  Titusville,  Pennsylvania  ? 

*^ns.  He  told  me  he  was,  I  never  saw  him  there ;  I  do  not  know 
of  my  own  knowledge  how  long  he  remained  in  Titusville  ;  he  told 
me  he  was  in  other  places. 

Quest,  Do  you  know  of  your  personal  knowledge  that  Thomas 
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Smith,  the  carpenter,  in  Metuehin,  did  not  reside  within  the  limits  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  within  twelve  months  before  the  6th  of  N(> 
vember  last  ? 

Jins.  He  did  from  abont  March  last,  but  not  before  that  as  he  told 
me  he  came  from  Pennsylvania  at  that  time ;  I  state  this  on  what  be 
told  me ;  I  cannot  say  when  he  told  me  this,  it  was  after  he  re  tamed: 
I  had  several  conversations  with  him. 

(iuest  You  say  on  your  examination  in  chief,  that  Thomas  Smith 
left  Metuehin  last  April  two  or  three  years  ago,  can  you  state  withiD 
six  months  whether  it  was  two  or  three  years  ? 

Ans.  I  make  no  diflferent  statement  from  what  I  did  at  first,  m? 
memory  as  to  time  is  not  good ;  I  know  not  of  my  personal  knowledge 
that  Thomas  Smith  voted  the  democratic  ticket,  because,  as  I  ^d 
before  1  did  not  see  his  ticket;  I  do  not  know  how  he  did  vote,  as  I 
have  said  once,  it  was  understood  he  voted  the  democratic  ticket, 
and  I  do  not  think  any  one  doubts  the  fact.

Thomas  E,  Payne,  sworn : — I  live  near  Uniontown,  in  Middlesex 
county,  in  Woodbridge  election  precinct;  1  know  Thomas  Smith,  the 
carpenter,  the  party  mentioned  by  the  last  witness. 

Qttest.  Did  not  he  state  to  you  before  the  last  election  that  be 
believed  he  was  an  illegal  voter  ? 

Ans.  Not  to  my  knowledge,  not  before  the  election. 

Quest  Did  he  after  the  election  ? 

J3ns.  Yes,  I  heard  him  say  so,  but  the  conversation  was  not  di- 
rected to  me ;  some  of  the  hands  spoke  to  him  the  next  day  after  the 
election,  I  think,  as  nearly  as  I  can  recollect,  about  his  voting  ill^ 
gaily;  he  said  he  knew  it  was  illegal,  but  he  thought  he  had  as  good 
a  right  to  vote  as  some  others  in  Metuehin ;  that  is  about  all  I  know. 

Cross-examined. 

This  conversation  was  not  addressed  to  me;  I  am  a  republican  in 
politics.

Jeremiah  F,  Payne,  sworn: — I  live  near  Uniontown.  in  the  Wood- 
bridge  election  precinct;  I  know  Thomas  Smith,  mentioned  by  the 
last  two  or  three  witnesses;  have  known  him  about  two  or  three 
years;  I  do  not  know  of  mv  own  knowledge  when  he  left  Metuehin: 
I  knew  nothing  about  him  until  last  spring,  when  he  retnrno'l  to 
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Metnchin;  I  have  been  in  his  employ  since  last  May  as  a  carpenter^ 
I  have  never  heard  him  say  any  thing  about  being  in  Pennsylvania;  1 
cannot  recollect;  he  returned  to  Metuchin  as  nearly  as  1  can  recollect 
some  time  last  spring;  I  do  not  know  where  he  came  from;  he  never 
said  anything  to  me  personally  as  to  where  he  came  from;  1  was 
present  at  the  time  of  the  conversation  described  by  the  last  witness 
about  his  voting,  and  can  corroborate  what  that  witness  said  with 
regird  to  his  illegal  voting;  I  could  not  say  positively  when  that 
conversation  took  place,  but  it  was  a  day  or  two  after  the  election; 
as  nearly  as  I  recollect  he  said  his  vote  was  illegal,  but  he  thought 
he  had  as  good  a  right  to  vote  as  some  others  in  Metuchin ;  Mr. 
Smith  has  always  talked  the  democratic  way  to  me. 

Cross-examined. 

I  do  not  know  that  Mr.  Smith  voted  the  democratic  ticket,  as  I  did 
not  see  his  ticket,  and  he  never  told  me  how  he  voted ;  I  was  under 
the  impression  he  voted  the  democratic  ticket. 

Quest.  Do  yon  know  of  your  personal  knowledge,  or  did  you  ever 
heai'  Thomas  Smith  say  that  he  voted  for  Alfred  W,  Jones  for  mem- 
ber of  Assembly  ? 

^ins.  Prom  his  talk  I  should  think  he  did  vote  for  Col.  Jones,  but 
I  never  heard  him  sav  he  did;  I  am  a  republican  in  politics.

Dr,  James  L,  Watson,  sworn. — I  live  in  the  village  of  Wood- 
bridge;  I  am  acquainted  with  Alfred  W.  Jones,  late  candidate  for 
Assembly  in  the  Second  District  of  Middlesex  County ;  I  have  known 
him  a  little  over  eighteen  months  since  about  July  1865;  I  do  not 
know  when  Col.  Jones  came  to  Woodbridge ;  I  came  to  Woodbridge 
at  the  close  of  the  war,  my  family  was  here  previously ;  I  have  had 
conversation  with  Col.  Jones  as  to  where  he  came  from  before  coming- 
to  New  Jersey  ;  he  said  he  came  from  the  State  of  Missouri ;  J  do 
not  recollect  that  he  stated  the  time. 

Quest,  Please  state  what  Col.  Jones  said  to  you  to  the  best  of  your 
recollection  in  regard  to  Col.  Jones  being  in  the  rebel  army,  or  the 
army  over  which  Sterling  Price  had  command  ?  (Contestant  objects 
to  any  testimony  being  introduced  relative  to  his  connection  or  sup- 

f>osed  connection  with  the  rebel  army  or  the  army  under  Gen.  Ster- 
ing  Price,  for  the  reason,  first,  that  there  is  no  constitutional  or  stat- 
ute  law  or  enactment  disqualifying  the  contestant  as  a  member  of  the- 
General  Assembly  of  New  Jersey ;  second  that  the  first  and  second 
counts  in  the  answer  of  respondent,  is  not  a  legal  defence  nor  in- 
tended to  be  such,  but  in  the  belief  of  contestant  is  intended  solely 
to  prejudice  the  committee  on  elections,  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  the  public  generally,  against  contestants  rightful  claim 
to  his  seat  from  the  Second  Assembly  District  of  Middlesex  County.) 
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Ans.  Particulars  as  to  Sterling  Price  1  cannot  recollect,  but  I  un- 
derstood him  to  say  he  was  in  the  rebel  army  under  Gen.  Sterling 
Price 

Quest.  Did  the  remarks  of  Col.  Jones  leave  any  doubt  upon  your 
naind  about  hi?  being  in  the  rebel  army  ? 

Ans*  No. 

Cross-examined.  • 

We  had  several  conversations,  at  the  dfepc*  and  in  the  cars ;  I  do 
not  know  but  what  the  first  conversation  was  at  my  house. 

Quest.  Do  you  remember  that  Alfred  W.  Jones  stated  to  you  that 
he  was  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  Price  only  as  a  member  of  the  Missouri 
State  Guard? 

Arts,  No ;  I  heard  from  other  sources,  though  I  cannot  toll  where, 
that  he  was  in  the  Missouri  militia,  but  my  impression,  fix)m  the  con- 
versation with  Col.  Jones  was,  that  l^e  was  in  the  rebel  service,  wiUi- 
cut  any  allusion  to  the  militia. 

Quest.  In  the  several  conversations  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  with  you, 
did  he  not  state  that  he  was  a  Colonel  in  the  Missouri  militia,  by  an 
appointment  on  the  staff  of  Sterling  Price,  and  that  when  he  discov- 
ered thg^t  the  army  under  Gen.  Price  was  about  to  be,  or  would  ne- 
cessarily have  to  be  allied  with  the  confederate  or  rebel  forces,  that 
he  then  resigned  his  position  on  Gen.  Price's  staff? 

Ans.  That  was  not  the  substance  of  the  conversation,  and  I  did  not 
receive  such  an  impression;  1  supposed  that  Col.  Jones  was  in  the 
service,  but  regarded  it  as  a  lost  cause,  and  got  out  of  it  in  disgust;  I 
supposed  he  was  actually  in  it,  but  when  lie  came  out  of  it,  he  lost 
everything,  and  came  here  as  a  Union  man,  but  with  sympathies 
strongly  southern. 

Quest.  Do  you  remember  when  Alfred  W.  Jones  stated  when  he 
left  the  staff  of  General  Price  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not  recollect  any  thing  about  the  staff  of  General  Price: 
1  do  not  recollect  when  he  said  he  left  the  service,  and  was  under 
the  impression  he  came  directly  from  the  South  to  Woodbridge;  I 
do  not  remember  to  have  heard  Colonel  Jones  say  that  he  was  in 
Washington  prior  to  coming  to  Woodbridge,*  prosecuting  a  claim 
before  Congress  or  under  the  order  of  the  Navy  Department. 

Quest.  Do  you  recollect  of  his  saying  that  he  was  opposed  to  the 
rebellion  in  the  inception,  opposed  to  secession,  and  so  soon  as  he 
discovered  that  the  operations  of  General  Price  would  lead  neces- 
sarily to  the  separation  of  Missouri  from  the  Federal  Government 
and  in  opposition  to  the  Federal  Government,  that  he  resigned  his 
position  in  the  service,  as  you  call  it  ? 

Ans.  Witness  asks  what  is  meant  by  the  service  as  he  calls  it. 

Quest.  Any  supposed  service? 

Ans.  I  do  not  want  Colonel  Jones  to  try  to  make  me  say  that  I 
understood  he  was  in  the  Mis^uri  militia,  because  I  did  not  under- 
stand any  such  thing ;  I  did  not  understand  Colonel  Jones  to  have 
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left  the  Southern  service  before  hostilities  commenced ;  the  substance 
of  the  question  I  understand  to  mean  that  Colonel  Jones  wishes  me 
to  understand  that  he  was  in  the  militia  opposed  to  secession,  and 
when  he  discovered  the  action  of  General  Price  would  lead  to  the 
separation  of  Missouri  from  the  Union,  that  he  gave  such  information 
as  would  put  the  Federal  Government  on  its  guard  and  prevent  such 
a  calamity — that  is  what  I  understand  to  be  the  substance  of  the^ 
question  asked  me ;  if  that  be  the  intention  of  the  question,  I  did  not 
so  understand  the  conversation  referred  to. 

Question  repeated : 

Counsel  for  respondent  insists  that  the  witness  has  already  answered 
the  question  fully. 

Contestant  calls  the  attention  of  the  witness  to  the  particular  point 
in  the  question  last  put  to  him,  and  asks  a  responsive  answer,  "  that 
he  was  opposed  to  the  rebellion  in  its  inception,  opposed  to  secession, 
and  so  soon  as  he  discovered  that  the  operations  of  Gen.  Price  would 
lead  necessarily  to  the  separation  of  Missouri  from  the  Federal  Gov-^ 
ernment,  he  resigned  his  position  in  said  service  ? 

^m.  With  regard  to  the  first  part  of  the  question  as  being  opposed 
to  the  rebellion  in  its  inception,  and  to  secession,  that  I  understood 
he  was  opposed  to  the  rebellion  in  its  inception  but  that  he  considered 
the  South  was  driven  into  it  by  the  conduct  of  the  people  of  the 
North ;  with  regard  to  resigning  on  Gen.  Price  as  a  part  of  the  Mis- 
souri militia,  as  I  have  stated  before,  I  did  not  understand  he  was 
connected  with  the  Missouri  militia,  but  with  the  rebel  army;  if  the 
question  is  repeated  I  would  answer  no  to  the  whole  of  it,  for  the^ 
reason  that  I  consider  that  answer  the  same  in  substance,  intent,  and 
meaning  as  the  one  already  given.  (Contestant  moves  to  strike  out 
the  evidence  of  witness  for  the  reason,  first,  as  above  stated  in  objec- 
tion, and  second,  because  it  is  evasive.) 

Direct  examination  resumed : 

I  understood  from  Colonel  Jones  that  he  was  engaged  in  actual 
warfare  against  the  United  States,  and  did  not  leave  the  rebel  army 
until  after  hostilities  had  commenced. 

QtusL  Did  not  you  hear  that  Colonel  Jones  when  he  was  in  Wash- 
*ington,  was  there  endeavoring  to  be  pardoned  for  his  complicity  in 
ihie  rebellion  ?    (Contestant  objects  as  hearsay;) 

Ans.  No. 

Cross-examination  resumed : 

Qriest  At  what  period  of  the  late  wai  do  you  regard  the  Southern- 
cause  as  lost? 

jjrw.  Whea  the  ariily  of  the  people  in  rebellioli  was  defeated  and 
llroken  up.

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John  F.  Morris,  sworn. — I  live  in  Perth  Amboy. 

Quest  Were  not.  you  present  on  the  night  of  the  election  in  Perth 
Amboy,  when  the  ballots  were  being  counted  and  announced  by 
Patrick  Con  very,  one  of  the  judges  of  election,  how  near  were  you  to 
him,  what  position  you  occupied,  and  if  you  saw  and  heard  him  an- 
nounce two  split  tickets  as  full  democratic  tickets,  and  which  had 
Jones'  name  erased  and  TyrrelFs  written  thereon  ?  (Contestant  ob- 
jects the  same  as  to  the  evidence  of  Con  very,  relative  to  the  ballots, 
and  second,  because  the  question  is  leading.) 

Ans.  1  was  there  when  the  ballots  were  counted;  I  stood  back  of 
Mr.  Convery,  so  as  to  look  at  the  tickets  as  he  took  them  out  of  the 
box,  and  I  saw  two  tickets  passed,  and  the  name  of  Jones  erased  and 
Tyrrell  written  on  the  tickets ;  I  called  his  attention  to  one  ticket: 
Mr.  Convery  called  them  as  full  democratic  tickets ;  I  did  not  speak 
to  Mr.  Convery  next  morning ;  I  said  to  Mr.  Forbes,  if  a  re-count 
was  taken  the  next  morning  there  would  be  two  more  votes  for  Mr. 
Tyrrell ;  1  said  it  to  several  persons ;  I  said  it  because  I  saw  two 
democratic  tickets  with  the  name  of  Tyrrell  written  on  them ;  I  said 
this  on  the  evenmg  of  the  day  of  election. 

The  further  examination  of  this  witness  was  here  adjourned  to  Tues- 
day evening  next,  the  29th  January,  at  same  time  and  place.

Present,  the  respondent 
and  his  attorney  and  counsel,  Charles  71  Mawbey  and  John  Damd- 
so7ij  and  the  contestant  and  his  counsel,  Leon  Jibbett, 

John  Forbes  Morris  (Cross-examined). — The  tickets  that  Mr.  Con- 
very had  were  those  which  had  been  polled  during  the  day ;  the  two 
tickets  that  I  saw  passed  by  Convery,  with  Jones'  name  off  and  Tn^ 
relFs  on,  were  democratic;  I  cannot  say  they  were  regular  demo- 
cratic tickets ;  they  had  Jones'  name  off  and  "Tyrrell's  on ;  I  do  not . 
remember  how  the  name  of  Jones  was  erased ;  it  was  marked  off  the 
same  as  other  tickets  from  which  his  name  wafi  erased ;  I  cannot  re- 
member whether  the  erasure  of  Jones'  name  was  in  lead  pencil  or  ink: 
I  cannot  say  whether  it  was  done  by  one  or  two  marks;  the  tickets 
marked  off  were  so  erased  in  different  ways,  some  by  pencil  and  some 
by  ink ;  I  do  not  remember  how  these  were ;  I  think  that  Tyrrell's 
name  was  written  on  the  right  of  the  tickets ;  I  do  not  remember 
whether  lengthways  or  across ;  I  think  the  name  of  Tyrrell  was  writ- 
ten to  the  right  of  the  erasure  of  that  of  Jones ;  I  am  not  positive 
the  name  of  Tyrrell  was  written  on  the  right  of  the  tickets,  there 
were  so  many  tickets  with  the  name  of  Tyrrell  written  that  I  do  not 
remember. 
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'Quest  Are  you  positive  as  to  what  part  of  these  two  tickets  the 
name  of  Tyrrell  was  written  on  ? 

jins.  I  am  not  positive,  but  I  think  it  was  to  the  right  of  the  name 

of  Jones ;  I  do  not  remember  whether  above  or  below;  these  tickets 

I  do  not  think  were  taken  out  one  after  the  other ;  I  cannot  say  what 

space  of  time  was  between  them ;  I  remember  of  seeing  them  passed ; 

1  made  mention  of  this  to  several  persons  after  I  left  the  court  house 

that  evening ;  I  did  not  know  the  tickets  were  numbered ;  I  do  not 

remember  whether  those  tickets  were  numbered  after  being  counted, 

though  I  think  they  were ;  I  do  not  remember  the  numbers — they  were 

not  numbered  when  I  saw  them ;  I  am  not  positive  there  was  any 

number  put  on  them ;  I  do  not  remember  in  wlat  part  of  thfe  count 

these  tickets  came  out;  I  do  not  remember  how  long  after  the  count 

conunenced  that  they  came  out,  there  was  so  much  confusion  in  the 

house ;  I  do  not  think  I  was  confused ;  I  do  not  remember  of  saying 

anything  to  Mr.  Convery  or  any  one  else  when  the  first  ticket  came 

out,  or  when  the  second  of  these  tickets  came  out ;  I  said  something  about 

these  tickets  after  I  left  the  court  house  and  went  home;  I  mentioned 

it  to  several  persons :  I  mean  after  I  left  the  court  house  and  went 

to  my  own  home ;  I  mentioned  it  before  Mr.  Cleavland  Benton,  Oleav- 

land  Forbes  and  Thomas  Brinley ;  I  do  not  recollect  who  else  were 

in  the  room,  several  other  persons  were  there ;  I  think  the  name  of 

Tyrrell  was  written  on  these  two  tickets. 

Quest,  Are  you  sure  about  that  ? 

Jins.  I  am  sure  it  was  not  printed ;  I  cannot  remember  how  the 
name  of  Tyrrell  was  spelled ;  I  do  not  think  there  was  any  Christian 
name  or  initials  preceding  the  name  of  Tyrrell. 

Direct  examination  resumed : 

Quest  Were  not  these  two  tickets  with  the  name  of  Jones  erased 
^nd  the  word  Tyrrell  written  thereon,  taken  out  of  the  ballot  box 
by  Mr.  Convery  and  handed  over  to  Mr.  Arnold  to  be  numbered, 
and  to  Mr.  Benton  to  be  strung,  the  same  as  the  other  tickets  taken 
from  the  box  ?  (Objected  to  because  there  is  no  evidence  that  the 
tickets  were  so  numbered  and  strung.) 

^ns.  They  were  taken  out  of  the  box  by  Mr.  Convery,  and  by  him 
handed  to  Mr.  Arnold  and  passed  to  Mr.  Benton  to  be  strung  the 
same  as  all  the  tickets  were  handed. 

Cross-examination  resumed : 

Quest,  Did  you  see  these  two  tickets  strung  ? 

^ns.  I  saw  all  the  tickets  strung. 

Question  repeated. 

^rw.  I  saw  all  the  tickets  strung;  I  saw  these  two  strung;  I 
watched  each  ticket  after  it  was  taken  out  of  the  box  until  it  was 
strung ;  I  saw  the  face  of  each  ticket  as  it  was  taken  out  of  the  box 
%  Mr.  Convery. 

Quest.  If  you  watched  each  ticket  as  it  was  taken  out  of  the  box^ 
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passed  to  Mr.  Arnold,  and  afterwards  strung,  how  did  you  have  time 
to  see  the  face  of  each  ticket  as  it  was  taken  from  the  box  ? 

Ans.  I  could  see  it  as  easily  as  I  could  that  the  ticket  was  taken 
from  the  box ;  they  were  all  near  to  me,  so  that  I  could  just  cast  my 
eye  and  see  that  they  were  strung. 

Quest.  Were  there  any  tickets  with  the  name  of  Tyrrell  erased 
and  Jones  put  on  ? 

Arts.  I  do  not  think  there  were.

Gilman  T.  Comings,  sworn : — I  reside  in  the  township  of  Wood- 
bridge,  near  Bonhamtown;  I  know  Thomas  Smith,  the  carpenter, 
who  lives  at  Metuchin — I  have  known  him  four  or  five  or  six  years; 
he  is  a  married  man,  at  least  I  suppose  so,  as  he  has  a  woman  he  calls 
his  wife. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  any  thing  about  Thomas  Smith  leaving  Me- 
tuchin some  two  or  three  years  ago  ? 

JJns.  I  do. 

Quest.  Please  state  in  your  own  way  the  time  when  he  left,  where 
he  went,  how  long  he  was  absent,  what  was  his  occupation  when  away 
from  Metuchin,  when  he  returned,  and  what  declaration,  if  any,  be 
made  to  you  or  in  your  hearing,  as  to  his  taking  up  a  permanent 
residence  other  than  in  New  Jersey  ? 

Ans.  I  could  not  state  the  precise  time  when  he  left ;  according  to 
my  recollection  it  was  about  the  last  of  November  or  first  of  Decem- 
ber, two  years  ago  last  Ml ;  he  came  back  not  far  from  the  first  of 
the  ensuing  April,  and  sold  his  lot ;  made  a  vendue  and  sold  off  to 
effects.,  took  his  wife  and  returned  to  Venango  county.  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  about  the  1st  of  May  following,  a  year  ago  last  May,  or  ii 
Itfay,  1865, 1  went  to  that  county  to  work  at  carpenter  work,  in  tiie

v^  ^^ring  and  others,  that  he  never  expected  to  return  to  MetachiB 
agp^in — ^he  thought  when  he  left  that  place  he  should  return  to  Eng- 
lanl ;  the  next  I  knew  of  Mr.  Smith  was  about  the  1st  of  April  W- 
lowing,  it  might  have  been  in  March,  he  moved  back  to  Metuchin:  I 
#)  not  know  anythitg  ftirthef  about  his  pesidence. 

Quest.  In  what  month  and  year  did  he  sejl  his  lot  and  furniture  at 
Metuchin  ? 

jlns.  It  was  a  year  ago  last  spring,  it  was  in  1865. 

Qtiest.  By  what  Company  were  Mr.  Smith  and  yourself  employed? 

Ans.  By  the  John  Anderson  Petroleum  Company,  of  New  York. 
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Quest.  In  what  part  of  Venango  county  is  the  land  of  that  Com- 
pany located  ? 

Jlns.  I  could  not  answer  that  question  direct,  not  knowing  the  lines 
of  the  county;  it  was  on  the  east  side  of  the  Alleghany  river,  on  a 
creek  called  Little  Tronsta  Creek,  about  a  mile  from  the  Alleghany 
river. 

Quest.  State  the  day,  the  month  and  the  year,  when  you  left 
Venango  county  ? 

^Tis.  About  the  20th  of  October,  1865 — I  think  that  was  the  very 
day  1  left. 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Smith  keep  a  boarding  house  in  Venango  county 
Pennsylvania,  while  you  were  there  ? 

^ns.  I  do  not  think  he  did  to  make  that  his  business,  but  he  kept 
two  or  three  boarders. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  if  this  Thomas  Smith  voted  at  the  last  elec- 
tion ? 

.^ns.  I  do ;  I  seen  him  hand  his  vote  to  the  judge,  and  after  being 
challenged,  his  vote  was  sworn  in  and  put  in  the  box;  he  always  pro- 
fessed to  be  a  Democrat. 

Quest.  State  the  day,  the  month  and  the  year,  when  Mr.  Smith  re- 
turned to  Metuchin  the  last  time  ? 

.^ns.  The  first  knowledge  I  had  of  his  return  was  about  last  April, 
in  the  year  1866. 

Cross  examined. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  whether  Thomas  Smith  voted  for  Alfred  W. 
Jones  or  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not,  I  did  not  read  his  ticket. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  a  man  by  the  name  of  Jones  who  resided  in 
Metuchin  and  moved  to  Rahway  several  months  before  the  last  elec- 
tion? 

Objected  to — Ist,  because  it  is  not  a  ci*oss-examination  of  the  wit- 
ness,  nothing  having  been  brought  out  about  this  Mr.  Jones  on  the 
direct  examination ;  2d,  because  it  is  opening  up  new  matter  in  this 
investigation  on  the  part  and  in  behalf  of  the  Contestant,  after  he  had 
given  formal  notice  that  all  his  testimony  had  been  taken  and  had 
closed  his  case;  and  3d,  the  notice  required  by  law  to  be  served  by 
the  Contestant  on  the  Respondent  does  not  contain  any  thing  about 
this  Mr.  Jones,  and  no  evidence  can  be  given  with  regard  to  Mr. 
Jones  or  his  right  to  vote — his  right  to  vote  not  having  been  called 
in  quesiion  by  the  Contestant,  and  at  the  proper  time. 

Ans.  I  never  knew  of  iany  such  man  who  moved  from  Metuchin  to 
Rahway ;  there  is  a  Mr.  Jones  who  lives  in  Metuchin,  who,  it  was 
said,  came  from  the  vicinity  of  Rahway ;  I  never  spoke  to  him  but 
once,  and  have  seen  him  several  times  in  church ;  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Metuchin ;  I  cannot  say  what  his  first  name  is ;  he  does 
business  in  New  York,  I  am  told.

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Quest.  State  how  long  this  man  has  been  in  Metachin  ?    (Objec- 
tion first  taken  on  cross-examination  continued.) 

.dns.  Not  far  from  the  first  of  April  last,  in  1866,  to  the  best  of 
my  knowledge.

irent  to  get  my  dinner  when  in  port;  I  have  seen  him  there  tw&Aj 
tDnesat  least,  I  should  think;  he  told  me  he  had  been  working  attbe 
carpenter's  trade  before  he  went  in  the  saloon ;  I  saw  Mr.  Smith  last 
im  Galifomia,  on  the  7th  of  December,  1865,  and  he  was  then  em- 
ployed in  the  saloon ;  the  saloon  went  by  the  name  of  Captain  Crop- 
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per's  saloon,  and  was  located  on  the  corner  of  Second  and  Minna 
streets ;  when  I  saw  him  in  the  saloon  he  was  always  waiting — ^he 
waited  on  me  when  I  was  there ;  he  told  he  was  employed  in  that 
saloon ;  he  told  me  he  had  voted  in  California  at  the  Presidential 
election,  in  1864,  for  General  McClellan ;  he  sent  a  message  by  me 
to  his  parents  in  Perth  Amboy. 

Cross-examined : 

Quest  Did  you  vote  at  the  last  election,  on  the  6th  of  November? 
(Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  did ;  I  voted  in  Perth  Amboy. 

Quest.  For  whom  did  yOu  vote  for  member  of  assembly?  (Ob- 
jected to  for  the  same  reasons  as  were  given  against  the  cross-ex- 
amination of  Oilman  T.  Convery,  at  Woodbridge,  last  evening.) 

Arts.  For  Mr.  Tyrrell — Nathaniel  H. ;  I  have  resided  in  Perth 
Amboy  all  my  life — ^it  has  always  been  my  home ;  I  arrived  there  last 
from  California,  on  the  1st  of  January,  1866;  I  am  twenty-five  years 
of  age ;  I  left  Perth  Amboy  on  23d^of  September,  1864 ;  I  left  there 
direct  for  California. 

Quest.  Did  you  reside  in  any  other  place  from  the  time  that  you 
arrived  in  California  until  you  arrived  in  Perth  Amboy?  (Objected 
to  because  the  question  presupposes  that  he  resided  in  some  place 
other  than  Perth  Amboy,  when  the  witness  states  expressly  that  ho 
always  had  resided  in  Perth  Amboy,  and  had  no  other  residence.) 

Ans.  No,  I  did  not. 

Qaest.  Then  you  were  in  California  from  October,  1864,  to  the 
time  you  left  in  December,  1865,  were  you  not? 

Ans.  When  I  was  in  port ;  I  was  traveling  all  the  time  I  was  on 
that  coast. 

Quest.  What  business  were  you  engaged  in  ? 

Ans.  In  the  liquor  business  in  New  i  ork. 

Quest,  Were  you  in  any  business  in  California  ?  ' 

Ans.  Yes. 

Quest.  What  business? 

Ans.  Collecting. 

Quest.  For  whom  were  you  collecting  ? 

Ans.  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company,  and  Holliday'a  line  of 
steamers. 

Quest.  At  what  place  did  you  report  your  collections  to  the  office 
of  the  respective  companies?    (Objected  to  as  immaterial.) 

Ans.  I  reported  at  three  places — I  had  no  particular  place  of  the 
three? 

Quest.  What  three  places  do  you  refer  to  ? 

Ans.  San  Francisco,  Panama,  and  Portland,  Oregon. 

Qiest.  Were  you  doing  business  as  agent  on  your  own  responsi- 
bilitjr,  and  for  a  given  salary  from  them  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  was  not  doing  business  for  myself,  or  on  my  own  responsi- 
WBty. 
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Quest  Do  you  mean  to  state  that  you  were  not  personally  reaping 
a  salary  as  such  agent,  and  in  business  for  yourself  as  a  business  man? 

^ns.  I  was  working  for  a  salary,  but  was  not  in  business  on  mj 
own  responsibility — ^no  capital  of  my  own  was  invested? 

Quest.  Did  you  leave  Perth  Amboy  for  the  purpose  of  enterii^ 
into  this  business  arrangement? 

^ns.  No. 

Quest.  Did  you  eflFect  this  arrangement  after  you  reached  California? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Were  you  engaged  in  any  other  line  of  business  dnrm 
your  stay  in  California? 

jins.  Yes. 

Quest.  What  business  ? 

^ns.  I  made  one  trip  as  clerk  on  a  steamer  to  British  Colombia. 

Quest.  Did  you  leave  Perth  Amboy  for  the  purpose  of  embarking 
in  business  for  yourself? 

Ans.  No. 

Quest.  Please  state  the  substance  of  your  conversation  with  Hugh 
Smith  in  San  Francisco  ? 

^ns.  I  had  several  conversations  with  him  on  diflFerent  eubjecti 
and  at  different  times. 

Quest.  When  you  left  California,  did  Mr.  Smith  tell  you  when  he 
expected  to  return  to  Perth  Amboy  ? 

Ans.  Yes ;  he  did  not  return  about  the  time  he  said  he  would. 

Quest.  In  conversation  with  Mr.  Smith,  did  he  not  always  speak 
of  Perth  Amboy  as  his  home,  and  expressed  his  intention  to  return? 

Ans.  He  spoke  of  Perth  Amboy  as  his  former  home,  and  said  he 
meant  to  settle  in  Oregon  if  he  could  get  there. 

Qtiest.  Then  I  understand  you  that  Mr.  Smith,  never  expressed 
his  intention  of  making  California  his  residence  ? 

Ans.  He  never  did  to  me ;  the  parents  of  Mr.  Smith  reside  at 
Perth  Amboy  ;  he  is  a  single  man  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  ? 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Smith  return  to  Amboy  ? 

^ns.  He  did. 

Quest.  Does  he  reside  there  now  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not  know ;  I  do  not  know  within  what  exact  time  1 
have  seen  Mr.  Smith  in  Perth  Amboy. 

Qu£st.  Did  Mr.  Smith  tell  you  that  he  voted  for  President  in  (Mi- 
fornia  as  a  sailor,  being  in  port  at  the  time  ? 

Jlns.  No ;  the  last  presidental  election  took  place  in  November, 
1864;  my  vote  was  not  challenged  when  1  offered  it  in  1866. 

Counsel  for  respondent  objects  to  and  moves  to  strike  out  all  that 
part  of  the  cross-examination  in  reference  to  the  absence  of  the  wit- 
ness, his  occupation  when  away,  and  his  voting  at  the  last  election,  for 
these  reasons :  1st.  Because  it  is  not  in  substance  a  cross-examina- 
tion, but  is  new  matter  brought  out  in  the  cross-examination.  2nd.  The 
contestant  having  formally  closed  his  case  and  announced  that  all  his 
testimony  had  been  taken,  cannot  now  reopen  his  branch  of  the  case. 
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3d.  No  mention  is  made  of  the  witness  in  the  notice  required  by  law 
to  be  served  by  the  contestant  on  the  respondent,  and  that  no  evi- 
dence of  any  thing  or  matter  not  contained  in  that  notice,  can  be 
given.

John  F.  Tenbroeck,  recalled. — 1  saw  a  letter  with  the  name  of  John 
Manning  signed  to  it  the  day  after  the  election ;  I  know  John  Man- 
ping;  I  see  considerable  of  his  hand  writing;  I  thought  at  the  time 
it  was  his  signature,  and  think  it  is  still ;  that  was  his  signature  to 
the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief;  not  having  seen  him  write  it, 
I  could  not  say  it  was  his;  I  still  believe  it  to  be  his  signature. 

Cross-examined : 

I  am  quite  familiar  with  the  signature  of  Mr.  Manning ;  I  have 
some  of  his  writing  in  my  possession,  and  am  placed  in  a  position  to 
see  considerable  of  his  writing ;  I  am  quite  familiar  with  his  hand- 
writing and  signature. 

Quest,  Does  he  sign  his  name  universally  the  same  way  ? 

^ns,  I  do  not  know  whether  he  does  or  not. 
*    Quest,  Does  he  sign  his  name  in  any  way  different  from  one  ? 

•^ns.  Yes ;  I  have  seen  his  name  signed  in  more  ways  than  one. 

Qy£st.  Of  your  personal  knowledge,  does  John  Manning  sign  his 
name  in  more  ways  than  one  ? 

Ans.  I  have  seen  his  name  written  in  more  ways  than  one  j  1  have 
his  name  written  in  more  ways  than  one ;  of  my  personal  knowledge 
I  know  he  signs  his  name  in  more  ways  than  one. 
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Quest.  How  does  John  Manning  sign  his  name  ? 

Jlns.  John  Manning. 

Question  repeated. 

^ns.  1  have  seen  him  sign  it  John  Manning. 

Quest.  The  witness  will  please  state  how  John  Manning  writes  his 
name  in  letters  and  syllables  ? 

Ans.  He  uses  letters  enough  and  syllables  enough  to  make  up  his 
name.  * 

Quest.  Please  state  how  John  Manning  writes  his  name  in  letteis 
and  syllables,  and  what  letters  and  how  many  syllables  he  uses  ia 
writing  his  name  ? 

Ans.  I  believe  I  have  answered  the  question  before,  excepting  the 
last  part  of  it — ^lie  writes  it  J-o-h-n,  four  letters  and  one  syllable. 
M-a-n-  is  another  syllable  and  three  more  letters,  n-i-n-g,  is  four 
more  letters  and  another  syllable  as  nearly  as  I  can  tell. 

Counsel  for  Respondent  objects  to  the  last  question  as  improper 
and  should  be,  How  does  John  Manning  spell  his  name  ? 

Quest  Does  John  Manning  in  signing  his  name  attach  to  or  follow 
it  by  any  scroll  or  flourish  ? 

Jns.  I  have  seen  a  scroll  or  flourish,  I  have  not  noticed  particu- 
larly whether  it  was  above  or  below  it — it  was  around  it  somewhere, 
perhaps  under  it. 

Quest.  How  was  the  letter  to  which  you  refer  signed  ? 

^ns.  John  Manning. 

Quest.  Was  the  name  John  Manning  spelled  in  full  ? 

Jlns.  It  was  spelled  John  Manning,  I  do  not  know  whether  that 
was  full  or  not. 

Quest.  Was  the  christian  name  signed  and  spelled  J-o-h-n  ? 

.^ns.  It  was. 

Quest.  Was  there  any  scroll  or  flourish  about  this  signature  ? 

Jins:  I  do  not  know  that  there  was  any ;  I  saw  the  letter  first  on 
the  7th  November,  the  day  after  the  election ;  George  Carter  was 
said  to  have  received  the  letter. 

Quest.  Who  had  the  letter  ? 

Ans.  Jacob  L.  Martin  had  it. 

QiLest.  Do  you  know  whether  that  letter  was  in  the  hands  of  aay 
one  in  Perth  Amboy  before  the  7  th  November  ? 

^ns.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  was ;  I  do  not  know 
that  I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Marlin,  but  if  I  was  not  by  him,  I  cer- 
tainly was  by  others. 

Qiiest.  Did  you  hear  Mr.  Manning  personally  pronounce  the  letter 
not  his  own  or  words  to  that  efl'ect  ? 

Jlns.  No ;  I  could  not  say  that  it  was  generally  understood  on  the 
day  I  saw  the  letter  that  he  pronounced  it  a  forgery ;  I  had  heard  he 
had  so  pronounced  it  on  that  day. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  where  that  letter  is  now  ? 

^ns.  I  have  not  seen  it  since  the  7th  November ;  I  do  not  know 
of  my  own  personal  knowledge ;  Mr.  Jacob  L.  Martin  has  told  me 
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since  November  7th  that  he  has  the  letter ;  I  heard  Mr.  Martm  say 
that  Mr.  Manning  wanted  a  certified  copy  of  the  letter.  (Ojected  to-^ 
any  evidence  being  given  in  regard  to  the  wants  or  wishes  of  Mr. 
Manning,  not  being  the  proper  evidence  in  cross-examination. 

Quest  Did  Mr.  Martin  rehise  to  give  Mr.  Manning  a  copy  of  the 
letter?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  do  not  know  whether  he  did  or  not ;  1  did  not  hear  Mr. 
Manning  demand  one ;  Mr.  Martin  told  me  he  did  not  give  one ;  Mr. 
Martin  did  not  state  to  me  or  in  my  presence  the  reasons  why  he  did 
not  give  him  a  copy. 

Quest  Will  you  state  whether  Mr.  Martin  told  you,  or  any  one 
in  your  presence,  that  when  John  Manning  called  on  him  to  ask  for  a 
copy  of  the  letter,  and  he  refused  to  give  him  such  copy,  that  he  re- 
fused klso  to  let  Manning  look  at  the  original  letter? 

^ns.  Yes ;  Jacob  L.  Martin  is  in  the  room ;  I  do  not  know  whether 
he  was  or  not  on  the  night  of  Mr.  Boggs'  examination ;  I  am  not  Mr. 
Martin's  keeper,  nor  do  I  know  where  he  was  that  night. 

Quest.  Is  there  a  notice  of  commissioner's  sale  posted  in  your 
office,  and  signed  by  John  Manning? 

^ns.  I  do  not  know  whether  there  is  such  a  notice  there  now  or 
not — there  was  one  there  this  afternoon ;  I  have  not  ieen  it  since. 

Quest  Is  John  Manning's  christian  name  on  that  notice  spelled 
J-o-h-n  ? 

»4m.  No ;  I  believe  it  is  not — the  "  John  "  is  abbreviated  by  being 
made  "Jno." 

Contestant  here  moves  to  strike  out  the  entire  evidence  of  the  wit- 
ness: 1st — Because  it  is  irrelevant.  2d — Because  oral  testimony 
cannot  be  given  to  prove  the  contents  of  the  letter  referred  to,  unless 
it  is  lost  or  out  of  the  reach  of  respondent,  the  letter  itself  being  the 
best  evidence. 

Counsel  for  respondent  states  that  all  the  evidence  on  cross-ex- 
amination not  relative*  to  the  direct,  and  especially  that  part  in  rela- 
tion to  the  conversation  between  John  Manning  and  Jacob  Martin, 
was  taken  subject  to  objection,  which  objection  is  here  stated:  1st — 
Because  it  is  not  a  cross-examination.  2d — Because  the  witness  can- 
not swear  of  his  own  knowledge  as  to  what  conversation  passed  be- 
tween John  Manning  and  Jacob  L.  Martin,  the  witness  not  being  pre- 
iient,  that  evidence  being  hearsay. 

Direct  examination  resumed : 

Quest.  Have  you  any  doubt  in  your  own  mind  as  to  the  signature 
of  that  letter  being  that  of  John  Manning  ?

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Samuel  Merrell,  sworn. — I  reside  near  New  Market  Depot,  in  Mid- 
dlesex county,  in  Piscataway  township ;  I  was  at  the  election  held  in 
that  township  on  the  6th  of  November,  1866,  at  New  Market;  I  was 
there  when  the  polls  closed. 

Quest.  How  many  names  were  on  the  poll  book?  (Objected  to  by 
contestant  as  to  any  evidence  being  given  as  to  the  contents  of  the 
poll  book  by  oral  testimony.) 

Jlns.  642  I  believe ;  I  was  there  at  the  commencement  of  counting 
the  votes  and  remained  there  until  they  were  all  counted ;  there  were 
647  tickets  taken  out  of  the  box ;  there  were  642  tickets  counted  and 
numbered ;  four  of  the  remaining  tickets  were  laid  on  the  table  along 
side  of  the  ballot  box ;  one  was  left  in  the  box  or  put  back  in  the  box: 
the  ticket  so  put  in  the  box  was  a  republican  ticket ;  the  other  four 
were  two  republican  and  two  democratic ;  they  were  laid  along  side 
of  the  box  because  they  came  out  double ;  there  were  two  democratic 
and  two  republican  tickets  rolled  together  in  one  roll,  or  folded  to- 
gether in  the  same  way. 

Quest,  In  what  number  did  the  first  double  ticket  come  out  on 
the  count? 

^ns.  I  think  it  should  have  been  217,  as  nearly  as  my  memory 
serves  me  it  was  not  numbered ;  it  was  laid  on  the  table  by  the  side 
of  the  box  and  no  count  made  of  it ;  the  next  double  ticket  came  out 
in  No.  385,  it  was  not  numbered,  it  was  laid  on  the  table  the  same 
as  the  other — it  was  not  counted  in  any  way ;  one  ticket  waa  pat 
back  in  the  box  because  there  was  no  corresponding  name  or  numb^ 
for  it. 

Quest.  You  will  please  to  state  what  you  mean  by  647  tickets  in 
the  box  and  642  names  on  the  poll  list  ? 

Jins.  The  Clerk  had  recorded  on  the  poll  list  642  names — there 
were  647  tickets  taken  out  of  that  box,  two  being  double,  should 
make  the  count  of  645  single  ballots  instead  of  647 ;  the  last  ticket 
taken  out  of  the  box  and  put  back  was  a  republican  ticket — it  was 
not  counted  for  any  body  or  in  any  way — it  had  the  name  of  Nathan- 
iel H.  Tyrrell  on  it  for  member  of  Assembly ;  the  one  taken  out  jost 
before  the  last  was  a  deuiocratic  ticket — it  was  counted,  it  was  num- 
bered 642 — the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  was  on  that  ticket  for  mem- 
ber of  Assembly ;  the  third  ticket  from  the  last  was  a  democratic 
ticket,  it  was  counted — the  number  put  on  it  was  641 — ^the  name  of 
Alfred  W.  Jones  was  on  it  for  member  of  Assembly. 

Quest.  If  those  two  double  tickets  that  were  laid  on  the  table  by 
the  side  of  the  ballot  box  had  have  received  their  proper  numbers  in 
the  count,  would  there  have  been  numbers  and  names  left  on  the  poll 
book  to  correspond  with  the  number  these  last  two  democratic  tickete 
should  have  ?    (Objected  to). 

^ns.  There  would  not  have  been. 

Contestant  moves  to  strike  out  the  evidence  of  witness  in  all  parts 
pertaining  to  the  ballots  or  poll  books  of  Piscataway  election  district 
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or  the  contents  of  the  same,  for  the  reason  that  the  ballots  and  the 
poll  books  are  the  best  evidence  and  can  be  produced. 

Cross-examined : 

I  performed  a  duty  at  the  election,  but  not  as  township  officer. 

Qiiest,  What  duty  did  you  perform  at  such  election  ? 

Am.  Inspector  of  the  polls;  1  was  not  one  of  the  judges  of  the 
election  or  the  clerk ;  I  wanted  to  see  who  voted,  is  what  I  mean  by 
being  an  inspector  of  the  polls. 

Quest.  Do  you  mean  that  you  were  self  appointed  to  watch  the 
polls? 

Jlns.  No. 

Quest.  Please  state  what  you  do  mean  by  wanting  to  see  who  voted  ? 

Jins.  I  wanted  to  know  whether  those  who  voted  had  a  right  or 
attempted  to  vote  ? 

Quest.  Were  you  acting  simply  as  any  other  individual  voter  at 
the  polls  ? 

Jins.  I  do  not  know  but  what  1  was ;  I  am  a  republican  in  politics : 
I  voted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  for  member  of  assembly;  I  was  act^ 
ing  as  such  inspector  of  the  polls  in  the  interest  of  the  republican 
party ;  I  was  present,  I  think,  during  the  entire  voting  on  the  day  of 
electiion — I  was  present  during  the  entire  counting  of  the  bal- 
lots ;  Daniel  F.  Randolph  took  the  ballots  out  of  the  box — he  was  a 
judge  of  election;  Martin  M.  Lupardus  numbered  them,  I  think; 
Gecyge  Drake  strung  them;  Messrs.  Lupardus  and  Drake  were 
judges  of  election ;  Wm.  B.  Stewart  was  the  clerk — he  kept  the  tally ; 
I  stood  by  the  side  of  the  ballot  box  when  the  votes  were  being 
counted  by  the  judge. 

Quest.  Who  marked  the  name  of  the  voter  on  the  registry  list  as 
liis  ballot  was  deposited  ? 

Ans.  Martin  M.  Lupardus;  D.  T.  Randolph  received  the  ballots. 

Quest.  As  each  voter  deposited  his  ballot,  was  the  name  of  such 
voter  checked  on  the  registry  list  ? 

Arts.  It  was  supposed  to  be ;  I  cannot  say  it  was  done,  because  I 
did  not  do  it. 

Quest.  You  say  you  were  at  the  polls  during- the  entire  voting,  to 
see  that  none  voted  unless  they  were  entitled  to  vote — did  you  observe, 
or  have  you  any  doubt  that  each  ballot  as  it  was  deposited,  the  name 
of  such  voter  was  checked  on  the  registry  list  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not  know  how  to  answer  that  question  for  two  reasons: 
lirst,  I  did  not  check  the  votes  on  the  regular  registry  list,  and  it  was 
impossible  for  me  to  see  Lupardus,  in  order  to  see  whose  name  he  did 
check ;  I  was  not  close  enough  to  him  to  tell  whether  he  checked  the 
man  who  stood  there,  whose  ballot  was  in  hand,  or  whether  he  checked 
anybody  else^s  name ;  I  believe  it  to  be  correct,  that  is,  I  believe 
him  to  have  checked  the  name  as  called,  because  he  and  I  were  check- 
ing and  called  corresponding  numbers ;  I  kept  a  private  registry  of 
the  voters  voting  on  that  day ;  my  private  registry  list  corresponded 
with  the  list  of  tlie  inspectors. 
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Quest  As  each  voter  deposited  his  ballot,  did  you  check  his  name 
CD  your  private  registry  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  did,  with  three  exceptions,  I  think — three  or  four ;  I  do 
not  know  whose  names  those  were ;  my  attention  was  necessarily 
called  oflF  the  board  for  a  few  moments,  during  that  time  there  were 
some  three  or  four  who  voted  whom  I  did  not  check ;  1  may  have 
them  all,  but  I  think  not ;  I  do  not  believe  there  was  any  person 
voted  who  was  not  on  the  registry. 

Quest.  Have  you  any  doubt  about  it  ? 

Ans.  I  have  not.

Daniel  F.  Handolphy  sworn : — 1  reside  at  New  Brooklyn,  Middle- 
sex county ;  I  was  at  the  polls  during  all  the  day  of  last  election ;  I 
was  there  when  the  poll  was  closed  and  the  ballots  were  count^, 
numbered  and  strung ;  1  was  one  of  the  judges  of  election ;  there 
were  642  names  on  the  poll  book,  to  the  best  of  my  remembrance: 
there  were  645  ballots  in  the  box,  counting  two  double  tickets  as  one 
ballot  each — that  would  have  made  three  ballots  more  in  the  box 
than  names  on  the  poll  book ;  the  two  double  ballots  were  not  checked 
on  the  poll  list. 

Quest.  It  those  two  double  ballots  had  been  counted  as  single  bal- 
lots, would  there  not  have  been  found  three  ballots  more  in  the  box 
than  there  were  names  on  the  poll  list  ? 

^ns.  There  would ;  the  double  tickets  were  taken  out  of  the  box 
and  laid  alongside  of  it;  they  were  not  counted  or  numbered  or 
checked  on  the  poll  list;  we  had  been  drawing  out  the  tickets  for 
quite  a  time,  and  then  the  first  of  these  came  out ;  it  came  out  be- 
tween  the  first  and  second  hundred,  I  should  think — 1  did  not  charge 
my  memory ;  the  second  one  came  out  after  we  had  counted  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  more  or  thereabouts ;  the  name  of  Nathaniel  H.  Tyr- 
rell was  on  the  last  ballot  taken  out  of  the  box  for  member  of  the 
General  Assembly — it  was  not  counted ;  there  was  no  name  on  the 
list  to  correspond  with  it ;  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  was  on  tfie 
next  to  the  last  ticket  that  came  out  for  member  of  Assembly :  and 
the  name  of  the  latter  was  also  upon  the  third  ticket  from  the  last 
that  came  out,  to  the  best  of  my  remembrance :  I  have  not  seen  the 
ballots  since ;  these  last  two  tickets  were  counted  for  Col.  Jones ;  I 
do  not  know  anything  of  Col.  Jones  delivering  a  speech  on  a  4th  of 
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July  occasion;  I  hare  heard  him  speak  once — it  was  during  the 
gubernatorial  election  in  1865 ;  I  think  he  stated  then  he  had  been 
in  the  home  guard  in  Missouri ;  my  impression  was  it  was  under 
Sterling  Price ;  that  was  after  the  outbreak  in  Missouri,  in  1861 ;  I 
cannot  call  to  mind  his  language,  nor  say  more  than  the  impression  I 
have  stated ;  I  think  he  said  he  was  in  the  home  guard. 

Quest.  If  those  two  double  ballots  had  been  numbered  as  they  came 
from  the  ballot  box,  and  had  been  disposed  of  as  the  law  directs, 
would  not  Alfred  W.  Jones'  count  have  been  reduced  two  votes? 

^ns.  I  think  it  would — the  certified  copy  of  statement  of  the  result 
of  the  election  in  Piscataway  township  on  the  6th  of  November  last 
was  here  exhibited  to  the  witness — witness  says  that  by  this  statement, 
Alfred  W.  Jones  received  for  member  of  Assembly  297  votes ;  if  the 
two  double  ballots  had  been  disposed  of  as  the  law  directs,  Alfred 
W.  Jones  would  have  received  295  votes ;  the  double  tickets  were 
not  put  in  the  box  when  it  was  locked  after  the  count;  I  found  one 
ot  these  tickets  under  the  table  after  the  count ;  the  last  ticket  I  do 
not  think  was  put  in  the  box,  though  it  may  have  been  after  the 
count — the  double  ballots  I  am  positive  were  not ;  what  T  mean  is 
they  were  not  returned  to  the  box  with  the  string  of  ballots  after 
the  count  was  finished.

Inslee  Boice,  sworn. — 1  reside  near  New  Brooklyn,  in  the  township 
of  Piscataway ;  I  was  present  at  the  counting  of  the  ballots  for  that 
township,  and  was  in  the  room  all  the  time ;  I  saw  the  two  double 
tickets  mentioned  by  Mr.  Randolph,  taken  from  out  the  box,  they 
were  laid  on  the  table,  and  I  think  were  not  numbered  or  counted. — 
[Certified  copy  of  the  statement  of  election  in  said  townsnip  on  6th  of 
November  last,  shown  to  witness.]  Witness  says  by  this  statement 
Alfred  W.  Jones  received  297  votes  for  member  of  Assembly,  and 
Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  received  342— there  were  642  names  on  the 
poll  list— counting  the  double  ballots  as  one  each  ;  there  were  645 
ballots  found  in  the  box ;  I  understood  the  name  of  N.  H.  TyrreU 
was  on  the  last  ticket  taken  out  of  the  box  for  member  of  Assembly ; 
it  was  not  counted ;  I  did  not  see  for  myself  whose  name  for  Assem- 
bly was  on  the  two  tickets  immediately  proceeding  the  last — they 
were  announced  as  full  democratic  tickets  ;  I  could  not  say  positively 
fliat  those  tickets  were  counted,  though  I  think  they  were ;  1  think  if 
the  two  double  ballots  had  been  disposed  of  as  the  law  directs, 
Alfred  W.  Jones  would  have  received  two  votes  less  than  exhibited 
by  the  statement  of  the  result  of  the  election ;  if  these  two  votes  had 
been  deducted  from  the  count  of  Alfred  W.  Jones,  he  would  have 
received  295  votes  instead  of  297 ;  I  heard  Colonel  Jones  say  some- 
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thing  in  a  political  speech  a  year  and  a  half  ago  about  being  in  the 
Missouri  State  Guards,  under  Sterling  Price ;  1  cannot  repeat  the 
exact  words  he  used ;  I  heard  him  say  he  held  the  office  of  Colonel 
under  Sterling  Price,  I  think  in  the  Home  Guards ;  he  said  he  held 
this  position  after  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  in  1861 ;  he  stated 
that  he  threw  up  his  commission  and  had  some  conrersation  with 
Price,  I  understood  him  to  say ;  I  could  not  say  as  to  whether  his 
sympathies  while  he  spoke  were  on  the  side  of  the  Southern  people ; 
it  was  my  impression,  gathered  from  his  conversation,  that  his  sym- 
pathies were  with  the  people  of  Missouri  who  were  in  armed  hostility 
to  the  United  States  Government ;  he  seemed  to  express  no  sorrow 
or  regret  for  the  part  he  performed  in  Price^s  army ;  he  said  when 
he  threw  up  his  Commission  that  General  Price  did  not  blame  him; 
Jones  distinctly  said,  as  I  understood,  that  he  held  the  position  of 
Colonel  under  General  Price ;  I  have  no  doubt  he  said  so.

finished ;  he  made  some  remark  in  regard  to  the  honor  of  the  gentle- 
men present,  saying  they  were  all  honorable  and  he  would  trust  to 
their  honesty ;  this  referred  I  suppose  to  the  counting  of  the  votes; 
I  suppose  he  addressed  the  remarks  to  all  present ;  he  used  the  words

William  C.  Connolly ,  sworn : — I  reside  in  Rahway,  New  Jersey ; 
I  try  to  make  my  living  by  the  practice  of  the  law ;  I  am  now  at  No. 
22  Pine  street.  New  York;  before  that  I  was  at  No.  110  Broadway; 
my  partners  were  Alfred  W.  Jones  and  James  Hutchinson ;  the  name 
of  the  firm  was  Connolly,  Jones  &  Hutchinson ;  the  firm  was  formed 
as  lawyers,  but  I  woke  up  one  morning  and  found  we  were  not  law- 
yers; Col.  Jones  may  have  been  innately  a  lawyer,  but  he  was  not 
according  to  the  statute — so  he  told  me  himself;  I  mean  that  Col. 
Jones  was  a  lawyer — (Counsel  for  contestant  here  objected  to  this 
evidence  as  entirely  irrelevant  to  the  issues) — so  he  told  me,  in  Mis- 
souri, but  he  had  not  been  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar ;  Mr. 
Hutchinson  was  in  the  same  fix,  onrly  he  said  he  was  a  lawyer  in  Vir- 
ginia ;  neither  were  admitted  to  the  New  York  bar ;  I  lived  in  the 
county  of  Dougherty,  in  the  State  of  Georgia,  before  I  came  to  New 
York ;  I  had  resided  there  for  fifteen  years ;  I  identified  myself  with 
the  cause  of  the  Southern  Confederacy  during  the  war,  thoroughly ; 
I  became  a  Southern  man,  and  what  is  called  at  the  North  a  rebel; 
I  walked,  talked,  fought  and  was  whipped  in  that  cause;  I  used  all 
my  personal  interest  to  promote  it,  even  to  dollars  and  cents,  and  my 
wife  and  child ;  1  am  not  ashamed  of  it  by  any  manner  of  means, 
either  to  my  God,  my  country,  or  my  friends ;  I  am  rather  proud  of 
it,  though  it  may  be  a  weakness  on  my  part;  1  first  met  Col.  Jones 
about  the  1st  of  May,  1866,  at  DeGraw's  hotel,  in  Rahway ;  I  had 
the  same  feelings  then  as  now  in  regard  to  the  South. 
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Quest.  Did  Col.  Jones  at  that  time  represent  himself  as  having  been 
engaged  in  the  same  cause  as  yourself?  (Objected  to  as  leading.) 

^ns.  Categorically,  yes ;  it  was  in  general  terms ;  he  did  not  par- 
ticularize as  to  any  battles  or  places,  but  he  gave  me  to  understand 
that  he  served  with  Gen.  Price,  and  was  identified  with  the  Missouri 
army  in  the  confederate  service ;  I  cannot  say  that  I  have  had  any 
other  conversation  with  Col.  Jones  in  relation  to  the  matter ;  some 
things  were  said  in  the  ofiSce,  besides,  but  there  was  nothing  else  thaD 
what  I  have  stated  already;  I  took  it  for  granted  it  was  so  from  his 
'Conversation,  and  always  identified  him  with  the  Southern  cause,  until 
he  was  a  candidate  for  the  Legislature. 

Quest.  In  his  conversations  with  you  in  the  office  or  elsewhere,  or 
with  others,  which  you  heard,  did  he  not  always  express  his  sympathy 
with  the  confederate  cause  until  his  nomination  for  the  Assembly? 

Jlns.  He  always  expressed  his  sympathy  with  the  South,  but  nevw 
by  talk  or  action ;  his  sympathy  was  with  the  South,  but  he  depre- 
cated and  animadverted  on  the  actions  and  doings  of  the  Soutiieni 
people — myself  among  the  number. 

Quest.  Did  Colonel  Jones  say  he  was  a  lawyer  in  Missouri? 

^ns.  Yes ;  he  did  not  tell  me  when  he  was  admitted  there. 

Quest.  How  long  did  he  tell  you  he  had  been  practising  in  IGb- 
«ouri? 

^ns.  He  never  told  me  anything  about  it;  he  never  stated  to  my 
recollection  how  long  he  had  been  practising  law  in  Missouri  or  else- 
where ;  I  have  no  distinct  recollection  that  Colonel  Jones  said  he 
was  in  the  Lecompton  Convention. 

Cross-examined : 

I  am  satisfied  that  Colonel  Jones  told  me  he  was  a  Douglas  demo- 
-crat,  but  I  cannot  say  in  what  year — now  I  think  about  it,  he  told  me 
distinctly  he  was  such  in  the  year  1860 ;  he  told  me  he  was  opposed 
to  secession  and  rebellion. 

Quest.  When  you  say  that  the  sympathies  of  Colonel  Jones  were 
with  the  South,  do  you  mean  to  refer  to  his  feelings  as  a  native  bom 
Southern  man,  or  to  his  political  affiliations? 

^ns.  I  mean  that  I  do  not  refer  to  his  birth  or  to  his  feeliugs, 
neither  of  which  I  can  judge ;  but  1  refer  to  his  actions  and  sayings 
4mA  doings. 

Quest.  Did  not  Colonel  Jones  tell  you  that  he  served  in  the  Mis- 
souri State  Guard? 

Jlns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Is  not  this  what  you  mean  when  you  say  you  inferred  firooi 
bis  conversation  that  he  was  in  the  confederate  service  ? 

.^ns.  No ;  I  thought  he  was  identified  fully  with  it. 

Quest.  When  was  he  in  the  confederate  service  ? 

Jlns.  I  do  not  know  that  he  ever  was. 

Quest.  What  were  the  words  he  used  that  led  you  to  the  suppofli- 
don  that  he  ever  was  in  the  confederate  sendee  ? 
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^ns.  I  cannot  give  them. 

Quest.  Give  the  substance  of  them  ? 

^ns.  The  substance  is  a  very  intangible  thing ;  1  can  give  the  idea 
as  conveyed  to  me. 

Quest' I  do  not  wish  you  to  give  any  ideas  or  impressions  that  you 
may  have  on  this  subject,  but  the  conversations  you  had  or  the  sub- 
stance of  such  conversations? 

^ns.  I  cannot  give  the  words  for  words,  but  my  conviction  and 
impression  from  conversations  with  Alfred  W.  Jones  was  that  he  was 
a  Southern  man,  until  conversations  took  place  in  the  oflSce,  wherein 
I  ascertained  from  Colonel  Jones  that  he  was  simply  a  States  man, 
a  Missouri  man,  and  not  a  confederate  according  to  hij  own  story ; 
all  1  knew  about  it  I  obtained  from  him ;  this  is  the  substance  of  all 
the  conversations  that  took  place  between  us  at  various  times,  from 
day  to  day — Colonel  Jones  and  I  arguing  as  to  the  course  to  be  pur- 
sued by  the  South ;  he  expressed  his  views  as  to  that  course,  and  I 
conceded  with  him. 

Direct  examination  resumed. 

Quest  When  you  say  you  do  not  know  if  Col.  Jones  was  ever  in 
the  confederate  service,  do  you  mean  to  say  you  do  not  know  of  your 
own  personal  knowledge  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not  know  of  my  own  personal  knowledge. 

Quest  Then  your  knowledge  comes  from  what  Col.  Jones  told  you 
in  conversations  ? 

Ans.  No,  it  does  not. 

Quest  Where  does  your  knowledge  come  from  ? 

Ans.  From  what  Col.  Jones  has  told  others,  and  from  what  I  have 
learned  since.

John  F.  Tenbroeck,  sworn. — I  know  Hugh  Smith,  of  Perth  AmbOy, 
the  same  person  named  in  my  former  examination ;  I  had  a  conversa- 
tion with  him  last  week ;  he  told  me  that  he  voted  for  Alfred  W. 
Jones  for  member  of  Assembly  in  the  Perth  Amboy  precinct ;  I  know 
Thomas  Smith,  carpenter,  of  Metuchin ;  I  had  a  conversation  with 
him  to-day ;  he  told  me  that  he  moved  from  Pennsylvania  to  Metuchin 
about  the  1st  of  March,  1866 ;  he  told  me  he  voted  for  Alfred  W. 
Jones  for  member  of  Assembly.  (Witness  handed  a  paper — he  says : 
"I  exhibited  this  to  Mr.  Smith,  I  mean  Mr.  Thomas  Smith."  Paper 
marked  Exhibit  X.  on  part  of  respondent.)     Objected  to. 

Contestant  objects  to  filing  exhibit  as  evidence  in  this  case,  for  the 
reason,  first,  that  it  is  in  the  nature  of  a  deposition,  taken  before  a 
party  not  authorized  to  take  evidence  in  this  case,  and  without  the 
consent  or  knowledge  of  contestant. 

CroSvS-examined : 

Saw  Thomas  Smith  to-day  and  presented  this  paper. 

Quest.  What  occasion  had  you  to  call  upon  Mr.  Smith  to  present 
this  paper,  or  to  inquire  as  to  how  he  voted  ? 

Ans.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  how  he  voted,  and  for  whom 
he  voted  ?  ^ 
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Quest.  Who  sent  you  there  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Jins.  1  was  not  sent  by  any  one. 

Quest,  Who  requested  you  to  see  Mr.  Smith  on  this  subject?  (Ob- 
jected to.) 

Am,  John  Hale  requested  me  to  go  with  him  to  see  him. 

Quest,  State  as  nearly  as  you  can  the  conversation  between  Mr. 
Thomas  Smith  and  yourself  on  the  subject  of  his  voting  ? 

^ns.  I  approached  him  by  presenting  that  affidavit  Exhibtit  X; 
and  he  said  he  had  seen  it ;  I  asked  him  if  that  was  his  signature 
attached ;  he  said  it  was ;  I  asked  him  if  he  voted  a  democratic 
ticket :  he  said  he  did ;  1  asked  him  if  he  voted  for  Alfred  W.  Jones 
for  member  of  Assembly ;  he  said  he  did ;  he  said  he  moved  here 
about  the  1st  of  March,  1866,  from  Pennsylvania;  he  did  not  tell 
me  when  he  left  Metuchin  for  Pennsylvania ;  he  did  not  say  that  he 
had  any  property ;  I  never  knew  Mr.  Smith  before  ;  that  was  all  that 
passed  between  me  and  Mr.  Smith  in  reference  to  this  affair ;  John 
Hale  gave  me  Exhibit  X,  Thomas  Smith's  affidavit. 

Qi(C6t,  Did  you  or  did  Mr.  Hale  in  your  presence  at  or  before  the 
conversation  between  Mr.  Smith  and  yourself  and  the  presentation 
of  this  affidavit.  Exhibit,  X  to  Mr.  Smith,  ofier  any  inducements  of 
ujoney,  favor  or  reward,  or  make  an)'*  threats  to  Mr.  Smith  relative 
to  this  matter  at  all  ? 

Arts,  No,  sir. 

(Contestant  enters  a  farther  objection  to  filing  Exhibit  X  in  this 
case  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  evidence  before  the  master  that 
William  Api^ar  is  a  notary  public  and  authorized  to  subscribe  to  any 
affidavit.

Arnold  left  the  room ;  Mr.  Arnold  said  at  one  particular  time,  when 
they  came  to  a  split  ticket,  bo  very  careful,  gentlemen — don't  make 
any  mistakes,  let  us  be  certain  that  we  are  right  this  time ;  sometime 
J^ter  that  Mr.  Arnold  said  gentlemen,  I  leave  you  for  a  little  while ; 
you  are  honorable  men — I'll  trust  to  you  to  do  what  is  right ;  Mr. 
Arnold  then  called  to  me  and  asked  me  if  I  would  bolt  the  door  after 
him,  which  I  did ;  the  conversation  was  addressed  to  the  judges  of 
election — the  associate  judges.

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Charles  C  Dally,  sworn : — 1  examined  the  tickets  at  the  house  of 
Lafayette  Reed's ;  I  made  a  careful  examination. 

Quest,  Did  you  find  any  ballot|or  ballots  in  the  box,  or  on  the 
strinjx,  or  with  the  ballots  said  to  have  been  cast  in  the  last  election 
in  the  Woodbridge  precinct,  whereon  was  printed  or  written  two 
names  or  the  names  of  two  persons  for  members  of  Assembly  ?  (Ob- 
jected to.  Contestant  objects  to  introducing  any  testimony  in  rela- 
tion to  the  ballots,  the  production  of  the  ballots  being  the  best  evi- 
dence, and  frequent  application  on  the  part  of  the  contestalit  and  his 
counsel  to  produce  the  ballots  of  the  respective  townships  composing 
the  Second  Assembly  District'  of  Middlesex  county,  being  refused  by 
respondent  and  respondent's  counsel.  And  additional  application 
heretofore  having  been  made  to  the  committee  on  elections,  and  the 
same  refused.) 

Arts,  I  did  not  find  any  ticket,  or  tickets  with  two  names  on,  for 
Assembly ;  I  went  there  to  look  for  such  a  ticket ;  all  the  tickets  were 
numbered  from  one  to  ten,  and  a  slip  of  paper  then  put  on  with  the 
number  ten  on ;  no  ticket  had  a  higher  number  on  than  ten ;  at  every 
tenth  ticket  there  was  a  slip  of  paper  put  on. 

Quest.  What  was  written  on  the  slips  of  paper  ? 

Ans,  The  first  slip  contained  the  figures  ten ;  the  second  contained 
the  figures  twenty  ;  the  third  contained  the  figures  thirty;  and  so  on 
up  to  a  hundred ;  the  next  slip  was  ten  again ;  so  on  up  to  seven  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine;  the  last  slip  contained  the  figure  nine;  Mr. 
Reed  was  present  the  whole  time. 

Quest,  How  many  tickets  were  on  the  string  entire  ? 

Am,  Seven  hundred  and  forty-nine :  I  did  not  count  the  tickets,  I 
counted  the  slips. 

Quest,  Do  you  know  of  your  own  personal  knowledge,  that  there 
were  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  ? 

Ans,  I  could  not  swear  that  there  were  seven  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  tickets,  except  by  the  slips ;  I  had  only  looked  at  the  slips  to 
make  my  count. 

Quest.  Were  there  not  seven  hundred  and  fifty-two  tickets  on  that 
string  ? 

Arts.  No;  Captain  Isaac  Inslee,  Jr.,  asked  mo  to  go  with  him  to 
count  the  tickets ;  Mr.  Reed  informed  me  that  Mr.  Hancock,  Mr. 
Campbell,  and  contestant,  had  been  there  to  examine  the  tickets; 
nothing  was  said  about  Mr.  Reed's  being  present;  I  did  not  remove 
any  of  the  tickets  from  the  string  when  I  counted  them ;  all  I  saw 
was  749  tickets  on  that  string,  that  means  all  counted  and  rejected 
that  I  saw ;  I  presume  I  saw  all  that  Avere  on  the  string ;  I  could  not 
tell  whether  that  which  was  tied  at  the  end  of  the  string  was  paper 
or  tickets ;  the  last  ticket  was  a  republican  ticket ;  the  last  six  tickets 
were  republican  tickets.

Garret  Berry,  Master  in  Chancery, 
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William  C.  Connelly,  re-called. — Quest.  What  have  you  heard  in 
reference  to  Colonel  Jones,  the  Contestant,  being  in  the  Confederate 
army  ?    (Objected  to  as  hearsay  evidence.) 

^ns.  Nothing,  only  that  which  come  from  himself  directly  and  in- 
directly ;  directly  I  have  heard  from  Colonel  Jones  himself  that  he 
was  in  the  Southern  service  under  General  Price  in  Missouri,  whom 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  was  a  General  in  the  Con- 
federate^ service  ;  Colonel  Jones  met  me  a  year  ago  last  May,  at  Do- 
Graw's  hotel,  and  in  conversation  with  him  on  my  antecedents,  politi- 
cally, locally  and  at  the  time  present — I  was  out  of  business,  told  him 
my  profession ;  he  very  kindly  told  me  that  he  thought  he  had  a  place 
which  he  thought  I  could  fill  to  our  mutual  advantage — all  this  or 
any  other  conversation  at  that  time  impressed  me  with  the  idea  that 
he  had  been  engaged  m  the  same  cause  that  I  had  been ;  but  I  do 
not  remember  any  distinct  fact  stated  to  me  by  him  whereby  I  can 
assert  that  he  ever  was  in  open  arms  against  the  Federal  cause. 

Quest.  What  did  you  hear,  indirectly?   (Objected.) 

^Tis.  He  told  me  himself,  this  is  direct,  that  he  was  a  staflF  officer 
on  the  staff  of  General  Price  after  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  in 
Missouri ;  that  he  served  under  Price — 1  heard  that  he  was  in  Rich- 
mond in  relation  to  a  submarine  battery — I  heard  that  he  was  in 
Canada ;  I  know  Ma.ior  Baldwin — I  heard  from  him  in  a  conversa- 
tion with  Mr.  Hutchinson,  that  Colonel  Jones  was  in  Richmond  in 
1862,  something  concerning  Commission  and  a  submarine  battery — 
the  inference  was  that  he  was  applying  for  a  Commission — I  heard 
nothing  reliable  farther  upon  this  point;  I  understood  that  Major 
Baldwin  was  a  former  partner  of  Mr.  Jones  ;  he  stated  to  me  that  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Lecompton  Convention;  Colonel  Jones  admit- 
ted to  me  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Lecomption  Convention ;  he 
told  me  that  he  was  elected  a  member ;  Colonel  Jones  tells  me  to- 
night that  it  was  in  the  year  1857.  Witness  shown  a  paper — says  it- 
is  a  certificate  stating  that  Alfred  W.  Jones  was  duly  admitted  im 
September  term.  County  Circuit  of  county  of  Jackson,  State  of  Miih 
souri.  Attorney  and  Counsellor  at  Law,  in  the  year  1857,  signed  by 
Clerk  of  Court  and  attested  by  Judge,  under  the  official  seal  of  said 
connty ;  Colonel  Jones  applied  for  admission  to  New  York  Bar  in 
month  of  June  or  July,  as  he  told  me  ;  he  said  he  made  the  applica- 
tion. 

Cross-examined: 

Quest.  Did  contestant  tell  you  that  judge  Banhard,  of  Supreme 
Court,  had  examined  his  certificate  with  the  letters  of  commendation 
from  John  B.  Haskins  and  S.  S.  Cox,  and  pronounced  the  evidence 
for  admission  satisfactory,  for  it  being  in  vacation,  he  advised  contest- 
ant to  go  ahead  in  the  practice,  and  that  he  would  see  that  contestant 
was  admitted  whenever  he  made  the  application  ? 

Jlns.  To  my  certain  knowledge  it  was  not  in  vacation;  that 
Colonel  Jones  told  me  tlmt  Judge  Banhard  told,  as  above  stated,  is 
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true ;  I  saw  the  letter  from  Mr.  Cox,  and  a  very  strong  and  pood  one 
it  was ;  I  urged  upon  Colonel  Jones  the  necessity  of  being  admitted, 
his  papers  did  hot  comply  with  the  words  of  the  statute  admitting; 
members  from  another  State  to  practice  in  the  State  of  New  York, 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  essential  there,  for  the  three  or  four  years 
preceding  their  application,  that  they  should  have  practiced  law  in  the 
State  from  which  they  applied,  and  upon  these  grounds  his  certificate 
being  deficient,  he  was  not  admitted. 

Quest,  Do  you  refer,  in  speaking  of  not  being  in  vacation,  and  in 
speaking  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  certificate,  to  the  first  certificate 
received  from  Missouri,  or  to  the  second? 

^ns.  I  refer  to  the  first ;  there  were  two  certificates  received  from 
Missouri,  and  both  deficient. 

Quest  Was  the  second  certificate  refused  by  the  court  ? 

^ns,  I  think  not,  for  there  was  no  court. 

Quest.  Was  not  the  second  received  in  vacation,  and  was  not  that 
the  one  referred  to  in  the  conversation  above  stated  with  Judtre  Ban- 
hard? 

Jlns.  About  the  close  of  the  court,  or  in  vacation,  the  second  may 
have  been  received,  but  I  know,  in  conversing  with  contestant,  that  1 
told  him  that  the  rules  of  court  would  not  admit  him  on  either  certi- 
ficate. 

Quest,  This  insufficiency  of  the  last  certificate  is  simply  on  your 
own  judgment  ? 

.^ns.  No,  it  is  the  written  and  statute  law  of  New  York. 

Contestant  moves  to  strike  out  the  entire  evidence  of  witncs.^.

Under  anthority  of  a  resolution  of  the  House,  and  on  motion  made 
in  behalf  of  the  contestant,  the  Committee  on  Elections  ordered  the 
ballot  boxes  of  Perth  Amboy  and  Piscataway  to  be  produced  before 
tiiem.  In  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  Committee,  Isaac  D.  Ward, 
the  City  Clerk  of  Perth  Amboy,  produced  before  the  Committee  the 
ballot  box  of  Perth  Amboy,  and,  being  duly  sworn  on  his  oath,  saith 
that  is  thd  ballot  box  of  Perth  Amboy — ^it  contains  the  ballots  de- 
posited at  the  last  fall  election  at  Perth  Amboy;  I  am  city  clerk; 
the  ballot  box  was  given  into  my  hands  on  the  night  of  election — ^it 
was  locked ;  I  had  one  key,  and  each  of  the  judges  one  key ;  it  can 
not  be  opened  without  all  three  of  the  keys ;  it  was  locked  until  the 
next  day ;  the  ballot  box  was  in  the  city  hall — in  the  room  under- 
neath the  room  where  the  polls  were  held,  in  the  custody  of  no  one ; 
the  room  was  locked — 1  had  the  key ;  I  was  present  the  next  mom- 
ing  when  it  was  opened ;  it  was  opened  by  two  of  the  judges  of  election

And  I  do  further  certify,  that  on  the  said  twentieth  day  of  Decem- 
ber, in  the  year  aforesaid,  the  said  Edward  Burd  Grubb,  did  apply  to 
me  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of  the  following  named 
persons  to  be  examined  as  witnesses,  namely :

Darling  Conover, 

James  I.  Gorrell, 

John  Parsons, 

J.  Wallace  Toy, 

Charles  Lippincott, 

Amos  Gibbs, 
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And  I  do  further  certify  that  on  the  said  twentieth  day  nf 
December,  aforesaid,  I  did*  issue  subpoenas  for  the  attendance  of 
the  above  named  persons,  as  witnesses  at  the  time  and  place  above 
mentioned. 

And  I  do  further  certify  that  on  the  second  day  of  Janoary,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-scTen, 
at  the  house  of  Elisha  Bcldin,  in  the  city  and  county  of  Bo^ 
lington,  I  was  attended  by  the  said  E.  Burd  Grubb,  contestant  and 
by  Garret  S.  Cannon,  Esq.,  counsel  of  Wallace  Lippincott  the 
respondent,  and  also  by  the  said  respondent  in  person,  at  the  honr 
of  ten  in  the  forenoon.  And  having  so  convened  on  the  day  and 
year,  and  at  the  place  aforesaid,  1  did  publicly,  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  respective  parties,  adjourn  the  taking  of  said  depositions 
to  the  house  of  George  Higbee,  in  the  city  aforesaid,  at  the  honr 
of  eleven  o'clock  A.  M.,  of  said  day,  and  that  in  pursuance  of  said 
adjournment,  I  was  on  the  day  and  hour  last  aforesaid,  at  the 
house  of  George  Higbee,  attended  by  the  contestant  E.  Burd 
Grubb,  and  also  by  Jonathan  Roberts  whom  the  contestant  requested 
to  appear  in  his  behalf,  and  by  Garret  S.  Cannon  of  counsel  with 
respondent  Wallace  Lippincott,  and  by  the  said  respondent  in  person. 

1  do  further  certify,  that  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  taking 
of  depositions,  the  respondent  by  and  through  his  counsel,  Garret  S. 
Cannon,  admitted  service  of  a  notice  from  B.  Burd  Grubb.  contestant, 
a  copy  of  which  notice  was  produced  and  by  me  marked  [exhibit  A, 
exparte  Contestant),  the  said  respondent  as  aforesaid,  also  admitted 
gervice  of  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  said  depositions 
and  names  of  witnesses,  a  copy  of  which  notice  was  also  produced, 
and  by  me  marked  (exhibit  J5,  exparte  Contestant).  The  witnesses 
being  in  attendance,  the  depositions  were  then  taken  as  follows:  viz: 

Charles  Lippincott  of  the  township  of  Cinnaminson,  in  the  connly 
Of  Burlington,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  contestant 
alleging  himself  to  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking  an  oatfc, 
and  being  duly  aflfirmed  according  to  law  on  his  affirmation,  saith:  I 
reside  in  the  township  of  Cinnaminson,  Burlington  connty.  New 
Jersey;  I  am  a  qualified  voter  of  that  township,  I  attended' the  las* 
general  election  in  that  township 'and  voted  thereat;  I  was  present 
on  the  first  of  November  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Registry, 
being  the  day  for  revision  and  correction ;  when  present  on  that 
occasion,  I  asked  to  have  some  corrections  of  the  Registry  made; 
In  some  instances  persons  had  moved  out  of  the  township  and  wot 
no  longer  residents,  Edward  Harris  had  moved  to  Chester  township; 
one  by  the  name  of  Jacob  Mick,  he  had  moved  away,  I  think  to 
Fellowship,  both  of  these  names  were  taken  from  the  list;  I  h«d 
quite  a  long  list,  and  asked  not  from  personal  knowledge,  but  as  t 
member  of  a  committee  to  have  several  other  names  stricken  off,  in 
some  instances  they  were  taken  off,  and  in  others  they  were  not;  1  had 
reason  to  believe  that  John  Shetler  and  Augustus  Liensner  were  not 
citizens.    (Objection  is  here  made  to  the  witness  stating  any  fact  not 
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within  Bis  own  personal  knowledge.)  I  knew  that  they  had  just 
declared  their  intention  to  become  citizens  at  the  October  Court, 
which  met  this  year  at.  Camden,  meaning  last  October.  I  saw 
on  examining  the  naturalization  books,  in  the  Clerk's  office  at 
Camden,  that  these  two  persons  had  declared  their  intention  to 
become  citizens  on  the  eighteenth  of  that  month.  (The  answers 
of  witness  is  here  objected  to,  by  Mr.  Cannon,  Counsel  for 
respondent,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  secondary  evidence,  he  speak- 
ing of  a  record  without  producing  the  best  evidence,  the  record  it- 
self.) 

I  asked  the  Clerk  of  the  court  to  give  me  a  certificate,  showing 
that  these  men  had  declared  their  intention  on  the  eighteenth;  he 
gave,  me  a  certificate,  signed  by  himself,  and  bearing  the  seal  of  the 
court.  I  took  this  certificate  with  me  before  the  Board  of  Registry, 
on  the  first  day  of  November,  and  claimed  that  these  names  should 
be  stricken  from  the  Registry ;  their  names  were  not  stricken  ofi*.  I 
was  present  at  the  polls  on  the  day  of  election,  and  challenged  these 
two  men  ;  when  they  oficred.to  vote  they  produced  papers  which  did 
not  entitle  them  to  vote,  being  their  first  papers,  as  they  are  called. 
Ther  votes  were  not  received. 

Quest.  Have  jou  any  knowledge  of  the  names  of  persons  having 
been  added  to  the  registry  list,  after  the  second  day  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Board,  of  Registry,  without  such  persons  being 
present  before  the  board  ? 

Ans,  I  have  knowledge  of  it;  there  were  two  persons  placed  on 
the  registry  list;  neither  of  these  pei-sons  were  present.  1  saw  the 
Registry  Officers  write  one  name,  the  name  of  Marlin  U.  Pike,  on 
two  of  the  lists;  the  name  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott  was  also  added, 
I  do  not  say  that  the  name  of  Marlin  H.  Pike  was  not  on  any  of  the 
list^,  but  that  it  was  not  on  all;  there  were  four  registry  lists,  each 
of  the  Board  had  one,  and  there  was  one  hanging  in  the  school  room 
where  the  Registry  Officers  met;  these  two  were  the  only  ones 
whose  names  were  put  down,  without  their  appearing  in  person,  that 
I  have  any  knowledge  of;  I  saw  one  of  the  notices  of  the  Board 
stating  their  time  of  meeting,  posted  in  a  store  at  Westfield  ; 
the  time  of  meeting,  stated  in  those  notices,  were  the  same  days 
for  the  meetings  in  other  townships;  I  forget  the  days,  but  I  can 
find  out;  I  think  it  was  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  of  October; 
the  notice  that  I  saw,  staled  that  tho  Board  would  be  in  session 
two  days,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  registry  list;  the 
notice  also  stated,  that  they  would  meet  again  on  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, to  have  the  list  corrected;  the  place  where  the  Board  adver- 
tised to  meet  was  at  Westchester  school  house,  tho  place  where  we 
always  hold  our  elections.  I  was  present  at  the  polls  all  day  on  the 
day  of  election.  On  that  day  there  were  quite  a  number  voted  Avho 
were  not  registered,  or  were  not  on  the  list  of  voters;  I  know  that 
tliere  were  several  who  voted,  some  I  knew,  some  I  did  rot.  The 
votes  were  objected  to  on  the  ground  that  they  had  no  right  to  vote 
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if  they  were  not  registered ;  the  Board  at  first  refused  the  votes,  bat 
afterwards  votes  of  such  persons  were  taken. 

Qtiest  Were  any  votes  of  persons  offei'ed  on  that  day  whose  names 
wore  not  on  the  registry  list,  but  who  were  otherwise  qualified,  re- 
fused by  the  election  oflBcers  on  that  day  ?  (Question  objected  to, 
upon  the  ground  that  we  are  here  to  ascertain  what  illegal  votes  were 
received,  not  what  were  rejected.) 

^ns.  I  do  not  know  whether  they  were  rejected  or  not;  at  times 
there  was  quite  a  noise  around  the  polls,  and  I  expected  to  see  fights; 
there  seemed  to  be  a  good  bit  of  rum  aboard  of  some  of  them ;  in  one 
instance  a  person  came  in  to  vote,  and  was  going  to  Darling  Conrov 
for  a  ticket;  but  he  was  not  allowed  to  see  Darling,  and  was  told 
that  Darling  should  not  give  him  a  ticket;  this  was  in  the  school 
house,  in  the  presence  of  the  officers ;  there  was  a  great  deal  of  load 
talking  and  swearing  about  it,  but  no  effort  was  made,  that  I  remem- 
ber, in  that  instance,  of  the  Board  endeavoring  to  preserve  order. 

Being  cross-examined — I  do  not  remember  now  how  many  naoies 
there  were  on  the  registry  list  that  I  asked  to  have  stricken  off,  which 
I,  from  my  own  personal  knowledge,  knew  were  not  entitled  to  vote; 
I  think  the  persons  that  I  have  named  in  my  examination-in-chief  are 
all  that  I  know,  of  my  own  knowledge ;  two  of  these  were  strickea 
off,  Edward  Harris  and  Jacob  Mick ;  the  names  of  the  other  two  were 
not  stricken  off;  these  last  two  were  not  allowed  to  vote ;  they  were 
not  allowed  to  vote  by  the  Board  ;  the  committee,  of  which  I  was  t 
member,  was  the  committee  that  had  this  subject  in  charge,  that  is,  the 
subject  we  are  now  talking  about;  I  don't  remember  who  appointed 
me  a  member;  I  was  not  self-constituted ;  the  appointment  was  made 
at  Darling  Con  row's;  I  cannot  give  the  precise  location  where 
lie  lives;  he  lives  on  the  road  leading  from  a  road;  this  last  roes- 
tioned  road  commences  at  John  Haines'  mill,  and  ends  at  the  Meant 
Holly  and  Moorestown  Turnpike ;  he  lives  in  the  township  of  Cin- 
naminson,  about  two  miles  from  Bridgeboro',  and  I  don't  think  it 
is  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  house ;  I  don't  remember 
whether  I  was  present  or  not  at  the  time  the  appointment  was  made; 
I  was  a  member  of  said  committee;  1  don't  remember  who  ia- 
formed  me  of  my  appointment ;  I  don't  exactly  remember ;  I  am  ob- 
tain that  I  was  a  member  of  that  committee ;  James  Gorrell  wai 
one;  he  was  the  only  one,  I  think:  we  had  no  chairman;  we  botk 
attended  to  our  business,  wrote  what  we  pleased,  and  acted  apcn 
our  own  hook ;  our  duties  were  to  attend  the  Board  of  Rogm^ 
on  the  first  day  of  November;  I  know  I  was  a  member  of  that 
committee;  some  one  told  me  so,  but  I  don't  remember  who;  Ife 
Gorrell  and  myself  both  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Registry  on  the  revision ;  I  don't  remember  who  furnished  the  Ikt 
of  names  of  which  I  have  spoken ;  the  list  I  had  was  in  my  hand- 
writing; I  thought  of  some  of  the  names  on  it  myself — some  came 
from  a  canvass  book,  some  from  slips  or  paper;  the  list  was  made  Op 
in  that  way  some  how  or  other ;  I  don't  remember  how  many  nameg 
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were  on  this  list;  I  don't  think  there  were  three  hundred;  lean 
only  call  to  mind  at  this  time  four  out  of  these  who  were  not  enti- 
tled to  vote. 

Quest,  Were  either  of  these  four  persons  whom  you  objected  to  as 
being  in  the  registry,  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Registry  to  vote  at 
the  election  held  at  West  Chester  school  house  on  the  sixth  day  of 
November  last  ? 

Ans.  At  that  time  Marlin  H.  Pike  lived  in  Cinnaminson  township; 
I  expect  he  did ;  I  was  under  that  impression ;  I  am  not  acquainted 
with  him ;  I  dont  know  how  long  it  is  reputed  he  has  lived  there ; 
I  don't  know  him  ;  I  have  no  reason  to  disbelieve  that  he  was  not  a 
qualified  voter;  at  that  time  S.  Haines  Lippincott  lived  at  Riverton, 
in  Cinnaminson  township — he  had  always  lived  there ;  I  think  he  was 
born  tliere ;  I  never  asked  him  who  he  voted  for  on  that  election ;  he 
belongs  to  the  republican  party,  I  expect;  1  saw  the  name  of  J. 
Haines  Lippincott  on  the  registry  after  it  was  done ;  I  knew  that  it 
had  been  added  on  that  day,  because  it  was  not  there  before ;  he 
made  a  request  in  writing  to  have  his  name  added ;  I  know  ho  wrote 
a  note,  and  it  was  sent  up  there ;  I  did  not  see  him  write  the  note — 
I  saw  the  note  after  it  was  written;  I  saw  it  at  the  election,  where  I 
was  all  day. 

Quest.  You  say  that  the  name  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott  was  added 
to  the  .registry  list  on  the  day  of  the  sitting  of  the  Board  to  revise 
the  registry  list,  and  you  further  say  that  it  was  so  added  in  conse- 
quence of  his  having  addressed  a  note  to  the  Board  requesting  his 
name  to  be  there  added,  and  you  now  say  that  you  saw  this  note  of 
his  on  the  day  of  election ;  please  tell  us  what  that  note  was  doing 
there  on  the  election  day,  if  his  name  had  on  the  day  of  revision 
been  added  to  the  list  ? 

jlns.  I  did  not  mean  that  I  saw  the  note  at  election  day — I  meant 
the  day  of  revision. 

Quest,  You  say  in  answer  to  a  question  put  to  you  by  Mr.  Rob- 
erts, that  you  could  not  say  that  the  name  of  Marlin  H.  Pike  was 
not  on  any  of  the  lists,  but  it  was  not  on  all,  please  explain  what  yon 
mean  by  this  ? 

jJn^.  As  I  stated  before  there  were  four  lists;  on  the  morning 
o(  revision  I  happened  to  be  looking  over  the  lists,  and  in  turning 
to  the  letter  "P,"  I  noticed  a  name  in  a  diflFerent  handwriting 
from  the  other  names ;  the  fact  of  seeing  that  name  in  a  diiBferent 
handwriting  led  me  to  look  at  the  other  lists;  this  name  was 
Marlin  H.  Pike,  and  not  on  all  of  the  others — only  upon  one; 
it  was  on  two  of  the  lists ;  I  cannot  say  whose  lists  these  were ;  at 
the  time  I  examined  these  lists  they  were  in  the  school  house  ;  three 
lying  on  a  table,  and  one  hanging  up ;  the  one  hanging  up  was  the 
ene  that  had  been  put  up  for  public  inspection ;  I  think  each  of  the 
lists  were  in  a  different  handwriting;  I  do  not  know  whose  hand 
writing  each  was ;  I  don't  remember  whether  the  name  of  Marlin  H. 
Pike  was  on  the  list  hanging  up  or  not ;  I  could  not  say  which  list  it 
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was  on ;  I  know  it  was  on  two ;  I  did  not  know  the  handwritiDg  k 
which  the  name,  Marlin  H.  Pike,  was  written  on  these  two  lists;  I 
do  not  know  when  it  had  been  written  there ;  I  have  no  poadT« 
knowledge  of  who  added  it ;  I  know  Jonathan  Rogers— he  wasanem- 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Regsistry  in  that  township ;  1  do  not  know  Mr. 
Rogers'  handwriting;  some  one  told  me  he  had  put  that  name  there; 
I  don't  know  whether  it  was  he  or  not ;  Mr.  Rogers  keeps  store  at 
Rivcrton;  1  know  nothing  contrary  to  his  respectable  standing  or 
character;  I  think  I  spoke  to  John  'J\  Picrson  about  this  namebeiog 
on  the  list;  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Registry  for  that 
township ;  I  am  not  positive,  I  said,  as  to  the  days  named  in  the  no- 
tices being  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  of  October  ;  I  don't  remember 
the  day  of  the  week  named  in  the  notice;  at  the  time  applicatioD 
was  made  by  J.  Haines  Lippincott  to  have  his  name  added  to  the 
list,  I  don't  "think  I  advocated  it;  I  told  Mr.  Rogers  that  he  bad 
been  spoken  to  about  it,  but  he  had  not  attended  to  it  as  he  promised; 
I  told  him  I  thought  it  ought  to  be  down,  but  that  unless  he  appeared 
in  person,  I  supposed  he  would  have  to  lose  his  vote;  on  election  da  j, 
when  J.  Haines  Lippincott  presented  himself  at  the  polls  and  de- 
manded  to  vote,  his  vote  was  challenged,  but  I  don't  remember  by 
whom,  positively;  I  don't  know  who  challenged  it,  but  snppose  it 
was  a  democrat;  the  republicans  had  a.  person  there  to  challenge, 
but  I  don't  know  who  the  democratic  challenger  was. 

Quest,  Did  you  or  did  you  not  aftcM*  J.  Haines  Lippincott^s  vote 
was  challenged  advocate  his  right  to  vote? 

^ns,  I  said  nothing  on  the  subject  until  they  had  received  his  vote. 

Quest.  Had  not  persons  whose  names  were  not  on  the  regis^ 
lists,  and  who  were  qualified  votei'S  otherwise,  presented  thcmseira 
as  voters,  been  refused  their  votes  and  izonc  away  from  the  polls  be- 
fore J.  Haines  Lippincott  came,  and  was  allowed  to  vote? 

Ans.  I  think  they  were. 

Quest.  How  many  of  such  persons  were  they? 

^ns.  I  don't  know  many,  there  was  quite  a  disturbance  on  that 
ground. 

Quest.  Were  these  persons  who  had  been  refused  democrats  or  re- 
publicans? 

Jlns.  I  don't  know  who  had  been  refused;  I  was  told  they  were  of 
both  parties. 

Quest.  Who  did  advocate  the  right  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott  to  rote 
on  that  occasion  ?  name  them. 

Ji7is.  As  I  said  before,  1  was  not  thore  when  he  was  challengei 
and  I  don't  remember  any  one  in  particular  who  advocated  it 

Quest.  Did  you  not  on  that  occasion  hear  Heulings  Lippincott 
make  a  speech  before  the  board  in  fiivor  of  admitting  this  vote  of 
Haines  Lippincott.  (^Objected  to,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  a 
proper  cross-examination!) 

Jtns.  I  think  Heulings  Lippincott  was  talking  about  it;  I  *a't 
remember  what  he  said. 
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Quest.  Was  that  talk  of  his  in  favor  of  or  against  the  admission  of 
that  vote?    (OhjectcKl  to.) 
^ns.  I  am  not  positive,  though  I  think  it  was  in  favor  of  it. 
Quest,  Did  not  Asa  Lippincott,  Darling  Conrow  and  Benjamin 
Jessup,  all  of  whom  aro  members  of  the  republican  party,  advocate 
the  legality  of  receiving  this  vote?    (Objected  to.) 
^ns.  I  don't  know  that  they  did. 

Quest.  Was  the  vote  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott  the  first  vote  received 
and  admitted  on  that  day  of  those  pei^sons  who  were  not  on  the  regis- 
try lists,  or  of  those  persons  whose  names  had  been  added  to  it  oq 
the  day  of  revision,  without  their  being  personally  present? 
Jins.  I  don't  know  whether  it  was  or  not. 

Quest  You  have  said  there  was  quite  a  number  voted  at  the  elec- 
tion  in  Cinnaminson  in  November  last,  who  were  not  registered,  nor 
on  the  list  of  voters,  name  as  many  of  these  as  you  can  ? 

Arts.  I  have  a  partial  list  here,  Charles  JJall,  Conrad  Windish, 
Jnuies  Richey,  Andrew  Fielder,  Joseph  Laconey,  Elias  Eriin,  John 
Doron,  Henry  Ilaincp,  Samuel  Moreton,  Thomas  Lojvden,  John  Cre- 
g:ir,  William  Shade,  Nathan  Truxell,  these  are  names  copied  from 
the  clerk's  book;  I  copied  part  of  them,  and  Benjamin  Jessnp  part 
of  them;  1  think  some  of  these  persons  voted  before  J.  Haines  Lip- 
pincott voted ;  the  first  name  on  the  list  is  Conrad  VVindish,  and  I 
thinkjie  voted  before  Haines  Lippincott;  1  think  Windish  A^oted 
bofore  the  board  concluded  to  take  Haines  Lippincott's  vote;  I  think 
Windish  was  challenged,  by  whom  I  don't  know. 
Quest.  How  do  you  know  that  William  Shade  was  not  registered? 
Jins.  Because  his  name  is  on  this  list  of  mine,  which  was  copied 
from  the  clerk's  book ;  I  have  not  examined  the  registry  list  to  see  if 
William  Sha<lc  was  registered;  I  am  not  acquainted  with  the  man; 
1  sat  behind  the  clerk;  I  do  not  affirm  that  William  Shade  was  not 
rOjrularly  registered  on  the  list,  but  I  do  say  that  some  one  voted  who 
v?as  not  registered,  and  I  wrote  that  name;  it  may  be  that  1  got  tho 
next  name  on  the  clerk's  book. 

Quest.  Are  not  Charles  Hall,  Elias  Earlin,  Samuel  Morton,  Thomas 
Lowden,  John  Cregar  and  Nathan  Truxell,  six  of  the  persons  whom 
you  have  named  as  having  voted  without  being  registered,  republi- 
cans ? 

Ans.  I  don't  know  them  all,  I  can't  say;  if  any  are,  I  should  tako 
Charles  Hall  and  Samuel  Morton  to  be  republicans,  but  I  cannot  say 
that  they  voted  solid  republican  tickets;  I  do  not  know  the  other 
four;  I  think  the  Board  of  Rejiristry  at  first  unanimously  refused  to 
receive  the  votes  of  persons  who  were  not  regi.sterod;  1  can't  say 
whether  all  the  members  of  the  Board  afterwards  unanimously  agreed 
to  receive  them. 

Quest.  Did  Jonathan  Rogers,  one  of  the  Board  of  Registry,  assent 
at  any  time,  to  your  own  knowledge,  to  the  reception  of  these  unreg- 
ii^tered  votes,  or  either  of  them  ?  (Objected  to  as  not  a  proper  cross- 
examination.) 
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Arts.  I  don't  know ;  the  Board  of  Registry  consisted  of  one  repub- 
lican and  two  democrats ;  John  T.  Picrson  was  the  republican,  and 
Job  King  and  Jonathan  Rogers  were  the  democrats ;  after  the  board 
of  registry  had  refused  to  receive  these  unregistered  votes,  there  was 
considerable  argument  for  and  against  receiving  them  :  I  do  not  know 
which  of  the  board  was  in  favor  of  receiving  these  votes.  (Objected 
to  on  the  ground  of  not  being  cross-examination,  and  being  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  question  stated  in  the  notice  of  contestant) 

Ans,  I  don't  know  whether  he  was  or  not ;  I  think  it  is  generally 
ftoisy  at  our  polls  on  election  day;  there  was  no  fighting  at  the  pdb 
on  that  day.  that  1  saw ;  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  any  person 
being  prevented  from  voting  by  the  noise ;  I  don't  know  the  man  who 
wanted  to  see  Darling  Conrow  to  get  a  ticket  from  him ;  they  satd 
ins  name  was  Josiah  Venable ;  I  saw  some  men  go  between  Venable 
and  Conrow,  and  not  let  Conrow  give  him  a  ticket;  these  men  that 
would  not  let  Darling  go  to  him,  said  that  he  had  a  ticket;  Darling 
Conrow  did  not  give  him  a  ticket  before  he  voted,  that  I  know  of ;  I 
don't  remember  whether  it  was  Darling  who  wanted  to  get  at  the  man 
\Kx  give  him  a  ticket,  or  the  man  wanted  to  see  Conrow ;  I  jndge  there 
was  a  striie  between  these  men  and  Conrow,  as  to  who  should  get 
Venable's  vote ;  I  never  saw  the  like  before ;  Venable  was  a  legal 
▼oter,  I  expect,  I  don't  know  him ;  I  think  he  was  drunk  then,  but  I 
don't  know  tliat. 

Being  rc-examined-in-chief :  In  my  cross-examination  I  intended  to 
say  that  Marlin  H.  Pike  was  a  qualified  voter,  if  he  had  been  regis- 
tered; but  not  being  registered,  he  was  not;  the  board  explained 
how  Marlin  H.  Pike  was  registered,  some  how  or  other,  among  them- 
selves ;  on  the  day  of  revision,  my  recollection  is  that  the  name  of 
JIarlin  H.  Pike  was  added  to  the  other  two  registry  lists ;  I  think 
Mr.  Rogers,  one  of  the  board  on  that  occasion,  said  that  he  saw  Mr. 
Rike  on  his  road  home  from  Bridgeboro,  where  he  said  they  had  beea 
in  session ;  I  think  this  session  was  on  the  evening  of  the  last  day  ti 
the  registry ;  I  think  he  said  Pike  was  not  able  to  find  them ;  I  don't 
vomember  what  Rogers  said. 

Being  re-cross-examined : 

Quest,  Did  John  T.  Pierson,  on  the  day  of  revision,  object  to 
having  the  name  of  Martin  H.  Pike  added  to  the  other  two  lists  of 
re^stry  ?    (Objected  to  as  not  proper  cross-examination.)     , 

Ans.  I  think  he  did  at  first,  but  the  name  was  put  down,  hot 
whether  with  his  assent  or  not  I  cannot  say. 

Quest.  What  did  he  say  when  he  objected  to  it  ?  Give  ns  his  words 
89  near  as  you  can.    (Objected  to.) 

Avs.  I  cannot  give  his  words,  but  ho  asked  the  others,  I  think,  if 
they  had  any  right  to  put  the  name  down;  he  said  he  did  not 
want  to  deprive  the  man  of  his  vote,  and  wanted  nothing  done  but 
what  was  fair;  they  talked  it  over  among  themselves,  and  the 
name  was  put  down;  I  don't  remember  what  was  said;  his  namo 
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Camden  contained  one  more  name  beside  the  two  I  have  men- 
tioned ;  This  name  was  James  Ryan ;  James  Ryan  voted  on  elec^ 
tion  day. 

QtcesL  Was  not  James  Ryan,  on  the  day  of  election,  challenged 
on  the  ground  that  he  had  only  his  first  papers ;  and  did  he  not, 
upon  being  challenged,  produce  his  last  papers,  showing  that  he  was 
a  naturalized  citizen,  and  entitled  to  vote  there  ? 

^ins.  I  believe  he  was  challenged,  but  I  did  not  see  his  papers.  1 
suppose  he  showed  his  papers. 

Being  re-examined-in-chief : 

There  are  not  two  James  Ryans  in  the  township  of  Cinnaminson, 
that  I  know  of.

John  T.  Piersan,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  contestant, 
alleging  himself  to  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking  an  oath, 
and  being  duly  affirmed  according  to  law,  on  his  affirmation  saith — ^I 
reside  in  Brigeboro,  Cinnaminson  township ;  I  suppose  1  am  a  quali- 
fied  voter  of  that  township  ;  I  was  one  of  the  persons  qualified  before 
the  county  clerk  to  form  a  Board  of  Reeristry  for  that  township,  in 
pursuance  of  a  law  of  this  State  to  that  eflFect ;  I  proceeded  to  per- 
form my  duties  as  one  of  the  Board  of  Registry  for  that  township 
for  the  last  year,  1866;  I,  in  connection  with  the  other  members  of 
the  Board,  gave  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  sitting  of 
said  Board  to  make  the  Registry  for  that  township ;  I  suppose  that 
notice  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  in  that  respect ;  I  do 
not  remember  the  days  of  the  month  speciKed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  those  notices,  but  know  they  were  the  days  specified  by 
law ;  in  this  notice  two  days  were  specified  for  the  Board  to  make 
the  Registry,  and  one  for  the  i*evision ;  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
were  to  be  held  at  the  school  house,  called  the  West  Chester  School 
House ;  I  think  the  hours  of  the  day  during  which  we  would  sit  were 
named;  I  will  not  be  positive  that  the  notices  specified  an  hour  for 
the  first  two  days,  but  they  did  for  the  last ;  the  Board  of  Registry 
met  on  the  day  first  named,  and  at  the  place  and  hour  specified  in 
the  notices,  and  we  there  proceeded  to  make  out  the  registry  lists 
required  by  law ;  I  suppose  on  this  first  day  we  did  not  sit  during 
all  the  hours  specified  by  law  for  us  to  sit ;  it  was  getting  dark — we 
bad  no  lights — there  was  no  one  anywhere  to  be  seen,  and  we  did  not 
suppose  that  there  would  be,  and  as  we  understood  the  law,  we  had 
completed  the  registry,  which  said  that  the  Board  could  sit  two  days 
if  thought  necessary,  and  for  convenience  sake,  and  no  other,  we 
agreed  to  meet  in  Bridgeboro  to  write  the  copies  from  the  original  on 
the  next  day ;  I  can  not  tell  what  time  it  was  that  we  left  the  school 
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house  on  the  first  day,  but  somewhere  near  sundown ;  I  think  Mr. 
Rogers  had  no  objections  whether  we  met  the  next  day  at  the  schod 
house  or  Bridgeboro,  Job  King  and  myself  both  living  in  Bridge- 
boro  ;  we  did  hot  meet  at  the  school  house  on  the  second  day  at  any 
time,  as  it  was  specified  in  the  notices ;  it  was  talked  of  on  the  first 
day  about  giving  notice  of  not  meeting  at  the  school  house  on  the 
second  day,  and  where  the  Board  could  be  found,  but  no  notice  was 
given  in  consequence  of  being  forgotten;  I  do  not  know  that  the 
citizens  of  Cinnaminson  knew  where  we  were  to  be  found  on  the 
second  day ;  we  presumed  that  we  had  completed  the  registrj,  and 
were  not  compelled  to  sit  the  second  day. 

Quest.  Had  any  of  the  citizens,  acting  on  your  notice  that  jot 
would  sit  the  second  day,  and  who  had  business  with  the  Board  of 
Rogisti-y,  any  opportunity  afibrded  them  by  the  Board  of  Registry  to 
transact  that  business  with  the  Board  ? 

^ns,  1  suppose  they  had  not ;  I  suppose  this  from  the  fact  that 
wo  had  adjourned  as  a  Board  to  meet  at  Bridgeboro  the  next  day 
witliout  notice ;  we  did  meet  at  Brigeboro  the  next  day  as  a  Board  to 
copy  from  the  original  ;  at  this  meeting  on  the  second  day,  at  Bridge- 
boi  o,  we  added  some  names  to  the  registry  list ;  we  found  some  names 
the  next  day  which  we  had  put  down  upon  the  registry  ;  there  were 
several  names  added,  how  many  I  can  not  remember. 

Quest  Did  you,  when  you  met  on  the  first  day,  organize  as  a  Board 
of  Hegistration  by  electing  one  of  your  number  as  chairman  of  the 
Board? 

Jins.  As  far  as  my  memory  serves  me  right,  Job  King  nominated 
Jonathan  Rogere,  and  I  think  Jonathan  Rogers  nominated  Job  King, 
he  hoiiig  much  the  oldest  man. 

Quest,  Had  you  a  chairman  of  the  Board  ? 

^ns.  I  can  not  say  which  of  those  gentlemen  was  chairman ;  I 
don't  know  how  to  answer  the  question  in  any  other  Avay. 

Quest,  Did  either  of  you,  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Registry, 
on  that  morning,  administer  the  oath  of  qualification  to  the  other 
members  of  the  Board,  and  did  cither  of  them  in  turn  administer 
the  qualification  required  to  bo  taken  by  the  chairman,  as  such,  to 
the  chairman  ? 

Jtns.  I  think,  sir,  the  oath  was  administered  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  and  not  by  either  of  the  members  of  the  Board. 

Quest.  Have  you  any  lecollection  of  the  names  of  Martin  H.  Pike 
and  J.  Haines  Lippincott  having  been  placed  on  the  registry  lists  on 
the  first  of  November,  without  cither  of  them  being  present  when 
their  names  were  so  registered  on  that  day,  and  if  so,  what? 

^vs.  Their  names  were  both  entered  on  the  register  on  the  first 
day  of  November,  without  their  being  present;  1  do  not  recollect 
the  names  of  any  other  persons  registered  on  that  day  w  ithout  l>eing 
present;  1  don't  think  there  was  a  great  deal  of  alteration  on  that 
day  made;  I  don't  remember  of  any  other  instances;  thei-o  were 
several  motions  made  before  us  for  alterations — some  names  to  be 
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tricken  oflF ;  1  can't  tell  their  names,  as  nearly  all  that  were  chaL 
enpred  were  strangers  to  me ;  I  think  I  remember  a  motion  made  by 
Charles  Lippincott  to  have  the  names  of  "  Shetler,"  and  "  Lensner," 
ind  "  Ryan  '*  stricken  oflF  thi  lists  on  account  of  their  not  being 
laturalized  citizens ;  I  think  I  remember  the  name  of  Ryan ;  I  think 
[Jharles  Lippincott  produced  before  the  Board  a  certificate,  certified 
0  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Camden  County  Court,  showing  that  these 
nen  had  only  declared  their  intention  of  becoming  citizens  the  pre- 
ceding October;  I  don't  remember  whether  their  names  were 
jtricken  from  the  list  or  not;  I  know  that  there  were  two  persons 
xrho  presented  themselves  to  vote  who  had  only  their  first  papers;  I 
im\  say  that  these  were  the  same  persons.  I  know  that  two  such 
rotes  were  rejected. 

Quest  Did  you  on  the  morning  of  the  election  organize  as  a 
Board  of  Inspectors  of  Election,  by  the  election  of  one  of  your 
lumber  as  chairman  of  the  Board,  and  did  that  chairman  as  such 
administer  the  oath  required  of  inspectors  or  judges  of  election  to 
the  other  members  of  the  Board,  and  did  either  of  the  others  admin- 
ister the  oath  required  of  the  chairman  as  such  before  they  pro- 
ceeded to  hold  the  election  on-  that  day  ? 

Jns.  I  know  that  we  were  all  sworn  in,  but  whom  first  I  cannot 
say,  and  the  oath  was  administered  one  to  the  other  among  ourselves. 

Quest,  Did  you  conform  to  the  advisory  instructions  of  the  Attor- 
ney General  of  the  State  as  to  the  requirements  of  law,  in  the  oflB- 
cial  qualification  as  Registers  of  Election  ? 

Mns.  We  intended  to  go  according  to  law,  whether  we  did  or  did 
not  I  cannot  say ;  so  far  as  we  understood  it  we  did. 

Quest,  Do  you  have  any  recollection  on  the  day  of  election  as 
having  received  as  a  board  the  votes  of  persons  whose  names  were 
not  on  the  registry  lists,  and  if  so  what  number,  and  whatever  else 
you  may  know  about  it  ? 

*^ns,  I  know  there  were  votes  received  on  that  day  that  were  not 
registered  previous  to  the  election ;  I  would  not  state  the  number 

tositively  because  I  might  not  be  correct  as  to  the  exact  number; 
ut  I  think  it  reached  not  higher  than  seventeen;  I  won^t  say  that  it 
reached  that  number ;  we  refused  to  receive  on  that  day  the  votes 
of  persons  who  were  not  registered,  but  who  were  otherwise  qualified 
to  vote ;  we  did  ^o  at  first;  I  think  there  was  one  whose  vote  we  re- 
fused that  did  not  come  back  to  vote;  1  think  this  was  the  only  vote 
that  was  not  polled,  to  whom  objections  were  made  on  that  ground; 
As  1  understand  the  law  we  did  not  conform  to  the  law  in  this  re- 
spect. 

Quest.  Did  the  Board  of  Registry  have  the  revised  and  corrected 
list  of  the  voters  of  Cinnaminson  township  as  ascertained  on  the  first 
<Jay  of  November,  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  at  Mount  Holly, 
in  the  office? 

^ns,  I  know  that  there  was  a  list  filed  with  the  Clerk,  but  I  can- 
not say  whether  the  revised  list  was  sent  previous  to  the  election  or 
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not ;  I  know  there  was  one  sent  after  the  election  day ;  as  far  as  117 
memory  serves  me  I  think  there  was  a  good  deal  of  disorder  about 
the  polls  on  election  day ;  I  think  the  noise  was  very  annoying  and 
they  were  called  to  order  several  times ;  we  did  not  to  my  know- 
ledge, after  the  first  of  November  and  between  that  and  election  daj 
add  any  names  to  the  registry  lists,  to  my  knowledge. 

Being  cross-examined — I  have  lived  at  Bridgeboro  seven  years, 
in  February  sometime;  I  am  a  storekeeper;  I  was  appointed  oneoi 
the  Board  of  the  Registry  by  the  Board  of  Freeholders  of  this  countr; 
Job  King  had  been  the  assessor  of  yonr  township  the  year  before; 
Jonathan  Rogers,  the  other  member  of  the  board  had  been  the  col- 
lector of  that  township,  the  year  before ;  I  suppose  Job  King  b 
seventy-five  years  of  age  or  past,  and  an  old  citizen  of  that  place:  he 
is  a  man  of  good  character  and  habits;  Jonathan  Rogers  is  a  store- 
keeper at  Riverton. 

QiLcst.  Which  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Registry  in  Cinna- 
minson  township  were  democrats,  and  which  of  them  was  a  republi- 
can? 

^ns.  In  one  sense  we  are  all  democrats,  in  another  sense  Jonathan 
Rogers  and  Job  King  are  both  democrats,  and  you  can  judge  where 
I  am,  as  they  have  to  be  appointed  by  both  parties ;  1  am  called  a 
republican. 

Examination  resumed  January  3, 1867,  at  same  place. 

1  think  the  Board  of  Registry  convened  on  the  first  day  that  wc 
gave  notice  of  meeting  at  the  hour  named,  nine  o'clock;  as  I  stated 
yesterday  we  remained  in  session  until  nearly  sunset,  and  we  then 
adjourned  as  we  had  no  lights  at  the  school  house  and  we  thought  we 
had  got  through  for  the  day ;  when  we  came  out  there  was  no  one 
anywhere  to  be  seen ;  there  was  a  gentleman  present  besides  the 
board;  Stokes  Haines,  Sr.,  was  present,  and  left  when  we  left. 

Qufsf  If  I  understand  you  correctly  when  the  board  adjourned 
on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  your  meeting  the  members  rf 
the  board,  yourself  included,  believed  you  had  completed  the  regis- 
try list  for  the  township  of  Cinnaminson  ? 

(Objected  to,  because  the  belief  of  the  witness  is  not  a  material 
matter,  to  prove  what  is  law.) 

^ns.  Yes,  sir. 

Quest,  If  I  understand  you  the  members  of  that,  board,  yoursdf 
included,  having  thus  completed  the  registry  list,  deemed  it  unneo- 
cssary  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  to  sit  the  next  day  ?  (Objec- 
ted to,  as  not  proper  cross-examination.) 

'^ns.  We  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  sit  at  the  school  house. 

Quest  In  making  this  registry  list  and  completing  it  as  you  here 
said  on  the  first  day,  how  did  you  do  it,  and  what  did  you  use,  or 
refer  to  in  doing  it?  (Objected  to,  the  same  as  i^bove,  not  being 
proper  cross-examination.) 

Ans.  We  used  the  poll  books  of  last  year,  in  part,  and  from 
memory,  I  suppose,  and  slips  of  paper ;  from  memory,  I  mean  those 
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whom  the  Board  of  Registry  knew  should  be  placed  on  the  registry. 

Quest,  Will  you  state,  as  near  as  you  can  remember,  how  many 
names  were  registered,  or  placed  on  your  list,  on  this  first  day? 

^ns.  I  can't  tell.  Sir;  I  know  it  was  less  than  six  hundred. 

Quest.  As  near  as  you  can  tell,  how  many  votes  were  received  by 
your  board  in  the  township  of  Cinnaminson  on  the  day  of  the  last 
election  ?    (Objected  to.) 

^7is.  As  far  as  my  memory  serves  me,  I  think  it  was  six  hundred 
and  twelve;  I  see  I  am  wrong,  it  was  less  than  six  hundred. 

Quest,  If  I  understood  you  correctly,  yesterday,  in  your  examina- 
tion-in-chief, that  when  you  agreed  to  meet  as  a  board  on  the  next 
day,  at  Bridgeboro,  you  did  so  for  the  purpose  of  making  out  your 
several  lists;  am  I  correct? 

Arts,  That  is  correct;  and  we  also  understood  that  we  had  the 
power  to  place  any  others  on  that  we  might  have  missed  on  the  first 
day. 

Quest,  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  personal  knowledge,  of  any 
voter  in  that  township  appearing  at  the  school  house  after  your  ad- 
journment, on  the  first  day,  or  who  came  there  to  be  registered  on  the 
second  day,  who  was,  at  the  election,  deprived  of  his  vote  in  conso- 
quence  of  not  being  registered  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans,  Not  to  my  personal  knowledge ;  1  know  a  gentleman  who 
was  not  registered  come  to  vote,  but  I  can't  say  positively  whether 
he  came  to  the  school  house ;  he  was  a  stranger  to  me,  I  don't  know 
his  name ;  he  was  not  on  the  registry  list.  1  understood  that  he  lived 
at  Palmyra. 

Quest,  You  said  yesterday,  in  your  examination-in-chief,  that  yon 
thought  the  oath  of  qualification  that  was  administered  to  you  on  the 
first  day,  was  administered  to  all  the  members  of  the  board  by  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace ;  are  you  not  mistaken  ?  Was  not  the  oath  admin, 
istered  by  the  justice  only  to  Jonathan  Rogers  ?  And  did  not  Jona- 
than Rogers,  after  being  qualified,  administer  the  oath  to  you  and 
Job  King  as  the  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Registry  ? 

Ans.  1  don't  recollect  positively,  but  I  am  under  the  impression 
that  it  was  as  I  stated  yesterday. 

Quest.  Will  you  state,  if  you  please,  the  facts  and  circumstances 
connected  with  the  registration  of  the  name  of  Marlin  H.  Pike,  by 
the  board,  on  the  first  day  of  November,  being  the  last  day  of  your 
meeting  ? 

Ans.  The  first  that  I  knew  of  Marlin  H.  Pike  was  that  he  was  the 
son  of  Evan  Pike;  but  I  did  not  know  his  name  until  November 
first;  on  the  first  day  of  November  our  attention  wag  drawn  to  the 
registry  by  Charles  Lippincott;  his  name  did  not  appear  on  all  the 
registry ;  I  think  it  was  suggested  that  his  name  should  be  placed  oa 
the  registry  on  the  grounds  that  he  appeared  on  the  second  day  of 
our  meeting  at  the  school  house ;  1  don't  know,  personally  that  he 
did  appear  there ;  it  was  stated  that  he  met  Jonathan  Rogers,  one  of 
the  board,  on  his  way  home,  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day,  andf 
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stated  that  he  had  been  to  the  school  house ;  I  can't  say  who  placed 
lis  name  on  the  registry ;  but  suppose  Mr.  Rogers  did,  from  the  fact 
of  our  not  being  at  the  school  house  as  advertised. 

Qtiest  Will  you  state  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  regis- 
tration of  the  name  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott,  on  the  registry  list,  on 
tiie  first  day  of  November? 

^ns.  On  the  evening  of  November  first,  some  one,  I  don't  remem- 
ber who,  brought  a  note  from  J.  Haines  Lippincott,  stating  that  he 
was  too  ill  to  appear  in  person ;  the  note  was  handed  to  Jonathan 
fiogers  and  read  by  him ;  when  he  was  done  reading  it  he  passed  it 
to  me ;  I  passed  it  to  Job  King ;  Mr.  Rogers  wrote  the  name  of  J. 
Haines  Lippincott  on  his  list;  I  followed  suit  and  wrote  it  on  mine; 
I  don't  remember  whether  Mr.  Rogers  or  I  wrote  it  on  Job  King's 
or  whether  Job  wrote  it  himself;  this  was  done  without  any  comment 
whatever. 

Quest.  You  stated  yesterday,  in  your  examination  in  chief,  that 
«ev<5ral  motions  were  made  that  names  be  stricken  oflF  the  registry, 
on  the  day  of  your  last  meeting,  November  first;  what  do  you  mean 
by  4;his?  Do  you  mean  that  these  motions  were  made  by  a  member 
or  members  of  the  Board  of  Registry,  or  do  you  mean  that  they  were 
made  by  persons  not  members  of  the  board  ? 

^7is.  I  mean  they  were  made  by  persons  not  members. 

Quest.  Did  a  majority  of  the  board  strike  ofi"  from  the  list  any  of 
the  names  thus  moved  by  persons  not  members  of  the  board  of  that 
day? 

Jlns.  I  think  there  were  some  names  stricken :  I  don't  know  that 
I  can  give  their  names,  because  the  most  of  those  that  were  objected 
to  were  strangers  to  me,  living  in  the  lower  end  of  the  township. 

Qiiest.  You  said  yesterday,  in  your  examination-in-chief,  that 
Charles  Lippincott  moved  to  have  the  names  of  Shetler,  Lensner  and 
Ryan  stricken  oflF  the  list.  Did  James  Ryan,  one  of  the  persons  he 
thus  moved  to  strike  oflF  on  the  day  of  election,  produce  his  full  natu- 
ralization papers,  and  deposit  his  vote  ? 

jJtw.  He  did. 

Qust.  If  the  board  had  acceded  to  the  wishes  of  Charles  Lippincott 
in  striking  oflF  the  name  of  James  Ryan  from  the  list  on  the  first  day 
of  November,  the  said  James  Ryan  would  have  been  deprived  of  his 
vote  at  the  election,  wpuld  he  not  ? 

^ns.  1  should,  under  the  circumstances,  have  admitted  his  vote. 

Quest,  With  the  exception  of  John  Shetler  and  Augustus  Lensner, 
was  there,  on  the  first  day  of  November,  any  other  persons  whose 
fiames  wcfc  on  the  registry  list,  proved,  to  your  satisfaction  or  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Board,  to  be  non-residents,  or  otherwise  not  en- 
titled  to  vote  in  said  township  ? 

^ns.  I  don't  know  that  tliere  were ;  I  knew  that  on  election  day 
this  would  be  determined  by  causing  persons  to  show  their  papers. 

Quest.  You  have  stated,  in  your  examination-in-chief,  that  yon 
know  that  there  were  votes  received  on  the  day  of  election,  of  person! 
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that  were  not  registered  prior  to  the  election ;  state,  if  you  please, 
all  the  facts  within  your  knowledge  relative  to  the  reception  of  these 
votes  ?  % 

Arts.  It  is  known  to  many  present,  that  the  Judges  did,  in  some  of 
the  first  instances,  refuse  to  receive  such  votes,  and  they  consented  to 
receive  them  after  the  outside  pressure  had  been  brought  to  bear  on 
them;  taking  the  judgment  of  others,  of  bourse. 

Quest,  What  do  you  mean  by  "  outside  pressure,"  from  what  source 
did  it  come  ? 

j?7?5.  I  mean,  from  persons  in  and  around  the  polls. 

Quest.  In  the  first  instance,  did  one  political  party  advocate,  and 
the  other  party  oppose,  the  reception  of  these  votes,  and  if  so,  which? 
(Objected  to  as  irrelevant.) 

Jins,  I  think,  in  the  first  instance,  was  the  man  from  Palmyra,  that 
I  speak  of;  don't  remember  who  advocated  or  who  opposed:  did  not 
know  the  man ;  I  don't  think  his  vote  was  received. 

QiLest.  How  was  it;  in  this  respect,  with  subsequent  votes  of  per- 
sons who  had  not  been  registered  ?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  The  gentleman  that  I  refer  *to  here,  as  far  as  my  memory 
serves  me,  his  vote  was  rejected,  as  above  stated ;  don't  remember 
that  he  said  anything,  so  far  as  I  know ;  he  went  away  satisfied  that 
his  vote  could  not  be  received,  because  he  had  not  been  registered ;  I 
paid  no  further  attention  to  it,  and  the  officers  proceeded  to  their 
duties  in  receiving  other  votes. 

Quest.  When  J.  Haines  Lippincott,  one  of  the  persons  who  had  not 
appeared  in  person  before  you  on  the  first  of  November  to  be  regis- 
tered, presented  himself,  and  demanded  his  vote,  by  whom,  as  far  as 
you  can  recollect,  was  his  right  to  vote  advocated?  (Objected  to  as 
irrelevant.) 

^ns.  I  can  answer  that  question  by  saying,  that  I  think,  that  just 
previous  to  J.  Haines  Lippincott  ofiering  his  vote,  Conrad  Windish,  I 
think,  offered  his,  and  was  rejected;  when  Haines  Lippincott's  vote 
was  offered,  the  friends  of  Conrad  Windish  insisted  that,  if  Haines 
Lippincott  had  a  right  to  vote,  he,  Conrad  Windish,  had,  and  I  think 
these  were  the  two  first  votes  that  were  received  without  being  regis- 
tered, J.  Haines  i-iippincott  first,  and  Windish  immediately  after,  I 
think.     (Question  repeated.) 

^ns.  I  suppose  his  right  was  advocated  by  the  republican  party,  of 
course. 

Quest.  You  said,  in  your  examination-in-chief,  that  in  taking  these 
votes  of  persons  who  were  not  registered,  you  did  not  conform  to  the 
law,  as  you  understood  it.  Why,  then,  did  you,  as  one  of  the  inspec- 
tors, under  the  oath  that  you  had  taken,  assent  to  the  reception  of 
such  unlawful  votes  ? 

^ns.  It  was  because  I  yielded  to  the  judgment  of  others,  the  same 
as  the  other  judges  did. 

Quest.  Whose  judgment  do  you  refer  to  particularly ;  name  them? 
^ns.  1  will  give  you  the  names  of  some :  Lewis  Ourt^  Charles 
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Parry,  and.  perhaps,  the  weightiest  of  them  all,  William  Witticir, 
and,  I  think,  but  I  am  not  positive,  that  William  Parry  made  some 
remarks  in  favor.  ^ 

Qv£^f,  After  you  had  copied  the  registry  list,  which  you  made  and 
amended  on  the  first  and  second  days,  and  had  made  the  lists  required 
by  law,  what  did  you  do  with  each  of  them? 

^71^.  One  copy  was  sent  to  the  Clerk's  oflBce  in  Mount  Holly ;  each 
of  the  Board  had  one. 

Quest  Did  you,  or  did  you  not,  as  inspector,  immediately  after  the 
completion  of  said  lists,  cause  one  copy  thereof  to  be  posted  in  some 
conspicuous  place,  and,  if  so,  where  was  that  posted  ? 

Am,  We  posted  it  at  the  school  house,  the  place  of  election. 

Quest,  Was  that  list,  thus  posted,  as  you  have  stated,  accessible  to 
any  elector  of  the  township  ? 

Ans,  I  suppose  it  was  during  school  hours,  from  near  sunrise  to 
near  sunset;  there  might  have  been  days  on  which  there  was  no 
school,  when  they  could  not  get  in. 

Quest,  After  your  sitting  as  a  Board  on  Thursday,  the  first  day  of 
November,  how  many  copies  o£the  registry  lists  were  handed  to  yoo 
or  taken  by  you  ? 

Jins.  I  don't  reniember  that  1  had  more  than  one  or- not ;  I  am  not 
positive. 

Quest.  Did  you  not,  on  that  occasion,  have  your  own  list  and  abo 
another,  which  you  promised  to  send  to  the  Clerk's  office  at  Mount 
Holly  to  be  deposited  there? 

Ans,  I  don't  remember  positive ;  I  don't  think  I  had,  from  the  &ct 
that  I  do  not  know  that  it  was  necessary  that  a  second  copy  was  to 
be  deposited  previous  to  the  election,  and  I  also  had  conversation  I 
tliink  it  was  with  Job  King,  whether  we  had  to  make  a  new  copy  to 
forward  to  the  clerk,  because  there  was  no  new  copy  made,  so  1 
don't  think  how  I  could  have  had  it 

Quest,  Did  not  Wallace  Lippincott,  the  respondent  in  this  case, 
Charles  Lippincott  and  James  Gorrell  call  your  special  attention  to 
the  law  requiring  such  a  list  to  be  sent  to  the  clerk  of  the  county? 

Ans,  I  think  that  the  subject  was  discussed,  by  whom  I  cannot  saj; 
I  have  no  recollection  of  their  doing  so. 

Quest,  Did  you  or  did  you  not  agree  to  find  out  if  the  law  required 
«ach  a  copy  to  be  sent,  and  if  so,  that  you  would  send  one  of  the 
copies  which  you  took  with  you? 

Ans,  I  don't  know  how  I  could  agree  to  send  another  copy  to 
Mount  Holly  when  I  had  none  to  send ;  I  am  pretty  certain  I  had 
but  one. 

Quest,  How  many  copies  were  there  altogether.  Were  there  not 
four? 

Ans,  There  was  an  original  copy  of  course  made  the  first  day  we 
met,  after  that  copy  was  completed,  to  shorten  the  work  we  wrote  two 
copies  at  a  time  from  the  original,  and  gave  us  five  copies;  the 
original  was  sent  to  the  Clerk's  office  at  Mount  Holly;  one  was  aent 
to  the  school  house,  and  each  of  the  inspectors  had  one. 
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Quest,  Did  yon  not  make  out  another  copy  besides  those  spoken  of, 
at  your  own  h^use? 

Jlns.  No,  sir.      ^ 

Qtcest.  Who  took  the  copy  that  was  hanging  up  in  the  room,  on  the 
night  after  the  revision  ? 

^ns.  I  don't  remember;  but  I  feel  pretty  certain  I  did  not. 

Quest.  You  said  yesterday  in  your  examination-in-chief  that  you 
knew  there  was  a  revised  list  sent  to  the  Clerk's  oBBce  after  the 
election.     State  how  you  know  this? 

^ns.  The  first  that  I  know  that  it  had  not  gone  there,  Wallace 
Lippincott  said  Amos  Gibbs  (the  Clerk)  was  giving  us  thunder  be- 
cause it  had  not  gone  there,  and  Wallace  Lippincott  said  he  was 
going  up  in  a  few  days,  and  agreed  to  take  it  there,  but  1  suppose  he 
did  not  go  as  he  expected,  and  I  sent  it  there  by  OlivQr  L.  Cole, 
whom  I  saw  on  the  steamboat 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  personal  knowledge  of  any 
qualified  voter  in  the  township  of  Cinnaminson  having  been  debarred 
from  or  prevented  from  voting  at  the  last  election  by  any  disturbance 
which  took  place  at  the  polls  in  that  township  on  election  day? 

^Tis.  I  don't  think  there  was  any  debarred  that  wished  to  vote,  but 
that  got  their  votes  in,  that  come  in  the  time  specified  by  law  to  re- 
ceive votes. 

Quest.  Did  you  or  did  you  not  on  the  day  of  election  send  your 
team  to  bring  persons  to  your  polls  to  vote  whose  names  were  not  on 
the  registry  list? 

^ns.  I  sent  to  bring  one  person  who  was  not  registered,  which  was 
after  the  votes  of  others  had  been  received  who  had  not  been  regis- 
tered ;  his  name  was  Thomas  Lowden. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  whether  the  names  of.  William  Shade  and 
Samuel  Morton  were  duly  registered  on  your  list? 

^ns.  I  feel  pretty  certain  that  William  Shade  was  registered,  from 
the  fact  that  1  knew  he  seen  the  registry  and  he  took  active  part 
enough  to  see  that  his  name  was  there;  can't  say  about  Morton. 

Being  re-examined-in  chief— Quest.  About  what  time  did  the  sun 
set  on  the  sixteenth  of  October  last  ? 

^ns.  I  don't  remember,  but  I  don't  suppose  it  was  far  from  five 
o'clock  either  way. 

Quest.  How  long  do  you  suppose  it  was  after  you  left  the  school 
house  that  it  became  too  dark  for  you  to  have  seen  in  the  school 
house? 

•4n^.  I  suppose  it  must  have  been  a  full  half  hour. 

Quest.  Did  you  make  any  provision  of  light  to  have  prolonged 
your  session  until  7  o'clock  if  it  had  been  necessary  to  have  done  so  ? 

^ns.  We  did  not,  but  could  have  got  lights  from  the  same  source 
that  we  did  November  Ist,  near  by. 

Quest.  Was  not  the  hour  published  for  the  close  of  the  session  of 
the  board  on  that  day  considerably  after  dark  ? 
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Jins,  1  don't  remember  whether  the  hour  was  aDnounced  on  ours 
or  not,  it  was  in  some  other  townships.  • 

Quest,  If  you  believed  you  had  completed  the  registry  list  on  that 
day,  why  did  you  the  next  day  at  Bridgeboro  make  an  enlargement 
of  the  list,  as  it  had  been  completed  the  day  before  ? 

Ans.  As  I  understood  it,  1  thought  we  had  power  to  add  on  the 
second  day. 

Quest.  You  stated  in  your  cross-examination  that  you  had  com- 
pleted the  list  and  discharged  your  duties  as  registers  on  the  first 
day ;  I  now  ask  you  if  that  was  the  fact? 

Ans,  I  believe  now  we  did,  as  far  as  we  could  go  that  day. 

Qv£st,  In  making  additions  to  the  lists  on  the  second  day,  did  job 
do  so  privately,  or  in  public  session,  as  a  Board  of  Registry  ? 

Ans,  I  think  all  was  done  as  a  Board  until  it  was  sunset,  or  afle^ 
wards,  when  Mr.  Rogers,  I  think,  left  for  home ;  I  don't  remember, 
but  I  tliink  there  were  names  added  to  the  registry,  Job  King  and 
myself  being  present ;  I  am  not  positive  that  Mr.  Rogers  was  present, 
but  1  think  he  was  not;  we  were  sitting  as  a  Board  in  my  parlor. 

Quest,  If  you  act^d  as  a  Board  of  Registration  on  that  day,  had 
you  completed  your  duties  as  a  Board  of  Registry  the  day  before? 

Ans,  I  did  not  eonsider  that  we  had  finished  it  on  the  day  before, 
aa  I  have  before  stated. 

Quest,  You  have  mentioned  that  your  list  on  the  first  day  was  par- 
tially made  from  slips  of  paper  containing  names — who  submitted 
tiiose  slips  to  the  Board  of  Registry? 

Ans,  I  don't  remember ;  I  did  know ;  I  think  they  were  handed  in 
to  the  Board  of  Registry  by  difierent  persons ;  I  took  some  nayself. 

Quest,  Had  citizens  desiring  to  submit  such  slips  with  names  fiv 
registry,  on  the  first  day  after  you  had  left  the  school  house,  an  q>- 
portunity  of  doing  so? 

Ans,  After  we  left  the  school  house,  I  suppose  they  had  not 

Quest,  Had  they  desired,  on  the  second  day,  to  submit  such  slips, 
had  they  the  opportunity  of  doing  so,  from  notice  provided  by  you, 
where  they  could  be  found  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Registry  ? 

Ans,  There  was  no  notice  put  up,  as  I  have  said  before,  and  tbey 
had  no  opportunity  to  know  where  they  could  find  us  by  any  act  rf 
oars. 

Quest,  Was  the  name  of  Marlin  H.  Pike  on  the  list  posted  in  the 
school  house  on  the  morning  of  the  first  of  November? 

Ans,  I  cannot  say  whether  it  was  or  was  not. 

Qtiest,  Where,  in  or  about  the  school  house,  was  the  list  made  cot 
can  the  two  first  days,  posted  for  inspection  ? 

An^,  It  hung  against  the  wall  inside,  and  was  made  in  aipbabeti* 
oal  form ;  it  was  put  there  immediately  after  the  second  day ;  I  mean 
the  next  day  after  the  second ;  it  remained  there,  so  far  as  1  know, 
Qstil  the  firet  of  November ;  it  was  not,  to  my  knowledge,  at  any 
time  outside ;  persons  desiring  to  inspect  the  list  would  have  had  to 
enter  the  building  to  do  so;  I  think  school  was  kept  in  the  building 
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between  the  17th  day  of  October  and  the  Ist  of  November;  I  don^ 
suppose  that  titizens  of  the  township  could  have  examined  the  list 
during  school  hours  without  disturbing  the  operations  of  the  school: 
as  we  understood  the  law,  the  list  was  to  be  posted  up  at  the  place  of 
voting. 

Qtiest,  Had  citizens,  during  that  time,  and  on  such  days,  and  at 
such  hours  as  the  school  was  not  in  session,  access  to  that  list. 

^ns.  Not  unless  they  went  to  the  teacher  after  the  key ;  I  suppose 
she  lived  a  half  a  mile  oflF. 

Quest,  Who  was  it  told  you  that  the  reason  why  Mr.  Rogers  de»- 
sired  to  place  or  placed  the  name  of  Marlin  H.  Pike  on  the  registry 
list,  because  he,  Marlin  H.  IMke,  had  met  Mr.  Rogers  on  his  way 
from  Bridgeboro  on  the  second  day,  and  that  Pike  had  told  him  he 
had  been  to  the  school  house  on  that  day  to  have  his  name  registered  ? 

Jlns,  The  first  that  I  heard  of  i-  was  the  first  of  November,  at  the 
school  house;  Mr.  Rogers,  one  of  the  Board  of  Registry,  made  that 
statement;  it  was  made  there  by  him  when  the  Board  was  in  session; 
1  don't  know  when  it  was  that  Mr.  Rogers  placed  the  name  of  Pike 
on  the  list,  but  presume  it  was  between  the  second  day  and  the  first 
day  of  November. 

Quest,  What  was  the  purport  of  the  note  from  J.  Haines  Lippifl* 
cott  to  the  Board,  as  near  as  you  can  recollect  ? 

^7w.  It  was  that  he  was  too  sick  to  attend  that  meeting  personally. 

Quest,  Why  did  you  insert  the  name  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott  in 
his  absence  ? 

^ns.  On  the  ground  that  he  would  have  been  present  had  he  been 
able,  on  the  first  day  of  November ;  I  should  judge  James  Ryan  to  be 
a  man  from  25  to  30  years  of  age. 

Quest.  You  stated  in  your  cross-examination, ^hat  had  James  Ryan's 
name  been  stricken  from  the  list  on  the  day  of  revision,  on  the  evi- 
dence of  the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  Camden  county,  that  he,  a  legal 
voter,  would  have  been  deprived  of  his  right  to  vote ;  I  now  ask  you, 
had  John  Shetler  and  Augustus  Lensner  offered  to  vote  oh  the  day 
of  election,  and  had  not  their  votes  been  challenged  by  citizens  pres- 
ent at  the  election,  would  not  those  votes  have  been  received  by  you 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Registry,  they  being  registered  voters? 

^ns.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  myself,  I  did  not  know  them  ;  and 
had  they  not  been  challenged,  most  likely  they  would;  as  1  should 
have  made  objections  to  any  man  not  entitled  to  vote;  what  I  wish 
to  say  is  that  I  should  object  to  any  one  that  I  thought  had  not  a  right 
.to  vote. 

Quest.  Would  you  have  objected  to  their  votes  had  they  not  been 
challeDged. 

JiTis.  Most  likely  I  should  not. 

Qu4!st,  Had  you  as  a  Board  of  Registry  been  furnished  with  ofiicial 
directions  as  to  your  duties  as  Registers  and  Inspectors  of  Election, 
by  the  agents  of  the  State  for  that  purpose. 
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^ns.  We  had  the  law  and  proper  documents  furnished  us ;  I  know 
1  had. 

Quest  Do  you  know  of  any  person  on  the  day  of  election  being 
rudely  interfered  with,  whilst  approaching  the  polls  upon  busincsB 
connected  wirh  the  election. 

JJns,  I  saw  controTcrsies  between  parties,  verbal  ones ;  I  saw  no 
fighting. 

Being  re-cross-examined : 

Quest,  You  said  just  now  in  your  re-examination-in-chief,  that  most 
Kkely  you  would  not  have  objected  to  the  vote  of  Shetler  and  Lensner 
being  received  on  election  day  if  they  had  not  been  challenged ;  did 
you  not  know  that  Charles  Lippincott  had  produced  before  jou  and 
the  other  members  of  the  Board  an  oflBcial  certificate,  showing  that 
they  were  not  legal  voters  in  your  township,  and  knowing  this  do  voa 
Btili  say  that  you  would  most  likely  have  received  their  votes,  if  they 
had  not  been  challenged. 

JJns.  Have  I  said  at  any  time  in  my  examination  that  1  remem- 
bered distinctly  the  names  of  those  persons  mentioned  in  that  certifi- 
cate. (Here  counsel  read  his  evidence,  and  the  witness  says) — knowing 
that  tnese  persons  were  illegal  voters,  I  answer  most  emphatically 
that  I  should  not  have  received  their  votes.  « 

Quest.  You  said  that  you  have  resided  in  Bridgeboro  for  seven 
years  nearly — will  you.state  where  the  elections  have  been  held  since 
the  incorporation  of  Cinnaminson  as  a  township? 

^ns.  At  the  West  Chester  school  house — the  same  place  where  we 
posted  up  one  of  the  lists. 

Quest,  To  the  best  of  your  knowledge,  how  many  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  Cinnaminson  township  were  not  on  your  list  of  legistry 
this  fall  ? 

J]ns,  I  suppose  there  were  some — lam  unable  to  say  how  many; 
1  cannot  name  a  man  now,  but  suppose  there  were  as  many  as 
fifteen. 

Quest,  Out  of  this  number,  do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge 
any  that  came  to  be  registered  when  your  Board  was  not  in  session, 
and  who  was  deprived  of  his  vote  in  consequence  of  his  non-registra- 
tion, if  so  name  them  ? 

^m,  I  can -t  name  a  man  at  this  time,  I  have  no  recollection  of  any. 
(Being  re-re-examined-in-chief.) 

Quest.  Did  you  identify  Augustus  Lensner  and  John  Shetler  when 
they  came  to  vote,  as  the  persons  whose  right  to  registration  was 
objected  to,  at  the  revision  of  the  registry  list? 

Jins,  No  sir,  I  did  not.     (Being  re-recrossexamined.) 

Quest,  These  men  were  challenged  by  som^  one  as  soon  as  they 
attempted  to  vote,  were  they  not  ? 

^ns.  Certainly  they  were.

Affirmed  and  subscribed  this  3d  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1867, 
before  me.  Frank  B.  Levis,  M.  C.  C. 
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Examination  resumed  January  4th,  1867,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  at 
same  place. 

Amos  Gil)bs,  of  the  township  of  Mansfield,  a  witness  produced  on 
the  part  of  the  contestant,  aliedging  himself  to  be  conscientiously 
scrupulous  of  taking  an  oath,  and  being  duly  affirmed  according  to 
law  on  his  affirmation  saith : 

I  reside  at  Columbus,  in  Burlington  county ;  I  am  Clerk  of  Bur- 
lington county. 

Quest.  Did  you,  as  Clerk  of  Burlington  county,  receive  from  the 
Board  of  Registry  of  Cinnaminson  township,  a  copy  of  the  revised 
registry  list  for  that  township  at  any  time  between  the  first  day  of 
November  and  the  day  of  tlie  last  election  in  that  township  ? 

jins.  No.  sir,  and  during  that  time  there  was  no  such  list  tiled  in 
the  Clerk's  office.    (Being  cross  examined.)    There  was  such  a  list 
filed  ou  the  twenty-second  day  of  November  last;  there  was  one  tiled 
with  the  poll  book  on  the  Friday  after  election.     I  have  not  got* 
these  lists  with  me ;  they  are  in  my  office. 

Quest  Was  this  the  only  i^vised  list  of  any  township  in  this 
county  which  was  neglected  or  omitted  to  be  filed  in  your  office 
before  the  day  of  last  election  ?  (Objected  to,  on  the  ground  that 
the  witngss  had  not  been  examined  on  any  other  matter  than  the 
election  in  Cinnaminson  township.) 

^ns.  No,  sir. 

Quesi.  What  townships  were  they  ?    (Objected  to.) 

•>?7W.  I  don^t  know ;  1  should  think  there  were  from  six  to  eight. 

Quest.  Can  you  recall  any  of  them  to  your  recollection  ?  (Jb- 
jected  to.) 

Jins.  I  think  Lumberton  was  one. 

Quest.  Does  the  township  of  Lumberton  .give  a  democratic  or 
republican  majority,  and  about  how  much  did  it  give  this  year? 

Ans.  About  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  republican  majority. 

Quest.  What  was  the  republican  majority  in  the  legislative  dis- 
trict this  year  for  the  member  of  Assembly  elect,  of  which  Lumber- 
ton  township  forms  a  part?    (Objected  to.) 

Mns.  I  think  it  was  about  fourteen  hundred  ;  there  was  no  opposi- 
tion except  in  one  township.  (The  contestant  objects  to  all  of  the 
cross-examination  of  the  witness  having  relation  to  matters  of  elec- 
tion in  any  other  township  than  that  of  the  Second  Assembly  District 
of  Burlington  or  Cinnaminson  township.) 

Being  re-examined-in-chief— Cinnaminson  township  is  a  part  of  J;he 
Second  Assembly  District  of  Burlington  county. 

Quest.  Mr.  Cannon  has  asked  you  whether  Cinnaminson  township 
was  the  only  township  in  the  county  from  which  you  did  not  receive 
revised  registry  lists  between  the  first  day  of  November  and  the  day 
of  election  ;  was  the  lisc  filed  with  you  on  the  22d  day  of  November 
such  a  revised  registry  list  as  was  required  by  the  Registry  act,  or 
was  it  the  poll  list  as  checked  on  the  day  of  the  election  ?  (Objected 
to,  as  illegal,  because  the  witness  is  speaking  of  a  matter  of  record 
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which  could  and  ought  to  have  been  produced  here,  and  which  when 
produced  would  speak  for  itself,  and  because  the  question  is  a  judicial 
question  and  hence  not  a  competent  one  to  be  put  to  the  witness.) 

An.9.  I  think  it  was  such  a  one  as  was  required  by  the  act 

Quest.  Was  there  anything  on  the  face  of  the  list  from  which  yon 
could  tell  whether  it  was  the  check  list  kept  on  the  day  of  election, 
(Same  objection  as  before.) 

Ans,  1  don^t  know  that  I*  ever  noticed  particularly. 

Quest  Was  that  list  filed  within  the  time  required  by  the  Regisfay 
act?  (Objected  to,  on  the  ground  that  this  list  is  a  matter  of  record, 
and  being  filed,  the  time  would  appear  by  endorsement  thereon,  and 
being  in  existence  it  should  have  been  produced  here.) 

An^,  I  don^t  know,  but  I  could  never  see  anything  in  the  Registry 
act  which  required  when  the  second  list  should  be  filed. 

Being  re-cross-examined  : 

Quest,  Mr.  Gibbs,  who  were  the  inspectors  of  registry  for  XJinna- 
minson  township,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders  of 
this  county  ?  ^ 

Ans.  Jonathan  Rogers,  Job  King  and  John  T.  Pierson. 

Quest.  Did  each  of  these  inspectors  take  the  oath  required  by  the 
registry  law,  and  was  the  same  filed  in  your  oflBce,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  that  law  ?  •" 

Ans.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  so. 

Quest.  Was  a  list  of  voter?  or  registry  thereof  first  made  by  these 
inspectors  under  this  act  filed  in  your  ofiSce  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  that  law  ? 

Ans.  I  think  it  was. 

Being  re-re-examined-in-chief : 

Quest.  Was  there  a  certificate  of  the  officers  of  registry  attached 
to  the  list  filed  for  Cinnaminson  township  with  you  on  the  22d  of 
November.    ^Objected  to.) 

Atis.  I  don  t  know.

John  Parsons,  of  the  township  of  Cinnaminson,  a  witness  produced 
on  the  part  of  the  contestant,  being  duly  sworn  according  to  law  on 
his  oath,  saith— 1  reside  at  Progress, in  Cinnaminson  township;  1  am 
a  maker  of  edge  tools,  and  a  qualified  voter  of  that  township ;  I  yoted 
at  the  last  election  in  that  township. 

Quest.  Please  state  the  facts  connected  with  your  efforts  to  find  the 
Board  of  Registry  for  that  township  on  the  days  they  advertised  to 
mi  to  make  out  the  registry  list  ? 

Ans.  I  went  from  Progress  to  the  school  house  according  to  the 
placard  stating  that  was  the  place  of  Registry,  I  went  there  on  the 
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sixteenth  day  of  October,  thinking  that  was  the  place ;  I  went  there 
between  three  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  I  found  no  one  there ; 
a  man  by  the  name  of  Christopher  Clinker  went  with  me,  we  stopped 
there  considerable  time  and  then  I  made  inquiry  if  the  Registers  had 
been  there  that  day,  and  was  told  that  they  had  been  there  and  gone  ; 
did  not  know  where  they  had  gone  to ;  I  left  the  school  house  a  little 
after  four  o'clock,  and  went  to  Progress,  Christopher  Clinker  was  with 
me  until  we  returned  to  Progress ;  we  (that  is  Clinker  and  myselt) 
both  went  the  next  day  to  the  school  house,  got  there  a  little  after 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  Registers  were  not  there,  and  we 
staid  around  the  school  house  about  two  hours,  we  then  walked  to 
Fairview  and  came  back  again,  we  stopped  a'^ound  there  till  quarter- 
past  twelve,  as  near  as  1  could  tell ;  the. Registers  had  not  come  then, 
and  we  went  to  Progress  and  took  our  dinners ;  West  Chester  school 
house  js  about  two  miles  from  Progress ;  after  dinner  we  then  went 
back  again  to  the  school  house  and  stopped  there  until  after  threo- 
o'clock,  and  the  Registers  had  not  come  then  ;  we  were  about  to  go 
home,  when  James  Gorrell  came  up,  and  he  asked  me  if  the  Regis- 
ters-had not  been  there;  I  told  him  they  had  not;  Mr.  Gorrell  said 
let  us  go  to  Bridgeboro,  we  went  to  Bridgeboro,  there  we  found 
the  Registers,  and  we  wanted  to  know  why  they  were  not  at  the 
school  house ;  Jonathan  Rogers  said  we  adjourned,  I  said  there  ought 
to  have  been  a  notice  to  that  effect;  John  T.  Pierson  said  he  had 
spoken  of  that,  but  it  had  been  neglected ;  we  found  when  we  got 
there  that  we  had  been  registered  ;  there  was  no  notice  at  the  school 
house  where  the  Board  could  be  found  the  second  day;  whilst  we 
were  there  at  the  school  house  on  the  sixteenth  of  October,  other 
citizens  from  the  township  came  there  besides  Mr.  Clinker;  one  was 
Mr.  Toy  from  Palmyra,  there  was  a  young  man  with  him  which  he 
had  brought  to  be  registered  ;  I  don't  know  the  young  man's  name, 
the  time  they  were  there  might  have  been  about  quarter  after  five 
o'clock,  Mr.  Toy  and  the  young  man  left  at  the  sanje  time  we  did. 

Being  cross-examined : 

I  did  not  carry  a  watch  with  me,  I  only  judge  of  the  time  from  the 
time  we  were  walking  there  from  Progress ;  we  left  Progress  about 
three  o'clock,  I  did  not  look  at  any  clock  or  watch  before  leaving 
Progress;  I  don't  think  it  might  have  been  half  past  three  o'clock 
when  we  left  Progress ;  I  don't  know  why  it  might  not  have  been  half- 
past  three  except  that  I  waited  there  for  Mr.  Clinker;  I  don't  know 
for  certain  that  Mr.  Clinker  came  up  in  the  two  o'clock  line,  I  have 
no  other  reasons ;  I  don't  know  that  Mr.  Clinker  came  from  Phila- 
delphia that  afternoon  ;  more  than  what  he  told  me ;  the  two  o'clock 
line  fi-om  Philadelphia  never  stops  at  Progress;  the  lines  that  leave 
later  in  the  afternoon  do  stop ;  when  we  arrived  we  went  directly  to 
the  school  house,  I  should  imagine  it  took  us  very  near  a  half  hour 
to  walk  there,  we  walked  very  fast,  when  we  got  there  it  was  not 
near  sundown  ;  my  whole  evidesce  as  to  time  is  a  matter  of  conjecture 
and  not  of  certainty. 
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Quest.  If  I  understood  you  correctly  when  you  and  Clinker  foond 
the  board  on  the  next  day  at  Bridgeboro,  that  being  the  seventeenth 
day  of  October,  you  found  that  each  of  your  names  had  been  already 
entered  upon  the  registry  list  as  duly  qualified  voters  of  the  township 
of  Cinnaminson ;  is  this  correct  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir ;  I  had  been  a  qualified  voter  of  that  township  for 
some  years  prior  to  last  year. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  that  Clinker  was  a  qualified  voter  of  that 
township  before  this  ? 

jins.  He  was  not  then  a  qualified  voter  because  he  had  not  his  sec- 
ond papers ;  he  did  not  vote  at  the  election ;  he  did  not  present 
himself  to  vote  that  I  know,  he  told  me  he  would  not  go;  I  took  so 
much  pains  to  have  Clinker's  name  registered  because  he  said  ne 
would  get  his  second  papers  before  the  day  of  election,  but  he  told 
me  he  did  not  get  them ;  Pierson  said  that  the  notice  had  been 
neglected. 

Being  re-examined-inchief : 

There  was  a  train  of  cars  that  left  Philadelphia  on  the  sixteenth 
day  of  October  last  at  twelve  o'clock,  M.,  it  generally  stops  at  Pro- 
gress at  half-past  one  o'clock  P.  M. ;  If  M.  Clinker  had  left  Phila- 
delphia in  this  train  at  twelve  o'clock  he  would  have  reached  Pro- 
gress at  half-past  one  o'clock. 

Quest.  How  nearly  correct  are  the  hours  named  in  your  examina- 
tion and  cross-examination  ? 

Ans.  They  are  as  nearly  correct  as  I  can  judge;  I  should  think 
Bridgeboro  was  about  two  miles  from  West  Chester  school  house; 
Mr.  Clinker  had  been  in  the  army  and  served  in  the  same  brigade 
with  myself;  in  referring  to  his  first  papers  I  meant  his  discharge. 

Being  re-cross-examined : 

I  did  not  see  Clinker  arrive  at  Progress  in  the  line  leaving  Phila- 
delphia at  12  o'clock  that  day;  I  imagine  I  met  Clinker  about  half- 
past  2  o'clock  on  that  day;  it  might  have  been  more  than  that. 

Quest.  Did  you  on  the  sixteenth  or  seventeenth  of  October,  whilst 
at  the  place  of  registry,  see  any  other  persons  come  there  besides 
those  you  have  mentioned  ? 

j3ns.  No,  sir. 

Being  re-re-examined  in  chief — I  have  seen  the  discharge  papers 
of  Mr.  Clinker;  he  showed  them  to  me;  I  did  not  read  it 

Being  re-re-cross-examined — I  am  a  republican,  and  I  voted  that 
ticket  on  the  day  of  election.

Frank  B.  Levis,  M.  C.  C. 
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Darlinf^  ConroWy  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  contestant, 
alle^nj^  himself  to  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking  an  oath, 
and  beinj^  duly  affirmed  according  to  law,  on  his  affirmation,  gaith : 

I  reside  in  Cinnaminson  township,  Burlington  county ;  I  am  a 
farmer,  and  a  qualified  voter  of  the  township,  and  voted  at  the  last 
election  in  that  township ;  I  was  at  the  polls  on  election  day  from  the 
time  of  opening  the  polls  until  they  were  nearly  done  counting  oflF; 
whilst  there  I  saw  the  votes  of  persons  received  who  were  not  regis- 
tered, and  whose  names  were  entered  on  the  lists  that  day ;  about  the 
first  I  noticed  of  those  that  w<^re  not  registered,  was  a  man  from 
Palmyra ;  I  think  he  said  his  name  was  Lehman,  or  some  such  name,  a 
stranger  to  me ;  his  vote  was  refused,  and  he  went  away  without  saying 
much  about  it;  the  next  one  I  think  that  did  not  appear  on  that  register 
was  William  Shade;  his  name  did  not  appear  on  the  registry  in  full, 
as  he  spells  it,  that  is,  the  one  they  checked  off;  it  might  have  been 
on  the  other;  the  name  there  was  spelled  •*  Shey;^'  they  did  not  check 
that  name  off  for  William  Shade,  but  wrote  his  name  dov'n  with  a  lead 
pencil  when  he  voted,  that  is,  on  the  registry.  I  think  the  next  one 
that  come  was  Conrad  Windish,  that  was  not  registered,  and  there 
was  quite  a  talk  whether  his  vote  should  be  received  or  not;  he 
thought  he  ought  to  vote,  and  before  it  was  finally  settled,  if  I  remem- 
ber aright,  J.  Haines  Lippincott  came  up,  and  both  votes  were  taken 
then ;  there  were  several  others  through  the  day ;  I  cannot  tell  from 
personal  examination,  who,  and  how  many  voted  whose  names  were 
not  on  the  registry  lists;  I  know  there  were  several  others;  one  was 
Charles  Hall,  Samuel  IIu.)!)s,  Thomas  Lowden,  Marlin  H.  Pike;  I 
don't  know  that  I  can  remember  any  more,  "  Pike  "  was  on  the  regis- 
try list;  I  rather  think  Pikers  vote  was  challenged;  J.  Haines 
Lippincott's  vote  was  challenged  I  remember ;  frequently  during  the 
day,  I  saw  ballots  dropped  into  the  box  before  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons voting  were  checked  off,  or  before  their  names  were  found  on 
these  lists  and  checked  off.;  I  frequently  called  Jonathan  Rogers' 
attention  to  it;  Jonathan  Rogers  during  most  of  the  day  was  member 
of  the  board  who  was  receiving  and  depositing  the  votes  in  the  ballot 
box;  1  remember  in  one  instance  of  calling  the  attiention  of  the 
register  checking  the  names  on  the  list  to  the  fact,  they  had  missed 
checking  off;  several  other  votes  had  been  received  before  the  cor- 
rection was  made ;  I  do  not  remember  the  name  of  the  person ;  at 
one  time  during  the  day,  Josiah  Venable  came  into  the  house,  and 
according  to  the  request  he  made  of  me  a  few  days  before,  to  give 
him  a  ticket  when  he  came,  I  went  to  him  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
him  a  ticket  as  he  approached  and  was  near  the  polls,  and  the  men 
that  were  along  with  him  forbid  me  coming  near  him  and  givini^  him 
a  ticket;  they  made  a  good  many  threats  as  to  what  they  would  do  if 
I  handed  him  a  ticket;  but  before  he  voted  he  went  out  of  doors; 
he  appeared  to  be  out  of  l.umor  with  the  men  who  were  pulling  him 
up  to  the  ballot  box;  after  a  few  minutes  he  came  in,  went  up  and 
voted ;  Mr.  Venable  is  afflicted  with  deafness,  very  hard  of  hearing, 
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and  cannot  read  or  write  a  word ;  as  I  approached  him  to  give  him  a 
ticket,  they  were  pulling  Inm  along  to  the  polls;  two  or  three  <rf 
them  had  hold  of  him ;  he  resisted,  and  when  he  got  as  far  as  the 
store,  h*e  squared  ofl*  and  said,  *'  if  jou  don^t  let  go  of  me,  I  will 
knock  you  down;"  Venable  is  something  over  fifty  years  of  age,  I 
think  ;  at  this  time  there  were  a  good  many  around  the  box,  it  oc- 
curred in  the  room  where  the  election  was  held,  not  more  than  ten 
or  twelve  fcQt  from  the  polls ;  I  was  frequently  threatened  (when  I 
challenged  any  one)  with  personal  violence :  one  of  the  Board  called 
"order."  several  times;  I  was  present  when  Edward  Taylor  came  in 
along  with  a  man  by  the  name  of  Earlin ;  he  was  coming  along  up 
the  aisle  near  the  stove  where  the  passage  was  narrow,  there  was  & 
man  standing  in  his  way,  and  Taylor  asked  him  if  he  would  stand 
aside:  the  name  of  the  man  was  Robert  M.  Brock;  Edward  under- 
took to  push  to  get  by,  which  he  had  to  do,  and  Brock  insulted  him 
as  much  as  he  could  by  talking,  I  think ;  not  one  word  was  said  by 
any  of  the  election  officers  about  this,  that  I  heard ;  the  votes  of 
Windish  and  Haines  Lippincott  were  both  received ;  I  don't  think 
any  votes  after  this  were  refused  offered  by  persons  who  were  not  on 
the  registry,  and  who  were  otherwise  entitled  to  a  vote  whilst  I  was 
present;  I  was  present  part  of  the  day  on  which  the  Board  met  for 
revision,  November  1st,  a  little  while  in  the  morning  and  evening; 
there  were  several  names  appeared  on  the  registry,  that  we  did  not 
know  where  they  lived  or  who  they  were ;  we,  that  is,  Charles  Lip- 
pincott, James  Gorrell  and  myself,  who  were  there  together,  asked 
"^ho  they  were,  and  where  they  lived,  and  whether  they  were  resi- 
dents of  the  township  or  not;  and  some  of  those  the  Board  of  Regia- 
trj  did  not  appear  to  know,  either  who  they  were  or  where  they 
lived ;  I  should  suppose  that  there  was  not  less  than  ten  or  a  dozen 
of  such  names ;  I  don't  remember  any  one  particularly  abusing  John 
T.  Pierson,  one  of  the  Registry  Officers  on  the  day  of  election :  I 
don't  think  it  was  within  his  hearing;  1  was  present  after  the  polls 
closed  on  that  day,  when  a  disturbance  occurred  at  the  polls :  there 
were  two  uien  that  I  saw  rush  in  with  tickets  in  their  hands  and  say, 
"take  our  votes  we  are  in  time,  it  is  not  sunset  yet;"  the  Clerk,  Clay- 
ton Conrow,  told  them  the  polls  were  closed,  and  it  was  too  late; 
then  there  was  a  great  cry  outside  from  the  crowd  to  put  the  tickets 
in,  there  was  a  rush  made,  and  Charles  Parry  got  up  and  said,  "  it  is 
not  sunset  yet,"  and  put  the  tickets  in,  and  Clayton  Conrow  said  be 
could  not,  it  was  too  late,  they  had  closed  the  polls,  and  had  written 
under  the  list  ready  to  sign  their  names. 

Being  cross-examined : — I  did  not  know  any  qualified  voter  of  our 
township,  on  the  day  of  the  last  election,  by  the  name  of  William 
Shey ;  I  do  not  know  that  this  name  was  spelled  the  same  on  all  the 
lists,  but  heard  it  was  not;  I  think  this  name,  "  William  Shey."  was 
intended  for  the  name  "  William  Shade,"  most  likely ;  he  was  a  qu  il- 
ified  voter  of  that  township,  and  he  did  vote ;  the  name  William 
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Shade,  as  made  on  the  registry  list  with  pencil,  was  made  as  others 
were  made  on  that  day ;  it  was  made  on  the  list  that  was  sent  to 
Mount  Holly,  the  one  that  was  checked  off  on ;  I  am  not  acquainted 
with  Conrad  Windish;  he  lives  on  a  little  ftirm  which,  I  believe,  he 
owns;  I  don't  know  how  long  he  has  lived  there;  he  is  a  German ;  I 
don^t  know  but  that  he  is  a  qualified  voter,  but  he  was  not  registered ; 
J.  Haines  Lippincott  is  a  son  of  Asa  Lippincott,  and  I  should  judge 
he  was  not  in  any  particular  business;  he  is  in  ill  health;  1  think 
that  the  vote  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott  was  first  taken,  and  the  vote  of 
Windish  immediately  after;  the  first  unregistered  vote  was  that  of  J. 
Haines  Lippincott,  if  you  don't  count  that  of  WHliam  Shade,  and  if 
you  count  J.  Haines  Lippincott  as  not  being  registered. 

Quest,  Do  you  know  what  J.  Haines  Lippincott's  political  prefer- 
ences are,  or  what  side  he  is  repuied  to  be  on  in  politics?  (Objected 
to  on  the  ground  of  being  totally  irrelevant  to  any  matter  in  the  ex- 
amination-in-chief, and  as  having  no  relation  to  the  subject  matter 
embraced  in  Ihe  notice  of  contestant.) 

Ans.  He  is  a  republican,  I  suppose,  without  any  doubt. 

Quest,  Do  you  know  what  Conrad  Windish  is  reported  to  be  in 
politics?    (Objected  to.) 

A?i^.  I  should  suppose,  from  his  associations  on  that  day,  that  he 
was  a  democrat. 

Ques,  After  J.  Haines  Lippincott's  vote  was  admitted,  did  not 
those  there  present  representing  the  democratic  party  insist  that,  for 
the  sake  of  fair  play,  or  to  make  things  even,  or  square,  Windish's 
vote  should  be  allowed?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  don't  remember  anything  of  that  kind ;  they  said  that  if 
they  put  in  J.  Haines  Lippincott,  they  should  also  Marlin  H.  Pike,  as 
they  were  both  put  on  the  same  day :  they  said  one  had  the  same 
right  as  the  other,  as  they  were  both  registered  without  being  present ; 
I  said  to  Clayton  Conrow,  the  Clerk,  after  Windish  voted,  I  did  not 
think  it  was  fair  to  send  this  man  Lehman  home,  and  then  let  Wind- 
ish and  others  vote.  He  said,  **  you  had  better  send  for  him  to  come 
back ;  there  is  time  enough  yet." 

i^uest.  What  is  the  politics  of  Marlin  H.  Pike  ?  (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  1  am  not  acquainted  with  him,  and  suppose,  from  their  want- 
ing to  put  him  against  J.  Haines  Lippincott,  that  he  is  a  democrat. 

Qibest,  If  I  understand  you  correctly,  J.  Haines  Lippincott's  name 
was  placed  on  the  registry  list  on  the  first  day  of  November,  without 
his  being  personally  present ;  I  now  ask  you  if  there  was  any  pressing 
demands  made  for  any  persons  to  be  allowed  to  vote  who  were  un- 
registered, until  after  J.  Haines  Lippincott's  vote  was  admitted? 

Ans,  Yes,  there  were  some  very  strong  demands  made. 

Quest,  Were  these  strong  demands,  in  any  one  case,  acceded  to  by 
the  registers ;  and,  if  so,  state  who  voted  that  were  not  registered 
i)efore  J.  Haines  Lippincott's  vote  was  admitted. 

Ans,  It  was  acceded  to  in  the  case  of  William  Shade,  none  other. 

Quest.  And  yet,  if  1  understand  you  correctly,  the  name  of  William 
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Shey,  on  one  of  the  lists  which  you  say,  was,  in  your  opinion,  intended 
for  this  very  William  Shade;  am  I  rij^ht? 

Arts.  In  the  opinion  of  the  registers  it  was  not,  or  else  they  wonld 
not  have  written  it  down  in  lead  pencil.  (This  answer  objected  teas 
not  being  responsive  to  the  question.) 

Qtiest,  The  above  question  repeated,  and  the  witness  requested  to 
answer  it  specifically. 

Ans,  In  my  opinion  it  was  intended  for  him. 

Quest.  Who  were  present  when  J.  Haines  Li ppincott  presented  his 
vote,  advocated  or  argued  in  favor  of  his  right  to  a  vote  ?  Name  these 
as  far  as  you  can  repollect.     (Objected  to  as  irrelevant) 

Ans.  There  was  but  very  little  said  about  it,  as  I  remember ;  it  was 
talked  about  before. 

Quest  Was  there,  or  was  there  not,  considerable  controversy  upon 
that  occasion  in  reference  to  his  right  to  vote? 

Am,  At  the  time  he  offered  his  vote  but  very  little  was  said,  if  I 
remember  aright;  he  was  challenged,  and  it  was  soon  withdrawn. 

QiLcst.  Did  not  HeulingsLippincotturge  strongly  before  the  regis- 
ters the  claims  of  Haines  Lippincott  to  vote  ? 

Avs,  I  don't  remember  that  he  did. 
Quest,  Do  you  know  of  any  democrats  who  advocated  it?    If  so, 
name  them.    ^Objected  to.) 

Ans,  I  donH  know  of  any. 

Quest,  Were  there  any  ballots,  during  election  day,  of  persons  who 
were  not  legally  qualified  voters,  dropped  into  the  ballot  box  before 
their  names  were  checked?  If  so,  please  name  them. 

Ans.  I  don't  know  of  any  that  were  illegal. 

Quest,  After  these  ballots  were  dropped  in,  without  being  firal 
checked,  were  their  names  afterwards  checked  on  the  list? 

Ans,  I  don't  know  but  what  they  all  were. 

Quest.  You  say  that  you  remember  one  instance  in  which  you  called 
the  attention  of  the  register  checking  tlic  same,  to  the  fact  of  his  hav- 
ing  missed  checking  his  name  off;  if  yon  remember  this  fact  so  dis- 
tinctly, how  does  it  come  that  you  don't  remember  the  name  of  the 
pei'son  ? 

Ans.  I  never  expected  to  be  called  on,  and  I  took  no  particular 
notice  of  it ;  his  name  was  subsequently  checked. 

Quest,  Was  not  Josiah  Venable  coming  up  to  the  polls  peaceably 
to  vote  when  you  interfered  with  him,  and  wanted  him  to  take  a 
ticket  from  you  ? 

Ans,  He  was  coming  in  peaceably,  and  I  handed  him  a  ticket,  ac- 
cording to  agreement,  and  that  made  the  fuss ;  I  made  no  fuss  with 
him. 

Quest,  What  was  that  agreement  made  with  Venable  that  job 
have  named  ? 

Ans,  As  he  can't  read  or  write  at  all,  he  requested  me  to  givt 
him  a  ticket,  and  be  would  vote  no  other  ticket  than  the  one  I  shoold 
give  him. 
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Quest  Did  he  vote  the  ticket  that  you  gave  ? 
jSns.  I  cannot  tell ;  there  was  no  diflBculty  when  he  did  vote ;  I 
md  nothing  to  him  then  or  since  about  elections ;  he  was  not  in- 
toxicated at  the  time ;  the  threats  that  were  made  did  not  deter  me 
from  handing  him  a  ticket;  the  threats  made  did  not  frighten  or 
5care  me ;  he  was  not  pulled  up  to  the  ballot  box  when  he  voted  ;  I 
will  say  on  my  affirmation,  that  John  T.  Pierson,  one  of  the  judges, 
heard  and  saw  this  contest  for  Venable's  vote ;  he  did  not  say  or  do 
anything ;  this  occurred  some  twelve  or  fifteen  feet  from  where  the 
judges  sat  receiving  the  votes. 

Quest,  Was  any  personal  actual  violence  inflicted  upon  you  during 
the  day  of  election  ? 
^ns.  No,  but  there  were  a  good  many  threats  made. 
Quest  Do  you  know  of  any  legally  qualified  or  registered  voters 
in  that  township  being  deterred  or  prevented  from  depositing  their 
votes  that  day  by  personal  violence,  or  threats  thereof:  if  so,  please 
name  them  ? 

jins.  No,  1  don^t  know  of  anybody  but  what  voted  that  wished  to, 
but  1  do  know  that  there  would  have  been  a  few  more  challenged 
if  it  had  not  of  been  for  this  fuss;  I  cannot  tell  whether  these  chal- 
lenges would  have  been  successful  or  not. 
Quest  Do  you  know  Solomon  Silberman  ? 
Jins.  Yes. 

Quest  Did  you  not,  when  Solomon  Silberman  was  on  his  way  to 
the  polls,  attempt  to  take  his  ticket  from  his  hand  ? 
j?iw.  1  did  not. 

Qtiest  What  did  you  do  when  Solomon  Silberman  was  approach- 
ing the  polls  to  vote,  in  reference  to  his  voting? 

^ns.  On  the  evening  before  1  saw  him  at  Progress ;  he  asked  me 
if  I  would  not  come  and  take  him  up  to  the  polls  next  day  about  nine 
o'clock ;  I  told  him  that  I  would  be  engaeed  at  the  school  house 
about  that  time,  but  that  my  team  would  be  down  there  several  times 
through  the  day,  and  that  would  bring  him  up;  as  soon  as  he  came 
in  the  door  of  the  school  house  (he  being  blind  his  wife  was  with 
him),  and  she  beckoned  to  me;  I  went  to  meet  them,  and  she  handed 
me  a  ticket,  and  said,  <*  I  expect  this  is  all  right,  for  Bechtold  give  it 
to  us;"  I  looked  at  the  heading  of  it  and  gave  it  back  to  her;  she 
handed  it  to  me,  and  1  took  it  in  my  hand;  there  was  a  little  row 
about  this ;  there  was  two  rows  then,  caused  by  my  attempting  ta 
give  or  look  at  person's  tickets;  did  not  hear  Edward  Taylor  say 
anything  to  Brock,  except  "  to  let  me  go  by ;"  he  wanted  to  go  to  the 
polls;  Brock  did  not  prevent  him  going  by  him;  Taylor  could  not 
have  voted  from  where  he  stood ;  he  could  not  have  reached  Jona- 
than Rogers  unless  Rogers  came  to  meet  him ;  when  Brock  gave  way, 
Tajlor  voted  immediately;  Edward  asked  him  if  he  would  not  stand 
one  side  and  let  him  pass;  Brock  said  "  no,  I  will  never  turn  out  for 
an  aristocrat,  but  if  you  were  a  poor  man,  I  would  turn  out  for  you/* 
and  Brock  pushed  against  him  as  he  went  by,  and  shoved  him  witb

his  elbow — and  much  more  was  said — ^it  was  nothing  serious;  I 
can't  say  whether  the  election  oflBcers  heard  this  or  not:  I  nev^ 
asked  them ;  I  suppose  these  combatants  were  some  eight  or  ten  feet 
from  the  ballot  box. 

Quest,  You  have  said  in  your  examination-in-chief  that  there  were 
several  names  which  appeared  on  the  registry,  and  you  did  not  know 
where  they  lived  ;  did  these  persons  vote  at  the  election,  and  if  so 
were  they,  or  were  they  not  entitled  to  vote? 

^ns.  Some  of  them  did  not  vote;  I  don't  know  whether  any  did 
or  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  know,  of  your  own  knowledge,  of  any  illegal  votes 
being  cast  in  Cinnaminson  township  at  the  last  election,  and  if  so, 
specify  them? 

^ns.  I  can't  say  that  there  were  any,  of  my  own  knowledge,  but  I 
am  satisfied  that  there  were. 

Quest.  Name  such  as  you  are  satisfied  were  illegal  voters  ? 

Jins.  I  can  name  one ;  his  name  is  Henry  Senthline,  they  say ; 
he  is  a  stranger  to  me. 

Qtiest.  Would  the  reception  of  this  illegal  vote  have  changed  the 
result  of  the  election  for  member  of  the  Assembly  in  the  Second  As- 
fjembly  District? 

jJtw.  No,  it  would  not  have  changed  it;  I  don't  know  how  he 
voted. 

Quest.  You  have  spoken  of  Clayton  Conrow  having  told  persons, 
after  the  polls  were  closed  in  your  township,  that  it  was  too  late  fiw 
them  to  vote ;  is  he  a  relative  of  yours,  and  are  you  and  he  Of  the 
same  political  faith.    (Objected  to.) 

Jl?is.  He  is  a  relative  of  mine ;  he  professes  to  be  a  democrat,  and 
is  one,  I  believe ;  when  he  said  what  he  did,  the  persons  clamoring 
subsided  and  acquiesced  in  what  he  said,  they  found  they  could  not 
vote,  and  gave  it  up. 

Being  re-examined-in-chief — I  am  never  afraid  when  I  am  in  the 
right  track. 

Quest.  Whilst  you  were  there  at  the  polls  in  attendance  on  that 
day,  were  attempts  made  to  assault  you  by  any  body,  and  if  so,  what 
are  the  facts  ? 

^ns.  At  two  different  times  I  was,  by  different  persons ;  I  think 
one  of  them  would  have  struck  me  if  he  had  not  been  held  back ;  the 
other  was  a  drunken  fellow,  making  a  great  deal  of  noise,  and  doni 
know  whether  he  would  have  struck  me  or  not ;  I  should  suppose 
from  the  way  they  acted  that  they  were  both  drunk  ;  the  registers  of 
election  could  not  help  seeing  this,  but  did  not  interfere  to  protect 
me ;  one  of  the  officers,  John  T.  Pierson,  has  told  me  that  he  wo^d 
have  interfered  if  he  had  known  he  had  the  power;  one  of  these  per- 
sons was  William  Rush  Wallace,  and  in  the  other  instance,  it  wis 
Charles  Anderson's  two  sons ;  I  mean  to  say  that  I  was  threatened 
by  three  persons  at  two  different  times. 
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Bcin^  rc-croBs-examined. 

Qitest,  Did  not  Jonathan  Rogers,  the  chairman  of  the  board,  when 
thi8  difiSculty  took  place  in  the  room,  call  this  person  to  order? 

Ans.  I  did  not  hear  him  say  a  word  like  it,  and  did  not  know  that 
he  was  chairman  of  the  board. 

Quest,  How  near  did  these  three  belligerents  approach  you  when 
they  attempted  to  make  this  assault? 

Ans.  One  of  the  Anderson's  had  me  by  the  coat,  and  said  he  was 
going  to  pull  me  out,  but  1  did  not  pay  much  attention  to  him ;  Wal- 
lace was  about  three  or  four  feet  from  me — he  tried  to  reach  me,  but 
they  held  him  back,  and  Charles  Wallace  advised  me  to  try  and  keep 
out  of  his  way  as  I  was  going  home ;  I  was  not  frightened  much ;  one 
of  these  Andersons  1  suppose  was  near  twenty-one  years  of  age ;  I 
don't  think  he  voted ;  the  other  was  older. 

Quest  In  consequence  of  these  assaults,  were  any  legal  voters  of 
that  township,  on  that  day  frightened  from  or  debarred  from  deposit- 
ing their  votes  ? 

Ans.  I  don't  suppose  there  was ;  I  think  all  voted  who  wished  to. 

Being  re-re-examined-in  chief. 

Quest.  Were  those  attempts  at  assault  on  you  such  as  were  cdcU" 
lated  to  intimidate  a  less  resolute  man  than  yourself? 

Ans.  I  don't  think  I  can  answer  that  question. 

Quest.  What  is  your  weight? 

Ans.  About  four  or  five  days  ago  I  weighed  about  two  hundred  and 
fifteen  pounds.

AflBrmed  and  subscribed  this  fourth  day  of  January,  A.  D.,  1867, 
before  me.  F.  B.  Levis,  M.  C.  C. 

One  of  the  printed  notices  issued  by  the  inspectors  of  registry  and 
elections  for  Ginnaminson  township,  dated  September  21,  1S66, 
referred  to  in  deposition  of  Charles  Lippincott  and  others  is  here 
offered  in  evidence,  and  marked  Exhibit  C,  ex  parte  contestant. 

The  certificate  from  under  the  seal  of  the  Clerk  of  Csjpden  county, 
dated  October  31,  1866,  referred  to  in  the  deposition  of  Charles 
Lippincott  and  others,  is  here  offered  in  evidence,  and  marked 
Exhibit  />,  ex  parte  contestant. 

Examination  resumed,  January  17th,  A.  D.,  1867,  at  the  house  of 
George  Higbee,  in  Burlington,  (Thursday),  at  two  o'clock,  P.  M. 

James  S.  Gorrell,  of  the  township  of  Ginnaminson,  Burlington 
county,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  contestant,  being  duly 
sworn  according  to  law,  on  his  oath  saith : 

I  reside  in  Ginnaminson  township,  Burlington  county ;  I  went  to 
the  Westchester  school  house,  on  the  seventh  day  of  October  last,  to ' 
8ee  if  I  was  registered ;  and  also  to  see  if  others  were  registered ;  I 
did  not  on  that  day  find  the  registers  there.    I  went  from  there  to 
64 
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Bridfi^eboro,  and  found  the  registers  there,  at  John  T.  Picrson^s;  at 
the  time  1  was  at  the  school  house,  John  Parsons  was  there,  a*i 
another  man  named  Clinker,  I  think;  this  was  in  tlie  afternocm: 
when  I  found  the  registers,  at  Bridgeboro,  I  asked  them  why  tbej 
were  not  at  the  school  house ;  they  said,  I  think,  that  they  had  got 
through,  or  words  to  that  cflfect,  and  they  did  not  consider  it  nece?- 
8ary  for  them  to  sit  there  that  day ;  I  saw  notices  setting  forth  where 
the  registers  would  meet;  oae  was  posted  at  the  Station  House  at 
Riverton,  and  one  in  the  store  at  Westfield. 

Quest,  Did  you,  or  did  you  not,  on  the  day  of  the  general  electioB, 
in  Kovember  last,  see  any  ballots  dropped  into  the  ballot  box  before 
the  names  of  the  persons  voting  were  found  and  checked  off  a 
the  list  ? 

Jim,  Yes ;  I  saw  ballots  dropped  before  John  Pierson  had  checked 
the  name;  Pierson  was  one  of  the  inspectors  of  election:  Icannoi 
say  how  frequently  this  occurred;  I  don't  recollect  of  offering anj 
remonstrance  to  this. 

Quest,  Do  you  know  of  any  persons  of  Cinnaminson  township,  who 
voted  at  the  last  election  without  being  registered  before  election  day! 

Jins,  I  know  there  were  some,  I  cannot  state  how  many ;  I  cooM 
not  say  that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  disturbance  on  election  day 
that  came  under  my  notice,  that  I  saw;  there  was  some  over  Josiah 
Venable's  vote-,  that  is  about  all  that  I  did  see;  there  was  some  afle: 
the  polls  closed. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Cannon : — I  don't  recollect  what  day  cf 
the  week  the  seventeenth  day  of  October  last  came  on;  it  was  the 
second  day  of  the  registry. 

Quest,  You  say  you  went  on  that  day  to  the  school  house  to  sec  if 
you  and  some  others  were  on  the  registry;  who  were  these  perscDS^ 

Arts,  John  W.  Anderson  was  one,  Josiah  Con  row,  Joseph  Dam 
Reuben  Wilberham,  John  R.  Gorrell,  ray  father,  and  my  hroti«f 
Robert  M.  Gorrell ;  there  was  one  other,  but  I  forget  his  name. 

Qvest.  Did  any  of  these  persons  you  have  just  named  accompanj 
you  to  the  school  house  on  that  day  ? 

Arts,  No  sir. 

Quest.  WhA  you  found  the  registers  of  election,  on  that  day,  dii 
you  find  that  you  and  those  whom  you  have  juet  named  had  beea 
placed  on  the  registry  list,  and  if  not,  name  those  whose  names  were 
not  down  on  it. 

Ans,  I  think  those  whose  names  I  have  given,  as  well  as  my  o»\ 
were  all  registered  ;  the  party  whose  name  I  have  forgotten  wasw'J 
restored,  and  would  not  go  to  be  registered;  I  sent  him  vordtto* 
he  was  not  registered,  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  him  to g< 
personally  ;  I  believe  he  did  not  go.  , 

Quest.  You  said  a.  man  named  John  Parsons,  and  a  man  f»^ 
Clinker  were  at  the  school  house  when  you  got  there;  did  they g* 
^th  you  to  Bridgeboro,  and  were  their  names  fonad  on  the  rqps*'? 
\\^t  when  you  got  there  ? 
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JIns,  They  went  with  me,  and  I  think  they  were  both  registered  ;  I 
know  Parsons  was;  I  am  positive  Parsons  was;  I  don't  know  that  I 
addressed  my  questions  to  any  of  the  Board  in  particular;  1  am  a 
little  too  fast;  I  saw  John  'i'.  Picrson  first  and  asked  )iim  why  they 
were  not  at  the  school  house;  he  replied  that  they  thought  they  hatf 
got  through  their  duties  there;  I-then  asked  the  other  two  register^ 
the  same  question,  and  they  answered  with  like  import,  I  think  all 
three  of  them  gave  it  as  their  opinicm  that  they  were  not  bound  ta 
sit  tl.ere  the  second  day,  that  they  did^not  deem  it  necessary,  as  they 
thought  they  had  concluded  their  duties  down  there. 

Quest,  Do  you  know  of  any  persons  except  yourself,  John  Parson* 
and  Clinker,  who  went  to  the  school  house  on  the  seventeenth  of 
October  last,  to  be  registered?    If  so,  name  them. 

Ans.  I  don't  know  of  any,  from  my  personal  knowledge ;  the  star 
tion  house  at  Riverton,  and  the  store  at  Westfield,  were  two  as  publio 
places  as  there  were  in  the  township ;  I  think  I  saw  one  of  the  noticesr 
at  Pierson's  store,  at  Bridgcboro,  but  am  not  positive ;  I  do  not  know 
of  my  own  knowledge  of  any  of  these  notices  being  posted  at  other 
places  in  the  township  except  those  I  have  named. 

Quest.  You  have  said  that  on  election  day  you  saw  ballots  dropped 
into  the  box,  before  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  were  found,  and 
checked  off  on  the  list ;  were  either  of  the  votes  so  offered  challengedi 
or  were  they  offered  by  persons  who  were  not  qualified  and  legal 
voters  in  Cinnaminson? 

Jtns.  I  can't  say  as  to  that,  I  don't  recollect  whether  they  wer^ 
challei^ged  or  not;  I  cannot  say  whether  they  were  qualified  voters 
or  not. 

Quest,  G  i  ve  us  the  names  of  the  persons  whose  ballots  were  dropped' 
into  the  box  before  their  names  were  found  and  checked  ? 

Jlns,  I  cannot  do  that. 

Quest,  Grive  us  the  names  of  as  many  persons  as  you  can  who  voted 
in  Cinnaminson  on  the  day  of  the  last  November  election  whose  name9 
were  not  previously  registered  ? 

jins,  I  don't  know  that,  I  cannot  recollect  them  now. 

Quest,  Were  some  of  these  persons  who  were  thus  allowed  to  voto 
on  that  day  adherents  of  both  of  the  political  parties  of  the  day  t 
(Objected  to.)  * 

Ans,  I  cannot  say. 

Quest.  Were  any  of  these  persons  republicans?    (Objected  fo.^ 

Arts.  I  cannot  say  as  to  that;  there  was  quite  a  noisy  talk  ovet- 
Josiah  Venable's  vote,  one  of  the  party,  Robert  Soley,  I  thoaght 
would  strike  Darling  Conrow,  but  he  did  not;  they  were  not  very 
good  polls  in  Cinnaminson  last  election  day,  than  I  have  seen  al 
oliher  elections  held  in  that  township,  if  there  was  I  did  not  see  it«  f 
was  not  in  the  room  all  the  time;  1  was pereonallj  treated  unnsallf . 
well. 

Re-examioed-in-chief : 
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I  think  the  man  whose  name  I  have  forgotten,  and  who  was  not 
down  on  the  registry  list,  was  a  qualified  voter  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  October,  at  least  so  I  was  informed ;  he  came  from  Salem 
eonnty ;  I  cannot  say  why  he  was  not  registered;  he  was  not  a  resi- 
dent of  the  township  the  year  before;  I  did  not  request  the  Regis- 
ters to  put  his  name  down  on  the  list,  not  being  positive  that  be  was 
a  legal  voter;  it  was  not  at  the  man's  request  that  I  looked  to  see  if 
he  was  registered,  but  by  others.

Benjamin  K  Jessup^  of  Ginnaminson,  a  witness  produced  on  the 

Ert  of  the  contestant,  alleging  himself  to  be  conscientiously  scni pu- 
is of  taking  an  oath  and  being  duly  affirmed  according  to  law  on 
hS$  affirmation,  saith :  . 

1  reside  in  Ginnaminson  township ;  I  am  a  farmer ;  I  am  a  quali- 
fied voter  of  that  township ;  1  attended  the  election  on  the  sixth  day 
of  November  last  in  that  township  ;  I  was  thei-e  the  whole  day ;  on 
that  day  votes  were  received  and  deposited  in  the  ballot  box  fre- 
quently  during  the  day  before  their  names  were  found  and  checked 
oflF  on  the  registry  lists ;  Jonathan  Rogers  received  the  ballots  and 
deposited  thorn  in  the  box,  and  his  attention  was  frequently  called  to 
the  fact  by  Darling  Conrow,  John  T.  Pierson  and  myself;  persons 
did  not  vote  on  that  day,  whose  names  were  not  on  the  registry  list 
previous  to  the  day  of  election ;  the  first  person  that  oflFered  to  vote 
whose  name  was  not  registered,  1  think  was  Conrad  Windish,  his  vote 
was  refused  ;  the  next  person  who  was  challenged  on  account  of  not 
being  properly  registered  as  some  thought  was  J.  Haines  Lippincott, 
hli  name  had  been  put  on  the  registry  I  believe  on  the  first  day  of 
November,  on  account  of  a  note  written  by  himself  to  the  Board  of 
Registry  or  some  one  of  it;  his  vote  was  challenged  because  it  was 
said  that  he  was  not  properly  registered;  after  some  argument  from 
toth  sides  his  vote  was  admitted,  after  that  several  others  were  ad- 
mitted ;  I  do  not  know  whom  or  how  many. 

Quest  Do  you  know  of  any  votes  of  persons  oflFered  on  that  day 
whose  names  were  not  on  the  registry,  and  who  in  other  respects 
would  have  been  entitled  to  vote,  that  were  not  received,  on  account 
of  not  being  registered,  after  Haines  Lippincott's  vote  was  received? 

^ns,  I  believe  that  all  such  votes  that  were  oflFered  were  received; 
the  first  disturbance  that  I  saw  on  election  day  was  the  case  of  Ed- 
ward Taylor ;  I  saw  a  crowd  around  Edward  Taylor  and  Robert 
&ock,  and  heard  Robert  Brock  say  "  if  Edward  Taylor  had  been  a 
poor  man  he  would  have  gotten  out  of  his  way,  but  he  would  not 
move  for  an  aristocrat,"  at  this  time  the  passage-way  leading  to  the 
polls  was  not  open  so  as  to  allow  him  a  free  passage  to  them ;  I 
should  suppose  Edward  Taylor  is  about  seventy  years  of  age ;  the 
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officers  of  election  did  not,  that  I  know  of,  oflFer  to  make  an  effort  to 
clear  the  way ;  the  next  disturbance  I  saw  was  the  case  of  Josiali 
Venable,  he  was  coming  up  to  the  polls  to  vote  in  company  with  a 
man  by  the  name  of  "  Erwin;"  Darling  Conrow  went  to  him  to  give 
him  a  ballot;  he  (Darling)  was  rudely  pushed  away  from  Venable  and 
they  endeavored  to  get  Venable  away  to  the  box  to  put  in  his  ballot; 
I  think  Rrwin  had  hold  of  Venable's^rm ;  I  suppose  that  he  (Vena- 
ble) was  going  to  the  ballot  box  willingly ;  at  this  time  he  did  not 
go  to  the  ballot  box,  but  resisted  their  urging  and  entreaty  and  went 
out  of  doors;  he  presently  returned  in  company  within  "  Erwin"  and 
deposited  his  ballot;  I  heard  Venable  say  that  if  they  did  not  let  go 
of  him  he  would  knock  them  down,  or  something  to  that  effect;  three 
or  four  times  through  the  day  I  heard  Darling  Conrow  threatened 
with  personal  violence,  and  saw  one  man  endeavoring  to  reach  him 
to  strike  him,  and  was  only  prevented  from  so  doing  by  persons 
around  Darling.  The  reasons  of  these  threats  was  that  Darling 
challenged  some  persons'  votes.  I  don't  think  that  i-\  any  of  these 
cases  where  Darling  Conrow  was  coifberned,  the  election  officers  made 
any  attempt  to  protect  these  persons  endeavoring  to  vote.  These 
disturbances  took  place  close  around  the  polls,  and  some  of  it  within 
five  feet  of  the  oflScers. 

Being  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Cannon. 

Quest.  You  said  that  votes  were  received  and  deposited  in  the 
ballot  box  frequently  during  the  day  before  their  names  were  found 
and  checked  off  from  the  registry  list  ?  were  any  of  those  persons 
whose  votes  were  thus  received,  not  qualified  to  vote  in  that  township 
on  that  day,  to  your  knowledge  ? 

^ns.  I  believe  they  were  all  qualified  as  far  as  I  know. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  of  any  unregistered 
person  voting  on  that  day,  who  was  not  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  in 
that  township  ? 

j?/w.  I  do  not. 

Quest.  If  I  understand  you  correctly,  the  first  vote  of  any  person 
which  was  received,  who  was  alleged  to  be  not  properly  registered, 
was  that  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott,  am  I  correct? 

^ns.  Yes. 

Quest.  Prior  to  his  vote  being  received  had  other  persons  who  were 
unregistered  proffered  their  votes,  and  had  those  votes  been  refused 
by  the  Board  ? 

•/J/w.  One  had;  1  do  not  know  if  any  more  had  or  not;  Conrad 
Windish  had;  I  don't  know  whether  he  voted  afterwards  or  not. 

Quest.  As  far  as  you  can  tell,  how  many  persons  who  were  unreg. 
istered  or  not  properly  registered,  voted  on  that  day?  name  them  if 
you  please  ? 

^ns.  Those  who  voted  and  were  registered  on  that  day  had  their 
names  writtten  in  lead  pencil;  I^  in  company  with  some  others,  went 
to  Mount  Holly  and  looked  at  the  registry ;  there  were  seventeen 
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names  in  lead  pencil  mark,  and  I  suppose  they  all  voted  and  were 
registered  on  that  day ;  the  name  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott  being  on 
the  registry  before  the  day  of  election,  I  suppose,  was  written  in  ink, 
making  eighteen  in  all ;  he  is  the  only  pei'son  that  I  recollect  having 
voted,  who,  as  alleged,  had  not  been  properly  registered;  I  do  not 
know  the  names  of  the  others. 

Qyest.  As  far  as  you  know,  were  those  other  unregistered  voters 
all  adherents  of  one  political  party,  or  were  they  adherents  of  either 
♦he  republican  or  democratic  party  ?    (Ot\jccted  to.) 

^ns.  The  vote  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott  1  will  undertake  to  answer 
iOT  as  being  a  republican  one,  the  rest  I  know  nothing  about. 

Quest.  You  have  said  that  after  some  argument  from  both  sides,  J. 
Haines  Lippincott's  vote  was  admitted;  be  kind  enough  to  tell  as 
what  you  mean  by  argument  from  both  sides? 

^Tis,  When  J.  Haines  Lippincott  came  to  vote,  his  vote  was  chal- 
lenged, his  name  being  found  on  the  registry,  and  he  being  a  natiipe 
of  Cinnaminson  township,  of  course  his  political  friends  would  wish 
to  know  the  reason  of  such  challenge,  and  that  would  give  rise  to 
argument,  his  political  friends  believing  that  he  had  a  right  to  vote, 
and  his  political  opponents  asserting  that  he  had  not;  this  is  what  I 
mean  by  arguments  on  both  sides. 

Quest.  Had  not  J.  Haines  Lippincott  been  out  of  this  state  for  two 
years,  or  thereabouts,  just  prior  to  the  election  ? 

Jim.  I  believe  he  had  not. 

Quest.  Had  he  been  out  of  the  state  at  all,  to  your  knowledge  ? 

^ns.  He  had  been  in  the  state  of  Minnesota,  I  think  on  account  of 
his  health,  how  long  I  do  not  know ;  he  had  been  in  Maryland  at  dif- 
ferent timesTor  the  same  reason. 

Quest.  Are  you  prepared  to  say  here  under  your  affirmation,  that 
(he  seventeen  unregistered  persons  who  were  allowed  to  vote,  all 
voted  for  the  sitting  member  in  this  case — Wallace  Lippincott? 

Ans.  I  have  not  forgotten  my  affirmation ;  and  I  intended  to  say 
no  such  thing,  or  given  no  such  intimation,  if  I  remember  mv  answer; 
Edward  Taylor  I  believe  voted  on  the  day  of  election;  Josiah  Vcna^le 
was  approaching  the  polls  when  Darling  Conrow  went  to  him  to  give 
him  a  ballot;  I  do  not  know  that  any  other  perfon  had  hold  of 
Venable  at  the  time,  but  Erwin ;  I  do  not  know  who  it  was  that 
ioidely  pushed  Conrow  away  from  Venable,  and  Venable  subsequenUy 
came  in  and  voted  with  Erwin;  Conrow  was  taking  quite  an  active 
part  in  politics  on  that  day;  Conrow  is  a  man  very  decided  in  bis 
views,  and  as  active  a  politician  as  the  rest  of  us  in  that  township; 
the  man  who  attempted  to  strike  Conrow  was  William  Ru-h  Wallace; 
I  think  he  was  a  little  drunk  on  that  day ;  I  don't  remember  in  any 
one  instance  of  the  election  officers  calling  to  order  on  that  day;  aU 
the  disorders  of  which  I  have  spoken  did  take  place  within  their  sight 
and  hearing;  I  will  not  say  that  they  saw  and  heard  all  that  I  saw, 
and  have  detailed  here;  there  was  more  disturbance  at  the  polls  oa 
last  election  day  than  I  have  ever  seen  before  on  election  day  in  oar

township;  I  think  I  have  detailed  all  the  disturbances  that  took  placfe 
-on  that  day  before  the  polls  closed,  some  took  place  after. 

Quest,  I)o  you  know  of  any  illegal  votes  being  polled  in  Cinna- 
minson  township  on  the  day  of  the  last  election,  besides  those  unreg- 
istered votes,  amounting  to  seventeen  or  eighteen,  of  which  you  have 
spoken  ? 

^Tis,  Of  my  own  personal  knowledge,  I  know  of  none. 

Quest  Do  you  know  of  any  persons  in  that  township  who  were 
qualified  and  legal  voters,  being  deprived  of  their  votes  at  the  last 
election  in  consequence  of  these  disorders  or  disturbances  at  the  polls? 

Jlns.  I  know  of  none. 

QuesL  Do  you  know  Nathan  Leeds?  if  so,  did  you  not  tell  him  that 
the  object  of  contesting  Lippincott's  election  was  to  show  whether  such 
persons  as  you  and  he  were  to  be  jostled  when  they  went  to  the 
polls  to  vote,  or  words  to  that  eflfect.     (Objected  to  as  irrelevant.) 

^ns,  I  know  Nathan  Leeds,  but  do  not  remember  to  have  told  him 
anything  of  that  kind. 

Being  re-examined-in-chief : 

Quest.  To  whom  was  it  Josiah  Venable  said  thai  he  would  knock 
them  down  ?     Was  it  to  Darling  Conrow  ? 

jJns.  I  presume  it  was  addressed  to  the  person  that  had  hold  of 
him,  as  Darling  did  nothing  to  provoke  such  a  reinark. 

Being  re-cross-examined  by  Mr.  Cannon : 

Quest,  Did  not  Conrow,  when  he  approached  Venable,  put  himself 
between  Venable  and  the  polls? 
^ns.  Not  directly,  but  partially  so. 

Being  re-re-examined-inch^'ef : 

Quest.  Did  Darling  Conrow  actually  obstruct  access  to  the  polls 
when  he  approached  Venable?     What  did  he  do? 

Jns,  I  should  not  think  that  he  obstructed  his  way  to  the  polls,  he 
merely  wished  to  offer  him  a  ballot. 

Being  rere-cross-examined  by  Mr.  Cannon  : 
Quest,  Before  Darling  Conrow  approached  Venable,  to  give  him  a 
ticket,  were  Venable  and  Erwin  quietly  going  toward  the  polls  ? 
*^7is,  I  believe  they  were. 

Being  rere-re-examined-in-chief: 

Quext.  Were  not  Venable  and  Irwin,  as  they  came  toward  the 
polls,  approaching  Darling  Conrow  ? 

^ns.  They  were;  he  was  standing  at  the  polls  until  he  approached 
them. 

Being  re-re-re-'cross-examined  by  Mr.  Cannon : 

Quest,  If  I  understand  you  then  correctly,  as  they  approached  the 
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polls  Gonrow  was  standing  at  the  polls,  and  went  to  meet  them.  If 
this  is  so,  will  you  tell  me  if  there  would  have  been  any  obstractioii 
or  difficulty  if  Conrow  had  not  gone  to  meet  them?  (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  cannot  tell  anything  about  that;  my  impression  now  is 
that  if  Darling  had  not  oflFered  Venable  a  ticket  there  would  have 
been  no  difficulty. 

Being  re-re-re-re-examined-in-chief: 

Quest.  Was  there  anything  in  the  manner  of  Darling  Conrow,  as 
he  approached  Venable,  that  in  your  opinion  justified  the  rude  push- 
ing away  of  Darling  Conrow  ?  (Objected  to  upon  the  ground  that  it 
is  a  mere  inference  of  the  witness,  drawn  from  the  facts.) 

^ns.  Nothing.

Jonathan  Rogers^  of  the  township  of  Cinnaminson,  Burlington 
■county,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  contestant,  alleging 
himself  to  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking  an  oath,  and  being 
duly  affirmed  according  to  law,  on  his  affirmation,  saith  : 

I  live  at  Rivertcn,  in  Cinnaminson  township ;  I  have  lived  there 
€ve  years  the  coming  spring,  and  in  the  county  of  Burlington  all  my 
life  ;  I  am  forty-two  years  of  age,  I  keep  a  country  store  and  a  coal 
yard  connected  with  it;  I  was  one  of  the  Inspectors  of  Registry  for 
Cinnaminson  township  for  last  election  ;  I  received  my  appointment 
from  the  Board  of  Freeholders,  Job  King  and  John  T.  Pierson  were 
the  other  inspectors.  Job  King  and  myself  belong  to  the  democratic 
party,  and  John  T.  Pierson  the  republican  party ;  I  took  the  oath  of 
office  before*  Amos  Gibbs,  the  County  Clerk,  and  he  gave  me  a  certifi- 
eate  of  my  appointment;  we  gave  public  notice  that  we  would  meet 
at  the  West  Chester  School  House,  on  the  sixteenth  of  October. 

Exhibit  C,  ex-parte  contestant  being  shown  to  witness,  he  says: 
This  is  one  of  the  printed  notices  we  gave  of  our  meetings,  the 
16th  and  17th  of  October,  being  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  we  desig- 
nated as  the  days  of  our  first  meeting:  the  board  met  at  the 
place  designated  on  the  sixteenth,  at  the  hour  of  nine  o'clock  A.  M. 
all  the  inspectors  of  registry  were  present  on  tnat  day,  that  was 
the  place  at  which  the  polls  had  been  held  in  that  township  as 
long  as  I  know ;  wo  first  appointed  a  chairman,  I  was  appointed, 
the  oath  was  administered  to  me  by  Wallace  Lippincott,  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  he  is  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  ihat  township ;  I  then 
as  chairman  administered  the  oath  to  the  other  two  inspectors; 
after  this  was  done,  we  then  proceeded  to  make  our  registry  lists; 
we  made  this  list  from  the  poll  book  of  the  year  1865;  we  com- 
pleted the  list  on  that  day  as  far  as  we  thought  practicable;  as 
near  as  1  can  recollect  I  think  there  was  placed  on  that  list  on  that 
day,  about  five  hundred  and  seventy  names.     I  think  the  poll  list 
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contained  near  six  Imndrod  names;  we  did  meet  at  the  school  house 
on  the  seventeenth  of  October;  we  met  on  that  day  at  John  T.  Pier- 
son's,  at  Brid^eboro;  no  persons  came  to  the  school  house,  to  ray 
knowledge,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October  to  be  registered ;  several 
persons  came  whilst  wo  were  in  session ;  they  stopped,  as  they  were 
passing  by,  to  see  how  we  were  getting  along;  1  suppose  that  was' 
their  business,  they  did  not  state  it;  we  acljonrned  to  Bridgeboro  to 
accommodate  John  T.  Picrson;  it  was  his  proposal;  he  was  one  of 
the  Registers;  he  resided  tlicrc;  as  a  Board,  we  believed  that  we 
Jmd  coQjpleted  the  lists  as  far  as  practicable  for  us  to  do;  our  o)>ject 
in  meeting  at  Bridgeboro  the  next  day  was  to  make  out  our  lists; 
when  we  left  the  school  house  on  the  sixteenth  of  October,  as  near  as 
I  can  remember,  it  w  .s  about  a  quarter  to  five  o^clock  ;  we  had  been 
in  session  on  that  day  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  we  ad- 
journed, with  the  exception  of  adjourning  a  little  while  to  eat  dinner; 
prior  to  onr  adjourning  on  that  day,  no  persons  had  come  to  be  rcgis- 
t<5red ;  when  we  adjourned  we  saw  no  persons  in  sight ;  we  did  not 
deem  it  necessary  for  us  to  sit  at  the  school  house  on  the  seventeenth 
of  October;  when  wo  met  the  next  day  at  Bridgeboro,  we  met  at 
John  T.  Pierson^s  house  at  Bridgeboro,  in  his  parlor;  there  we  macto 
three  lists,  from  the  lists  we  made  the  day  before;  1  think  there  were 
two  or  three  qualified  voters  came  there  to  be  registered  on  that  day ; 
John  Parsons  M'as  one,  James  Gorrell,  and  one  whose  name  I  don't 
remember;  there  were  three  persons  altogether;  these  persons  had 
all  been  registered  before,  and  their  names  were  on  the  registry  lists; 
in  making  out  these  lists  we  arranged  the  names  of  the  persons  in 
alphabetical  order;  we  gave  their  christian  and  surnames;  we  certi- 
fied these  lists  to  be  a  true  list  of  the  voters  in  the  township,  as  far 
as  the  same  was  known  to  us ;  one  of  these  liste  we  left  with  John  T. 
Pierson  to  send  to  the  Clerk's  office  at  Mount  Holly;  onfe  was  put  up 
at  the  school  house  by  Mr.  Lippincott;  I  saw  it  there;  and  the  others 
we  kept;  the  one  in  the  school  house  was  put  up  behind  the  teacher's 
desk,  in  the  centre  of  the  room;  that  was  the  most  conspicuous  part 
of  the  room,  I  considered ;  I  must  have  put  up  some  twelve  or  fifteen 
printed  notices,  like  the  notice  marked  Exhibit  C,  myself;  we  next 
met  at  the  school  house,  November  first;  I  think  it  was  on  Thurs- 
day, at  nine  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  we  remained  in  session  until  nine 
o'clock  in  the  evening;  on  that  day  we  corrected  our  lists;  we  added 
to  it,  and  subtracted  some  from  it,  and  revised  it;  on  that  day  our 
proceedings  were  open  to  all  persons,  as  they  were  on  the  sixteenth 
of  October  also. 

Quest  What  was  done  with  that  revised  list,  so  far  as  you  know? 

Avs.  John  T.  Pierson  took  charge  of  it,  to  file  in  the  Clerk's  office; 
Mr.  Pierson  offered  to  take  it  there,  and  I  understood  him  to  say, 
that,  as  long  as  I  had  done  the  work,  he  would  take  it  there;  I  dont 
know  that  he  took  it  th6re ;  I  learned  some  days  after,  when  I  was  ia 
Mount  Holly,  that  he  had  not  taken  it  there;  on  the  day  we  sat  to  re- 
vise the  lists  some  persons  did  appear  in  person  to  be  registered ;  1 
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don't  recollect  how  many,  not  more  than  four  or  five;  on  that  day 
Charles  Lippincott  requested  the  names  of  three  persons  to  be  strick«i 
oflFthe  lists;  I  don't  remember  the  name  of  but  one,  James  Ryan  ;  I 
was  not  acquainted  with  the  other  two ;  he  produced  a  certificate  froni 
the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Camden  county,  that  these  persons  had  only 
just  declared  their  intentions  to  become  citizens;  these  names  were 
not  stricken  off  the  lists ;  my  reason  was,  I  was  acquainted  with 
James  Ryan,  and  I  knew  him  to  be  a  legal  voter;  he  voted  on  the 
day  of  election;  I  think  he  was  challenged,  and  he  produced  his  fall 
papers;  1  did  not  know  anything  about  the  other  two  ;  I  think  ooe 
of  these  voted,  and  the  other  did  not,  if  I  remember  correctly:  the 
one  who  voted,  I  believe,  produced  his  full  papers;  each  one  of  the 
Inspectors  kept  a  copy  of  the  other  revised  lists,  and  we  each  nsed 
these  lists  on  election ;  I  have  my  list  at  home ;  I  have  but  one,  never 
had  but  one  ;  [Mr.  Cannon  here  desires  that  said  list  shall  be  oflTered 
in  evidence,  and  the  same  is  marked  Exhibit  No.  3  ex  parte  respondeiU, 
and  being  shown  witness,  he  says,  this  is  my  list.]  we  held  the  polb 
at  the  West  Chester  school  house  on  the  sixth  of  November ;  previons 
to  opening  the  polls  we  were  qualified  as  Judges;  Clayton  Conrow. 
the  Clerk,  administered  the  oath ;  I  think  he  administered  it  to  part 
of  the  Board,  and  I  to  the  rest;  the  polls  on  that  day  opened  at  the 
usual  hour,  sunrise,  on  that  day,  and  closed  at  sunset;  I  received  the 
votes  as  Chairman  of  the  Board ;  John  T.  Pierson,  one  of  the  Board, 
was  designated,  at  the  opening  of  the  polls,  to  check  the  name  of 
every  voter  voting  in  the  township,  whose  name  was  on  the  registay 
list ;  he  performed  his  duty ;  we  published  a  notice,  similar  to  Ex- 
hibit C,  in  a  newspaper  at  Mount  Holly,  called  the  "Mount  Holly 
Herald" ;  I  don't  recollect  the  length  of  time  it  was  published,  it  was 
published  for  the  same  length  of  time  as  other  notices  were  published 
for  other  townships. 

Quest.  Something  has  been  testified  here  in  your  hearing  by  Ben- 
jamin H.  Jessup  and  others,  in  reference  to  ballots  being  dropped  by 
you  into  the  ballot  box  before  the  nameW  the  person  offering  to  vote 
was  found  and  checked  upon  the  registry  list;  please  state  all  yon 
know   in  reference  to  this. 

Ans,  In  one  instance  there  was  a  ticket  dropped  before  John  T. 
Pierson  had  found  the  name. 

Quest.  Was  your  attention  called  repeatedly  to  the  fact  of  sq(^ 
tickets  being  dropped  into  the  box  by  you  before  the  names  of  the 
were  found  and  checked,  by  Benjamin  H.  Jessup,  John  T.  Pierson 
and  Darling  Conrow  ? 

Aas,  In  the  instance  of  which  I  have  spoken.  Darling  Conrow 
called  my  attention  to  it;  there  was  no  one  who  called  my  attention 
to  it,  except  in  this  instance,  neither  before  or  after ;  I  was  very  par- 
ticular not  to  drop  the  tickets  in  Ihe  box,  until  the  names  were  found 
and  checked  off;  if  any  one  did  call  my  atteiltion  to  it,  except  in  this 
instance,  I  did  not  hear  them. 

Quest.  A  number  of  the  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  contestant 
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have  testified  to  the  Inspectors  of  the  Registry  receiving  on  the  day 
of  election  the  votes  of  persons  in  Cinnaminson  township  who  were 
not  registered,  be  kind  enough  to  tell  us  all  you  know  in  reference  to 
such  votes  being  received  ? 

Ans.  No  unregistered  votes  were  received  until  J,  Haines  Lippic- 
cott  presented  himself  to  vote,  his  vote  was  challenged,  on  account  of 
not  being  properly  registered,  as  he  had  not  appeared  in  person  be- 
fore the  board  on  the  day  of  revision ;  it  led  to  a  debate  between  the 
republican  and  democratic  parties,  the  republicans  advocating  that  he 
had  a  right  to  vote,  and  the  democrats  asserting  that  he  had  not:  we 
told  all  present  that  if  he  was  allowed  to  vote,  we  would  have  to  al- 
low all  others ;  they  all  agreed  to  it,  the  board  of  registry  then  talked 
together  about  it,  and  we  agreed  to  admit  all. 

Quest,  Before  J.  Haines  Lippincott  presented  himself  to  vote  had 
any  other  unregistered  persons  offered  their  votes,  and  if  so,  were 
their  votes  received  or  rejected ;  give  us  the  names  of  those  per- 
sons if  you  can  ? 

Ans.  Other  persons  had  offered  (I  think  three)  to  vote  before  this 
and  were  rejected,  Conrad  Windish  was  one ;  I  don't  recollect  the 
names  of  the  other  two^  Conrad  Windish  was  a  qualified  voter  in 
other  respects. 

Qfiest.  Did  or  did  not  John  T.  Pierson,  the  republican  inspector, 
propose  to  the  other  members  of  the  board  to  take  these  unregistered 
votes,  and  did  he  or  did  he  not  strongly  advocate  their  reception? 
(Objected  to,  irrelevant.) 
Ans.  Yes,  he  did. 

Quest  Would  any  of  these  unregistered  votes  have  been  received 
by  the  Board  of  Begistry  on  that  day  if  J.  Haines  Lippincott  and 
his  friends,  had  not  insisted  upon  his  being  entitled  to  a  vote  ?  (Objected 
to.) 

Ans.  No,  sir;  J.  Haines  Lippincott  had  not  presented  himself  in 
person  before  the  board  on  the  day  of  revision ;  he  wrote  a  note  to 
the  Board  of  Registry  on  that  day  stating  that  he  wished  us  to  enter 
his  name  on  the  registry  list,  as  he  could  not  be  present  in  conse- 
quence of  his  ill  health ;  I  entered  his  name  on  my  list  on  that  day, 
and  the  others  entered  it  on  theirs* 

Quest  Do'Jrou  know  a  man  by  the  name  .of  William  Shade;  was 
he  or  not  duly  registered  as  a  voter  in  Cinnaminson  township  ? 

Ans.  As  far  as  I  can  recollect,  1  believe  his  name  was  entered. 
His  name  might  have  been  written  wrong ;  I  wrote  it,  in  my  Hat, 
William  Shade;  I  don't  know  how  the  others  wrote  it;  I  have  known 
him  for  several  years ;  I  think  he  is  a  native  bom  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  a  qualified  voter  of  the  township. 

Quest  Do  you  know  of  any  persons  voting  in  Cinnaminson,  on  the 
^y  of  the  last  election,  who  were  unregistered,  and  who  were  not 
otherwise  qualified  voters?    If  so  please  name  them. 
Ans.  I  don't  know  of  any. 
Quest  Do  you  know  of  any  persons  having  voted  in  that  town- 
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ship  on  that  day  who  were  duly  registered,  and  who  were  onqualiGed 
or  illegal  voters?     If  so,  please  name  them. 

Jlns,  I  don't  know  of  any. 

Quest,  Some  of  the  witnesses  on  behalf  of  the  contestant  have  te^ 
tified  in  your  hearing  in  relation  to  disturbances,  disorders,  and  in- 
terference with  voters  at  the  polls,  in  Cinnaminson  township,  on  elec- 
tion day ;  please  state  all  you  know  in  reference  to  this  matter  ? 

Jins.  On  one  occasion,  when  Josiah  Venablc  came  to  vote,  I  think 
Darling  Conrow  met  him ;  I  can't  say  all  abou*;  what  occurred,  as  I 
was  standing  with  my  back  to  t!^em  at  that  time ;  there  was  consider- 
able talking;  some  one  spoke  al)out  keeping  l)etter  order;  I  lunicd 
around  and  saw  some  man  trying  to  get  at  Darling  Conrow:  I  then 
told  them  we  must  have  order,  and  must  keep  the  gangway  clear ;  thcj 
quieted  down,  and  there  was  proper  order;  I  saw  the  time  when  Ed- 
ward Taylor  came  to  vote;  I  remember  Mr.  Taylor  asfeing  Rol>ert 
Brock  to  get  out  of  his  way;  there  were  some  remarks  made  by 
Kobcrt  Brock,  and  Mr.  Taylor  came  and  voted ;  these  are  all  that  I 
noticed  in  the  school  house;  people  were  talking  back  and  forth,  but 
nothing  more  than  usual. 

Qttest,  Was  there,  or  was  there  not,  on  that  day  any  greater  dis- 
order than  is  usual  and  customary,  in  your  township,  on  general  elec- 
tion day,  or  in  other  townships  where  you  have  resided  and  voted? 

Jlvs,  Not  any  at  all ;  1  saw  quite  as  much  at  other  places. 

Quest.  Were  there  any  pereons  who  were  qualified  voters,  in  jonr 
township,  prevented,  by  any  disturbance,  disorder  or  interference  <rf 
any  kind  or  description,  from  voting  on  election  day?  If  so,  please 
name  them. 

Ans,  Not  any  to  my  knowledge;  all  voted  that  wanted  to. 

Quest,  Were  you  a  qualified  voter,  on  last  election  day,  in  Cinna- 
minson township,  and  previous  to  that;  and,  if  so,  for  how  long? 

Jins,  I  was;  had  been  so  for  nearly  five  years;  Job  King,  my  co- 
inspector  was  also  a  qualified  voter;  he  is  between  seventy  and 
eighty  years  of  age,  I  should  think. 

Being  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Roberts: 

At  the  time  I  was  qualified  by  ihe  clerk,  at  Mount  Holly.  I  be- 
lieve he  placed  in  my  hands  the  registry  law,  and  instructions;  I 
mean  that  he  gave  me  a  copy  of  the  instructions  from  the  Attorney 
General ;  I  had  a  copy  of  the  law  before. 

Quest,  Did  you,  before  proceeding  to  discharge  your  duties  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Registry,  for  Cinnaminson  towndiip,  csaa- 
ine  with  care,  with  a  view  to  inform  yourself  as  to  your  duties,  the 
registry  act  and  the  instructions  of  the  Attorney  General  in  relation 
thereto? 

Jins,  I  did  read  the  registry  law  over  frequently,  but  I  did  not  «i 
much  the  instructions  of  the  Attorney-General. 

Quest.  Why  did  you  advertise  that  you  would  sit  on  the  sixteenth 
and  seventeenth  of  October,  at  the  usual  place  for  holding  eleetioas 
in  that  township,  as  a  Board  of  Registry  ?

•^s.  According  to  law,  and  in  compliance  with  the  irstrnctions. 

Quest.  You  have  stated  that  in  taking  the  qnalification  of  registers, 
you  took  it  before  a  magistrate;  did  you  examine  the  law  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  y6u  should  be  qualified? 

^ns.  1  did. 

The  contestant  here  produces  the  acts  of  the  ninetieth  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  of  1866,  and  read  the  following  clause, 
from  the  registry  act,  to  witness:  "The  said  inspectors  of  election 
shall  meet  annually,  on  Tuesday,  three  weeks  preceeding  the  general 
election,  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  at  the  place  designated  for  holding 
the  polls  of  said  election,  and  organize  themselves  as  a  board  for  the 
purpose  of  registering  the  names  of  the  legal  voters  of  such  district; 
and  for  this  purpose  they  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  chair- 
man, who  shall  administer  to  the  other  inspectors  the  oath  of  ofiBce, 
and  the  same  oath  shall  then  be  administered  to  the  chairman  by  one 
of  the  other  inspectors." 

Quest,  Did  you,  on  meeting  as  a  Board  of  Registry,  on  the  six- 
teenth of  October,  comply  with  these  requirements  of  law? 

Jins.  We  did  except  in  one  particular;  that  was,  I  was  affirmed  by 
a  justice  of  the  peace;  this  was  at  the  school  house  on  the  morning 
that  we  met ;  I  administered  the  oath  to  the  other  two  inspector ; 
Wallace  Lippincott  was  the  justice  of  the  peace  who  administered 
the  oath  to  me ;  I  don't  remember  the  words  of  the  qualification,  it 
was  read  to  me  from  the  law  book. 

Quest.  Did  either  of  the  inspectors  of  election,  administer  to  you 
the  oath  of  office  as  chairman  of  the  board  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir;  they  wished  Mr.  Ijippincott  to  do  it,  as  he  was  more 
used  to  it  than  they  \vere ;  we  sat  at  the  school  house  on  the  16th  of 
October,  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  about  five  o'clock ; 
it  was  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  board  which  took  place  the  next 
day  at  John  T.  Pierson's  house;  I  think  we  did  make  some  additions 
to  our  lists  on  the  next  day  at  our  meeting,  we  had  finished  our  duties 
on  the  16th,  as  far  as  the  poll  book  went. 

Quest.  Did  you  confine  } burself  on  the  first  day  to  the  poll  lists,  or 
if  not,  what  other  data  did  yon  use  in  making  up  your  lists  ? 

^ns.  We  used  the  poll  book  and  we  had  some  few  names,  which 
had  been  handed  to  us  on  pieces  of  paper ;  William  H,  Lippincott 
handed  me  some;  I  can't  say  who  handed  the  names  to  the  other 
inspectors. 

Quest.  Had  voters  of  the  township  who  desired  to  transact  busi- 
ness with  the  board  either  on  the  16th  or  17th  of  October  any 
opportunity  aflbred  them  by  the  board  after  they  left  the  school 
house  about  5  o'clock  on  the  16th  ? 

Ans.  I  don't  know  that  they  could ;  we  intended  to  put  up  a  notice 
where  we  were  to  be  found,  but  forgot  it  or  neglected  it. 

Quest.  The  registry  act  says  "  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors 
to  be  in  constant  attendance  during  the  hours  allotted  for  their 
several  duties,  and  any  inspector  who  shall  wilfully  absent  hinaself 
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from  his  duties  shall  be  deemed  gutltv  of  a  misdemeanor ;"  it  aba 
saySi  *'  the  said'  inspectors  shall  designate  and  appoint  polling  places 
and  places  for  registry  in  such  election  districts  and  give  the 
requisite  notice  of  such  designation ;  the  busine^  of  the  registry 
shall  be  carried  on  at  the  places  so  designated  for  that  purpose ;"  it 
is  in  evidence  that  you  gave  notice  that  you  would  sit  at  the  West 
Chester  school  house  on  the  16th  and  17th  of  October  as  sucb  in- 
spectOrs  of  registry ;  were  you  at  any  time  on  those  two  days  abs^t 
from  that  place  during  the  hours  appointed  by  law  for  your  sitting? 

^ns.  We  were  absent  from  the  school  house  on  the  17th  all  daj^ 
and  after  five  o'clock  on  the  16th ;  alter  we  had  made  up  the  lists  at 
Mr.  Pierson's  house,  we  posted  the  lists  on  the  next  day,  the  18th; 
Mr.  Lippincott  and  I  posted  the  list  at  the  school  house. 

Quest.  Was  that  list  so  posted  as  to  be  accessible  to  the  electors  of 
the  township  who  might  desire  to  examine  it,  at  all  times,  and  if  noti 
what  portion  of  the  time  was  it  60  accessible? 

^ns.  It  was ;  excepting  before  and  after  school  hours,  and  on  such 
'  days  as  school  was  not  in  session ;  during  school  hours  I  suppose  it 
would  have  interfered  a  little  with  the  operations  of  the  school  for 
persons  to  have  examined  it;  on  the  day  of  revision  J.  Haines  Lip- 
pincott  and  Marlin  Pike's  names  were  added  to  the  registry  lists 
without  their  appearing  in  person.    " 

Quest  Did  you  not  disregard  the  law  in  inserting  those  names  on 
tiie  lists  under  those  circumstances  ? 

Ans.  I  suppose  we  did. 

Q^est.  Was  the  attention  of  the  Board  on  the  day  of  revision  di- 
rected to  the  names  of  persons  on  the  list,  who  were  not  known  to 
any  of  the  Board,  and  which  names  the  Board  could  not  explain  bow 
they  came  there ;  if  there  were  any  such,  were  those  names  stricken 
from  the  lists? 

Jlns.  Our  attention  was  called  to  two  or  three,  they  were  not 
stricken  from  the  list;  those  names  were  familiar  to  me,  one  of 
the  persons  I  knew,  and  the  Board  concluded  not  to  strike  ibem 
froxx^  the  list,  but  wait  until  election;  I  know  no  others  except 
those  three.  (Exhibit  D,  ex  parte  contestant  being  shown  witness, 
and  his  attention  called  to  the  names  of  "  John  Shetler  "  and  "  Augus- 
tas Lausner,"  therein  named.)  Did  either  of  those  persons  vote  at 
the  last  election  in  your  township  ? 

An0.  1  cannot  say  positively;  I  think  one  of  them  did.  (This  cer- 
tificate from  the  Camden  County  Court  (Exhibit  D)  was  shown  ns, 
and  a  motion  made  that  those  names  be  stricken  from  the  lists.)  I 
don't  remember  when  these  men  came  up  to  vote ;  I  cannot  say  posi- 
tively whether  they  were  challenged  or  not ;  I  think  one  of  them  was. 

Quest  You  have  stated,  Mr.  l5)gers,  in  one  instance  on  the  day  of 
election  you  remember  to  have  dropped  a  ticket  into  the  box  h^ort 
the  person's  name  voting  it  had  been  checked  off  on  the  list;  are  yon 
positive  that  that  did  not  occur  more  than  once  on  that  day  ? 

Ans.  I  am  positive  that  that  was  the  only  ticket;  I  supposed  that 
1  checked  before  I  dropped  the  ticket. 
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QtiesL  What  occurred  on  tlie  day  of  the  revision  of  the  registry  ia 
relation  to  the  action  hy  the  Board  of  Registry  to  have  the  revised 
list  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court? 

^ns.  If  I  remember,  Job  Kinpr,  one  of  the  Inspectors,  asked  ivha 
would  take  charge  of  it;  John  Pierson  asked  me  if  1  was  going  to 
Mount  Holly  soon,  or  expected  to  go;  I  told  him  that  I  had  no  busi- 
ness to  call  me  there;  I  asked  him  if  it  would  suit  him  to  take  it 
there;  he  said  he  would  endeavor  to  see  that  it  got  there;  it  might 
have  been  a  week  afterwards  that  I  was  informed  at  Mount  Holly 
that  the  list  had  not  been  sent;  I  then  called  npon  Mr.  Pierson  to 
know  why  he  had  not  sent  it;  he  said  he  had  forgotten  it,  but  would 
send  it  up  the  next  morning  by  a  man  who  goes  on  the  boat,  to  do 
errands  ? 

Quest.  Was  that  revised  list  or  not  in  the  oflBce  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  of  Burlington,  and  there  at  all  times  open  to  public  inspection 
from  the  day  of  revision  until  the  day  of  the  election  ? 

^ns,  I  don't  know  ;  I  supposed  it  was;  at  the  time  of  the  alterca- 
tion I  could  not  see  from  where  I  stood  what  first  occurred  between 
Edward  Taylor  and  Robert  Brock;  I  heard  the  remarks  and  then 
turned  around ;  people  were  not  gathered  around  them ;  Edward 
Taylor  stands  in  Cinnaminson  township  as  a  peaceable  and  quiet  man ; 
I  did  not  see  Mr.  Brock  use  him  roughly ;  there  was  not  quite  room 
enough  for  Mr.  Taylor  to  pass,  and  Taylor  told  Brock  to  get  out  of 
his  way  ;  I  thought  Taylor  spoke  rather  rough  to  him ;  what  I  heard 
was  after  there  bad  been  some  talk  between,  them. 

Being  re-examined  in-chief: 

QuesL  You  said  in  your  cross-examination,  that  the  other  Inspeo* 
tors  desired  Mr.  Lippincott  to  administer  the  oath  to  you  as  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Registry  because  he  was  more  used  to  it;  did  he 
administer  that  oath  to  you  for  them,  and  on  their  behalf? 

^s.  I  considered  it  so. 

Quest  The  registry  law  to  which  your  attention  has  been  calledi 
says,  <«  That  the  said  inspectors  shall  have  power  if  necessary  to  sil 
two  days  for  the  pui-pose  of  making  said  registry,"  did  you  or  your 
CO  inspectors  deem  it  necessary  under  the  discretionary  power  thus 
given  you,  to  sit  longer  than  one  day  ? 

^ns.  That  was  the  conclusion  we  came  to,  that  it  was  not  necessarf* 

QuesL  Uow  long,  to  your  knowledge,  had  it  been  customary  to 
hold  the  election  in  Cinnaminson  township  at  the  West  Chester  school 
hou!>e,  prior  to  the  last  ele^ttion  ? 

^ns.  It  had  been  held  there  all  of  five  years,  and  so  held  there  by 
a  vote  of  the  people  of  the  township ;  it  is  nearly  central  there  in  the 
township. 

Quest  Who  made  this  motion,  of  which  yon  have  spoken,  to  strike 
off  the  names  of  these  three  persons  irom  the  lists? 

.^ns.  It  was  Charles  Lippincott;  a  motion  was  not  madeby  anj 
member  of  the  Board.

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Qti£st,  Did  yon,  or  did  you  not  believe  that  the  revised  list  (rf 

f^hich  you  have  spoken  had  been  sent  to  the  Clerk's  office,  and  there 
led,  until  you  were  informed  to  the  contrary  when  you  visited  Mount 
Polly? 
JIns,  Yes,  sir ;  1  expected  it  was  there. 

Being  re-cross-examined : 

Quest.  Did  you,  or  did  you  not,  use  the  discretion  given  you  by  tta 
5^gistry  act,  when  you  decided  to  give  public  notice  that  you  wonM 
|it  lor  two  days  to  make  the  registry  ? 

Jins.  No,  we  did  not  then  decide  among  ourselves;  we  agreed  to 
^ve  the  bills  printed ;  all  the  inspectors  agreed  to  have  the  billi 
printed. 

Quest,  Why  was  notice  given  you  for  you  to  sit  two  days? 

^ns.  I  can't  remember  exactly  what  wo  concluded.

Clayton  Conrow,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  respondent, 
flleging  himself  to  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking  an  oath, 
|jid  being  duly  affirmed  according  to  law,  on  his  affirmation,  sailh: 

I  live  in  Cinnaminson  township ;  I  am  a  farmer ;  1  have  lived  there 
jail  my  life ;  I  was  clerk  in  Cinnaminson  township  at  the  election  held 
there  this  year ;  I  first  qualified  the  inspectors  or  judges  on  that  daj; 
I  did  this  under  the  first  section  of  the  registry  law ;  I  was  present 
«t  the  polls  during  the  whole  day,  and  the  whole  time  they  were  open, 
gnd  until  they  closed;  Jonathan  Rogers  received  the  ballots, and 
#ohn  T.  Pierson  checked  them  ofi";  I  believe  each  of  the  board  had  i 
list  of  the  registered  voters  on  that  day. 

Quest,  Some  of  the  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  contestant  have 
testified  that  Jonathan  Rogers  frequently  dropped  ballots  into  the 
kcfK  before  the  names  of  the  persons  handing  the  ballots  had  beea 
Ibund  on  the  list  and  checked  by  Mr.  Pierson  ;  tell  us  all  you  know 
ibout  this  ? 

^ns,  Jonathan  Rogers  dropped  one  before  John  T.  Pierson  fooM 
Ib^  name ;  there  was  another  list  lying  on  the  desk  that  other  parties 
were  looking  over,  who  said  the  name  was  on  the  list,  and  h«  tien 
inopped  it ;  his  name  was  found  by  Pierson  right  afterwards  and 
checked.  The  persons  who  were  looking  over  a  list  found  the  nainei 
fponer  than  John  T.  Pierson  did,  and  this  I  think  was  the  reason  i^ 
MB  thought  tliat  Jonathan  Rogers  was  dropping  the  ballots  befort 
the  names  were  found  and  checked  by  Pierson ;  I  thought  Bogert 
^Bceedingly  careful  not  to  drop  them  in  until  they  were  found. 

Quest.  Do  you  recollect  persons  frequently  calling  Rogers'  attw- 
^m^  to  the  fact  of  his  dropping  in  ballots,  before  the  names  were 
£miid  and  checked  by  Pierson  on  the  list  ? 
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^ns.  I  heard  several  speak  of  it,  not  to  hiin  particularly,  saying 
it  was  wrong;  I  cannot  say  that  he  heard  them,  they  were  neai'cr  to 
me  than  they  were  to  him. 

Quest,  Some  of  the  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  contestant  have 
testified  in  your  hearing  to  the  fact,  that  the  votes  of  pei^sons  who 
Ijad  not  been  registered  were  received  on  the  day  of  election  in  your 
township,  please  tell  us  all  you  know  about  this. 

Examination  resumed  January  22,  1867. 

^Tis.  Conrad  Windish  offered  his  vote  first,  and  it  was  rejected,  and 
a  person  l»y  the  name  of  Leameu  also  offered  his  vote  who  was  not 
registered,  these  are  all  that  I  remember  before  J.  Haines  Lippincott 
4)resented  himself  to  vote;  Haines  LipjJincott^s  vote  was  challenged 
and  then  there  arose  a  controversy  about  his  right  to  vote,  his  party 
friends  contending  that  he  had  a  right,  and  hii  opponents  that  hfe 
had  not;  1  presume  the  arguments  held  out  induced  the  Board  to  re- 
consider their  action  and  allow  him  to  vote,  after  that  Conrad  Windish 
came  up  and  was  permitted  to  vote  on  the  same  grounds ;  I  believe 
there  were  of  unregistered  persons  who  were  allowed  to  vote  on  that 
day,  in  all  about  thirteen  who  were  not  registered  on  any  of  the 
lists;  there  were  four  pei'sons  down  on  some  of  the  lists,  and  on 
others  misspelled ;  William  Shades  name  was  on  some  of  the  lists 
properly  spelled,  and  on  others  not ;  His  name  on  John  T.  Pierson's 
liet  was  spelled  "  Shey,"  William  Shade  was  a  qualified  voter  of  that 
township  and  a  resident  of  it  since  the  township  was  organized ; 
there  was  also  another  name  on  Pierson's  list  which  the  surname  was 
correct,  but  the  christian  name  was  wrong,  I  don't  remember  whose 
uame  it  was,  his  name  was  all  right  upon  the  other  lists,  he  was  one 
of  the  seventeen  that  voted. 

Quest.  Were  either  of  these  unregistered  persons  who  were  then 
i^owed  to  vote  otherwise  qualified  as  legal  voters  of  that  township  ? 

^ns.  I  was  not  personally  acquainted  with  all  of  them,  they  were 
aot  challenged  for  anything  else. 

Quest,  Did  these  unregistered  persons  who  were  thus  allowed  to 
rote  belong  exclusively  to  one  political  party,  or  were  they  members 
ofhoth?    (Objected  to.) 

^ns.  They  belonged  to  both  political  parties ;  I  know  that  five 
jlj^at  I  am  acquainted  with  are  republicans,  but  I  cannot  say  how  they 
voted  at  the  last  election. 

Qufest.  If  J.  Haines  Lippincott  and  his  political  friends  had  not 
loaisted  upon  the  legality  of  his  voting,  would  there  have  been  in 
your  judgment  any  unregistered  persons  permitted  to  vote  on  that 
day  ?    (Objected  to.) 

jfjw.  They  would  not  in  my  judgment. 

Quest,  It  has  been  testified  here  in  your  hearing  by  some  of  the 
witnesses  who  have  been  examined  on  behalf  of  the  constestant,  that 
there  was  during  election  day  various  disturbances^  disorder  and  in- 
terference with  voters,  at  your  polls ;  be  kind  enough  to  tell  ua  all 
you  know  in  relation  to  this. 
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An$.  The  first  controversy  was  in  regard  to  J.  Haines  Lippiocott^ 
vote,  which  was  settled  as  stated  before,  this  produced  some  anpry 
feelings;  the  next  disturbance  if  it  might  be  called  one,  was  that 
of  Edward  Taylor  and  Robert  Brock ;  1  heard  the  word  "  aristocrat  ** 
used,  and  I  looked  up  and  Edward  was  coming  towards  the  polls  to 
V4»te,  ho  was  coming  slowly,  as  there  was  quite  a  crowd  around  tibe 
ballot  box,  it  being  immediately  after  J.  Haines  Lippincott  voted; 
that  was  all  that  I  saw  of  that;  in  regard  to  Yenable's  vote,  I  saw 
the  three,  Josiah  Venable,  John  Erwin  and  Darling  Conrow;  I  am 
not  certain  that  Erwin's  first  name  is  "John,"  what  attracted  my  at- 
tention was  "  Erwin  "  said  that  Josiah  Venable  was  a  free  American 
citizen  and  ho  had  a  right  to^vote  as  he  pleased,  and  told  Darling  to 
let  him  alone.  Venable  said  if  you  don't  stop  I  will  knock  yo« 
down.  I  do  not  know  to  whom  he  said  this,  Venable  then  went  out 
of  doors,  and  afterwards  came  back  and  voted.  Darling  Conrow 
was  offering  to  give  him  a  ticket,  which  he  said  was  because  of  a 
previous  arrangement.  During  this  controversy,  the  judges  advised 
the  parties  to  give  Venable  a  ticket  of  each  kind  and  let  him  vote 
which  ever  he  pleased,  there  were  no  other  disturbances  that  I  re- 
member  of;  I  was  at  the  polls  all  day,  excepting  about  five  minutes 
when  1  was  eating  dinner. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  what  was  done,  if  anything,  by  any  of  the 
judges  of  the  election,  in  the  way  of  or  maintaining  order. 

Alts.  The  chairman,  Jonathan  Rogers,  called  to  order  when  ic 
thought  it  was  necessary,  this  was  done  by  him  at  least  four  or  five 
times  in  my  hearing. 

Quest.  Were  any  qualified  voters  of  that  township  on  that  day 
prevented  from  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage  by  these  disturbances 
or  disorder,  and  if  so,  name  them  ? 

Ans.  There  were  none. 

Quest.  You  say  that  you  have  been  the  Clerk  of  that  township  for 
several  years ;  will  you  be  kind  enough  to  state  how  the  last  electioo 
in  your  township  compared,  in  point  of  order,  with  previous  electuxis 
therein  ? 

Ans.  I  think  it  would;  it  would  lose  nothing  in  comparison  with 
the  election  two  years  ago,  when  a  number  of  persons  were  colonized, 
and  attempted  to  be  be  colonized,  in  that  township. 

Quest.  From  which  political  party  did  this  colonizing,  or  attempted 
colonizing  proceed,  as  far  as  you  know?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  It  was  all  done  by  the  republican  party. 

Quest.  Who  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  that  year  from  the  Sec- 
ond Assembly  District  of  Burlington  county  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  Charles  C.  Lathrop. 

Quest.  If  any,  what  is  the  relationship  existing  between  yoo  and 
Darling  Conrow,  the  witness  who  has  been  examined  here  on  behalf 
of  the  contestant? 

Ans.  He  is  a  half-brother  to  my  father. 

Being  cross-examined : 
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.   QitesL  Was  J.  Haines  Lippincott's  name  on  the  registry  list  when 
he  came  to  vote  ? 
.  ^ns.  It  was. 

Qttest  Were  the  names'  of  Conrad  AVindish  and  Leamen  on  the 
r^istry  list  when  they  offered  their  votes  and  were  refused  ? 

^n$.  They  were  not  on  when  they  offered  their  votes. 

Quest.  Why,  then,  was  the  admission  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott's 
vote  made  to  govern  Conrad  Windish  when  he  again  offered  to  vote? 

^ns.  Because  they  were  neither  properly  registered. 

Quest.  What  were  the  improper  features  of  their  registration  ? 

^ns.  J.  Haines  Lippincott  was  registered  on  the  fii-st  day  of  No- 
vember, without  his  appearing  in  person,  and  Conrad  Windish  was 
registered  on  election  day. 

Quest.  You  have  said  that  had  not  the  vote  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott 
been  received,  none  of  the  votes  of  the  persons  whose  names  were  not 
registered  properly,  and  who  voted  on  that  day,  would  have  been'  re- 
ceived at  that  election.  In  your  judgment,  did  or  did  not  the  re- 
ception of  these  improperly  registered  votes  grow  out  of  the  illegal 
registration  of  J.  Haines  Lippincott's  name  and  the  reception  of  his 
vote? 

Jins.  I  suppose  that  was  the  leading  cause. 

Quest.  You  have  spoken  of  names  having  been  misspelled  and 
wrongly  written  on  the  lists,  and  which  were  corrected  on  the  day  of 
election.  Do  you,  or  do  you  not  know  how  those  names  were  spelled 
on  the  list  which  was  posted  in  the  school  house  ? 

Jlns.  1  do  not  know  which  list  was  posted ;  I  cannot  say  whether 
that  list  was  posted  in  the  school  house  on  the  day  of  election  or  not. 

Quest.  Do  you  not  know  whether  Mr.  Leamen,  whose  vote  was  re- 
jected because  he  was  not  legistered,  did  afterwards  vote  on  that  day. 

^ns.  I  don't  think  he  did.

J^is  Ourtf  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  (rf  the  respondent, 
being  duly  sworn,  according  to  law,  on  his  oath  saith: 

I  live  at  Riverton,  in  Cinnaminson  township;  I  am  a  black  and 
whitesmith;  I  have  lived  there  about  thirteen  or  fourteen  years;  I 
am  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Burlington,  for  that  town- 
ship ;  I  think  it  has  been  two  vears  that  I  liave  been  in  commis^^ion 
as  such ;  I  waa  present  at  the  last  general  election  held  in  Cinnaoiin- 
son  township,  November  sixth,  last;  I  went  there  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, beloi*e  the  polls  opened,  and  remained  there  until  they  closed. 

Qttest.  Some  of  the  witnesses  examined  here,  on  the  part  of  the 
contestant,  have  testified  that  Jonathan  Rogers,  one  of  the  judges 
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frequently,  durin<5  that  day,  dropped  ballots  into  the  ballot  box  1^ 
fore  the  persons'  names  who  offered  such  ballots  were  found  upon 
John  T.  Pierson's  list  and  checked  by  him;  will  you  state  all  yon 
know  in  reference  to  this  ? 

Arts.  There  were  two  lists;  and  Mr.  Rogers,  in  one  instance, 
dropped  a  ticket  before  the  name  was  found  on  both  of  the  lists;  I  be^ 
lievc  itwas  found  on  one  list  at  the  time  it  was  dropped. 

Quest,  Before  dropping  the  ballots  entirely  in  the  box,  do  you  know 
how,  and  in  what  position  Mr.  Rogers  held  those  ballots? 

Ans.  He  held  it  bjctweec  his  two  fingers,  over  the  hole  in  the  box, 
and  sometimes  partly  in  the  hole. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  his  attention  being  frequently  called  to  the 
fact  of  his  dropping  these  ballots  before  the  names  were  found  and 
checked, and  persons  remonstrating  with  him  about  it? 

Ans,  He  was  spoken  to  but  once  on  that  subject?  I  do  not  recol- 
lect on  what  occasion  that  was. 

Quest,  Some  of  the  witnesses  examined  here  on  the  part  of  the 
contestant,  have  testified  that  some  persons  were  allowed,  upon  that 
day  to  vote,  who  had  not  been  previously  duly  registered  ;  be  kini 
enough  to  tell  us  all  you  know  in  reference  to  such  persons  voting? 
•  Ans.  Early  in  the  morning  there  were  two  persons  offered  to 
vote  whose  names  were  not  found  on  the  registry;  I  don't  recol- 
lect their  names;  the  officers  appeared  to  hesitate  what  to  doz 
1  told  them  that  I  thought  the  person  offering  to  vote  was  entitlea 
to  vo>e;  that  he  was  a  well-known  citizen;  and  that  the  act  of  the 
Legislature  was  not  intended  to  disfranchise  any  one;  that  the  faci 
of  the  names  of  these  men  not  being  found  on  the  I'egistry  shoulJ 
be  attributed  to  some  error  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  regisi 
tering  ofiicers;  and  that  citizens  should  not  be  disfranchised  fot 
any  neglect  or  error  on  their  part;  they  paid  no  attention  to  what  I 
said;  but  Mr.  Pierson  and  Job  King,  uniting  imnjediately,  rejected 
the  vote;  the  second  voter  was  treated  in  the  same  manner;  he  was 
not  on  the  registry ;  the  third  person  that  offered  to  vote  was  J. 
Haines  Lippincott;  his  friends  became  very  much  excited,  and  de- 
manded his  right  to  vote;  his  opponents  said  if  he  had  a  right  to 
vote  those  who  had  been  rejected  had  the  same  right;  after  some  dis- 
puting it  was  announced  by  the  ofiBcers  that  they  would  receive  hfe 
vote;  it  was  also  understood  that  those  who  had  been  rejected  shqpld 
vote  also;  that  was  all  that  occurred  then  in  relation  to  this  matter; 
some  time  afterwards  another  unregistered  voter  presented  himself^ 
I  heard  John  T.  Pierson,  one  of  the  inspectors,  say  that  according  t« 
the  rule  they  had  adopted  they  must  admit  him  to  vote ;  there  were 
no  further  disputes  on  that  subject  on  that  day. 

Quest.  You  say  that  it  was  contended  that  if  J.  Haines  Lippincott 
had  a  light  to  vote,  others  who  were  unregistered,  or  who  had  beca 
rejected,  should  have  the  same  right;  was  or  was  not  this  aeqaiest&ed 
in  by  men  of  both  political  parties  who  were  then  and  there  present? 

Ans.  It  was  acquiesced  in,  and  seemed  to  give  general  satisTaetioB. 
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Quest,  In  your  judgment,  if  J.  Haines  Lippincott's  vote  liad  not 
been  admitted  on  that  day,  by  the  judges,  would  there  have  been  an/ 
unregistered  persons  allowed  to  vote  on  that  day? 

^ns.  I  do  not  believe  there  would. 

Quest,  Some  of  the  witnesses  who  have  been  examined  here  on  be- 
half of  the  contestant,  have  testified  to  disturbances  and  disorders 
existing  at  the  polls,  in  that  township,  on  that  day ;  be  kind  enougit 
to  tell  us  all  you  know  in  reference  to  this  matter? 

^ns.  There  was  some  exgitement  and  disputes  in  regard  to  the 
rights  of  voters,  but  nothing  more  than  usually  occurs  at  our  election  j 
voters  could  at  all  times  approach  the  polls  without  any  hindrance  ot 
molestation  whatever. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  of  any  persons  who  were  qualified  voters  inf 
your  township,  who  were  prevented  or  interfered  with  in  castinjf 
their  ballots  on  that  day? 

Jlns.  There  were  two  persons  interfered  with ;  one  at  the  polls,  I 
think,  was  blind ;  Darling  Conrow  attempted  to  take  his  ticket,  wliiclf 
caused  some  little  excitement;  there  was  another  man  coming  to  the 
polls  with  two  or  three  more  pei*sons  in  company  with  him;  Darhng 
Conrow  immediately  left  the  polls  where  ho  was  standing  and  at- 
tempted to  get  possession  of  the  man's  ticket;  this  man's  friends 
ordered  him  off,  and  a  violent  dispute  ensued,  for  a  few  moments: 
Mr.  Conrow  left  the  man  and  came  back  to  the  polls,  and  the  mad 
came  up  and  voted ;  there  were  none  interfered  with  except  in  thes^ 
two  cases,  and  none  were  prevented  from  voting. 

Quest,  Were  any  of  the  persons  who  were  unregistered,  and  whd 
voted  on  that  day,  in  other  respects  disqualified  as  legal  voters;  if  so, 
please  name  them  ? 
•.  ^ns,  I  do  not  know  of  any. 

Ko  cross-examination. 

The  contestant  here  objected  to  all  that  part  of  the  witnesses'  te*. 
timony  that  relates  to  the  reasons  which  induced  the  election  officers 
to  receive  the  votes  of  unregistered  persons  on  the  day  of  election^

William  B.  Whifecar,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  re* 
spondent,  being  duly  sworn,  according  to  law,  on  his  oath  saith : 

1  live  at  Progress,  in  Cinnaminson  township.  New  Jersey;  I  am  d 
qualified  voter  of  that  township,  and  voted  at  the  last  election ;  I  am 
a  conveyancer,  doing  business  in  Philadelphia ;  I  went  to  the  polM 
in^Cinnaminson  township,  on  last  election  day,  from  ten  to  half-past 
ten  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  remained  until  after  the  polls  closed. 

Ques.  It  has  been  testified  here,  during  this  examination,  by  some 
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of  the  witnesses  who  have  been  examined  on  the  part  of  the  coatest- 
ant,  that  Jonathan  Rogers,  ono  of  the  judges  of  elecUon,  drof^ied 
the  ballots  of  the  voters  in  the  ballot  box  l>efore  tlie  names  of  m^ 
Toters  were  found  and  checked  upon  the  lists ;  be  kind  enough  to 
ftate  all  you  observed  or  know  in  reference  to  this  ? 

Ans,  During  a  portion  of  the  day  I  stood  near  the  place  oceapied 
by  Mr.  Rogers,  and  observed  the  course  he  pursued  in  reference  to 
bis  receiving  and  depositing  the  votes ;  I  saw  nothing  that  woald  lead 
to  believe  but  that  he  desired  to  comply  with  the  law  ^vemin^  eleo> 
tions ;  he  received  the  votes,  so  far  ns  I  observed,  held  them  in  hk 
hand  until  it  was  decided  to  accept  the  vote  offered. 

Quest.  Did  you,  during  the  time  you  thus  stood  near  him,  on  Uat 
dny,  hear  any  complaints  made  of  unfairness  on  his  part,  or  of  any 
remonstrances  as  to  his  conduct  in  dropping  ballots  into  the  box  be- 
fore the  names  of  such  persons  were  checked  upon  the  list  ? 

Ans.  No,  1  have  no  recollection  of  hearing  any  such  remooBtm. 
ces.  ' 

Quest.  It  has  been  testified  during  this  examination  that  several 
persons  who  were  not  duly  registered  as  legal  voters  in  your  town* 
ship  were  allowed,  notwithstanding  this,  to  vote  on  the  day  ot  dee- 
tion ;  will  you  please  state  all  you  know  in  reference  to  this  ? 

Ans.  I  went  to  the  polls  on  the  day  of  election  without  any  ex- 
pectation of  remaining  there  any  length  of  time;  the  day  being 
pleasant,  and  everything  appertaining  to  the  election  as  carried  oa 
being  equally  so,  I  was  induced  to  remain  during  the  day  for  the 

i)nrpose  of  seeing  the  manner  in  which  an  election  was  conducted 
n  that  district,  and  after  critically  observing  the  mode  of  voting  and 
and  receiving  the  votes,  I  came  away  fully  impressed  that  an  etee- 
tion  could  not  be  more  fairly  conducted  than  that  election  was;  tho^ 
was  some  collision  of  opinion  growing  out  of  the  interest  felt  by  in- 
dividuals in  the  result  of  the  election,  but  not  any  more  than  every 
American  citizen  ought  to  manifest  in  defence  of  the  parity  of  the 
elective  franchise;  there  was  a  person  whose  name  I  confounded  with 
Haines  and  Lippincott,  offered  to  vote,  and  some  objection  was  made 
to  his  voting;  hearing  the  argument,  I  drew  near  the  officers  to  asc»* 
tain  the  objection  made  to  the  vote ;  pome  said  that  he  was  not  reg^ 
tered,  I  think ;  others  contended  that  he  was  a  well  known  citiien  of 
the  district,  and  ought  to  be  allowed  to  vote;  the  gentleman  htmselft 
I  think,  contended  that  he  had  always  voted  in  that  district,  or  vi* 
cinity,  and  others  contended  that  he  was  so  well  known  as  a  legal 
Toter,  that  the  legislature  never  intended  to  deprive  snch  a  citizen  of 
his  vote ;  after  this  discussion  had  gon^  on  for  some  time  his  vote 
was  received. 

Quest.  What  was  said  at  the  time  he  was  allowed  to  vote,  m  refer- 
ence to  other  unregistered  persons  being  allowed  to  vote? 

Ans.  The  impression  made  upon  my  mind  was,  that  Uie  offieefs  of 
the  election,  by  receiving  that  vote  settled  the  precedent 

Qu^st.  During  the  time  you  was  at  the  election,  fi-om  10  A.  M.  or 
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10 J  A.  M.,  nntil  the  closing  of  the  polls,  how  was  it  so  far  as  order 
was  concerned  ? 

Jns,  As  I  remarked  before,  to  my  mind  the  election  was  con- 
ducted pleasantly  and  legally ;  I  saw  no  persons  desiring  to  vote  that 
could  not  gain  easy  access  to  the  polls,  and  whose  right  to  vote  was 
not  duly  considered  by  the  election  officers ;  I  saw  the  two  cases  of 
wishing  to  influence  the  blind  man,  Mr.  Silberman,  and  the  other 
person,  whose  name  I  do  not  know,  by  parties  approaching-  them 
outside  of  the  election  polls,  |ind  wishing  to  change  their  votes ;  this, 
however,  did  not  in  any  way  obstruct  the  polls,  or  prevent  other  par- 
ties from  voting. 

Being  cross-examined — T  have  resided  in  New  i^erSey  five  years  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  next  May ;  I  was  born  in  New  Jersey ;  I  have 
never  read  the  election  law  of  New  Jersey,  neither  have  I  ever  offi- 
ciated as  an  officer  at  an  election  in  this  State. 

Quest,  What  are  you  political  affiliations? 

,^ns.  I  am  a  war  democrat,  and  sustained  the  government  in  the ' 
efforts  to  put  down  the  rebellion,  without  regard  to  party  consider- 
ations. 

Quesi.  With  what  party  did  you  act  at  the  last  election? 

Jns.  With  the  democratic  party. 

Being  re-examined-in-chief— I  have  been  an  officer  of  elections  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia;  have  had  much  experience  in  conducting 
elections,  and  the  conclusions  to  which  I  havu  come,  as  detailed  in , 
this  examination,  are  based  upon  that  experience.

William  R.  Lippincotl,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  re- 
spondent, alleging  himself  to  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking 
an  oath,  and  being  duly  affirmed  according  to  law,  on  his  affirmation 
saith: — I  live  in  Cinnaminson  township;  I  have  lived  there  all  my 
life ;  I  am  a  farmer ;  1  am  a  brother  of  Wallace  Lippincott,  the  re- ' 
spondent  in  this  case ;  I  attended  the  election  in  Cinnaminson  town- 
ship  on  the  sixth  day  of  November  last;  I  got  there  about  five 
minutes  after  the  polls  opened,  and  was  there  all  day,  except  about 
an  h(mr  at  noon. 

QuesL  Do  you  know  whether  Jonathan  Rogers  dropped  ballots 
into  the  ballot  box  before  the  names  of  the  persons  offering  them 
were  found  and  checked  on  the  registry  list? 

^ns.  I  think  he  was  very  careful;  he  did  in  one  instance  drop  i^ 
ticket  before  Pierson,  the  inspector,  found  it  on  his  list,  but  not  before 
it  was  found  on  another  list  we  had  looking  over ;  that  called  forth  ' 
the  remark  "  that  he  ought  to  be  very  careful,"  as  he  dropped  it  be* 
fore*  Pierson  found  it,  but  Pierson  found  it  immediately  after ;  I 
recollect  hearing  voters  tell  Rogers  to  hurry  and  take  their  tickets; 
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he  replied,  *»I  will  not  take  them  any  faster  than  their. names  an 
found  on  the  reofistry." 

Quest,  What  do  you  know  in  reference  to  the  votes  of  unregistered 
persons  l>eing  received  on  thatgday? 

Ans,  The  first  man  that  was  not  registered  whose  name  was  *'  Lea- 
men,"  his  vote  was  refused,  the  next  was  Conrad  Windish,  there  was 
feonie  talk  and  excitement  over  taking  his  vote,  and  the  judges  re- 
fused to  take  any  vote  who  was  not  reiristered;  I  went  to  him,  took 
him  by  the  arm  and  led  him  away,  told  him  he  could  not  vote — and 
he  seemed  satisfied ;  the  next  unregistered  vote  offered  was  J.  Haiaes 
Lippincott;  he  was  challenged,  which  created  considerable  excite- 
ment, his  political  friends  contending  that  he  had  a  right  to  vote  and 
his  pob'tical  opponents  with  a  few  exceptions  contending  that  he  had 
not — nnd  that  it  had  been  settled  by  the  previous  decisions  made  in 
regard  to  those  offering  themselves;  his  vote  was  received  and  after 
that  all  were  received  that  offered,  providing  they  were  "otherwise 
legally  qualified ;  when  Haines  Lippincott  was  allowed  to  vote,  it  was 
contended  that  Conrad  Windish  had  also  a  right  to  vote,  and  he  was 
allowed  to  vote,  after  this  other  unregistered  persons  presented  them- 
selves  to  vote,  aid  it  was  contended  that  Haines  Lippincott's  ca^ 
established  a  precedent. 

Quest.  Were  any  persons  who  were  thus  allowed  to  vote,  in  oUier 
respects  qualified  voters? 

JJns.  They  were. 

Quest.  VVill  you  tell  us  whether  the  election  in  that  township  waf 
conducted  in  an  orderly  manner  or  not? 

jins.  I  believe  it  was  so  conceded  by  all  parties,  at  the  close  of 
the  polls  ;  1  was  talking  after  the  polls  closed  with  several  different 
persons  of  different  parties  and  they  all  expressed  themselves,  that 
we  had  a  very  quiet  and  peaceable  election ;.  that  is  the  reason  I 
have  said  what  I  have. 

Quest.  Something  has  been  said  in  the  course  of  this  investigati(m 
in  refeicnce  to  disturbances,  if  you  saw  any  of  these,  tell  ns,  the 
extent  and  amount  of  them? 

Jl/is.  In  the  first  instance,  Edward  Taylor  was  going  to  the  polb, 
in  company  with  a  man  named  Earling;  when  close  to  the  polls. 
Stokes  Haines,  Sr.,  says  to  Robert  Brock — tell  Earling,  I  would  like 
to  see  him.  Brock  did  so;  Taylor  turned  around  and  said  I  would 
like  you  to  leave  my  man  alone,  at  the  same  time  saying  to  Brock, 
" get  out  of  my  way  "  and  let  me  get  up  to  the  polls;  Brock  said  ** I 
would  for  a  poor  man,  but  not  for  an  aristocrat;"  Taylor  and  hb 
man  then  quietly  voted,  by  Taylor  going  around  Brock,  Brock  stand- 
ing still;  the  next  disturbance  was,  when  William  Anderson  offered 
his  vote,  his  vote  was  challenged  by  Darling  Conrow;  I  asked  cffi 
what  ground;  Darling  replied,  he  had  been  a  boating,  and  this 
i:ather  enraged  Andei-son,  and  he  made  some  rongh  expressions  tD 
Darling,  this  was  all  of  that;  this  is  all  the  disorder  that  happ^ied 
that  day  that  I  saw. 
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Quest.  How  did  this  election,  in  point  of  order,  compare  with 
previous  elections  held  in  that  township? 

Ans,   Very  favorably,  either  in  that  township,  or  in  any  other  that 

have  ever  seen. 

Quest.  Did  the  judges  of  election  in  your  township,  on  the  day  of 
he  last  election  seek  to  preserve  order  or  not?' 

Mns.  I  heard  Jonathan  Rogers,  the  chairman  of  the  board,  call  to 
jrder  when  these  littfe  excitements  occurred.    ' 

Quest.  Were  there  any  legal  voters  in  that  township  debarred  or 
)rc vented  from  casting  their  ballots  at  the  last  election  by  any 
nenaces,  interference  or  other  violence  offered  or  used  to\vards  them 
it  the  polls  ? 

Ans.  There  was  not  that  I  know  of;  the  township  of  Cinnaminson 
Is  principally  an  agricultural  district  and  a  majority  of  its  voters 
Tollow  agricultural  pursuits. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Grub!) : 

Quest.  Arc  the  towns  of  Rivtjrton,  Progress,  Bridgeboro,  and 
Palnayra  in  Cinnaminson  township  ? 

Ans.  They  are. 

Quest.  Are  the  inhabitants  of  these  towns  agriculturists? 

Ans.  A  great  many  in  the  town  of  Riverton  reside  there  in  the 
kmmer  and  in  Philadelphia  in  the  winter,  and  have  never  become 
citizens  of  New  Jersey,  and  as  to  the  other  places  named,  a  great 
many  either  follow  working  on  the  farm,  or  something  appertaining 
to  agricultural  pursuits. 

Qu€^/.  What  are  your  political  affiliations  ? 

Ans.  I  am  a  democrat. 

feeing  re-cxamined-in-chief : 

Quest.  The  places  you  have  named,  Riverton,  Bridgeboro,  Pro- 
gressand  Palmyra,  are  small  villages,  are  they  not? 

Ans.  They  are ;  the  whole  population  of  these  places  will  amount 
to  live  or  six  hundred.

Quest.  Did  you  at  any  time  receive  at  your  office  the  poll  list  and 
register  kept  and  checked  at  the  election  in  Cinnaminson  townsbip 
attached  together,  or  what  purported  to  be,  and  if  so,  when  did  yoa 
receive  and  file  the  same? 

Arts.  1  did,  on  Friday  after'  the  election,  November  9th,  last,  and 
filed  them. 

Quest.  Have  you  the  same  here  with  you,  and  will  you  produce 
them  ? 

Ans.  I  have ;  here  it  is.  The  witness  here  produces  the  same,  aad 
it  is  by  me  marked  Exhibit  No.  5  ex  parte,  respondent  [Being  citw- 
examined  by  Mr.  Roberts.]  Exhibit  No.  3,  ex  parte  respondeat, 
being  shown  witness,  and  his  attention  directed  to  the  certificate 
attached  thereto. 

Quest.  Is  there  any  date  or  other  feature  of  that  certificate  that 
enables  you  to  identify  the  list  of  names  to  which  it  is  attached,  as 
being  a  list  revised  and  corrected  on  the  first  day  of  November  last, 
at  the  West  Chester  school  house,  the  place  of  voting  in  Cinnaminsoi 
township  ? 

Ans.  I  don't  know  anything  about  the  West  Chester  school  hoast, 
butl  do  know  that  the  names  attached  to  the  certificate  are  the  nanof 
of  the  Inspectors  of  Cinnaminson  township,  and  it  is  marked  by  thea 
to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  registry  of  the  voters  of*  Cinnaminson  towi* 
ship,  as  corrected,  and  is  signed  by  John  T.  Pierson,  Jonathan  Rogez8» 
and  Job  King;  it  has  no  date,  nor  heading. 

Quest.  Exhibit  No.  5,  ex  parte  respondent,  being  shown  witness,  be 
is  asked  to  count  the  names  unchecked  on  the  list,  and  state  the  nimt- 
ber  thereof. 
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The  witness  having  counted  the  same,  states  that  there  are  sixty* 
six  (66)  names  unchecked. 

Quest.  Please  state  what  are  the  number  of  votes  certified  to  have 
been  received  at  that  election  ? 

^ns.  Five  hundred  and  seventy  (570.) 

Being  re-examined-in-chief. 

Qiiest.  Will  you  state  at  what  time  the  first  list  you  have  produced 
here,  and  which  is  marked  Exhibit  No.  4,  ^x  parte  respondent,  was 
filed  by  you  in  your  office? 

Jins.  The  twenty-third  (23d)  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1866. 

Quest.  Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  turn  your  attention'  to  the  re- 
vised list  which  was  filed  in  your  oflSce,  and  which  is  marked  Exhibit 
No.  3,  ex  parte  respondent,  and  tell  us  whether  you  find  the  name  of 
William  Shade  upon  the  list,  and  if  so,  how  the  last  name  ef  this  man 
is  there  spelled  ?  • 

^ns.  I  find  the  name  of  William  Shade;  tfie  surname  is  here 
spelled  ''Shade.'' 

Quest.  You  have  stated  that  this  revised  list  from  GinnamiVisoa 
township  has  no  heading  or  date  to  it;  was  not  this  the  case  with 
revised  lists  which  were  filed  in  your  office  from  some  other  townships 
in  this  county.    ^Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  think  there  were  one  or  two  others  that  I  noticed ;  {  cannot 
tell  what  townships  they  were. 

Quest.  Was  there  not  a  number  of  these  revised  lists  filed  in  your 
office  which  were  not  dated  ?    (Objected  to.) 

Ans.  I  think  1  saw  one ;  1  never  examined  them  particularly. 

Being  re-cross-examined.  , 

Quest.  Please  look  for  the  name  of  William  Shade  on  the  checked 
r^istry  list,  and  say  whether  there  is  such  a  name  there,  or  one 
similar  to  it,  crossed  offou  that 

Ans.  I  did  not  see  any  such  name  crossed  off;  William  Shade*8 
name  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  names  beginning  with  an  <<  S,"  and  is 
written  in  lead  pencil  and  checked. 

Quest.  Do  you  find  the  name  of  William  Shey  on  that  list  un. 
checked? 

Ans.  I  do. 

Being  re-re-examined-in-chief : 

Quest.  Will  you  examine  the  first  list  which  was  filed  in  your  office, 
which  is  marked  Exhibit  No.  4,  ex  parte  respondent,  and  tell  us 
whether  yon  find  upon  that  the  name  of  William  Shade ^  and  how  it  is 
there  spelled  ? 

Ans.  I  find  it  spelled  "Shade."

I  know  E.  Burd  Grubb,  the  contestant  in  this  case,  and  am  intimatdf 
acquainted  with  him;  we  have  been  intimate  friends  for  some  yeaR; 
I  was  with  him  in  the  army ;  I  served  as  Quartermaster  in  his  Fo- 
ment. 

Quest.  Had  you  at  any  time,  and  if  so  please  state  as  nearly  as  yoi 
can  where,  a  conversation  with  him  in  relation  to  contesting  the  sett 
of  Wallace  Lippincott,  tlie  respondent  in  this  case,  and  state  alltki 
he  said  in  reference  to  it  ? 

Ans.  The  first  conversation  that  I  had  with  him  was  shortly  lite 
the  election ;  I  won't  be  positive,  but  I  think  that  he  told  me  tbatie 
was  beaten,  and  he  said  that  be  owed  it  to  placing  monej  in  tk 
bands  of  the  wrong  parties  or  persons ;  he  said  nothing  to  me  at  tioi 
time  about  contesting  the  election ;  some  time  after  that,  I  can't  aj 
when,  it  was  on  a  Stmday,  I  had  heard  that  he  was  going  to  contest 
the  election;  I  told  him  that  I  thought  it  was  very  foolish, and  he 
replied  that  he  had  placed  himself  in  3ie  hands  of  his  friends,  as  they 
(bad  requested,  and  ho  would  let  the  matter  rest  with  them;  he^ 
something  to  the  effect  that  he  had  a  good  chance  of  gaining  his  s^ 
his  party  being  in  the  majority  in  the  Legislature.

has  b6en  assailed  by  the  respondent ;  the  counsel  for  the  conteafia^ 
here  asks  to  state  his  reasons  for  asking  the  above  qaestion—aud  vWd 
is  objected  to  by  the  counsel  for  respondejat,  on  tbe  ground  fliat»c^ 
fytatement  will  be  an  argument  in  favor  of  contestant,  and  no  Hp) 
evidence,  as  we  are  now  taking.)— Mr.  Rogers  then  says :  Tbe|?fl^ 
on  which  the  question  is  asked,  is  based  upon  part  of  the  wibtfff* 
testimony  wherein  he  states  that  Col.  Grubb  told  him  that  he  ^f^ 
money  in  the  bands  of  wrong  parties  or  persons,  and  that  he  attnfia^

place  ? 

Ans.  The  last  conversatioa  occurred  at  his  house,  up  in  his  room; 
^e  first  was  either  at  his  house,  or  ia  the  cars  on  the  way  to  the  city, 
1  forget  which.

Joseph  L.  Wright,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  respond- 
jent,  being  duly  sworn,  according  to  law,  on  oafti  saith : 

I  live  in  Burlington  city,  have  lived  here  forty-two  years  last 
August;  Burlington  city  and  township  are  in  the  same  Assembly  Dis- 
trict as  Cinnaminson :  I  am  a  qualified  voter  in  the  township  of  Bur- 
lington ;  the  township  of  Burlington  was  divided  into  two  election 
<Jistricts  at  the  last  election ;  1  voted  in  the  first  district;  the  polls  for 
that  district  were  held  at  the  corner  of  Union  and  High  streets  in 
this  city,  in  a  building  formerly  belonging  to  the  Burlington  Bank;  I 
acted  in  the  capacity  of  clerk  of  that  election  so  held  there. 

Quest,  Will  you  state  all  you  know  in  reference  to  the  registry  listp 
in  that  district ;  where  the  list  was  posted ;  where  it  was  on  the  day 
of  election,  and  whether  any  alterations  or  add4tions  were  made  to 
the  lists  in  that  district  after  the  first  day  of  November  last  ? 

JIns,  The  first  I  saw  of  the  registry  list  in  that  district,  it  waf 
|)0Sted  on  a  very  large  board  made  for  the  purpose,  on  the  outside  qf 
the  banking  house  of  the  building  which  had  been  the  Burlingto^ 
l)ank ;  I  saw  it  during  the  first  day  that  it  was  put  up  in  that  place ; 
lafter  that  it  was  put  up  against  Abraham  Kelley's  hotel,  outside,  o|i 
the  northeast  corner  of  Union  end  High  streets ;  it  was  kept  therp 
■during  the  day  and  at  night  it  was  kept  in  the  bar-room  of  his  hoteV; 
I  heard  that  there  were  additions  made  to  it  on  that  day ;  I  did  not 
^e  it  myself;  I  saw  the  names  that  were  said  to  have  been  added.; 
VAII  that  part  of  the  witness's  testimony  in  reference  to  what  hp 
^eard  or  was  informed  of,  is  objected  to,  as  improper  and  illegal^ 
TThis  is  all  I  believe  that  I  know  about  that  matter ;  we  held  thp 
Election  privately ;  by  that  I  mean  that  the  election  officers  were  in- 
-jride  of  the  building,  and  received  the  votes  at  the  window,  a  fev 
persons  of  each  party  were  inside  with  the  officers  and  the  electiop 
^ent  on  quietly  and  legally,  I  thought. 

Quest.  You  say  that  the  election  in  the  first  district  of  Burlingtop 
township  was  held  in  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Burling- 
^n  bank,  do  you  know  whether  any  list  of  registered  voters  w^ 
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posted  in  that  buildiDg  immediately  after  the  first  of  November  list» 
or  whether  it  was  posted  there  at  any  time  prior  to  the  day  of 
election  ? 

Ans.  There  never  was  a  list  posted  inside  the  bnilding,  neither 
before  or  after  the  day  of  election. 

Quest.  Was  or  was  not  public  notice  given  to  the  electors  of  fbat 
district  that  the  polls  for  that  district  would  be  held  on  the  sixtii  of 
November  last  at  this  building  ?  • 

JIns.  Yes ;  .public  notice  was  given. 

Quest  From  the  second  day  of  November  up  to  the  day  of  elec- 
tion,  was  this  building  open  at  all  reasonable  hours,  and  accessible  to 
the  voters  of  that  district? 

Ans.  The  building  was  never  open  at  all  from  the  days  the  offieen 
sat  there  until  the  day  of  election,  that  I  know  of,  and  I  passed  it 
probably  twenty  times  a  day. 

Quest  In  that  district  which  candidate  for  Asscmblv  in  the  Second 
Assembly  District  of  this  county  had  a  majority ;  and  if  so,  what  was 
that  majority,  as  near  as  you  can  tell  ? 

Jins.  E.  Burd  Grubb,  the  contestant  in  this  case,  1  think,  had  a 
mtgority,  had  a  majority  of  45  or  47. 

Being  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Boberts: 

Quest  You  have  stated  Mr.  Wright,  that  when  you  first  saw"  the 
registry  list  posted,  outside  of  the  building  where  the  election,  was 
held,  in  the  first  district  of  Burlington,  that  it  was  posted  on  a  lar^c 
board ;  was  that  board  placed  in  such  a  position  as  the  voters  of  the 
township  must  see  it  if  they  came  there  ^o  do  so? 

Arts.  Any  person*could  sec  it  on  the  firi<t  day»in  passing  the  build- 
ing. It  could  not  have  been  more  conspicuously  placed;  it  was 
tightly  pasted  down  against  the  board,  and  could  not  be  easily  re- 
moved ;  I  do  not  know  who  removed  that  board,  containing  the  list, 
to  Kelley's  corner. 

Quest  When  placed  against  Kelley's  hotel,  as  stated  by  you,  was 
it  in  such  a  position  as  to  be  easily  seen  by  persons  passing  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  street  and  going  to  the  place  where  the  election  was 
held? 

Ans.  That  depends  altogether  upon  which  way  they  went;  if  they 
came  up  High  street,  from  towards  the  river,  they  could  not  see  it; 
the  board  being  placed  on  the  Union  street  front  of  the  hotel;  if 
they  came  up  West  Union  street,  to  the  polling  place,  they  conld  not 
well  see  it;  if  they  came  down  East  Union,  from  the  cast  to  High, 
or  down  High  street  from  the  south  to  Union,  it  was  very  conspicu- 
ous ;  being  a  large  board,  some  six  or  seven  feet  high  and  two  fe^ 
wide. 

Quest.  Gould  it  be  seen  from  the  entrance  of  the  bank  building 
while  it  was  in  that  position  ? 

Ans.  I  cannot  speak  positively  on  t^at  subject ;  the  edge  of  the 
board  being  the  only  part  that  could  be  seen,  if  any  could,  from 
that  place. 
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Quest.  Could  all  persOBSt, passing  up  aud  dowa  Union  and  Hig^ 
streets^  aud  crossing  or  passing  tbe  intersection  of  these  streets,  see 
this  posted  list,  while  leanins:  against  tbe  hotel,  at  some  points  while 
80  passinsT,  if  they  were  looking  in  that  direction  ? 

ins.  If  persons  were  passing  the  intersection  of  those  streets,  and 
looked  i>ack,  they  would  see  it;  the  distance  from  the  bank  buiidiog 
to  where  the  board  was,  at  Kelley's  corner,  was  about  ninety- two  (92) 
feet. 

Que^f.  Has  the  bank  building,  at  which  the  election  was  held,  at 
the  first  district,  in  Burlington,  been  occupied  as  a  place  of  business 
for  the. past  year,  or  has  it  been  closed  with  the  exception  of  the 
dflys  on  which  it  was  used  by  the  board  of  registry  for  registry  and 
election  purposes? 

^//ij?.  It  has  been  closed,  with  the  exception  of  tliose  days. 

Quest.  Was  that  building  centrally  located,  and  well  adapted  for 
ibe  pu![K)se  of  a  polling  place? 

Jins.  We  generally  considered  it  the  best  place  in  that  district  for 
that  purpose. 

Quest.  Had  you  been  one  of  the  board  of  registers  for  that  election 
district,  what  change  would  you  have  thonsrht  desirable  in  the  posting 
of  the  roj^istry  list  from  that  which  was  adopted  ? 

^ns.  If  I  had  been  one  of  the  board  of  rejjisters  I  should  have 
ix^istod,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  that  the  list  should  have  oeen 
plnccd  within  the  building,  and  the  building  kept  open  so  that  tbe 
public  could  have  had  access  to  it. 

Quest.  Was  the  list,  when  you  first  saw  it,  on  the  day  after  the  first 
repi8rrv,  in  thcvestibule  of  the  building? 

Jins.  I  cannot  answejr  positively,  but  my  impression  is,  that  Ae 
dooi-s  of  the  vestibule  were  closed,  and  the  board  contfiming  the  Upt 
place- 1  against  these  doors. 

Qp,est.  Do  you  know  wbejther  Iho  registry  list,  as  posted,  was  at  ao 
time  at  the  voting  place  after  the  first  df^  on  which  you  saw  it  tfaepe, 
and  l>H'ore  the  electioa  ? 

JIfis.  I  never  saw  it  there  at  any  other  time  except  the  first  dagri 
nor  hovid  of  it  being  there. 

Quest.  Was  it,  so  far  as  you  know,  accessible  to  the  voters  of  tJie 
township  in  the  position  you  saw  it,  at  all  times  between  tbe  day 
after  the  registry  and  the  day  of  the  election  ? 

.dvs.,1  believe  it:  was.;  it  was  from  about  seven  o'clock  in  the 
morning  until  it  was  taken  in  at  night,  and  then  it  was  to  be  seen  in 
the. bar  room  until  about  ten  o'clock  at  night 

Doing  re-examined-in-cbief : 

Quest.  At  about  what  time  at  that  season  of  the  year  was  this  Hit 
taken  into  Kelly's. bar  room  in  the  eveuii^  of  each  day? 

.^nx.  As  near  as  I  can  recollect,  about  sunset ;  a  little  before  or 
aft<rr  Hix  o'clock' 

Quest,  Was  any  public  or  private  notice  given  by  the  registers  in 
66 
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the  first  district  of  Burlington  township  that  the  list  was  i>OBted  at 
Eelley's  comer  during  the  day  time,  and  in  the  barroom  of  his  hotd 
at  night? 

^ns.  I  never  saw  or  heard  of  any  snch  publication. 

Quest.  Gould  ^s  list  have  been  posted  within  the  vestibule  of  fte 
building  where  tlie  election  was  held,  and  if  so,  would  it  have  beet 
there  accessible  to  the  voters  of  the  district  at  all  convenient  hous 
of  the  day  ? 

Ans,  It  could  have  been  posted  there,  and  it  would  have  bees 
accessible,  provided  the  outer  doors  had  been  kept  open. 

Quest,  Was  there  any  person  stationed  at  this  building  after  tbe 
list  was  removed  from  it,  after  being  there  one  day,  to  inform  voteis 
where  it  was  posted,  or  was  there  any  notice  to  that  effect  posted  on 
the  building  or  any  part  of  it? 

Arts.  There  was  not  any  person  there  to  give  such  informatloB, 
neither  was  there  any  notice  posted  on  the  building  giving  sock- 
information,  neither  was  there  any  notice  posted  on  f£e  bmlding 
giving  such  information,  that  I  ever  saw  or  heard  of. 

Quest.  Who  were  the  officers  of  registry  for  this  district? 

Ans,  John  F.  Lowden,  Daniel  Parrish  Nay  lor,  and  Elwood  Conner. 

Quest.  State  if  you  know  their  political  proclivities  or  aflBliatiMS? 

Ans.  Daniel  Parris  Naylor  and  John  F.  Lowden  are  black  repub- 
licans, and  Elwood  Conner  professes  to  be  a  democrat,  and  I  Jbelwe 
he  is.    I  am  a  democrat,  and  always  have  been. 

Being  re-cross-examined  by  Mr.  Roberts: 

Q:uest.  Have  you  any  reason  to  believe  that  the  posted  regbtrj 
list  was  removed  from  the  place  where  you  ^t  saw  it,  by  or  at  tltt 
instance  of  the  Board  of  Registry  ? 

Jins.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  was  done  at  their  instance 
and  request,  and  by  their  orders ;  I  heard  some  of  the  board  speaking 
of  it;  I  don't  recollect  which  member  or  members  of  the  board  I 
did  hear,  one  or  more ;  it  was  understood  that  it  was  acqui€»ed  io 
by  them  as  being  the  best  place. 

Being  re-re-examined-in-chief : 

Q^est.  Who  are  the  most  leading  and  influential  republicans  i& 
this  city  ? 

Ans.  Jonathan  Roberts,  James  Watts,  Jacob  Laumaster,  William 
Coleman,  John  F.  Lowden,  and  quite  a  number  of  others.

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I  bye  in  Borlington,  No.  72  Union  street ;  I  am  a  qualified  voter 
here ;  I  voted  at  the  last  election  here  in  the  first  district. 

Quest.  Do  you  know  anything  in  reference  to  the  registry  list  in 
ttiat  district  being  altered  or  added  to  after  the  first  of  November, 
and  after  the  same  was  posted,  if  so,  state  all  you  know  about  it  ? 

Ans.  I  was  in  at  Abraham  B.  Eelley's  hotel  one  morning  between 
the  17th  of  October  and  the  day  of  revision ;  Daniel  P.  Naylor,  one 
of  the  registers,  came  in  there  and  asked  for  a  pen  and  ink  to  add  two 
names  to  this  list  pasted  on  a  board  in  the  bar-room  there ;  ho  made 
these  additions  by  adding  the  names  of  "  Lewis  Miller  and  Jacob 
Laumaster,  Jr ;"  1  asked  him  if  he  could  not  put  on  some  more  then, 
he  said  no,  not  until  the  day  of  correction ;  this  is  about  all  that  I 
know  about  it,  I  believe. 

Being  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Roberts : 

Quest.  Did  Mr.  Naylor  assign  any  reasons  when  he  made  these 
additions  to  the  list  posted  at  Mr.  Kelly's  hotel,  why  he  put  down 
those  two  names  particularly,  and  said  he  could  not  add  others  ? 

Ans.  I  won't  be  positive,  I  think  he  said  that  he  had  consulted  the 
other  judges  about  it;  this  I  think  he  stated  to  Mr.  Kelley.

Robert  M.  Brock j  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  the  respondent 
alleging  himself  to  be  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  taking  an  oath, 
and  being  duly  affirmed  according  to  law,  on  his  affirmation  saith : 

I  live  in  Oinnaminson  township ;  my  business  is  farming ;  I  am  a 
qualified  voter  there,  and  voted  at  the  last  election ;  1  was  born  there 
and  have  lived  there  all  my  life ;  I  was  at  the  election  before  the 
polls  opened,  and  was  there  all  day  with  the  exception  of  about  an 
hour ;  half  an  hour  at  two,  and  half  an  hour  at  four  o'clock. 

Quest.  Something  has  been  testified  here.m  reference  to  your  inter- 
ference with  Edward  Taylor  on  that  day ;  state  what  occurred  be- 
tween you  and  him  ? 

Ans.  In  West  Ohester  school  house  there  is  a  passage  aisle  about 
four  feet  wide,  leading  directly  from  the  door  to  the  desk  upon  which 
the  ballot  box  was  placed,  it  is  of  that  width  except  in  the  centre, 
where  the  stove  is  standing,  there  it  is  two  feet  wider ;  the  stove  is 
about  three  feet  and  two  inches  from  the  desk ;  Jonathan  Rogers,  one 
of  the  registry  officers  who  received  the  votes,  was  standing  on  the 
side  of  the  desk,  I  was  standing  rather  on  his  left,  between"  the  desk 
and  the  stove,  about  three  feet  from  him ;  Edward  Taylor  was  stand- 
ing on  his  right,  not  more  than  three  feet  from  him ;  I  happened  to 
cast  my  eyes  across  the  school  house,  I  saw  Stokes  Haines,  an  aged 
and  infirm  man,  ad^  some  one  to  tell  an  old  man  named  Daniel  Earling, 
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ttrat  he  wished  to  speak  to  him  ;  Mr.  Earling,  being  hard  of  hearing, 
I  saw  he  did  not  notice  it ;  Earling  was  standing  near  me,  I  reached 
cut  my  hand  and  made  a  motion  to  him  that  Stokes  Haines  wished  to 
0peak  to  him;  Edward  Tajlor  said  in  a  very  rough  manner, '«  Yoa 
let  him  alone;"  I  told  him  I  was  not  doing  ajiything  to  the  man,  only 
lliat  Stokes  Haines  wished  to  speak  to  him,  and  that  I  only  told  him 
so;  again  he  spoke  to  nijO  in  a  very  rough  manner;  "  Get  out  of  the 
way,"  said  1 ;  "  No,  I  turn  out  for  poor  people,  but  not  for  an  aristo- 
CTat;"  when  this  occurred,  I  am  positive  that  Edward  Taylor  could 
have  reached  his  vote  from  Jonathan  Rogers  from  wliere  he  Btood :  I 
did  not  stand  between  him  and  Jonathan  Rogers,  and  when  he  passed 
by  me,  he  did  not  go  towards  the  polls,  for  he  passed  between  me  and 
the  stove  directly  form  the  polls,  and  to  J>aniel  Earling,  he  took  bim 
with  him  to  the  other  end  of  the  desk,  and  by  that  time  Stokes  Hain^ 
had  come  around  on  that  side  of  the  desk,  and  gave  Daniel  Earling  a 
ticket;  Edward  Taylor  turned  around  towards  Stokes  Haines,  and 
looked  as  though  he  took  it  as  a  great  insult  because  Stokes  Haines 
had  given  him  a  ticket;  Stokes  made  a  reply  that  be  had  asked  him 
fbr  a  ticket,  Edward  Taylor  made  a  reply  that  he  did  not  care  if  he 
gave  him  forty  tickets ;  I  then  made  the  reply  that  only  a  few  minnt^ 
ago  he  appeared  to  be  very  much  afraid  that  he  would  get  another 
ticket;  Taylor  replied  to  me  "  You  are  a  very  impudent  man ;"  1  saw 
he  was  very  much  excited,  and  did  not  say  another  word  to  him  the 
whole  day. 

Quest  Were  you  present  when  Josiah  Venable  came  up  to  vote; 
if  so,  state  what  occurred  ? 

^n$,  I  was  present  when  he  came  up  to  vote,  and  was  standing 
near  the  ballot  box,  when  he  got  near  the  stove ;  Darling  Conrow 
attempted  to  get  to  him,  but  he  was  kept  away,  parties  stating  to  him 
fliat  Josiah  Venable  should  not  be  interfered  with,  that  he  came  there 
to  vote  as  an  American  freeman,  and  that  he  should  vote  the  ticket 
(hat  he  wanted  to ;  Josiah  Venable  seemed  to  hesitate  for  a  few  hk)- 
ments,  and  then  left  the  ^school  house;  I  then  took  an  active  part;  the 
reason  why  I  took  an  active  part,  Josiah  Venable  came  there  to  vote 
on  a  former  election,  and  said  he  wanted  to  vote  a  democratic  ticket, 
and  he  told  me  afterwards  that  he  did;  at  that  time  he  was  followed 
to  the  ballot  box  by  Darling  Conrow;  after  he  deposited  his  vote, 
Darling  asked  him  if  he  put  the  ticket  in  that  he  gave  him,  Josiah 
Venable  said  he  did ;  I  asked  Darling  what  he  would  have  done  with 
him  if  he  had  not  put  the  ticket  in  he  gave  him  ?  Darling  told  me  to 
keep  my  mouth  shut,  speak  when  I  was  spoken  to,  and  answer  when 
I  was  called ;  I  told  him  that  I  did  not  mean  any  harm,  only  1  wished 
to  know  what  he  was  going  to  do  with  him ;  I  thought  perhaps  they 
were  going  to  take  him  to  Fort  Lafayette;  after  this  occurred,  1  made 
up  my  mind  to  defend  every  man  as  much  as  I  could,  and  he  should 
vote  the  ticket  he  wanted  to;  for  these  reasons  I  followed  Josiah 
Venable  out  of  the  doors ;  I  asked  him  what  ticket  he  wanted  to  vote, 
he  said  he  wanted  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket;  I  told  him  to  go  in 
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and  vote,  he  should  be  protected,  and  have  the  privilege  of  voting  the 
ticket  he  wanted  to ;  he  then  went  in  and  voted. 

Quest  In  point  of  order  and  freedom  for  all  to  vote  who  were  qnali* 
fied  voters  in  your  township,  ho^  did  the  last  election  there  compare 
with  those  held  there  previously,  or  in  other  townships  in  this  county. 

•^ns,  I  should  consider  it  a  very  quiet  election ;  I  don't  think  I 
ever  saw  a  more  quiet  one,  except  in  the  two  instances  I  have  spoken 

of: 

Being  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Roberts : 

I  am  thirty-six  years  old;  Edward  Taylor  is  about  seventy-five 
years  of  age,  I  suppose;  I  think,  to  be  plain,  that  Edward  Taylor  ig. 
like  an  old  woman,  when  pleased  he  is  a  nice  man ;  1  have  been 
acquainted  with  him  for  a  number  of  years,  but  never  have  had  any 
acquaintance  with  him  until  about  0ie  time  that  the  rebellion  broke 
ont,  then  I  happened  to  be  with  that  party  that  was  opposed  to  war, 
in  that  township ;  but  after  we  got  into  a  war,  that  we  must  respeet 
law;  and  I  took  the  position  that  we  must  respect  law,  and  that 
laboring  men  should  not  be  drafted ;  that  property  should  defend 
property. 

Quest  You  say  you  have  known  Edward  Taylor  for  many  years ; 
what  is  his  general  reputation,  in  Cinnaminson  township,  for  courtesy 
in  his  intercourse  with  his  fellow  citizens  ? 

•/fn^.  Politically  he  is  considered  very  contrary  and  overbearing  to 
those  who  are  opposed  to  him  in  politics ;  personally  he  is  courteous. 

Quest  What  are  your  politics  ? 

^ns.  I  am  a  democrat,  and  glad  of  it.

Daniel  Zelley,  a  witness  produced  on  the  part  of  respondent,  being 
duly  sworn,  according  to  law,  on  his  oath  saith  : 

1  reside  in  Burlington;  I  voted  here  at  the  last  election;  I  am 
tending  bar  at  the  present  time  for  Abraham  B.  Kelley ;  the  board 
upon  which  was  pasted  the  list  of  voters,  for  the  first  district,  in  this 
township,  was  at  the  bank  comer  one  day,  the  first  day  it  was  put 
out,  and  then  it  was  brought  over  to  Mr.  Kelley's  in  the  evening,  and 
it  remained  there  during  the  night ;  I  am  not  sure  who  brought  it 
there,  but  I  think  Mr.  Conner,  one  of  the  inspectors  did  ;  whoever  it 
was  asked  permission  of  Mr.  Kelley ;  it  remained  there  from  that 
time  up  to  the  second  registry ;  after  the  second  registry  I  don't 
know  that  it  was  thei*e;  1  put  out  this  board  in  the  morning,  and  took 
it  in  again  in  the  evening  a  number  of  times ;  in  the  evening,  when  it 
was  brought  in,  it  was  placed  in  a  corner  of  the  room  near  the  win- 
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doW,  in  the  bar  room,  and  near  a  gas  light ;  whilst  the  list  was  there 
I  don't  think  any  one  had  anj  particular  charge  of  it;  I  general^ 
took  it  m  about  dusk  in  the  evening ;  I  had  no  regular  time  for  pot- 
ting it  out;  sometimes  it  was  sooner,  sometimes  later;  I  cannot ssj 
that  it  was  out  every  day  after  it  was  brought  from  the  bank  building 
until  the  day  of  election ;  there  might  have  been  some  stormy  days;

Dear  Sir :  You  are  hereby  informed  that  I  intend  to  contest  your 
right  to  a  seat  as  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly — to  which  seat 
I  am  informed  you  have  been  declared  to  be  duly  elected.  The 
grounds  on  which  I  shall  contest  your  right  to  said  seat,  are  as  follows : 

First.  That  the  Inspectors  of  Registry  and  Elections  for  the  town- 
ship  of  Ginnaminson,  failed  to  organize  as  a  Board  of  Inspectors  of 
B^^istry  by  appointing  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  having 
administered  to  them  the  ofiScial  oath,  as  was  required  by  and  under 
an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  ascertain  by  proper  proof,  citizens  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  rights  of  suffrage,  approved  April  4,  1866.'' 

Second.  On  the  ground  that,  the  Inspectors  of  Registry  and  Elec- 
tion gave  public  notice  that  they  would  sit  as  a  Board  of  Inspectors 
of  Registry  at  Fairview  school  house  (the  place  appointed  for  holding 
elections  for  said  township),  on  the  sixteenth  and  seventeeth  of  Octo- 
ber,  1866,  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  seven  o'clock  in  the 
evening  for  the  purpose  of  registering  the  names  of  legal  voters,  and 
making  a  list  of  all  persons  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  at  the  en- 
suing  election  in  said  township;  that  instead  of  complying  with  said 
notice,  they  sat  on  the  sixteenth  of  October  only  a  part  of  that  day 
at  the  place  designated,  and  that  citizens  of  said  township  who  at- 
tended at  that  pkuse  on  that  day  failed  to  iind  the  Board  of  Registry 
in  session.  That  on  the  seventeenth  of  October,  they  sat  at  no  time 
as  a  board  of  registry  at  the  place  designated,  and  the  citizens  who 
attended  on  that  day  failed  to  find  them  there. 

Third,  That  on  the  first  day  of  November,^  1866,  the  day  ap- 
pointed for  revising  and  correcting  said  Registry  lists,  they  refused 
to  strike  from  the  registry  lists  the  names  of  several  persons  who  had 
only  declared  their  intentions  to  become  citizens,  (they  being  foreign- 
ers by  birth,)  during  the  proceeding  month  of  October,  although  evi- 
dence of  that  fact  was  produced  before  said  inspectors  of  registry 
under  the  signature  of  the  clerk  and  seal  of  the  court  in  which  they 
had  declared  such  intentions ;  and  the  Inspectors  of  Registry  also  re- 
fused  to  make  other  corrections  of  said  registry  lists  which  were  re- 
quisite  to  their  perfection,  and  that  several  persons,  the  names  of 
whom  were  asked  to  be  stricken  from  the  registry  because  they  were 
not  qualified  voters  of  the  district  appeared  at  the  election  and  at- 
tempted to  vote,  some  of  whose  votes  were  taken  and  others  rejected 
by  the  inspectors.

Fourth.  That  after  the  first  of  November  they  did  not  file  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court,  a  copy  of  the  registry  lists  as  completed  on 
the  first  of  November,  as  was  required  by  the  above  mentioned 
statute,  and  as  was  absolutely  necessary  to  preclude  the  addition  of 
other  names,  and  that  names  were  illegally  added  to  said  lists  be- 
tween the  first  of  November  and  the  day  of  election. 

Fifth.  That  on  the  sixth  day  of  November,  1866,  the  day  of  gen- 
eral election,  the  Inspectors  of  Election  for  said  township  proceeded 
to  receive  the  votes  and  perform  the  duties  required  of  inspectors  of 
election,  without  having  taken  the  oath  of  oflSce,  they  were  by  said 
act  required  to  take,  before  they  proceeded  to  hold  the  election  at 
that  time ;  also  that  a  large  number  of  votes  were  received  by  the 
Inspectors  of  Elections  in  the  township  of  Cmnaminson  from  persons 
whose  names  were  not  on  the  registry  and  who  were  not  entitled  to 
vote  at  the  election  in  said  township ;  that  frequently  during  the 
day,  the  inspectors  of  election,  received  and  deposited  ballots  in  the 
ballot  box,  before  the  names  of  those  who  oflFered  them  were  found 
and  checked  off  on  the  registry,  as  was  required  by  the  above 
recited  statute  of  Assembly ;  that  also  frequently  during  the  day, 
the  disorderly  conduct  at  and  around  the  polls,  of  persons  who  were 
there  congregated  in  large  numbers,  was  so  great  as  to  prevent  the 
challenging  of  voters,  whose  qualification  as  such  were  questioned  by 
citizens  in  attendance  at  the  election — ^and  that  no  adequate  attempt 
was  made  by  the  oflScers  of  the  election  to  prevent  that  disorderly 
conduct,  and  to  protect  the  citizens  of  said  township  in  the  peaceable 
enjoyment  of  their  right  to  attend  and  participate  in  said  election. 

And  finally,  that  by  reason  of  the  foregoing  and  similar  acts  of 
illegal  and  negligent  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  inspectors  of  registry 
and  elections,  the  result  of  said  election  in  the  township  of  Cinnam- 
inson  at  the  last  election,  as  certified  to  by  the  said  inspectors  ot  regis- 
try  and  election,  is  untrue,  and  ought  not  to  be  computed  in  ascer- 
taining the  result  of  the  election  in  the  Second  Assembly  District  of 
Burlington  county,  and  therefore  I  hereby  claim  to  have  been  legally 
elected  to  the  seat  for  which  you  have  been  returned.

County f  at  the  last  general  elpclion,  and  entitled  to  the  seat  in  this 
body  now  held  by  the  Hon.  Wallace  Lippincott,  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That  thej  have  considered  the  testimony  submitted  to  them  by  tiie 
respective  parties,  and  heard  the  argument  of  the  contestant  and  the 
counsel  for  the  sitting  member  thereon.  The  testimony  was  taken 
and  transmitted  to  the  House  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  and 
lias  been  printed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  Ae 
House. 

The  grounds  upon  which  the  contestant  bases  his  claim  to  the  seat 
will  be  found  in  Exhibit  A,  on  page  7  of  the  printed  testimony.  Tiie 
grounds  of  contest  all  rest  upon  irregularities  and  violation  of  duty 
on  the  part  of  the  Inspectors  of  Registry  and  Elections  in  the  town- 
ship of  Ginnaminson  in  said  district.  The  contestant  claims  that,  by 
reason  of  the  failure  of  said  Inspectors  to  comply  with  the  Registry 
Law  in  the  particulars  set  forth  in  his  notice  of  contest,  the  votes  of 
Ginnaminson  township  ought  not  to  be  computed  in  ascertaining  the 
result  of  the  election  in  that  district 

From  the  view  your  Committee  have  taken  of  the  case,  we  do  n«t 
consider  it  necessary  to  go  into  an  extended  examination  of  the  tes- 
timony in  order  to  determine  whether  the  several  grounds  of  contest 
have  been  satisfactorily  proved.  It  was  admitted  by  the  contestant 
that  there  was  no  evidence  to  sustain  two  of  the  grounds. 

The  testimony  was  conflicting  and  not  conclusive  as  to  the  other 

Cunds,  except  that  part  of  the  fifth  ground  which  allies  that  the 
j>ector8  received  votes  from  persons  whose  names  were  not  on  the 
Registry,  and  who  were  not  entitled  to  vote.    It  was  clearly  shown 
by  the  testimony  that  unregistered  votes  were  received  by  the  In* 
Rectors. 
The  R^stry  Law  directs  that  the  votes  so  taken  shall  be  void, 
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and  shall  be  rejected  from  the  count  in  any  legislative  or  jndicial  scn- 

tinv  into  any  result  of  an  election.  

It  does  nJt  appear  that  any  considerable  number  of  Yotes  not  » 
Re^stry  were  revived,  thirreen  being  the  highest  number  swohto 

'\74?incoS"nSority.  according  to  the  return  made  by^ 
B<»rd  of  County  Canvissers,  was  one  hundred  and  eight.  Deduct^ 
STIhirteen  votes  not  on  the  Registry,  which  were  received  by  the 
Insoectors,  and  he  would  still  have  ninety-five  majority. 

There  wjwno  aUegation  made  by  the  contestant,  nor  was  there  anj 
proof Tf  fi^ud  or  coSuption  on  the  part  of  the  Inspectors  of  C|n«. 
Sn  township.  That  was  the  first  election  under  the  law.  Tb«* 
w^Tubt^  to^ite  construction,  and  the  Inspectors  may  have  Mrf 
to  comply  with  its  provisions  through  ignorance,  and  from  ajnisWtei 
Sea  of  ite  proper  fnterpretation  and  not  from  any  fraudiJent  intot 

determine  which  candidate  received  a  majority  of  tike  legal  votes 
cast  might  justify,  a  legislative  body  in  rejecting  the  vote  of  a  town- 
ship, but  your  Committee  are  clearly  of  the  opinion,  that  any  mere 
irregularity  on  the  part  of  the  Inspectors  or  any  violation  of  their 
duty,  where  the  result  was  not  changed  thereby,  cannot  justify  fte 
rejection  of  the  whole  vote  of  an  election  district,  and  the  dis&UH 
chisement  of  its  legal  voters.  The  most  the  contestant  claims  in  tbis 
case  is,  that  the  Inspectors  did  not  perform  their  duty,  and  that  thej* 
violated  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  Registry  Law.  He  docs  no4 
insist  or  attempt  to  prove  that  the  result  was  affected  thereby  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  give  him  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  in  the  dis- 
trict. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  person  having  the  ccr- 
tiiicate  of  election  from  the  Board  of  County  Canvassers,  should  not 
be  deprived  of  his  seat  unless  the  contestant  can  show  that  he  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  in  the  district 

We  therefore  find  and  report  that  Wallace  Lippinoott  was  dulj 
elected  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  from  the  Second  Assem- 
bly District  of  Burlington  County,  at  the  general  election  hdd  in 
November,  1866,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  member  of 
Assembly  in  that  district  at  said  election,  and  that  he  is  entitied  to 
the  seat  he  now  holds.

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THE  SCHOOL  LAW. 


Ah  act  to  establish  a  system  of  Public  Instruction. 
ARTICLE  I. 

STATE  BOARD  OP   EDUCATION. 

1.  Be  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  Geneial  Assembly  of  state  BoMi 
the  State  of  Jfew  Jersey,  That  the  general  supervision  and  Son,  i^ 
<;onijrol  of  public  instruction  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  «Map<*^ 
shall  be  vested  in  a  State  Board  of  Education,  which  board 

shall  consist  of  the  Trustees  of  the  School  Fund,  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  State  Normal  School,  appointed  as  hereafter  pro- 
vided, together  with  the  treasurer  thereof. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  State  Board  of  Education  Powen  «Di 
^hall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty ;  ^°**^ 

I.  To  frame  and  modify  at  pleasure  such  by-laws  as  may  be

termined by  the  trustees,  and  collected  by  the  district  clerk, 
by  an  action  in  debt  therefor,  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion, in  his  name  as  district  clerk,  together  with  the  costs  of 
said  action.

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STATE  NORMAL   SCHOOL.

reading  the  Bible  and  repeating  the  Lord's  Prayer.  ceremony.

State,  and  to  apportion  and  distribute  the  same  to  the  other 
townships  of  the  county. 

77.  And  be  it  enacted,  1'hat  the  several  townships  in  this 
State  are  authorized  and  required  to  appropriate  the  in- 
terest of  the  surplus  revenue  received  by  them,  and  from

office,  and  he  shall  procure  a  suitable  book,  in  which  be 
shall  keep  a  separate  account  with  each  school  district  in 
his  township,  crediting  each  with  the  amounts  appordooed 
to  it  by  the  County  Superintendent,  and  the  amount  raised 
by  tax  in  the  district,  and  charging  each  with  the  orders 
paid  for  said  district,  and  he  shall  present  his  accounts  to  be 
examined  and  settled  by  the  Township  Committee  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  a  copy  of  which  settlement  certified  by 
the  Committee  showing  the  amounts  received,  the  amounts  ex- 
pended by  him  for  school  purposes  during  the  year  (and 
the  balance  remaining  in  his  hands),  he  shall  transmit  said 
copy  within  ten  days  to  the  County  Superintendent,  and 
another  copy  of  the  same  he  shall  file  with  the  clerk  rf 
the  township,  and  as  compensation  for  such  service,  the 
Township  Collector  shall  be  entitled  to  reoeive  three^fQurthi 
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of  one  per  centum  on  all  school  funds  received  and  paid  out 
by  him,  for  such  purposes  during  the  year,  to  be  paid  by  the 
Township  Committee  from  the  funds  of  the  township.

DISTRICT  SCHOOL  TAX. 

80.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  legal  voters  of  each  dis-  District 
trict  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  meet  on  the  "Sc^TBi^ 
Tuesday  of  the  week  following  the  annual  town  meeting,  for  5^tpi»- 
ihe  purpose  of  determining  what  additional  school  tax,  if  any,  poseBcdiA 
shall  be  levied  upon  the  district;  said  meeting  shall  beheld 

at  some  convenient  public  place  within  the  district,  and  no- 
tice thereof,  setting  forth  the  time,  place,  and  object  of  such 
meeting,  shall  be  given  by  the  district  clerk,  and  set  up  in 
at  least  three  public  places  within  the  district,  ten  days  be- 
fore the  day  of  meeting;  and  the  said  inhabiUnt^so  met 
lAiall  have  power,  by  the  consent  of  the  two-thirds  of  those 

Eresent,  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  said  district  to  purchase 
ind  for  school  purposes,  to  build,  enlarge  or  repair,  a  school 
house  or  school  houses,  and  to  borrow  money  therefor,  or 
to  sell  or  mortgage  a  school  house  or  school  houses,  and  to 
raise  by  taxation  for  these  pui*poses,  or  to  pay  a  debt  of  the 
district  incurred  for  such  purpose,  and  for  the  curren^ex- 
penscs  of  the  school  or  schools,  such  sum  of  money  as  two- 
thirds  of  the  inhabitants  so  assembled  ^hall  agree  to ;  and 
in  case  any  money  shall  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  said  meeting,  to  bo  raised  by  taxation,  the  district  clerk 
shall  make  out  and  sign  a  certificate  thereof,  under  oath  or 
affirmation,  that  the  same  is  correct  and  true,  and  deliver 
the  same  to  the  assessor  or  assessors  of  the  township  or  town- 
ships in  which  said  district  is  situate,  and  to  the  County  Su-  DteWrt  tM, 
perintendent,  which  said  assessors  shall  assess  on  the  inhab-  ^^s^Lda^ 
itants  of  said  school  district  and  their  estates,  and  the  tax-  cou^c^^ 
able  property  therein,  in  the  same  manner  as  township  taxes 
are  assessed,  such  sum  of  money  as  shall  have  been  ordered  ^ 

to  be  raised  by  the  said  meeting,  in  the  manner  aforesaid ; 
and  eaid  money  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  at 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  that  other  township  moneys  are 
assessed,  levied  and  collected ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  collector  or  collectors  of  the  township  or  townships  in 
'  which  said  district  is  situate,  to  pay  over  all  moneys  by 
him  or  them  received,  which  shall  have  been  assessed  by 
virtue  of  such  vote  of  a  district  meeting  as  aforesaid,  on  the 
order  of  the  district  clerk  of  said  district,  to  be  used  for  the 
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purpose  directed  by  the  district  meeting  so  held  as  afore- 
said, 
oorewai  81.  Jind  be  it  enacted^  That  no  teacher  shall  be  pornaittcd 

®°'  to  inflict  corporal  punishment  upon  any  ofcild  in  any  school 
in  this  State. 
Jgwwrii  82.  An^  be  it  enacted^  That  all  acts  and  parte  of  acli 

^'^  heretofore  passed  of  a  general  character  on  the  suWJect  of 
public  schools  and  of  the  Normal  School  and  its  approprii- 
tions,  arc  hereby  repealed. 

83.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  go  into  cScct  im- 
mediately.

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CONSTITUTION 

OP  THE 

STATE  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 


A  Constitution  agreed  upon  by  the  delegates  of  the  people 
of  J^ew  Jersey,  in  convent  inn  ^  bfgun  at  Trenton  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  May^  and  continued  to  the  twenty-ninth 
day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty  four. 

We,  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  grateful  to  Preambu^ 
Almiglity  God  for  the  civil  ami  religious  liberty  which  He 
hath  so  long  permitted  us  to  enjoy,  and  looking  to  Him  for 
a  blessinji:  upon  our  endeavors  to  secure  and  transmit  the 
same  unimpaired  to  succeediug  generations,  do  ordain  and 
establish  this  cunstitution. 

ARTICLE  I. 

RIGHTS   AND   PRIVILEGES. 

1.  All  men  are  by  nature  free  and  independent,  and  have  Natani 
certain  natural  and  unalienable  rights,aniong  which  are  those  ^^^ 
of  enjoying  and  defending  life  and  liberty,  acquiring,  pos- 
sessing and  protecting  property,  and  of  pursuing  and  obtain- 
ing safety  and  happiness. 

2.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people.     Govern-  Political 
ment  is  instituted  for  the  protection,  security  and  benefit  of  p°^"*- 
the  people,  and  they  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  alter  or 
reform  the  same,  whenever  the  public  good  may  require  it. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  deprived  of  the  inestimable  privi-  ^[^Sl^ 
lege  of  worshipping  Almighty  God  in  a  manner  agreeable 

to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience;  nor  under  any  pre- 
tence whatever  be  compelled  to  attend  any  place  of  worship 
contrary  to  his  faith  and  judgment;  nor  shall  any  person  be 
obliged  to  pay  tithes,  taxes,  or  other  rates  for  building  or 
repairing  any  church  or  churches,  place  or  places  of  worship, 
or  for  the  maintenance  of  any  minister  or  ministry,  contrary 
to  what  he  believes  to  be  right,  or  has  deliberately  and  vol- 
witarily  engaged  to  perform. 
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4.  There  shall  be  no  establishment  of  one  religious  sect 
in  prefei-euce  to  another;  no  religious  test  shall  be  required 
as  a  qualification  for  any  office  or  public  trust ;  and  no  p?r. 
son  shall  be  denied  the  enjoyment  of  any  civil  right  mere!? 
on  account  of  his  religious  principles. 

6.  Every  person  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his 
sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of 
that  right.  No  law  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge 
the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press.  In  all  prosecoticMis  or 
indictments  for  libel,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  to 
the  jury ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  jury  that  the  matter 
charged  as  libelous  is  true,  and  was  published  with  good 
motives  and  for  justifiable  ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted: 
and  the  jury  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  law  and 
the  fact. 

6.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches 
and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated;  and  no  warrant  shall 
issue  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, and  particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched, 
and  the  papers  and  things  to  be  seized. 

7.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate;  but 
the  legislature  may  authorize  the  trial  of  civil  suits,  whCT 
the  matter  in  dispute  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  by  a  jury 
of  six  men. 

8.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  have  the 
right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury;  to 
be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to 
be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him ;  to  have  com- 

Eulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  to 
ave  the  assistance  of  counsel  in  his  defence. 

9.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  criminal  offencp* 
unless  on  the  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jurv,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  impeachment,  or  in  cases  cognizable  by  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  or  arising  in  the  army  or  navy ;  or  in 
the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public 
danger. 

10.  No  person  shall  after  acquittal  be  tried  for  the  same 
offence.  All  persons  shall,  before  conviction,  be  bailable  by 
sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof 
is  evident  or  presumption  great. 

11.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  no* 
be  suspended,  unless  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the 
public  safety  may  require  it. 

12.  The  military  shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  tbe 
civil  power.  / 

13.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in 
any  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  time 
of  war  except  it  a  manner  prescribed  by  law. 
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14.  Treason  against  the  state  shall  consist  only  in  levying  Treaion. 
var  against  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid 

ind  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  un- 
ess  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act, 
)r  on  confession  in  open  court. 

15.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  excessive- fines  Bun.  to«^ 
hall  not  be  imposed,  and  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  m^' 
ihall  not  be  inflicted. 

16.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use  Private  pr©^ 
vithout  just  compensation;  but  land  may  be  taken  for  pub-  pSS/wt. 
ic  highways,  as  heretofore,  until  the  legislature  shall  direct 
»mpensation  to  be  made. 

17.  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt  in  any  action,  imprison- 
)r  on  any  judgment  founded  upon  contract,  unless  in  cases  Sim!***' 
)f  fraud  ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  imprisoned  for  a  militia 

5ne  in  time  of  peace. 

18.  'J*hc  people  have  the  right  freely  to  assemble  together.  Right  of  p»- 
to  consult  for  the  common  good,  to  make  known  their  opin-  ^  ^^ 
ions  to  their  representatives,  and  to  petition  for  redress  of 
grievances. 

19.  This  enumeration  of  rights  and  privileges  shall  not  be  saving 
construed  to  impair  or  deny  others  retained  by  the  people.       ^"** 

ARTICLE  II. 

RIGHT  OF  SUFFRAGE. 

1.  Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  lughtoffu^ 
age  of  tweniy-one  years,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  ^^^' 

this  state  one  year,  and  of  the  county  in  which  he  claims  his 
vote  five  months,  next  before  the  election,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  for  all  officers  that  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be 
elective  by  the  people;  provided,  that  no  person  in  the  Proitoo. 
mflilary,  naval,  or  marine  service  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  considered  a  resident  in  this  state,  by  being  stationed  in 
any  garrison,  barrack,  or  military  or  naval  place  or  station 
within  this  state ;  and  no  pauper,  idiot,  insane  person,  or 
person  convicted  of  a  crime  which  now  excludes  him  from 
wing  a  witness  unless  pardoned  or  restored  by  law  to  the 
right  of  suffrage,  shall  enjoy  the  right  of  an  elector. 

2.  The  legislature  may  pass  laws  to  deprive  persons  of  the  Briberj. 
right  of  suffrage  who  shall  be  convicted  of  bribery  at  elec- 
tions. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DISTRIBUTION   OP  THE   POWERS  OP   GOVERNMENT. 

1.  The  powers  of  the  government  shall  be  divided  into  Depaiw 
three  distinct  departments — the  legislative,  executive,  and  ^^m?' 
judicial;  and  no  person  or  persons  belonging  to,  or  consti-       ' 
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tDting  one  of  thope  departments,  shall  exercise  any  of  the 
powers  properly  belonging  to  either  of  the  others, except n 
herein  expressly  provided. 

ARTICLE  ly. 

LEGISLATIVE. 

Section  /. 

LegiBictiire.      1.  The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  senate  aaJ 
general  assembly. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  senate  who  M 
not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  havcl)eoni 
citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  state  for  four  years,  and  of  the 
county  for  which  he  shall  be  cho?en  one  year,  ncxtbefon 
his  election ;  and  no  pei-son  shall  be  a  member  of  the  general 
assembly  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twentr-ooe 
years,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  state  ftr 
two  years,  and  of  the  county  for  which  he  shall  be  choM 
one  year  next  before  his  election  :  provided,  that  no  perwa 
shall  bo  eligible  as  a  member  of  either  house  of  the  legist 
turc,  who  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  soffrai^e. 

3.  Members  of  the  senate  and  general  assembly  shall  he 
elected  yearly  and  every  year,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
October;  and  the  two  houses  shall  meet  separately  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  January  next  after  the  said  day  of  dec- 
tion,  at  which  time  of  meeting,  the  legislative  year  shall  «■• 
mence;  but  the  time  of  holding  such  election  maybeil- 
tered  by  the  legislature. 

Section  IL 

1.  The  senate  shall  be  composed  of  one  senator  from  each 
county  in  the  state,  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of  tbecoca. 
ties,  respectively ,for  three  years. 

2.  As  soon  as  the  senate  shall  meet  after  the  fot  elec- 
tion  to  be  held  in  pursuance  of  this  constitution,  they  W 
be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  classes.  The 
seats  of  the  senators  of  the  fir^t  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the 
expiration  of  the  first  year;  of  the  second  class  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  second  year;  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  fl- 
piration  of  the  third  year,  so  that  one  class  may  beeledw 
every  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen,  by  resignation  orothfl' 
wise,  the  persons  elected  to  supply  such  vacancies  shaflh 
elected  for  the  unexpired  terms  only. 

Section  III. 

Ammhiy,        h  The  general  assembly  shall  be  composed  of  iDeah^ 
annually  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  counties,  it^ 
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ivcly,  who  shall  be  apportioned  amon^  the  said  counties  as 
nearly  as  may  be  according:  to  the  number  of  their  inhabi-  Apportion- 
tants.     The  present  apportionment  shall  continue  until  the  "*®^^* 
ni'ixt  consu.s  of  the  United  States  shall  have  been  taken,  oni 
an  apportionment  of  the  members  of  the  general  assembly 
sliall  be  made  by  the  legislature,  at  its  first  session  after  the 
next  an<]  every  subsequent  enumeration  or  census,  and  when 
made  shall  remain  unaltered  until  another  enumeration  shall 
have  been  taken;  provided,  that  each  county  shall  at  all  ProTiaa 
times  bo  entitled  to  one  member;  and  tho  whole  number  of 
members  shall  never  exceed  sixty. 

Section  IV. 

1.  Each  house  shall  direct  writs  of  election  for  supplying  Supplying 
vacancies,  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise;  ^**^^**' 
but  if  vacancies  occur  during  the  recess  of  tho  legislature, 

the  writs  may  be  issued  by  the  governor,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

2.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  Jatoot 
and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  |JJ^"**^ 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;   but  a  smaller  Qaoram. 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  author- 
ized to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such 
manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  provide. 

3.  Each  house  shall  choose  its  own  ofBcci-s,  determine  the  ^?<^^^j^ 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  its  nbembers  for  disorderly  "^*^ 
behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  may  expel 

a  member. 

4.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  JonmaiiL 
and  from  time  to  time  publish  the  same ;  and  the  yeas  and 

nays  of  the  members  of  either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at 
the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the 
journal. 

5.  Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  the  legislature.  Adjourn- 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  "*"**' 
than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which 

the  two  houses  shall  bo  sitting. 

6.  All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  read  three  gn?'!?"* 
times  in  each  house,  before  the  final  passage  thereof;  and  no 

bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  pass,  unless  there  be  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  of  each  body  personally  present  and 
agreeing  thereto ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members 
voting  on  each  final  passage  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

7.  Members  of  the  senate  and  general  assembly  shall  g^P*°^ 
receive  a  compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained 

by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  state ;  which 
compensation  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per 
day  for  the  period  of  forty  days  from  the  commencement  of 
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the  session ;  and  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  per  day  for  the  remainder  of  the  session.  Who 
convened  in  extra  session  by  the  governor,  they  shall  rt 
ceive  such  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  for  the  first  forty  dap  rf 
the  ordinary  session.  They  shall  also  receive  the  snin  d 
one  dollar  for  every  ten  miles  ihey  shall  travel,  in  goiog  to 
and  returning  from  their  place  of  meeting,  on  the  mostusQal 
route.  The  president  of  the  penate  and  the  speaker  of  tbe 
house  of  assembly  shall,  in  virtue  of  their  oflBces,  recei^eaE 
additional  compensation,  equal  to  one-third  of  then*  per  diem 
allowance  as  members. 

8.  Members  of  the  senate  and  general  assembly  sbaD, Id 
all  cases  except  ti*eason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  peace, 
be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  tlf 
sitting  of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  it 
turning  from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate, m 
either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  plaec. 

Section  V, 

1.  No  member  of  the  Senate  or  General  Assembly  slaD, 
during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  Dominated 
or  appointed  by  the  governor  or  by  the  legislature  in  joint- 
meeting,  to  any  civil  oflSce  under  the  authority  of  this  state, 
which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof 
shall  have  been  increased,  during  such  time. 

2.  If  any  member  of  the  Senate  or  General  Assemblj 
shall  be  elected  to  represent  this  state  in  the  Senate  or 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States,  and  shall 
accept  thereof,  or  shall  accept  of  any  oflSce  or  appointment 
under  the  government  of  the  United  States,  his  seat  in  the 
legislature  of  this  state  shall  thereby  be  vacated. 

3.  No  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  nor  judge  of  an; 
other  court,  sherifi^,  justice  of  the  peace,  nor  any  person  or 
persons  possessed  of  any  ofiice  of  profit  under  the  ?p^*^ 
ment  of  this  state  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat,  either  in  the 
Senate  or  in  the  General  Assembly;  but  on  being  elected 
and  taking  his  seat,  his  oflice  shall  be  considered  vacant: 
and  no  person  holding  any  oflBce  of  profit  under  the  goyem- 
ment  of  the  United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  ineititf 
house. 

Section  VL 

1.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
House  of  Assembly;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concar 
with  amendments,  as  on  other  bills. 

2.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasnrjr,  bntfor 
appropriations  made  by  law.  ,^^ 

3.  The  credit  of  the  state  shall  not  be  directly  or  indirecfir 
loaned  in  any  case. 
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4.  The  legislature  shall  not  in  any  manner,  create  any  ^*^®'^)*L^ 
debt  or  debts,  liability  or  liabilities,  of  the  state,  which  shall  "***®°*°^ 
singly  or  in  the  aggregate  with  any  previous  debts  or  lia- 
bilities at  any  time  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
except  for  purposes  of  war,  or  to  repel  invasion,  or  to  sup. 
press  insurrection,  unless  the  same  shall  be  authorized  by  a 
law  for  some  single  object  or  work,  to  be  distinctly  specified 
therein ;  which  law  shall  provide  the  ways  and  means,  ex- 
clusive of  loans,  to  pay  the  interest  of  such  debt  or  liability 
as  it  falls  due,  and  also  to  pay  and  discharge  the  principal 
of  such  debt  or  liability  within  thirty-five  years  from  the 
time  of  the  contracting  thereof,  and  shall  be  irrepealable 
until  such  debt  or  liability,  and  the  interest  thereon,  are 
ftilly  paid  and  discharged:  and  no  such  law  shall  take 
Iffect  until  it  shall  at  a  general  election,  have  been  submitted 
to  the  people,  and  have  received  the  sanction  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  it  at  such  election :  and 
all  money  to  be  raised  by  the  authority  of  such  law  shall  be 
applied  only  to  the  specific  object  stated  therein,  and  to  the 
payment  of  the  debt  thereby  created.  This  section  shall 
not  be  construed  to  refer  to  any  money  that  has  been,  or 
may  be,  deposited  with  this  state  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States. 

Section    VIL 

1.  No  divorce  shall  bo  granted  by  the  legislature.  ditotc^ 

2.  No  lottery  shall  be  authorized  by  this  state;  and  no  Lotteriwi. 
ticket  in  any  lottery  not  authorized  by  a  law  of  this  state 

Bhall  bo  bought  or  sold  within  the  state. 

3.  The  legislature  shall  not  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  Attainder 
post  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  SjufuS? 
or  depriving  a  party  of  any  remedy  for  enforcing  a  contract 

which  existed  when  the  contract  was  made. 

4.  To  avoid  improper  influences  which  may  result  from  in-  Laws  tote 
termixing  in  one  and  the  same  act  such  things  as  have  no  "^^^ 
proper  relation  to  each  other,  every  law  shall  embrace  but 

one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

5.  The  laws  of  this  state  shall  begin  in  the  following  style,  EnactJnt 
"  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  ^^'*"** 
State  of  New  Jersey." 

6.  The  fund  for  the  support  of  free  schools,  and  all  money,  EdneatiQifc 
rtock,  and  other  property,  which  may  hereafter  be  appro- 
priated for  that  purpose,  or  received  into  the  treasury  un- 

der  the  provision  of  any  law  heretofore  passed  to  augment 
the  said  fund,  shall  be  securely  invested,  and  remain  a  per- 
petual fund;  and  the  income  thereof,  except  so  much  as  it 
may  be  judged  expedient  to  apply  to  an  increase  of  the 
capital,  shall  be  annually  appropriated  to  the  support  of 
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public  schools,  f^r  the  equal  benefit  of  all  the  people  of  the 
state;  and  it  sliall  not  be  competent  for  the  legislature  to 
borrow,  appropriate,  or  use  the  saiil  fund  or  any  pirt  thereof, 
for  any  utlier  purpose,  under  any  ])retcnce  wl/itever. 
Wghtaof         7.  iVo  private  or  special  law  shall  be  passed  authorizing 
minors,  etc.  ^]j^  ^j^j^,  ^f  ^^^  lands  bcloD^ring  in  whole  or  in  part  toa 
minor  or  minor?,  or  other  pei'sons  wlio  may  at  the  time  be 
under  any  Ic^al  disability  to  act  for  themselves. 
Bankchar-        8.  Thc  assent  of  thrcc-fiftlis  of  the  members  elected  to

mortgages,  and  sale  of  mortgaged  premises. 

Section    VIll 

ottfcof  1.  Members  of  the  legislature  shall,  before  they  enters 

^^^  the  duties  of  their  respective  ofiBces,  take  and  subBcribetie 
following  oath  or  affirmation : 

"  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be), 
that  I  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  Statesand 
the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  and  that  I  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  senator  (or  member  of  tl» 
general  assembly,  as  the  case  may  be),  according  to  the  bcsl 
of  my  ability." 

And  members  elect  of  the  senate  or  general  assembly  arc 
hereby  empowered  to  administer  to  each  other  the  said  oath 
or  affirmation. 

ARTICLE  V. 

EXECUTIVE. 

1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  governor. 
oototiot,  2.  The  governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of 
*^  this  state.  The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  the  governor;  but  if  two  or  more  shall  be  equal 
and  highest  in  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  gofenior 
by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  both  houses  ffl 
joint  meeting.     Contested  elections  for  the  office  of  govcmfljr 


cod  when 


shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  sbaB 
direct  by  law.    When  a  governor  is  to  be  elected  by  tM 
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people,  such  election  shall  be  held  at  the  time  when  and  at 
the  places  where  the  people  shall  respectively  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  legislature. 

3.  The  governor  shall  hold  his  oflSce  for  three  years,  to  Tem. 
commence  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  January  next  ensuing 

the  election  for  governor  by  the  people,  and  to  end  on  the 
Monday  preceding  the  third  Tuesday  of  January,  three 
years  thereafter;  and  he  shall  be  incapable  of  holding  that 
office  for  three  years  next  after  his  term  of  service  shall 
have  expired;  and  no  appointment  or  nomination  to  oflBce 
shall  be  made  by  the  governor  during  the  last  week  of  his 
3$dd  term. 

4.  The  governor  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  years  of  age,  Qnaiwcifc 
and  shall  have  been  for  twenty  years,  at  least,  a  citizen  of  **°^ 

|the  United  States,  and  a  resident  of  this  state  seven  years 
next  before  his  election,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent 
daring  that  time  on  the  public  business  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  state. 

5.  The  governor   shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  g^P*"'*' 
services  a  compensation,  which  shall  be  neither  increased    ^^ 
nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have 

been  elected. 

6.  He  shall  be  the  commander-in-chief  of  all  the  military  ocgerai 
and  naval  forces  of  the  state ;  he  shall  have  power  to  con-  ^^^^ 
vene  the  legislature,  whenever  in  his  opinion  public  neces- 
sity requires  it ;  he  shall  communicate  by  message  to  the 
l^islature  at  the  opening  of  each  session,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  the  condition  of  the  state, 

and  recommend  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient; 
he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and 
grant,  under  the  great  seal  of  the  state,  commissions  to  all 
such  officers  as  shall  be  required  to  be  commissioned. 

7.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  A^^ 
be  presented  to  the  governor ;  if  he  approves  he  shall  sign   ^ 

it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the 
house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the 
olnections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  recon- 
sider it ;  if,  after  such  reconsideration,  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be 
sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by 
which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  of 
by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  that  house,  it  shall  be- 
Qome  a  law ;  but,  in  neitiier  house  shall  the  vote  be  taken  on 
the  same  day  on  which  the  bill  shall  be  returned  to  it ;  and 
in  all  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and 
against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house 
respectively.    If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the 
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governor,  within  five  days  (Sunday  excepted)  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it.  unless  the  l^islature  by  their 
adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be 
a  law. 

8.  No  member  of  ConjBpress,  or  person  holding  an  office 
under  the  United  States,  or  this  state,  shall  exercise  the 
ofiSce  of  governor ;  and  in  ease  the  governor,  or  person  adr 
ministering  the  government  shall  accept  any  ofiSce  nnder 
the  United  States  or  this  state,  his  office  of  governor  shall 
thereupon  be  vacant. 

9.  The  governor  or  person  administering  the  govern- 
ment, shall  have  power  to  suspend  the  collection  of  fines  and 
forfeitures,  and  to  grant  reprieves,  to  extend  until  the  ex- 
piration of  a  time  not  exceeding  ninety  days  after  conm 
tion ;  but  this  power  shall  not  extend  to  cases  of  impeach- 
ment. 

10.  The  governor,  or  person  administering  the  govern- 
ment, the  chancellor,  and  the  six  judges  of  the  court  of  er- 
rors and  appeals,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  of  whom  the  gov- 
emor,  or  person,  administering  the  government,  shall  be  one. 
may  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  grant  pardons,  after  con- 
viction, in  all  cases  except  impeachment. 

11.  The  governor  and  all  other  civil  oflScers  under  this 
state  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for  misdemeanor  in  of 
fice  during  their  continuance  in  ofiSce  and  for  two  years  the^^ 
after. 

12.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  of 
fice  of  the  governor,  the  powers,  duties,  and  emoluments  of 
the  oflSec,  sliall  devolve  upon  the  president  of  the  Senate,  and 
in  case  of  his  death,  resignation  or  removal,  then  upon  the 
speaker  of  the  IIousc  of  Assembly,  for  the  time  being  until 
another  governor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified ;  but  in  such 
case  another  governor  shall  be  chosen  at  the  next  election 
for  members  of  the  legislature,  unless  such  death,  resigna- 
tion or  removal,  shall  occur  within  thirty  days  immediately 
preceding  such  next  election,  in  which  case  a  governor  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  second  succeeding  election  for  members  of 
the  legislature.  When  a  vacancy  happens  durinc:  the  recess 
of  the  legislature  in  any  oflBce  which  is  to  be  filled  by  the 
governor  and  senate,  or  by  the  legislature  in  joint  meetinsr. 
tlie  governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy  and  the  commisionsh^ 
expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  un- 
less a  successor  shall  be  sooner  appointed ;  when  a  vacancy 
happens  in  the  oflBce  of  clerk  or  surrogate  of  any  county,  the 
governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy,  and  the  commission  shall 
expire  when  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

13.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  governor,  his  ab- 
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€ence  from  the  state  or  inability  to  discharge  the  duties  of  J^JJJJ^ 
his  oflSce,  the  powers,  duties  and  emoluments  of  the  office  impeach- 
shall  devolve  upon  the  president  of  the  Senate ;  and  in  case  ^"^^  ^^ 
of  his  death,  resignation  or  removal,  then  upon  the  speaker 
of  the  House  of  Assembly  for  the  time  being,  until  the  gov- 
ernor absent  or  impeached  shall  return  or  be  acquitted,  or 
until  the  disqualification  or  inability  shall  cease,  or  until  a 
new  governor  be  elected  and  qualified. 

14.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  governor  from  any  ]5,^J*^ 
other  cause  than  those  herein  enumerated,  or  in  case  of  the  ''**" 
death  of  the  governor  elect  before  he  is  qualified  into  office, 
the  powers,  duties  and  emoluments  of  the  office  shall  devolve 
upon  the  president  of  the  Senate  or  speaker  of  the  House 
of  Assembly,  as  above  provided  for,  until  a  new  governor  be 
elected  and  qualified. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

•JUDICIARY. 

Section  I, 

1.  The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  court  of  erroi*s  judiciary. 
and  appeals  in  the  last  resort  in  all  causes,  as  heretofore ; 
a  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments ;  a  court  of  chancery ; 
a  prerogative  court;  a  supreme  court;  circuit  courts,  and 
such  infenor  courts  as  now  exist,  and  as  may  be  hereafter 
ordained  and  established  by  law ;  which  inferior  courts  the 
legislature  may  alter  or  abolish,  as  the  public  good  shall  re- 
quire. 

Section  11. 

1.  The  court  of  errors  and  appeals  shall  consist  of  the  Errors  and 
chancellor,  and  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  and  six  »pp«^- 
judges,  or  a  majority  of  tJiem ;  which  judges  are  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  six  years.

6.  When  a  writ  of  error  shall  be  brought,  no  justice  who  writnoi 
has  given  a  judicial  opinion  in  the  cause  in  favor  of  or  ®"^- 
against  any  error  complained  of,  shall  sit  as  a  member,  or 
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1.  The  house  of  assembly  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  im- 
peaching, by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  the  members;  lod 
all  the  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate ;  the  mm- 
bers,  when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  to  be  on  oath  or  affina- 
ation  **  truly  and  impartialiy  to  try  and  determine  the  chai^ 
in  question,  according  to  evidence;"  and  no  person  shall  be 
convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  fle 
members  of  the  senate. 

2.  Any  judicial  officer  impea<^ed,  shall  be 
from  exercising  his  office  until  his  acquittal. 

3.  Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  fiir- 
ther  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  to  disqualification  to 
hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  profit  or  tnet  uDte 
this  state;  but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be 
liable  to  indictment,  trial  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

4.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  be  the  clerk  of  this  court 

Section   IV, 

1.  The  court  of  chancery  shall  consist  of  a  chancellor. 

2.  The  chancellor  shall  be  the  ordinary  or  surrogate  gea- 
end,  and  judge  of  the  prerogative  court 

3.  All  persons  aggrieved  by  any  order,  sentence,  or  d^ 
cree  of  the  orphans'  court,  may  appeal  fh)m  the  same,  or 
from  any  part  thereof,  to  the  prerogative  court;  but  and 
order,  sentence,  or  decree,  shall  not  be  removed  into  the  si- 
preme  court,  or  circuit  court,  if  the  subject  matter  thereof  be 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  orphans'  court 

4.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  be  the  register  of  the  pi«- 
rogative  court,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  required  d'bim 
by  law  in  that  respect. 

Section  V. 

1.  The  supreme  court  shall  consist  of  a  chief  juftice  aad 
four  associate  justices.  The  number  of  associate  justices  may 
be  increased  or  decreased  by  law,  but  shall  never  be  less 
than  two. 

2.  The  circuit  courts  shall  be  held  in  c^rery  county  of  thfe 
state,  by  one  or  more  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  or 
a  judge  appointed  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall  in  all  caics 
within  the  county,  except  in  thoeeW  a  criminal  nature,  have 
common  law  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  the  supreme  copij 
and  any  final  judgment  of  a  circuit  court  may  be  docketed 
in  the  supreme  court,  and  shall  <»)erate  as  a  judgment^ 
tained  in  the  supreme  court  firom  uie  time  of  such  dodbtiflf' 
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3.  Pinal  judgments  in  any  circuit  conrt  may  be  brought  whewjndr 
by  writ  of  error  into  the  supreme  court,  or  directly  into  the  "IweST 
court  of  errors  and  appeals. 

Section   VL 

1.  There  shall  be  no  more  than  five  judges  of  the  inferior  g^***" 
court  of  common  pleas  in  each  of  the  counties  in  this  state    ^*** 
after  the  terms  of  the  judges  of  said  court  now  in  oflBce  shall 
terminate.    One  judge  for  each  county  shall  be  appointed 
every  year,  and  no  more,  except  to  fill  vacancies  which  shall 

be  for  the  unexpired  term  only. 

2.  The  commissions  for  the  first  appointments  of  judges  J^«*«  ^r 
of  said  court,  shall  bear  date  and  take  effect  on  the  first  day  l^ras. 
of  April  next;  and  all  subsequent  commissions  for  judges  of 

said  court  shall  bear  date  and  take  effect  on  the  first  day 
of  April  in  every  successive  year,  except  commissions  to  fill 
vacancies  which  shall  bear  date  and  take  effect  when  issued. 

Section  Vll. 

1.  There  may  be  elected  under  this  constitution,  two  and  JiwticcBof 
not  more  than  five,  justices  of  the  peace  in  each  of  the  town-  "*®  J**^ 
ships  of  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  and  in  each  of  the 
wards,  in  cities  that  may  vote  in  wards.     When  a  township 

or  ward  contains  two  thousand  inhabitants  or  less,  it  may  how  many 
have  two  justices;  when  it  contains  more  than  two  thousand 
inliabitants,  and  not  more  than  four  thousand,  it  may  have 
four  justices ;  and  when  it  contains  more  than  four  thousand 
inhabitants,  it  may  have  five  justices :  provided,  that  when-  proyisa 
ever  any  township  not  voting  in  wards  contains  more  than 
seven  thousand  inhabitants',  such  township  may  have  an  ad- 
ditional justice  for  each  additional  three  thousand  inhabitants 
above  four  thousand.

ARTICLE  VII.

1.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  enrolling,  or-  snroUnieDt, 
ganizing  and  arming  the  militia.  *^

panies. 
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3.  Field  officers  of  regiments,  iDdependent  battalions,  and 
sqnadrons,  shall  be  elected  by  the  commissioned  officers  of 
their  respective  regiments,  battalions  or  squadrons. 

4.  Brigadier  generals,  shall  be  elected  by  the  field  officers 
of  their  respective  brigades. 

5.  Major  generals,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  governor^ 
and  appointed  by  him,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  fte 
senate. 

6.  The  legislature  shall  provide,  by  law,  the  time  and 
manner  of  electing  militia  officers,  and  of  certifying  their 
elections  to  the  governor,  who  shall  grant  their  commissionfi, 
and  determine  their  rank,  when  not  determined  by  law; 
and  no  commissioned  officer  shall  be  removed  from  office,  tat 
by  the  sentence  of  a  court  martial,  pursuant  to  law. 

7.  In  case  the  electors  of  subalterns,  captains,  or  fidd 
officers,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  elections,  the 
governor  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  officers,  and  to 
till  all  vacancies  caused  by  such  refusal  or  neglect 

8.  Brigade  inspectors  shall  be  chosen  by  the  field  officers, 
of  their  respective  brigades. 

9.  The  governor  shall  appoint  the  adjutant  general,  qoar- 
termaster  general,  and  all  other  militia  officers,  whose  «^ 
pointment  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitution. 

10.  Major  generals,  brigadier  generals  and  commanding 
officers  of  regiments,  independent  battalions,  and  squadrons, 
shall  appoint  the  staff  officers  of  their  divisions,  brigades, 
regiments,  independent  battalions,  and  squadrons  respec- 
tively. 

Section  IL 

CIVIL  OFFICERS. 

1.  Justices  of  the  supreme  court,  chancellor,  and  judges  rf 
the  court  of  errors  and  appeals,  shall  be  nominated  by  tfce 
governor  and  appointed  by  him,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate. 

The  justices  of  the  supreme  court  and  chancellor  ^H 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  seven  years;  shall,  at  stated 
times,  recive  for  their  services  a  compensation,  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  the  term  of  their  appointments; 
and  they  shall  hold  no  other  office  under  the  goyemmmi 
of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  senate  and  general  assembly,  in  joint  meet- 
ing. 

They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years ;  but  when  ap- 
pointed to  fill  vacancies,  they  shall  hold  for  the  Dne3q)irw 
term  only. 

3.  The  state  treasurer,  and  the  keeper  and  inspector  rf 
the  state  prison  shall  be  appointed  by  the  senate  and  genOT 
assembly  in  joint  meeting. 
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They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  nntil  their  Term, 
successors  shall  be  qualified  into  office. 

4.  The  attorney-general,  prosecutors  of  the  pleas,  clerk  Attomey 
of  the  supreme  court,  clerk  of  the  court  of  chancery,  and  ^SSiWfs 
secretary  of  state,  shdl  be  nominated  by  the  governor  and  *^^®*"- 
appointed  by  him  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate. 

They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years.  Term. 

5.  The  law  reporter  shall  be  appointed  by  the  justices  Beporterp 
of  the  supreme  court  or  a  majority  of  them ;  and  the  chan- 
cery reporter  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chancellor. 

They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years.  Tenn. 

6.  Clerks  and  surrogates  of  counties  shall  be  elected  by  cierkBand 
the  people  of  their  respective  counties,  at  the  annual  elec-  ■'*™^*^ 
tions  for  members  of  the  general  assembly. 

They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years.  Term. 

7.  Sherifl's  and  coroners  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  the  sheriA  and 
people  of  their  respective  counties,  at  the  annual  elections  ^^^''^^^ 
for  members  of  the  general  assembly. 

They  may  be  re-elected  until  they  shall  have  served  three  howIotj 
years,  but  no  longer ;  after  which,  three  years  must  elapse,  '®"*^*^*®*- 
before  they  can  be  again  capable  of  serving. 

8.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  raectioD  of 
annual  meetings  of  the  townships  in  the  several  counties  of '*°^^*^ 
the  state,  and  of  the  wards  in  cities  that  may  vote  in  wards, 

in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  here- 
after provided  by  law. 

They  shall  be  commissioned  for  the  county,  and  their  commto 
commissions  shall  bear  date  and  take  efiect  on  the  first  day    ^^ 
of  May  next  after  their  election. 

They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years;  but  when  elec-  Term, 
ted  to  fill  vacancies,  they  shall  hold  for  the  unexpired  term 
only :  Provided^  that  the  conmiission  of  any  justice  of  the  Provisa 
peace  shall  become  vacant  upon  his  ceasing  to  reside  in  the 
township  in  which  he  was  elected. 

The  first  election  for  justices  of  the   peace  shall  take  Pi«teie<^ 
place  at  the  next  annual  town  meetings  of  the  townships  in  ^^^^ 
the  several  counties  of  the  state,  and  of  the  wards  in  cities, 
that  may  vote  in  wards. 

9.  All  other  officers,  whose  appointments  are  not  otherwise  other  oiB- 
provided  for  by  Isjw,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  governor  and  ^"^ 
appointed  by  him  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate ; 

and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  time  prescribed  by  law. 

10.  All  civil  officers  elected  or  appointed,  pursuant  to  the  commii^ 
provisions  of  this  constitution,  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  ■*<'^ 
governor. 

11.  The  term  of  office  of  all  officers  elected  or  appointed  wiMsnterm 

Eursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  constitution,  except  when     ^™" 
erein  otherwise  directed,  shall  commence  on  the  day  of  the 
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date  of  their  respective  commissions;  but  no  commianon for 
any  oflSce  shall  bear  date  prior  to  the  expiration  of  Ae  lem 
of  the  incumbent  of  said  oflSce.

ARTICLE  X. 

SCHEDULE. 

That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  change  in  the 
constitution  of  this  state,  and  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into 
complete  operation,  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained, 
that— 

1.  The  common  law  and  statute  laws  now  in  force  not  g^^'^JJJ* 
repugnant  to  this  constitution,  shall  remain  in  force  until  stioatos. 
they  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  or  be  altered  or  re- 
pealed by  the  legislature;  and  all  writs,  actions,  causes  of  y^**^^!.

charters  of  incorporation,  shall  continue,  and  all  indict-  chartm. 
ments  which  shall  have  been  found,  or  which  may  hereafter  indictmeiiti 
be  found,  for  any  crime  or  offience  committed  before  the 
adoption  of  this  constitution,  may  be  proceeded  upon  as  if 

no  change  had  taken  place.    The  several  courts  of  law  and  Jn^idji 
e(juity,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  continue  ^^^ 
with  the  like  powers  and  jurisdiction  as  if  this  constitution 
had  not  been  adopted.

The  Board  of  Pilot  Commissioners  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  the 
GoTernor  and  Legislature  of  New  Jersey,  as  required  by  law,  a  re- 
port of  its  proceedings  for  the  past  year,  together  with  the  number  of 
pilot  boats  in  commission,  the  number  of  pilots  and  deputy  pilots  in 
service,  and  the  number  of  vessels  brought  in  and  taken  out  of  port. 

The  pilot  boats  now  commissioned  are  ^s  follows,  viz :  "  Jane," 
•'Ezra  Nye,"  "Mary  E.  Fish,"  *' David  Mitchell,"  "A.  T.  Stewart," 
and  "  Mystery."  The  last  named  ''  The  Mystery,"  has  been  commis- 
.^ioned  during  the  past  year,  and  another  boat  is  building  for  the  ser- 
vice. There  are  thirty-eight  pilots,  with  full  branches,  and  eleven 
deputy  pilots,  licensed  by  this  Board,  and  in  service,  for  the  bar  of 
^andy  Hook,  and  six  for  the  adjacent  bays  and  rivers,  and  eleven 
apprentices. 

There  have  been  brought  into  port  827  vessels,  of  which  525  were 
boarded  off  shore,  and  611  taken  to  sea,  very  nearly  all  of  which 
were  from,  or  bound  to,  foreign  or  distant  ports  of  the  United  States. 

The  Board  take  pleasure,  as  an  evidence  of  the  activity  and  energy 
of  the  Bar  Pilots,  in  calling  the  attention  of  the  Legislatui*e  to  the 
large  proportion  of  the  vessels  brought  in  having  been  boarded  by 
our  pilots  "  off  shore,"  or  out  sight  of  land.  Few  accidents  have 
happened  to  vessels  under  their  charge,  and  none  have  been  lost. 
The  Commissioners  feel  that  it  is  due  to  the  pilots,  with  some  excep- 
tions, to  commend  them  for  their  zeal,  subordination,  and  usefulness. 

Prior  to  the  year  1837,  the  pilots  for  Sandy  Hook  bar  and  the  port 
of  New  York,  were  licensed  exclusively  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  and  there  being  no  rivalry  among  them,  they  rarely 
cruised  off  shore  to  offer  their  services  to  vessels  approaching  the 
coast,  and  in  consequence,  during  the  inclement  winter  of  1836--'37. 
a  number  of  disastrous  wrecks  occurred  on  the  New  Jersey  coast. 
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Congress,  in  order  to  correct  this  evil,  passed  a  bill  giving  anthoritT 
to  any  master  of  a  vessel  coming  into  or  going  out  of  port,  situated  oe 
waters  which  are  the  boundary  between  two  States,  to  employ  anj 
pilot  duly  licensed,  or  authorized  by  law  of  either  State,  Ac.     Under 
this  law  of  Congress  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey  passed  "  An  act 
to  establish  and  regulate  pilots  for  the  ports  of  Jersey  City,  Newark 
and  Perth  Amboy,  by  the  way  of  Sandy  Hook,"  approved  February 
8th,  1837.    The  Commissioners  appointed  to  execute  this  law  expe- 
rienced much  diflSculty  in  obtaining  proper  boats  for  the  service,  and 
a  suflScient  corps  of  pilots,  but  with  a  smdl  number  of  active  uh) 
energetic  men,  a  wholesome  rivalry  with  the  New  York  pilots  wu 
created,  with  incalculable  benefit  to  commerce.    As  is  shown  by  the 
present  report,  our  pilots  cruised  far  off  the  land,  and  a  few  vends 
only  escape  their  vigilance.    The  usefulness  of  our  pilot  establish- 
ment now  needs  no  argument  or  illustration  to  prove  it     The  lav, 
however,  under  which  it  was  created,  was  hurriedly  passed,  with  manT 
imperfections  which  have  been  only  partially  remedied  by  supple- 
ments since  enacted.    The  Board,  therefore,  feel  constrained,  frooi  a 
sense  of  the  importance  of  this  branch  of  the  public  service,  toreoom- 
mend  to  the  honorable  Legislature  the  revision  of  the  laws,  partial- 
larly  as  to  the  classification  of  the  pilots,  according  to  their  qualifiea- 
tions,  the  mode  of  licensing  them,  and  in  some  other  particola^s 
experience  has  shown  it  to  be  insufficient  for  the  increased  piopor 
tions  of  the  present  establishment  and  the  change  of  circumstances 
•  The  Board  has  been  frequently  invoked  to  cause  sunken  wrecks 
and  other  obstructions  to  be  removed  from  the  channels  of  the  btj 
and  rivers  adjacent  to  New  York,  which  are  exclusively  within  Ae 
jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  but  it  has  no  such  authority,  nor  is  it 
aware  that  there  is  any  law  extant  which  applies  to  such  cases.    The 
interest  of  navigation  would  be  promoted  by  the  removal  of  sack 
obstructions,  and  the  Board  respectfully  recommend  the  subject  mat- 
ter to  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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PREAMBLE. 


At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1866,  Hon.  Robert  Moore,  of 
^mberland,  offered  the  following  preambles  and  resolution,  having 
n  view  the  placing  of  the  portrait  of  Abraliam  Lincoln  in  the  Assem- 
>Iy  Chamber: 

'  Whereas,  the  American  people  have  always  held  in  eratefol  remembrance  the 

memory  of  their  patriotic  and  illustrioas  dead ;  and, 
*  Whereas,  those  whopreceded  us  have  given  a  place  for  the  portrait  of  George 
Washington,  the  Father  of  his  Country,  in  this  Assembly  Chamber ;  there- 
fore, 
*'  Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed,  of  which  the  Speaker  of 
the  Aouse  shall  be  one  of  said  Committee,  to  procure  a  portrait  of  Abraham  Lin- 
cold,  the  Savior  of  his  Coantr3r,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  two  hondred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  to  have  a  place  in  this  Assembly  Chamber.  ** 

Messrs.  Moore,  Hill  and  Custis  were  appointed  in  accordance  with 
this  resolution. 

The  work  was  entrusted  to  the  care  of  Mr.  Wangh,  of  Philadelphia, 
and  was  completed  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Lincoln's  birthday  was  selected  as  a  suitable  time  for  the  pre- 
sentation, in  connection  with  which  the  following  addresses  were  de- 
livered, copies  of  which  were  asked  for  publication  and  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Palkenbury,  were  ordered  to  bo  printed. 
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Mr,  Speaker  : — ^The  day  having  arrived  which  was  set  apart  for 
the  report  of  the  Committee  and  the  presentation  of  the  portrait  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  in  accordance  with  the  preamble  and  resolution 
passed  at  the  last  regular  session  of  the  Legislature,  which  read  as 
follows : 

"  Whereas,  the  American  people  have  always  held  in  grateful  re- 
membrance the  memory  of  their  patriotic  and  illustrious  dead ;  and, 

"  Whereas,  those  who  preceded  us  have  given  a  place  for  the  por- 
trait of  George  Washington,  the  Father  of  his  Country,  in  this  As- 
sembly Chamber ;  therefore, 

"  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed,  of  which  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  one  of  said  Committee,  to  procure  a 
portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  Savior  of  his  Country,  at  a  cost  not 
to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  to  have  a  place  in  this 
Assembly  Chamber." 

I  desire  to  say  in  behalf  of  said  Committee,  after  examining  the 
portraits  painted  by  different  artists,  your  Committee  unanimously  re- 
solved to  give  the  order  to  one  Mr.  Waugh,  of  Philadelphia,  who, 
your  Committee  believe,  has  most  successfully  accomplished  the  end 
desired,  anrd  take  pleasure  in  offering  this  report,  and  presenting  for 
your  acceptance  this  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

On  the  12th  day  of  February,  1809,  fifty-eight  years  ago,  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  first  permitted  to  behold  the  light  of  day.  Six  years  ago 
he  stood  within  these  walls,  and  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  to  do  honor 
to  New  Jersey's  sons,  and  said :  "  While  but  a  boy,  reading  the  his- 
tory of  the  Revolution  by  the  dim  light  of  the  midnight  lamp,  I  was 
always  more  interested  in  that  part  of  the  history  relating  to  the  hard 
fought  battles  and  glorious  victories  gained  upon  New  Jersey's  soil. 
I  suppose,"  said  he,  "  I  stand  to-day  not  far  from  where  some  of  those 
glorious  victories  were  won,  and  am  I  not  addressing  the  sons  of  those 
noble  sires?  Allow  me  to  say,"  said  he,  "  if  my  life  is  spared  to 
come  into  office,  in  my  official  capacity,  I  shall  know  no  North,  no 
South,  no  East,  no  West,  but  thjB  whole  country.  I  shall  do  every- 
thing in  my  power  to  bring  the  country  back  to  its  original  peace  and 
harmony ;  but  if  all  efforts  should  fail,  and  it  becomes  necessary  to 
put  down  the  foot  firmly,  will  you  stand  by  me?"    And  all,  with  one 
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voice,  cried  aloud,  **  We  will  I"  and  we  did;  and  how  tnithftllytil 
he  fulfill  those  promises. 

We  propose  to  introduce  to  this  House  the  portrait  of  Abralaa 
Lincoln,  a  man  who  defended  and  perpetuated  the  liberty  that  Wai 
ington  had  founded — a  true  friend  of  fi:;iBedom  and  humanity.  Histey 
and  tradition  are  explored  in  vain  for  a  pi^rallel  to  his  short  id 
eventful  career.  Bom  to  be  the  benefactor  of  mankind,  nature  nadf 
him  great,  ho  made  himself  virtuous.  In  his  life  he  triumphantly  m- 
dicated  the  rights  of  humanity,  and  on  the  everlasting  pillars  of  free- 
dom he  proposed  to  reconstruct  this  government.  Twice  called  bj 
the  voice  of  a  free  people  to  occupy  the  highest  position  in  their  gift. 
his  voice  in  the  cabinet  and  in  the  councils  of  the  nation  was  listaed 
to  with  awe  and  respect;  his  highest  ambition  was  the  happifies(^ 
mankind — bequeathing  to  posterity  the  inheritance  of  freedom  foriL 
And  time  may  roll  on  its  sweeping  current,  carrying  myriads  to  tte 
tomb,  generations  may  die,  centuries  may  close  oip  their  long  career. 
nations  may  be  revolutionized,  the  vast  fabrics  of  empire  may  ill 
crumble  into  dust,  and  others  arise  in  their  place,  but  the  short  aid 
eventful  public  life  and  violent  death  of  Abraham  Lincok  will  era- 
live  in  history,  and  be  remembered  away  beyond  them  all.  A  natioc 
that  mourned  his  loss  has  caught  up  his  name,  and  will  bear  it  onwd* 
•and  onward,  as  the  sweep  of  empire  widens  and  strengthens  and  pro- 
longs its  reign.  A  single  moment  accomplished  his  death,  etciiitv 
alone  will  reveal  the  results  of  his  life.  Thousands  of  volumes  rf 
proclaim  his  eventful  rule,  and  history  in  its  calm  and  truthful  rewrd 
will  bring  out  in  bold  relief  the  fact  that  his  was  "  one  ofaferii- 
mortal  names  that  was  not  bom  to  die."  His  life  speaks  volumes  to 
American  youth.  Though  a  humble  farmer's  boy,  without  a  dolhr, 
without  a  book,  with  the  advantages  of  our  institutions  may  betfffltf 
a  great  leader  of  men  and  controller  of  mind,  and  at  last  become tiie 
head  of  the  greatest  of  nations.  Mr.  Lincoln,  whi^se  portrait  the  C«ft- 
•  mittee  presents  before  you  to-day,  was  a  farmer's  boy.  He  became  a 
successful  advocate,  a  wise  counsellor,  an  honest  man.  When  the 
voice  of  the  people  summoned  him  to  Washington  to  take  holdof  tbe 
helm  of  the  ship  of  State,  how.  the  old  ship  trembled  in  the  stream: 
how  eventful  .the  time ;  how  men's  hearts  quailed  with  fear.  Tk 
dark  and  heavy  cloud  of  civil  war  was  already  above  the  horim  ft 
ascended  in  awful  grandeur  and  overspread  the  heavens.  The  ligb* 
ning  flashed,  the  thunder  rolled,  and  the  storm  burst  forth  wift** 
rific  fury,  threatening  eternal  ruin  everywhere,  and  yet  cahasi^ 
self-possessed  amidst  the  raging  storms  of  political  strife,  the  ga^ 
wave  and  rushing  flood,  the  helmsman  stood  with  steady  hand «» 
fixed  eye,  with  nerves  of  steel  and  patriotic  heart,  and  his  bright boj^ 
inspired  confidence  that  gave  success.  The  storm  gave  way  a^"^ 
noble  ship  finds  a  calmer  sea.  All  honor  to  the  illustrioos  states^ 
who  brought  her  safely  on  her  way.  But  as  the  storm  abates » 
.statesman  falls — ^the  nation  mourns.  Just  as  the  nation  looks  is  v* 
uirationy  and  hearts  of  swelling  gratitude  and  love  qieak&rtkkii

praise — ^he  is  no  more.  The  statesman  falls  just  as  the  son  of  peace 
rises  with  healing  on  his  wings,  and  drives  back  the  dark  cloud  of 
civil  war.  Just  as  the  burden  is  rolled  off  from  every  loyal  heart, 
wo  are  overwhelmed  with  sorrow.  And  we  can  only  say :  Not  our 
will,  oh,  Grod,  but  TJtine  be  done. 

Then  let  us  lay  aside  all  party  differences,  and  dedicate  this  por^ 
*trait  to  the  memory  of  the  patriotic  and  illustrious  dead. 
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Mr.  Speaker  : — ^I  hold  in  my  hand  resolutions  which  I  propose 
offering  to  this  house  in  relation  to  the  portrait  now  submitted  bj  Aa 
committee  to  us  for  our  acceptance. 

But  previous  to  formally  doing  so,  I  beg  leave  to  make  a  few  pre- 
liminary  remarks.  I  should  have  preferred  to  have  spoken  witboot 
writing,  but  was  fearful  that  in  my  flow  of  feeling  on  such  a  subject 
I  might  forget  the  convenience  and  trespass  on  the  rights  of  otbeis 
as  to  length,  therefore,  1  have  committed  to  paper  what  1  have  to  say. 

I  would  first  acknowledge  and  give  credit  for  the  original  resdii- 
tion  to  its  author,  the  Hon.  Robert  Moore  of  Cumberland  county,  to 
whose  patriotic  efforts  we  are  indebted  in  procuring  this  speakiBg 
likeness  of  the  immortal  Lincoln,  whose  memory  is  enshrined  in  tib 
heart  of  every  true  lover  of  his  country. 

May  we  not  look  upon  this  portrait  as  a  fitting  companion  to  deco- 
rate this  Assembly  Chamber  with  that  of  our  beloved  Washington— 
the  one  properly  designated  the  Father,  and  the  other  the  Savioor  of 
his  country. 

And  may  we  not  also  here  couple  with  it  the  recollection  of  the 
talented  and  eloquent  address  delivered  by  the  Hon.  Richard  & 
Field,  before  the  Legislature  of  the  last  session,  just  one  year  ago 
to-day,  on  a  similar  anniversary  occasion,  and  cherigh  them  as  fitting 
tributes  by  the  representatives  of  our  State  to  the  memory  of  die 
martyred  statesman  and  hero. 

It  is  not  my  purpose,  sir,  to  pronounce  a  lengthy  eulogy  on  the  life 
and  character  ofthe  good  and  great  man  whose  portrait  we  now 
have  before  us.  Though  I  cannot  help  but  believe  that  it  will  be 
quite  appropriate  and  acceptable  to  us  all,  for  me  just  here  to  quote 
the  sentiments  of  an  eloquent  writer,  Hon.  John  Davidson,  from  t 
truthful  eulogium  on  Abraham  Lincoln,  which  in  a  word  will  expnm 
my  own  views  and  ^clings  on  this  anniversary  of  his  birth-day. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  the  sixteenth  President  of  the  United  States; 
he  was  honest,  just,  liberal,  patriotic,  of  uncommon  common  sense; 
a  worthy  successor  of  George  Washington ;  a  ruler  whom  the  natm 
loved;  inflexible  in  right;  never  cast  down  in  the  darkest  honr  of 
gloom ;  a  man  and  a  President. 

The  great  meteoric  star  of  New  England,  Daniel  Webster,  onee 
said :  '*  They  can  take  away  my  life,  can  destroy  my  name,  but  thej 
can  never  undo  what  I  have  done  for  my  country."    Our  lamcoM 
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Presidenf  could  have  adopted  these  words;  for  the  benefits  conferreJF 
on  America  by  him  can  neither  be  undone  nor  forgotten,  until  the 
grand  dissolution  of  empires,  kingdoms  and  republics  shall  annonnee 
to  a  slumbering  world  the  second  appearing  of  the  Son  of  man. 

Washington  bade  farewell  to  earth,  and  passed  from  mortal  cares 
to  immortal  bliss  as  an  emancipationist 

Abraham  Lincoln  trod  the  same  hallowed  ground  as  the  emanci- 
pator of  a  nation's  slaves. 

Our  late  President  was  no  more  noted  for  his  patriotism — which 
was  of  that  high  and  pure  type,  soaring  above  party  cliques  and 
creeds,  and  comprehending  as  his  duty  the  entire  circle  of  states,  and 
every  beat  of  whose  heart  was  true  to  America— thnn  he  was  for  hia 
simplicity — the  simplicity  of  great  men  with  great  minds.  His  intel- 
lect was  of  that  high  and  pure  mould,  that  he  could  take  the  telescope 
of  his  mind  and,  with  the  eye  of  patriotism,  look  into  the  dark  future, 
and  through  the  bursting  heart-strings  of  a  nation  and  the  smoke  of 
carnage,  discern  the  clear,  unclouded  sky,  and  see  the  bow  of  promise, 
as  a  canopy,  span  the  American  nation. 

Honest  and  just,  he  has  earned  for  himself  a  name  in  this  particn- 
lar  which  will  be  classified  by  the  future  historian  with  Aristides 
the  Just;  a  name  greater  than  conqueror.  His  heart  and  soul  was 
large  enough  to  embrace  his  whole  country.  Never  hasty,  but  always 
sure.  He  weighed  his  words  and  acts  as  in  the  scale  of  justice.  His  \ 
name  will  live,  it  cannot  die.  Graven,  upon  the  hearts  of  loyal  mil- 
lions, is  the  record  of  his  deeds.  Generation  succeeding  generation 
^11  tell  of  the  great  man.  Painters  will  delineate  on  canvass,  sculp- 
tors in  marble,  poets  in  song,  orators  in  living  words,  and  historians 
on  the  recording  page,  will  each  and  all  vie  in  committing  to  im- 
perishable works  and  words  the  many  virtues  and  deeds  of  that  great 
and  good  man's  heart  and  life. 

The  four  millions  of  ransomed  and  redeemed  sons  and  daughters 
of  Africa  will  lisp,  in  softened  accents  and  with  streaming  tears,  the 
virtues  of  that  heart  whose  wonderful  simplicity  and  power  became 
the  instruments  of  the  Almighty  God  to  break  in  pieces  the  clanking 
and  galling  chains  of  a  bai*barous  servitude.  His  fame  is  American, 
it  can  nev6r  die ! 

And  as  future  generations  see  and  realize  the  full  glory  of  the 
meridian  si;n  of  universal  liberty,  and  feel  its  benignant  rays,  blessing 
the  land  with  its  untold,  uncounted  mercies,  they  will  with  one  ao* 
cord,  crown  Abraham  Lincoln  the  morning  star  of* American  Liberty. 

'<  Should  no  marble  column  raise  to  his  memory,  nor  engraved  stone 
bear  record  of  his  deeds,  yet  will  his  name  be  as  lasting  as  the  land 
he  honored. 

Marble  columns. may  indeed  moulder  into  dust;  time  may  erase  aD 
impress  from* the  crumbling  stone,  yet  will  his  fame  remain,  for  with 
American  Liberty  it  rose,  and  with  American  Liberty  only  can  it 
perish."* 

Thus  may  we  read  in  the  features  of  that  speaking  likeness  the

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glorious  career  of  service  and  deTotion,  and  as  we  look  upon  it  again 
and  again,  the  expression  of  countenance  will  remind  us  aa  often  MaaA 
file  noblest  motive  of  his  life  was  the  public  good,  and  that  he  had 
malice  towards  none  and  charity  for  all. 
Truly,  in  the  words  of  another,  he  was  a 

"  Statesman,  jei  friend  to  truth,  of  Boni  sincere, 
Id  action  faithflil,  and  in  honor  clear. 
Who  hroke  no  promise,  serv'd  no  private  end. 
Who  gidned  no  title,  and  who  lost  no  friend." 

And  now  he  rests;  his  greatness  and  his  simplicity  no  more  shiD 
seem  at  strife,  and  death  has  moulded  into  calm  completeness  fk 
statue  of  his  life. 

"  Where  Liberty  dwells  there  ihaSl  be  his  monume&L* 

With  these  remarks,  Mr.  Speaker,  permit  me  to  offer  the  foUowiif 
resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  portrait  ot  the  lamented  Lincoln,  nowpreseatod 
for  the  acceptance  of  the  Legislature  by  their  committee  of  the  hat 
session  who  had  the  matter  in  charge,  meets  with  our  approbttiM. 
and  its  faithful  delineation  of  the  features  and  expression  of  tiie  goei 
and  great  patriot,  as  well  as  its  execution  generally,  as  a  work  of  ail 
is  creditable  to  the  artist. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Legislature  are  due,  and  an 
hereby  tendered  to  the  Gohimittee,  and  especially  to  their  Chairma, 
the  Hon.  Robert  Moore,  of  Cumberland  county,  who  offered  the  roo- 
lution  in  relation  to  procuring  this  portrait,  and  who,  together  viA 
the  other  members  of  the  Committee,  have  so  satisfactorily  perfiKroed 
the  duties  committed  to  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  accepted,  and  (W 
ihey  be  discharged. 

The  above  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted. 
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Mr.  Speaker  : — It  is  now  nearly  two  years  since  the  American 
people  were  paralyzed  by  the  announcement  that  Abraham  Lincoln 
had  been  slain  by  the  hand  of  an  assassin.  It  fell  like  a  thunderbolt 
from  a  cloudless  sky.  Forgetting  for  the, moment  its  horror  and  in- 
dignation at  the  foul  deed  that  had  bereft  it,  in  the  bitter  sense  of  loss 
and  of  bereavement,  the  whole  vast  nation  "  lifted  up  its  voice  and 
wept."  Even  over  the  regions  where  rebellion  iiad  scarcely  laid 
down  its  arms,  there  passed  a  hush  and  a  shudder  at  the  awful  event, 
as  if  it  boded  some  new  aggravation  of  their  doom. 

The  morning  that  dawned  on  that  fearful  night  of  Good  Friday  is 
too  fresh  in  our  memories  to  need  description.  Blank  despair  filled 
the  faces  of  men,  while  scarce  a  word  was  spoken,  and  tears  fell  like 
rain. 

The  news  was  borne  across  the  sea  and  flashed  over  the  old  world ; 
and  the  hearts  of  men  sank  within  them  as  they  exclaimed,  **our 
friend  is  dead !"  The  princes  and  potentates  of  the  world  vied  with 
each  other  in  the  formal  expressions  of  sympathy,  and  the  common 
people,  with  an  instinct  that  never  errs,  laid  their  stricken  hearts  to 
ours,  and  wept  with  us. 

It  was  but  yesterday  that  the  last  echoes  of  a  world's  tender  sym- 
pathy in  our  loss  has  reached  our  ears.  To-day  we  receive  the  "  coun- 
terfeit presentment"  of  his  features,  and  we  reverently  place  it  beside 
the  portrait  of  the  "  Father  of  his  Country." 

Who  is  this  man,  whose  death  by  violence,  fills^ot  only  one  nation, 
but  a  world,  with  the  notes  of  woe?  And  whence  his  right  to  stand 
beside  him  to  whom  this  people  has  so  long  accorded  the  first  place 
in  its  veneration  and  regard.  He  boasted  no  titled,  no  honorM,  no 
cultured  ancestry.  No  herald's  book  of  pedigrees  records  the  name 
of  his  grandfather,  or  the  heroic  deeds  of  his  rpmote  progenitors.  A 
log  cabin  in  the  young  State  of  Kentucky  witnessed  his  birth.  His 
youth  was  passed  in  occupations  but  illy  calculated,  according  to  or- 
dinary experience,  to  mature  either  presidents  or  heroes.  Even  the 
scant  rudiments  of  education,  with  which  he  began  his  sturdy  struggle 
with  an  adverse  fate,  were  wrung  from  the  few  books  that  chance 
threw  in  his  way.  His  manhood  came  to  find  him  armed  only  with 
slender  knowledge,  but  with  a  purpose  as  resolute,  and  a  heart  as 
true  to  right  as  ever  human  breast  contained.  * 
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How  Lis  logical  instinct  inclined  him  to  the  law,  how  he 
competence  and  the  confidence  of  men  therein,  how  he  rushed  to  the 
field  when  the  savage  tribes  threatened  our  frontier,  how  his  fellow 
citizens  summoned  him  to  one  after  another  of  the  places  of  homr 
and  trust  in  their  gift,  until  a  nation  called  him  to  be  its  chief,  at  the 
most  momentous  and  critical  period  of  its  history,  there  is  do  tisie 
now  to  speak. 

It  is  enough  for  my  purpose  that  at  the  commencement  of  the  re- 
bellion, Abraham  Lincoln  was  President  of  the  United  States.    He 
was  comparatively  a  new  man,  known  to  the  nation  at  lar^  chi^y 
by  his  celebrated  contest  before  the  people  of  Illinois,  with  the  ablest 
and  most  adroit  debater  among  his  political  opponents.     On  the 
strength  of  that  series  of  debates,  and  his  local  reputation,  they  made 
him  their  Chief  Executive.    The  experiment  (for  such  it  was)  was  a 
perilous  one.    But  it  was  presented  as  the  alternative  to  one  wJud 
they  deemed  far  more  perilous.    The  government  was  virtually  in 
the  hands  of  conspirators,  who  had  thrust  themselves  into  its  diief 
places,  in  order  the  better  to  betray  and  destroy  it.     Their  demon- 
stration against  it  wore  an  air  of  solemn  dignity  and  deliberaticm 
that  was  well  calculated  to  overawe  the  timid,  and  decide  the  doubt- 
ful.    They  scattered  our  navy ;  they  accepted  the  surrender  of  the 
greater  part  of  our  army  from  one  of  themselves ;  they  seized  oar 
forts  and  embezzled  our  money.    The  nation — the  loyal  part  of  it- 
seemed  stupefied  by  the  discovery  that  what  they  had   taken  for 
bravado  was  a  real  attack  upon  the  Republic.    They  looked  to  ftcir 
newly  elected  President  for  guidance  and  direction,  and  they  looked 
not  in  vain.     The  new  hand  seized  the  helm — not  in  a  spirit  of  boasts 
ing  self-confidence — ^not  as  if  the  problem  were  easy  of  solution — bat 
with  a  humble  reliance  on  the  support  of  a  higher  power,  a  spirit  of 
nobte  self-devotion,  and  above  all,  an  unfaltering  faith  in  the  people, 
that  clung  to  him  and  supported  him  through  every  hour  and  eveiy 
phase  of  the  long  and  terrible  struggle  that  followed.     There  were 
seasons  of  doubt  and  depression  far  more  often  than  seasons  of  ex- 
ultatiob.    Every  base  passion  of  humanity,  lashed  into  pretematanj 
activity  by  the  vast  prizes  and  opportunities  of  a  gigantic  war,  surged 
around  him  like  the  fiery  waves  of  hell,  and  threatened  every  mo- 
menta to  whelm  him  and  the  precious  hopes  committed  to  his  keeping, 
in  final  and  hopeless  ruin.    He  had  learned  war  only  as  a  subaltern 
in  an  Indian  expedition,  yet  he  was  compelled  in  the  last  resort  to 
decide  on  plans  of  mighty  campaigns,  and  the  changes  of  warring 
commanders.     His  practice  of  diplomacy  had  been  confined  to  the 
management  of  his  cases  in  the  law  courts,  yet  he  alone  was  the  final 
arbiter  of  questions  on  which  hung  the  issue  of  peace  or  war  witli 
foreign  nations.    His  knowledge  of  finance  was  limited  by  an  expe> 
rience  which  scarcely  extended  beyond  the  acquisition  and  expend* 
ture  of  a  moderate  competence,  yet  his  voice  was  needed  to  give  tie 
final  sanction  to  the  financial  saystem  of  a  great  nation,  in  the  midst 
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of  the  mightiest  war  and  the  most  enormous  expenditure  recorded  in 
human  annals. 

And  yet,  in  all  these  diflScult  positions,  this  new  and  untried  man 
proved  equal  to  every  occasion.  He  was  not  always  right  in  his  con- 
clasions — and  who  ever  was?  But  results  have  proved  his  wisdom  to 
have  been  of  that  kind  that,  to  use  a  homely  phrase,  wears  the  best 
He  made  some  mistakes,  but  there  is  hardly  an  instance  in  which,  re* 
specting  a  great  question  of  policy,  he  would  have  done  better  had 
he  followed  the  advice  which  others  so  persistently  thrust  upon  him. 
He  had  literally  no  pride  of  opinion  that  could  keep  him  for  a  mo- 
ment from  changing  his  ground  when  his  judgment  was  convinced. 
His  keen,  logical  mind  seemed  to  pierce  at  once  through  the  shell  of 
sophistry  and  error,  and  seize  the  truth  with  a  certainty  that  was  un- 
erring. His  judgment  of  men,  though  inspired  always  with  a  warm 
charity  and  human  sympathy,  was  something  wonderful  in  its  pene- 
tration. He  sought  for  no  ideals,  for  he  knew  he  must  do  his  work 
with  such  materials  as  he  found  at  hand.  If  he  often  appointed  in- 
competent oflBcers,  it  was  not  because  he  thought  them  perfect,  but, 
as  he  often  remarked,  solely  because  none  could  show  him  better 
men.  He  saw  and  felt  that  a  nation  practising  war  on  a  vast  scale, 
after  fifty  years  of  hardly  interrupted  peace,  must  grow  to  its  work 
by  its  own  hard  bought  experience. 

He  knew  from  the  first  that  slavery  was  the  weak  point  of  the  re- 
bellion, and  he  longed  for  the  overchrow  of  that  relic  of  savage  days 
with  a  longing  that  never  knew  abatement.  But  he  knew  also  that 
he  was  chosen  to  rule  under  a  constitution  and  laws  which  it  was  not 
for  him  to  call  in  question,  and  therefore  it  was  that  he  waited  till 
every  needful  condition  precedent  had  been  fulfilled,  and  then,  with 
every  form  and  sanction  that  could  give  it  emphasis  and  forpc,  he 
launched  the  immortal  proclamation  of  emancipation,  and  gave  the 
slaveholders'  rebellion  its  death  blow. 

No  clamor  moved  him  to  issue  it  a  moment  sooner  than  he  deemed 
wise  and  just,  and  no  threats  or  imprecations  availed  to  stay  his^hand 
when  the  hour  had  arrived. 

One  by  one  the  measures  of  his  administration  grew  out  of  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  time.  He  had  no  pet  theories  to  vindicate — no  fa- 
vorites to  reward,  no  enemies  (except  those  of  his  country)  to  punish. 
Amid  all  the  trials  and  treacheries,  and  exasperations  of  such 
varied  experience,  his  heart,  instead  of  growing  hard  and  cold  with 
its  terrible  knowledge  of  human  weakness  and  depravity,  seemed  to 
grow  softer  and  more  tender  to  the  last.  The  suflerings  of  our  brave 
soldiers  weighed  his  spirits  down  with  a  perpetual  sorrow.  '1  he  cry 
of  the  bereaved  and  desolate  never  fell  unheeded  on  his  ears.  Op- 
pressed by  the  cares  of  state  as  man  was  never  oppressed  before,  he 
could  not  bear  to  send  away  any  who  desired  to  see  him  and  pour 
their  individual  grief  into  his  overburdened  heart.  They  went  to 
him  as  to  a  father,  and  he  sorrowed  for  them  as  for  his  own  children* 
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Possessing  no  graces  of  person  or  of  manner — plain  and  awkward 
in  appearance,  he  found  little  favor  with  those  who  deem  all  elevated 
positions  the  natural  birthright  of  the  graceful  and  cultivated  children 
of  fortune.  • 

But  with  those  whom  he  called  "  the  plain  people,"  ihe  force  of  his 
character  soon  made  itself  felt.  When  the  conviction  settled  down 
into  their  minds  that  Abraham  Lincoln  had  no  purpose  in  his  heart 
but  to  serve  and  save  his  country,  that  they  could  trust  his  honesty 
as  well  as  his  judgment  in  the  mighty  strife  before  them,  they  gave 
him  without  stint  their  love  and  confidence — they  poured  out  their 
money  like  water — they  gave  their  sons  and  husbands  by  the  million, 
and  the  fate  of  rebellion  was  sealed.  They  cared  not  if  his  form  was 
gaunt,  his  hands  were  large,  or  his  homely  face  furrowed  with  the 
lines  of  care.  They  saw  that  he  was  wise,  and  they  felt  that  he  w© 
true. 

Suddenly  elevated  from  a  simple  and  private  life  to  the  "first  posi- 
tion on  earth,  he  manifested  no  sign  of  exultation,  no  arrogance  or 
pride  of  place,  but  kept  his  plain  manners,  and  frank,  cordial  address 
to  the  last.  In  the  dark  hours  of  the  war  he  never  sank  in  imbecile 
depression,  nor  when  victory  crowned  his  armies  did  he  claim  tot 
himself  tlie  glory  of  the  triumph. 

The  mirthful  element,  to  which  such  a  disproportioned  pronuneoee 
has  been  given  in  the  popular  estimation  of  his  character,  was  a  Wcae- 
ing,  the  value  of  which  cannot  be  estimated.  It  was  but  the  heat- 
lightning  that  played  about  the  cloud  of  anxiety  and  doubt  that  filled 
his  soul.  It  was  the  outward  form  of  a  perception  the  most  keen  and 
delicate,  not  of  the  grotesque  and  the  odd  merely,  but  of  the  very 
deepest  significance  of  life.  He  told  many  stories,  but  never  one  tfa^ 
did  npt  point  a  moral  or  clinch  an  argument.  Without  a  vice,  otAc 
suspicion  of  one,  scandal  never  dared  to  wag  its  envenomed  tongoe  al 
him,  but  contented  itself  with  efforts  to  wound  him  through  those  he 
held  most  dear.  Every  act  of  his  life  passed  under  the  convex  lens 
of  universal  scrutiny,  and  yet  none  had  the  hardihood  to  attribute  to 
him  a  single  dishonorable  act  or  unworthy  motive. 

A  man  who  could  thus  pass  such  a  fiery  ordeal  must  have  been 
rarely  endowed  by  nature  for  the  very  work  he  was  called  to  perform. 
He  did  not  possess  genius,  in  the  sense  in  which  that  word  is  com- 
monly used — but  what  man  of  reputed  genius  had  we,  or  have  we 
to-day,  who  would  have  been  likely  to  prove  a  safe  substitute  ftr 
him  ?  How  many  of  our  statesmen  would  have  had  strength  to  resist 
the  people  when  they  were  wrong,  and  to  wait  amid  deafening  clamor 
for  the  right  hour  to  do  the  right  thing? 

Abraham  Lincoln  had,  as  we  have  seen,  no  advantages  of  early 
education,  but  taught  himself  chiefly  after  he  had  begun  the  straggle 
of  life — ^yet,  though  Everett  was  more  polished,  and  Sumner  more 
copious  and  elegant,  no  man  in  our  day  has  spoken  or  written  more 
terse  and  nervous  English,  or  struck  with  director  force  at  the  heart 
of  the  question  he  attempted  to  discuss. 

/ 
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But  his  great  gift,  or  rather  combination  of  gifts,  was  what  we  call 
Bommon  sense — that  fine  balance  of  faculties,  that  qiiick  and  delicate 
perception  of  what  is  fit  or  unfit,  of  what  will  do  and  what  will  not 
do.  Against  this  trenchant  blade  of  mother  wit,  no  form  of  folly  or 
sophistry  could  standfor  a  moment,  but  the  blow  descended,  not  that 
he  might  win^  personal  triumph,  but  only  that  truth  might  be  vindi- 
cated. 

1  have  been  led  further  than  I  intended  toward  an  attempt  to 

analyze  his  character.    That  work  remains  for  the  historian  who,  in 

Uie  mellowing  light  and  juster  perspective  of  years,  shall  see  our 

times  with  eyes  unclouded  by  passion  or  prejudice.    He  may  vary  in 

some  minor  respects  the  estimate  now  placed  by  his  friends  upon  the 

<^aract6r  and  career  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  but  he  will  come  short  of 

his  duty  if  he  does  not  record  that  no  man  ever  rose  from  beginings 

so  humble  to  the  foremost  place  in  the  world's  love  and  venera»tion, 

yet  bore  himself  so  meekly  in  his  high  oflBce  and  kept  his  heart  so  free 

flrom  pride  and  avarice  and  the  lust  of  power;  that  none  who  ever 

held  such  vast  and  priceless  hopes  in  his  keeping,  discharj^ed  his  great 

tnist  with  more  earnest  fidelity,  or  more  unselfish  devotion;  that  no 

pablic  character  ever  more  nobly  united  private  purity  with  public 

kttegrity ;  that  in  all  the  tide  of  time  no  man  was  ever  so  widely  and 

justly  l>eloved  in  life,  and  none  ever  mourned  by  the  whole  human 

race  with  a  sorrow  so  profound  and  tender  as  Abraham  Lincoln. 

iMr.  Speaker,  it  is  fit  that  we  honor  this  man,  and  place  his  portr»it 
beside  that  of  Washington.  If  one  was  the  Founder,  the  other  was 
the  Preserver  of  whatsoever  we  hold  dear  as  Americans. 

In  honoring  him,  we  place  ourselves  in  sympathy  with  the  friends 
of  liberty  and  justice  throughout  the  world,  to  whom  his  name  is  a 
synonym  for  all  that  is  noble  and  good.  To  them,  as  to  us,  he  is  the 
ideal  of  a  true  Democrat,  embodying  his  creed  in  those  immortal 
-words  uttered  at  Gettysburg,  on  laying  the  comer  stone  of  the  Sol- 
diers' Monument :  .  •    * 

"  It  is  for  us  to  be  hero  dedicated  to  the  great  task  remaining  be- 
fore us  *  *  *  that  this  nation,  under  God,  shall  have  a 
new  birth  of  Freedom,  and  that  government  of  the  people,  by  the 
people  and  for  the  people,  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth." 

His  name  is  a  household  word  in  every  cottage  of  Europe  and 
wherever  else  the  idea  of  Liberty  has  penetrated — his  proclamation 
of  Freedom  has  gone  into  history,  to  stand  beside  Magna  Charta  and 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  through  the  ages  to  come,  as 
the  great  ideas  for  which  he  lived  and  died  grow  stronger  and  deeper 
in  the  hearts  of  men,  the  name  and  fame  of  Abraham  Lincoln  dudl 
grow  brighter  and  brighter  to  the  end  of  time. 
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Mb.  Speaker:  Tis  fitting  that  the  State  should  preserve,  by  cveiy 
means,  the  memory  of  the  truly  great  men  that  Hare  been  ^ren  to 
the  nation ;  and  especially  appropriate  do  I  deem  it  to  be  that  tbe 
form,  features  and  countenance  of  those  greatest  in  work,  most  eIo> 
quent  in  language,  purest  in  patriotism  and  most  noble  in  character, 
should  bo  preserved,  as  they  may  be,  through  painting  and  sculp- 
tare»  that  their  beneficent  teaching  and  bright  example  may  be  oftea 
brought'  to  the  mind  and  impressed  upon  the  attention  as,  day  hj 
day,  we  look  upon  the  perfect  i^eprcsentation  of  their  human  embodi- 
ment; and  to-day  'tis  with  a  hopeful  spirit  that  I  take  part  in  dedica- 
ting  to  the  people  of  this  :<tate  the  portrait  of  Abrahak  Lixcoln— a 
perpetual  memento,  whilst  painting  may  endure,  of  the  peerless  maa 
among  the  many  noble  ones  that  have  been  given  to  this  nation — 
especially  as  I  contemplate  its  preservation  by  the  side  of  that  of  btm, 
of  whom  it  was  truthfully  said  :  "  First  in  war,  first  in  pence,  aod 
first  in  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen ;"  and  that  in  this  chamber, 
where  the  representatives  of  the  people  meet  for  legislation,  for  1^:19- 
lators  of  the  State  or  Nation  need,  above  all  others,  to  be  inspired  by 
whatever  is  noblest  and  purest,  least  selfish  and  most  patriotic  in  hu- 
man example  and  teaching. 

On  such  an  occasion  as  this  'tis  becoming  that  we  consider,  for  suck 
short  time  as  may  be  allowed 'us,  those  special  traits  of  mind  and 
heart  that  made  him,  whose  portrait  we  present,  all- he  was  in  himself 
and  to  the  nation. 

Each  one  will  form  a  somewhat  difi'erent  estimate  of  his  character, 
and  each  will  take  a  different  view  of  the  qualities  that  individualized 
him;  and  we  can  be  just  to  ourselves  and  true  to  those  to  whom  we 
•peak — only  as  we  declare,  faithfully  and  unreservedly,  the  thoughts 
which  lie  deepest  in  our  own  minds — as  calmly  we  contemplate  him 
as  revealed  in  his  words  and  work,  and  present  that  view  of  the  man 
which,  in  our  estimation,  makes  him  worthy  of  remembrance,  and  ex- 
cites our  admiration  and  love.  Permit  me  then,  candidly,  but  with 
much  diffidence,  to  declare  the  thoughts  of  my  mind  as  I  contemplate 
Abraham  Lincoln,  and  to  present  that  view  of  his  character  which,  ia 
my  estimation,  entitles — and  alone  entitles  him  to  a  place  among 
men  to  which  few  in  earth's  history  have  attained ;  and  makes  him  a 
man  worthy  of  being  loved  by  (ho  nation,  and  that  will  bo  a 
blessing  to  his  race  through  the  influence  of  bright  example  whilst 
history  endures.     'Tis  simply  this :     In  the  great  work  to  which  ke 
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w€is  calledy  his  mind  and  heart  were  in  harmony  with  the  will  and  pur- 
pose of  the  God  of  JYations  ;  and  in  the  prosecution  of  that  work  he 
bad  no  vyfil  or  plan  of  his  own^  save  as  he  apprehended  the  will  and 
plan  of  the  Infinite  Mind.    What  may  be  the  great  end  to  be  attained 
through  the  eBtablishment  of  this  nation — ^what  the  great  mission  in  aD 
its  falness  to  which  this  people  is  called — I  will  not  predict,  nor  take 
time  to  discuss ;  but  this  I  feel  we  are  justified  by  the  unfolding  of 
events  in  declaring,  viz. :  that  be  it  what  it  may,  it  is  to  be  attained 
through  the  unity  of  these  States,  and  the  practical  realization  through- 
out the  land,  by  all  the  people,  of  the  truth  that  all  men  are  created 
equal — ^this  practical  realization  being  promoted  and  secured  through 
constitutional  provision  and  legal  enactment,  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially executed.     But  this,  though  comparatively  clear  to  us  now, 
through  the  rapid  unfolding  of  the  plan  of  God  in  the  history  of  the 
last  five  years,  and  in  the  inevitable  tendency  of  present  events,  was 
not  clear  to  any  when  Abraham  Lincoln  was  inaugurated  President 
of  the  United  States.    Many  deemed  the  Union  already  and  liope- 
lessly  dissolved,  six  States  at  least  having  passed  ordinances  of  seces- 
sion ;  others  deemed  its  preservation  impossible,  save  upon  the  impos- 
sible condition  of  a  surrender  to  slave  institutions ;  and  others  deemed 
the  Union  undesirable  even,  whether  with  or  without  the  restriction 
or.  existence  of  slavery.    Others  again,  who  clung  to  the  Union,  and . 
declared  that  it  must,  and  should  and  wotdd  be  preserved,  freely 
granted  slavery  in  the  States,  and  proflFered  the  promise  that  it  should 
not  be  there  disturbed.    The  preservation  of  the  Union,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  extinction  of  slavery  and  security  of  equality  of  even 
civil  rights  to  all,  was  what  none  dared  to  expect,  what  many  would 
have  deprecated,  and  few  had  faith  even  to  hope  for.    Yet  such  and 
more  was  the  purpose  of  the  God  of  Nations^  to  be  speedily  wrought 
out  through  the  events  of  the  war,  then  practically  begun,  but  still 
disbelieved  in  and  unprovided  for  by  the  Northern  States,  and  not . 
more  than  feared  by  any.    And  Lincoln  himself  was  not  wiser  than 
his  fellows.    He  had  faith  in  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  and  be-' 
lieved  slavery  to  Jbe  a  mighty  wrong  in  the  eyes  of  God  and  a  curse 
to  men ;  but  how  and  when,  or  whether  at  all  it  should  be  removed, 
lie  divined  not,  nor  felt  himself  called  upon  to  determine.     More  than 
two  years  previously  he  had  prophetically  declared :     "  This  Union 
cannot  permanently  endure  half  slave  and  half  free ;  the  Union  will 
not  be  dissolved,  but  the  house  will  cease  to  be  divided."    But  the  un- 
certainty as  to  whether  the  house,  when  it  ceased  to  be  divided^ 
would  be  the  homo  of  freedom  on  the  stronghold  of  slavery,  appears 
in  these  glowing  words  spoken  soon  after,  which,  whilst  they  express 
the  doubt  also  prove  the  harmony  of  his  soul  with  the  great  unknown 
ptirpose  of  the  future,  and  his  fitness  to  be  the  instrument  of  its  ac- 
complishment.   Speaking  of  slavery, he  said:    "Broken  by  it  I  too 
may  be,  bow  to  it  I  never  will.    The  probability  that  we  will  fail  in 
the  struggle  ought  not  to  deter  us  from  the  support  of  a  cause  which 
we  deem  to  be  just — ^it  shall  not  deter  me.     Here,  without  contem- 
72 
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platiDg  consequences,  before  High  Heaven,  and  in  the  face  of  tiie 
world,  I  swear  eternal  fidelity  to  the  just  cause,  as  I  deem  it,  of  the 
land  of  my  life,  my  liberty  and  my  love."  Noble  words,  worthy  of 
the  noblest  of  men. 

Other  such  may  be  found  in  his  speech  in  the  old  Indepeadenee 
Hall,  on  his  way  to  Washington.    They  have  possibly  more  of  fiuft 
in  them,  but  nothing  of  certainty,  and  express  as  forcibly  as  words 
may,  the  deep  sympathy  of  his  soul  with  the  end  to  be  wrought  caL 
He  there  said :    <<  I  have  never  had  a  feeling  politically  that  did  not 
spring  from  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  which  gave  liberty  imk 
only  to  the  people  of  this  country,  but  to  the  world,  for  all  &tiire 
time.    If  this  country  cannot  be  saved  without  giving  up  that  prin- 
ciple, I  had  rather  be  assassinated  on  the  spot  than  surrender  it'' 
No  human  mind  foresaw  the  end,  which  indeed  is  not  yet,  nor  humaii 
intellect  devised  the  plan,  nor  human  skill  guided  in  its  execution. 
Himself  wrote,  when  the  war  had  been  raging  for  three  years,  and 
the  emancipation  proclamation  had  becQ  issued  for  more  than  fifteoi 
months,  and  the  black  man  was  found  in  the  ranks  of  the  army,  bat- 
tling for  his  country :   <<  I  claim  not  to  have  controlled  Events,  hot 
confess  plainly  that  events  have  controlled  me.    Now,  at  tiie  eiul  of 
three  years  struggle,  the  nation's  condition  is  not  what  either  party 
or  any  man  devised  or  expected.     God  alone  can  claim  if    Bat 
though  he  claimed  not  the  honor  of  what  had  then  been  attained  to, 
nor  yet  what  had  been  attained  at  the  time  of  his  assassination,  enough 
has  been  said,  especially  when  we  bear  in  mind  his  subsequent  acts, 
to  show  how  thoroughly  his  whole  being  was  in  harmony  wifli  the 
result  df  God's  work,  wrought  out  through  his  instrumentality,  and  ii 
remains  only  for  us  to  make  clear  that  other  quality  which  we  claim 
to  be  the  crowning  glory  of  the  man,  viz. :  that  in  the  prosecution  rf 
the  work  to  which  he  was  called,  he  had  no  will  or  plan  of  hfa  own, 
save  as  he  apprehended  it  to  be  the  will  and  plan  of  the  Infinite 
mind ;  but  that,  determined  by  the  unfolding  of  events,  he  was  Sim 
and  uncompromising  in  enforcing  it.    Most  men,  with  his  positive 
faith  in  the  perpetual  unity  of  these  States,  coupled  with  his  positive 
conviction  of  the  injustice,  impolicy  and  cruelty  of  slavery,  of  its  in- 
compatibility with  our  free  institutions  or  the  preservation  of  liberty 
to  any  class  of  people,  and  withal  of  his  self-dedication  to  the  work  of 
breaking  its  power,  would,  placed  in  his  condition  and  surround^  by 
the  circumstances  that  surrounded  him  at  the  time  of  his  elevation  to 
the  Presidency,  and  during  the  first  year  of  his  administration,  have 
had  a  will  and  a  plan  that  combined  with  the  preservation  of  ihe 
Union  the  extinction  of  slavery.    Slavery  had  rebelled  against  his 
constitutional  election ;  against  the  unity  of  the  States ;  against  the 
teachings  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  against  the  gitnr- 
ing  civilization  of  the  age.     Why  should  he,  with  his  convictioiis, 
clothed  with  his  mighty  power,  in  full  view  of  slavery's  rebeUion, 
have  hesitated  to  strike  at  it  in  the  States  and  everywhei*e,  and  whSst 
preserving  the  Union,  destroy  that  which  alone  threatened  ihe  UnioD. 
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and  songht  the  destruction  of  everything  dear  to  ns  and  him?  'T  was 
simply  because,  whilst  he  could  declare  as  he  did  in  his  first  inangn- 
ral,  "  I  hold  that,  in^contemplation  of  universal  law  and  of  the  Con- 
stitution, the  union  of  these  States  ief  perpetual,"  he  found  slavery  in- 
trenched in  our  history,  in  our  Constitution,  and  in  our  laws,  with  no 
warrant  to  him  to  destroy  or  impair  it  in  the  States.    The  preserva- 
tion of  the  Union,  through  the  preservation,  protection  and  defence 
of  the  Constitution  and  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  was  clearly 
the  work  committed  to  him,  and  nothing  more.    The  Union  might  be 
preserved  and  slavery  maintained.    If  so,  though  his  whole  nature 
revolted  against  slavery,  by  making  its  destruction  a  purpose  of  his 
administration  or  a  part  of  his  plan  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union, 
he  would  have  substituted  his  own  will  and  judgment  for  the  wisdom 
and  commands  of  God,  as  expressed  in  law  and  the  history  of  our 
ponntry.  His  character  would  not  permit  that.  His  judgment  and  his 
will  bowed  before  a  supreme  faith  in  the  wisdom,  justice  and  truth 
of  the  Supreme  Ruler,  and  humbly  he  awaited  the  unfolding  of  His 
will  in  relation  to  slavery,  and  His  plan  for  its  attainment,  not  doubt- 
ing but  that  it  would  be  unfolded  so  plainly  that  man  need  not 
err.     If  that  wisdom,  justice  and  truth  required  the  destruction  of 
slavery,  it  would  be  wrought  out,  not  against,  but  in  harmony  with 
law ;  not  through  the  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  the  destruction 
of  the  Union,  but  through  the  highest  demands  of  the  one,  and  in^  ac- 
cord with  the  highest  security  of  the  other.    His  faith  and  his  intel- 
ligent humility,  this  phase  of  his  character  that  1  would  impress  on 
your  minds  as,  in  my  judgment,  the  key  to  his  entire  outer  and  inner 
life,  is.  strongly  presented  in  his  reply  to  one  who,  during  the  progress 
of  our  struggle,  sought  to  strengthen  and  cheer  him  by  the  remark 
tiiat  the  Lord  was  on  our  side.    He  replied :  *<  I  am  not  concerned 
that  the  Lord  should  be  on  our  side,  but  I  am  concerned  that  we 
shonld  be  on  the  Lord's  side.''    'Twas  his  concern,  not  that  God 
should  approve  his  ideas  and  his  plans,  and  work  them  out  in  the 
overruling  of  His  Providence,  but  rather  that  he  might  learn  and  ap- 
prove and  work  in  harmony  with  the  willand  plan  of  the  Almighty. 
With  this  character  he  entered^ upon  the  duties  of  the  Presidency, 
declaring  **  I  have  no  purpose  directly  or  indirectly  to  interfere  with 
the  institution  of  slavery  in  the  States  where  it  exists.    I  believe  I 
have  no  lawful  right  to  do  so,"  and  having  no  right  **  I  have  no  in- 
clination to  do  so,"  but  declaring  at  the  same  time  that  <<  to  the  ex- 
tesnt  of  my  ability  I  shall  take  care,  as  the  Constitution  itself  expressly 
enjoins  upon  me,  that  the  laws  of  the  Union  be  faithfully  executed  in 
all  the  States.    Doing  this  I  deem  to  be  only  a  simple  duty  on  my 
part,  and  I  shall  perform  it  as  far  as  practicable."    AAd  declaring 
this  also,  <<  I  take  the  official  oathtb-day  with  no  mental  reservations, 
and  with  no  purpose  to  construe  the  Constitution  and  laws  by  any 
hypercritical  test."  Reviewing  his  action  in  a  letter  to  A.  G.  Hodges, 
dated  April  4th,  1864,  he  places  the  matter  in  this  strong  light:  <<I 
am  naturally  anti-slavery.  If  slavery  is  not  wrong,  nothing  is  wrong. 
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I  cannot  remember  when  1  did  not  so  think  and  feel,  and  yet  I  hafa 
never  understood  that  the  Presidency  conferred  on  me  an  unrestricted 
right  to  act  ofBciaUy  on  this  judgment  and  feeling.    It  was  in  the 
oath  I  took  that  I  would,  to  the  ^st  of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect 
and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  I  understood 
tibat  in  ordinary  and  civil  administration  this  oath  ever  forbade  me 
to  practically  indulge  my  primary  abstract  judgment  on  the  moral 
question  of  slavery."    With  such  views,  while  he  could  declare  fron 
ttie  depth  of  his  soul  "  If  slavery  is  not  wrong  nothing  is  wrong,"  he 
could  also  consistently  declare,  as  he  did  in  his  letter  to  Horace 
Greeley,  **  If  I  could  save  the  Union  without  freeing  any  slaye  I 
would  do  it ;"  and  could  consistently  forbid  military  emanc]patioii,as 
he  repeatedly  did  in  the  early  part  of  the  war  when  he  did  not  re- 
cognize its  indispensable  necessity  to  the  preservation  of  the  Unioa 
To  save  the  Union  was  his  highest  and  only  clear  duly — to  wipe  oot 
the  wrong  of  slavery  was  the  province  of  Him  in  whose  hands  he  vai 
but  an  instrument,  and  who  had  as  yet  given  no  authority  to  do 
it.    But  the  time  came  when  his  highest  duty  was  in  harmony  with 
his  soul's  conviction  of  the  absolute  and  unmitigated  wrong  of  sUveiy; 
when  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  the  very  defence  of  the  Con^ 
tntion  to  which  he  was  sworn,  demanded  unmi^akably  the  prochioar 
tion  of  emancipation  and  the  arming  of  the  negro.  God  had  wroof^ 
out  the  necessity  and  made  the  way  plain,  and  cheerfully  and  reso- 
lutely he  walked  therein.    He  writes :  "  In  my  best  judgment  I  was 
drivjBn  to  the  alternative  of  either  surrendering  the.  Union,  and  with 
it  the  Constitution,  or  of  laying  strong  hands  on  the  colored  elwnent" 
The  processes  of  his  mind  through  which  his  duty  became  dear,  are 
revealed  in  that  letter  to  Col.  Hodges,  which  we  have  already  quoted, 
and  which  of  itself  is  a  monument  worthy  of  the  best  of  earth^s  sons. 
'^  Was  it  possible,"  he  reasons,  "  to  lose  the  nation  and  yet  pregerrc 
the  Constitution.    I  could  not  feel  that,  to  the  best  of  my  abilitj;  I 
had  even  tried  to  preserve  the  Constitution,  if  to  save  slavery  or  mJ 
otiier  minor  matter  I  should  permit  the  wreck  of  Government,  Cmd- 
try  and  Constitution  altogether,"  and  "  I  felt  that  measures  otherwiae 
unconstitutional  might  become  lawful  by  becoming  indispensable  to 
the  preservation  of  the  Constitution  through  the  preservation  of  to 
nation."    Who  now  doubts  the  ^correctness  or  justice  of  Ws  leas*- 
Ing?  Himself  lived  to  be  able  to  declare :  "  The  emancipation  policy 
and  the  use  of  colored  troops  were  the  greatest  blows  yet  dealt  to  fte 
rebellion.    The  struggle  of  his  sonJ,  as  he  passed  from  the  convic- 
tion that  it  was  his  duty  to  defend  slavery  to  the  conviction  that  rt 
was  his  duty  to  destroy  it;  from  the  conviction  that  as  an  instnuaea^ 
in  the  hands  of  God  it  was  his  ^^t  work  to  preserve  the  Umoa 
irrespective  of  slavery,  to  the  conViction  that  he  was  caDed  by  ^ 
whom  he  served  to  save  the  Union  through  emancipation,  may  be 
apprehended  in  his  Iknguage  when  he  announced  to  his  CaWnet  tW 
the  proclamation  could  be  delayed  no  Icmger.    "  The  P^P^^^    j 
said,  "were  prepared  for  it,  public  sentiment  would  sustain  it,  and  i 
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have  promised  my  God  that  I  would  do  it."  "  Yes,"  being  ques- 
tioned as  to  whether  he  was  correctlj  understood,  «*  yes,  I  made  a 
solemn  vow  before  God,  that  if  Gen.  Lee  were  driven-  back  from 
Pennsylvania,  I  would  crown  the  result  by  the  declaration  of  freedom 
to  the  slaves."  i 

He  who  had  conscientiously  defended  slavery  in  the  States,  lest  he 
should  by  any  other  course  assume  the  prerogative  of  the  Great 
Judge,  now  is  troubled  lest  he  be  found  fighting  against  God  by 
longer  withholding  the  Proclamartion ;  and  we  see  him  in  the  hour  of 
deep  anxiety,  when  Lee  presses  to  the  heart  of  Pennsylvania,  humbly 
bowing  before  the  God  of  battles,  and  solemly  pledging  that  it  shall 
be  withheld  no  longer  if  He  will  give  the  opportunity  for  its  issue  by 
victory.    Victory  was  given ;  the  proclamation  was  issued ;  and  he 
never  faltered  in  sustaining  and  enforcing  it.    Nearly  two  years  after 
it  went  into  eflFect^in  his  annual  message  to  Congress,  he  says:  **  1 
repeat  the  declaration  made  a  year  ago,  that  while  1  remain  in  my 
present  position  I  shall  not  retractor  modify  the  Emancipation  Proc- 
lamation, nor  shall  I  return  to  slavery  any  person  who  is  free  by  the 
terms  of  that  proclamation,  or  by  any  of  the  acts  of  Congress.     If 
the  people  shodd,  by  whatever  mode  or  means  make  it  an  Executive 
duty  to  re-enslave  such  persons,  another,  and  not  1,  must  be  the  in- 
strument to  perform  it."    His  true  relation  to  God,  and  to  the  work 
to  which  he  was  called  was  clear  to  his  mind,  and  was  expressed  by 
him  in  such  language  as  this :  <*  I  am  but  an  accidental,  temporary 
instrument  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union.    Without  a  name; 
without  a  reason  why  I  should  have  a  name,  there  has  fallen  on  me  a 
task  such  as  did  not  rest  even  upon  the  Father  of  his  Country.    I 
never  would  have  succeeded  except  for  the  aid  of  Divine  Providence. 
On  the  same  Almighty  Power  I  place  my  reliance.     Pray  that  I  may 
receive  that  Divine  assistant e  without  which  I  cannot  succeed,  but 
with  which  success  is  certain."    He  did  receive  the  Divine  assistance, 
denied  to  none  who  humbly  seek  it  as  he  did.    A  glorious  success 
was  measurably  achieved  before  his  death,  and  success  perfect  and 
complete  is  the  nation's  heritage  in  the  future ;  and  to-day  we  place 
the  art  representation  of  his  form  and  features  beside  that  of  Wash- 
ington, in  whose  history  there  is  no  brighter  scene  than  that  whioh 
presents  him  as  kneeling  before  God  in  the  camp  at  Valley  Forge, 
and  lifting  his  soul  in  prayer  for  his  country  in  its  darkest  hour,  and 
for  his  army  lying  hungry  and  bleeding  about  him.    Glory  to  those 
immortal  men  whose  words,  whose  example,  and  whose  work  have 
been,  now  are  and  will  be,  through  all  time,  a  blessing  to  our  country 
and  to  the  world. 

I  dare  not  trespass  longer  on  your  time  and  patience.  A  thought 
more  ^and  I  am  done.  God,  through  Abraham  Lincoln,  has  preserved 
to  us  the  Union,  threatened  no  longer  by  any  armed  foe,  and  acknow- 
ledged to  be,  by  eternal  decrees,  indissoluble ;  has  wrought  out  for  us 
the  removal  of  slavery,  that  thing  which  caused  such  anxious  fore- 
boding to  our  forefathers,  and  wluch  alone  threatened  our  stability, 
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prosperity  and  happiness  as  a  people ;  and  by  constitutional  provisioD, 
freedom  is  secured  for  all  time  to  come  to  every  inhabitant,  and  bj 
law  of  Congress  equality  in  civil  riehts  is  acknowledged  and  accorded 
to  all.  But  more  is  required ;  and  upon  the  men  of  to-day  devolyes 
the" responsibility  of  securing  it.  Civil  rights  to  all  is  not  yet  secured 
by  the  fundamental  law;  and  political  equality,  alike  with  civil 
equality,  demanded  by  the  "self  evident  truths''  upon  which  the 
febric  of  our  government  rests,  is  not  yet  acknowledged  or  secared  by 
United  States  or  State  constitution^  or  laws.  When  will  the  people 
be  prepared  to  accord  it?  There  is  no  rest  for  the  country  until  it 
be  granted.  Clearly,  God  hath  decreed  as  we  have  said :  "  That  His 
purpose  is  to  be  achieved  not  only  through  the  unity  of  these  States, 
but  also  the  realization  by  all  the  people,  of  the  truth,  that  *  All  men 
are  created  equaV  "  To  that  point  we  must  press  on.  If  we  hesi- 
tate, and  whilst  we  wait,  it  will  be  only  to  bear  the  anger  of  the 
Almighty  and  suffer  the  penalty  of  our  pride  and  injustice. 
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1  do  not  know  but  I  may  be  deemed  guilty  of  presumption,  in 
making  an  extemporaneous  address,  while  the  gentlemen  who  have 
preceded  me  have  read  from  manuscript  carefully  prepared. 

1  feel  the  propriety  of  carefuUy  compiling  ideas  and  condensing 
thoughts,  so  as  to  present  them  in  proper  form  before  this  dignified 
body  on  this  occasion.  If  I  should  say,  sir,  that  for  the  past  two 
hours  my  heart  has  been  filled  with  intense  emotion,  J  should  simply 
be  stating  what  is  the  fact  W^en  I  came  in  this  hall  this  morning, 
I  had  no  idea  of  saying  one  word  upon  the  subject  of  the  presentation 
of  this  protrait  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  in  fact  I  djd  not  know  that  it  was 
the  arrangement  that  speeches  were  to  be  made  on  th^  occasion,  other- 
wise I  might  have  prepared  myself  as  other  gentlemen  have  done ; 
but  from  the  depths  of  the  profundest  emotion  I  am  moved  to  speak 
of  the  man  whom  I  am  not  ashamed  to  say  1  lave.  Notwithstanding 
the  plainness,  the  ruggedness,  and  even  homeliness  of  that  man's  fea- 
tures, I  love  him. 

I  heartily  concur  in  every  word,  so  eloquently  uttered  by  the  gen- 
tleman from  Cumberland,  the  gentlcQian  from  Passaic,  the  gentleman 
from  Camden,  and  others,  in  their  sharp,  clear  analysis  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coin's  character. 

Who  can  ever  forget,  Mr.  Speaker,  that  awful  night,  when  the  tele- 
graph flashed  over  the  wires  to  every  part  of  the  civilized  world,  the 
stunning,  startling  intelligence,  "  The  President  has  been  shot  by  an 
infernal  traitor." 

I  never  had  such  feelings  in  my  life  as  on  the  occasion  of  a  little 
meeting  held  in  my  own  town,  in  reference  to  this  awful  tragedy. 

And  was  ever  mortal  so  sincerely  and  universally  mourned  ? 

Witness  the  fact,'  that  Queen  Victoria — the  virtuous  and  beloved 
Queen  of  the  British  empire — ^wrote  an  autograph  letter  to  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln, condoling  with  her  upon  her  irreparable  loss,  and  expressing 
her  horror  at  the  dreadful  deed;  and  even  in  France,  the  tidings 
caused  a  greater  shock  than  if  Napoleon,  the  usurper  of  the  French 
throne,  had  been  similarly  assassinated. 

When  the  teeming  millions  of  Europe  had  fuUy  comprehended  the 
astounding  intelligence,  there  went  up  from  that  continent  a  mighty 
volume  of  mourning;  and  in  our  own  lan4  every  loyal  heart  was 
crushed  with  grief  and  bowed  down  in  sorrow. 
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The  sable  emblems  of  woe  were  festooDod  along  every  street  fe 
city,  town  and  village,  so  that  we  might  say,  as  did  the  immortal  bard. 

'*  Hang  be  the  heavens  with  black ;  yield  day  to  night ' 

What  was  it,  Mr.  Speaker,  that  made  this  man  great  ?  Why  does 
he  tower  up  among  us  the  Collossus  of  the  nineteenth  century  ?  Why 
will  his  name  and  fame  fie  cherished,  while  those  of  such  men  as  Lone 
Napoleon  will  fade  and  die  ? 

It  was  not,  sir,  that  he  was  President  of  a  great  nation.  ^  OAer 
men  have  occupied  that  distinguished  position,  whose  portraits  will 
never  grace  public  galleries — whose  statues  will  never  occupy  a  niche 
in  the  pantheon — whose  fame  will  not,  like  his,  travel  along  the  cor- 
ridor of  history.  It  was  not  that  he  was  a  man  of  great  attainments 
or  mighty  intelligence,  because  he  did  not  possess  them ;  he  had,  how- 
ever, in  a  very  remarkable  degree,  that  hard,  common  sense,  by 
means  of  which  he  could  detect  the  most  subtile  sophistry  and  pene- 
trate the  deepest  disguise.  It  was  not  that  he  was  the  Commando-- 
in-Chief  of  the  armies  and  navies  of  this  great  nation. 

Other  men  have  commanded  great  armies,  and  have  drenched  the 
world  in  blood,  but  there  is  no  such  bright  halo  surrounding  thar 
characters.  » 

I  will  tell  ypu,  Mr.  Speaker,  what,  iu  my  judgment,  made  Mr.  Lin- 
coln a  great  man  and  greatly  beloved,  and  you,  sir,  in  your  remarks 
have  indicated  the  true  reason. 

It  was  because  he  was  ever  actuated  by  a  desire  to  do  just  right 
leaving  the  consequences  to  God ;  and,  fellow  members  of  this  House 
of  Assembly,  that  is  the  one  only  true  course  to  pursue  in  our  jeumey 
through  life.  Let  us  do  just  right,  and  let  consequences  take  care  of 
themselves. 

The  great  Wolsey,  after  having  been  lifted  up  to  the  skies  in  point 
of  station,  honor,  wealth  and  worldly  glory,  finally,  when  deserted  bj 
the  King  whom  all  his  life  he  had  fawned  upon  and  flattered,  wa$ 
forced  to  say  : 

"  Oh !  Cromwell,  Cremwell, 
Had  I  but  served  my  God  with  half  the  zesd 
I  served  my  King,  he  would  not  in  nune  age 
Have  left  me  naked  to  mine  enemies." 

Mr.  Lincoln  was  a  great  man,  and  he  was  a  good  man.  But  I  am 
reminded  that  time  is  passing,  and  I  nmst  not  weary  your  patiaice, 
but  before  I  resume  my  seat  I  will  relate  an  instance  illustrating  the 
kindness  of  heart  of  this  great  man. 

You  have  probably  all  heard  of  the  case  of  the  poor  Vermont  sot 
dier  boy,  who,  during  the  late  war,  was  caught  sleeping  on  his  post 
one  night  while  standing  guard.  The  poor  boy  had  left  a  pleasant 
and  luxurious  home,  nestled  far  away  up  among  the  verdant  hills  of 
that  "  star  |hat  never  sets,"  and  lured  by  the  excitement  and  novelty 
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of  the  thing,  had  enlisted  in  the  arm j^ of  freedom,  and  of  course  had 
to  "  rough  it"  the  same  as  the  hardy  veteran.  The  camp  was  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Potomac,  and  on  the  i^ight  in  question  it  was  his 
watch.  He  paced  his  weary  round,  watching  the  bright  stars  as  they 
glimmered  down  upon  him,  and  thinking  of  his  own  pleasant  home 
and  the  dear  ones  there,  until  at  last,  completely  overcome  by  fatigue, 
he  sat  down  on  a  log  and  soon  fell  asleep,  and  dreamed  of  that  mother 
whose  fond  kiss  at  parting  still  remained  upon  his  lip.  He  was  dis- 
covered asleep,  and  forthwith  a  drum-head  court  sentenced  him  to 
die.  The  laws  of  war  are  severe  and  their  penalty  terrible, 'and  yet^ 
perhaps,  no  more  severe  than  they  ought  to  be.  A  sentinel  sleeping 
on  his  post  has  always,  by  military  law,  been  deemed  worthy  of  death. 
The  time  appointed  for  the  youthful  soldier  to  be  shot  drew  nigh,  but 
some  friends  laid  his  case  before  the  President,  and  he  being  satisfied 
that  the  case  was  one  requiring  executive  clemency,  he  issued  his 
order  remitting  the  penalty.  On  the  day  appointed  for  the  execution, 
Mr.  Lincoln,  from  some  cause,  grew  restless  and  uneasy.  The  case 
of  the  Vermont  boy  pressed  heavily  upon  his  mind,  and  although  he 
had  no  reason  to  doubt  that  his  reprieve  had  reached  its  destination, 
he  had  a  presentiment  that  something  was  wrong  respecting  the  mat- 
ter, but  what  it  was  he  could  not  divine.  Determined  to  ascertain 
the  truth  for  himself,  he  ordered  his  carriage,  and  stepping  in  he  di- 
rected his  coachman  to  put  the  horses  to  their  highest  speed  and 
drive  directly  to  camp  beyond  the  Potomac,  and  he  arrived  there,  his 
horses  covered  with  foam,  just  in  time  to  save  the  young  soldier 
from  being  shot  by  a  file  of  soldiers  then  drawn  up  for  the  purpose. 
Prom  some  cause  the  order  remitting  the  punishment  had  failed  to 
reach  its  destination.  ' 

An  d  now,  Mr.  Speaker,  thanking  the  House  for  the  opportunity 

E'ven  me  to  say  a  few  words  respecting  the  dead  hero  whose  portrait 
ings  side  by  side  with  that  of  the  illustrious  Washington  behind 
your  chair,  and  thanking  the  House  for  the  respectful  attention  they 
have  given  me,  I  resume  my  seat. 
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Mr.  Speaker  : — ^I  have  no  written  speech  to  deliver,  no  prepared 
enlogy  to  pronounce  on  him  whose  memory  on  this  occasion  we  de- 
light to  honor-  in  fact  I  had  not  proposed  or  intended  to  saja  word; 
but  my  heart  has  been  touched,  my  feelings  so  inspired  bj  the  tmtii- 
ful  allusions  to  the  noble  hearted  patriot,  Abraham  Lincoln,  ihaX  I 
am  compelled  to  speak.  There  is  a  stream  of  overpowering  sympa- 
thy arising  within  me  to  which  I  yield,  and  it  will  not  be  expected 
that  I  speak  eloquently  or  regard  arrangement  and  formality.  No!  I 
spoek  simply  as  a  humble  servant,  as  only  a  private  in  the  ranks  of 
we  Union  army  under  the  official  administration  of  this  great  aod 
good  patriot.  Why  should  not  I  add  this  phase  of  testimony  to  tlie 
exalted  virtues  of  him  whose  portrait  is  now  before  me. 

Aye !  when  I  consider  that  Abraham  Lincoln  was  called  upon  to 
meet  the  greatest  issues  ever  before  presented  to  the  American  pei^ 
pie,  his  mind  to  grapple  with  national  questions  of  the  deepest  ooih 
cem  to  all  nations,  to  guide  and  control  the  most  powerful  armies  in 
numbers  and  skill  known  to  the  world ;  I  say,  when  1  consider  fheet 
various  issues,  each  and  all  of  almost  infinite  importance,  requiring 
the  exercise  of  more  wisdom,  the  test  of  more  courage,  and  met  I7 
more  opposition  than  any  Executive  ever  before  since  the  oigania- 
tion  of  our  government,  why  should  I  not  testify,  and  desire  to  per- 
petuate his  memory,  when  he  in  life  manifested  the  tenderest  eooceni 
and  expressed  the  warmest  sjrmpathy  for  every  private  soldkr.  That 
he  could  not,  day  by  day,  make  them  more  comfortable  than  tiie  con- 
flict of  war  would  permit,  seemed  a  trouble  of  his  official  life-  No 
Union  soldier  did  he  consider  beneath  his  notice ;  none  so  poor  as  not 
to  command  his  respect.  Ah  I  it  is  true  that  the  soldier's  heart  when 
faint  and  weary  from  prolonged  duty  was  inspired  to  newliessof  liic, 
when  his  mind  reverted  to  Abraham  Lincoln's  anxiety  for  his  coimtzy 
and  the  soldiers'  general  welfare.  I  speak  but  the  universal  senti- 
ment of  every  Union  soldier  throughout  this  broad  land. 

Well  do  I  remember  when  far  away  from  this  spot,  where  the  iii- 
mortal  patriot  Lincoln  once  stood;  far  along  the  coasts  of  sultry 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  isolated  as  we  were  many  times,  iir 
weeks,  from  the  means  of  communication  with  our  dear  friends  at 
home ;  when  that  mail  ship  did  arrive,  how  sincerely  anxious  to  read 
the  lines  from  our  loving  and  loved  vrife  with  whom  it  might  be  we 
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had  exchanged  the  last  lieart  wringing  good-bye,  and  from  those  little 
darlings  that  gathered  around  us  at  our  departure,  and  each  received 
it  might  be  the  last  earthly  kiss;  when  tnese  lines  were  read  what 
thought  then :  I  tell  you  it  was  the  papers  brought  by  the  same  mail 
ship,  to  know  what  Abmham  Lincoln  had  done,  had  said.  And  if 
on  other  battle  fields  "Our  Boys''  had  been  defeated,  and  now  we 
knew  it,  words  despondingly  were  uttered,  how  soon  those  doubts 
were  hushed,  those  fears  quieted  by,  "  no  danger,  honest  Abraham 
Lincoln  will  bring  us  all  right  yef 

When  that  immortal  patriot  stood  within  this  Assembly  Chamber, 
now  five  years  ago,  where  we  are  to-day,  and  asked  the  then  Honor- 
able members  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey  "  if  it  became  neces- 
sary for  him  to  put  his  foot  down  firmly,  if  they  would  stand  by  him,^' 
and  they  cheerfiiUy  responded  "  We  will,"  it  may  have  been  thought 
a  small  matter.  But  I  tell  you  here  to-day,  speaking  as  one  who  was 
''only  a  private"  New  Jersey  soldier,  that  during  exposure  and  posi- 
tive suffering  that  bordered  at  times  on  despair,  those  affirmations  ot 
tjie  New  Jersey  Legislature,  coupled  with  that  indomitable  firmness 
of  Abraham  Lincoln,  cheered  them  on,  fighting  for  the  right,  to  final 
victory. 

Amid  such  associations  and  memories  that  still  linger  here,  it  is 
well  that  we  to-day  hang  upon  our  widls — ^that  we  to-day  dedicate 
this  chamber  to  the  portrait  ol  the  saviour  of  his  country.  Ah !  it  is 
well ;  and  as  a  soldier  I  rejoice  that  in  this  legislative  hall  of  New 
Jeney  is  placed  beside  the  portrait  of  George  Washington  that  of 
Abraham  Lincoln. 
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Mr,  Speaker  : — It  may  seem  superfluous  to  add  anything  to  wiat 
has  been  already  said,  and  so  well  said  by  others  on  ih^  occasion,  btt 
my  feelings  prompt  me  to  pay  my  humble  tribute  to  the  wortii  of  the 
great  man  whose  memory  we,  in  the  name  of  New  Jersey,  are  honor- 
ing to-day.  The  portrait  before  us,  now  placed  where  I  trust  it  may 
ever  remain,  is  a  faithful  and  excellent  likeness  of  him  whom  it  repre- 
sents, as  all  who  ever  saw  him  in  his  lifetime  will  attest,  and  reflect? 
great  credit  upon  the  artist  who  executed  it.  But  no  artist's  skffl 
can  portray  the  matchless  virtues  of  the  man-  They  will  be  pre^ 
served  in  the  hearts  of  the  American  people  through  aU  time  to  offlie. 
and  bo  cherished  among  their  holiest  traditions. 

No  country  but  this  could  have  produced  Abraham  Lincoln,  for 
none  other  possesses  those  geographical,  political  and  social  elemeatF 
that  combine  to  mould,  to  develop  and  educate  such  a  man, and  nose 
other  furnishes  to  such  a  character,  once  formed,  so  suitable  a  field  in 
which  to  work  for  the  good  of  mankind.  His  birth  and  education  in 
the  then  far  West,  in  the  midst  of  its  amazingly  grand  and  giowii^ 
resources,  among  the  humblest  of  the  people,  and  far  away  from  the 
conventional  restraints  of  older  societies,  had  much  to  do  in  mak^ 
Abraham  Lincoln  the  man  he  was.  It  was  in  this  rude  school  hid  bold 
and  independent  character  was  formed,  it  was  there  he  acquired  hfe 
wonderful  insight  into  the  great  heart  of  the  common  people  which 
made  him  emphatically  their  own  chosen  leader,  and  alsa,  where  love 
of  full  and  perfect  human  liberty  became  an  abiding  and  controlmg 
element  of  his  very  nature.  No  other  country,  I  say,  could  have  fur- 
nished such  a  school  for  such  a  man.  God  placed  him  ih^e  to  be 
educated  for  his  great  mission ;  for  He  meant  to  call  him  from  humbk 
life,  as  he  did  David,  to  be  a  leader  for  his  people.  *  And  in  his  own 
good  time  He  did  call  him.  Few  in  all  the  land,  previous  to  the  veit 
day  when  Mr.  Lincoln  was  nominated  for  the  Presidency  of  the  United 
States,  the  first  oflSce  in  the  world,  had  any  thought  that  he  would  be 
selected  for  the  high  position.  The  eyes  of  the  nation  were  centered 
upon  another  man.  But  that  he  of  all  others  should  have  been  naaed. 
seems  in  the  light  of  subsequent  events  to  have  been  a  signal  intapo- 
sition  of  Providence.  \ 

To  undertake  even  a  synopsis  of  the  great  events  of  his  administra- 
tion, events  with  which  his  name  wilLever  hereafter  be  jnostgloriodj 
associated,  would  be  to  repeat  to  this  House,  and  to  tiie  people  d^ 
State,  what  they  already  know  by  heart.    The  few  years  jnsi  g»f 
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by  into  whose  months  the  great  acts  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  marvellous  his- 
tory vere  crowded,  need  no  reference  here  more  than  has  already 
been  made  by  the  gentlemen  who  have  preceded  me.  A  work  was 
given  him  to  do  greater  than  was  ever  imposed  npon  any  one  man  in 
all  the  ages  before.  And  how  well  he  accomplished  it ;  with  what 
sublime  patience,  though  often  chided  by  the  impatient;  with  what 
consummate  wisdom,  though  often  charged  with  lack  of  it  by  the 
shortsighted ;  with  what  relentless  energy,  though  many  times  un- 
kindly criticized ;  with  what  singleness  of  heart,  knowing  no  other, 
desire,  and  having  no  other  thought  but  the  salvation  of  the  country 
whose  constitution  he  was  sworn  to  protect  and  defend ;  and  with 
what  kindness  of  heart,  having  malice  towards  none,  but  charity  for 
all.  Who  but  he  could  have  guided  the  people  so  like  a  father,  flis 
every  word  was  caught  up  by  the  millions  of  the  land  and  heeded  as 
parental  counsel,  for  all  men ;  the  lofty  and  the  loWly  alike,  believed 
in  the  incorruptible  honesty  and  disinterestedness  of  the  man.  He 
was  the  same  in  the  White  House  that  he  was  in  his  humble  home  at 
Springfield.  With  him  to  guide  them,  the  American  people  through 
four  long,  dark  and  bloody,  but  we  trust  purifying  years,  strove  for 
their  national  existence.  Long  time  the  question  of  national  life  and 
unity  remained  unsolved ;  but  after  alternating  periods  of  hope  and 
gloom  the  bright  day  of  victory  dawned,  and  an  exultant  nation  went 
wild  with  joy.  It  was  in  the  midst  of  this  joy  that  the  good  man 
Lincoln  was  struck  down.  If  Heaven  had  decreed  that  the  stroke 
must  indeed  fall,  the  American  people  should  evermore  be  thankful 
that  it  came  no  sooner  than  it  did.  It  only  cut  short  a  life  completely 
rounded  in  all  that  can  make  the  sum  of  human  glory  perfect. 

The  great  w;ork  assigned  to  Abraham  Lincoln  was  to  crush  a 
wicked  and  causeless  rebellion,  and  he  lived  to  see  its  last  agonies, 
and  to  tread  with  his  own  feet  the  capital  of  the  traitor  foe.  With 
that  work  done,  God  took  him,  and  good  men  bore  his  remains  to 
their  last  resting  place,  amidst  such  a  surging  tide  of  national  anguish 
as  never  swept  over  any  land  before.  He  now  rests  in  immortal 
honor  near  the  humble  western  home  whence  he  came  to  achieve  his 
world-wide  glory,  while  thitherward  will  wend  for  ages  to  come,  the 
pilgrim  feet  of  those  who  are  yet  to  learn  to  read  and  love  the  story 
of  his  noble  life  and  tragic  death,  and  especially  will  it  be  the  Mecca 
of  that  dark-browed  race  which  he  lifted  from  two  hundred  and  fifty 
years  of  abject  bondage  to  the  level  and  to  the  rights  of  manhood. 

It  is  well  that  we  have  placed  that  portrait  here  in  this  Assembly 
Chamber,  for  from  it,  and  that  of  Washington  hard  by  it,  we  may 
daily  draw  fresh  inspirations  of  patriotism.  There  let  it  remain  long 
after  we,  who  place  it  there,  shall  have  deserted  these  halls  forever; 
there,  I  say,  let  it  remain  to  remind  those  who  succeed  us  of  loyalty, 
of  virtue,  and  of  holy  consecration  to  the  country's  service ;  there  let 
it  remain  to  teach  our  children  and  our  children's  children,  that  under 
our  beneficent  institutions  the  highest  honors  may  be  attained  even 
by  the  humblest,  if  found  worthy. 
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It  is  fitting  for  us,  as  a  State,  to  show  oar  appreciatioa  of  our  great 
and  noble  d^.  It  is  venerable  as  well  as  pious  usage.  NatioiK 
in  all  ages  have  been  accustomed  to  honor  the  memory  of  their  dead 
heroes^  and  certainly  none  ever  had  better,  braver  or  wortiiier  than 
have  we,  and  foremost  among  ours  will  forever  stand  the  name  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.  The  exercises  of  to-day  in  honor  of  his  memcxj 
will  do  honor  to  our  State,  for  in  honoring  him  we  honor  ourselves. 
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Mr.  Speaker  : — I  rii^e  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  few  remarks  at 
this  time  with  no  little  delicacy,  and  while  the  occasion  proves  to  be 
deeply  interesting,  I  had  not  intended  to  take  any  other  part  than 
that  of  an  earnest,  devoted  listener  to  the  eloquent  words  falling 
from  the  lips  of  the  friends  and  admirers  of  Abraham  Lincoln ;  and 
I  now  approach  the  memorial  altar  ei-ected  here  by  willing  hands  to 
the  memory  of  the  illustrious  deceased,  for  the  purpose  of  depositing 
my  sprig  of  acacia  thereon,  with  fear  and  trembling,  as  my  mind  re- 
verts to  the  flow  of  eloquent  language  in  eulogy  that  has  fallen  upon 
my  ear  from  the  learned  and  gifted  gentlemen  of  the  opposite  side  of 
tMs  House,  whose  bosoms  are  overflowing  with  a  wealth  of  love  for 
the  memory  of  that  man  whose  portrait  now  graces  these  walls  through 
the  beneficence  of  the  last  Legislature.  I  can  only  compare  my  pres- 
ent situation  and  condition  to  that  of  the  widow  spoken  of  in  Holy 
Wfit,  who,  more  than  eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  doubtingly  and 
hesitatingly  approached  the  treasury  box  and  cast  in  her  mite,  while 
the  wise,  great,  learned  and  rich  were  casting  in  of  their  hoarded 
wealth  and  abundance  (gleaned  from  the  hill  country  of  Judea),  and 
oxB  standing  by  declared  that  she  had  cast  in,  in  her  penury,  more 
than  them  all.  But  I  lay  no  claim  to  casting  more  into  the  memorial 
treasure  of  one  of  our  deceased  Presidents,  than  Ihose  who  have  con- 
tributed from  their  passionately  expressed  love  of  his  memory,  that 
he  is  now  dead,  and  who  cherished  and  revered  him  while  he  lived. 

You  all  remember  that  it  is  but  a  few  days  since,  that  I  stood  alone 
at  the  memorial  altai*  of  one  of  our  deceased  statesmen,  and  you  also 
remember  that  1  then  and  there  deposited  my  "  tribute  memorium"  in 
his  behalf,  and  I  now  claim  to  have  another  "  acacia  sprig"  to  place 
upon  the  altar  of  the  memory  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  will  do  so 
with  as  firm  a  hand  and  warm  a  heart  as  many  among  his  most  ar- 
dent and  devoted  admirers  ;  for  I  claim  to  have  within  my  bosom  an 
honest  heart,  and  one  that  pulsates  in  uison  with  all  that  is  good,  just 
and  right. 

In  the  spring  time  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  as  your  mem- 
ories will  rev^,  the  balmy  air  came  forth  from  the  sunny  south, 
laden  with  the  sweetest  of  nature's  perfume,  gathered  from  mag- 
nolia's bloom  (queen  flower  of  aroma's  realm)  warming  into  new  life 
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all  animated  nature,  making  the  hill  top  to  hold  early  converse  with 
the  tiny  leaflet,  and  grassing  the  vailej  all  over  with  its  carpet  of 
brightest  and  loveliest  green,  causing  the  spirits  of  men  to  flow  cheer- 
ily on,  when,  lo !  the  alarm,  dread  indeed,  rang  out  of  terrible  war. 
-and  the  iron  hail  for  the  first  time  rained  against  Fort  Sumter's  de- 
voted walls,  and  the  brave  and  noble  Anderson,  with  his  gallant 
little  band  pulled  down,  for  the  first  time,  the  '^  star  spangled  banner 
-of  the  free."    The  news  spread,  like  wild  fire  running  over  the  prai- 
rie vast,  rousing  to  new  life  and  energy  all  within  its  reach :  then 
there  was  a  "  hurrying  to  and  fro" ;  men,  mute  and  sad,  sallied  forth, 
^lad  in  the  habiliments  of  war,  and  its  fearful  paraphernalia  was  re- 
ible  on  every  hand,  making  the  bravest  heart  to  quail  before  the  fear- 
fiil  scene.    Then  it  was  that  the  great  and  eventful  career  of  year 
venerated  Lincoln  began. 

For  four  long  years  the  black  and  dreary  clouds  hong  heatr 
around  us,  shutting  out  the  entire  political  horizon,  from  the  surfec* 
of  which  the  angry  flash  and  bellowing  thunders  of  civil  war  broke 
forth ;  spring  and  fall  came  and  went  in  all  their  beauty,  the  seastHf 
changed  as  in  dajrs  of  yore,  until  the  springtime  of  eighteen  hundred 
-and  sixty-five,  and  yet  all  wore  the  deepening  sombre  hue,  when  lo! 
again  1  one  of  those  sweetly  perfumed  breezes  from  the  sonny  Sootk 

•  came  forth  with  healings  in  its  wings,  bearing  the  glad  news  that  Lee 
had  surrendered,  that  the  war  (devastating  without  precedent)  v«s 
over,  and  we  believed  that  the  victory  was  won ;  and  indeed  it  ¥ie 
so,  for  soon  the  bright  angel  of  peace  resumed  the  place  that  had  so 
long  been  usurped  by  the  black  fiend  of  war,  and  one  loud  and  long 
huzzah  of  joy  rang  forth  over  hill  and  dale  from  the  pineries  of  Maine 
to  the  cotton  fields  of  Georgia,  and  from  the  prairies  of  Wisconsin  to 
the  Rio  Grande  of  Texas. 

But  a  few  days  had  elapsed  after  these  glad  tidings  were  recei^ 
when  Abraham  Lincoln  sought  a  few  moments  relaxation,  and  went 
forth  to  the  **  gilded  saloon."  Four  long  years  of  constant  toil  and 
anxious  care,  and  always  surrounded  by  influences  and  councils  both 
evil  and  good,  all  these  combined,  producing  a  continued  strain  upon 
.  his  mind,  leading  him  to  while  away  an  hour  far  from  business  cares, 
amid  festive  scenes,  surrounded  by  his  loving  fiunily,  and  with  his 
devoted  wife  by  his  side ;  'twas  there  and  then  the  assassin,  dark  and 
damnable,  lurked,  and  armed  with  some  death-dealing  instnun^t 
with  fatal  aim  sent  the  leaden  messenger  crashing  through  his  noUe 
brain,  causing  the  life  that  stood  at  highest  flow  to  ebb  away,  send- 
ing the  soul,  the  life  spirit,  all  that  made  Abraham  Lincoln  great  to 
that  bourne  from  whence  no  traveler  returns,  while  the  fml  tese- 
ment  that  had  lost  the  bright  jewel  of  life,  surrounded  by  carcfiil 
watchers  and  faithful  friends,  was  earned  back  to  the  mighty  vest 
and  there  deposited  in  its  final  resting  place,  to  moulder  back  to  its 
native  elements  amid  the  broad  prairies  of  his  rural  home.    MefflMJ 

*  reverts  to  the  time  with  peculiar  clearness  when  the  sad  news  broke 
in  upon  the  people's  ear  that  the  President  was  dead,  stricken  dowB 
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by  the  foul  asaa3sin\s  blow  while  in  the  midRt  of -joyful  and  festive 
j^cene?.  Thousands  were  aroused  at  the  midnight  hour  to  hear  the 
terrible  news.  I  heard  it  not  till  the  morninp^'s  dawn.  The  occa- 
sion was  one  that  made  a  deep  and  Iastin*r  impression  on  my  mind. 
.Seated  with  my  family  around  the  breakfast  board,  and  while  partak- 
ing of  the  morning  meal,  the  newspaper  came,  l>earing  in  dark  lines 
the  fearful  announcement.  The  shock  was  so  great  that  my  heart 
ceased  to  beat  for  the  moment,  when  I  c^nme  to  realize  the  fact  that 
a  President  of  the  United  States  had  fallen  by  other  means  than  by 
the  natural  course  of  summoning  from  on  High,  when  the  probation- 
ary career  had  ended. 

I  had  ever  been  a  political  opponent  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  usinir  all ' 
my  political  energies  in  opposition  to  his  first  and  second  elections, 
always  lalwring  to  defeat  the  major  part  of  his  measures,  and  opposing 
to  the  bitter  end  the  principles  of  the  party  to  which  he  belonged. 
But  when  that  sad  news  came  all  personal  opposition  was  extinguished, 
and  duty  led  me  to  remember  only  his  good  deeds.  I  felt  that  I  could 
adopt  the  old  maxim  in  regard  to  the  illustrious  deceased,  **  To  bury 
his  faults  and  revere  and  honor  his  virtues." 

And  now  in  closing  these  rambling,  extemporaneous  remarks,  aud 
as  I  turn  my  eye  upon  the  portrait  where  the  artist  has  so  faithfully 
traced  his  image,  I  am  reminded  that  I  cannot  tinish  more  appro- 
priately than  by  repeating  in  your  presence  the  closing  lines  of  a 
poem  that  he  loved  so  well,  and  in  so  doing  I  feel  to  exclaim  oh ! 
how  appropriate,  how  appropriate  to  the  occasion  of  the  last  scene 
in  his  life — 

"From  the  gilded  saloon  to  th«  bier  and  the  ahroud, 
Oh !  Why  should  Ihe  spirit  of  mortal  b6  proud:** 
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Mil.  Si'Kaker: — It  was  far  from  my  intention  to  have  taken  any 
other  part  in  the  proceedings  of  this  niorninor  than  that  of  a  sileci 
listener;  and  it  is  not  now  njy  j)urf)ose,  after  the  elo<iuent  and  verr 
thorongli  reviews  of  both  the  jjrivate  and  public  character  of  Mr. 
Lincohi,  to  occupy  tlie  time  of  the  House  with  any  remarks  intkt 
direction  ;  hut,  sir,  inasmuch  as  the  speeches  have  thus  far  heen  coo- 
fined  to  one  side  of  the  House,  politically,  1  cannot  permit  the  occa- 
sion to  pJHS  without  adding  a  few  words  to  that  which  has  alreadr 
heen  said.  However  much  f  have  differed  with  Mr.  Lincoln  d\mi 
the  momentous  issues  before  the  country  durinsr  the  troublous  liaes 
in  which  he  occupied  the  position  of  chief  ina?jristrate  of  the  nation. 
1  never  questioned  his  patriotism  or  honesty  of  purpose.  The 
l>emocracy  of  this  country  mourned  his  assassination  equally  wilh 
those  who  sympathized  with  him  politically,  and,  as  an  huiuble  repre- 
sentative of  that  Democracy,  I  claim  the  privilege  of  participatifig 
in  tin's  honor  to  his  memory. 
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On  motion  of  Hon.  J.  P.  Trimble,  Lemuel  C.  Reeves,  Es^q.,  Assis- 
tant Clerk  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  then  read  the  followiug: 

Fellow  CorxTRYMKN : — At  this  second  appearing  to  take  the  oath 
of  the  Presidential  office,  there  is  less  occasion  Jor  an  extended  address 
than  there  was  at  the  first.  Then  a  statement  somewhat  in  detail  ^)f 
a  course  to  be  {)ursued  seemed  fitting  and  proper.  Now  at  the  ex- 
piration of  four  years,  during  which  public  declarations  have  been 
constantly  called  forth  on  every  point  and  phase  of  the  great  contest 
which  still  absorbs  the  attention  and  en;i:rosses  the  energy  of  the 
nation,  little  that  is  new  could  be  presented.  The  progress  of  our 
arms,  upon  which  all  else  chiefly  depends,  is  as  well  known  to  the 
l)ublic  as  to  myself,  and  it  is,  I  trust,  reasonably  satisfactory  and  en- 
couraging to  all. 

With  high  hope  for  the  future,  no  prediction  in  regard  to  it  is  ven- 
tured. On  the  occasion  corresponding  to  this  four  years  ago,  all 
thoughts  were  anxiousty  directed  to  an  impending  civil  war.  All 
dreaded  it     All  sought  to  avert  it. 

While  the  inaugural  address  was  being  delivered  from  this  place, 
devoted  altogether  to  the  saving  of  the  Union  without  war,  insurgent 
ai2:ents  were  in  the  city  seeking  to  dissolve  the  Union  and  divide  the 
effects  by  negotiation. 

Both  parties  deprecated  war,  but  one  of  them  would  make  war 
rather  than  let  the  nation  survive;  and  the  other  would  accept  war 
mther  than  perish — and  the  war  came.  One-eighth  of  the  whole 
I>opulation  were  colored  slaves,  not  distributed  generally  over  the 
Union,  but  localized  in  the  Southern  part  of  it. 

The  slaves  constituted  a  peculiar  and  beneficial  interest.  All  knew 
that  this  intjerest  was  somehow  the  cause  of  the  war.  To  strengthen, 
IHjrpetuate  and  extend  this  interest  was  the  object  for  which  the  in- 
surgents would  rend  the  Union  even  by  war,  while  the  Government 
claimed  no  right  to  do  more  than  to  restrict  the  territorial  enlajge- 
mentofit.  Neither  party  expected  for  the  war  the  magnitude  nor 
the  duration  which  it  has  since  attained.  Neither  anticipated  that 
the  cause  of  the  conflict  might  cease  with  or  even  before  the  conflict 
itself  should  cease.     Each  looked  for  an  easier  triumph  and  a  result 
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less  fundamental  and  astounding.  Both  road  the  same  Bible  and 
pray  to  the  same  God,  and  each  invokes  His  aid  a^inst  the  olher. 
It  may  seem  strange  that  any  man  should  dare  to  ask  a  just  Gods 
aasiatance  in  wringing  their  bread  from  the  sweat  of  other  nieo's 
faces. 

But  let  us  judge  not  that  we  be  not  judged.  The  prayers  of  both 
could  not  be  answered ;  that  of  neither  ha^^  l)een  answered  fully.  The 
Almighty  has  his  own  purposes.  "  Woe  unto  the  world  because  of 
offences,  for  it  must  needs  be  that  offences  come,  but  woe  to  that  mao 
by  whom  the  offence  cometh.''  If  we  shall  suppose  that  American 
slavery  is  one  of  those  offences  which,  in  the  providence  of  God,  mnrt 
needs  come,  but  which,  having  continued  through  his  appointed  tine. 
He  now  wills  to  remove,  and  that  He  gives  to  both  North  and  ^th 
this  terrible  war  as  the  woe  due  to  those  by  whom  the  offence  came, 
shall  we  discern  therein  any  departure  from  those  Divine  attribute 
which  the  believers  in  a  loving  God  always  ascribe  to  Him?  FoDdly 
do  we  hope,  fervently  do  we  pray,  that  this  mighty  scourge  of  the 
war  may  speedily  pass  away.  Yet  if  God  will  that  it  continue  nnti 
all  the  wealth  piled  by  the  bondmen ^s  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  •* 
unrequited  toil  shall  be  sunk,  and  until  every  drop  of  blood  draw 
with  the  lash  shall  be  paid  by  another  drawn  with  the  sword,  ad  vy 
gaid  three  thousand  years  ago,  so  still  it  must  be  said,  '*  The  judg- 
ments of  the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous  altogether." 

With  malice  toward  none,  with  charity  for  all,  with  firmness  in  the 
right,  let  us  strive  on  to  finish  the  work  we  are  in,  to  bind  np  the 
Nation's  wounds,  to  care  for  him  who  shall  have  borne  the  battle,  and 
for  his  widow  and  his  orphans,  to  do  all  which  may  achieve  and  cher- 
ish a  just  and  a  lasting  peace  among  ourselves  and  with  all  nations.

JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  PERRIES. 


To  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofjfew  Jersey  : 

The  Committee  of  both  Houses  appointed  to  examine  into  the  con- 
ditdon  and  management  of  the  Femes  between  this  State  and  New 
York,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  had  two  separate  hearings  before  them,  one  at  Ho- 
boken  and  one  at  Jersey  City.  At  the  former  Mr.  Edwin  A.  Stevens, 
the  owner,  and  Mr.  W,  Shippen,  the  manager  of  the  Hoboken  Perry, 
appeared  before  the  Committee,  and  submitted  their  views  fully,  ac- 
companied by  the  statements  in  writing  marked  A,  &c.,  hereto  an- 
nexed, which  the  Committee  deem  it  just  to  make  a  part  of  their  re- 
port. 

The  Hoboken  Ferry  was  established  nearly  fifty  years  ago  by  Mr. 
Stevens  and  his  brothers,  who  were  proprietors  of  a  large  landed  es- 
tate at  Hoboken,  which  they  thereby  expected  to  bring  into  market. 
The  first  boats  used  on  this  ferry  were  very  small  and  inconvenient, 
and  were  run  at  intervals  so  long  that  they  would  now  be  deemed  un- 
endurable. From  time  to  time,  as  the  lands  of  the  Company  in  Ho- 
boken and  others  adjacent  to  them  were  taken  up  and  settled,  the 
boats  were  increased  in  size  and  speed,  and  in  the  frequency  of  their 
trips.  They  have  never,  however,  been  regarded  as  fully  equal  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Ferry,  nor  in  their  style  of  accommodation  to 
the  other  Ferries  running  to  important  suburbs  of  New  York. 

But,  notwithstanding  this,  no  complaints  so  serious  as  to  call  for 
legislative  interposition  seem  to  have  arisen,  until  since  the  Morris 
and  Essex  Rdlroad  Company  made  this  Ferry  its  terminus  on  the 
waters  of  the  Hudson  River. 

Since  that  time,  and  by  reason  of  this  great  and  constantly  growing 
addition  to  its  business,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the  Ferry,  as 
at  present  constituted  and  conducted,  has  become  totally  inadf^quate 
to  the  accommodation  of  those  who  are  compelled  to  depend  upon  it 
as  a  daily  means  of  transit  between  their  dwellings  in  this  State  and 
their  business  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

At  the  second  hearing,  held  in  Jersey  City,  there  appeared  before 
the  Conunittee  (all  the  members  being  present)  Mr.  Howe  and  Mr. 
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Johnson,  of  Orange,  members  of  the  committee  of  citizens  appointed 
to  take  measures  for  the  improvement  of  this  Perry,  (the  former  being 
chairman  thereof,)  Mr.  J.  N.  Whiting,  of  Orange,  the  counsel  on- 

!)loyed  by  that  committee,  and  Mr.  Althof,  of  Holx)ken,  who  appeared 
br  the  citizens  of  that  city.  Mr.  Shippen  was  also  present  at  this 
hearing,  as  was  Mr.  Eohler,  of  Weehawken,  who  app^Etred  to  testify 
respecting  the  management  of  the  Perry  at  that  place. 

Mr.  Howe  began  by  saying  that  he  had  no  desire  to  demand' im- 
possibilities of  the  Perry  Company,  nor  to  be  nnreasonable.  He  did 
not  intend  to  complain  of  the  safety  of  the  boats,  for  he  was  of  opinion 
that  they  were  quite  safe.  But  his  complaints  were  very  decided  on 
the  following  points : 

1.  The  boats  are  too  small. 

2.  They  are  too  few  for  the  business  as  it  now  exists. 

3.  The  access  to  them  is  far  too  narrow  for  the  comfort  or  safety  of 
passengers. 

4.  The  cabins  are  low  and  destitute  of  ventilation,  so  that  the  air 
is  generally  insufferable.  In  time  of  rain,  they  leak  very  badly.  The 
space  in  them  does  not  accommodate  one-half  of  those  who  generally 
cross  in  the  boats,  and  ladies  very  often  are  obliged  to  stand  witlwot 
shelter  in  all  weathers. 

5.  The  practice  of  driving  teams  upon  the  boat,  when  it  is  already 
so  crowded  that  in  order  to  get  on  the  boat,  they  are  compelled  to 
drive  upon  the  passengers,  who  are  unable  to  get  into  the  cabins  or 
passage-ways. 

6.  The  habitual  insolence  of  the  deck  hands,  who  in  numerous  in- 
stances have  resented,  even  to  violence,  the  resistance  made  by  pt» 
engers  to  the  advance  of  teams  when  there  was  no  room  for  them. 

7.  The  practice  of  ordering  teams  driven  off  the  boat,  without  waft- 
ing  for  the  passengers  to  get  out  of  their  way ;  the  passages  provided 
for  the  egress  of  the  passengers  being  so  narrow  that^ey  are  totally  is- 
adequate  to  discharge  the  crowds,  the  result  being  the  constant  terror 
especially  of  female  passengers,  and  the  apprehension  of  all. 

8.  The  irregularity  of  the  trips,  which  is  so  gr^t  that  no  cerisni 
calculation  can  be  made  on  reaching  any  particular  train,  by  means 
whereof  great  inconvenience  and  injury  are  inflicted. 

9.  The  contracted  and  ill-ventilated  waiting  rooms,  where  in  case 
of  the  frequent  detentions,  a  great  crowd  of  people  are  huddled  to^ 
gether,  until  the  atmosphere  becomes  intolerable,  not  one  quarter 
being  able  to  find  sitting  room. 

To  these  points,  substantially,  all  the  complaints  of  Mr.  Howe, 
Mr.  Johnson,  Mr.  Whiting  and  Mr.  Althof  were  directed,  and  their 
testimony  was  very  emphatic  and  explicit 

On 'being  inquired  of  the  Committee  what  remedy  had  occurred  to 
ttiem  for  the  evils  they  complained  of,  they  said  the  only  full  and 
complete  remedy  would  be  found  in  giving  them  a  ferry  Kke  that  of 
flie  New  Jersey  or  the  Erie  Railroad,  or  in  transferring  the  terminiB 
of  the  Morris  and  Essex  Railroad  to  Uie  Pavonia  Perry,  for  wfaid 
petitions  had  been  signed  by  many  hundreds  in  the  cars  of  that  road. 
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Short  of  this  they  expressed  the  opinion  that  four  boats  equal  to 
the  largest  now  in  use  on  the  Hoboken  Ferry,  run  regularly  to  the 
morning  and  evening  trains,  with  a  considerable  enlargement  of  the 
i)a33age-ways  at  each  end  of  the  Ferry,  and  rules  that  no  team  should 
be  permitted  to  drive  on  the  boat  when  the  space  was  necessarily  oc- 
cupied by  passengers,  nor  o£f  the  boat  until  the  passengers  could 
have  time  to  get  out  of  the  way,  would  make  the  Ferry  tolerable. 

They  stated  that  the  want  of  satisfactory  Ferry  accommodations, 
was  seriously  retarding  tho  increase  of  settlement  and  investment 
;along  the  line  of  the  Morris  and  Essex  Railroad,  and  expressed  the 
opinion  that  a  Ferry  like  the  New  Jersey  or  Pavonia  would  produce 
a  great  advance  in  the  price  of  real  estate,  and  growth  of  population 
in  that  direction,  especially  at  this  time,  when  the  enormous  rents  of 
New  York  are  driving  the  people  out  of  that  city  by  thousands. 
They  unanimously  disclaimea  for  themselves  and  those  they  repre- 
sented, all  feelings  of  personal  animosity  against  the  managers  of  the 
Ferry,  but  declared  that  the  evils  they  complained  of  were  felt  and 
suffered  from  by  thousands,  who  were  determined  to  seek  a  remedy 
if  such  could  be  found. 

In  behalf  of  the  Ferry  Company,  Mr.  Shippen  said  that  the  evils 
complained  of  were  inevitable,  when  a  great  train  load  of  passengers, 
and  some  times  two  at  a  time,  were  landed  at  the  Ferry  to  cross  at 
once,  and  that  no  Ferry  was  able  to  accommodate  such  a  crowd.  He 
said  that  such  outrages  as  were  complained  of  against  deck  hands 
were  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Ferry  authorities,  and  would  be 
promptly  punished  if  reported.  He  said  the  Company  were  now 
building  a  new  boat  to  be  added  to  those  now  in  use,  and  intended 
during  the  coming  summer,  to  carry  the  slips  out  400  feet  into  the 
river  and  enlarge  the  number  of  them,  and  increase  the  accommoda- 
tions in  proportion  to  the  requirements  of  the  Ferry. 

Upon  the  whole  evidence,  your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  Ho- 
boken Ferry  is  not,  either  in  the  size  or  character  of  its  arrangements, 
a  suitable  means  of  transit  to  those  who  are  compelled  to  use  it,  and 
that  the  traffic  has  outgrown  the  Ferry.  They  are  clearly  of  opinion 
that  the  right  as  well  as  the  duty  to  regulate  this  Ferry  belongs  to 
the  State,  and  cannot  be  divested. 

From  the  evidence  before  them,  however,  that  within  a  few  months 
the  proprietors  expect  to  have  the  extensive  improvements  referred 
to  completed,  they  do  not  feel  that  they  should  make  any  recom- 
mendation at  this  time.  It  is  the  interest  of  the  Ferry  to  accommo- 
date the  traveling  public,  and  your  Committee  believe  that  the  pro- 
prietoi*s,  having  had  their  attention  thus  called  to  the  insu£Sciency  of 
the  Ferry  accommodations,  will  hasten  to  complete  the  proposed  im- 
provements. They  deem  it  inexpedient  to  recommend  any  legisla- 
tive action  in  the  face  of  these  contemplated  alterations,  which  may 
be  better  adapted  to  accommodate  the  public  than  any  plan  which 
orwht  be  suggested  by  your  Committee.  If  the  proprietors  should 
fiiu  to  carry  out  their  proposed  plans  as  shown  to  the  Committee,  or 
if  having  completed  them,  they  snail  be  found  instfficient  to  acconmio- 
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date  the  public  travel,  the  time  will  then  have  come  for  the  hogak. 
tare  to  act  promptly  and  effectively. 

In  respect  to  weehawken,  the  Committee  have  no  information  ex- 
cept what  is  conveyed  in  an  affidavit  of  Mr.  Kohler,  read  befivt 
them,  together  with  the  presentment  of  the  Grand  Jory  of  Hacbon 
county.  From  these  it  appears  that  the  main  traffic  of  tiie  FeiTj 
consists  in  the  transportation  of  cattle  and  hogs  to  the  New  Yoit 
market,  and  stone  for  Belgian  pavement  to  be  used  in  that  city.  The 
transportation  of  passengers  is  regarded  as  a  subordinate  object  alto- 
gether, though  the  proprietors  of  the  Ferry  are  owners  of  a  large 
landed  property  at  Weehawken,  without  the  profits  from  which  th^ 
would  not  deem  the  Ferry  worth  maintaining.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  a  Ferry  of  that  character^  with  a  comparatively  small  number  of 
passengers  to  support  it,  must  be  a  very  uncomfortable  one  for  the 
daily  use  of  persons  passing  from  their  homes  to  New  York ;  but  it  is 
very  clear  that  a  Ferry  that  shall  supply  the  demand  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  live  animals  required  by  New  York  is  an  absohite 
necessity,  and  the  question  is  how  it  can  be  made  tolerable  to  humai 
passengers. 

It  is  apparent  that  a  requirement  that  the  Company  must  provide 
separate  boats  for  animals  and  passengers  would  at  once  leaid  to  ai 
abandonment  of  the  franchise,  for  the  Ferry  will  not,  probably  for 
jrears,  sustain  such  a  heavy  outlay.  One  member  of  the  Gonunittee 
was  present  at  the  Astor  House,  in  New  York,  when  this  subject  was 
under  investigation  by  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature  of  New  York, 
and  was  invited  to  sit  with  that  Committee.  He  there  heard  tiie  ex- 
amination of  Nathaniel  Dole,  Esq.,  the  manager  of  the  WeehawkBii 
Perry,  and  became  convinced,  by  the  testimony  then  elicited,  tbtt  it 
would  be  impracticable  to  require  at  Weehawken  such  a  Ferry  as 
exists  where  a  great  passenger  transit  justifies  the  establishment  of  a 
first  class  Ferry.  A  suggestion  of  one  of  your  Committee  to  Mr.  Dote 
may  perhaps  result  in  the  only  remedy  possible  for  the  evils  oobi- 
plained  of.  That  remedy  is  to  build  cabins  for  passengers  above  Aoae 
used  for  animals  and  other  freight, .  after  the  fashion  of  the  Staten 
Island  Ferry  boats,  which  have  been  found  very  satisfactory. 

Under  the  circumstances  your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary 
or  expedient  to  make  any  definite  recommendations  respecting  ths 
Ferry,  being  convinced  that  on  the  very  meagre  testimony  submitted 
to  them,  no  ground  exists  for  making  such  recommendation. 

With  regard  to  the  Ferries  of  the  Erie,  the  New  Jersey  and  tiie 
Central  Railroad  the  Committee  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  not  on^ 
were  no  complaints  laid  before  us  respecting  them,  but  they  were  di- 
rectly referred  to  as  being  the  most  perfect  Ferries  in  existence.

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Committee  of  the  Legislature  of  J^Tew  Jersey  to  investigate  facts,  ^c, 
relative  to  the  Hoboken  and  other  Ferries : 

Gentlemen  : — It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  the  chief  pro- 
prietor of  the  ferry  at  Hoboken,  to  have  the  opportunity  of  appearing 
tefore  an  oflBcial  committee  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  of 
vindicating  himself  against  the  ungenerous  slanders  of  ignorant  and 
(as  he  fears  in  some  cases)  malicious  persons,  as  to  the  management  of 
the  ferry  and  condition  of  the  boats  and  other  appurtenances  to  the 
ferry. 

It  is  now  about  twenty-eight  years  since  the  Hoboken  Land  and 
Improvement  Company  was  originated  and  became  the  owners  and 
managers  of  the  ferry.  During  this  period  of  time  it  has  been  our 
earnest  object  to  maintain  it  in  the  best  possible  condition,  and  to  pro- 
Vide  faciKties  for  the  public  up  to  the  extreme  point  that  the  receipts 
of  the  ferry  would  warrant  without  taking  out  of  such  receipts  even 
simple  interest  on  the  capital  invested. 

Having  large  interests  in  real  estate  at  Hoboken,  the  proprietors 
have  not  made  the  ferry  a  source  of  direct  profit,  but  have  gratuit- 
ously devoted  much  care,  time,  and  their  utmost  ability,  and  often 
expended  large  sums  of  money  taken  from  other  sources  in  advance 
of  earnings  in  order  to  provide  for  Hoboken  and  its  vicinity  as  per- 
fect a  ferry  as  could  possibly  be  provided  under  the  circumstances ; 
and  we  would  have  been  prepated  at  any  time  to  yield  the  control  of 
the  ferry  if  we  had  not  felt  assured  that  no  other  persons  whose  source 
of  profit  was  solely  confined  to  the  emoluments  from  the  ferry  could 
or  would  keep  up  so  good  a  ferry  as  we  did. 

Annexed  hereto  is  a  tabular  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures,  and  the  cost  of  working  the  ferry  establishment  for  each  year, 
from  1839  to  1866,  inclusive,  by  which  after  charging  only  seven  per 
cent  as  rent  on  the  value  of  the  real  estate  in  Hoboken  used  for  the 
ferry,  it  appears  that  at  the  present  time  the  amount  of  receipts  over 
the  expenditures  in  the  twenty-seven  and  one-half  years  is  only 
$76,203.08.  If  simple  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per 
annum  is  charged  on  the  original  investment  (say  $150,000),  and  a 
salary  of  only  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars  per  annum  without  interest 
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is  charged  for  the  services  of  the  late  Mr.  R.  L.  Sterens,  and  anoe  ik 
death  for  the  services  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Stevens  as  president  and  engineer 
of  the  Company  (both  of  which  we  submit  are  fair  charges),  then  the 
ferry  would  be  in  debt  to  the  proprietors  no  less  asum  than  $267,546.92. 

Doubtless  after  the  pertinacious  misrepresentations  tiiat  have  beet 
made,  this  statement  may  surprise  you.  We  therefore  request  thai 
you  will  verify  these  statements  by  examining  our  books  and  any  wit- 
ness that  you  may  desire.  Although  the  ferry  account  is  thus  defi- 
<;ient,  we  have  a  new  boat  larger  than  any  on  the  ferry,  nearly  ready 
to  launch,  and  have  engaged  the  men  and  timber  to  extend  our  siip& 
and  ferry  accommodations  at  Hoboken  and  Barclay  streets  at  a  large 
cost  It  is  premature  to  estimate  accurately  the  cost  of  these  addh 
tions,  but  as  an  illustration  of  the  probable  coat,  we  may  state  tih»t 
the  Morristown  alone  cost  $90,000— the  other  additional  improve- 
ments  will  probably  cost  much  more.  It  is  true  that  we  own  a  nmih 
ber  of  valuable  ferry  boats  which  if  sold  would  produce  more  than 
the  original  capital  invested ;  but  so  long  as  these  boats  are  not  aoU^ 
but  are  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  ferry,  and  are  not  bringing  in  aBj 
nett  income,  they  are  not  more  profitable  to  tiie  owners  than  tk 
original  investment.  But  on  the  other  hand  the  public  are  veir 
much  benefited  theroby,  by  the  use  of  more  boats,  and  larger  aad 
faster  boats.  These  e2q)enditures  include  what  has  been  paid  for  nev 
boats  as  they  have  been  added  to  the  ferry.  We  have  not  dialed, 
as  we  might  justly  do,  anything  for  rent  of  the  Elysian  Fields,  which 
have  been  kept  open  witliout  any  profit  therefrom,  for  th&  advantage 
of  the  ferry.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  although  expenses  hare 
increased  enormously  since  1861,  yet  our  ferry  tolls  have  remaiBod 
the  same.  One  of  the  annexed  tables  shows  while  our  expenses  fat 
coal  were  $24,507.32  in  1860,  it  increased  annually  up  to  1865,  when 
it  was  $110,584.63,  and  in  1866  it  was  $58,219.34,  and  expenses  for 
labor  and  materials  have  also  proportionally  increased.  It  is  tne 
that  the  travel  by  the  Morris  and  Essex  Railroad  has  added  to  oar 
ferry  travel,  but  it  has  not  increased  ratably  with  the  expenses. 

Secondly — We  present  to  you  copies  of  the  certificates  which  arc 
given  annually  after  a  thorough  inaction  of  the  hulls  and  test  cS 
the  boilers,  by  the  U.  S.  Injectors  of  the  ferry  boats,  Messrs. 
Hopper  &  Graft,  gentlemen  of  high  character  and  standing,  who  j^er- 
form  their  duties  under  the  responsibility  of  their  oaths.  Trusting 
that  you  will  give  more  credence  to  the  opinion  of  men  who  aro  se- 
lected to  fill  an  office  of  great  and  solenm  responsibility,  from  thear 
knowledge  and  experience,  tJian  to  the  ridiculous  assertions  of  goi- 
tlemen  who  aro  reported  to  have  asserted  (under  oath  we  believeX  ^ 
a  reason  why  one  of  our  bo^ts  does  not  sink,  that  she  is  dry-rotted. 
These  inspectors,  who  have  knowledge  of  what  they  state,  certiTj 
under  oath  that  all  our  boats  are  sound,  staunch  and  safe. 

It  is  proper  that  we  should  add  to  these  certificates  our  own  stote. 
ments,  that  these  boats  ai*e,  as  we  believe  provided,  with  every  ^^ 
paratus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires  that  have  yet  been  devised: 
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tbefy  each  have  a  large  pump  driven  by  a  separate  steam  engine,  with 
from  300  to  400  feet  of  best  (corporation  sized)  hose ;  so  that  the 
boat  may  be  stopped  on  the  alarm  of  fire  and  the  steam  fire  engine 
worked  independently  upon  the  fire — ^besides  each  boat  has  a  large 
nninber  of  buckets  always  filled  with  water  standing,  within  the  hvdl 
of  the  boat,  and  also  on  the  upper  deck  at  hand  and  ready  for  imme- 
diate use.  Each  boat  has  also  a  powerful  hand  pump  on  deck ;  and 
fixe  axes,  pike-poles  and  ladders,  and  also  seyeral  hundred  cork  life 
preservers  and  two  life  boats. 

In  addition,  each  boat  is  provided  with  air  tanks  placed  in  their 
hulls,  capable  of  sustaining  the  boat  when  filled  with  water,  thereby 
protecting  them  from  sinking  in  case  of  a  dangerous  collision ;  and 
admitting  of  the  hull  being  flooded  with  water  in  the  event  of  a  fire. 
Our  standing  order,  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed,  contemplates  that 
in  case  of  a  fire  tiie  other  boats  of  the  ferry,  as  also  all  other  steamers 
in  the  vicinity,  will  immediately  approach  as  soon  as  the  alarm  is 
given  or  the  danger  seen.  It  is  scarcely  possible  that  one  of  our 
boats  can  be  on  fire  five  minutes  before  she  would  be  surrounded  by 
friendly  steamers,  who  would  give  refuge  to  her  passengers.  It  i» 
probable  that  not  two  minutes  would  elapse  from  the  first  alarm  of 
fire  until  assistance  would  be  at  hand — ^we  cannot  imagine  any  more 
secure  protection  against  fire. 

As  to  the  general  character,  condition  and  construction  of  our 
boats,  and  bridges,  we  are  prepared  to  submit  to  you  the  sworn  testi- 
mony of  as  many  engineers  and  mechanics  as  you  desire ;  and  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  this  kind  of  testimony,  and  a  personal  examin- 
ation of  the  boats,  is  very  much  more  trustworthy  than  the  belief  and 
impressions  of  persons  who,  from  their  education  and  pursuits  are  not 
familiar  with  vessels. 

Much  misapprehension  exists  as  to  the  security  of  one  or  more  of 
oar  boats,  on  account  of  their  supposed  great  age.  All  persons  who 
have  any  knowledge  of  this  subject,  know  that  an  old  vessel,  like  an 
old  house,  may  be  kept  in  so  good  a  state  of  repair  as  to  be  about  as 
stannch  and  seaworthy  when  she  is  twenty  or  thirty  years  old,  as 
^when  new.  It  is  well  known  that  there  are  vessels  coming  from  the 
North  of  Europe  to  this  port  frequently,  perhaps  every  year,  that  are 
a  century  old,  or  perhaps  more.  Our  Government  have  now  in  use 
and  afloat  vessels  that  were  built  in  the  early  days  of  our  Republic. 
Thus  the  simple  fact  that  a  boat  was  built  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago 
is  not  a  true  index  of  her  condition  as  to  safety  or  seaworthiness,  or 
speed  or  value.  And  we  assert  most  positively  that  these  boats  are 
each  and  all  sound,  safe,  staunch  and  seaworthy,  and  as  a  class  are 
the  fastest  ferry  boats  on  the  harbor.  The  Chancellor  Livingston, 
^which  has  been  selected  as  the  chief  "butt"  for  the  sarcasm  of  our 
assailants,  is  entirely  fit  for  the  duty  given  her.  She  was  built  in  1853, 
and  since  then  has  been  kept  in  good  condition.  As  an  indication  of 
the  strength  of  her  hull  and  seaworthiness,  we  state  that  during  the 
late  rebellion  she  was  selected  by  the  agents  of  the  Government  and 
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used  on  a  voyage  to  Fortress  Monroe,  and  tkence  back  and  fcrtk 
around  Cape  Hatteras  during  a  very  stormy  winter,  and  then,  ate 
her  return  here,  she  was  thoroughly  repaired.  It  is  true  thatsoa 
of  the  joiners'  work  of  the  cabin  and  upper  works  will  require  rguir 
this  IS  true  of  all  vessels  that  are  not  classed  as  new  vesselMiiar 
joiner  works  are  at  all  times  exposed  to  the  inclemencies  and  change 
of  our  climate,  and  consequently  that  part  of  them  requires  freqwit 
repair.  But  no  sensible  man,  having  anj  knowledge  of  vessels,  wodd 
conclude  that  because  he  found  some  dry-rot  in  the  jomer  wOTkof  i 
ferry  boat,  that  therefore  the  hull  was  unseaworthy.  It  is  no  better 
indication  of  the  seaworthiness  of  the  hull  of  a  vessel  tian  a  lotta 
shingle  from  the  roof  of  a  house  indicates  the  character  of  fte  fco- 
dation.  These  repairs  we  are  accustomed  to  make  in  the  sprinjrf 
the  year,  and  it  was,  and  is,  our  intention  to  refit  the  Chancellor  is 
soon  as  the  new  boat,  which  we  are  now  building,  shall  be  compktei 
And  in  their  turn,  all  the  boats  requiring  any  thing  done  to  thee, 
will  be  refitted  or  repainted,  as  they  may  require.  It  has  bea 
falsely  stated  that  another  boat,  the  John  Ktch,  is  so  oldastolaTe 
been  unable,  upon  a  certain  occasion  recently,  to  propel  he^tf 
against  the  tide.  We  assert  that  this  is  untrue.  We  are  mfonarf 
by  our  men  that  upon  the  occasion  referred  to  it  was  very  fog^iO' 
the  pilot,  owing  to  the  obscurity  caused  by  fog  on  the  river,  faBedto 
bring  the  bow  of  his  boat  precisely  opposite  the  mouth  of  thefeij 
slip,  but  reached  the  lower  end  of  the  pier  next  to  the  slip,  andftrced 
the  boat  into  its  proper  place.  It  is  diflScult  to  believe  liiataiiT per- 
son seeing  such  an  occurrence,  could  be  so  ignorant  as  to  attrihiteS 
to  the  inability  of  the  boat  to  stem  the  tide.  If  there  be  any  one  w 
ignorant,  he  is  scarcely  more  excusable  than  if  he  were  maficio*- 
So  far  from  being  unable  to  stem  the  tide,  we  assert  that  4e  Job 
Fitch  is  one  of  the  fastest  ferry  boats  in  the  harbor  of  New  Tort 

Certificates  and  testimony,  if  required,  will  be  given  to  7°^  **.' 
ing  the  superior  qualities  and  power  of  our  steam  engmes,  and  feed 
of  the  boats.  Owing  to  the  great  length  of  our  ferry,  we  haTC  aliraTS 
striven  to  make  our  boats  fast.  To  do  this,  while  making  off  bo^ 
as  commodious  as  others,  we  have  felt  the  necessity  of  matogw 
hulls  lower  in  the  water,  and  putting  less  "  top  hamper"  on  thenppcf 
works.  This  style  of  structure,  which  adds  to  their  strength  andsfr 
worthy  qualities,  makes  them  appear  smaller  than  boats  on  ofcr 
ferries  which  are  not  any  larger. 

With  a  view  of  vindicating  ourselves  from  the  vituperative  chaijc? 
which  have  been  made  against  our  ferry,  we  annex  hereto  a  c^^^Vj^ 
tive  statement  of  the  facilities  furnished  by  the  Brooklyn  (Iw 
street)  Ferries,  and  the  Jersey  City  Ferries,  and  those  of  onrW 

Premising  that  we  do  not  desire  in  any  way  to  detract  froow^ 
great  commodiousness  and  perfection  of  these  ferries.  For  we  w- 
lieve  that  all  well  informed  persons  acknowledge  that  these  fe"* 
are  by  far  the  best  in  the  world.  We  trust  that  we  can  prove  to  J^^*^ 
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emd  that  after  due  consideration  yon  will  believe  that  onr  ferry  pro- 
rides  at  least  as  great  facilities  for  the  public,  and  as  commodiooB 
apartments  for  its  customers  relatively  with  their  number  as  either 
of  the  above  named  model  ferries,  for  such  they  really  are.  In  the 
first  place  the  length  of  the  Hoboken  Perry  to  Barclay  Street,  is  as 
measured  on  the  map,  8,400  feet — one  mile  and  five-eighths  nearly. 
That  of  the  Jersey  City  (Cortlandt  Street)  4,550  feet.  And  the  Pul- 
ton Street  Perry  is  2,500  feet  less  than  a  half  a  mile.  .  That  is,  the 
Fulton  Street  Perry  is  twenty-eight  per  cent,  as  long  as  the  Barclay 
Street  Perry.  And  the  Cortlandt  Street  Perry  is  58  per  cent,  as 
long.  Whereas  the  ferrage  of  the  Pulton  Street  Perry  is  two  cents. 
And  those  of  the  Jersey  City  and  Hoboken  are  three  cents.  At  the 
same  rate  per  mile  paid  over  the  Pulton  Perry  the  rate  to  the  Hobo- 
ken Ferry  would  be  seven  cents. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  speed  of  the  Hoboken  Perry  boats,  we 
State  that  the  time  consumed  by  each  boat  of  the  Jersey  City  Perry. 
While  passing  from  Jersey  City  to  New  York  and  returning  to  Jer- 
sey City,  and  starting  again  is  the  same  as  is  consumed  by  one  of  tiie 
Hoboken  boats  while  passing  from  Hoboken  and  starting  again,  viz., 
one-half  hour.  That  is  the  Hoboken  boat  performs  two  trips  of  less 
than  a  mile  each  and  starts  again.  The  table  shows  that  while  the 
Cortlandt  Street  boats  performs  a  daily  duty  of  202}  miles.  The 
The  Barclay  Street  boats  perform  a  duty  of  282  miles,  and  the  Pul- 
ton Street  boats  perform  a  duty  of  197-6  miles. 

The  Tabular  Statements  shows  also  the  area  provided  by  each  of 
the  three  ferries  in  New  York,  at  Pulton,  Cortlandt  and  Barclay 
Streets  for  space  allotted  to  passengers  as  well  as  other  facts,  we  here

The  statement  also  shows  that  while  the  Pulton  Ferry  boats  ito- 
gether  run,  during  the  twenty-four  hours  of  each  day,  a  coowof 
197  6-10  miles,  the  Cortlandt  street  boats  run  202  J  miles,  and  fte 
Barclay  street  boats  282  miles. 

This  table  was  prepared  from  measurement  made  by  one  rf  ob 
most  accurate  civil  engineers,  and  we  have  the  fullest  confidencetW 
^ey  are  correct. 

Some  very  injurious  and  severe  comments  have  been  made  oatbe 
appearance  of  the  waiting  rooms  at  Barclay  street  The  rooffl6fa« 
newly  arranged  and  painted  in  1866.  There  are  many  mischiew 
and  some  m^icious  persons  among  all  travelers,  who  take  plcasotia 
mutilating  or  soiling  public  conveyances  and  appurtenances.  Oc 
rooms  have  suffered  very  much  from  such  persons.  We  ^^P,^ 
stantly  in  attendance  at  thiese  rooms  one  woman,  day  and  n^ 
whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the  place  in  order,  and  have  not  P*^ 
for  a  policeman  in  daily  attendance.  We  have  not  explici^j  «WW 
a  fiict,  which  is  not  generally  known,  that  the  hulls  of  some «  * 
ferry  boats  are  longer  and  broader  than  those  on  oar  ^^J^ 
ries,  but  such  is  the  fact,  and  one  of  the  tabular  statements  annjfli 
hereto  shows  that  the  average  space  on  deck  (including  the  cal»B^' 
about  the  same  as  that  on  the  Jersey  City  boats. 

We  have  said  little  as  to  the  ferriage  tolls,  but  thisisaveij* 
portant  consideration,  when  you  take  into  consideration  that  we  eg 
a  passenger  8,400  feet  (nearly  a  mile  and  five-eights)  for  tkr^^ 
while  the  Fulton  Ferry  charge  two  cents  for  2,500  feet,  or  onff" 
per  cent,  of  the  distance ;  and  that  our  boats  travel  282  miles  pgj| 
while  their  boats  travel  only  197  6-10  jniles,  we  think  you  ^"ijl 
us  in  our  claim  that  our  ferry  is  the  cheapest — in  proportiottl^ 
facilities — in  the  world.    We  repeat,  that  we  do  not  say  tkisw* 
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'  any  ill  feeling  towards  our  neighbors,  for  we  think  that  these  ferries 
*  are  unrivalled  in  the  world — except  only  by  ourselves. 

It  will  be  observed,  probably,  that  most  of  the  persons  who  have 
complained  against  the  Hoboken  Perry  have  been  citizens  of  Orange 
and  travelers  on  the  Morris  and  Essex  Railroad.  Now,  it  is  bnt  jus- 
tice to  ourselves  to  say  that  the  Morris  and  Essex  Railroad  Company 
have  the  right  by  contract  to  establish  a  ferry,  for  the  transportation 
of  its  passengers  and  goods  whenever  it  chooses  to  exercise  the  right, 
and  that  the  Morris  and  Essex  passengers  have  now  the  choice  of  two 
ferries  from  Hoboken.  It  is  true  that  the  President  and  chief  pro- 
prietor of  the  Hoboken  Land  and  Improvement  Company  is  a  large 
stockholder  and  director  in  the  liailroad  Company ;  but  he  is  in  the 
minority  of  the  Board,  and  has  very  little  influence  in  its  action.  And 
it  is  not  long  sincd  when  an  application  was  made  to  him,  on  behalf 
of  the  Railroad  Company,  to  purchase  the  Hoboken  ferry  rights,  and 
that  he  offered  to  sell  to  them  the  whole  property  at  its  fair  value, 
provided  they  would  give  proper  guarantees  that  the  ferry  should  al- 
ways be  kept  up  on  a  scale  commensurate  to,  and  with  facilities  proper 
to,  the  future  population  of  Hoboken,  as  has  heretofore  been  done. 

While  the  Hoboken  Perry  has  been  sustained,  as  we  have  stated^ 
chiefly  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  Hoboken,  yet  it  is  also  true 
that  all  the  real  estate  owners  and  inhabitants  in  the  vicinity  have 
equally  benefited  by  great  enhancement  in  the  value  of  their  prop- 
erty, and  by  the  convenience  afforded  to  them  in  passing  back  and 
forth  to  their  homes. 

We  have  thus  far  confined  our  vindication  to  the  Barclay  Street 
Ferry.  Some  years  ago  we  had  three  distinct  ferries  to  New  York. 
We  continued  the  Canal  Street  Perry,  although  it  was  always  run  at 
a  loss,  until  we  were  ousted  by  the  authorities  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  who,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  authorized  a  pier  to  be  con- 
structed so  as  to  close  our  slip. 

We  are  now  running  a  Perry,  from  5  A.  M.  to  9:30  P.  M.  to  Chria- 
topher  street,  a  distance  of  4,800  feet,  with  boats  and  accommodations 
which,  we  think,  will  compare  favorably  with  any  other  ferry,  con- 
sidering the  amount  of  travel  over  it.  And  we  insist  that  the  sworn 
certificates  and  testimony  which  we  furnish  to  you,  as  to  the  conditioa 
and  safety  of  these  boats,  are  worthy  of  belief,  rather  than  the  crude 
and  baseless  assertions  of  persons  who  certainly  know  very  little 
about  that  of  which  they  have  talked  so  loudly. 

It  is  proper  that  we  should  allude  to  one  other  complaint.  Muck 
has  been  said  about  the  delays  and  interruptions  which  occurred 
during  the  present  winter,  caused  by  the  ice.  A  fair  and  just  man 
would  naturally  be  expected  to  make  some  allowance  for  the  unpre* 
cedented  winter  that  we  have  had ;  during  about  six  weeks  there  was 
scarcely  a  day  but  that  ice  was  made,  while  the  sun  was  shining.  Im- 
mense fields  of  ice  floated  in  the  river,  sometimes  extending  in  one 
connected  body  the  entire  distance  across.  The  largest  and  most 
compact  bodies  of  ice  always  were  met  with  when  the  tide  was  run- 
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sing  down,  for  after  they  had  passed  down  manj  of  them  didii 
return,  and  those  which  did  come  back  had  already  been  encoonteni 
and  broken  up  by  the  numerous  ferry  and  harbor  boats  plying  ai)Oi 
As  the  Hoboken  ferries  are  farther  up  the  river  than  the  other  &f 
lies,  except  the  Forty-second  street  ferry,  which  does  not  ply  wfr 
quently  as  oun  ferries  do.  Our  boats  meet  with  the  greatest  oU^ 
des,  and  had  to  traverse  these  immense  fields  of  ice  before  ibsj  hi 
been  opposed  by  any  other  steamers.  Of  course  these  obstroclvs 
worked  much  more  adversely  to  our  boats  than  to  other  feny  boafe 
and  at  such  times  the  great  length  of  the  route  multiplied  the  diffieil- 
ties.  So  far  from  our  boats  showing  any  less  efficiency  than  &ir 
Beighbors,  we  believe  that  there  are  no  ferry  boats  in  the  harbor  &t 
would  have  done  their  work  as  well.  At  such  times  the  shaip^ 
cf  their  models  and  the  great  power  of  their  engines  enabled  them  tc 
cot  through  floating  fields  ot  ice  with  unrivaled  success.

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As  to  the  bridges,  we  have  thought  that  the  more  satisfactory  way 
rould  be  to  make  exact  drawings  of  one  of  them,  which  we  send 
lerewith.  We  think  you  will  be  satisfied  that  they  are  not  only  per- 
ectly  safe,  but  that  they  have  been  constructed  without  regard  to 
ost,  and  with  the  greatest  degree  of  skill  and  judgment.  The  plan 
originated  with,  and  was  adoped  as  the  very  best,  by  the  late  Mr.  R. 
J.  Stevens,  who  had  many  years  experience  with  bridges  supported 
>y  floats ;  and  after  a  very  long  trial,  we  are  satisfied  they  are  a  very 
^reat  improvement  over  the  float  bridges.  But  perhaps  the  best  evi- 
lence  that  can  be  given  of  the  safety  of  our  boate  and  bridges,  is  the 
kct,  that  we  have  searched  dilligently  in  our  books,  and  have  ex- 
tmined  the  old  employees  of  the  ferry,  and  I  have  endeavored  to  recall 
ny  own  recollection  of  all  events  connected  with  the  ferry,  and  I  can 
issert  most  positively  that  there  has  never  been  a  single  passenger  or 
employee  on  the  ferry,  that  has  lost  his  life  or  sustained  any  material 
injury  from  any  sinking  of  a  boat,  or  fire,  or  explosion,  or  falling  of 
iny  of  the  bridges,  nor  from  any  cause  whatever  arising  from  any  in- 
sufficiency of  any  boats  or  bridges,  nor  from  any  accident  or  care- 
l^sness  OB  the  part  of  any  of  the  employees ;  and  we  submit  that 
this  fact,  extending  as  it  does  over  a  term  of  nearly  forty  years  under 
the  management  of  the  same  persons — twenty-eight  of  which  hare 
been  under  the  ownership  of  the  Hoboken  Land  and  Improvement 
Company — and  during  which  time  millions  upon  millions  of  persons 
have  crossed  the  ferry  in  safety,  is  proof  positive  of  the  strength, 
safety,  and  efficiency  of  the  boats  and  bridges  of  this  Company.

To  the  employees  of  the  Hoboken  Ferries  : 

It  is  ordered.  That  in  case  of  an  alarm  of  Fire  whilst  on  the  pass- 
age, you  will  immediately  stop  the  Boat,  unless  it  is  blowing  very  vio- 
lently ;  when  (if  possible)  you  will  go  slowly  in  the  direction  of  the 
wind.  The  Engineer  will  remain  at  his  post,  the  Fireman  will  couple 
the  fire  hose  to  the  pump,  and  then  proceed  to  start  the  donkey  en- 
gine ;  the  oldest  Deck  Hand  will  stretch  the  fire  hose  in  the  direction 
of  the  fire ;  the  Pilot  will  see  that  these  orders  are  promptly  carried 
out  and  take  general  charge  and  direction. 

If  the  Fire  occurs  whikt  you  are  in  or  entering  the  slip,  you  will 
inake  your  Boat  fast  to  the  bridge,  and  then  proceed  to  put  out  the 
fire. 
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The  Engineer,  as  well  as  the  Superintendent  of  Machinery,  will  be 
held  responsible  that  the  Donkey  Engine  and  Pump  are  always  readj 
for  immediate  work. 

The  Pilot,  as  well  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Perry,  will  be  held 
responsible  that  the  fire  hose  is  always  ready  for  immediate  use,  and 
that  the  necessary  number  of  fire  axes  and  pike  poles  are  on  board  of 
each  boat.

PULTON  FERRY  COMPANY. 

A  gentleman  in  the  Brooklyn  OflSce  gave  me  the  average  size  of 
their  ferry  boats,  which  I  found  to  correspond  with  the  ferry  boat 
Clinton,  and  which  was  measured  for  the  purpose. 

JERSEY  FERRY. 

A  gentlemen  on  board  the  New  York  and  connected  with  the  ferry 
^hile  taking  her  measure,  informed  me  that  the  Jersey  City  and  New 
Brunswick  were  the  same  size  as  the  New  York ;  those  three  and 
the  Darcy  size  were  averaged,  which  four  boats  run  in  the  busy  time 
of  the  day. 

BARCLAY  STREET    FERRY. 

Morristown,  Hoboken  and  Livingston  were  taken  for  an  average 
on  this  ferry. 

DESBROSSES  STREET  FERRY. 

Darcy  and  Golden  run  on  this  ferry  and  were  averaged. 

CHRISTOPHER  STREET  FERRY. 

Fitch  and  Watt  run  on  this  ferry  and  were  averaged. 

MEASUREHENT — HOW    GOT. 

Paced  the  length  of  deck  (pace  3  feet)  multiplied  by*  width  of 
wagon  passage  amidships,  deducted  therefrom  the  engine  room ;  the 
remainder  is  the  wagon  area  on  board  the  boats. 

SALOONS  ON  BOARD. 

Length  of  saloons  in  paces,  multiplied  by  average  width  deducted 
flierefrom  is  the  water  wheel  house,  for  area  of  'saloon. 

AREA  OUTSIDE  SALOONS. 

From  the  end  of  saloons  to  thac  extreme  end  of  the  deck,  multi- 
plied by  the  average  width  from  railing  to  wagon  combing  for  pasft- 
engers'  purpose. 

MEASUREHENf  FOR  FERRY  HOUSES. 

Faced  front  and  depth  of  all  that  is  roofed,  and  deducted  there- 
from, the  parallel  width  for  wagons,  also  the  waiting  rooms,  also  the 
rooms  not  used  for  ferry  passengers,  and  the  remaining  area  is  what 
is  termed  area  outside  of  waiting  rooms  roofed  over.

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INSPECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  General  JlssemJbly  of  the  State  of  Jfew  Jersey : 

The  Inspectors  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Prison  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report,  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1866,  which 
includes  three  and-a-half  months  of  the  administration  of  the  former 
Board. 

STATISTICS, 

The  statistics  of  prisoners  are  given  at  the  close,  and  include  the 
points  stated  in  former  reports. 

We  regret  that  the  plan  of  statistics  heretofore  established,  and 
which  we  have  been  compelled  to  follow,  is  not  more  comprehensive. 

Our  untiring  Moral  Instructor,  Rev.  Levi  Herr,  has,  however,  col 
looted  a  mass  of  valuable  statistical  information,  relating  mainly  to 
his  department,  some  of  which  is  adverted  to  in  his  report. 

INCnEASE  OF   CONVICTS. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  convicts  is  very  large.  Without 
discussing  the  various  causes  which  may  be  assigned  for  this,  we  most 
do  our  State  the  justice  to  remark,  that  we  do  not  think  it  a  correct 
index  of  the  state  of  morals  among  our  own  citizens.  The  vicious, 
congregated  in  the  large  cities,  on  either  side  of  our  State,  are  able, 
by  their  proximity,  to  enter  it  with  facility  for  the  commission  of 
crime,  thus  burdening  us  with  expense  and  odium  which  we  should 
not  otherwise  incur. 

FINANCIAL   RESULTS. 

The  financial  results  are  not  entirely  satisfactory.  The  unfavora- 
ble circumstances  attending  an  entire  change  in  tiie  management  of 
the  prison  during  the  year,  the  inexperience  of  all  engaged  in  it  for 
the  most  of  the  year,  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  prisoners, 
the  absence  of  work  for  them  for  a  considerable  period,  and  the 
large  number  remaining  unemployed  for  want  of  shop  room,  have 
pnxluced  an  unusual  di^roportion  between  the  income  and  expendi- 
ture, but  the  actual  expense  of  maintaining  the  prisoners  does  not 
^pear  to  compare  unfavorably  with  previous  years  or  other  prisons. 
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CONTRACTS. 

Previous  to  the  enactment  of  last  winter,  contracts  for  the  labor  of 
the  prisoners  were  limited  by  law  to  the  term  of  office  of  the  Keeper 
making  them. 

We  found  the  prisoners,  therefore,  unemployed,  excepting  those  on 
State  work,  and  a  considerable  period  elapsed  before  satisfactory  con- 
tracts could  be  secured.  Under  contracts  now  existing  there  are  two 
hundred  and  thirty  (230)  men  employed,  at  from  forty  to  forty-fiw 
cents  per  day,  making  shoes  and  agricultural  implements.  TheBt 
contracts  are  all  for  four  years,  excepting  two  for  twenty  (^20)  meo 
each,  for  shorter  periods.  From  seventy-five  (75)  to  one  nandied 
(100)  are  employed,  without  the  intervention  of  contractors,  in  cane 
seating,  and  in  making  shoes  and  garments  for  prison  use.  Hoi^ 
cannot  be  employed  without  increase  of  shop  room. 

The  income  from  the  labor  of  the  convicts  for  the  latter  part  of  oor 
administration  has  of  course  been  larger  per  month  than  the  average 
for  the  whole  time,  and  it  appears  from  the  accounts  of  the  Keener 
that  the  men  actually  at  work  are  earning  the  cost  of  their  maiate- 
nance. 

REPAIRS. 

The  expenditures  for  ''repairs,''  amounting  to  $5,236.81, have be» 
mainly  for  new  floors  in  a  majority  of  the  cells  in  the  north  and  saiSk 
irings ;  for  improving  and  extending  the  drainage  between  the  pnm 
and  the  river ;  and  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  the  workshops. 

DEPICIBNCT. 

After  paying  the  indebtedness  contracted  before  his  entering  upon 
his  duties,  the  present  keeper  found  the  amount  remaining  of  the  ap- 
propriations for  the  prison  insufficient  to  meet  tiie  current  expeosds. 

To  avoid  the  unfortunate  consequences  of  not  meeting  pron^y  th^ 
liabilities  necessarily  incurred,  tiie  Inspectors  have,  in  thar  iiifi- 
vidual  capacity,  endorsed  the  Keeper's  notes  to  a  considerable  anovsii 
As  this  involves  their  personal  liability,  and  is  a  contingoicy  thttt 
should  not  be  forced  on  any  public  officer,  we  respectfully  lepKOUA 
the  importance  of  providing  against  it  recurrence. 

The  usage  which  has  obtained,  of  payment  of  current  expenses  Ifj 
the  Keeper's  notes  in  anticipation  of  income  or  appropriation,  is,  ws 
think,  injudicious.  The  State  would  be  b^efited  by  provisaoiL  kt 
the  payment  in  cash  for  all  purchases. 

INSANE  CONVICTS. 

There  are  now  in  the  prison  several  insane  oonvicts,  inoludhf 
some  whose  time  has  expiml,  and  who  by  law  dannot  be  diacbaigai 
in  their  present  condition.  These  cannot  be  soiti^bly  cared  Sff  inft 
the  present  arrangements. 
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Suitable  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  care  of  these  per- 
sons at  the  prison,  or  provision  should  be  made  for  their  transfer,  on 
sufficient  evidence  of  insanity,  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum  or  other  suit- 
able place.  The  inhumanity  of  the  present  arrangement  is  too  appa- 
rent for  argument 

Sugofestions  upon  this  subject  and  others  in  this  department,  will 
be  found  in  the  annexed  report  of  our  faithful  and  valued  physician. 
Dr.  W.  W.  L.  Phillips,  to  which  we  respectfully  call  your  attention. 

HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

Among  the  inmates  of  the  prison  are  many  confined  for  minor 
offences,  who  are  evidently  and  necessarily  sentenced  to  the  State 
Prison  because  there  are  no  suitable  institutions  of  a  lesser  grade. 
Their  health  and  morals  can  doubtless  be  better  cared  for  there  than 
in  most  of  our  county  prisons,  and  the  ends  of  justice  are  perhaps 
attained,  but  the  odium  of  having  been  "in  State  Prison"  is  a 
serious  drawback  to  subsequent  efforts  toward  usefulness  and  virtue. 

An  intermediate  institution  upon  the  plan  of  Houses  of  Crorrection 
elsewhere  established,  and  on  a  scale  large  enough  to  support  a  comr 
prensive  system,  where  these  offenders  might  be  confined  and  pro- 
perly instructed  and  employed,  without  the  "  odium "  alluded  to, 
might  prove  eminently  useful,  and  might  serve  instead  of  an  en- 
largement of  the  State  Prison  or  the  erection  of  another. 

We  think  this  subject  is  one  deserving  of  thoughtful  consideration. 

COMMUTATION. 

In  some  other  States  a  plan  has  been  adopted  by  which  convicts  ' 
may  earn  a  reduction  of  their  term  of  sentence,  by  good  conduct  in 
prison. 

As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Prison  Association  of 
New  York,  the  law  in  that  State  now  is  "  that  every  prisoner  who 
shall  diligently  work  the  prescribed  number  of  hours,  obey  the  rulei 
of  the  prison,  and  submit  to  its  discipline,  may  earn  a  diminution  of 
his  sentence  of  one  month  for  each  of  the  first  two  years,  of  two 
months  for  each  of  the  following  two  years,  of  three  months  for  each 
of  the  following  five  years,  and  of  four  months  of  each  of  the  years 
after  that" 

It  is  stated  that  "this  law  is  made  known  to  each  convict  on  his 
entrance,  is  posted  up  in  each  workshop ;  and  thus  becoming  known 
to  the  prisoners,  is  producing  most  salutary  effects." 

In  Ohio  and  other  States  this  plan  is  understood  to  be  in  satisfac- 
tory operation. 

We  believe  this  feature  could  be  engrafted  upon  our  penal  system 
with  great  advantage.  .* 
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MORAL   REFORM. 

The  department  of  Moral  Reform,  including  secular  insttuctkffi, 
lias  not  received  in  our  State  the  attention  which  its  importance  de. 
mands,  and  which  it  is  elsewhere  receiving.  The  law  has  proridd 
fopr  little  beyond  the  appointment  of  a  Moral  Instructor,  witkot 
specification  of  duties,  and  it  has  not  been  the  usage  for  him  to  be 
mmished  with  assistance,  other  than  aid  from  prisoners  in  the  distri- 
bution of  books  and  in  other  things  in  which  this  aid  could  be  made 
available. 

The  most  assiduous  personal  efforts  of  this  one  ofiBcer  can  aocoD- 
plish  but  little  in  the  vast  work  of  bringing  the  minds  of  so  manj 
convicts  under  proper  training  and  influences.  Our  present  Moid 
Isatructor  has  devoted  himself  most  faithfully  and  efficiently  to  the 
duties  devolved  upon  him,  being  in  constant  intercourse  with  the 
prisoners  during  the  week,  and  holding  public  religious  services  in 
etch  wing  regularly  on  the  Sabbath.  In  these  Sabbath  services  h 
bas  been  ably  assisted  by  a  number  of  excellent  singers  of  bothsexo. 
fwidents  of  Trenton,  to  whom  we  are  ujider  great  obligation  ix 
tiieir  aid,  given  cheeHully  and  regularly,  and  much  to  the  edificatioB 
of  all  present  on  these  occasions. 

But  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  "Moral"  department,  is  too 
vast  to  bo  accomplished  by  one  man,  however  efiScient  Ignorance 
and  vice  go  hand  in  hand.  Many  of  our  convicts  lack  the  simfdest 
rudiments  of  useful  knowledge.  Instructors  in  reading  and  miiof, 
aad  other  primary  branches,  are  provided  in  other  prisons,  and  wonU 
find  ample  emplo}ment  in  ours. 

A  serious  want  is  the  absence  of  a  chapel,  or  any  means  of  assem- 
bling prisoners  for  simultaneous  instruction,  which  other  prisons  on 
imr  system  have. 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  legal  provision  be  made  for  a  a* 
able  and  thorough  organization  of  that  part  of  our  system  ton'og 
Inference  to  the  reform  of  the  criminal,  and  fitting  him  forfotnre 
ufiofuluess. 

THE  LIBBABT. 

The  prison  library  is  a  meagre  collection,  compared  vrith  fta 
pveeent  wants^  We  are  not  aware  that  there  has  l)een  an j  tppi^ 
priations  for  it  fbr  a  long  time,  and  we  recommend  that  an  appropv 
ation  be  made  of  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  for  thepnitiasaa 
hooks,  which  will  not  be  more  than  is  actually  needed. 

BBVISION  OP  THE  LAW. 

The  law  regulating  the  State  Prison  needs  revision,  in  some  im- 
portant particulars,  to  adapt  it  to  present  circumstances;  toremff^ 
gome  ambiguities ;  to  add   needed  provisions,  some  of  which  are 
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alluded  to  in  this  report;  and  to  embody  with  it,  in  a  single  enact- 
ment the  various  amendments  which  have  been  passed. 

We  respectfully  recommend  the  appointment  by  the  Legislature, 
of  a  commission  of  citizens,  who  from  present  or  former  official  posi- 
tions, have  become  familiar  with  the  subject,  who  shall  prepare  a 
revision  of  the  law  for  your  consideration  during  the  coming  session. 

ENLARGEMENT, 

The  increase  of  prison  accommodations  will  demand  the  serious 
and  prompt  attention  of  the  Legislature. 

The  north  and  south  wings  each  contain  100  cells,  and  the  centre 
wing  132,  making  332  in  all.  Those  in  the  centre  wing  cannot  pos- 
sibly receive  more  than  one  inmate  each. 

This  leaves  200  for  the  remainder.  During  the  year  there  have 
been  as  many  as  564  prisoners  at  one  time,  making  it  necessary  to 
place  432  in  200  cells,  an  average  of  more  than  2  to  a  cell. 

As  some  must  necessarily  be  confined  separately,  it  occurs  that  in 
many  cases  three  must  be  placed  in  one  cell.  For  the  proper  preserva- 
tion of  health,  the  largest  cells  are  not  too  large  for  one  person,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  placing  of  prisoners  together,  besides 
being  prohibited  by  law,  interferes  seriously  with  the  maintenance  of 
proper  discipline,  and  with  the  attainment  of  favorable  results  in 
efforts  for  moral  improvement. 

The  cells  of  the  centre,  or  "  new,"  wing  as  it  is  called,  are  very 
small,  and  were,  as  we  understand,  originally  intended  to  serve  as 
lodging  places  for  prisoners  employed  in  the  shops  during  the  day, 
but  from  circumstances  evident  to  those  connected  with  the  prison,  it 
has  been  found  impracticable  to  restrict  them  to  this  use.  ITie  neces- 
sary result  is  that  many  are  confined,  during  the  whole  time,  to  apart- 
ments 4  feet  by  7,  with  stone  floors,  and  with  grated  doors,  admitting 
at  all  times  from  a  wide  liall,  the  currents  of  air,  or  the  gaze  of  those 
who  may  pass,  with  large  facilities  of  communication  between  prison- 
ers ;  the  tendency  of  the  whole  arrangement  being  injurious  to  the 
health,  comfort  and  good  discipline  of  the  occupants. 

Whatever  circumstances  justified  this  construction,  we  are  unable 
to  discover  any  considerations  sufficiently  important  to  commend  it 
under  the  present  condition  of  things,  or  to  warrant  its  toleration 
longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

The  arrangements  of  cells  for  female  convicts  should  be  such  as  to 
separate  them  entirely  from  the  other  parts  of  the  prison,  with  pro- 
vision for  their  exercise  in  the  open  air,  when  ill  health  requires  it, 
without  coming  in  contact  with  other  prisoners.  At  present  these 
desirable  ends  cannot  be  accomplished. 

A  very  considerable  expense  m  the  employment  of  watchmen  could 
be  saved  if  the  walls  were  raised  a  few  feet 

The  considerations  here  adduced,  and  the  probable  increase  of 
Clime  with  the  growth  of  the  community,  indicate  the  necessity  of  at 
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once  providing  for  suitable  arrangements  for  the  proper  confinement 
and  care  of  convicted  criminals.  Whether  this  is  to  be  done  by  a 
niaterial  enlargement  of  the  Prison  or  the  erection  of  another,  or  by 
the  establishment  of  an  institution  of  a  different  character,  is  for 
others  than  us  to  determine. 

As  the  case  is  an  urgent  one,  we  respectfully  recommend  that,  at 
an  early  day  of  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature,  authority  be 
given  to  the  Inspectors  (or  other  persons  selected  by  the  Legislatare) 
to  prepare  and  present  at  the  same  session,  for  your  consideration,  a 
plan  of  providing  for  the  wants  indicated. 

APPOINTMENT  OP  OFFICERS. 

The  constitution  provides  for  the  election  annually,  by  the  L^sla- 
ture,  of  a  keeper  and  five  inspectors,  all  to  serve  for  one  year.  This 
involves  a  possibility  of  a  total  change  at  once,  in  the  management  of 
the  prison,  as  was  the  case  the  present  year.  The  introduction  of 
an  entire  set  of  inexperienced  officers  in  so  important  an  institution, 
must  necessarily  be,  to  a  certain  extent,  disastrous  to  discipline  and 
economy,  and  the  probability  of  having  but  a  year  to  serve,  will  de- 
ter most  men  from  undertaking  the  careful  elaboration  of  plans  which 
they  may  have  no  opportunity  to  carry  out.  As  a  consequence,  there 
has  not  groum  up  in  our  prison,  what  may  be  dignified  by  the  name  of 
a  "  system,"  bearing  marks  of  careful  thought,  as  respects  either  the 
departments  of  finance  and  accounts,  of  statistics,  of  prison  discipline, 
or  of  moral  reform. 

Added  to  this  is  the  fact  that  the  appointments  are  made  from  and 
are  dependent  upon  political  considerations  throughout,  the  prison 

Eatronage  being  a  perquisite  of  the  party  controlling  for  the  time 
eing.  The  selection  of  persons  for  the  various  positions,  under  this 
method,  is  not  likely  to  be  such  as  will  improve  the  discipline  or  aid 
in  reform,  and  the  tenure  of  office  depending  upon  the  party  actinty 
of  the  individual,  and  the  dominance  of  his  party,  he  is  not  Ukely  to 
devote  himself  earnestly  to  the  practical  development  of  such  wise 
and  humane  plans  as  the  present  state  of  Christian  civilization  de- 
mands. 

The  appointment  by  the  same  authority  of  both  the  keeper  and  in- 
spectors, with  distinct  powers,  and  in  some  respects  independent  of 
each  other,  is  an  element  of  weakness  that  would  be  avoided  in  or- 
dinary business  associations,  and  which,  under  circumstances  easily 
imagined,  might  work  greatly  to  the  injury  of  the  institution.  The 
management  should  be  a  unit  to  attain  the  highest  results. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  prison  be  divorced  from  party 
politics,  by  an  amendment  to  the  constitution,  placing  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  inspectors  with  the  Supreme  Court,  as  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  as  in  the  case  of  the  managers  of  our  Lunatic  Asylum ;  and  that 
the  law  provide  against  the  possibility  of  the  whole  board  going  oat 
of  office  at  once;  and  that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to 
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appoint  all  the  officers  of  the  prison,  and  they  in  turn  appoint  their 
sabordinates,  subject  to  the  inspectors'  approval;  and  thus  place 
upon  the  inspectors  the  responsibility  of  securing  discipline  and  good 
management  so  far  as  they  may  depend  upon  the  "  system". 

The  defects  pointed  out  in  our  prison  system  are  not  to  be  under- 
stood as  having  any  reference  to  the  persons  engaged  with  us  in  car- 
rying it  out.  The  selection,  as  a  whole,  we  believe  to  be  good,  and 
our  duty  would  be  but  partly  done,  if  we  failed  to  commend  the  ac- 
tive energy  and  careful  attention  of  the  Keeper,  the  Physician,  the 
Moral  Instructor,  and  the  various  assistants. 

These  radical  changes  are  proposed,  therefore,  not  with  reference 
to  present  officials,  (the  most  of  the  defects  being  beyond  their  power 
to  remedy,)  but  simply  in  the  discharge  of  a  duty  we  owe  to  those  to 
whom  we  shall  soon  resign  our  charge ;  to  present  and  future  genera- 
tions, whose  interests  will  continue  to  be  powerfully  affected  by  the 
institution  we  now  represent;  and  to  those  unfortunates  of  our  fellow 
men,  who  are  often  the  votaries  of  vice  through  the  neglect  of  the 
virtuous,  and  who  become  confirmed  in  sin  through  the  failure  of  the 
more  favored  to  establish  means  by  which  they  may  be  reformed  and 
saved. 

When  our  laws  cease  mainly  to  regard  the  criminal  as  the  enemy 
of  society,  to  be  restrained,  and  recognise  in  him  one  "  of  like 
passions  "  with  us,  who  has  fallen  to  a  lower  moral  level,  through  ad- 
verse surroundings,  and  whom  we  may  lift  up,  then  will  we  begin  4ib 
fulfil,  in  this  respect,  that  higher  law,  which  makes  every  man  ]m 
«  brother's  keeper." 

We  cannot  feel  that  our  State,  now  so  far  in  the  advance  in  en- 
lightened civilization,  can  be  content  to  remain  behind  in  this  work 
of  true  benevolence ;  and  as  this  is  no  partisan  question,  we  eamestiy 
invite  all  to  join  in  its  serious  consideration,  without  reference  to 
party  lines.

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2b  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Jfew  Jersey  State  Prison: 

Gentlemen: — In  submitting  my  annual  report,  I  have  the  honor 
to  state  that  the  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  year  has  been  gen- 
erally good ;  no  endemic  or  epidemic  disease  has  visited  us.  In  an- 
ticipation of  a  visitation  of  that  much  dreaded  disease,  cholera,  every 
precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  its  outbreak.  Every  part  of  the 
prison  premises  was  put  in  as  thorough  a  state  of  cleanliness  as  pos- 
sible, and  disinfectants  were  freely  used  wherever  deemed  necessary. 
We  had  the  satisfaction  of  having  the  summer  pass  without  a  visitation 
of  the  pestilence,  and  no  doubt  in  consequence  of  the  many  precau- 
tions taken,  much  sickness  incident  to  the  summer  season  was  pre- 
vented. 

The  majority  of  cases  of  severe  sickness  have  been  of  a  chronic 
character,  and  generally  of  a  tuberculous  or  scrofulous  nature.  The 
development  and  rapid  progress  of  these  affections  is  incident  to  the 
kind  of  life  which  a  convict  in  a  prison  must  necessarily  lead.  Many 
of  the  convicts  are  persons  who  have  been  accustomed  to  exposure 
and  dissipation,  and  confinement  in  small  and  illy  ventilated  cells, 
which  are  frequently  also  overcrowded,  is  well  calculated  to  develop 
diseases  of  this  character  where  there  is  the  least  tendency  to  them. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  and  four  births,  since  I  took  charge  of 
the  prison  in  the  month  of  March  last. 

Abmham  Harris,  (colored)  died  April  5th,  of  dropsy  of  chest. 

Francis  Low,  (colored)  died  August  18th,  of  consumption. 

During  the  year  I  doubt  not  the  Board  of  Inspectors  have  had  fre- 
quent occasion  to  note  the  inadequate  accommodation  the  institution 
affords  for  prisoners.  Many  of  the  cells  which  certainly  were  never 
intended  to  accommodate  more  than  two  pei-sons,  have  had  three,  and, 
in  some  instances,  four  crowded  into  them.  This  is,  and  has  been, 
not  only  detrimental  to  the  morals,  but  also  to  the  health  of  the  in- 
mates. In  view  of  the  large  number  of  convicts,  the  necessity  of  greatly 
increased  room  must  be  apparent  to  the  most  casual  observer. 

We  are  also  greatly  in  need  of  different  accommodations  for  female 
convicts.  A  separate  wing  should  be  constructed  for  them,  having 
wash  rooms,  hospital,  &c.,  connected  with  it,  as  well  as  grounds  on 
which  the  invalid  can  have  exercise  in  the  open  air.  « 
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That  portion  of  the  prison  known  as  the  "New  Wing"  is  very  ob- 
jectionable in  its  plan  of  construction,  on  the  score  of  health.  The 
cells  in  it  are  very  small  and  badly  ventilated.  They  are  even  unfit 
for  the  use  for  which  they  were  originally  designed.  It  is  found  im- 
possible to  carry  out  the  original  design,  which  was  to  have  them 
occupied  only  during  the  night  by  those  employed  during  the  day  in 
the  workshops.  In  my  opinion  the  Legislature  should  be  urged  to 
cause  the  demolition  of  this  wing,  and  have  one  of  proper  character 
erected  in  its  place. 

Many  of  the  workshops  are  seriously  defective  in  comfort  and 
healthfulness.  One  of  these,  known  as  the  chair  shop,  is  not  at  all 
adapted  to  the  use  which  is  made  of  it. 

The  hospital  accommodations  of  the  prison  are  very  inadequate  to 
meet  its  real  wants.  We  have  a  room  capable  of  accommodating 
only  nine  or  ten  persons.  In  this  a  part  of  the  cooking  is  usually 
done.  This  is  the  hospital  accommodation  for  a  population  of  between 
five  and  six  hundred  persons.  It  is,  of  course,  always  full,  and  many 
sick  arc  of  necessity  treated  in  their  cells,  where  the  most  appropriate 
treatment  cannot  always  be  carried  out.  To  meet  the  wants  of  the 
institution  in  this  respect,  we  need  a  hospital  capable  of  accommo- 
dating fifty  prisoners.  It  should  be  divided  into  wards,  and  at  least 
one  ward  should  be  properly  constructed  for  the  confinement  and 
treatment  of  insane  convicts.  This  matter,  in  my  opinion,  should 
receive  prompt  attention  from  our  Legislature. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  cannot  refrain  fl-om  an  expression  of 
my  thanks  to  your  Board,  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  constantly 
shown  me,  as  well  as  the  confidence  you  have  manifested  in  having 
my  recommendations  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  sick 
and  prevention  of  disease,  carried  into  efiTect.  To  the  Keeper  and 
his  deputies  I  am  under  obligations  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which 
they  have  carried  out  my  directions.

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To  His  Excellency  Governor:  Ward,  and  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the 

JS^ew  Jersey  State  Prison : 

Gentlemen: — la  presenting  to  yon  my  first  annnal  report,  you 
will  permit  me.  in  t\ie  opening  sentence,  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
God  for  the  numberless  l)Iessings  we  have  received  at  his  hands  since 
our  connection  with  this  institution. 

Personally,  I  entered  upon  my  work  with  many  misgivings;  and, 
w*ile  1  have  not  found  my  field  of  labor  an  elysium,  whether  con- 
templatCv^^  from  the  social,  the  moral,  or  the  intellectual  stand-point, 
still,  with  thb'4ilessing  of  God,  and  the  kindly  co-operation  and  sym- 
pathy of  your  board,  I  have  felt  greatly  encouraged— especially  as  I 
am  permitted  to  think  that  some  good  has  been  accomplished.  Ac- 
cept my  thanks,  gentlemen,  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  consideration 
extended  to  me  by  you.  To  the  Principal  Keeper  and  his  assistants, 
I  must  also  be  allowed  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  many  favors  re- 
ceived at  their  hands.  But  what  shall  I  say  of  the  five  hundred  and 
thirty-three  unfortunate  fellow  beinfrs  who  are  found  in  this  place? 
Has  my  intercourse  with  them  been  of  such  a  character,  as  to  make 
them  more  happy,  and  better  men,  and  to  elevate  and  reform  them? 
To  these  questions  it  does  not  become  me  to  respond  to  you  gentle- 
men,  and  to  the  future  they  are  consigned  for  an  answer. 

As  I  am  fully  satisfied  however  that  that  you  feel  a  deep  interest 
in  my  work,  and  hence,  in  all  the  facts  legitimately  bearing  on  that 
work ;  and  as  the  subject  is  one  in  which  all  good  citizens  have  a 
deep  interest,  I  propose  to  give  some  statistics  bearing  on  the  case. 

Of  the  four  hundred  and  seven ty-seven  male  prisoners^  here  now, 
three  hundred  and  seventeen  were  able  to  read  and  write  when 
brought  here.  Fifty  were  able  simply  to  read,  thus  leaving  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  who  could  neither  read  nor  write.  Twelve  of  th« 
above  fifty  who  could  read,  have  learned  to  write;  eleven  of  those 
who  could  do  neither,  have  learned  to  do  both,  and  fourteen  have 
learned  simply  to  read.  A  respectable  number  of  those  who  could 
read  and  write  were  fair  English  or  German  scholars — a  few  were 
well  educated — but  the  larger  number  had  been  greatly  neglected, 
or  failed  to  improve  their  opportunities,  and  have  improved  consider- 
ably during  their  prison  life. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  State  of  New  Jersey  is  not  forgetful 
of  the  intellectual  wants  of  her  prisoners.    She  gives  them  facilities 
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for  self-improvement.  But  unfortunately  it  is  too  emphatically  self- 
improvement;  some  systematic  method  should  be  adopted,  time  for 
•tndy  should  be  given  to  the  convict,  and  suitable  instructors  should 
be  employed.  But  while  our  facilities  for  intellectual  culture  are 
confessedly  very  limited,  many  leave  this  place  able  both  to  read  and 
write,  who  could  do  neither  when  they  came  here.  1  think,  in  this 
Matter  the  polilical  economist  will  readily  concede  that  we  may  be 
penny-wise  and  pound-foolish,  and  that  a  reasonable  appropriation 
mnually,  both  of  time  and  money  for  the  instruction  of  prisoners, 
would  really  save  thousands  annually  in  money ;  and  would  be  in- 
strumental in  restoring  many  of  our  convicts  to  their  friends,  and  to 
aociety,  happy  and  useful  citizens. 

The  moral  aspect  of  the  subject  hwo^  a!go  command  our  attention. 
That  some  features  pertaining  to  this  department  may  startle  the 
christian  public  and  awaken  deep  emotion,  I  do  not  doubt,  and  yet 
as  a  correct  diagnosis  of  disease,  whether  in  the  physical  or  moral 
world,  is  an  essential  prerequisite  in  grappling  successfully  with  the 
disease,  it  is  wise  to  study  it  carefully.  Perspicuity  and  brevity  ^rfiS 
be  secured  by  presenting  some  of  the  facts  in  question,  ii\  a  tabular 
form.  These  figures  present  preulises  from  which  the  ttioughtful  and 
intelligent  may  deduce  important  conclusions. 


Ohurch  relation  of  prisoners*  parents. . 
Prisoners'  Church  relations 
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*  For  the  sake  of  brevity  I  have  grouped  seven  distinct  Methodist  denomina- 
Uons  in  one.   * 

The  statistics  bearing  on  the  religious  training  of  the  prisoners 
while  under  the  parental  roof,  are  very  imperfect.  Of  the  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven  prisoners  given,  three  hundred  and  fifty-four 
•tlended  church  and  Sunday  school;  but,  according  to  their  own 
statement,  most  of  them  did  so  only  while  small  boys,  and  even  then, 
iQ  their  own  language,  only  "sometimes,"  "occasionally,"  "rarely." 
"when  I  felt  like  it." 

While  this  feature  of  the  statistics  contained  in  the  report  must  be 
looked  upon  as  unsatisfactory  and  incomplete  as  a  whole,  on  one  point 
it  is  conclusive ;  it  indicates  a  laxity  in  the  religious  training  of  child- 
ttm  on  the  part  of.  professedly  christian  parents,  disgraceful  to  the 
profession,  and  ruinous  in  its  results. 
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Another  fact,  commending  itself  to  the  careful  study  of  the  Cbria- 
tian  philanthropist  and  political  economist  is,  the  comparative  youdh 
fulness  of  the  majority  of  our  criminals :

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  three  hundred  and  fourteen,  more  thaa 
two-thirds  of  the  whole  number,  are  under  thirty  years,  and  the  alarift- 
ing  number  of  eighty-four  under  twenty.  We  have  only  space  to  grvie 
figures,  and  must  leave  others  to  draw  their  own  conclusions  fraai 
these  premises. 

One  more  item  of  interest  connected  with  these  statistics  must  be 
given. 

Of  the  four  hundred  and  seventy-seven  prisoners,  three  hundred 
and  eighty-three  were  the  professed  friends  of  the  drinking  usages 
of  the  day — attributing  their  downfall  to  this  custom — ^more  than  four- 
fifths  of  the  whole  number.  Comment  here  is  useless ;  and  yet  ter 
rible  as  this  showing  is,  I  must  be  allowed  to  record  the  additional 
fitct  that,  among  the  ninety-four  remaining  ones,  who  were  not,  ac- 
cording to  their  own  statement,  victims  of  this  custom,  not  one  of  them 
was  a  pledged  temperance  man. 

And  now,  what  shall  be  said  of  the  efforts  which  have  been  made 
to  reform  these  men  ? 

Whatever  difference  there  may  be  in  our  opinions  as  regards  the 
cause  of  their  being  here,  there  can  be  none  in  relation  to  this  fact — 
the  gi*eat  majority  of  them  need  reforming.  On  this  point  there  ii 
entire  unanimity  of  sentiment. 

How  shall  this  be  done  ?  Of  what  instrumentality  can  we  avd 
ourselves  ? 

I  answer :  Personal  intercourse  and  private  instruction  must  al- 
ways be  a  power  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  work.  This  instre- 
mentality  has  been  steadily  kept  in  view. 

Grood  books  are  another  important  instrumentality.  In  this  we  are 
greatly  deficient,  and  need  a  large  appropriation  to  replenish  oer 
Mbrary.  But  that  which  we  need  most  of  all  is  a  chapel.  Do  tibe 
thousands  of  Christian  men  and  women,  who,  comfortably  seated  te 
their  houses  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath  day.  listening  to  the  word  of 
life,  ever  think  of  their  fallen  brothers  in  the  State  Prison,  who,  move 
than  any  others,  need  that  gospel,  and  yet  have  no  facilities  for  hear- 
ing it  ? 

I  speak  understandingly,  when  I  say  that  many  of  them  cannel 
hear  the  word  preached. 
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I  have  carefully  tested  this  matter,  entering  some  of  tho  cells, 
▼hen  the  services  were  being  conducted  by  some  other  minister,  and 
hence  cannot  be  mistaken  in  the  matter. 

Besides,  those  who  can  hear  are  obliged  to  stand  up  inside  of  their 
door,  and  through  a  little  opening,  about  six  by  eight,  without  the 
privilege  of  seeing  the  minister,  listen  to  the  preaching.  Where,  let 
me  ask,  could  you  assemble,  and  interest  and  profit — outside  of  prison 
walls,  where  men  are  supposed  to  be  less  depraved  and  more  dis- 
posed to  hear  the  truth — a  congregation  of  four  hundred  persona 
under  similar  circumstances?  They  should  be  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  preacher,  and  certainly  near  enough  to  be  able  to  hear  hia 
It  would  be  well  for  many  of  us,  probably,  while  comfortably  seated 
all  over  the  State  in  our  own  houses  of  worship,  to  ponder  this  qnes- 
turn :  What  facilities  have  those  men,  who  above  all  others  need  the 
gospel,  for  hearing  it?  And  possibly  it  might  aid  us  in  oor  reBec- 
tions  on  the  subject,  were  we  to  call  to  our  aid  the  25th  chapter  of 
Matthew,  and  note  particularly  the  vivid  description  of  the  final 
judgment.  Especially  might  it  be  well  for  us  to  study  some  of  the 
reasons  given  by  the  Judge  for  the  approval  of  some  and  the  condem- 
sation  of  others.  Among  the  former,  this  one  particularly:  ''I was 
in  pnson,  and  ye  came  unto  me.''  And  among  the  latter  this  one— 
"  Sick,  and  in  prison,  and  ye  came  not  unto  me." 

But,  gentlemen,  in  the  alisence  of  a  chapel,  can  there  be  any  good 
reason  assigned  for  not  allowing  the  prisoners  to  come  out  of  their 
«ell8?  This  would  bo  a  marked  improvement,  and  an  improvement 
that  it  would  cost  but  little  to  make.  Thus  they  could  all  be  placed  in  a 
position  to  hear  the  preached  word,  which  is  simply  an  impossibilitf 
under  the  present  arrangement. 

One  thing  more.  If  we  would  reform  these  men,  ihey  must  be 
treated  as  men.  I  know  honest  fears  are  entertained  by  some  good 
men  that  the  idea  of  punishment  for  crime  must  be  alwajs  kept 
prominent,  and  that  there  is  danger  of  making  the  punishment  so 
Sght  that  it  will  be  no  terror  to  evil  doers.  I  think  these  fears  are 
not  well-grounded.  Conviction  for  crime,  and  incarceration  in  the 
State  Prison,  with  all  its  necessary  concomitants,  will  be  punishment 
sufficiently  marked.  Every  possible  effort  should  now  be  made  to 
win  these  men  to  a  better  life,  to  elevate,  to  reform.  The  great  mi- 
jttrity  of  them  can  be  reached  in  this  way,  and  the  few  who  are  in- 
Qorrigible  will  continue  so  whatever  may  be  their  treatment,  and 
e?en  these  are  beyond  all  hope  of  being  improved  by  punishment  pnre 
and  simple. 

It  was  by  sentiments  of  this  character,  doubtless,  that  our  State 
Senators  were  prompted  in  the  resolutions  which  they  adopted  dnriog 
the  closing  hours  of  their  last  regular  session,  looking  towards  grading 
and  classifying  the  prisoners,  and  of  conferring  certain  privileges  oa 
the  more  trustworthy  and  better  disposed. 

And  you  will  permit  me  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of  the 
wisdom  and  tact  of  your  Board,  in  moving  in  harmony  in  the  midsi 
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of  the  difficultres  by  which  you  have  been  surrounded,  with  these 
resolutions.  To  some  little  extent  the  questions  mooted  in  those 
resolutions  have  been  tested  by  the  permission  you  gave  to  a  few  of 
the  prisoners  to  publish  "  The  Sunbeam." 

Of  the  utility  of  this  measure  it  does  not  become  me  here  to  speak. 
That  it  is  a  power  for  good  I  fully  believe,  and  yet  I  am  sure,  if  the 
almost  universal  approval  of  the  press,  irrespective  of  party,  is  any 
indication  of  the  popular  will,  you  have  your  reward. 

May  a  kind  Providence  smile  upon  you,  and  lead  you  to  the  adop- 
tion of  such  measures  as  may  result  in  elevating  and  reforming  the 
unfortunate  vmi  fallen  sons  and  daughters  of  men.

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The  reports  of  former  Keepers  have  invariably  adverted  to  the  ia 
adequate  room  afforded,  wherein  to  give  employment  to  all  the  able- 
bodied  men  which  the  prison  contains.  If  this  deficiency  was  so  ap- 
parent in  former  years,  how  much  more  embarrassing  must  the  case 
be  at  present,  since  the  number  of  inmates  have  been  so  greatly  aug- 
mented. The  present  statistics  of  the  prison  show  an  addition  of  one 
hundred  and  nfty  (150)  convicts  over  any  former  period,  being  an 
increase  of  about  tnirty-three  per  cent.  No  provision  having  been 
made  for  the  accommodation  of  such  a  large  number,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  enclose  three,  and  in  some  case's  four  persons  in  a  room  or 
cell,  originally  intended  for  one.  This  state  of  crowding  incurred 
much  additional  labor,  necessitating  the  employment  of  additional 
deputies  and  watchmen,  in  order  to  exercise  and  maintain  a  controll- 
ing influence,  as  the  incentive  for  mischief  and  escape  were  greatly 
enhanced  by  this  unavoidable  commingling  of  convicts.  The  required 
supply  of  provisions,  clothing,  etc.,  has  of  course  proportionately  in- 
creased with  the  increase  of  inmates. 

The  present  enormous  price  of  these  articles  have  necessarily  formed 
a  large  item  in  the  cost  of  sustaining  the  institution.  While  every 
apparent  avenue  of  waste  and  useless  expenditure  has  been  cut  off,  it 
has  not  been  my  object  or  practice  to  lessen  expenses  by  depriving 
the  convicts  of  the  necessary  amount  of  food  and  clothing  indispensa- 
ble to  their  general  health  and  comfort,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with 
former  practice,  and  the  promptings  of  religion  and  humanity.  I 
would  herein  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  neces- 
sity of  providing  a  separate  place  of  confinement  for  the  female  con- 
victs. This  deficiency  shows  a  lamentable  oversight,  which  is  every 
day  becoming  more  and  more  apparent.    The  construction  of  ihe 

Srison  and  the  number  of  the  inmates  precludes  all  possibility  oft 
istinct  division  between  males  and  females,  as  both  sexes  have  to  be 
confined  in  one  wing ;  and  although  kept  rigidly  and  strictly  from 
communication  or  conversation,  yet  the  nearness  and. close  contact  of 
cells  is  a  source  of  considerable  trouble,  which  might  be  eradicated 
to  the  benefit  of  both  sexes  of  convicts.  I  fiiUy  concur  in  the  Inspec- 
tors' views  on  this  matter. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  is,  and  has  been  during  the  year,  par- 
ticularly gratifying.  During  the  late  prevalence  of  the  cholera,  owa- 
siderable  anxiety  was  expressed  in  fear  of  its  visitation,  but  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Prison  Physician,  W.  W.  L.  Phillips,  every 
precaution  advisable  was  adopted,  and,  happily,  with  good  effect 
The  attention  and  care  of  Dr.  Phillips  has  been  assiduous  and  com- 
mendable, and  I  am  very  happy  to  testify  to  his  efficiency  and  skill, 
shown  in  the  discharge  of  his  prison  duties. 

For  the  moral  and  intellectual  improvement  of  the  convicts,  I 
would  refer  you  to  the  Moral  Instructor's  report  accompanying  this 
document.  For  the  details  of  expenditure  and  income,  I  refer  you  to 
the  several  tables  of  statistics. 

The  deputies  under  my  charge  have  given  general  satis&ction  by

prompt  and  careful  attention  to  the  duties  incidental  to  their  posi- 
tioBS,  and  while  fulfilling  instructions  regarding  discipline  and  main- 
tenance of  good  order,  have  shown  all  possible  leniency  and  kindness 
to  the  unfortunates  under  their  charge. 

Id  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  obligations  I 
am  under  to  the  Prison  Inspectors  for  their  ready  advice,  and  cheer- 
fill  and  most  cordial  co-operation  in  the  general  management  of  the 
institution. 

To  the  Moral  Instructor,  Rev.  Levi  Herr,  the  Physician,  Dr.  W. 
W.  L.  Phillips,  and  the  eflScient  Clerk,  E.  Lippincott,  I  also  acknow- 
ledge my  obligations,  for  tlie  cheerful,  energetic  and  untiring  devo- 
tion to  the  welfare  of  the  convicts,  and  the  performance  of  their  re- 
spective duties. 

Trusting  that  my  efforts  to  render  the  prison  a  medium  of  instruc- 
tion and  reformation,  as  well  as  a  place  of  punishment  for  crime,  have 
met  your  approbation,

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The  State  Prison  Committee  respectfully  report,  that  they  have 
examined  the  books,  with  the  vouchers  of  the  Keeper,  and  find  them 
to  correspond.  That  the  apparent  discrepancy  in  Mr.  Walker's  ac- 
counts, mentioned  by  the  Governor  in  his  message,  arose  from  the 
fact  that  the  fiscal  year  which  Mr.  Walker  accounted  for,  ended  some 
three  and  a  half  months  before  he  retired  from  the  oflSce  of  Keeper. 
The  large  outlay  necessary  to  support  the  prison  the  past  fiscal  year, 
has  \)cen  largely  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Bigelow  contract,  under 
which  the  prisoners  have  been  worked  for  several  years  past,  was  set 
aside  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  consequently  the  expenses 
of  the  prison  had  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  of  the  State  entirely  un- 
til some  time  last  spring,  when  the  present  keeper  obtained  contracts 
to  woik  about  two  hundred  of  the  prisoners. 

Your  Committee  examined  the  prison,  its  cells  and  workshops,  and 
find  all,  so  far  as  they  were  able  to  judge,  in  good  order.  The  wants 
of  the  prisoners  are  well  and  carefully  provided  for,  and  every  atten- 
tion pnid  to  neatness  and  cleanliness,  and  the  health  of  the  inmates 
is  all  that  could  be  expected,  considering  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  institution. 

Your  Committee  would  most  respectfully  but  earnestly  urge  upon 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  the  crowded  condition  of  the  prison, 
there  being  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  more  convicts  at  this  time 
than  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  prison  ;  that  more  cell 
room  and  workshops  must  be  had,  is  a  fixed  fact  which  cannot  be 
longer  passed  over,  but  must  be  remedied,  and  that  at  once.  There 
is,  further,  much  inconvenience  in  having  the  female  convicts  con- 
fined, as  they  now  are,  in  the  same  wing  and  near  the  male  convicts, 
all  of  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  would  be  remedied  by 
the  building  of  a  new  wing,  so  constructed  as  to  contain  the  cells  of 
the  female  prisoners  and  a  chapel  for  moral  and  religious  instruction, 
where  the  instructor  and  instructed  would  be  brought  face  to  face  in 
giving  and  receiving  such  instruction. 

In  the  present  arrangement  the  prisoners  remain  in  their  cells,  and 
are  not  seen  by  the  speaker,  and  he  is  not  seen  by  them,  consequently 
much  of  the  moral  force  is  lost  upon  them.  Your  Committee  would 
respectfully  urge  the  immediate  building  of  this  wing,  but  we  hope,  if 
it  is  built,  that  it  will  not  disgrace  civilization  and  humanity,  as  the 
last  new  wing  clearly  does.    We  also  refer  the  Legislature  to  the  In- 
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spectors'  report  with  regard  to  the  inadequate  amount  of  shop  rooo. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  if  shop  room  is  proTided,  and 
^very  prisoner  who  is  able  to  work  is  employed,  the  prison  would 
soon  pay  its  own  expenses;  but  without  these  improvements,  one-half 
of  the  prisoners  must  remain  idle  and  the  prison  continae  to  be  a 
State  charge.  We  recommend  the  building  of  more  shop  room  imn^ 
diately,  as  a  matter  of  economy. 

With  regard  to  the  general  management  of  the  prison  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  its  oflBcers,  we  would  refer  the  Legislature  to  the  Inspe^ 
tors'  report.  The  changes  there  recommended  we  submit  to  yoir 
serious  consideration.  Our  attention  was  also  called  to  the  conditiot 
of  the  insane  convicts — nine  in  number — ^now  in  the  prison.  As  the 
members  of  the  Legislature  can  very  Feadily  see,  the  prison  fe  a 
place  entirely  unsuited  to  persons  in  their  condition,  as  it  is  impos- 
sible to  treat  them  in  such  an  institution  either  morally  or  otheiwiae, 
so  as  to  insure  their  recovery,  and  we  recommend  that  some  action  he 
taken  in  reference  thereto. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  contracts  for  supplies 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Keeper,  and  are  not  advertised  or  given 
out  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  your  Committee  think  that  a  great  sa?- 
ing  could  be  effected  if  such  a  rule  should  be  established;  also,  that 
some  suitable  place  be  provided  as  a  hospital  for  females.  At  pres- 
ent, when  sick,  they  are  obliged  to  remain  in  their  cells,  where  thej 
cannot  have  that  attention  and  care  they  could  have  in  a  properlj 
ventilated  room  fitted  up  for  the  purpose. 

We  also  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  State  Prison  Keeper  and  In- 
spectors for  the  financial  condition  of  the  institution.  The  balance  of 
indebtedness  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  is  thirty-nine  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars  and  ten  cents,  for  which  provision 
will  have  to  be  made,  besides  the  amount  which  will  be  necessary  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  current  year. 

Your  Committee  find,  from  actual  count,  that  there  are  now  con- 
fined in  the  prison  five  hundred  and  seventy  nine;  and  we  are  satis- 
fied, from  a  careful  inspection  of  the  books  and  records,  that  the  dis- 
crepancy noticed  by  the  Inspectors  m  their  report,  is  simply  a  cleri- 
cal error,  having  occurred,  in  our  opinion,  by  a  neglect  in  crediting 
the  prison  with  all  t!ie  prisoners  discharged.

To  His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Governor  of  Jfew  Jersey : 

Dear  Sir  : — 1  am  directed  by  the  National  Lincoln  Monument 
Association  to  address  you  upon  this  subject,  and  to  take  the  liberty 
Tespectfully  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  memorial,  and  to 
request  that  you  lay  the  same  before  the  Legislature  of  your  State 
now  in  session,  with  such  reconmiendations  as  you  may  feel  the  im- 
}>ortance  of  the  subject  requires,  and  your  own  views  may  permit. 

After  nearly  two  years  of  continued  efforts  to  secure  the  necessary 
means  to  build  a  monument  over  the  remains  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  by  pri- 
vate subscriptions  and  donations,  we  feel  satisfied  that  we  have 
reached  nearly  the  full  amount  that  may  be  expected  from  these 
sources,  and  that  a  public  duty  next  to  our  obligations  to  the  memory 
of  the  great  and  good  man,  requires  us  to  directly  appeal  to  the 
several  loyal  States  through  their  Legislatures,  to  aid  the  association 
in  securing  what  is  believed  will  be  the  necessary  sum  to  build  an 
appropriate  and  suitable  National  Monument  over  his  remains. 

The  State  of  Illinois  has  responded  to  our  memorial  and  petition 
by  granting  an  appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  We  have  in 
the  bands  of  our  treasurer,  invested  in  interest  bearing  National  Se- 
curities, donated  by  private  subscriptions,  after  the  payment  of  all 
expenses,  seventy-five  thousand  dollars.  We  believe  wo  will  hardly 
be  justified  in  attempting  to  build  a  monument  for  the  purpose  stated, 
that  will  cost  less  than  $250,000. 

We  have  at  present  but  one-half  of  this  amount.  We  are  not  with- 
out hope  that  the  Legislature  of  your  State  may  feel  disposed  to  ap- 
prove our  action,  and  the  conclusions  at  which  we  have  arrived,  and 
to  aid  our  association  by  such  an  appropriation  as  shall  encourage  us 
to  hope  that  the  laudable  object  we  have  in  view,  is  not  to  fail,  but  is 
to  be  supported  by  that  just  and  liberal  public  opinion  which  during 
his  administration  so  cheerfully  and  steadily  supported  him.  1  shall 
be  most  happy  to  afford  you  any  information  you  may  desire  about 
the  history  of  the  organization  and  action  of  our  association,  and 
shall  be  much  pleased  to  receive  either  from  yourself,  or  from  the 
Legislature  of  your  State,  any  suggestions  in  reference  to  this  sub- 
ject

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Jfew  Jersey : 

Your  memorialists,  members  of  the  National  Lincoln  Monument 
Association,  would  most  respectfully  solicit  your  attention  to  the  ac- 
companying Articles  of  Association  and  Memorial,  which  they  have 
had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  now  in  session.

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ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Section  1 .  The  stated  meetings  of  the  association  shall  be  held  in 
the  State  Library  Room,  on  Thursday  of  each  week,  at  4  o'clock  P. 
M.,  until  otherwise  ordered.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice  President,  and  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  of  which  special  meeting  all  the  directors  shall 
be  duly  notified  by  the  Secretary.  A  majority  of  the  directors  shall 
be  a  quorum  for  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  stated  annual  meeting  of  the  association  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Thursday  of  May  in  each  year. 

ARTICLE   II. 

O^ers. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  Association.  All  offiiers  shall  be  elected  at 
the  stated  annual  meeting,  and  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  board  of 
corporators  shall  elect. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  perform  all  the  duties  usually  devolv- 
ing upon  a  presiding  officer.  He  shall  appoint  all  special  committees^ 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  board  of  directors.  He  shall  sign 
all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer,  when  such  orders  have  been  authorized 
by  the  directors.  In  his  absence  the  Vice  Presideat  shall  assume 
the  duties  and  have  the  powers  of  the  President;  and,  in  the  absence 
of  the  Vice  President,  the  directors  shall  appoint  a  President  pro 
tempore^  who,  in  like  manner,  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  Ae 
duties  of  President.

Each  standing  committee  shall  report  its  transactions  in 
full  and  in  writing,  at  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Association.

Sec.  1.  Until  otherwise  directed,  the  regular  order  of  business  at 
each  stated  meeting  shall  be  as  follows :

ARTICLE    VI. 

Honorary  Members, 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  may  become  an  honorary  member  of  this  As- 
sociation by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  to  the  funds,  which  will  en- 
title him  to  an  appropriate  certificate  of  such  membership. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

Vacancies,  Etc, 

Sec.  1.  All  vacancies  in  the  oflBces,  directors  or  corporators,  may 
may  be  filled  at  any  stated  meeting  by  a  vote  of  the  Association,  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  being  necessary  to  a  choice. 

Sec  2.  All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  and  motions 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  when  requested  by  the  President  or  Sec- 
retary.

General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofjllinois : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  National  Lincoln  Monument  As- 
sociation, would  respectfully  represent :  That  when  it  was  first  made 
known  that  Abraham  Lincoln  had  fallen  by  the  hands  of  a  foul  assas- 
sin, amid  the  all-prevailing  grief  inspired  by  that  event,  there  was 
assembled  a  public  meeting  of  the  people  of  the  city  of  Springfield, 
and  of  Sangamon  county — the  old  neighbors  and  friends  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coln, without  distinction  of  party.  That  meeting  gave  utterance  to 
its  profound  sympathy  in  view  of  the  calamity  that  had  befallen  the 
nation,  by  a  series  of  resolutions,  and  appointed  a  committee  to  aid 
in  arranging  for  the  interment  of  his  remains  with  appropriate  honors. 

That  committee,  composed  mostly  of  his  old  political  friends,  and 
altogether  of  personal  friends,  who  had  long  known,  loved  and  hon- 
ored him  living;  and,  to  the  extent  above  indicated,  representing 
those  living  where  he  had  struggled  with  poverty  and  obscurity,  and 
risen  to  be  the  leader  of  a  great  party,  and  then  the  honored  chief  of 
the  nation,  conceived,  that  if  not  germain,  it  was  not  foreign  to  the 
task  assigned  them,  to  plan  the  erection  of  a  monument  at  his  home, 
while  living,  and  over  his  remains  when  dead,  which  should  fitly  illus- 
trate his  virtues  and  renown,  and  be  not  unworthy  of  the  genius,  the 
civilization,  and  the  dignity  of  his  country  and  his  age. 

In  execution  of  that  plan,  they  associated  themselves  into  a  cor- 
poration, in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  entitled  "  An 
act  for  the  incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Educational,  Literary,  Musi- 
cal, Scientific  and  Missionary  Societies,  including  societies  for  mutual 
improvement,  or  for  the  promotion  of  the  arts,"  approved  February 
24,  1859.  Your  memorialists  respectfully  submit  a  copy  of  their 
articles  of  association,  and  by-laws  and  regulations. 

The  defects  pointed  out  in  our  prison  system  are  not  to  be  under- 
stood as  having  any  reference  to  the  persons  engaged  with  us  in  carry- 
ing it  out.  The  selection  as  a  whole,  we  believe  to  be  good,  and  our 
duty  would  be  but  partly  done,  if  we  failed  to  commend  the  active 
energy  and  careful  attention  of  the  Keeper,  the  Physician,  the  Morid 
Instructor  and  the  various  assistants. 

In  further  execution  of  their  plan,  through  all  channels  and  agen- 
cies seeming  proper,  they  appealed,  and  do  still  appeal  to  the  public 
for  aid.  The  result  of  that  appeal  thus  far  may  be  seen  in  the  ap- 
pended statement  of  collections  and  expenditures,  showing  a  balance 
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on  hand  of  seventy-five  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  inyested  is 
Government  and  State  bonds,  deposited  with  Jacob  Bunn,  Esq. 

Your  memorialists  believe  their  plan  cannot  be  accomplished  witk 
a  less  sum  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  until  the 
collection  of  that  sum  is  more  nearly  approximated,  they  have  not 
thought  proper  to  adopt  any  of  the  numerous  monumental  desigie 
submitted  to  their  consideration.  We  therefore  address  ourselves  to 
you  for  aid ;  to  you,  the  representatives  of  the  majesty  and  resources 
of  the  great  State  which  sent  him  forth  as  a  chosen  son  to  bear  aloft 
the  flag  of  the  Union,  amid  the  storms  of  battle  and  revolution,  trinn- 
phant  over  treason. 

It  is  true,  the  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln  is  one  the  world  will  nd 
let  die;  that  without  the  aid  of  enduring  marble,  History,  upon  her 
ample  page,  will  preserve  his  name  through  all  coming  time.  Bet 
the  lofty  monument,  built  by  voluntary  contributfons,  will  attest  (he 
gratitude  of  his  coteraporaries  for  his  services,  and  their  appreciadoo 
of  his  virtues,  and  will  excite  the  emulation  of  youth,  by  showing  how 
exalted  worth  is  honored. 

Your  memorialists  would  therefore  respectfully  ask  your  honoraUe 
body  for  such  an  appropriation  as  in  your  wisdom  you  may  think 
worthy  of  the  State,  and  of  the  illustrious  man  whom  it  is  proposed  to 
honor.

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NothiDg  of  importance  occurs  at  any  time  during  the  year  tint 
would  give  especial  interest  to  one  report  over  another.  The  busineoi 
operations  of  the  Library  are  rather  monotonous,  and  to  give  a  plaia, 
full  statement  of  its  transactions  is  about  all  it  will  afford. 

RULES  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARY. 

Hours. 

The  Library  is  kept  open  from  9  o'clock  A.  M.  until  1  o'clock  P. 
M.,  and  from  2  until  6  o'clock  P.  M. 

Regulations, 

Those  who  are  entitled  to  take  out  books  are,  by  law,  members  and 
officers  and  ex-members  of  the  Legislature,  officers  of  the  ExecutivB 
Department  of  the  State  Government,  Judges  of  the  District  and  CShf- 
cuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  District  Attorney,  Chancellor,  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  Court  of  Errors  and  Appeals  of  this  State, 
Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  Generals,  Attorneys  of  Supreme  Court 

Restrictions. 

1.  No  persons,  except  such  as  are  privileged  so  to  do  by  the  statute 
regulating  the  State  Library,  shall  be  permitted  to  take  out  any  book, 
unless  he  shall  have  a  permit  in  writing  from  any  of  the  persons  priv- 
ileged as  aforesaid  by  the  said  statute. 

2.  That  no  person  shall  give  more  than  two  permits,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Library  Commissioners,  each  of  whom  shall  be  author- 
ized to^ive  ten,  and  which  permits,  upon  presentation,  shall  be  filed 
by  the  Librarian,  and  shall  be  good  for  one  year  from  their  date. 

3.  That  no  person  by  virtue  of  a  permit,  shall  be  entitled  to  take 
out  more  than  one  volume  at  a  time,  unless  such  volume  be  one  of  « 
series;  in  such  case  two  may  be  simultaneously  taken. 
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4.  That  no  person  holding  a  permit  shall  keep  out  without  renewal 
any  book  for  more  than  two  weeks,  under  pain  of  forfeiting  his  rigkt 
to  the  use  of  the  Library. 

6.  That  all  persoris  losing  or  injuring  any  book  belonging  to  the 
Library  shall  be  liable  to  the  full  extent  of  the  injury  thereby  sus- 
tained, to  be  recovered  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled 
"  An  act  to  regulate  the  State  Library." 

6.  That  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  take  any  book  away  from 
the  city  of  Trenton,  unless  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  any  one  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Library,  and  which  consent  shall  be  first 
filed  with  the  Librarian ;  the  penalty  for  a  violation  of  this  rule  diall 
be  a  forfeiture  of  the  privilege  of  the  Library. 

7.  Neither  general  visitors  to  the  Library  nor  persons  holding  per- 
mits shall  have  the  privilege  of  access  to  the  miscellaneous  books,  the 
cases  of  which  shall  be  kept  locked,  the  Librarian  giving  out  suck 
books  as  may  be  called  for. 

8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  charge  all  books 
taken  out  of  the  Library  to  the  person  obtaining  the  same,  and  (rf" 
books  which  shall  be  sent  to  either  of  the  court  rooms  in  the  State 
House,  shall  be  taken  by  any  person  out  of  the  said  rooms,  the  Se^ 
geant-at-arms  shall  keep  a  list  thereof,  to  be  by  him  given  to  the  Li- 
brarian, who  shall  thereupon  charge  the  books  entered  in  such  list  to 
persons  who  shall  have  taken  the  same.

IN  THE 

CASE  OF  NATHANIEL  H.  TYRRELL. 


Report  of  the  Committee  relative  to  the  seat  now  occupied  by  JNlatfianie 
IL  Tyrrell  J  from  the  Second  .Assembly  District  of  Middlesex  Co. 

The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Elections,  to 
which  was  referred  the  petition  of  Alfred  W.  Jones,  claiming  that  he 
was  duly  elected  at  the  general  election  held  on  the  6th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1866,  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  from  the  Second  As- 
sembly District  of  Middlesex  county,  and  that  he  is  rightfully  entitled 
to  the  seat  therein  now  possessed  by  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  respect- 
fully report : 

That  they  have  given  the  subject  referred  to  them  as  careful  an 
examination  as  was  possible,  in  the  limited  time  since  the  close  of  the 
arguments  in  the  case  on  the  4th  of  April.  They  have  arrived  at  the 
results  which  they  now  report,  but  have  not  had  time  to  preface  as 
elaborate  a  statement  of  the  case  and  of  the  reasons  for  their  conclu- 
sions as  the  importance  of  the  points  involved  demand.  A  proper 
determination  of  the  case  seems  to  require  a  consideration, 

1.  Of  alleged  violation  of  law  by  the  board  of  county  canvassers 
in  awarding  th%  certificate  to  the  sitting  member. 

2.  Of  the  alleged  use  of  undue  and  illegal  influences  to  coerce 
voters  to  vote  contrary  to  their  wishes. 

3.  Of  ballots  which  the  contestant  claims  were  erroneously  allowed 
by  the  board  of  county  canvassers. 

4.  Of  ballots  illegally  cast,  for  the  reason  that  the  person  casting 
them  had  not  at  the  time  the  right  to  vote. 

5.  Of  the  eligibility  of  the  contestant  to  the  ofiBce  or  seat  which 
he  claims. 

6.  Of  the  sufficiency  of  the  notice  of  the  contestant  to  admit  a  con- 
sideration in  the  settlement  of  the  case  of  some  of  the  points  raised 
by  the  testimony.  •

^Ss  to  the  alleged  violation  of  law  by  the  Board  of  County  Canvassers. 

The  district  is  composed  of  the  townships  of  Perth  Amboy,  Wood- 
bridge  and  Piscataway,  and  the  vote  cast  for  member  of  Assembly 
on  the  6th  day  of  November.  1866,  by  the  statement  of  the  board  of 
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county  canvassers  of  Middlesex  county  was,  as  appears  by  Exhibit  2, 
p.  141,  as  follows:

The  statement  of  the  result  by  the  judges  of  election  in  the  town- 
ships of  Perth  Amboy  and  Piscataway,  as  shown  by  the  Exhibits  on 
pages  124  and  131,  correspond  with  the  determination  of  the  result 
by  the  board  of  county  canvassers. 

The  question  raised  by  the  contestant  as  to  the  action  of  the  board 
of  county  canvassers  arises  in  reference  to  the  statement  and  certifi- 
cate of  the  result  by  the  judges  of  election  in  Perth  Amboy  (page 
137),  which  is  as  follows: 

For  member  of  General  Assembly,  Third  District,  Alfred  W.  Jon^ 
received  two  hundred  and  twenty-two  votes  (222.) 

Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  received  two  hundred  and  one  votes  (201.) 

We  do  certify  that  the  foregoing  is  a  true,  full  and  correct  state- 
ment of  the  result  of  the  election  above  mentioned,  and  that  the  same 
exhibits  the  whole  number  of  the  names  on  the  poll  book,  and  of  the 
ballots  rejected,  the  name  of  each  person  for  whom  any  vote  or  votes 
were  given  for  any  oflSce  designated  for  him  in  such  vote  or  votes, 
and  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each  person  for  the  office  or  offices 
so  designated  for  him.

The  undersigned  do  not  consider  it  necessary  or  material  for  the 
purpose  of  this  investigation  to  determine  whether  the  board  of 
county  canvassers  erred  .in  taking  into  consideration  the  additional 
statement  made  by  one  of  the  judges  of  election,  and  allowing  the 
two  votes  for  "  Tyrrell,  without  his  christian  name  or  the  initiaJs  of 
his  name  prefixed.  There  may  be  a  question  whether  a  board  of 
county  canvassers  can  know  officially  that  the  surname  used  alone 
express  an  intent  to  vote  for  the  candidate  whose  surname  it  is. 
Yet  there  can  be  no  question  of  the  power  and  duty  of  a  legislative 
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committee  and  of  the  House  in  determining:  the  qualifitations  of  its 
members,  to  go  behind  tlie  returns  and  the  certificates  of  election  fur- 
nished by  a  board  of  county  canvassers,  and  determine  from  testi- 
mony, facts,  and  circumstances,  for  whom  such  votes  were  intended. 

Article  IV,  Sec.  4,  of  the  Constitution  of  New  Jersey,  provides 
that  each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elecftions,  returns,  and  quali- 
fications of  its  own  members.  Under  this  power  it  is  not  limited  to 
a  consideration  of  the  returns  furnished  by  a  board  of  coiinty  can- 
vassers, but  may  take  testimony  as  to  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and 
of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  election,  the  validity 
of  which  is  in  question. 

It  is  not  the  certificate  which  gives  the  title,  but  the  majority  of 
the  legal  votes  cast.  If  it  should  be  decided  that  the  board  of  county 
cs^vassers  erred  in  giving  the  certificate  to  the  sitting  member,  it 
would  still  be  necessary  to  go  behind  the  certificate  and  determine 
from  the  testimony  which  party  received  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes 
cast. 

II. 

,As  to  the  alleged  use  of  undue  and  illegal  injiuences  to  coerce  voters. 

The  contestant  alleges  in  the  first  and  second  specifications  of  his 
notice,  page  5,  that  undue  and  illegal  influences  were  used,  whereby 
many  legal  voters  were  deprived  of  the  right  to  a  free  choice  for 
member  of  Assembly  in  said  district,  and  forced  to  vote  contrary  to 
their  wishes.  The  specifications  are  open  to  objection  on  the  ground 
that  they  are  too  vague  and  indefinite,  and  do  not  state  facts  showing 
in  what  way  undue  and  illegal  influences  were  used,  or  the  names  of 
the  voters  who  were  influenced  thereby;  but  aside  from  the  want  of 
particularity  in  the  specifications,  it  is  believea  that  it  is  not  a  proper 
ground  of  contest,  or  one  which  your  Committee,  or  the  House,  ought 
to  entertain.  The  only  proper  subject  of  inquiry  is  the  legality  oi 
the  votes  casff  It  would  open  an  unlimited  field  of  inquiry  and  in- 
vestigation to  go  behind  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and  imiuire  into 
the  influences  which  operated  upon  them  in  casting  their  ballots. 
There  would  be  no  end  to  such  an  investigation.  No  precedent  was 
cited  to  justify  such  an  examination,  and  it  is  believed  that  none  exists. 
If  it  should  once  be  admitted  that  this  is  a  proper  ground  of  contest, 
contested  election  cases  would  be.  far  more  numerous  than  they  now 
are.  For  these  reasons  the  undersigned  have  not  given  much  con- 
sideration to  the  testimony  bearing  on  this  part  of  the  case. 

III. 

Jis  to  the  ballots  tvhich  the  contestant  clairrts  were  erroneously  allowed 

by  the  Board  of  County  Canvassers. 

This  ground  of  contest  is  set  out  in  the  3d,  4th,  5th  and  6th  points 
in  the  contestant's  notice. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  by  the  count  made  and  an. 
nounced  by  the  judges  in  Perth  Amboy,  on  the  6th  of  November^ 
80* 
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the  night  of  the  election,  Alfred  W.  Jones  received  222  vot^,  and 
Nathaniel  II.  Tyrrell  received  201  votes  in  that  township.  On  the 
following  morning  a  recount  of  the  ballots  was  made  by  the  judges 
and  clerk,  two  of  the  judges  being  present  all  the  time,  and  one  a 
portion  of  the  time.  By  the  recount  it  appeared  that  on  two  of  the 
tickets  the  name  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  had  been  erased  and  the  name 
of  '*  Tyrjell "  written  with  a  pencil.  These  two  ballots  had  been 
counted  for  Alfred  W.  Jones  on  the  first  count.  Two  of  the  judges, 
Patrick  Con  very  and  John  Arnold,  signed  a  return  certifying  the 
number  of  votes  cast  for  member  of  Assembly  as  announced  on  the 
night  of  election.  Wm.  H.  P.  Benton  signed  the  return  with  the  fol- 
lowing statement  written  underneath  the  name  of  two  Judges,  "  upon 
counting  the  votes  on  the  7th  there  appeared  to  be  two  more  votes 
for  Tyrrell  for  the  Assembly  without  the  initials  N.  H..  making  if 
counted  for  N.  II.  Tyrrell  203. 

The  l)oard  of  county  canvassers  allowed  the  two  votes  for  -•  TyrreU*' 
for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  but  did  not  deduct  them  from  the  vote  re- 
turned for  Alfred  W.  Jones.  This  appears  by  the  determination  of 
the  ])oard  of  county  canvassers  of  the  election  returns  for  Middlesex 
county  marked  Exhibit  2,  p.  141.  The  return  for  Perth  Amboy  for 
member  of  Assembly  is  as  follows  : 

Jones 222 

Tyrrell---- 203 

Total 423 

To  make  the  combined  vote  for  Jones  and  Tyrrell  correspond  with 
the  total  vote,  two  must  be  deducted  from  the  vote  of  Jones.  It  is 
evident  the  board  allowed  the  two  votes  for  "•  Tyrrell"  referred  to  in 
the  statement  of  Wm.  H.  P.  Benton,  but  did  not  deduct  them  from 
Jones'  vote.  By  this  return  Tyrrell  received  the  majority.  If  these 
two  votes  had  been  deducted  from  Jones^  vote,  TyrrelVs  majoiitr 
would  have  been  ^' three." 

That  these  two  votes  should  have  been  so  deducted,  was  shoirn  by 
a  subsequent  examination  of  the  ballots  in  the  Perth  Amboy  box  by 
the  committee. 

On  motion  of  the  counsel  for  the  contestant,  the  ballot  box  of  Perth 
Amboy  was  produced  before  the.  committee  by  their  order,  and  Uie 
ballots  examined  and  recounted  in  their  presence,  with  the  following 
result :

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It  is  apparent  that  the  correct  vote  for  Jones  in  Perth  Amboy  was 
220,  instead  of  222,  as  stated  in  the  returns  by  the  judges  of  election 
and  the  board  of  county  canvassers. 

Assuming  the  vote  in  the  other  townships  to  have  been  correctly 
returned,  and  that  the  two  votes  for  '^Terrell"  and  "  tyrrel"  should 
have  been  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  Tyrrell's  majority  in  the 
district  was  three  instead  of  one. 

It  was  settled  in  the  case  of  Lathrtrp  vs.  Stokes,  that  it  was  legal 
and  proper  for  the  judges  of  election,  when  there  was  doubt  as  to  the 
correctness  of  the  count,  to  recount  the  ballots,  and  make  their  return 
according  to  such  recount. 

-  The  act  to  regulate  elections  directs  that  they  shall  complete  the 
canvass  without  any  unnecessary  delay.  The  law  does  not  require 
that  they  should  complete  the  canvass  and  announce  the  vote  on  the* 
night  of  election,  or  without  adjournment.  But  if  there  should  be  any 
doubt  on  that  point,  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  go  behind  the  return  of  the  judges,  and  investigate  and 
determine  the  number  of  ballots  cast  for  the  respective  candidates. 
The  only  question  which  remains  to  be  settled  as  to  the  vote  in  Perth 
Amboy  is,  whether  the  two  votes  for  "  Terrell "  and  "  tyrrel"  should 
be  counted.  It  is  conceded  by  the  contestant  and  sitting  member, 
that  the  ballots  which  contained  the  surname  of  either  of  the  can- 
didates, and  the  initials  only  of  the  Christian  name,  should  be  counted. 
"Initial  ballots"  are  allowed  on  the  ground  that  they  express  the 
intent  of  the  owner.  Why  should  not  surname  ballots  be  allowed  for 
the  same  reason  ?  In  the  contested  election  case  of  Ijyw  vs.  Jfeven, 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  ballots  with  the  name  of  Mr.  Nevin 
erased  and  the  surname  »*  Low  "  written  thereon  were  allowed.  It 
has  also  been  settled  that  when  the  name  is  misspelled,  but  so  that  the 
pronunciation  is  not  varied,  the  ballot  should  be  counted  as  if  spelled 
aright.  Can  any  one  doubt  as  to  the  intent  of  the  voters  who  cast 
these  ballots  in  question  ?  Mr.  Tyrrell  was  the  only  candidate  of  that 
name  in  nomination  for  any  office  at  that  election  in  that  district.  He 
was  well  known  in  the  district,  having  been  elected  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly  at  the  previous  election.  It  was  known  to  be  a 
close  district,  and  there  was  a  spirited  contest  for  the  office  between 
the  candidates.  Under  these  circumstances  the  undersigned  think 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  persons  who  cast  these  ballots  intended 
to  vote  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  and  that  these  ballots  should  be 
counted. 

IV. 

^h  to  ballots  illegally  cast  for  the  reason  that  the  persons  casting  them 
had^notj  at  the  time,  the  right  to  vote. 

Two  votes,  those  of  Hugh  Smith  and  Thomas  Smith,  are  attacked 
by  the  sitting  member,  from  the  want  of  a  legal  voting  residence  on 
the  part  of  the  voters. 

HugB  Smith  voted  in  Perth  Amboy.     Did  he  vote  for  Alfred  W.

Jones?  He  testifierf  (p.  71)  that  it  was  his  intention  to  vote  for  GoL 
Jones  for  Assembly.  In  the  absence  of  other  testimony  to  the  con- 
trary, it  must  be  taken  as  proven  that  he  voted  as  he  intended.  Had 
he  a  lej^al  voting  residence  ?  He  swears  (pp.  61  and  62)  that  he  left 
Perth  Amboy  in  the  year  1863  for  San  Francisco,  and  returned  in 
July,  1860;  that  he  was,  during  that  period  in  California,  Idaho. 
Utah  and  Oregon ;  tliat  he  voted  for  Gen.  McClellan  at  the  Presiden- 
tial election  in  the  year  1864.  On  his  direct  examination  he  testified 
that  he  did  not  leave  Perth  Am])oy  with  any  intention  of  changing 
his  residence  permanently ;  that  he  regarded  Perth  Amboy  always 
as  his  place  of  residence,  and  never  claimed  a  residence  in  any  other 
place.  The  conclusion,  from  this  testimony  must  be,  that  he  was  ml 
an  inhabitant  of  this  State  for  one  year  immediately  before  the  elec- 
tion in  November,  186G.  If  a  person  goes  into  another  State,  and 
while  there  exercises  the  right  of  a  citizen  by  voting,  he  should  be 
considered  and  held  to  liave  lost  his  residence  in  this  wState. 

2.  Thomas  Smith.  There  seems  to  be  no  evidence  to  show  for 
which  candidate  Thomas  Smith  voted,  except  testimony  of  his  declar- 
ations made  subsequent  to  the  election.  It  is  not  deemed  -safe  to 
determine  that  the  character  of  a  vote  may  be  shown  by  the  declara- 
tions of  the  pei^on  voting.  It  must  be  shown  by  the  votes,  himself, 
or  by  other  satisfactory  proof  for  whom  he  voted  before  his  declara- 
tions can  be  received.  This  conclusion  rendei-s  it  unnecessary  U> 
determine  the  question  of  his  legal  residence.  It  may  be  said  how- 
ever that  the  testimony  upon  this  point  is  somewhat  conflicting  and 
not  conclusive  in  its  chai-acter. 

V. 

*ds  lo  the  eligibility  of  the  Contestant  to  the  office  or  seat  of  a  member 
of  the  Ge?ieral  Assembly, 

The  respondent  in  his  answer  gives  notice  to  the  contestant  that 
he  will  contest  his  right  to  the  seat,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  no^ 
constitutionally  eligible  to  the  oflScc  or  seat  of  a  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  because, 

First — He  gave  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemies  of  our  country  in 
the  late  rebellion,  served  in  the  army  which  opposed  the  United 
States  forces  in  the  late  rebellion,  and  was  a  Colonel  in  command  of 
troops  in  armed  hostility  to  the  General  Government,  serving  under 
one  Sterling  Price,  and  D.  M.  Frost,  and  Clairborne  Jackson,  in  the 
State  of  Missouri,  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1861. 

Second — That  he  had  not  been  pardoned  by  the  Presidont  of  the 
United  States  for  his  complicity  in  the  rebellion,  and  could  not  there- 
fore take  the  oath  of  oflSce.  It  is  shown  Dy  the  admissions  and  decla- 
rations of  the  contestant  as  sworn  to  by  James  S.  Watson,  Insley 
Boise  and  William  C.  Connolly  (pages  92,  93,  109,  110)  that  he  was 
a  Colonel  under  General  Sterling  Price  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  in 
the  year  1861,  after  the  commencement  of  hostilities  between  the 
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United  States  Grovernment  and  the  Confederate  States,  and  served 
in  the  armies  hostile  to 'the  United  States  forces.  But  admitting  that 
such  was  the  fact,  it  does  not  seem  to  render  the  contestant  ineligible 
to  the  office  which  he  claims.  The  undersigned  know  of  no  consti- 
tutional provision  or  statute  law  which  render  a  person  who  has 
served  in  the  rebel  array  ineligible  for  that  reason  to  any  office  in  the 
State.  If  any  party  chooses  to  nominate  as  candidates  for  office,  men 
who  have  given  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy,  or  have  actually  taken 
up  arms  against  the  General  Government  during  the  late  rebellion, 
and  can  secure  the  requisite  votes  to  elect  them,  they  will  be  entitled 
under  the  constitution  to  fill  the  oflBces  to  which  they  shall  have  been 
elected.  It  was  insisted  that  the  third  section  of  the  Constitutional 
Amendment  passed  by  the  last  Congress,  and  which  has  been  sub* 
mitted  to  the  several  States  for  their  adoption,  disqualifies  the  con- 
testant from  holding  a  seat  in  any  State  Legislature,  if  he  could  be 
brought  by  satisfactory  proof  within  the  disqualifying  provisions  of 
that  section,  on  the  ground  that  the  State  of  New  Jersey  has  adopted 
that  amendment. 

It  seems  too  clear  to  admit  of  an  argument,  that  the  amendment 
does  not  become  operative  in  any  State  until  the  requisite  number  of 
States  shall  have  adopted  it.  By  no  act  of  the  legislative,  judicial  or 
executive  department  of  the  General  Government  has  it  been  made 
known  to  the  several  States  that  the  amendment  has  been  adopted  by 
a  suflScient  number  of  States,  and  has  become  a  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

VI. 

As  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  Contestant's  notice. 

The  contestant  claims  that  the  last  three  votes  in  Woodbridge 
township  should  be  deducted  from  the  votes  returned  for  the  sitting 
member,  on  account  of  error  and  violation  of  the  law  regulating  the 
canvassing  of  votes  by  the  judges  of  election.  It  is  insisted  on  the 
part  of  the  contestant  that  the  testimony  shows  the  following  state  of 
facts:  There  were  751  ballots  taken  from  the  box  on  election  nighty 
and  751  votes  were  found  on  the  string  when  the  ballots  were  subse- 
quently  examined.  There  were  749  numbered,  one  double  ballot,  and 
one  ballot  marked  "  For  SheriflF,  J.  Manning  Clarkson,"  tied  up  at  the 
end  of  the  string  as  rejected,  and  not  numbered,  '  There  were  749 
names  on  the  poll  list,  but  one  of  them  (No.  615)  was  James  Compton, 
a  man  not  registered,  and  whose  vote  was  deducted.  This  leaves 
only  748  legal  voters  on  the  poll  list,  making  three  more  votes  taken 
from  th6  ballot  box  than  names  on  the  poll  list.  The  two  rejected 
votes  came  out  on  the  third  and  fourth  hundred  votes  taken  from  the 
box.  The  last  three  were  Republican  votes.  The  contestant  claims 
that  under  the  election  act,  page  243,  Nixon,  sec.  56,  the  last  three 
votes,  being  the  votes  remaining  after  the  poll  list  was  exhausted, 
should  not  have  been  counted,  and  that  three  votes  ought  to  be  de- 
dncted  from  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell's  count  in  Woodbridge  township. 
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First — ^As  to  the  admissibUity  of  the  testimony  produced,  by  which 
this  alteration  is  soaght  to  be  made ;  and  secondly^  the  effect  of  tbis 
t^timony,  even  if  received. 

No  allusion  to  such  an  error  in  the  count  in  Woodbridge  towiiabip 
is  made  in  the  original  notice  giren  by  the  contestant  to  the  sitdog 
member,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  notice  on  page  5.     Hie 
fifth  specification  impliedly  admits  the  correctness  of  the  Woodbridge 
return.    It  is  claimed  that  the  contestant  can  take  advantage  of  this 
error  under  the  seventh  specification  in  his  notice.     There  is  no  alio- 
sion  in  that  specification  to  the  Woodbridge  return.     It  certainly 
cannot  be  pretended  that  it  properly  comes  under  that  part  of  tie 
specification  which  states  that  the  sitting  member  was  not  elected  to 
tiie  General  Assembly  from  the  Second  Assembly  District  of  Middle- 
sex County,  either  by  a  majority  or  plurality  vote  cast  for  that  office. 
There  is  no  reference  whatever  in  the  notice  to  this  particular  ground 
now  insisted  upon.  The  act  to  regulate  elections  (JSTixon  Dig.  p.  253, 
sec.  100),  provides  that  the  notice  of  ^he  contestant  shall  particularlj 
set  iorth  the  ground  or  grounds  of  contest  on  which  such  seat  will  be 
contested.  Section  103  of  same  law  further  provides  that  no  testimony 
shall  be  taken  which  shall  not  relate  to  some  ground  of  contest  speci- 
fied in  the  notice  which  shall  have  been  given  as  hereinbefore  di- 
rected.   The  undersigned  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  allow  the  con- 
testant to  take  advantage  of  the  error  in  the  Woodbridge  return,  if 
there  was  any,  would  be  establishing  a  dangerous  precedent,  and 
would  amount  to  a  practical  repeal  of  the  statute  in  this  particular. 
The  deduction  of  these  three  votes  would  make  no  difference  in  the 
result,  as  Mr.  Tyrrell  would  still  be  elected  by  one  majority. 

The  effect  of  the  testimony,  however,  if  received,  is  not  such  as 
the  contestant  claims.  James  Corapton^s  ballot  was  put  in  the  box 
by  accident  j  he  voted  a  democratic  ticket.  One  vote  was  deducted 
from  the  count  of  the  candidates  on  the  democratic  ticket  at  the  close 
of  the  count,  to  correct  such  error.  If  the  name  of  James  Compton 
ought  to  have  been  stricken  from  the  poll  list,  then  one  democratic 
ballot  should  have  been  destroyed  as  having  been  put  in  the  box  by 
mistake.  It  certainly  cannot  be  claimed  with  any  reason  that  Mr. 
Tyrrell  should  lose  a  vote  in  consequence  of  a  ticket  for  Mr.  Jones 
having  been  put  by  mistake  in  the  ballot  box.  This  reduces  the  ballot? 
in  excess  of  the  ppll  list  to  two.  One  of  these  was  a  double  ballot. 
Section  fifty-six  of  the  election  law  directs  that  a  double  ballot  shall 
not  be  numbered  or  canvassed.  The  judge  of  election  acted  rightly 
in  not  numbering  or  counting  the  double  ballot.  The  ballot "  for 
sheriff,  J.  Manning  Clarkson  "  seems  to  liavo  been  a  legal  ballot,  and 
if  so  should  have  been  numbered  and  counted.  There  would  then 
have  been  one  more  legal  ballot  in  the  box  than  names  on  the  poll 
list  The  testimony  shows  that  the  last  liallot  was  a  republican 
ticket.  If  the  contestant  had  set  forth  the  error  of  the  judges  as  a 
ground  of  contest  in  his  notice,  he  could  have  claimed  a  deduction  of 
one  vote  from  the  count  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  iu  Wood))ridge 
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township.  The  ballot  in  the  Woodbridge  box  with  the  names  of 
Charles  Sitgreaves  and  Alfred  W.  Jones  erased,  and  the  name  of  John 
Davidson  written  on  the  left  margin,  and  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  on  the 
right  margin,  was  properly  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell.  There 
were  no  more  names  on  the  ticket  than  candidates  to  be  voted  for, 
and  it  was  clearly  the  intention  of  the  voter  to  cast  his  ballot  for 
Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  for  member  of  Assembly.  Wm.  H.  Benton,  a 
voter,  was  not  alluded  to  in  the  notice  of  the  contestant,  and  the  tes- 
timony shows  that  he  was  a  legal  voter.  It  was  insisted  by  the  coun- 
sel of  the  sitting  member  that  Mr.  Jones  was  ineligible  by  reason  of 
his  not  having  been  a  resident  of  the  State  for  two  years  prior  to  the 
election,  he  having  applied  for  admission  to  practice  in  the  courts  of 
New  York,  a  prerequisite  of  which  admission  was  that  the  applicant 
should  make  affidavit  that  he  was  at  the  time  a  resident  of  the  State. 
There  was  no  evidence  that  the  contestant  made  such  affidavit 

The  following  statement  shows  the  result  arrived  at  in  this  investi- 
gation :

It  thus  appears  that  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  received  a  majority  of 
the  legal  votes  cast  at  the  last  general  election  for  member  of  Aasem- 
bly,  from  the  Second  Assembly  District  of  Middlesex  county,  and  the 
undersigned  recommend  to  the  House  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  has  been  duly  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Assembly  from  the  Second  Assembly  District  of 
Middlesex  county,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  seat  he  now  occupies 
in  this  body.

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The  fninority  of  the  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
contested  election  case  from  the  Second  Assembly  District  of  Mid- 
dlesex County,  wherein  Alfred  W.  Jones  is^  the  contestant,  and  Jfa- 
thaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  the  sitting  member,  is  the  respondent,  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report : 

On  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  this  House,  Alfred  W.  Jones  pre- 
sented his  petition,  setting  forth  the  facts  which  entitled  him  to  a  seat 
in  this  body,  and  praying  that  he  might  be'declared  to  be  legally  en- 
titled thereto.  This  Hoase  being  by  the  Constitution  the  sole  judge 
of  the  elections,  returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  imme- 
diately upon  the  presentation  of  this  petition,  passed  the  following 
resolution : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Alfred  W.  Jones,  and  the  evidence 
taken  in  his  case,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Speaker,  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Elections,  and  the  said  Committee  is  hereby  directed 
to  investigate  said  case  of  Alfred  W.  Jones,  claiming  the  seat  of  Na- 
thaniel H.  Tyrrell,  from  the  Second  Assembly  District  of  Middlesex 
County,  and  that  they  have  the  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers, 
and  to  examine  the  ballot  boxes  of  the  various  townships  in  said  As- 
sembly District,  and  the  votes  deposited  therein,  and  that  they  have 
the  power  to  administer  oaths  and  take  testimony,  and  employ  a  short- 
hand writer  for  that  purpose,  and  for  such  purposes  may  have  and 
hold  sessions  in  any  part  of  the  State." 

Under  this  resolution  evidence  was  taken  before  the  Committee, 
and  before  J.  Elmer  Stout,  William  Patterson,  and  Garret  Berry, 
Masters  in  Chancery,  and  the  case  was  finally  argued  before  the  Com- 
mittee, by  Leon  Abbett  for  the  contestant,  and  by  John  Davison  for 
the  respondent.  A  portion  of  the  evidence  is  not  printed,  namely, 
the  testimony  of  Mockridge,  Van  Sicklen  and  McLaughlin,  taken  at 
New  Brunswick,  the  tally  list.  Exhibit  "  G,"  and  a  portion  of  the 
evidence  given  before  the  Committee,  showing  that  the  last  two  votes 
deposited  in  Piscataway  were  numbered  641  and  642 ;  number  642 
being  for  Alfred  W.  Jones,  and  641  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell. 
.  The  Second  Assembly  District  in  Middlesex  county  is  composed  of 
the  townships  of  Perth  Am  boy,  Woodbridge  and  Piscataway.    The 
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retams  of  the  Jadges  of  Election  from  these  townships  (pp.  124,  ISl 
and  138  of  testimonj)  elect  Alfred  W.  Jones  by  one  majoritjr,  tIz.  :

The  Board  of  County  Canvassers,  in  violation  of  law,  altmed  tin 
returns  from  Perth  Amboy,  so  as  to  change  the  result  of  the  dectioa. 
Their  statement  (p.  141  of  testimony)  shows  425  votes  polled  in  Pertk 
Amboy. 

All  the  testimony  in  this  case  shows  that  there  were  <mly  423  vei 
voted.  There  are  only  423  names  on  the  poll  list  (p.  136  ct  testi- 
mony).  There  are  only  423  names  retamed  by  the  Judges  of  Heo- 
tion  (p.  137).  Wm.  H.  P.  Benton  (p.  15),  John  Arnold  (p.  32),  Patrick 
Convery  (p.  79),  the  three  Judges  of  Election,  and  Isaac  D.  Ward  (p. 
77),  the  Okrk  of  Election,  all  testify  that  there  were  only  423  ballots 
received  and  polled,  and  all  that  were  in  the  ballot  box  (p.  14^ 
This  evidence  is  uncontradicted,  yet  the  majority  of  the  doard  of 
County  Canvassers,  being  Republicans,  were  induced  to  give  Na> 
tttaaiel  H.  Tyrrell  the  certificate  of  election;  and  in  order  to  do  so, 
fbey  altered  the  dHcial  statement  sent  them,  and  returned  an  uatmA. 
Their  action  was  grossly  partisan  and  in  clear  violation  of  all  kr. 
Their  duty  is  plainly  pointed  out  in  the  «  Act  regulating  electkHU," 
and  section  78  expressly  says  that  they  <<  shall  mstke  tiie  statemeatcf 
the  result  of  the  election  in  such  county  upon  and  only  ttpon  the  stita* 
inents  which  shall  be  produced  and  laid  before  the  Board,  litis  stat- 
atory  provision  is  clearly  recognized  and  enforced  in  tiie  case  of  the 
Siuie  vs.  Tke  (Governor,  1  Dvichery  348,  where  the  court  holds  thai 
the  County  Board  cannot  go  behind  the  returns  of  the  Townshy 
Boards,  and  all  other  evidence  is  excluded.  This  case  also  abows  that 
Alfred  W.  Jones  was  <<  in  the  first  instance^'  entitied  to  the  eertiilcale 
of  election. 

The  County  Board  in  assuming  to  try  this  case  usurped  the  powen 
and  functions  of  this  House.  They  fklsified  the  evidence  and  violated 
the  law  in  order  to  secure  their  political  fitvorite  in  oflSce,  and  their 
conduct  deserves  and  should  receive  the  severest  censure  of  the  Houie 
and  of  every  honest  citizen  in  this  State. 

It  is  in  evidence  that  two  of  the  Judges  of  Election  in  Perth  As- 
boy  recounted  the  votes  on  the  morning  after  the  election.  One  of 
these,  Mr.  Benton,  m^kes  a  statement  that  he  found  two  more  votai 
for  "  Tyrrell"  on  that  recount  Mr.  Convery  and  Mr.  Arnold,  both 
the  other  judges,  after  this  recount,  sign  the  statement  as  announced 
on  election  night.  Mr.  Benton  says  that  the  ballot  box  was,  dnriog 
the  recess  at  noon  of  election  day,  in  his  house,  and  that  he  refused, 
upon  the  advice  of  respondent's  counsel,  to  deliver  up  the  key  of  the 
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ballot  box  to  the  Clerk,  and  stated  that  he  would  not  do  so  nvlem 
compelled  bj  law ;  that  he  was  opposed  to  the  election  of  contestant, 
and  desirous  of  electing  respondent.  He  seems  to  have  been  guided 
in  all  his  actions  by  the  advice  of  his  political  friends  rather  than  to 
have  acted  as  directed  by  law.  When  the  votes  had  been  counted 
on  election  night  «d  the  result  announced,  not  a  single  person  oV 
jected  to  the  count  or  to  the  announcement  It  was  not  until  after 
time  had  elapsed  sufficient  to  ascertain  the  result  in  the  other  town- 
ships that  we  hear  any  one  suggesting  that  respondent  would  gain 
two  votes  on  a  recount.  This  recount  was  entirely  illegal.  The 
power  of  the  election  officers  was  exhausted  when  they  announced  the 
result  on  election  night  The  election  act  shows  this,  and  it  has  also 
been  judicially  settled.  {Hadley  vs.  The  Maytyr^  ^c,  6  Tiffany,  606; 
Morgan  vs.  QuackenbiLsh,  22  Barb.  79.)  The  cases  cited  by  respond- 
ent were  cases  where  the  count  was  unfinished  on  election  night,  and 
finished  on  the  morning  after.  They  all  recognize  the  general  prin- 
ciple that  a  count  once  made  and  announced  is  final  and  conclusive, 
so  far  as  the  election  officers  are  concerned.  The  recount,  therefore, 
neither  in  fact  nor  law  furiiishes  any  excuse  for  the  action  of  the 
County  Board. 

The  contents  of  the  ballot  boxes  have  been  examined,  and  they  give 
Alfred  W.  Jones  one  majority.

We  have  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell  all  the  votes  having 

thereon  merely  the  initials  of  his  christian  name,  and  one  omitting  tlii 

middle  letter,  there  appearing  to  be  no  other  person  in  the  district 

to  whom  these  initials  would  apply. 

Alfred  W.  Jones  being  elected  both  by  the  official  returns  and  by 
the  ballot  boxes,  the  only  question  remaining  is  to  determine  whether 
or  not  there  is  any  evidence  changing  this  result. 
The  contested  votes  are  as  follows : 
I.  The  two  ballots  in  Perth  Amboy  having  simply  **  Terrell" 

thereon, 
II.  The  last  three  ballots  in  Woodbridge,  counted  for  respondent 

III.  The  ticket  in  Woodbridge,  having  two  names  thereon  for  As- 

sembly. 

IV.  The  last  two  ballots  in  Piscataway. 
V.  James  Compton's  vote. 

VI.  Thomas  Smith's  vote. 
VII.  Hugh  Smith's  vote. 
VIII.  William  H.  Benton's  vote. 
8i» 
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I.  The  two  ballots  in  Perth  Amboy  having  simply   "Terrtf* 
tiiereon. 

The  respondent  claims  that  these  votes  must  be  counted  for  hum, 
and  the  contestant  insists  that  they  legally  cannot 

Counsel  have  referred  us  to  various  auUiorities  which  establteh  tlie 

Srinciple,  that  snch  votes  may  be  counted  for  their  claimant,  provided 
t  proves  that  the  voter  intended  them  for  him.  The  burden  of  proof 
in  all  the  cases  rested  upon  the  party  claiming  the  vote.  The  rule  b 
clearly  stated  in  Eastman  vs.  Seaman^  5  Demo,  409  ;  Yates  vs.  Fer- 
gusouy  8  Cowan,  102-207  :  People  vs.  Cooky  4  Selden,  73-5.  .  In  tins 
case  the  respondent  has  failed  to  offer  any  evidence  whatever  to  show 
that  these  votes  were  intended  for  him.  The  contestant  proved  by 
John  Arnold  (p.  33)  that  there  were  seven  other  persons  living  ii 
Perth  Amboy  to  whom  this  name  and  vote  would  apply.  One  ef 
fliese  ticketswas  voted  by  Matthias  Johnson,  who  told  James  Allen 
and  John  F.  Johnson  that  he  meant  to  vote  for  John  Henry  Tyrrell 
and  that  he  would  not  vote  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell.  The  respond^ 
ent  was  bound  to  prove  his  case,  and  the  parties  voting  tbese  "  Ter- 
rell'' tickets  lived  in  Perth  Amboy,  and  the  respondent  migbt  baTe 
brought  both  of  them  before  the  Master,  and  have  examined  thea 
under  oath. 

These  votes  cannot  be  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell. 

II.  The  last  three  ballots  in  Woodbridge : 

There  were  751  ballots  taken  from  the  box  on  the  night  of  election; 
749  were  numbered  and  strung,  and  two  ballots  (one  being  two  repub- 
lican tickets  folded  together,  and  the  other  having  thereon  "  For 
Sheriff,  J.  Manning  Clarkson")  rejected  and  tied  up  at  the  end  of  the 
string,  unnumbered.  When  the  ballots  were  examined  by  Greorge  G- 
Hancock  and  John  Henry  Campbell  (pp.  46  to  55)  they  remained  the 
same  as  on  election  night  On  election  night  the  greatest  care  was 
taken  to  have  the  tickets  properly  announced.  Hancock,  a  Demo- 
crat, took  them  from  the  box,  and  read  off  the  tickets;  he  tiien  gare 
them  to  Charles  M.  Dally,  an  active  and  prominent  Republican,  who 
examined  the  ticket  to  see  if  it  had  been  correctly  announced ;  he  then 
handed  it  to  Jotham  Coddington,  who  numbered  it  and  passed  it  to 
Ellis  B.  Freeman  to  be  strung  (47).  The  tickets  were  never  taken 
from  the  string. 

The  poll  list  contains  749  names  (p.  123);  but  one  of  these,  Na 
615,  is  "  James  Compton".  He  was  an  old  resident  and  voter  in  the 
township,  and  Hancock  dropped  his  ticket  in  the  box,  and  the  Clerk 
wrote  his  name  on  the  poll  list,  before  it  was  discovered  that  he  was 
not  registered.  Jotham  Coddington  asked  him  how  he  had  voted, 
and  Compton  told  him, "  a  full  Democratic  ticket".  When  the  Judges 
made  up  their  statement  they  deducted  one  from  the  368  votes  polled 
for  Alfred  W.  Jones,  and  returned  for  him  only  382  votes.  TTiey 
did  not,  however,  strike  James  Compton's  name  from  the  poll  list 
Deduct  his  name  and  there  are  only  748  legal  voters  in  Woodbridge. 

The  rejected  ballots  were  drawn  from  the  box  among  the  third  and 
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fourth  hundred  votes,  conseqaentlj,  when  the  746th  ballot  was  nnm* 
bered,  all  the  legal  votes  had  been  cast,  and  all  received  and  nmn* 
bered  after  that  were,  under  the  56th  section  of  the  act  regulating^ 
elections,  "  null  and  of  no  effect,"  viz. : 

1  double  republican  ballot,  rejected  and  not  numbered. 

1  ballot  "  For  Sheriff,  J.  Manning  Clarkson." 
746  ballots  numbered  and  strung,  making 
748  legal  ballots,  corresponding  with  the  legal  voters  on  the  poll  list. 

This  leaves  the  last  three  votes,  Nos.  747,  748  and  749  "  null  and 
of  no  effect".  These  votes  were  all  for  Nathaniel  fl.  Tyrrell.  Dally, 
Hancock  and  Campbell  testify,  and  the  ballots  themselves  show  th& 
The  respondent  does  not  deny  that  these  last  3  votes  were  illegal,  but 
attempted  to  argue  that  the  Committee  could  not  consider  this  evi* 
dence,  because  the  grounds  of  contest  did  not  specifically  set  forth  the 
facts. 

In  contestant's  second  notice  he  says :  "  At  the  Perth  Amboy  and 
Woodhridge  election  precincts,  votes  were  illegally  obtained  and  de- 
posited against  me,"  and  he  notifies  the  respondent  that  he  will  con- 
test his  seat  on  this  ground.  In  his  seventh  notice,  he  says :  "  You 
{meaning  respondent)  are  not  elected  member  to  the  General  Assem- 
dy  from  the  Second  District  of  Middlesex  County,  either  by  a  major- 
ity or  a  plurality  vote  cast  for  that  office". 

Under  these  notices  the  contestant  took  testimony  as  to  the  Wood- 
bridge  ballots  (pp.  46  to  55 ;  67  and  68).  He  examined  John  H. 
Campbell  and  George  G.  Hancock  in  chief,  and  Lafayette  Reed  and 
Jotham  Goddington,  in  rebuttal.  The  respondent  never  objected  to 
the  taking  of  this  evidence,  and  he  cross-examined  all  the  witnesses  at 
length ;  and  in  addition  thereto  he  called,  in  his  own  behalf,  Charles 
0.  Dally,  and  examined  him  upon  this  very  subject  (p.  114). 

The  petition  of  Alfred  W.  Jones  distinctly  and  explicitly  sets  forth 
the  facts,  and  claims  these  votes  to  be  illegal.  It  was  filed  before  the 
respondent  had  taken  any  evidence  whatever,  and  he  was  therefore 
fully  apprised  of  the  claim  made  by  the  conteistant,  and  he  tried  to 
meet  it  by  calling  Charles  C.  Dally.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  to  examine,  by  the  House  itself.  It  is  certainly  a  most 
extraordinary  request  on  behalf  of  the  respondent,  requesting  tiie 
Committee  to  ignore  all  the  evidence  taken  on  this  point  both 
by  contestant  and  respondent,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the 
whole  case  has  been  tried  by  both  sides  on  the  ground  that  this 
was  a  proper  subject  of  controversy,  and  when  the  record  shows 
that  no  such  objection  was  ever  raised  until  the  argument  of 
the  case.  The  objection  is  purely  technical,  and  does  not  touch  the 
merits  of  the  case.  It  seeks  to  suppress  a  material  fact  We  con* 
aider  the  contestant's  notice  sufficiently  explicit  to  warrant  the  takings 
of  the  evidence,  and  fiirther,  that  the  respondent  acquiesced  in  this 
construction  of  the  notice.  No  court  would  rule  out  this  testimony , 
and  we  therefore  cannot.  The  House  recognized  by  the  passage  of 
the  resolution  referring  the  petition  of  cont^tant  to  the  Committee, 
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the  propriety  of  the  investigation  of  this  subject,  and,  nnder  the  Con- 
stitntion,  their  action  is  paramount  to  the  provisions  of  an j  law  upon 
this  subject.  We  are  satisfied  that  both  the  election  lawB  and  tbe 
Constitution  have  been  substantially  complied  with,  and  that  th^  evi- 
dence is  properly  in  this  case,  and  shows  that  NaUianiel  H.  Tyrrell 
had  three  illegal  votes  counted  for  him  in  Woodbridge. 

III.  The  ticket  in  Woodbridge  having  thereon  two  names  for  As- 
sembly : 

This  vote  was  counted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell,  and  is  void,  under 
the  election  laws  (Jfixon,  Elections,  p.  243,  and  Jlct  of  February  6. 
1862).    It  should  oe  deducted  from  respondent's  vote. 

IV.  The  last  two  ballots  in  Piscataway : 

These  should,  undoubtedly,  both  be  rejected,  but  one  was  Republi- 
can and  the  other  Democratic,  so  that  they  do  not  affect  the  resalt 
The  Committee  were  unanimous  upon  this  point 

V.  James  Compton's  vote : 

It  is  clearly  illegal  under  the  registry  act,  and  must  therefore  be 
deducted  from  contestant's  vote  in  the  ballot  box.  He  was  an  old 
resident  and  voter  in  Woodbridge,  but  he  neglected  to  have  his  name 
registered,  and  was  thus  deprived  of  the  right  guaranteed  him  by  the 
Constitution  of  this  State. 

VI.  Thomas  Smith's  vote : 

There  are  two  points  to  determine  with  reference  to  tiiis  vote. 
First — Was  he  a  legal  voter?    Second — For  whom  did  he  vote  ? 

He  is  claimed  to  be  an  illegal  voter,  because  he  had  no  residenee 
in  New  Jersey  one  year  before  the  election.  The  law  on  this  snbjecl 
has  been  settled  in  our  State,  in  Caldwell  vs.  Hotoell,  3  HalsL^  144: 
^*  A  residence  once  obtained  continues  without  intermission  until  a 
new  one-  is  gained,"  and  *<  hundreds  who  are  scattered  on  land  and 
sea,  engaged  for  the  time  being  in  the  prosecution  of  some  transient 
object,  are  considered  in  law  as  residing  at  their  original  homes,  al- 
though, in  point  of  fact,  they  may  be  living  for  the  time  being  else- 
where." It  is  said  that  the  place  where  a  married  man's  family  re- 
sides is  generally  to  be  deemed  his  domicile,  but  it  is  otherwise,  if  it 
be  a  place  of  temporary  establishment  for  his  family  for  transient  ob- 
jects only." 

Thomas  Smith  resided  at  Metuchin  in  the  fall  of  1864,  with  hisirife 
and  family.  He  had  lived  there  for  ten  years  prior  to  that  tame,  and 
was  clearly  a  legal  voter  and  resident  there.  At  that  time  he  we 
engaged  by  the  John  Anderson  Company  to  go  to  the  oil  regions  in 
Pennsylvania.  He  left  his  wife  in  Metuchin.  In  April,  1865,  he 
came  home  and  took  his  family  to  the  oil  regions,  where  he  was  work- 
ing. He  worked  in  Pennsylvania  until  the  spring  of  1866,  and  thea 
returned  to  Metuchin,  and  voted  at  the  fall  election.  He  swore  ib 
his  vote,  stating,  under  oath,  that  his  residence  had  been  in  this  State 
and  not  elsewhere.  To  deprive  him  of  his  right  to  vote,  the  Commit 
tee  must  be  satisfied  that  when  he  moved  to  Pennsylvania  he  intended 
to  make  that  place  his  residence,  for  it  was  merely  "  a  place  otlem- 
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forary  establishment  for  his  ftunilj  for  transient  objects  only  f  then, 
nnder  the  rule  laid  down  in  Zd  Hoisted,  he  did  not  lose  his  residenei^ 
in  Metuchin.  There  is  no  evidence  that  he  ever  exercised  any  right 
iff  citizenship  in  Pennsylvania ;  he  was  merely  temporarily  engaged 
there,  and  there  is  no  evidence  snflBcient  to  overbalance  the  oath 
taken  by  Thomas  Smith  before  the  election  officers.  The  alleged  af- 
fidavit (Exhibit  X)  is  clearly  not  evidence.  It  is  not  sworn  to  befoare 
any  person  authorized  by  our  laws  to  administer  oaths.  The  contest- 
ant served  a  notice  -on  the  respondent  to  produce  Thomas  Smith,  so 
that  he  might  cross-examine  him,  and  his  &ilure  to  do  so,  connected 
with  the  suspicious  and  singular  fact,  that  he  takes  this  man  into 
foreign  jurisdiction  to  sign  a  paper,  which,  if  false,  cannot  make  the 
party  swearing  thereto  liable  to  the  penalties  of  perjury,  convinced 
us  that  some  improper  action  had  been  done  to  cause  this  man  to  sign 
this  paper.  If  Thomas  Smith  would  have  testified  in  favor  of  &b 
respondent,  when  he  was  under  the  obligations  of  a  legal  and  binding 
oath,  the  resq>ondent  would  have  certainly  brought  him  before  the 
Master,  and  his  fidlure  to  do  so,  connected  with  Us  proceedings  ocm* 
ceming  this  pretended  affidavit  is  pregnant  with  conclusions  againat 
him.  However  this  fact  may  be,  the  important  question  is  still  left, 
for  whom  did  he  vote?  The  Oommittee  are  unanimous  in  opinion 
that  there  is  no  legal  evidence  that  he  voted  for  Alfred  W.  Jones. 

VII.  The  Hugh  Smith  vote: 

The  same  questions  are  in  this  case  as  in  ttie  preceding  one.  The 
evidence  shows  tibat  in  1863  he  was  a  legal  resident  of  Perth  Amboy. 
In  August  of  that  year  he  went  as  a  sailor  to  Oafifonna,  and  when  be 
arrived  there  he  was  a  sailor  for  part  of  the  time,  and  afterwards 
journeyed  through  Oregon,  Idaho  and  Utah,  and  then  retnmed  to 
Perth  Amboy,  his  old  residence,  and  the  place  where  his  fether  re> 
sided.  There  is  no  evidence  that  he  ever  intended  to  settle  in  Oali- 
fomia.  He  told  the  registers  of  election  in  Perth  Amboy  tiiat  he  had 
voted  in  Oalifomia,  in  1804,  as  a  sailor,  «  having  a  right  to  vote  la 
any  port  he  was  in."  He  seemed  to  have  had  the  popular  idea  prev* 
alent  among  sailors,  that  he  could  vote  at  any  port  his  vessel  lay  im 
on  election  day.  He  swore  both  before  the  .^ard  of  Registry  and 
before,  the  Master  (p.  61),  that  he  resided  in  Perth  Amboy,  and  that 
when  he  went  to  Oalifomia  he  did  not  go  tiiere  with  any  intention  of 
changing  his  residence.  That  he  had  always  r^farded  Perth  Amboy 
tthis  home,  and  never  claimed  a  residence  in  any  other  place;  that 
goring  his  absence  he  was  only  a  sojourner  from  one  place  to  another. 
Bd  swears  that  he  does  not  know  positively  for  whom  he  voted  for 
member  of  Assembly,  and  that  he  never  told  any  person  that  he  had 
voted  for  Alfred  W.  Jones.  We  are  satisfied  that  he  was  a  l^al 
voter,  and  that  if  not,  there  is  no  evidence  for  whom  he  voted. 

VIII.  The  William  H.  Benton  vote : 

He  swears  that  he  voted  for  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell;  ttiat  he  left  for 
Oalifomia  in  September,  1864,  and  retunied  January  1st,  1866;  that 
he  was  travelling  on  the  coast,  and  was  then  engaged  in  the  Uqnor 
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bamnesB  in  New  York.  He  told  John  Manning,  when  he  left,  that 
be  was  going  to  California  to  go  in  bubiness  with  his  nnde.  It  is 
certain  that  if  flngh  Smith  is  an  illegal  voter,  William  H.  Benton  k 
We  have  not,  however,  considered  the  evidence  of  change  of  resi- 
deoee  satisfactory  in  either  case. 
The  result  of  this  examination  gives  the  following: 

Alfred  W.  Jones  is  elected  by  the  ofiScial  retnms,  and  has

We  therefore  find  and  declare  that  Alfred  W.  Jones  was  elected  a 
■lember  of  this  House  by  four  majority,  and  is  entitled  to  tiie  sett 
BOW  held  by  Nathaniel  H.  Tyrrell. 

.  The  respondent  claims,  that  even  if  Alfred  W.  Jones  did  recdvc 
the  majority  of  the  legal  votes  polled  at  the  election,  yet  tiiat  he  caih 
not  take  his  seat,  because  he  is  coustitutionally  ineligible,  becaise  he 
aerved  in  the  rebel  army  under  Sterling  Price.  To  prove  this,  the 
respondent  called  several  of  Mr*  Jones'  personal  and  political  enemies 
to  relate  what  they  had  heard  him  say  in  certain  conversatiois  and 
apeeches.  He  examined  on  this  point  Luther  J.  Tappen,  GarlUm  Ai^ 
quit,  John  H.  Campbell,  James  L.  Watson,  Daniel  F.  Randolph,  Ins- 
lee  Boice,  and  William  C.  ConoUy.  Tappen  states  what  Arquit  tdd 
bim.  Arquit  says  Martin  A.  Howell  told  him,  and  that  it  was  a  com- 
mon rumor.  Campbell  says,  these  stories  were  told  to  me  during  tib 
^litical  campaign  by  members  of  the  Republican  party.  Watson 
mys  he  don't  recollect  particulars,  but  he  understood  Jones  to  say  be 
was  in  the  army  under  General  Price,  but  that  he  came  here  as  a 
(Jnion  man.  Randolph  says,  I  cannot  call  to  mind  his  language;  I 
oan  only  give  my  impressions.  Boice  says,  1  think  he  said — ^1  lowfer- 
dood  him  to  say,  he  was  in  the  home  guards  under  Price.  Condllj 
iays,  I  cannot  give  Jones'  exact  words,  but  my  conviction  and  tn- 
pression  is,  that  he  was  a  Southern  man. 

The  above  is  the  kind  of  testimony  on  which  we  are  asked  to  find 
«8  matter  of  fact  that  the  contestant  was  engaged  in  armed  hostilify 
to  the  United  States.  Even  Watson  and  Conolly,  two  personal  e» 
■lies,  say,  that  <»  he  came  here  as  a  Union  man" ;  that  they  "*  under 
■tood  he  was  opposed  to  rebellion  in  its  inception" ;  "his  sympatUs 
were  with  the  South,  but  he  deprecated  and  animadverted  on  tbea^ 
tions  and  doiugs  of  the  Southern  people" ;  "  he  was  opposed  to  seees- 
laon  and  rebellion". 

The  contestant  offered  himself  as  a  witness,  both  before  the  Mmkr 
md  before  the  Committee,  to  disprove,  under  oath,  the  all^atioa 
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made  against  him,  stating  that  he  would  show,  that  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  war  he  resided  in  Missouri ;  that  he  was  then  Colonel  in 
the  State  Militia,  and  had  been  for  years  previous,  and  Gen.  Price 
was  in  command  thereof;  that  when  hostilities  commenced  Oen.  Price 
tried  to  lead  the  State  troops  into  the  Confederate  service ;  that  as 
soon  as  CoL  Jones  discovered  this  he  left  Price,  because  contestant 
was  a  "  Union  man,"  and  "  opposed  to  secession  and  rebellion" ;  that 
he  never  gave  any  aid  or  comfort  to  the  late  rebellion,  and  he  offered 
documentary  evidence  from  the  different  Federal  departments,  and 
from  distinguished  United  States  officials,  civil  and  military,  which 
showed  that  he  had  given  essential  aid  and  rendered  valuable  ser- 
vices to  the  United  States  government,  in  suppressing  the  rebellion. 
The  exclusion  of  his  evidence  on  a  mere  technical  plea,  was  done  by 
the  majority  of  the  Committee,  and  without  the  sanction  and  against 
the  protest  of  the  minority.  We  are  satisfied  that  all  the  *«  hearsays^'^ 
"  rumorSj^^  "  understandings ^^^  "  impressions^^  and  "  stories"  repeated 
by  the  various  witnesses  for  the  respondent,  would  have  been  clearly 
and  satisfactorily  answered,  if  the  majority  had  not  closed  the  mouth 
of  the  only  witness  who  really  knew  anything  about  the  matter.  We 
do  not  consider  that  this  charge  is  proved,  and  we  are  satisfied  that 
Mr.  Jones  is  now  and  always  has  been  a  good  and  loyal  citizen. 

The  Committee  are  unanimous  that  the  objection  is  not  tenable  in 
law.  The  Constitution  does  not  disqualify  on  this  ground,  even  in 
cases  where  it  is  proved. 

There  is  one  matter  to  which  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
House  before  we  close  this  report : 

The  evidence  in  this  case  clearly  shows  that  some  of  the  officials  of 
the  New  Jersey  Railroad  Company  compelled  certain  of  then-  labor- 
ing men  to  vote  against  Alfred  W.  Jones,  under  the  threat  that  they 
would  be  discharged  if  they  did  not  do  so.  Tickets,  with  these  em- 
ployees names  written  on  the  back,  were  found  in  the  ballot  box,  and 
it  is  proven  that  Arquit,  one  of  their  conductors,  stood  at  the  Wood- 
bridge  polls  on  election  day,  to  watch  their  men,  to  see  if  they  voted 
the  ticket  he  gave  them.  These  employees  stated,  under  oath,  that 
they  would  have  voted  for  Alfred  W.  Jones,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
threat  of  discharge  and  the  presence  of  the  conductor  watching  thom 
at  the  ballot  box,  as  they  voted.  This  conduct  was  in  violation  of  ail 
decency  and  law,  and  deserves  the  severest  condemnation  of  every 
honest  citizen.  The  right  of  free  and  independent  suffrage  is  guar- 
anteed to  all,  whether  they  are  rich  or  poor.  This  oppressive  and 
tyrannical  abuse  of  the  power  of  the  Company  over  its  workmen  ought 
to  be  severely  punished.  The  liberties  of  the  people  are  worth  but 
little,  if  such  violations  of  their  rights  go  unrebuked.  The  contin- 
uance of  such  conduct  will  render  any  fair  election  impossible,  where 
the  interests  of  a  great  corporation  are  involved,  and  will  be  entirely 
subversive  of  all  purity  and  fairness  in  elections. 
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We  reqseotfblly  sabmit  the  forgoing  views  to  the  honest  and  > 
did  jadgment  of  tins  House.

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*ro  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Jfew  Jersey : 

By  your  authority,  the  following  questions  have  been  presented  for 
my  opinion,  viz : 

^<  Has  the  Legislature  the  right  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  lands  un- 
der water  adjoining  the  shore  to  others  than  riparian  owners,  or  to 
appropriate  the  same  to  any  purposes  against  or  inconsistent  with  the 
rights  of  such  owners,  except  for  public  uses,  and  what  are  such  pub- 
lic uses  ?" 

These  questions  are  understood  to  relate  to  the  lands  covered  by 
the  navigable  waters  which  bound  the  eastern  portion  of  our  State 
upon  the  shores  of  which  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows.  '1  hey  may  be 
Btated  in  substance  as  follows : 

1.  Does  the  State  own  the  "lands  under  water"  adjoining  the 
shore  of  these  tidal  waters  ?    If  so,  then — 

2.  Has  the  Legislature  the  right  to  grant  them  for  money  to  any 
person  other  than  the  riparian  owners  ?    If  this  may  be  done,  then — 

3.  Has  the  riparian  owners  any  private  ri^t  which  must  be  re- 
garded by  the  State  and  its  grantees  in  the  use  to  which  the  lands 
are  put ;  and  to  what  extent  are  they  limited  by  them  ?  If  they  are 
limited  to  public  uses,  then — 

4.  What  classes  of  uses  are  for  this  purpose  considered  public; 
and  what  are  the  qualities  which  give  them  their  public  nature ;  and 
apon  what  terms  may  the  lands  be  used  for  the  several  classes  of 
public  uses  respectively  ? 

The  form  of  the  questions  submitted  would  certainly  admit  of  direct 
answers  without  an  examination  of  several  of  these  points,  but  I  have 
felt  that  by  so  treating  it  I  should  fail  to  answer  the  real  meaning  of 
your  inquiry,  and  I  have  therefore  stated  them  as  above  for  the  better 
tmderstanding  of  the  extent  of  the  questions,  and  of  the  eflfect  of  the 
answers.  I  have-used  certain  terms  in  their  strict  legal  significations, 
and  to  prevent  confusion,  the  term  "riparian  owner"  must  be  under- 
stood to  mean,  the  owner  of  the  bank  above  high  water  mark ;  the 
word  "  shore,"  the  land  between  high  and  low  water  mark,  upon 
which  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows ;  and  "  lands  under  water,"  the  lands 
covered  by  water  lying  below  low  water  mark. 

The  first  question,  as  I  have  stated  it,  need  not  detain  us.  The 
Statft  does  own  "the  lands  underwater"  adjoining  the  "shore"  of 
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these  tidal  waters.  This  question  is  res  adjudtcata,  anthoritatiTelj 
settled  in  onr  own  and  the  Federal  courts ;  and  thongh  the  lands 
were  formerly  claimed  on  behalf  of  the  proprietors,  the  fact  that  tk 
title  is  in  the  State  is  not  now  seriously  disputed  by  any  one.  1  Hal' 
sted,  1;  15  Peters,  367/  (Chugh  v.  Bell,  1  Zab.  158,  2  Zai.  441, 
3  Zab.  624;)  1  Dutch.  428. 

The  answer  to  the  second  question,  as  to  the  absolute  right  of  the 
Legislature  to  grant  these  lands  to  any  person  other  than  the  '<  ript- 
rian  owner/'  seems  to  me  to  be  equally  clear.  A  simple  brief  of  tke 
title  of  the  State,  viewed  in  the  light  of  settled  principles,  will  serre 
to  illustrate  it. 

In  the  year  1664,  what  is  now  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  was  granted 
by  Charles  II.  of  England,  to  his  brother,  the  Duke  of  York.  Under 
the  terms  of  the  grant  the  Duke  of  York  was  invested,  not  (mly  witk 
the  right  of  property  in  the  soil  of*  the  country  included  in  the  de- 
scription, but  also  With  the  powers  and  rights  of  government  over  it, 
carrying  with  them  all  the  prerogatives  of  sovereignty. 

The  royal  title  to  the  things  granted,  whatever  may  be  thought  d 
the  principles  upon  which  it  was  first  assumed,  and  afterwards  main- 
tained, is  the  same  title  under  which  we  held  all  our  real  proper^, 
and  must  of  course  be  considered  good. 

These  things  were  of  two  general  classes,  the  rights  of  properfy, 
which  passed  under  the  grant  of  the  land,  and  the  sovereignty,  wiA 
its  accompanpng  rights,  which  passed  under  the  grant  of  govenh 
ment  The  title  to  the  soil  of  the  tidal  waters  of  the  country,  where 
the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  was  by  the  common  law  of  England  in  the 
King,  as  one  of  the  ''Julia  Regalia^^  or  rights  of  the  Crown,  by  reason 
of  and  for  the  exercise  of  sovereignty ;  and  as  such.  It  passed  to  the 
Duke  of  York,  not  under  the  grant  of  the  property,  but  under  the 
grant  of  the  government 

The  Duke  of  York  afterward  granted  all  his  rights,  both  of  prop- 
erty and  government  in  East  Jersey,  to  Berkley  and  Gartaret,  who, 
in  turn,  transferred  them  to  the  proprietors.    In  the  year  17(^  the 

Eroprietors  surrendered  to  Queen  Anne  all  the  rights  of  government 
eld  by  them,  reserving,  however,  the  rights  of  property.  The  title 
to  the  soil  of  the  tidal  waters  was  not  within  the  reservation,  bit 
passed  by  the  surrender  of  the  government  Thus,  while  the  title  to 
the  uplands  of  East  Jersey  remained  in  the  proprietors  and  thdr 
grantees,  the  title  to  the  soil  of  the  tidal  waters  passed  again  to  ^ 
Grown  of  England. 

Since  Magna  Gharta,  however,  the  title  in  the  Grown  by  reason  of 
sovereignty,  was  held  in  trust  for  the  whole  people,  for  the  purpoaei 
of  common  defence  and  public  safety,  subject  to  certain  comnei 
rights,  including  that  of  navigation.  Held  under  these  restrictioas. 
the  King  could  grant  only  for  public  uses,  but  Parliament,  represent- 
ing the  people,  could,  in  the  exercise  of  their  unlimited  power  of 
government,  with  the  assent  of  the  King,  dispose  of  tiie  land  abso- 
lutely. 
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When,  by  means  of  succosBfal  revolution,  New  Jersey,  with  her 
sister  States,  had  cast  off  the  authority  of  Eqgland,  the  control  of 
ibeee  waters,  with  the  title  to  the  soil  under  them,  vested  with  the 
•other  sovereign  rights,  in  the  sovereignty  of  the  State— as  they  had 
previously  been  in  the  Crown  of  England — for  the  benefit  of  the  peo- 
ple, for  the  same  great  public  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  same  com* 
mon  rights. 

The  actual  title  then  being  in  the  sovereignty  of  the  State,  and  the 
usufruct,  or  right  to  the  benefit  in  the  people,  the  control  of  these 
lands,  and  the  right  and  the  power  of  disposing  of  them,  is  in  the 
Legislature,  which  represents  at  once  the  sovereignty  and  the  people; 
subject,  however,  to  the  restrictions  of  the  Federal  and  State  consti- 
tution, and  to  the  obligations  of  that  natural  law  which  lies  at  the 
foundation  of  all  government.  Thus  uniting  in  themselves  every  ele- 
ment of  title  in  these  lands — dominion  and  property,  possession  and 
use — ^the  naked  power  of  the  Legislature  to  sell  and  grant  them  to 
any  person,  natural  or  artificial,  whether  it  be  to  the  owner  of  adjoin- 
ing land  or  to  a  stranger,  cannot,  I  think,  be  successfully  denied. 

But  the  grantee  of  the  State  will,  of  course,  take  the  lands  with  all 
the  servitudes  and  limitations  as  to  use,  to  which  they  were  subject 
in  the  hands  of  the  State,  by  reason  of  any  easement  or  right  in  or 
over  them  vested  in  any  other  person ;  and  therefore  the  question 
remains:  "Has  the  'riparian  owner'  any  private  rights  which  must 
be  regarded  by  the  State  in  tbe  use  to  which  these  lands  are  put, 
and  if  he  has,  to  what  extent  are  the  State  and  its  grantees  limited 
by  them  r 

I  have  purposely  used  the  expression  ^^prtvate  rights,"  because 
(within  the  limits  of  constitutional  restriction)  the  Legislature  has  the 
power  to  regulate  the  ^^  common  rights"  of  the  public;  and  any  right 
which  is  to  limit  the  action  of  the  State  in  regard  to  the  use  of  their 
own  lands,  must  be  a  private  property  right,  and  as  such,  under  the 
protection  of  organic  or  constitutional  law.  The  common  rights  dT 
air  and  prospect,  of  fishing  and  internal  navigation,  are  not  the  sub- 
.jects  of  compensation  or  damages  to  individuals,  but,  subject  to  the 
legislative  control,  they  may  be  regulated  and  restricted,  and,  per- 
hfq)Sy  destroyed  for  the  public  benefit. 

Has  the  "riparian  owner"  in  East  Jersey  then,  by  reason  of  his 
ownership  of  the  upland,  any  private  rights  in  or  over  the  lands  in 
front  of  him  covered  by  tidal  waters,  and  owned  by  the  State  ? 

This  question,  involving  in  its  decision  interests  the  most  weighty, 
is  not  directly  settled ;  but  the  principles  which  must  govern  its 
solution  have  been  the  subject  of  consideration,  and,  to  some  extent, 
of  judicial  decision  in  the  highest  courts  of  the  State.  It  is  the  con- 
flict between  the  inferences  from  these  decisions  and  the  strict  prin* 
ciples  of  tbe  common  law  of  England,  which  has  surrounded  the 
question  with  diflSculty. 

If  it  is  to  be  settled  by  the  common  law  of  England,  it  canuot  be 
denied  that  the  land  of  the  *^  riparian  owner"  extends  only  to  the 
82* 
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high  water  line  on  the  "shore"  of  tidal  waters,  and  that  his  property 
rights  are  limited  b);  his  boundaries.  We  have  already  seen  that  the 
title  to  the  lands  below  hij]^h  water  line — though  derived  through  tke 
same  person  as  the  title  to  those  lying  above  that  line — ^had  its  origii 
in  a  different  right,  and  is  governed  by  different  principles.  The  ooe 
was  held  as  private  property,  the  other  as  a  sovereign  prerogatiTt 
for  the  purposes  of  government;  and  there  is  certainly  nothing ii 
this  situation  which  would  enlarge  the  limits  of  the  private  estate, 
and  give  to  the  owner  any  special  rights  in  the  domain  of  the  soT€^ 
eign  adjacent  to  it 

But  it  is  authoritatively  and  finally  settled  that  the  common  law  of 
New  Jersey  differs,  in  some  material  respects,  from  that  of  England 
in  relation  to  this  question. 

The  case  of  Gough  vs.  Bell,  before  referred  to,  the  leading  <&«  od 
the  subject  in  our  State,  was  three  times  argued  in  our  courts,  and 
during  its  progress  no  less  than  eigrht  justices  of  our  Supreme  Court 
and  two  of  the  judsres  of  the  Court  of  Errors  delivered  writt« 
opinions  upon  the  questions  involved.  The  particular  point  finally 
decided  was  merely  that,  where  the  "  riparian  owner  "  had  actually 
reclaimed  the  land  in  front  of  him  over  which  the  tide  flowed,  by 
docking  out  and  filling  in,  thus  pushing  the  high  water  line  forward, 
he  had,  by  the  common  law  of  New  Jersey,  in  the  land  thus  rescued 
from  the  sea,  a  title  under  which  he  could  recover  in  an  action  of 
trespass,  against  the  person  to  whom  the  same  land  had  been  subse- 
quently granted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State. 

Of  the  fourteen  judges  who,  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  Court  of 
Errors,  voted  on  this  case,  Justice  Randolph  alone  maintained  the 
application  of  the  English  law,  and  denied  the  title  of  the  "  riparitA 
owner''  even  to  the  land  actually  reclaimed  by  him  ;  the  other  judges 
united  in  recognizing  his  title,  though  they  differed  to  some  extent  as 
to  the  principles  upon  which  it  rested  ;  two  of  them  held  that  by  the 
common  law  of  New  Jei^sey,  the  title  of  the  "riparian  owner  "ex- 
tended by  virtue  of  his  errant,  to  low  water,  instead  of  l)eing  restricted 
as  by  the  common  law  oif  England  to  the  high  water  line.  But  the  ma- 
jority of  the  Court  of  Errors,  as  well  as  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  rested  their  decision  upon  the  ground  substantially,  that, 
though  the  naked  title  to  the  land  below  high  water  line  was  in  the 
State,  yet  the  "riparian  owner,"  under  the  local  common  law,  estab- 
lished by  immemorial  usage  of  the  people^  and  recognized  by  repeated 
legislative  enactment,  had,  in  the  absence  of  legislative  restrictioii, 
the  rig  .t,  by  reason  of  his  adjacency  to  the  tidal  water,  to  establisk 
the  connection  of  his  land  with  the  water,  by  docking  out  and 
reclaiming  the  "  shore  "  in  front  of  him,  over  which  the  tide  ebbed 
and  flowed. 

'i'his,  then,  is  the  common  law  of  New  Jersey,  as  established  in  her 
courts  of  last  resort. 

It  may  be  said  that  this  case  established  only  the  single  fact  that 
Gough's  landlord  had  title  to  the  wharf  which  he  had  built,  as 
against  Mrs.  Bell,  who  was  the  heir  of  a  grantee  of  the  State;  but  1 
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think  it  must  be  admitted  that,  in  addition  to  this,  the  case  established 
also  the  legal  force  in  New  Jersey  of  the  principle  upon  which  it 
was  necessarily  dependent.  This  principle  seems  to  have  been  fully 
recognized  and  affirmed  by  the  Legislature  in  the  passage  of  the 
general  wharf  act  of  1857  (Nixon's  Digest,  p.  910),  and  I  have  been 
thus  particular  in  stating  it  as  a  clear  foundation  for  the  legitimate 
deductions  therefrom. 

The  settled  rights  of  "  riparian  owners "  on  the  tidal  waters  of 
East  Jersey  rest  upon  this  case,  and  they  are  directly  adjudicated 
and  established  only  to  this  extent ;  but  assuming  as  we  are  bound  to 
do,  the  law  of  this  case  to  be  the  law  ol  New  Jersey,  then  it  must 
follow,  directly  and  of  necessity,  that  the  "  riparian  owner,"  who  has 
in  derogation  of  the  original  law,  the  right,  by  reason  of  his  adja- 
cency to  the  tidal  water,  to  encroach  upon,  take  possession  of  and  till 
up  the  "  shore  "  belonging  to  the  State  as  far  as  low  water  line,  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  connection  with  the  water,  must  have 
some  right  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  water,  which  he  is  thus  allowed 
to  »each.  If  his  right  upon  the  "  shore  "  was  his  by  virtue  of  his 
grant  which  entended  his  line  to  low  water,  this  inference  would 
perhaps  not  follow,  for  then  his  right  might  still  be  said  to  bo  limited 
by  his  boundary  and  to  carry  no  inference  beyond  it;  but  the  very 
fact  that  the  local  common  law  of  the  State,  takes  in  his  favor,  this 
departure  from  the  principles  of  the  English  common  law,  and 
allows  him  to  advance,  over  land  to  which  he  has  no  title,  to  the  water 
beyond  it,  presupposes  that  his  rights  are  not  limited,  in  this  respect, 
by  his  boundaries,  but  that,  by  this  very  local  common  law  they 
extend  to  and  are  to  be  exercised  and  enjoyed  upon  the  water  which 
he  is  thus  permitted  to  reach. 

And  these  rights  of  the  "  riparian  owner  "  are  not  common  rights, 
for  they  do  not  belong  to  his  neighbor,  who  lies  behind  him  on  the 
main  land,  nor  are  they  mere  rights  of  adjacency  to  land  belonging 
to  the  State,  for  mere  adjacency  to  a  mud  flat  belonging  the  State 
lying  inland  would  give  no  right  in  or  over  it ;  they  are  therefor, 
private  rights  of  the  "  riparian  owner "  in  the  lands  of  the  State 
lying  in  front  of  him  beyond  the  "  shore ;"  which  rights  ai'e  his  by 
the  local  common  law  of  the  State  by  reason  of  his  adjacency.  It 
must  be  admitted,  indeed,  that  these  rights,  extending  beyond  the 
"  shore,"  while  they  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  common  law,  and 
the  current'  of  decision  in  many  of  the  States,  are  not  directly 
established  here.  They  rest  in  opinion  only,  and  are  dependent 
upon  the  strict  inference  from  the  principles  upon  which  the  judg- 
ment in  Gough  vs.  Bell  seems  to  be  founded ;  but  they  cannot  be 
gainsayed  by  a  mere  reiteration  of  the  common  law  of  England,  or  a 
recital  of  the  decisions  of  other  States ;  the  simple  answer  remains, 
Buch  is  the  common  law  of  New  Jersey. 

The  view  taken  seems,  as  has  been  said,  to  be  sanctioned  by  the 
passage  of  the  wharf  act  of  1851  (Nixon's  Digest  910)  which  recog- 
nizes the  right  of  the  "  riparian  owner  "  to  reclaim  and  cross  the 
«*  shore  "  and  provides  terms  upon  which  he  shall  be  permitted  to  ad- 
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vance  beyond  it;  and  the  case  of  the  State  vs.  Jersey  CUy^  (1  IhOcktr 
525)  decided  bj  the  Supremo  Court  as  late  as  1856,  assmneB  tluit  tk 
owners  of  landB  adjoining  the  <<  shore  "  have  water  rights  which  wn 
of  taxable  value.  These  rights  beyond  the  "  shore  "  are,  hoverer. 
rights  of  enjoyment  only,  and  not  of  encroachment,  except  so  &r  a> 
they  are  exercised  by  license  under  the  general  wharf  act,  or  sour 
special  grant  from  the  legislature ;  they  arise  not  from  the  mere  ai 
jacency  of  the  State's  land  as  land^  but  from  its  adjacency  as  laA 
covered  by  navigable  water;  and  they  consist  only  in  the  enjornienttf 
it  peculiariy  as  such,  and  are  confined  to  uses  naturally  inddental  to 
the  right  to  occupy  the  shore,  such  as  the  right  of  passage  and  hoA 
ing,  of  egress  and  ingress  to  and  from,  and  the  general  use  of  lb 
docks  and  wharves  which  the  "riparian  owner''  may  have  cot- 
structed.  Any  pretence  of  a  right  to  encroach  is  at  once  delboyed 
by  a  grant  of  the  land  by  the  State. 

Such  rights  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  ownership  of  the  soil  br 
any  other  person,  nor  with  the  use  of  it  and  the  water  covering  it 
for  any  purpose  which  does  not  materially  injure  or  destroy  tkea. 
The  absolute  right  of  the  State  to  grant  to  a  stranger  is  affirmed  br 
the  Supreme  Court  (1  Butcher,  525),  and  by  Judge  Gricr,  beforf 
whom,  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  1853,  the  oU 
controversy  of  Gough  and  Bell  arose  in  a  new  form ;  and  the  hud 
granted  may  be  used  without  compensation  for  any  public  or  prirale 
purpose,  not  inconsistent  with  these  rights  of  enjoyment  in  the  "ri- 
parian owner ;"  rights  which  carry  with  them  neither  ownership,  pos- 
session nor  exclusive  use.  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fisu^t  that  the 
wharf  act  of  1851,  above  referred  to,  has  been  thought  to  operate  » 
a  grant  to  the  «<  riparian  owner  "  of  an  exclusive  use  in  these  lands: 
but  1  am  not  able  to  see  how  this  view  is  justified  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act,  nor  why  it  may  not  be  repealed  at  the  will  of  ikt 
Legislature,  as  far  at  least  as  relates  to  privileges  to  be  enjoyed  oi 
special  license  from  the  fireeholdeis,  not  yet  acted  upon. 

The  rights  of  the  "  riparian  owners,"  however,  to  the  extent  gsar- 
anteed  by  the  local  common  law,  are  rights  of  private  property,  and 
may  not  be  destroyed,  or  materially  injured,  for  mere  private  purposes, 
with  or  without  compensation.  Governments  were  instituted  for  tht 
protection  of  private  property,  and  may  not  be  perverted  to  its  de- 
struction ;  any  attempt,  therefore,  to  take  away  or  destroy  the  pr©- 
Ejrty  of  one  man  for  the  private  benefit  of  another,  by  in  exertion  tf 
gislative  power,  would  be  void,  as  inconsistent  with  the  purposes  d 
government  and  contrary  to  natural  law. 

But  all  governments  are  possessed  of  the  power  to  appropriate  ftr 
private  property  within  their  jurisdiction  for  public  use,  by  virtue  rf 
what  is  called  the  right  of  <<  eminent  domain,"  which  consists  in  Oe 
right  to  appropriate,  to  the  necessities  of  government,  the  propert^rf 
the  citizen,  for  whose  benefit  government  was  established  and  is  malii- 
tained.  '<  Public  uses  "  are  such  as  accomplish  tiie  direct  pnrpo^s  of 
government,  and  thus  benefit  the  whole  people  without  refinance  to 
individuals  or  classes.    Government  is  established  not  to  give  rights 
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bat  to  protect  them ;  liberty  is  an  inheremt  right  of  man,  and  private 
property  should  be  the  reward  of  personal  exertion ;  government 
bestows  none  of  these ;  its  immediate  object  is  to  provide  for  their 
safety  and  enjoyment 

"  Public  uses,"  then,  for  which  we  may  invoke  the  power  of  "  emi- 
nent domain,"  are  not  such  as  serve  merely  to  increase  the  wealth  of 
a  state,  they  are  rather  those  which  tend  to  insure  the  safety  of  the 
government,  the  liberty  of  the  citizen,  the  security  of  life  and  property, 
and  to  provide  those  great  facilities  of  inter-communication  and  inter- 
course which  are  necessary  or  valuable  for  their  enjoyment ;  thus  we 
include  among  these  uses,  together  with  fortifications,  arsenals,  post 
roads  and  the  like,  the  protection  of  the  great  interests  of  commerce 
and  the  construction  and  improvement  of  the  great  highways  of  in- 
temal  intercourse  and  trade. 

Conined  within  these  limits,  "  public  uses  "  will  be  seen  to  divide 
themselves  naturally  into  two  great  classes,  the  one  comprising  the 
essential  interests  of  governmental  strength  and  public  safety,  upon 
which  the  government  itself  acts  directly ;  and  the  other,  those  ob- 
jects, which  more  remotely  affecting  the  public  welfare,  are  usually 
committed  to  the  conduct  of  private  enterprise,  under  the  regulating 
supervision  of  the  government. 

To  this  division  I  shall  again  call  your  attention,  for  though  it  is 
rarely  considered  in  the  application  of  the  power  of  "  eminent  do- 
main," it  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  in  examining  the  subject  before  us. 

"  Riparian  rights,"  in  common  with  every  other  kind  of  property 
in  the  State,  are  liable  to  be  impaired  or  taken  for  public  uses,  by 
virtue  of  this  superior  authority  which  resides  in  the  government,  to 
be  exercised  for  the  common  benefit  of  the  whole  people ;  all  prop- 
erty is  held  under  these  conditions,  and,  but  for  the  restrictions  of 
our  constitution,  might  have  been  taken  for  these  "public  uses"  with- 
out compensation. 

Consequential  injuries  to  property  are  not  the  subjects  of  compen- 
sation or  damages  from  persons  acting  immediately  in  behalf  of  the 
State  for  the  public  benefit,  and  clothed  with  the  immunity  of  the 
sovereign.  Injuries  of  this  kind  are  those  which  affect  the  property 
of  one  person  by  reason  of  something  done  on  the  property  of  an- 
other, as  where  a  man  building  a  dam  on  his  own  land,  overflows  the 
property  of  another ;  thus,  if  the  "  riparian  owner"  had  no  right  in 
these  lands  of  the  State,  any  injury  to  his  land  on  the  upland  from 
the  public  use  by  the  State  of  its  own  property  would  be  a  consequent 
tial  injury  to  the  upland,  and  not  the  subject  of  compensation ;  but 
these  rights  of  the  "  riparian  owner"  in  the  **  lands  under  water"  are 
themselves  property,  and  their  destruction  is  a  direct  and  not  a  con- 
sequential injury. 

The  rights  of  the  "  riparian  owner"  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  State's 
domain  lying  in  front  of  him,  are  then  rights  of  private  property, ' 
which  cannot  be  taken  without  compensation  for  ordinary  "  public 
uses."    I  use  the  expression  ordinary  public  uses,  because  these  ripa- 
rian rights  are,  I  think,  in  their  very  nature  themselves  subject  to 
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that  class  of  <'  public  uses"  which  have  been  spoken  of  as  the  peediv 
objects  of  direct  governmental  action.    The  legal  title  to  the  haA 
covered  by  tidal  waters  was  held  by  the  crown  of  England,  as  a  pre- 
rogative of  sovereignty  for  the  very  purposes  of  public  defence  mbA 
safety,  for  these  very  ends  the  trusteeship  of  the  public  domain  ex- 
isted, and  it  was  in  this  essential  quality  that  it  differed  from  an  or- 
dinary right  of  property ;  the  title  to  the  lands  in  question  caiae  li 
Hbe  sovereignty  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  the  same  purpose,  aai 
to  the  extent  that  it  is  in  the  sovereignty,  is  governed  by  the  saw 
principles ;  the  conclusion  then  is  reasonable,  if  not  absolately  issftf- 
ativc,  that  any  local  common  law,  growing  out  of  a  modific&tkm  if 
the  common  law,  in  relation  to  the  public  domain,  to  suit  the  eoc- 
ditions  and  exigencies  of  a  new  colony,  and  the  founding  of  a  ner 
empire,  grew  into  recognition,  always  subject  to  the  great  govci* 
mental  prerogatives  exercised  for  the  purposes  of  common  defiMce 
and  public  safety ;  and  that  the  **  riparian  rights"  were  first  iw/Of- 
nized  by  the  local  common  law,  and  have  since  been  maintained,  ex- 
pressly  subject  to  them.    Thus  it  follows,  that  these  rights  over  the 
property  of  the  State  are  held,  subject,  as  a  condition  of  existence,  to 
■  the  use  of  the  public  domain  for  the  governmental  purposes  of  d^ 
fence  and  public  safety ;  and  the  use  of  this  domain  for  such  purposai 
would  be  in  no  sense  a  "  taking  "  of  them. 

But  for  the  extinguishing  of  "riparian  rights"  for  the  oenefitof 
any  of  that  class  of  **  public  uses  "  which,  while  they  are  public  ii 
the  sense  that  they  ultimately  benefit  the  community,  yet  are  the  sab- 
jects  of  private  enterprise,  and  the  sources  of  private  profit,  thepow«r 
of  "  eminent  domain  "  must  be  resorted  to. 

The  conclusion,  then,  is,  that  the  legal  title  to  these  **  lands  under 
water  "  is  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  as  part  of  the  public  domain. 

That  the  **  riparian  owner"  has  rights  over  tiiem,  growing  oatrf 
his  adjacency  to  the  navigable  waters  by  which  they  are  covered: 
these,  however,  are  rights  of  enjoyment  only,  and  not  of  possesion  or 
encroachment;  and  will  prevent  the  free  use  of  the  lands  only  for 
purposes  inconsistent  with  them. 

.  That  the  Legislature,  at  once  the  representatives  of  the  sovereigii^ 
of  the  State  and  of  the  people,  may  grant  th(^  lands  to  any  person, 
but  the  grantee  will  take  them,  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  '^riparitti 
owner." 

That  these  rights,  are  rights  of  private  property,  and  cannot  be 
taken  for  private  uses. 

That  in  their  nature  they  are  themselves  subject  to  the  right  of 
navigation  and  the  great  public  uses  for  defence  and  public  safc^, 
(fortifications,  arsenals,  break-water  and  light-houses,  are  examj^of 
.this  class  of  "  public  uses"). 

These  lands,  then,  are  the  public  domain ;  the  riparian  rights  of«r 
them  are  private  property.  The  State  may  use  its  public  domain  l9t 
its  great  governmental  purposes,  without  compensation  for  the  «<r^ 
rian  rights,"  which  are  themselves  subject  to  these  purposes. 

The  L^islature  may  grant  it  to  whomsoever  they  will. 
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If  the  grantee  be  the  "  riparian  owner/'  he  maj  use  it  as  he  pleases, 
for  he  will  unite  in  himself  at  once  the  State's  title  and  his  own  re- 
stricting rights. 

If  the  State  grant  to  a  stranger,  the  grantee  may  use  it,  without 
compensation  to  the  "riparian  owner,"  for  any  purpose,  public  or 

Erivate,  not  inconsistent  with  such  owner's  rights  of  enjoyment,  but 
e  may  not  destroy  these  rights  for  mere  private  purposes. 
If  it  is  desired  to  authorize  individuals  or  corporations  to  make  use 
of  tfae  public  domain  for  public  purposes,  the  "riparian  rights"  may 
be  taken  and  extinguished  by  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  eminent  do- 
main, upon  compensation  rendered. 

The  Legislature  is  the  judge  of  the  necessity  of  taking  private 
property  for  "public  uses"  by  virtue  of  the  power  of  "eminent  do- 
main," but  must  exercise  this  discretion  within  the  legal  limits  of 
such  uses.  In  the  exercise  of  its  power  the  distinction  between  "  pub- 
lic domain  "  and  "  eminent  domain  "  must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  The 
former  is  the  right  of  the  State  in  its  own  property,  and  may  be 
granted  or  disposed  of  for  money ;  the  latter  is  the  power  of  the 
State  over  the  property  of  the  private  citizen ;  this  is  a  part  of  the 
sovereignty  and  may  not  be  sold  or  bartered.  It  is  only  to  be  used 
for  the  common  benefit,  and  can  be  granted  to  the  purchaser  of  the 
"  public  domain  "  only  to  enable  him  to  use  it  for  public  purposes. 

These. are  the  legal  principles  upon  which  this  subject  rests,  and  I 
think,  they  are  at  once  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  State,  and 
the  rights  of  private  property.  If  the  "riparian  owner  "  desires  to 
improve  the  State's  lands  in  front  of  him,  he  may  do  so,  at  greater 
advantage  than  a  stranger,  for  he  owns  already  a  valuable  interest, 
and  should  he  purchase  of  the  State,  he  may  use  for  any  purpose. 

If  he  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  purchase,  then  the  State  may  grant 
to  the  more  enterprising  stranger,  who  will  use  them  for  any  private 
or  public  purposes,  which  do  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  "  ri- 
parian owner, "  while  for  public  purposes,  which  may  so  interfere 
the  power  of  "  eminent  domain"  lAay  be  invoked  to  extinguish' the 
restricting  rights,  for  reasonable  compensation.  Thus  the  "  riparian 
owner  "  is  fairly  compensated  for  all  he  may  justly  claim  as  property, 
and  at  the  same  time,  the  progress  of  public  improvement  is  not  im- 
peded, at  the  will  of  the  timid  or  the  selfish.  It  would  not  be  wise, 
even  if  it  were  just,  to  disregard  the  rights  of  the  "  riparian  owner," 
in  favor  of  a  stranger,  for  the  State's  grantee  becomes  himself  the 
"  riparian  owner,"  and  if  the  value  of  his  grant  may  be  destroyed  in 
turn,  by  a  subsequent  Legislature,  the  disposable  value  of  the  "  public 
domain  "  will  be  sensibly  lessened.  I  am  called  upon,  however,  only 
to  declare  the  absolute  rights  of  the  State  as  they  seem  to  me  to 
exist,  the  questions  of  policy  in  their  exercise  are  solely  for  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Legislature,  and  they  will  be  guided  only  by  those  con- 
riderations,  which  should  govern  the  representatives  of  a  just,  though 
progressive  people,  dealing  with  their  own  citizens.

Sib  : — I  am  informed — I  do  not  know  how  correctly — that  some 
efforts  are  again  being  made  to  get  the  Quarantine  at  Sandy  Hook, 
and  that  it  is  contemplated  in  other  ways  to  expose  the  large  popula- 
tion at  the  Branch  and  its  yidnity,  by  means  of  hospital,  burying 
dead,  &c.,  to  infection. 

I  do  not  know  that  my  information  is  correct,  but'  it  is  certainly 
just  as  important  that  the  cholera  should  be  kept  out  of  New  Jersey, 
for  if  it  comes  to  New  Jersey  it  certainly  would  not  respect  State 
lines,  and  would  take  New  York  city  by  a  flank  movement. 

Will  you  not  give  your  immediate  attention  to  this  matter  ?  Your 
past  efficient  action  in  relation  to  this  subject  has  induced  me  to  seek 
your  services.

Dear  Sir  : — I  hare  just  learned  that  the  Commissioners  of  the 
State  of  New  York  are  to  visit  Washington  to-night  with  a  viewrf 
securing,  if  possible,  the  consent  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  to  the  erection,  by  that  State,  of  cholera  and  fever  hospital? 
on  Sandy  Hook,  and  biTrial  places  for  their  dead. 

Why  do  not  the  New  York  Commissioners  turn  their  attention  to 
their  own  territory,  for  they  have  suitable  sites,  and  not  seek  to  pot 
their  pest  houses  upon  our  soil,  and  thus  ruin  the  property  <^  on 
citizens,  and  what  is  worse,  put  in  jeopardy  the  lives  of  our  people. 
Sandy  Hook  is  upon  our  main  land,  and  if  cholera  patients  and  pas- 
sengers from  infected  ships  were  to  be  landed  there,  the  disease  wooM 
immediately  spread  throughout  the  State,  and  New  York  itself  would 
soon  become  a  prey  to  the  disease.  For  the  sake  of  New  York,  a^ 
well  as  for  our  own  good,  I  trust  you  will  use  all  your  endeavors  to 
prevent  so  great  a  wrong.

To  His  Eucellencj/j  Governor  Ward : 

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  the  communication  of  your  Excellaicy 
informing  me  that  Commissioners  from  New  York  were  about  to  re- 
new their  application  to  the  Government  for  permi^ion  to  locate  a 
Cholera  Quarantine  and  Hospital  at  Sandy  Hook,  and  requesting  nw 
to  have  this  evil  averted,  I  beg  leave  to  inform  you  that  1  have  pre- 
sented the  subject  to  the  President  and  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  with 
all  the  earnestness  which  my  appreciation  of  its  importance  to  my 
constituents,  and  indignation  at  the  pertinacity  of  the  applicant 
could  evoke. 

The  President  assures  me  that  the  Government  will  maintain  its 
established  policy  of  conceding  and  guaranteeing  to  each  State  the 
right  and  power  to  regulate  and  control  its  domestic  affidrs  without 
molestation. 

The  Secretary  of  War  still  holds  the  position  assumed  when  the 
matter  was  presented  by  your  predecessor.  Governor  Parker,  and 
will  not  allow  the  Government  property  to  be  used  for  wiy  othe* 
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ttmxk  the  original  purpose  for  which  jiuisdiction  was  ceded.  So  long 
as  the  power  to  repress  the  insidious  and  covert  efiForts  so  persistently 
made  by  our  benignant  neighbors  to  locate  their  lazaretto  on  our 
territory  is  lodged  with  these  officers,  I  have  no  fear  that  we  shall 
suffer  the  infliction ;  but  there  is  now  pending  before  the  Senate  a 
measure  which  may  so  vest  the  authority  as  to  render  their  friendship 
imavailing.  ^  * 

A  friendly  Senator  assures  me  that  New  Jersey  shall  not  suffer 
without  appeal  and  protest,  and  I  trust  that  my  apprehension — an 
apprehension  shared  by  the  Secretary  of  War — may  not  be  verified. 

In  a  communication  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  War  on  this  sub- 
ject in  November  last,  I  took  occasion  to  remark :  "  New  Jersey  can- 
not too  speedily  resume  the  relinquished  jurisdiction.  Indeed,  I  ad- 
vipe  my  constituents  interested  to  urge  its  restoration  as  the  only  sure 
means  of  preventing  the  perpetual  annoyances  and  apprehension  to 
which  they  are  subject  by  the  persistence  of  those  wno  seek  to  in- 
fringe upon  our  dignity  and  Our  interests,  and  to  increase  to  us  the 
dangers  of  a  deadly  pestilence." 

I  reiterate  the  admonition,  and  call  upon  the  people  of  Monmouth 
county,  and  others  who  regard  the  honor  of  the  State,  to  take  such 
action  as  shall  at  once  and  forever  quiet  the  assurance  of  those  who 
would  foist  upon  us  a  nuisance  so  intolerable.

My  Dear  General  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  1st  instant, 
proposing,  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners  of  New  York,  an  inter- 
view with  the  authorities  of  this  State  on  the  subject  of  securing  a 
site  in  the  Bay  of  New  York  for  the  erection  of  quarantine  ware- 
houses for  the  storage  of  non-infected  goods. 

The  subject  has  been  much  considered  and  discussed  by  the  people 
of  this  State,  and  I  feel  assured  that  their  minds  are  fully  made  up, 
and  that  they  will  not  consent  to  an  arrangement  which  contemplates 
the  occupation  by  New  York  for  the  purposes  indicated,  of  any  site 
in  said  waters  over  which  New  Jersey  has  the  right  of  property  or 
has  jurisdiction.  Under  these  circumstances  I  can  see  no  advantage 
to  be  derived  from  the  interview  which  you  suggest.  This  decision 
will  not,  I  trust,  retard  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  object  you 
have  in  view,  since  other  sites,  clearly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  your 
own  State,  are  open  to  you.

To  His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Jfem 

Jersey : 

We  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  for  your  informatioD,  and  that 
of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey,  "  An  act  to  authorize  the  formatiot 
of  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  warehouses  and  docks  in 
the  port  of  New  York  for  quarantine  purposes/'  passed  by  the  L^- 
lature  of  New  York  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  April,  anno  dondm 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five. 

The  law  will  also  be  found  in  chapter  613  of  the  published  laws  of 
New  York  for  that  year. 

By  reference  to  the  seventh  section  of  the  law,  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  emergency  was  foreseen  requiring  negotiation  and  arrange- 
ments with  the  State  of  New  Jersey  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of 
the  act;  and  to  that  end  the  Governor  of  New  York  was  au^orized 
to  appoint  three  Commissioners,  of  which  the  Attorney  General 
sljould  be  one,  to  confer  with  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

The  undersigned  have  been  appointed  such  Commissioners. 

[t  will  also  be  observed,  by  reference  to  the  second  section  of  flie 
act,  that  the  warehouses,  &c.,  in  contemplation,  cannot  be  constructed 
within  one  und  a  half  miles  of  the  shores  of  Long  Island,  Stateai 
Island,  or  the  city  of  New  York. 

This  prohibition,  by  fair  and  obviously  just  implication,  would  pre- 
vent the  location  of  the  contemplated  warehouses  within  one  and  a 
•  half  miles  of  the  shores  of  New  Jersey. 

It  is  plain  that  the  constant  passage  of  large  numbers  of  persons 
and  vessels  between  the  shores  of  New  Jersey  and  New  York,  and 
especially  between  New  York  and  Jersey  City,  will  render  eveir 
•quarantine  regulation  wholly  ineflfectual,  which  does  not  guard  and 
protect  equally  the  shores  and  inhabitants  of  both  States. 

After  careful  examination,  no  location  for  the  proposed  warehouse 
can  be  found  likely  to  meet  the  purposes  of  their  construction,  and 
the  conditions  designed  to  guard  the  public  health  in  both  States, 
except  at  some  point  along  the  reef  between  Oyster  Island  and  the 
Light  House,  at  the  north  end  of  Staten  Island. 

This  location  would  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York,  to  the 
extent  defined  in  the  compact  of  1834 ;  but  it  is  also  by  the  exprees 
terms  of  the  same  compact  the  undisputed  property  of  New  Jersey. 

A  small  and  suitable  area  could  be  selected  for  the  construction  of 
needful  docks  and  buildings  removed  more  than  one  and  a  half  rnil^. 
and  equi-distant  from  the  shores  of  New  Jersey  and  Staten  Island. 

We  respectfully  request  that  the  subject  may  be  submitted  to  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey,  and  that  we  may  be  pat 
in  official  communication  with  iwthorized  commissioners,  or  a  corn- 
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mitte^  of  that  body,  to  the  end  that  some  jast  and  adequate  arrange- 
ment may  be  made,  consistent  with  the  rights  and  equal  protection  of 
both  States,  and  promotive  of  the  important  commercial  interests 
which  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  York  is  designed  to  guard, 
but  which  require  the  considerate  co-operation  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  now  respectfully  and  earnestly  invoked.  «

To  His  Excellency  J  Marcus  L.    Ward,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Jfew 
Jersey : 

Sir: — The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legit^lature  to  pro- 
cure a  Ilome  for  disabled  soldiers  of  our  State,  beg  leave  to  make 
the  following  report: 

After  advertising  for  sites  and  visiting  the  various  locations  offered 
in  different  parts  of  the  State,  the  Commissioners  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  site  offered  by  the  estate  of  Jphn  Garside,  deceased, 
situated  on  Mount  Pleasant  in  the  city  of  Newark,  possessed  advan- 
tages not  found  in  any  other  location  which  they  had  visited.  The 
tract  contains  twenty-three  acres  of  excellent  land,  and  is  well  sup- 
plied with  pure  soft  water.  Instead  of  purchasing  the  land  it  was 
thought  better  to  lease  it  for  five  years  at  six  hundred  dollars  per 
annum.

The  Commissioners  have  appointed  as  officers  of  the  Institution, 
Col.  Alex.  N.  Dougherty,  Commandant;  Rev.  Samuel  T.  Moore,  Su- 
perintendent and  Chaplain ;  Dr.  A.  M.  Mills,  Physician. 

The  great  need  for  the  establishment  of  the  Home  is  manifested  by 
the  fact  that  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors 
have  already  been  received  by  the  Institution  as  State  beneficiaries. 

The  economy  of  the  Home  is  conducted  with  care.  The  average 
cost  per  ration  for  each  inmate  is  thirty-five  cents,  which  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  still  further  reduced  during  the  ensuing  year.  The 
meat  consumed  in  the  institution  is  furnished  on  contract  by  the  low-

est  bidder,  and  other  articles  of  consumption  are  purchased  at  whol^ 
sale. 

The  Home  was  fitted  up  and  made  ready  for  the  reception  of 
patients,  on  the  4th  of  July  last.  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  here- 
with the  reports  of  the  several  officers  to  the  30th  November,  1866, 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  following  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Coo- 
mandant  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers  : 

First — A  supplement  to  the  act  of  incorporation,  which  shall  allov 
to  the  officers  of  the  Institution  some  discretionary  power  as  to  tte 
temporary  entertainment  of  soldiers  of  other  states,  who  may  oome 
to  the  Home  m  distress,  and  also  of  soldiers  of  our  own  State,  whose 
disability  may  date  subsequent  to  their  service  in  the  army. 

Second — A  further  supplement  permitting  the  use  of  the  Home  ai 
a  city  hospital  in  cases  where  payment  of  expenses  is  guaranteed. 

Third — Repeal  of  the  clause  requiring  the  surrender  of  pensiow 
by  men  with  families  depending  on  them. 

It  is  believed  from  repeated  inspections  made  throughout  the  year, 
that  the  intentions  of  the  State  in  the  endowment  of  the  Home,  hzn 
been  faithfully  carried  out,  and  that  it  is  worthy  of  continued 
support

Hon.  JR.  H,  VeghtCy  President  of  Board  of  Managers: 

Sir: — The  accompany  ing  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  and  Chap- 
lain and  Physician,  are  respectfully  submitted. 

The  information  contained  in  these  documents  is  so  ample  as  to 
leave  little  for  me  to  add. 

I  shall  simply  present  a  few  suggestions,  such  as  our  experience 
hitherto  may  warrant,  towards  the  improvement  of  this  institution  and 
the  more  complete  fulfillment  of  the  designs  which  the  benevolence  of 
the  State  has  contemplated  in  its  foundation. 

On  the  21st  of  July,  and  shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  Home,  I 
issued  a  series  of  provisional  regulations,  followed,  from  time  to  time, 
by  such  further  orders  as  the  maintenance  of  good  discipline  required; 
all  of  which  were  referred,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  received  their  sanction.  All  of  my  oflScial  acts  have 
been  thus  referred. 

Under  these  rules  and  regulations,  administered  faithfully,  as  I  am 
happy  to  say  they  have  been  by  the  eJBcient  Superintendent,  the 
Physician  and  the  Matron,  the  Soldiers'  Home  is  in  complete  working 
order,  and  reflects  credit  on  the  State. 

By  reference  to  Schedule  B,  also  appended,  which  is  a  tabular  list 
of  all  the  beneficiaries,  it  will  be  seen  that  several  soldiers  ajtplying 
to  us  in  distress,  who  belonged  to  other  States,  as  also  several  belong- 
ing to  this  State,  but  whose  disability  dates  subsequent  to  discharge, 
have  been  admitted  temporarily  to  our  hospitalities. 

This  course  was  thought  to  be  warranted  by  the  exigency,  and  no 
less  BO  by  the  spirit  of  the  acts  establishing  the  Home.  I  would  sug- 
gest the  propriety  of  asking  for  a  supplement  which  shall  provide,  in 
terms,  for  such  cases. 

Though  the  utmost  economy  has  been  sedulously  practiced,  and  the 
expenses  of  the  Home  have  been  kept  down  to  the  lowest  possible 
figure,  consistent  with  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  inmates,  still  the 
aggregate  has  reached,  in  the  initial  five  months — when  it  would 
naturally  be  least— the  sum  of  $7,757.38.  As  but  $10,000.00  per  an- 
num is  allowed  by  the  acts,  I  would  suggest  that  the  Legislamre  be 
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asked  to  double  the  allowance.  This  can  be  the  more  reasonaUj 
petitioned  for,  seeing  that  the  whole  sum  of  $(>0,000.00  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  of  grounds  and  buildings,  the  fitting  up  of  the  same, 
and  the  support  of  the  institution  for  one  year,  there  is  a  balance  rf 
$34,346.28  remaining  unexpended. 

Application  was  recently  made  to  me  for  the  reception  of  a  sick 
man,  not  a  soldier,  whose  friends  oflFered  to  pay  a  sufficient  sum  fcr 
his  support  and  treatment  at  the  Home.  As  such  cases  do  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  institution  the  request  was  negatived.  I  wooM 
suggest  the  further  amendment  of  the  act  so  as  to  admit  suitable  cases 
of  this  description  until  the  establishment  of  a  City  Hospital  inJfew- 
ark.  The  clause  in  the  act  requiring  the  surrender  of  pensions  <n 
the  part  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  creates  considerable  compl^t 
among  them,  especially  those  of  them  who  have  families.  I  wonH 
suggest  that  men  with  families  dependent  on  them  be  excepted  from 
the  operation  of  this  provision,  Also  a  supplement  asking  that  meo 
who  were  not  residents  of  the  State  when  they  enlisted^  but  have  beca 
disabled  in  a  New  Jersey  regiment,  may  be  admitted  as  beneficiaries.

I  have  the  honor  to  forward  with  this  report  a  copy  of  address^ 
together  with  a  report  of  the  services  on  this  occasion. 

I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Chaplain,  by  hd^ 
religious  services  every  sabbath,  morning  and  evening  prayers;  oor 
versing  and  praying  with  the  sick  and  dving,  distributing  moral  lad 
religious  literature,  and  burying  the  deaa. 
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In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Mnnagers,  I  havt 
fitted  up  a  comfortable  Chapel;  at  an  expense  of  $300,00. 

As  I  was  to  collect  the  amount  for  fitting  up  said  Chapel,  I  ha^e 
the  honor  to  slate  that  1  have  secured  in  cash  and  subscription  about 
$189,  leaving  a  balance  of  $111  to  collect. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  is  a  marked  change  in  the  moral  con- 
dition of  the  inmates. 

At  one  time  drunkeness*  seemed  to  prevail ;  but  we  now  very  sel- 
dom see  a  drunken  man  ;  you  cannot  but  observe  this  change  in  the 
order  and  discipline  of  the  Home. 

My  labors  as  Superintendent  and  Chaplain  have  been  arduous, 
while  fitting  up  the  buildings  and  furnishing  them  for  the  reception 
of  patients. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  returning  to  you  as  Commandant 
of  this  Post,  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  advice  you  have  ^i^en,  and 
kindness  manifested  to  me  at  all  times  during  the  five  months  w» 
have  been  connected  with  this  institution.

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DEDICATION  OP  THE  SOLDIER'S  HOME. 


The  Soldier's  Home  on  Mill  street,  in  the  city  of  Newark,  was  dedi- 
cated on  the  5th  of  September,  with  imposing  ceremonies.  A  foil 
historical  account  of  this  institution  is  contained  in  the  address  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Graw,  given  in  full  below.  The  procession  was  formed  at 
half  past  two  o'clock  on  Park  Place,  right  resting  on  Centre  street^ 
and  marched  in  the  following  order:  Col.  Wm.  Ward  in  absence  of 
Gen.  Carman  through  sickness,  acting  as  Grand  Marshal,  with  the  fol- 
lowing aids :  Col.  Buck,  Col.  Close,  Major  Sears,  Captain  Clark,  Cap- 
tain Courtois,  Lieutenant  Pierson,  Sheriff  Ricord,  the  Newark  CavaL^ 
under  Captain  Gerth,  headed  by  their  band ;  First  Regiment  New 
Jersey  Kifle  Corps,  Col.  James  Peckwell ;  Company  A,  Unattached 
Veterans,  Captain  Linder ;  Volunteer  Officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy ; 
and  veterans  of  the  late  war,  commanded  by  Col.  Cummings;  ve- 
hicles adorned  with  flags.  The  procession  passed  through  Centre, 
Broad  and  Mill  streets  to  the  Home.  It  attracted  crowds  to  the  side- 
walks, and  handkerchiefs  as  usual  were  waved  to  the  veterans  and  to 
the  bold  militia  boys — the  First  Regiment  presenting  a  fine  and 
soldierly  appearance.  Flags  were  displayed  from  various  buildings 
along  the  route,  and  quite  a  large  show  of  bunting  was  made  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  institution. 

The  procession  arrived  at  the  grounds  soon  after  three  o'clock.  A 
platform  had  been  erected  in  front  of  the  east  portico  of  the  main 
building,  and  these  were  occupied  by  a  large  number  of  ladies,  the 
choir  (under  Captain  Sims),  Gov.  Ward,  Col.  A.  N.  Dougherty,  Com- 
mandant; Rev.  Samuel  T.  Moore,  Superintendent  and  Chaplain ;  Dr. 
A.  M.  Mills,  Physician ;  Members  of  the  Common  Council ;  Gen.  Ram- 
sey and  other  officers;  a  number  of  our  city  clergy  and  prominent 
citizens  of  Newark ;  Hon.  Rynear  H.  Veghte,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  presided,  and  the 

EXERCISES 

were  opened  with  music  by  the  band,  followed  by  an  address  by  Rev. 
J.  B.  Graw,  A.  M.,  of  Lambcrtville,  formerly  Chaplain  of  the  lOth 
New  Jersey. 

HISTORICAL    ADDRESS. 

The  first  notable  and  p:rand  undertaking  to  provide  a  refuge  for 
Disabled  Soldiers  and  Sailors  was  made  by  Louis  XIV.,  who  in  1670 
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founded  the  splendid  establishment  at  Paris,  still  in  existence  nndcr 
the  name  of  Hotel  des  Invalides.  The  edifice  covers  sixteen  acres 
of  ground  enclosing  fifteen  courts  and  can  furnish  accommodatioDS 
for  5,000  inmates.  In  1855  the  total  number  of  invalid  soldiers  and 
oflBccrs  boarded,  lodged  and  clothed  in  it  amounted  to  3,076.  AD 
soldiers,  whether  by  land  or  sea,  who  are  actually  disabled  by  wounds, 
or  who  have  served  thirty  years,  and  obtained  a  pension,  are  entitled 
to  the  privileges  of  the  institution.  On  entry. the  pension  is  surrea- 
dered,  to  be  restored  when  the  patient  chooses  to  leave.  This  magnifi- 
cent charity  is  under  the  government  of  the  senior  Mardiall  of 
France,  assisted  by  a  stafi"  composed  of  one  General  of  Division  or 
Brigade,  one  Colonel  or  Lieutenant  Colonel  and  eight  Captains,  at 
Adjutants  of  the  latter.  There  are  also  one  Almoner,  two  Chaplaias 
one  chief  Physician,  one  chief  Surgeon,  one  chief  Apothecary  and  tea 
assistants,  26  Sisters  of  Charity,  and  260  servants  of  all  kinds.  The 
•plendor  of  the  buildings  baffles  description.  Among  them  e  the 
church  surmounted  by  a  dome  and  spire  325  feet  high,  under  which 
in  grandeur  repose  the  ashes  of  the  First  Napoleon.  Some  notion  of 
the  gorgeous  decoration  of  the  tomb  with  which  the  snrronndiiig 
architecture  is  quite  in  keeping,  may  be  had  from  its  cost,  which  ir» 
more  tlian  9.000,000  francs.  Napoleon,  whose  wars  frightfully  an^- 
mented  the  number  of  inmates  granted  the  Hotel  an  annual  subsidy 
of  6,000,000  francs.  The  following  extracts  from  the  Imperial  de- 
cree of  1863,  regulating  its  organization  will  give  an  idea  of  tie 
•cope  and  intent  of  the  institution. 

GENERAL  DISPOSITION. 

JlrL  1.  The  Hotel  des  Invalides  is  instituted  for  the  reception  rf 
■oldiers  and  sailors,  of  all  grades,  who  have  been  disabled  in  war  or 
have  grown  old  in  the  service. 

Jirt.  2.  The  establishment  is  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  Mi»- 
ister  of  War. 

Art.  3.  The  Minister  alone  pronounces  on  the  admission  of  inmatei. 

Art,  4.  No  one  can  be  admitted  unless  he  has  a  retiring  pension. 

Admissions  take  place  in  the  following  order: 

1st.  Those  pensioned  for  loss  of  sight,  loss  of  two  limbs,  loss  of  oic 
limb. 

2d.  Men  pensioned  for  long  service,  who  have  attained  the  age  of 
Bxty  years,  or  more. 

3d.  Citizens  entitled  to  pensions,  as  combatants  of  July,  1830. 

4th.  Non-commissioned  oflScers  and  soldiers  of  the  battalions  of  th 
National  Guard,  pensioned  for  wounds  received  in  the  combatsrf 
June.  1843. 

Art.  5.  In  default  of  applicants  fulfilling  the  conditions  annooDcrf 
in  the  last  article,  pensioners  may  1)0  admitted,  if  they  have  wotfi* 
or  infiruiities  equivalent  to  the  absolute  loss  of  the  use  of  a  limb,  » 
are  seventy  years  old. 
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The  same  rule  applies  to  retired  oflBcers,  provided  they  were  not 
dismissed  dishonorably. 

Art  6.  Furthermore,  no  one  can  be  admitted  to  the  Hotel  without 
a  previous  establishment  of  his  good  conduct  and  morality.  Non- 
commissioned officers  and  soldiers  ought  to  be,  moreover,  unable  to 
earn  a  livinsr. 

Jlrt,  7.  Every  applicant,  whose  pension  is  stopped,  must  have  his 
pension  restored  prior  to  his  admission. 

Art,  8.  The  payment  of  pensions  is" suspended  so  long  as  the  pen- 
sioners are  on  the  books  of  the  Hotel. 

Art,  9.  But  this  suspension  is  not  meant  to  apply  to  civil  pensions 
due  for  services  rendered  since  leaving  the  ranks  of  the  army. 

Art,  10.  Sailors  are  proposed  for  the  Hotel  by  the  Minister  of  Ma- 
rine, who  shall,  on  their  entrance,  disburse  to  the  pubh'c  treasury,  on 
account  of  wounded  sailors,  the  amount  per  diem  which  has  been 
agreed  on  with  the  Minister  of  War. 

Art,  11.  The  number  of  inmates  is  regulated  by  the  amount  of 
money  annually  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  institution. 

In  1682,  twelve  years  subsequently,  Charles  II.  founded  the  Mili- 
tary Asylum  at  Chelsea,  after  the  plans  of  the  celebrated  Sir  Chris- 
topher Wron,  who  also  furnished  the  rules  and  regulations  which 
governed  the  asylum.  It  was  completed  in  1690,  at  an  expense 
of  $750,000.  It  accommodates  upwards  of  500  resident  pensioners, 
besides  whom  there  is  a  large  body  of  out  pensioners.  The  body  of 
the  Duke  of  Wellington. lay  in  State  there  for  a  few  days  previous  to 
the  funeral  (November  1 8,  1852). 

In  1705,  Greenwich  Hospital  for  superannuated  and  disabled  sea- 
men, founded  in  1794.  by  William  and  Mary,  was  opened,  occupying 
a  site  of  an  ancient  royal  palace,  the  birthplace  of  Henry  Vill,  and 
Elizabeth.  This  establishment  consists  of  four  quadrangular  buildings,, 
enclosing  a  square,  and  each  bearing  the  name  of  the  sovereign  in 
whose  reign  it  was  erected.  It  was  at  first  intended  for  three 
hundred  seamen,  a  number  w^hicli  has  since  increased  to  three 
thousand,  independently  of  about  two  thousand  out  pensioners. 
The  royal  founders  were  assisted  by  private  contributions  to  the 
amount  of  S300,000.  Its  income  was  augmented  in  1710  by  the  for- 
feiture of  the  estates  of  the  Earl  of  Derwentwater,  which  were  appro- 
priated to  this  hospital,  and  since  that  time  by  numerous  private 
donations. 

The  spirit  of  our  people  and  our  institutions  is  not  compatible  with 
Biich  ffrand  and  expensive  displays  as  is  exhibited  in  these  asylums  of 
the  old  world.  While  as  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  providing 
generonsly  for  the  actual  necessities  of  those  wounded  in  her  service, 
the  State,  plain  and  simple  herself,  would  have  her  designs  carried 
out  with  corresponding  modesty. 

The  idea  of  a  Soldiers' Home  originated  in  the  philanthropic  mind 
of  oar  present  Governor,  His  Excellency  Marcus  |j.  Ward,  conspicu- 
ous from  the  outbreak  of  the  war  as  a  friend  of  the  sick  and  wounded 
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soldiers,  for  whom  he  procured  the  establishment  of  the  great  g^ieitl 
hospital  in  this  city,  which  very  suitably  was  called  by  his  naae. 
Ton  all  know  his  untiring  efforts  directed  to  the  amelioraticm  of  the 
condition  of  the  soldiers'  families,  by  serving  as  a  medium  for  tbe 
transmission  of  pay  due  the  soldiers,  and  in  many  instances  by  ad- 
vancing money  from  his  private  funds.  When  the  wur  ended  i 
occurred  to  him  that  the  duties  of  those  benefitted  by  the  losses  aad 
sacrifices  of  our  brave  defenders  had  not  ceased,  bnt  that  with  more 
than  a  thousand  pensioners  from  this  State  enrolled  at  the  Katiooal 
Capitol,  of  whom  four  hundred  were  adjudged  entitled  to  foil  pea- 
sions  as  utterly  unable  to  contribute  towards  their  own  support,  iien 
must  be  imperative  need  of  such  an  institution  as  this.  He  accord- 
ingly addressed  a  petition  to  the  Legislature  of  1863— '64,  asking  fcr 
the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  examine  into  and  report  <m  tbe 
subject. 

This  petition  was  the  initial  step  towards  the  founding  of  soldiav'^ 
homes  in  this  country ;  and  the  New  Jersey  Home,  which  resulted, 
may  justly  be  considered  the  parent  of  similar  institutions,  of  which 
there  are  several  in  other  States.  In  response  to  this  petition,  an  act 
entitled  '*  Joint  resolutions  in  relation  to  disabled  soldiers,"  wis 
passed  by  the  Legislature,  and  on  the  12th  day  of  April,  18G4,^^ 
ceived  the  approval  of  the  Executive,  which  act  appointed  Uarcus  L 
Ward,  Daniel  Haines,  William  A.  Newell,  Edwin  A.  Stevens,  Charks 
S.  Olden,  and  Theodore  S.  Paul,  as  commissioLors,  and  refferred  tie 
subject  to  them.  The  last  named  gentleman  declining  to  act  hiv 
place  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Hon.  Rynear  H.  V^te. 
This  commission  reported  February  1st,  1865,  that  they  had  corre*- 
ponded  with  our  Ministers  in  France  and  England,  in  order  to  ob- 
tain information  in  relation  to  similar  institutions  in  those  countries; 
also,  with  the  Pension  OflBce,  in  order  to  learn  the  probable  need  of 
such  an  institution  in  this  State,  and  they  consequently  recommeDded 
that  a  State  retreat  or  home  be  established,  that  fifty  or  more  acres 
of  land  suitably  located  be  purchased,  that  buildings  adapted  to  tbe 
purpose  be  erected  thereon,  and  that  it  be  furnished  with  allcot- 
veniences  necessary  for  such  an  institution.  They  asked  for  $30,000 
for  tho  purchase  and  equipment  of  the  Home;  also,  that  commissktt- 
ers  be  appointed  to  select  and  purchase  the  land.  They  likewise  re- 
commended a  system  of  out  patients,  by  which  men  with  ftuBihes. 
who  might  prefer  to  live  at  home,  might  receive  a  small  stipend  from 
the  funds  of  the  institution.  An  act  in  accordance  with  these  sogg 
tions  was  passed  and  approved  March  23d,  1865,  and  the  same  eon- 
missioners  were  appointed,  Mr.  Yeghte  being  substituted  for  Mr. 
Paul.  By  a  supplement  to  this  act  the  commissioners  were  empov* 
ered,  if  they  should  see  fit,  to  purchase  or  receive  by  gift  a  leaseboU 
of,  or  acquire  by  lease  for  a  term  of  years,  a  site  and  grounds  saittUe 
and  sufficient  for  the  said  Home,  and  to  rent  or  purchase  any  buiUi^ 
or  buildings  that  may  be  thereon,  and  to  purchase  or  contract  fr 
materials  for  the  enlarging,  altering,  or  repairing  of  the  same,  ti' 
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for   the  erection  of  buildings  suitable  for  the  said  Home,  provided 
that  the  tenancy  be  for  a  term  not  less  than  ten  years,  and  that  the 
rent  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  one  thousand  dollars  by  the  year. 
The  commissioners  concluded,  after  due  deliberation,  that  this  site 
where  we  now  stand,  till  lately  in  the  use  of  the  Ward  U.  S.  General 
Hospital,  was  more  available  than  any  other  of  which  they  could 
obtain  knowledge,  and  accordingly  leased  the  ground  (twenty -three 
acres)  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  purchased  a  number  of  the  build- 
ings and  fixtures  at  a  cost  of  $7,475  30.    The  executive  building  of 
the  hospital  was  fitted  up  as  you  see  it,  at  a  cost  of  about  $5,000,  and 
preparations  were  made  for  the  reception  into  the  Home  for  fifty 
patients.    The  building  can,  on  an  emergency,  accommodate  seventy- 
five  patients,  and  other  buildings  can  be  brought  into  use,  if  required. 
The  State  appropriation  is,  however,  limited  to  $10,000  per  annum^ 
and  unless  supplemented  by  private  beneficence,  will  of  course  deter- 
mine the  scope  of  the  institution.    Finally,  an  act  approved  March, 
*  1866,  names  the  commissioners,  before  mentioned,  managers  of  ^*  The 
New  Jersey  Home  for  Disabled  Soldiers,"  vests  in  them  the  govern- 
ment  of  said  Home,  and  provides  for  the  appointment  by  them  of  a 
Ck>mmandant,  who  shall  be  a  well  educated  and  competent  physician 
and  surgeon,  a  Superintendent,  a  Chaplain,  and  Physician,  and  defines 
their  respective  duties.    The  Board,  after  organizing  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Hon.  Rynear  H.  Veghte  as  President  (His  Excellency  Gov- 
ernor Ward  having  declined  to  serve  in  that  capacity),  Hon.  Daniel 
Haines,  Secretary,  and  His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Treasurer^ 
proceeded  to  appoint  Col.  A.  N.  Dougherty,  Commandant;  Rev. 
Samuel  P.  Moore,  Superintendent  and  Chaplain ;  and  Dr.  A.  M.  Mills; 
Physician;  all  of  whom  entered  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties  in 
June  last,  and  the  Home  was,  after  due  notification,  opened  for  the 
reception  of  patients  on  the  4th  of  July. 

Besides  these  officers  there  is  a  Matron,  who  acts  also  as  chief  nurse, 
laundress,  &c.  Forty-one  in  patients  have  been  received,  of  whom 
one  has  died,  and  four  being  temporary  inmates,  soldiers  of  other 
States  applying  to  us  in  distress,  after  their  wants  were  supplied  were 
forwarded  to  their  homes.  Besides,  we  have  on  our  books  fifteen  out 
patients,  to  each  of  whom  is  paid  a  weekly  stipend  of  from  one  to  two 
dollars,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  case.  Total  registered,  66 ; 
present  beneficiaries,  51 ;  of  whom  five  are  destitute  of  a  leg,  and 
three  of  an  arm,  and  numbers  are  sufiiaring  from  pulmonary  consump. 
tion. 

The  in  patients  are  fed  on  the  basis  of  the  army — rations,  clothed 
in  a  neat  army  uniform,  comfortably  lodged  and  suitably  cared  for  in 
all  particulars.  Their  religious  preferences  are  scrupulously  respec- 
ted, and  clergymen  of  every  denomination  have  free  access  to  them. 
I  have  thus,  in  as  few  words  as  possible,  sketched  the  history  of 
the  New  Jersey  Home  for  Disabled  Soldiers.  It  is  a  noble  charity 
and  does  honor  to  him  who  conceived  it,  to  the  Legislature  which 
founded  it,  and  to  the  commissioners  (now  the  Board  of  Managen) 
89 
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who  have  so  ably  and  zealously  accomplished  the  purposes  of  the 
various  acts  referring  to  it.  The  institution  is  now  in  pierfect  work- 
ing order,  its  affairs  are  liberally  yet  economically  administered,  the 
salaries  of  its  officers  are  at  a  minimum,  (its  managers  giving  their 
services  gratuitously),  and  it  bids  fair  to  do  much  good.  This  i; 
obviously  a  far  more  appropriate  asylum  than  any  almshouse  can  be 
for  the  maimed  and  broken  soldier. 

It  is  more  consonant  to  those  proud  emotions  which  sent  him  fortfc 
to  battle  for  his  country,  and  offers  a  more  fitting  expression  of  the 
public  sense  of  his  sacrifices  and  sufferings. 

In  the  name  of  the  State  then  and  before  Heaven  we  bid  him 
welcome. 

A  dedicatory  ode  written  for  the  occasion  was  sung  with  fioe 
effect  by  the  choir  composed  principally  of  members  of  the  Newark 
Harmonic  Association.    The  following  is  the  ode : 

Welcome,  veterans, 
War-worn  soldiers !  gratefol  Jersey 

Offers  here  a  home  for  you — 
Always  has  your  course  been  worthy,

DEDICATORY  ADDRBSS. 

The  duty  assigned  me  on  this  occasion  is  one  of  the  most  pleisul 
character.     The  liberality  and  wise  forethought  which  have  here  pith 
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Tided  a  home  for  the  Tronnded  and  disabled  soldiers  of  the  State,  can- 
not be  regarded  m  too  favt)rable  a  light.    The  soldiers  who  have 
jre  turned  from  the  great  war  of  the  Republic,  bj  which  a  nation  has 
been  saved,  slavery  abolished,  and  loyalty  tested,  deserve  the  remem- 
brance of  the  people  and  the  care  of  the  government.    Prom  the 
very  earliest  period  of  this  struggle  I  appreciated  and  understood  the 
importance  of  fully  regarding  their  interests,  protecting  and  sustaining 
their  families,  and  throwing  around  the  wounded  and  suffering  aU 
possible  care.    These  structures,  now  devoted  to  State  objects,  were 
'erected  by  the  general  government  in  that  wise  spirit  which  under- 
stood that  to  the  wounded  soldiers  there  was  a  healthy  influence  in 
the  atmosphere  of  home.    The  scenes  I  have  witnessed  here,  the  evi- 
dence of  humble  loyalty,  the  endurance  of  suffering,  the  generosity  of 
spirit,  are  indelibly  fastened  on  my  memory.     During  the  progress 
of  the  war,  and  after  its  closing  scenes,  there  remained  to  the  State 
the  duty  of  caring  for  those  who  had  returned  among  us  maimed  and 
wasted  in  its  service.    This  is  their  Home !  around  which  we  desire 
to  throw  all  the  comforts  which  can  cheer  and  alleviate.    And  with 
all  due  appreciation  of  those  who  led  our  armies  and  oflBcered  our 
regiments,  I  cannot  but  feel  that  our  triumph  was  won  by  the  hardy 
and  brave  soldiers  of  the  Republic  who  formed  the  rank  and  file  of 
the  army.    They  passed  from  the  workshop  and  the  plough  into  the 
ranks,  with  no  thoughts  of  promotion  unless  won  by  heroic  deeds ;  with 
no  expectation  of  office  or  preferment  except  founded  on  service,  worth 
and  capability.    They  have  returned  to  their  wonted  occupation  with 
zeal  and  energy,  and  they  constitute  now  a  citizen  soldiery  such  as  no 
other  nation  can  boast.    That  they  will  well  and  worthily  fulfil  the 
duties  devolving  upon  them  now,  I  am  assured.    They  know  the 
value  of  the  blessings  of  union  and  liberty,  which  they  have  so 
worthily  maintained.     When  I  recall  the  events  of  the  war  now 
closed,  when  I  think  of  the  regiments  so  early  and  so  efficiently  placed 
in  the  field  by  New  Jersey,  when  I  read  on  every  page  of  its  history 
of  the  undying  valor  and  heroism  of  our  soldiers,  my  heart  thrills 
with  pleasure  and  with  pride.     As  the  regimental  rolls  are  called  the 
response  is  frequent — *'  Died  on  the  field  of  honor."    But  the  re- 
membrance of  the  heroic  dead  is  kept  green  in  our  hearts.  All  over  the 
State  monuments  are  rising  erected  to  their  memory,  and  recounting 
their  deeds.    The  voice  of  calumny  is  now  hushed.    The  tablets  of 
our  State  bear  on  their  illuminated  pages  the  names  of  Kearney, 
Taylor,  Tucker,  Allen,  Bayard,  Harker,  Zabriskie,  Ryerson,  Haines, 
and  a  host  of  others,  whoie  names  and  fame  will  be  ever  associated 
with  our  honor  and  our  glory.     Wherever  they  lie,  whether  in  the 
quiet  church  yard  at  home,  in  the  national  cemeteries  or  in  far  dis- 
tent graves,  the  State  guards  with  jealous  care  the  sacred  earth  which 
holds  them.    To  the  living  we  have  sought  to  do  justice.    The  State 
will  soon  present  to  each  and  all  its  certificate  of  faithful  service  in 
a  form  which  will  be  preserved  and  guarded  in  every  home  honored 
by  a  soldier's  presence,  as  its  choicest  relic.    It  has  sought  to  exempt 
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them  from  a  portion  of  the  taxation  created  by  the  war.     It  has  de- 
Bired  to  secnre  their  pay  and  bounties',  granted  by  the  liberaKty  of 
Congress,  witiiont  trouble  or  expense  to  them.     It  has  taken  Urn 
orphans  of  the  deceased  soldier  and  made  them,  in  fact  and  in  troth, 
the  children  of  the  State.    All  this  is  the  result  not  of  impulse  or  of 
accident,  but  of  a  desire  to  do  full  justice  to  the  soldiers  of  New  Jersey. 
It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  such  benefits  within  the  reach  of  aad 
accruing  to  all,  were  the  best  return  the  State  could  make  then. 
But  the  crowning  glory  of  all  is  this  Home  for  the  wounded  and  dis- 
abled, whose  presence  honors  us  on  this  occasion. 

They  are  not  pensioners  on  the  bounty  of  any,  but  they  are  the 
residents  of  a  Soldiers  Home  erected  and  sustained  by  the  truest 
spirit  of  loyalty.  Here  are  assembled  those  who  appreciate  ib&t 
service,  and  who  would  do  all  honor  to  their  patriotism.  Around  loe 
are  gathered  a  portion  of  pur  citizen  soldiery,  emulous  of  their 
deeds  and  remembrances.  Here  are  the  authorities  of  this  beautifnl 
city  and  other  citizens  of  our  State,  high  in  ofiicial  position  and  end- 
nent  for  their  public  services,  adding  by  their  presence  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  occasion.  And  here  too  is  woman,  ever  loyal  and 
true,  ready  to  endure  and  suflFer,  ready  to  give  her  loved  ones  to  the 
nation's  service,  and  ready  to  crown  with  wreaths  of  laurel  the  gallant 
soldiers  returning  in  triumph. 

And  thus  surrounded,  1  dedicate  this  Home  to  a  purpose  which 
honors  our  instincts  and  our  loyalty.  I  dedicate  it  as  the  resideoee 
of  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  New  Jersey,  who  have  been  wounded 
or  disabled  in  this  war  for  the  life  of  the  nation.  I  dedicate  it  to 
this  roll  of  gallant  soldiers  who  have  borne  those  stars  and  stripes 
through  many  a  bloody  conflict.  1  dedicate  it  in  the  name  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  loyal  people  of  New  Jersey,  whose  generoos 
purpose  has  ripened  into  the  accomplished  deed.  And  as  we  pass 
this  spot  thus  dedicated  to  loyalty,  let  us  remember  the  priceless  gift 
these  veterans  preserved  for  us  and  our  children. 

The  Governor  was  frequently  applauded  and  resumed  his  seat  amid 
hearty  cheering. 

DBDICATORY   PRAYER,

and  abilities  of  a  loyal,  patriotic  and  liberty  loving  people,  a  shelter 
and  retreat  where  life's  battles  may  be  ended  in  peace  and  hope,  and 
the  blessing  and  consolation  of  a  quiet  Christian  Home. 

This  house  and  Home,  just  now  dedicated  to  the  service  and  use  of 
the  veteran  soldiers,  we  ask  Thee,  0  God,  to  accept  the  offering  made 
here;  let  Thy  Spirit  dwell  here;  grant  Thy  grace,  and  may  the  re- 
ligious influences  which  shall  surround  the  dwellers  in  this  Home, 
lead  each  to  consecrate  their  best  energies  to  Thy  service,  and  so  find 
an  interest  at  last  in  that  House  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the 
heavens. 

Bless,  O  Grod,  our  nation ;  may  we  learn  from  our  recent  experi- 
ences that  righteousness  alone  exalteth  a  people.  Bless  Thy  servant 
the  President  of  our  country ;  afford  him  grace;  may  his  counsellora 
dwell  in  wisdom,  and  each  find  delight  in  ot)eying  the  law  of  the 
Lord.  Bless,  we  pray  Thee,  the  Executive  of  our  own  beloved  State; 
prolong  his  days  for  usefulness ;  we  thank  Thee  for  the  devotion  he 
has  given,  and  for  the  interest  he  has  manifested  in  the  noble  enter- 
prise upon  which  we  crave  Thy  blessing;  may  he  ever  find  comfort  in 
the  assurance  that  many  shall  arise  to  call  him  blessed,  and  above  all 
else,  when  with  him  life's  race  is  run,  its  battle  ended,  may  he  from 
Thee  receive  the  meed  of  praise,  "  Ye  have  done  what  ye  could." 
Bless  with  Thy  favor  the  Commissioners  and  Managers  of  this  Home; 
in  all  plans  and  executions  may  they  find  their  reward  in  fulfilling 
the  law  of  love,  "  Do  unto  others  as  you  would  that  they  should  do 
unto  you".

FLAG     PBESBNTATION*. 

After  the  prayer,  a  handsome  flag,  obtained  for  the  purpose  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Club,  was  presented  to  we 
institution  by  Col.  Cnmmings,  from  the  veterans  of  Newark  to  the 
89» 
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soldiers  of  the  Home.    The  Oolonel  refbrred  to  the  flag  as  that  i 
which  the  veterans  had  fought  on  many  a  field,  and  asked  the  Cob- 
mandant  to  see  to  its  present  position. 

Col.  Dougherty  replied  as  follows: 

The  duty  has  unexpectedly  devolved  on  me  of  thanking  you  is 
behalf  of  the  residents  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  for  this  generons  gift, 
the  most  apposite  possible  from  soldiers  to  soldiers.  Tc^ether  yoi 
and  we  have  followed  that  flag  through  the  heat  and  fire  of  battle,  tiD 
wrested  at  last  from  traitor  hands,  it  floats  to-day  over  every  fori  of 
our  broad  land.  Its  office  of  rallying  point  and  centre  is  done,  hut 
as  often  as  we  shall  see  it  rise  to  the  top  of  yonder  staff,  we,  the  broken 
and  maimed  soldiers,  will  see  it  with  our  mind's  eye,  surging  as  tbfrm- 
eriy  to  and  fro  in  the  fiercest  battles  of  modem  times.  God  be 
thuiked  that  it  now  symbolizes  peaceful  progress,  and  that  from  the 
mighty  conflict  it  has  emerged  more  glorious  than  ever.  God  grant 
that  new  and  still  more  important  successes  may  await  it  as  a  peaoefiil 
emblem  than  those  which  it  won  as  the  leader  of  freedom's  host.  It 
signifies  and  symbolizes  Equal  Rights.  €rod  speed  the  day  whea 
flmt  great  Democratic  principle  shall  spread  (as  it  surely  will)  ov^ 
the  earth.    Again,  sir,  I  thank  you. 

The  Colonel  was  loudly  cheered,  and  the  flag  was  hoisted  to  the 
top  of  the  stafi",  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  high,  by  four  maimed 
veterans.  Col.  William  Ward,  Capt.  James  R.  Sandford,  John  Kehoe, 
and  one  other.  Tumultuous  cheering  from  the  entire  assembly  tA- 
lowed  the  ascent  of  the  flag,  while  the  band  struck  up  the  "  Star  Spa^^M 
Banner."  The  "  Victors'  Return  "  was  sung  by  the  choir,  when  lU|Dr 
Pangbom,  of  the  Jersey  City  Times,  was  introduced  and  delivoed  aa 

ORATION, 

in  which  he  was  frequently  applauded.  He  said  that  when  we  on 
calculate  what  would  have  followed  if  this  great,  tree,  fidr  land  kad 
been  blotted  from  the  roll  of  .nations,  then  it  xnif^t  be  told  what 
we  owe  to  the  soldiers.  This  is  a  time  for  congratulation.  laiD 
Europe  there  were  scarce  any  who  believed  that  we  would  be  able  to 
conquer  the  enemy  in  our  own  household.  They  could  not  and  can- 
not understand  how  we  could  carry  on  the  war  successfiilly  with  a 
depleted  treasury;  without  any  great  military  organization;  era^y 
man  beleiving  himself  as  good  as  any  other  man.  But  we  succeeded, 
because  we  knew  that  we  ought  to  succeed.  We  had  the  consdoas- 
ness  of  right,  and  we  persevered  in  this  consciousness  till  rebeDioB 
was  dead,  and  treason  in  a  position  to  be  made  odious.  You  all  see 
how  great  a  thing  it  has  been,  and  what  a  blessed  thing  it  will  be 
that  the  rebellion  was  overcome. 

We  know  enough  to  honor  the  blue  uniform  and  do  rever^iee  ia 
the  flag.  All  the  best  things  that  ever  have  becm  done  have  arm 
from  the  concurrent  action  of  common  men.  And  in  this  will  be 
found  the  secret  of  our  success.    To  a  schoolboy  Cleorge  Wadiiagtoa 
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is  the  incarnation  of  the  revoltition,  but  we  owe  more  to  the  soldiers 
who  breasted  the  tide  of  battle  at  Monmouth,  Princeton  and  Trenton. 
The  abolition  of  slavery  could  not  be  accomplished  until  the  heart  of 
the  nation  was  aroused,  and  the  common  people  took  up  the  work 
with  the  inspiration  of  the  sentiment, 

As  he  died  to  make  men  holy,  let  us  die  to  make  men  free. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  war  there  was  but  one  who  could,  as  with 
prophet's  eye,  see  the  **  Coming  of  the  Glory  of  the  Lord,"  and  that 
one  was  a  woman,  the  author  of  the  Battle  Hymn.  The  nation  did 
not  behold  this  until  Sherman  marched  down  to  the  sea. 

The  speaker  made  an  appropriate  peroration,  and  was  again 
cheered. 

Rev.  D.  J.  Morrill,  late  Chaplain  of  the  Twenty-sixth  New  Jersey 
Regiment,  pronounced  the  benediction,  after  which  the  large  audience 
dispersed,  the  military  marching  from  the  grounds  with  music  and 
flying  banners,  and  this  Home,  destined  to  be  such  indeed  to  many  of 
our  brave  crippled  and  broken  down  soldiers,  had  been  fitly  dedi- 
cated. 

The  proceedings  passed  off  well,  the  arrangements  having  been 
made  by  the  excellent  and  efficient  Superintendent,  Chaplain  Moore. 
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PHYSICIAN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


New  Jersey  Home  for  Disabled  Soldiers,  ) 
Newark,  Nov.  30th,  1866.      | 
Col.  A.  JV*.  Dougherty  J  Commandant : 

Sir  : — 1  hare  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  9fli  day  of  June,  1866, 
I  receiyed  the  appointment  of  Physician  to  the  New  Jersey  Home 
for  Disabled  Soldiers.  The  buildings  situated  on  Mill  street,  and 
the  "  Ward  U.  S.  A.  Gteneral  Hospitol "  had  been  purchased  for  the 
uses  of  a  Soldiers'  Home,  and  active  measures  were  at  once  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Managers  to  fit  up  and  prepare  the  large  building 
formerly  known  as  the  administration  building,  for  the  reception  and 
accommodation  of  disabled  soldiers,  several  of  the  pavilions  being 
reserved  for  future  use  if  required. 

By  the  large  number  of  admissions  it  soon  became  evident  that 
increased  accommodation  would  be  required ;  accordingly  one  of  the 
pavilions  was  comfortably  filled  up,  affording  two  additional  wards, 
each  of  the  capacity  of  about  twenty-six  beds,  with  a  commodious 
reading  room  between. 

Further  accommodations  may  yet  be  required  before  spring. 
Already  the  demands  for  the  benefits  of  the  institution  are  quite 
equal  to  the  Extent  of  our  accommodations ;  abundantly  proving  the 
wisdom  and  sagacity  of  those  whose  interests  and  sympathies  were 
devoted  to  the  establishment  of  this  institution ;  steadily  the  number 
of  its  inmates  increases,  and  the  roll  of  its  Out  Patients  is  added  to 
daily ;  to  the  latter,  of  whom,  by  a  wise  provision  of  the  law,  its 
doors  are  open  to  give  them  medical  advice,  and  medicine  and  weekly 
or  monthly  stipends  of  money ;  thus  relieving  them  of  much  suffering 
resulting  from  disease  or  injury  received  in  the  service  of  their  coun- 
try, and  enabling  them  while  remaining  at  their  homes,  and  with 
their  families,  to  procure  for  themselves  the  necessaries  of  life. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  benefits  which  for  years  to  come, 
may  arise  from  an  institution  of  this  character.  Of  all  her  noble 
public  institutions  of  which  she  may  justly  be  proud,  greater  honor 
and  praise  will  be  given  to  New  Jersey  for  her  Soldiers'  Home. 

On  the  15th  day  of  July,  1866,  the  first  patients  were  treated  in 
the  infirmaries  of  this  institution. 

From  that  date  to  December  1,  1866,  inclusive,  there  have  been 
seventy-two  (72),  under  medical  treatment  with  the  following 
disease:

No  epidemic  disease  has  prevailed  among  the  inmates ;  the  location 
of  the  Home  being  situated  on  an  elevated  plateau  of  land  overlook- 
ing the  city,  river  and  bay  below,  abundantly  supplied  with  pore 
water  for  drinking,  culinary  and  laundry  purposes,  its  surronndiugs 
being,  in  every  respect,  conducive  to  the  maintenance  of  a  good  san- 
itary condition  at  all  seasons,  render  it  highly  probable  that  no  such 
disease  will  long  exist  if  brought  to  our  doors. 

There  has  been  performed  one  amputation  (Sym's)  removing  a  foot 
for  necrosis  of  the  bones  of  the  tarans ;  one  operation  for  remo?al  of 
dead  bone  in  an  ampuated  stump  of  thigh. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred— John  Schmidle,  of  consumption ;  Charlee 
Lyruth,  of  pneumonia — both  of  whom  were  moribund  upon  tiieira(J- 
mission  into  the  Home.  John  Schmidle  was  brought  in  on  tbe  24th 
day  of  August,  1866,  and  died  on  the  following  morning. 

Charles  Lyruth  was  brought  in  on  the  evening  of  December  1, 1866. 
He  was  very  sick  with  pneumonia  in  an  advanced  stage,  he  having 
been  taken  sick  five  days  previously.  On  his  admission  he  wasfoond 
by  the  Physician  to  be  suffering  greatly;  his  countenance  was  ex- 
tremely anxious :  respiration  short  and  rapid,  pulse  quick,  weak  and 
small ;  tongue  dry,  lips  livid,  and  the  genend  strength  greatly  de- 
pressed and  rapidly  failing.  No  hopes  were  entertained  of  hfe  re- 
covery ;  he  died  soon  after  midnight. 

Of  the  out  patients,  five  have  been  regularly  treated  at  the  Dispen- 
sary and  medicines  furnished,  and  quite  a  number  have  been  visited 
at  their  homes.  (The  number  of  out  patients  under  medical  treats 
ment  has  increased  since  December  1st.) 

Five  hundred  and  ninety  prescriptions  have  been  compounded  it 
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the  Dispensary.    This  has  been  done  by  the  physician,  there  being 
no  Apothecary  as  yet  employed. 

In  conclusion  I  would  state,  that  a  complete  military  and  medical 
history  of  those  on  the  sick  list  is  kept  by  the  Physician. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

7b  His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Governor  of  the  State  of  JVw 
Jersey : 

In  compliance  with  the  act  relative  thereto,  the  Directors  of  the 
Soldiers'  Children's  Home,  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  their 
second  annual  report. 

While  reviewing  the  past  year,  we  would  offer  most  earnest  thanks- 
givings to  our  Father  in  Heaven,  for  his  unnumbered  blessings.  Un- 
usual sickness  has  prevailed  in  the  city  among  children,  the  joy  of 
many  a  household  has  been  taken  away,  but  no  serious  illness  visited 
us.  The  Death  Angel  passed  by  tlie  Home.  We  have  to-day  an 
unbroken  circle  of  healthy,  happy  cMldren^-oiphan  children,  whose 
father's  fell  on  almost  every  battle  field,  consecrating  the  soil  of 
every  southern  State. 

Though  the  graves  of  these  patriots  may  not  be  decorated  "with 
teantiful,  but  perishing  flowers,  they  are  not  forgotten.  Their 
memory  is  green  in  the  hearts  of  our  people,  and  the  principles  for 
which  they  sacrificed  their  lives,  form  yet  the  foundation  of  our 
government,  and  like  the  sturdy  oak,  are  but  more  firmly  rooted,  by 
the  fierce  and  stormy  trials  of  the  last  few  years. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  since  the  former  report,  has  been 
forty,  quite  as  many  as  could  be  accommodated  in  our  small  space. 
During  that  time,  nine  have  been  returned  to  their  parents,  and  nine 
admitted.  The  ages  of  the  present  inmates  of  the  Home  range  from 
four  to  twelve  years,  of  these  sixteen  are  from  Essex,  three  Hudson, 
one  Union,  two  Warren,  ten  Mercer,  two  Camden,  three  Burlington, 
one  Monmouth,  two  Hunterdon.  About  one  hundred  applicants  are 
waiting  for  admission  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  most 
utgent  are  some  of  these  calls;  how  joyfully  will  we  welcome  these 
destitute  "  little  ones  "  to  their  pleasant  Home,  given  by  New  Jersey 
t6  her  Soldiers^  children. 

Among  recent  applications,  three  brothers  were  presented,  one  of 
them  having  a  cancer,  and  one  a  white  swelling.  Our  State  provides 
for  the  blind,  deaf  and  dumb  and  feeble  minded,  in  the  institutions  of 
NW  York  or  Pennsylvania,  but  we  have  no  hospital  for  such  unfor- 
ttfUates.  Can  we,  on  the  limited  sum  dlowed  us,  procure  the  neces- 
-saiy  attendance  for  such  cases?  Do  they  not  most  strongly  app^d 
tdoursymj^Attiy? 
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The  accompanying  statement  of  the  Treasorer  showB  the  soms  re- 
ceived from  November,  1865,  to  December,  1 866,  including  the  $8,000 
from  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Railroad  (Company,  and  $4,000  balaaoe 
of  State  appropriation,  which  was  reported  last  winter,  as  oonstitot- 
ing  the  amount  pledged  by  the  Directors  at  that  time  for  iomisiuDg, 
&c.,  the  new  Home.  The  $20,000  granted  for  erecting  the  net 
house  falling  so  far  short  of  the  actual  cost,  the  C!ommissioner8  said 
the  building  "  must  stop".  To  avoid  any  such  delay,  the  Directas 
promised  them  $7,000  of  their  fund  to  complete  the  building,  (leeBng 
confident  the  Legislature  would  not  ailow  such- a  work  to  stop),  irbiek 
leaves  us  only  about  $6,000  to  inmish  the  house.  As  much  finishing 
of  the  building  was  includecf  m  the  furnishing  thereof,  if  we  kie  to 
meet  this  deficiency,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  ask  another  appropiii- 
tion. 

On  comparing  the  expenses  of  the  past  year  with  those  of  o^  in- 
stitutions, we  flatter  ourselves  the  Home  has  been  economicallj  nttn- 
aged. 

The  good  health  of  the  inmates  we  attribute  to  the  neat,  ortely 
arrangements  and  comforts  of  the  Home.  Their  improvement  mtd- 
lectusdly,  in  morals  and  deportment,  has  been  very  gratifying,  hi 
fiome  instances,  those  we  feared  would  have  to  be  removed,  becaioi 
of  their  evil  and  corrupt  example,  are  now  among  our  bcstchildm 
proving  conclusively  the  good  that  can  be  accompltohed  in  a  Christiu 
Home,  under  kind,  but  firm  discipline. 

We  feel  specially  favored  in  having  so  excellent  a  matron.  Jfe 

Musgrove's  influence  is  marvellous,  the  children  all  love  her,  and 

.  promptly  obey  her.     Miss    Bartine  has  also  a  peculiarly  happy 

manner  in  teaching.    It  is  so  frequently  remarked  by  visitors, ''  What 

bright,  hajmy,  intelligent  looking  children  I" 

To  our  Physicians,  Drs.  Hodge  and  Rogers,  we  are  raider  great 
obligation?,  for  their  kind  and  gratuitous  attendance  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  institution  in  Trenton. 

To  the  numerous  friends  of  the  Home  throughout  the  State,  wIm) 
have  assisted  us  in  preparing  clothing  for  the  inmates  and  by  wM 
contributions,  we  would  tender  many  thanks. 

We  are  happy  to  state  that  the  new  Home  is  completed.  Tkw^h 
exceedingly  plain  in  its  external  appearance,  in  arranging  the  inteno^ 
everything  has  been  done  to  make  it  a  comfortable,  pleasant  Hooie. 
The  distance  from  the  ci^  is  considerable  for  the  directors  in  TisitiBg 
it;  but  the  advantage  of  the  children  was  the  first  consideiatianj 
We  have  seven  acres  of  land,  upon  two  of  which  is  a  deUgbtW 
grove,  giving  abundant  room  for  garden,  play  grounds,  4c  We 
doubt  not  the  property  when  returned  to  the  State  will  more  than 
repay  the  amount  expended  in  erecting  the  building.  The  hooaa 
contains  spacious  and  well  arranged  school  rooms,  dining  roooSi 
dormitories  and  playrooms ;  those  for  the  boys  and  girls  being  in  tbe 
difierent  wings.  They  are  together  in  the  school  and  at  meals,  asfj 
have  many  brothers  and  sisters  among  them,  we  desire  to  cherish  and 
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caltiyate  a  fraternal  affection.  We  hope  to  give  them  a  plain, 
thorough,  practical  education,  fit  them,  as  &r  as  possible,  to  make 
useful,  happy  men  and  women,  e\eT  remembering  their  homes  were 
desolated  and  broken  up  to  save  ours.  As  we  read  the  letters  so 
carefully  preserved  and  often  blotted  with  tears,  announcmg  the 
death  of  their  fathers,  and  such  expressions  as,  <<  May  God  bless  and 
protect  my  dear  little  children,"  "  Tell  them  my  last  thought  was  of 
my  wife  and  children,  may  the  God  of  the  fatherless  preserve  them." 
Oh !  we  wish  their  fkther  could  have  known  how  kindly  his  children 
would  be  cared  for  the  State ;  would  it  not  have  thrown  a  ray  of 
brightness  even  over  Libby  and  Andersopville? 

Surely  no  vote  given  by  the  members  of  the  ninetieth  Legislature 
wiU  be  remembered  with  more  pleasure  than  the  one  establishing 
the  "  Soldiers'  Children's  Home  of  New  Jersey."

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His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Chvemor,  ifc: 

Sib  : — ^At  jour  request,  I  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  the  pn- 
gress  of  the  proposed  History  of  New  Jersey's  part  in  the  late  war. 
the  preparation  of  which  you  honored  me  by  committing  to  mj  hands. 

Immediately  upon  my  appointment  as  historiographer  in  April  last, 
I  addressed  myself  to  the  collection  of  materials  for  tiie  w<»rk,  opea- 
ing  communication  with  our  principal  officers  and  other  persons  sip- 
posed  to  be  in  possession  of  valuable  or  essential  facts  as  to  the  open- 
tions  of  our  soldiers,  and  soliciting,  through  the  press,  the  dclifoy 
into  my  hands  of  private  letters  and  all  documents  calculated  to  hr 
cilitate  the  completion  of  the  undertaking.  As  the  result  of  this  fC 
fort,  and  of  personal  interviews  with  officers  and  privates  of  our  r^ 
ments,  I  have  accumulated  a  vast  mass  of  letters,  narratives,  diui^ 
order  and  dispatch  books,  and  other  documents,  embodying  most  im- 
portant facts,  and  in  s()me  cases  complete  records,  of  the'  services  of 
our  troops.  These  papers,  however,  relate  to  but  a  portion,  perhqie 
one-half,  of  the  whole  number  of  regiments  sent  by  us  into  the  idfl. 
As  to  many  of  the  others,  I  have  I]^en  unable  as  yet  to  obtain  any 
satisfactory  statements,  and  as  to  a  few  it  would  seem  that  only  the 
most  meagre  and  imperfect  sketches  can  be  anticipated — ^tfae  most 
persistent  and  thorough  search  having  failed  to  discover  any  data 
whatever  in  reference  to  their  actual  experience.  It  may  seem  in- 
credible, but  it  is  nevertheless  true,  that  some  of  the  regiments  fiuied 
altogether  to  make  regular  reports  to  the  State  authorities,  while  in 
a  few  instances  reports  were  never  made  as  required,  except  in  aoftr 
as  related  to  the  merest  routine  life  and  proceedings.  Nor  is  this  aD. 
The  commandants  of  these  regiments  have  no  personal  records  at  all 
relating  to  their  operations.  One  would  suppose  that  a  natural  nride 
in  their  commands,  and  a  desire  to  perpetuate  the  evidences  ana  me- 
morials of  their  gallantry,  would  have  induced  in  all  officers  a  careM 
preservation  of  all  papers,  official  and  otherwise ;  and  it  must  oer 
tainly  be  regarded  as  inexplicable  that  such  was  not  the  case.  Those 
officers  who,  like  Gen.  McAllister  and  a  few  others,  did  thus  &ith- 
fully  fulfill  their  obligations  to  their  commands  in  this  particular,  hare 
most  generously  volunteered  all  possible  assistance  in  the  completion 
of  the  work  wMch  has  fhllen  to  my  hands ;  but  as  to  the  raiments  of 
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^^hiph  there  are,  so  far  as  yet  discovered,  no  trustworthy  records  in 
existence,  the  task  of  producing  any  accurate  or  coq^plete  history 
must,  obviously,  be  one  of  slow  and  diflScult  progress. 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  under  which  the  work  is  authcx'ized,  re* 
i^nires  the  preparation  of  <<a  succinct  history  of  the  part  borne  by 
New  Jersey  in  the  war,  of  the  services  of  her  general  oflScers,  and  ot 
the  campaigns  of  each  regiment."  Whether,  under  this  general  pro 
vision,  it  was  designed  to  include  a  narrative  of  all  the  events,  social, 
religious  and  political,  which  marked  the  inner  life  of  our  people 
daring  the  progress  of  the  struggle,  may  perhaps  be  questioned ;  but 
it  was  so  palpably  essential  to  a  complete  record  of  our  services 
in  the  national  behalf,  that  everything  relating  to  the  home-side  of 
the  conflict — ^the  philanthropy  and  generous,  inflexible  patriotism  of 
the  masses,  the  action  of  our  State  administrations,  and  the  conspiou-* 
cos  performances  of  particular  men- -should  be  faithfully  set  forth, 
that  I  determined  at  once  to  make  the  history,  as  fSeu:  as  possible,  sa^ 
exhaustive  and  complete  exposition  of  New  Jersey's  work,  from  the 
beginning  to  the  close  of  the  war.  Accordingly,  I  have  endeavored 
to  procure,  from  official  papers  and  other  sources  not  ordinarily  'ac- 
cessible, such  facts  as  exhibit  the  character  and  magnitude  of  our 
contributions  in  promotion  of  the  moral  and  sanitary  comfort  of  our 
troops;  the  amount  of  local  and  State  appropriations  in  the  way  of 
bounties ;  the  number  of  volunteers  from  this  State  who  served  in  the 
regiments  of  other  States;  the  general  drift  and  influence  of  the 
policy  of  our  religious  bodies ;  the  effect  upon  the  general  prosperity 
in  the  withdraws!  from  the  producing  classes  of  so  many  thousands  of 
skilled  operatives ;  together  with  an  analysis  of  the  legislation  of  tiie 
war  period,  and  the  general  attitude  of  the  people  touching  the  ques- 
tions which  the  war  developed.  This  portion  of  the  work  is,  to  my 
mind,  quite  as  important  as  the  military  narrative,  and  at  any  rate 
its  omission  would  leave  the  State  without  any  adequate  or  reliable 
record  of  the  noble  part  it  performed,  to  which  to  point  with  satisfac- 
tion in  the  hereafter. 

The  actual  present  condition  of  the  work  is  as  follows :  I  have 
<5omplete,  or  nearly  so,  the  narrative  of  the  three  months'  brigade, 
including,  of  course,  preliminary  chapters  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
State  upon  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  and  its  early  action  in  response 
to  the  first  call  for  troops — making  in  all  some  150  manuscript  pages ; 
a  complete  history  of  the  Ninth  Regiment,  160  pages ;  the  1st  Cavalry, 
nearly  complete,  250pages ;  the  Twelfth  Regunent,  down  to  the  siege 
of  Petersburg;  the  Eleventh  Regiment,  with  all  the  official  papers  of 
General  McAllister;  the  Fifteenth  Regiment,  nearly  complete;  the 
Twenty.fifth,  Twenty-seventh  and  Twenty-ninth  Regiments,  complete 
except  as  to  the  Twenty-fifiii;  and  some  250  manuscript  pages  of  re- 
ports,  letters,  orders,  &c.,  relating  to  the  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh  and 
Eighth  Ri^B^ents,  with  some  detached  sketches  also  of  the  First  and 
TMrd  R^ments  of  the  First  Brigade.  In  addition  to  all  this,  I 
have  arranged  for  sketches  of  the  Thirteenth  and  Thirty-third  R^- 
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_  By  haTing  already  the  ofllcial  papars  of  the  latter  in  my  poflB» 
fiOD,  kindly  furnished  by  Greneni  Mindil,  who  still  feels  a  deep 
interest  in  our  New  Jersey  troops.  1  hare  also  the  records  of  Beam  s 
Battery,  aad  in  coarse  of  prq>araticm  a  narratiTe  of  the  ezperiraiMs 
•ef  Ihe  Jersey  volunteers,  some  twelve  hundred  in  number,  who  weie 
connected  with  Sickles'  Exodsior  Brigade. 

You  will  discover  from  this  statement  that  the  work  promises  to 
be  one  of  formidable  proportions.     Under  any  circumstanoes^  i 
aeems  impossible  to  reduce  the  volume  to  less  than  nine  hundred  era 
thousand  pages,  unless  the  smaller  styles  of  lype  are  used,  wfaick 
would  to  many  entirely  destroy  its  value.    You  will  also  readily  con- 
jecture that  the  completicm  of  the  work  may  occupy  the  greater  part 
IMT  the  coming  year,  if  continued   upon  ike   pl^    now  prqweed. 
Should  the  Legislature  authorize  an  abridgement  of  the  r^imental 
histories^  as  I  beg  respectfully  to  suggest,  and  the  substitution  of 
brigade  narratives  so  far  as  may  be  possible,  then  the  voluiae  may  be 
diminished  in  bulk  and  completed  at  an  earlier  day  than  now  seems 
fossible,  and  without  at  all  impairing  the  value  of  the  work.   Many 
of  our  regiments  having  had  precisely  the  same  experience,  the  i«x>ii 
of  one  will  give  all  the  essential  facts  as  to  the  service  i^  odios, 
and  to  repeat  in  each  case  the  same  statement  of  camp  and  field  life 
%nd  operations  would  only  swell  the  volume  to  unwieldy  propor&is 
without  increasing  its  interest  or  accuracy.    As  exhibiting  the  extait 
to  which  the  regimental  style  of  narrative  would  expand  the  hock,  I 
may  mention  that  the  War  History  of  Iowa  ^which  State  famished 
Ibrty  infantry  and  nine  cavalry  regiments,  with  several  batteries  of 
artillery),  prepared  upon  this   plan,  occupies  743  closely  printed 
pages,  and  is  by  no  means  exhaustive  or  complete. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society  h^n 
generously  placed  all  the  resources  of  their  library  at  my  diq)06al, 
and  extended  me  other  &cilities,  in  the  preparation  of  the  work 
Their  example  is  worthy  of  enlarged  recognition  by  other  societies. 

Thanking  you  for  the  judicious  counsel  and  active  assistance  joi 
have  given  me  in  the  prosecution  of  my  labors,  and  trusting  that  ttej 
piay  be  completed  to  your  satisfaction  and  that  of  the  people  at  large, 
I  remain,  with  high  consideration.

To  His  Excellency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Governor,  Commander-in-Chiefs 

Sib: — Being  required  by  law  to  report  '« all  proceedings  relative 
to  tiie  details  of  the  military  force  ordered  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  upon  requisition  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,"  to- 
gether with  "  the  general  state  of  the  militia,  as  also  any  improve- 
ment to  advance  the  discipline  and  benefit  the  militia,"  I  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report  of  military  transactions  through  thiB 
department  during  the  past  year. 

The  return  of  peace  has  materially  reduced  the  labors  of  this  office; 
it  has  therefore  been  placed  upon  a  peace  footing,  and  the  expense! 
reduced  in  accordance  therewith.    , 

An  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  February  20, 1862,  and  sup- 
plement thereto,  provides  "  that  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to 
pay  the  Adjutant  General  *****  at  the  rate  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  month  for  actual  and  unusual  service,  until, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor,  such  actual  and  unusual  service  shall 
be  no  longer  necessary."  1  surrendered  my  privileges  under  this  act 
when,  in  my  opinion,  the  time  had  arrived  for  this  salary  to  cease, 
and  did  not  wait  to  receive  instructions  from  your  Excellency.  The 
clerical  force  of  the  office  has  been  reduced,  only  such  persons  being 
retained  as  were  absolutely  necessary. 

In  comparison  with  a  few  previous  years,  the  past  one  has  not 
proved  eventful,  as  far  as  the  business  pf  this  office  is  concerned* 
Following  the  ending  of  the  war,  the  work  performed  has  been  of  a 
nature  that  may  be  termed  regular  office  business,  and  has  been  con* 
fined  to  that  connected  with  the  returned  volunteers,  perfecting  the 
records  and  the  duties  connected  with  the  militia  of  the  State.  While 
the  clerical  force  has  been  actively  engaged,  the  business  has  been  of 
such  a  character  that  I  have  but  to  report  progress  in  the  important 
work  of  perfecting  the  records,  which  will  compare  favorably,  I  think, 
with  similar  records  elsewhere.  The  work  that  has  been  effected  has 
been  thorough,  and  only  six  hundred  names  remain  upon  the  rolls  to 
be  accounted  for.  This  want  of  accuracy  arises  from  the*  fact  that 
the  Stale  hAs  not  had  aecess  to  the  muster-out  rolls  of  certain  organ* 
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izations  mustered  out  during  the  year  1864.  Means  have  been  taken, 
however,  to  obtain  the  information  necessary  to  account  for  tbese 
names  which  bids  fair  to  be  successful. 

The  Thirty-fourth  Regiment  returned  during  the  year,  being  the 
last  from  this  State  in  the  United  States  service.  The  muster-oit 
rolls  were  received,  examined,  and  State  pay  stopped. 

Under  provisions  of  an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last 
session,  State  pay  has  been  ordered  to  members  of  the  First  and  Tentli 
Infantry  New  Jersey  Volunteers,  from  date  of  enlistment  to  date  of 
acceptance  of  the  regiments  by  the  State.  Death  records  haTe  been 
received,  compared  with  the  rolls  of  this  office,  and  necessarj  entris 
and  corrections  made.  An  entire  revision  has  been  made  of  all  fflns- 
ter-out  rolls  of  regiments  and  batteries  from  this  State,  proper  off- 
rections  and  changes  made.  Hospital  reports,  bi-monthly  musters, 
and  reports  of  casualties  were  undergoing  revision,  but  tlie  woA 
upon  them  has  been  temporarily  suspended,  the  force  of  tke  oiSoe 
being  engaged  upon  the  forwarding  of  soldiers' certificatea;  it  will 
bo  resumed  at  an  early  day,  pushed  to  completion,  and  the  records 
proved.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Legislature  makepwh 
Yimon  for  the  publication  of  the  corrected  records  of  this  office.  Tke 
importance  of  doing  this  at  their  present  session,  arises  from  the  6ct 
that  those  who,  from  continual  use,  have  become  familiar  with  reconb 
should  superintend  their  publication.  The  routine  business  of  tbe 
office  may  be  estimated  by  the  number  of  letters  deemed  of  sofficiat 
importance  to  copy.  The  number^of  letters  during  the  past  year,  of 
this  description,  having  been  about  three  thousand. 

The  compilation  of  the  military  laws  of  this  State,  spoken  of  in  ay 
last  annual  report,  was  published  to  the  militia  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  practical  working  under  it  has  been  observed  with  pwt 
care,  in  order  that  the  efficiency  of  the  law  might  be  tested.  Whil» 
no  serious  difficulty  has  been  experienced,  yet,  owing  to  thcincwh 
gruous  nature  of  many  of  tho  acts,  a  diversity  of  opinion  hasarisea 
on  many  questions,  which  may  prove  detrimental  to  the  militia.  Tte 
difficulty  ar^pes,  I  think,  from  the  fact  that  there  is  too  much  lav.  I 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  a  suitable  person  or  persons  be  ap- 
pointed by  your  Excellency,  to  still  further  revise  the  presfaitlaw, 
divesting  it  of  all  unnecessary  matter. 

A  battalion  of  veterans,  numbering  two  hundred  and  thirty-fi»r 
{234)  men,  has  been  organized  and  attached  to  the  Newark  Brigade 
dmring  the  past  year.  Seven  new  companies  have  been  added  to  k 
Rifle  Corps  of  this  State  during  the  same  period,  and  two  eompwi* 
disbanded. 

The  present  strength  of  the  Rifle  Corps  may  be  seen  by  the  reprt 
of  the  13rigade  Inspector,  herewith  attached. 

The  Rifle  Corps  were  ordered  for  escort  to  the  Governor  upoaw 
Immguration.  The  details  of  the  encampment  of  the  Eifle  Corps,  «^ 
tiered  from  this  office  in  July  last,  cannot  be  given,  as  no  rqjwtwt 
^ktea  received,  but  the  Corps  made  a  fine  appearance  upon  r0^f 
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ade  by  your  Excellency  at  the  close  of  the  encampment,  and  the 
iscipline  mamfested  was  highly  creditable  to  each  individual  mem- 
Sr.  The  drills  and  parades  provided  by  law  have  been  pnnctii- 
ly  attended  to,  and  the  efiBciency  of  the  Corps  well  established. 

The  militia  of  the  State  is  fkst  being  absorbed  into  the  Rifle  Gorpe^ 
bile  the  organization  composed  of  veterans,  inaugurated  at  Newark, 
J  being  followed  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  These  two  organiza> 
ons  should  be  fostered  by  the  State. 

The  issue  of  certificates  to  soldiers  from  the  State  who  received  an 
onorable  discharge— ordered  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session — 
as  been  promptly  attended  to.  It  is  necessary  to  examine  the  record 
f  each  individual  soldier,  and  proper  entries  made,  before  the  corti- 
cate can  be  issued.  The  work  has  been  pushed  forward,  and  no  un- 
ecessary  delay  has  occurred.  Since  these  certificates  were  for- 
rarded  by  your  Excellency  to  this  office,  an  average  of  soventy-threa 
73)  per  day  have  been  distributed. 

I  herewith  forward  you  the  report  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant  Q&ik' 
ral.  Chief  of  Enrollment  and  Drafting.

General  : — The  act  entitled  <*  An  act  for  the  more  e£fectnal  organ- 
ization of  the  militia/'  approved  April  6, 1866,  provides  "  that  theve 
shall  be  in  the  Adjutant  General's  JDepartment  a  Bureau  of  EnroUii^ 
and  Drafting,  under  an  Assistant  Aqjutant  General,  who  shall  bt 
Chief  of  Enrolling  and  Drafting,"  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  said  * 
ficer  to  receive  (he  enrollment  lists,  when  made  by  the  Gommissioa- 
ers  of  Enrollment,  as  provided  in  the  act. 

No  measures  have  been  taken  during  the  year  towards  the  orgaoih 
ization  of  this  Bureau.  The  act  above  referred  to  provides  forflm 
appointment  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Brigadier  General,  of  a  Commissioner  of  Enrolling  and  Drying 
for  each  county,  with  the  rank  of  Captain  of  Cavalry.  No  appoijil- 
meuts  of  Commissioners  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  pro- 
vision, and  consequently  no  enrollment  lists  of  the  able  bodied  whte 
male  inhabitants,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  yeaie, 
have  been  transmitted  to  this  Bureau,  as  prescribed  therein. 

By  "  An  act  establishing  a  militia  system,"  passed  March  17, 186&, 
the  Assessors  of  the  several  and  respective  townships  and  warck 
throughout  the  State  were  required  to  designate  and  make  out  en- 
rolled schedules  of  all  white  male  persons  within  their  respective  <fi^ 
tricts,  upon  each  annual  assessment,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty-five  years,  who  were  liable  to  perform  military  duty,  and  fi»^ 
ward  the  same,  under  proper  certificate^  addressed  to'the  Adjutasl 
General,  at  Trenton,  on  or  before  the  first  day^f  September,  anuB> 
ally,  and  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every  one  hundred  names  in  eaek 
schedule  was  allowed  to  the  Assessors  forwarding  the  same,  to  be 
paid  by  the  several  and  respective  townships  and  cities  in  which  sueli 
enrolled  schedules  were  made  out  and  forwarded  according  to  law. 

After  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1866,  which  provides  for  the  en- 
rollment of  the  militia  under  the  direction  of  this  Bureau,  a  circular 
was  issued  by  me  to  the  Assessors  of  the  several  and  respective  town- 
ships and  wards  throughout  the  State,  reciting  the  provisions  of  tiie 
act  of  1852,  and  instructing  them  that  said  act  had  been  repealed, 
and  that  the  duties  required  of  them  under  that  act  having  devolved, 
by  the  act  of  1866,  upon  Commissioners  of  Enrollment,  to  be  u>- 
pointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  no  enrolled  schedules  woml 
hereafter  be  required  of  or  received  from  said  Assessors ;  therefore, 
there  is  no  information,  from  any  source,  of  the  number  of  persons  Sa 
this.  State  liable  to  do  military  duty  for  the  year  1866. 
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Until  I  am  notified  of  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  of  Enroll- 
ment, as  provided  for  in  the  Militia  Law,  no  measures  can  be  taken 
for  the  farther  organization  of  this  Bureau.

To  His  Excellency  Marcus  L,  Ward,  Governor  and  Commander-in' 
Chief  of  the  Militia  of  Jfew  Jersey : 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the 
operations  of  this  department  for  the  year  1866. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  year,  the  war  having  terminated,  there 
remained  on  hand  at  the  Arsenal  a  large  quantity  of  ordnance  and 
ordnance  stores,  received  from  the  United  States  upon  requisitions 
for  arming  and  equipping  volunteer  troops,  and  turned  into  the 
Arsenal  by  troops  mustered  out  of  service^  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
United  States.  You  are  referred  to  Statement  G  for  a  particular 
account  of  the  property  thus  turned  over. 

This  department  has  been  engaged  during  the  present  year  in 
making  out  returns  of  property  purchased  and  issued  to  the  New 
Jersey  volunteers,  to  the  accounting  officer  of  the  United  States 
Treasury,  in  order  to  obtain  a  settlement  of  the  claim  of  this  State 
against  the  United  States  for  expenses  incurred  in  organizing  and 
equipping  troops  for  the  United  States  service. 

The  34th  regiment.  New  Jersey  Volunteers,  on  duty  in  Alabama, 
j^as  retained  in  service  until  the  present  year.  On  its  arrival  at  this 
place  on  the  2d  of  May,  to  be  paid  off  and  discharged  from  the 
United  States  service,  it  was  met  at  the  depot  by  the  mayor  of  the 
city,  accompanied  by  a  band  of  music  and  a  large  body  of  citizens, 
and  escorted  through  the  streets  of  Trenton  to  the  State  House, 
where  it  was  received  by  your  Excellency  in  a  speech  bidding  it 
welcome  home  and  thanking  it  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  New 
Jersey  for  the  honorable,  faithful  and  important  services  it  had 
rendered  to  the  State  and  nation,  and  tendering  to  it  the  hospitalilr 
of  the  State.  On  the  day  following  it  was  escorted  to  Bechtel  HaU, 
where  the  men  were  given  a  sumptuous  dinner,  at  which  congratula- 
tory speeches  were  made  in  conunendation  of  their  meritorious  and 
arduous  services  in  behalf  the  Union. 

On  the  fet  of  March,  under  instructions  from  your  Excellency,  the 
New  Jersey  Military  Agency  at  Washington  was  closed.    The  books^ 
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records  and  papers  pertaming  to  the  Agencj  were  turned  into  tfais 
office.  The  raniitare  was  sold  at  Waddngton,  and  the  proceeds, 
amonnting  to  fifty-one  dollars  ^$51)  were  deposited  in  the  State  Trea> 
smr.  Thus  terminated  the  Agency,  which  was  established  in  the 
early  part  of  the  war,  by  authority  of  the  Grovemor.  It  was  of  great 
service  to  the  State  officials  in  furnishing  a  reliable  communicatica 
with  our  troops  in  the  field.  Its  beneficial  results  were  &lt  and 
appreciated  by  the  soldiers  and  the  people  of  the  State.  Permit  me, 
in  this  connection,  to  add,  in  justice  to  a  faithful  and  meritoiioaB 
officer,  that  Col.  J.  G.  Bafferty,  while  in  charge  of  the  office,  p^iiKmed 
the  duties  with  fidelity  and  zeal. 

Becent  events  have  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  military  men  the 
great  superiority  of  the  breech  loading  muskets  over  those  now  in 
use.  Tlie  United  States  Government  has  recently  completed  a  aeriei 
of  experiments  to  test  the  different  models  of  breech  loaders,  and  a 
ffreat  variety  of  plans  for  altering  Springfield  rifled  musketB  idId 
breech  loaders.  A  plan  of  alteration  has  been  adopted,  which  is 
simple,  efficient  and  durable,  at  a  comparatively  small  cost  The 
Government  is  now  engaged  in  applying  this  alteration  to  tike  Spimg- 
field  musket,  so  that  in  a  very  short  time  all  her  troops  will  be  sap- 
plied  with  this  improved  arm.  This  alteration  requires  a  fixed 
metallic  cartridge,  and  combines  all  the  advantages  of  the  celebrated 
Prussian  needle  gun  in  accuracy,  range,  and  rapidity  in  fire,  and  is 
regarded  in  all  respects  as  a  superior  arm.  It  is  therefore  recoift- 
mended  that  a  sufficient  number  of  muskets  now  on  hand  be  altered 
after  the  proposed  plan,  to  arm  the  State  Bifle  Corps.  It  is  ina^oii- 
ant  that  the  State  arms  shall  conform  as  near  as  practicable  to  those 
in  use  by  the  troops  of  the  United  States,  that  in  the  ev^it  <^  osr 
militia  troops  being  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  that 
one  and  the  same  manual  and  aoununition  will  answer  for  bo4k 
classes  of  troops. 

The  active  militia  of  this  State  available  for  an  emergency,  is 
comprised  in  the  State  Bifle  Corps,  organized  and  equipp^  under 
the  act  of  the  Legi^ture  of  March  30,  1864,  entitled  "  An  act  for 
the  more  efiectual  organization  of  the  New  Jersey  Bifle  Corps,''  and 
the  act  of  April  6,  1865,  entitled  <'  An  act  for  the  more  effectual  or- 
ganization of  the  Militia."  It  consists  of  32  companies  organi)^ 
into  3  regiments  and  2  battalions,  and  the  entire  torde  forming  one 
brigade.  There  was  issued  to  this  Corps  in  the  year  1865,  the  foV 
lowing  uniforms :  *

Tabular  statements  marked  A  and  B,  contain  the  issues  of  clotMnff- 
to  the  rifle  corps  and  the  active  militia  during  the  years  1865  and 
'66,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  to  whom  issued,  and  who  are  by 
law  responsible  to  the  State  for  its  proper  accountability.  The  total 
amount  expended  on  account  of  clothing  during  the  abore  periods, 
amounts  to  the  sum  of  $55,747.40,  of  which  amount  there  was  paid 
from  the  Treasury  in  1865  $6,024,  m  1866  $49,723.40.  A  laige  pro- 
portion  of  the  clothing  issued  in  1865,  was  not  paid  for  until  the 
present  year.  This  will  account  for  the  comparatively  large  amount 
expended  for  clothing  in  1866  over  that  of  1865.  Tabular  state- 
ment G,  contains  all  the  issues  to  the  rifle  corps,  of  ordnance  and 
ordnance  stores,  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage. 

Four  companies  of  veterans  have  been  recently  recruited  in 
Newark  composed  entirely  of  officers  and  men,  who  have  seen 
service.  These  companies  are  organized  in  a  battalion  under  M^jor 
William  Ward,  late  of  the  8th  Regiment  New  Jersey  Volunteers. 
The  total  strength  of  this  battalion  is  238.  This  corps  has  been 
under  drill  for  over  two  months.  It  has  received  its  arms  and  will 
be  clothed  and  equipped  by  the  1st  of  February.  From  its  compo- 
sition, made  up  exclusively  of  veterans,  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be 
by  the  time  it  is  fiilly  equipped,  a  thoroughly  drilled  and  disciplined 
corps,  and  a  credit  to  the  military  enterprise  of  the  citizens  of 
Newark. 

A  detailed  statement  of  ordnatice  and  ordnance  stores  issued  to 
to  the  active  militia  during  the  present  year,  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix  under  Statement  K.  These  issues  have  been  made  chiefly 
to  the  rifle  corps  and  consist  of  1,361  small  arms,  with  the  necessary 
accoutrements  and  implements.  In  addition  to  this  there  have  been 
armed  and  equipped  during  the  same  period  two  artillery  and  one 
cavalry  company  of  the  active  militia. 

The  militia  companies  organized  prior  to  and  during  the  war,  as 
home  guards,  have  disbanded,  except  companies  whi<m  have  been 
attached  to  the  State  Rifle  Corps,  and  their  arms  are  being  turned 
into  the  Arsenal  as  rapidly  as  possible.  In  some  localities  agents 
have  been  appointed  for  the  collection  and  return  of  arms.  This  has 
been  found  to  be  the  most  efiectual  means  of  collecting  those  which 
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have  been  issued  to  companies  a  long  time  sinee,  and  the  officers  of 
which  are  mostly  deceased  or  removed  from  the  State.  There  stQl 
remains  in  the  hands  of  the  militia  of  the  State,  of  the  issues  since 
the  year  1837,  when  the  present  system  of  issuing  to  nniform  com- 
panies upoQ  bonds  was  adopted,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  about 
1,300  small  arms.  There  were  collected  during  the  past  year  911 
stands  of  small  arms,  with  the  accompanying  accoutrements  and  eqn:q>- 
ments.  For  the  particular  sources  from  which  they  have  been  receired 
you  are  referred  to  Statement  I. 

There  remains  in  the  Arsenal  at  this  time  7,536  new  Springfidd 
rifled  muskets,  and  5,290  muskets  and  rifles  of  cdl  kinds  and  calibre; 
1,027  pistols  new,  and  60  that  have  been  in  service.  There  are  tbo 
2,012  sabres  and  swords  new  and  serviceable,  and  2,580  small  ams 
of  every  description  unfit  for  service.  The  State  has  S  four-gun  bat- 
teries of  light  Napoleon  guns,  bronze,  including  caissons,  hsU&j 
wagons  and  forges ;  1  complete  four-gun  battery  of  James  guns,  bronze 
4  complete  four-gun  batteries  of  Griffin  guns;  and  1  battery  of  two- 
guns.  Griffin.  For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  Artillery  yon  are  re- 
ferred to  Statement  D. 

The  operations  of  the  Arsenal,  the  present  year,  have  been  directs 
to  receiving,  inspecting  and  issuing  clothing,  arming  and  equipping  mil- 
itia companies,  cleaning  and  repairing  muskets  that  have  been  turned 
into  the  Arsenal,  and  to  the  care  and  preservation  of  military  prop- 
erty in  store.  The  accommodations  for  the  storage  of  arms  and  equip- 
ments at  the  Arsenal  are  unsuitable  for  the  purpose.  The  old  part 
of  the  Arsenal,  originally  erected  and  used  as  the  State  Prison,  fe 
constructed  of  massive  walls  and  arches,  without  proper  ventilatioQ, 
and  is  unfit,  by  reason  of  dampness,  producing  rust,  mildew  and  mold. 
1  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  that  part  of  flie  Ar- 
senal be  remodeled  and  suitably  arranged  for  the  better  preservation 
of  the  public  proi^erty.  The  expenses  required  in  the  care  of  prop- 
erty in  an  improved  class  of  buildings  would  be  inconsiderable  in 
comparison  to  that  which  is  now  expended. 

An  encampment  of  the  Rifle  Corps  was  held  at  Long  Branch  for 
four  days,  commencing  on  the  24th  of  July,  in  pursuance  of  Special 
Orders  No;  1.  There  was  attached  to  this  corps  on  this  oecadon 
Captain  Gerth's  Company  of  Newark  Cavalry  and  Captain  Waters' 
Newark  City  Battery,  in  all  consisting  of  thirty  companies,  number- 
ing about  sixteen  hundred  men,  under  command  of  Brevet  Major 
General  Theodore  Runyon,  commanding  New  Jersey  Rifle  Corps. 
This  encampment  was  a  success.  The  order  was  responded  to  on  the 
part  of  the  Rifle  Corps  with  great  promptness  and  unanimity.  It 
passed  off  without  a  single  accident,  and  although  there  was  consid- 
erable sickness  incident  to  a  chwige  of  water  and  diet,  there  was  not 
a  single  case  of  serious  illness.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  ex- 
penses of.the  encampment,  together  with  the  total  expenditure  on  ac- 
count of  the  militia  service,  will  be  found  in  Statement  M. 
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Oonsiderable  progress  has  been  made  daring  the  present  year  by 
fhe  acconnting  officers  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  in  the  ad- 
JDStment  of  the  claims  of  this  State  against  the  United  States  for  ex- 
penses incurred  in  organizing  and  equipping  troops  for  the  United 
States  service.  As  appears  by  the  books  in  this  office  the  amount  of 
this  claim  is  $1,181)487.12,  and  is  comprised  in  seven  insttdments 
filed  at  dififerent  times,  and  numbering  from  one  to  seven.  The  sev- 
eral dates,  amounts!  and  conditions  are  as  follows :

The  first,  second  and  third  accounts  amounting  to  $601,407.88, 
which  covers  the  expenditures  incurred  from  April,  1861,  to  July, 
1862,  have  been  officially  settled  and  the  sum  of  $356,667.49  has 
been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State  on  the  books  of  treasury, 
leaving  a  balance  of  this  claim  of  $144,740.39,  suspended  and  disal- 
lowed for  an  explanation  of  the  object  and  necessity  of  the  different 
items  of  expenditures. 

The  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  accounts  amounting  to  $666,904.01, 
have  been  examined  and  a^usted  by  the  Third  Auditor  and  for- 
warded to  the  Second  Comptroller  for  revision  arid  confirmation.  I 
am  assured  by  the  Comptroller  that  he  will  be  able  to  complete  his 
revision  and  examination  of  this  account  early  in  January. 

The  seventh  account  amounting  to  $14,175.23,  is  at  this  time  UAder 
examination  in  the  Third  Auditor's  office,  which  will  be  completed 
before  the  1st  of  January,  when  it  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Comp- 
troller for  his  revision. 

After  the  revision  of  accounts  has  been  made  by  the  Comptroller, 
he  will  return  them  to  the  Third  Auditor,  when  the  balances  dlowed 
will  be  credited  to  the  State,  and  a  statement  of  differences  furnished 
this  office  of  the  reasons  for  the  disallowance  or  suspension  of  the 
different  items  for  explanation.  I  confidently  believe  that  a  very 
large  proportion  of  suspended  and  disallowed  accounts  will,  upon  tM 
explanations  which  can  readily  be  famished,  be  allowed  upon  a  re- 
vision. The  State  received  on  the  31st  day  of  August,  1861,  aa 
advance  on  the  first  account  cf  $74,000.  The  proportion  of  the 
United  States  Tax  for  1861,  assumed  and  collected  by  this  State, 
amounting  to  $382,613.90,  is  charged  against  the  State  on  the  books 
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of  the  Treasorj.  Deducting  these  two  amounts  leaves  a  balance  in 
favor  of  the  State  of  $724,873.22.  The  claim  of  New  Jersey  is  now 
in  a  condition  to  be  settled  at  an  early  day,  and  I  have  the  assur. 
ance  of  both  the  Auditor  and  GomptroUer  tiiat  the  examination  and 
settlement  will  be  prosecuted  with  as  much  expedition  as  possible.

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REPORT. 


The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  Resolutions  concerning 
the  case  of  Charles  F.  Rich,  present  the  following : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Resolution  offered  in 
tiiis  House,  in  reference  to  the  recommendation  of  the  pardon  of 
Charles  P.  Ruh,  would  respectfally  report,  that  they  have  investi- 

Sted  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  preamble  to  said  resolution,  and  they 
lieve,  so  far  as  they  can  ascertain,  that  the  same  are  in  substance 
correctly  set  forth.  They  also  annex  to  their  report  a  copy  of  the 
letter  of  Rjmear  A.  Staate  to  the  Governor.  Mr.  Staats  appears  to 
have  been  the  only  witness  against  Charles  F.  Ruh ;  and  his  statements 
therein,  together  with  the  recommendation  of  two  of  the  members  of 
the  court,  eleven  of  the  jurors  before  whom  he  was  tried,  and  the 
numerous  petitions  of  citizens  of  various  parts  of  the  State ;  and  also, 
taking  in  view  all  the  facts  and,circumstances  connected  in  the  case 
of  Ruh,  your  Committee  are  induced  to  believe  that  the  law  has  been 
vindicated  by  the  punishment  he  has  already  endured.  They  there- 
fore offer  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolution  referred  to  your  Committee 
the  following  Preamble  and  Resolution  for  consideration  and  adop- 
tion: 

Whereas,  Charles  F.  Ruh,  a  member  of  the  last  Legislature  of  this 
State,  has  been  convicted  of  the  crime  of  indirectly  offering  to 
bribe  a  brother  member  of  the  same  Legislature,  and  is  now 
confined  in  the  State  Prison  for  that  offence ;  and 

Whereas,  Rynear  A,  Staats,  appearing  to  be  the  only  witness 
against  Mr.  Ruh,  has  recently  written  to  (Governor  Ward  stating 
the*doubts  in  his  mind  as  to  the  identity  of  Mr.  Ruh,  with  the 
person  who  committed  l^e  offence;  and 

Whereas,  two  of  the  judges  of  the  court  who  sentenced  him,  eleven 
of  the  jurors  who  convicted  him  and  recommended  him  to  mercy, 
and  numerous  citizens  of  the  State,  have  with  extraordinary 
unanimity  indicated  an  earnest  desire  that  clemency  should  be 
exercised  in  this  case ;  therefore, 
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Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Jfew  Jersey,  That  His  Excellency  the  Groyemor  be  eamestlj  reques- 
ted to  convene  a  special  session  of  the  Court  of  Pardons,  to  conflider 
the  case  gf  Charles  F.  Kuh ;  that  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  recommended 
to  the  Goyemor  and  the  Court  of  Pardons,  that  Charles  F.  Bnh  be 

pardoned.

His  EfceUency  Marcus  L.  Ward,  Crovemor  of  the  State  of  Jfew  Jersey : 
Dear  Sib:  I  desire  to  make  a  statement  to  you  ^d  the  Court  of 
Pardons  in  the  case  of  Charles  F.  Kuh,  now  in  the  State  Prison, 
haying  been  convicted  for  indirectly  attempting  to  bribe  me  to  vote 
for  the  Newark  Railroad.  I  haye  always  been  uncertaii  as  to 
whether  it  was  Mr.  Ruh  who  spoke  to  me  on  the  subject  aod  wheo 
I  went  before  the  Grand  Jury,  the  question  was  suddenly  asked  me 
without  my  haying  time  to  reflect  upon  the  matter,  and  as  an  imme- 
diate answer  was  required,  I  stated  my  impression  was  that  Mr. 
Ruh  talked  to  me  about  the  bill.  After  I  left  the  Orand  Joiy  I 
began  to  turn  the  matter  over  in  my  mind,  and  I  felt  that  I  coold  not 
be  positive  that  Mr.  Ruh  was  the  man  who  made  me  the  offer,  and  I 

00  stated  under  oath  at  the  trial.  I  was  surprised  when  tbe  jury 
convicted  him,  because  I  never  meant  to  say  at  the  trial  that  I  oonid 
positively  swear  that  Mr.  Ruh  ever  made  me  any  offer.  The  nuHe  I 
think  of  the  case  the  more  I  am  convinced  that  my  impressions  staled 
beforejthe  Grand  Jury  that  Mr.  Ruh  was  the  man  wereerroneons.  I 

1  am  not  intimate  with  Mr.  Ruh.  1  never  spoke  to  him  three  tinws 
in  my  life,  and  I  fear  that  injustice  has  unwittingly  been  done  to  him 
through  my  instrumentelity. 

I  earnestly  hope  and  pray  that  he  will  be  pardoned  at  once.
